For the Sun signs are just a 
beginning. Anyone who goes 
on to read a more advanced 
book on the subject will soon realize 
that the more you learn about astrol- 
ogy, the more fascinating it becomes. 
This book offers you an opportunity to 
come to grips with a discipline that has 
absorbed the minds of men and 
women for well over four millennia. 

And the fascination continues, for as 
with all sciences, almost every year sees 
new discoveries, new theories, and new 
speculations. The twentieth century, 
through the invention of the computer 
and the development of the study of 
human psychology, has seen elaborate 
testing of the astrological theory — not 
only its use by Jungian analysts in 
exploring human psychology but also 
the collation of statistics bearing on 
traditional astrological theories, which 
have opened out interesting new areas 
for discussion. 


The craft of astrology 

Parker’s Astrology is the product of 
over 20 years’ study of astrology. In 
the centuries-long span of the history 
of the subject, 20 vears is a brief time; 
nor, in a single book can a full study of 
the subject be more than roughly 
mapped. What we offer is a stepping 
stone from simple Sun sign astrology 
to a point from which the depths of 
the subject can be glimpsed, and the 
reader can begin to swim confidently 
towards deeper waters. 

Growing confidence in the craft and 
technique of the subject may well lead 
to your wanting to become another 
cog in the great wheel — a practicing 
astrologer ready, perhaps, in your turn 
to pass your experiences and knowl- 
edge on to a younger generation. 


hen you picked up this book, you probably 
turned immediately to the pages describing 
vour Sun sign characteristics. Few people with the 
slightest interest in the subject can resist reading 
these. But it was only in 1930 that the British 
astrologer, R.H. Naylor, started the fashion that 
has laid a greater emphasis on the Sun sign than 
the classical astrologers would ever have tolerated. 
In fact, as you begin to appreciate the full range of 
We the absorbing subject of astrology, you may 
well feel that the Sun signs are only the tip of 
the astrological iceberg. 






































No “gifts” are needed to become an 
astrologer, with one rather special 
exception: that one is interested in 
other people. Astrology has no concern 
with the supernatural — and astrologers 
need hold no particular religious faith. 
Go to an astrolgical conference and 
you will find Christian — Catholic and 
Protestant — Buddhist, Jewish, Hindu 
and Muslim astrologers, as well as 
those who hold no particular faith. 


The skills of the astrologer 

The question of intuition will also 
arise. Yes, we do need intuition — but 
the kind of intuition a doctor uses 
when reaching conclusions about a 
diagnosis, when deciding which group 
of symptoms is the most important in 
recognizing a condition. Astrology is 
emphatically not a matter of calculat- 
ing a chart, gazing at it, then drifting 
off into a trance and making state- 
ments off the top of your head. It 
involves hard work — but work that is 
ever-fascinating and revealing. 





Learning and practicing astrology is 
not easy — nothing worthwhile ever is — 
but it is enormously rewarding, as are 
all the means of helping people to lead 
more rewarding lives, or assisting them 
to disentangle their problems, face 
them, and find solutions (always re- 
membering that it is not the astrolo- 
ger’s job to tell people what they 
should and should not do, but rather 
to reveal alternatives, to make sugges- 
tions, to guide and comfort). 


Becoming a professional astrologer 
It may well be that when you have 
worked your way through this book, 
you will feel that you would like to 
become a professional astrologer. No 
matter how much work you have done 
so far, the chances are that you are 
nowhere near ready to work in a 
professional capacity. It is important 
that you are properly trained, and 
advisable that you obtain a diploma of 
professional competence; this will 
greatly assist you when you begin to 
practice — the astrologer with a qualifi- 
cation from a recognized teaching 
body is always at an advantage over the 
amateur who has just “picked up” the 
skill, no matter with how much hard 
work. For finding a reputable teaching 
body, see p.404. 

These teaching bodies will not only 
teach you astrological techniques, 
together with astronomy and the 
history of astrology to a greater degree 
of detail than we have been able to 
provide, but they will ensure that you 
study, to some extent, counseling 
techniques, so that you know enough 
about psychology to recognize, early 
on, when a client can be helped by you 
and when he or she needs more 
specialist psychiatric help. Never be 
tempted to exceed your grasp: you are 
dealing with people’s lives, and untold 
harm can be done by overambitious 
amateurs. A really competent astrolo- 
ger knows when to stop and knows 
where the boundaries are. 


Learning through writing 

We have always felt that the best way 
to strengthen your interpretative tech- 
nique is through writing — you need 
the discipline of being able to organize 
the material at your disposal into a 
written essay rather than simply talking 
about a chart, which can lead to 





vagueness, repetition, and other evils. 
Writing concentrates the mind and 
ensures you acquire a disciplined way 
of interpreting a chart and putting that 
interpretation into a readable shape. 


Writing constructively 
At first you will be able to write very 
little about the charts you study, but as 
you progress and realize in just how 
many different ways planetary placings 
and aspects can be built into interpre- 
tation, so your reports will grow in 
length. You will probably then go 
through a period of development 
when they will be too long, and as a 
result become boring. Once over that 
hurdle you will swing back a little and 
eventually get the length about right. 
Many people find writing tedious. If 
you really feel you cannot face the dis- 
cipline, the next best thing is probably 
to make notes and then record your 
report on tape. But those notes should 
be as full as you can make them: do 
not simply jot down two words and 
embroider them into a 10-minute 
sprawl] of pauses, repetitions, interrup- 
tions and technical references which 
will be pure nonsense to the layman. 
In all astrological work the less you 
mention the planets and their aspects, 
the better. If your subject is interested 
in the technicalities, take them 
through the chart technically at the 
end of your session, or write a short 
technical description either at the beg- 
inning or end of your written analysis. 


Helping people with interpretations 
Many of the people who ask you to 
“do their charts”, either when you are 
starting to study or much later, will 
have specific problems. They must put 
you fully in the picture. They will 
probably be glad to unburden, in any 
case, and it will be helpful to them. 
The best approach in these situations is 
for you and your subject to get to- 
gether, and for you just to listen. You 
then take the birth-data and that of the 
partner or anyone else involved in the 
problem, calculate the chart or charts 
and make copious notes — including a 
list of questions you want to ask, the 
answers to which will help the subject 
to come to conclusions about the 
problem. You can then, when you get 
together for a second time, give 
constructive astrological help. 


Do not be put off by those who accuse 
you of gleaning information during 
these first talks, which you can use 
later. Just as a doctor needs to know 
the symptoms before making tests, so 
you must know the context of a 
problem before you consider it. The 
chart fills in the detail, and an assess- 
ment of the trends will reveal how the 
future looks — not exactly what will 
happen, but how the person concerned 
can make the most of the planetary 
influences and energies that will 
surround him or her. 





Know when to stop. In most cases this 
won’t be a problem — your subject will 


“speak her chart”, and together you 
will reach constructive conclusions. 
But always remember that certain 
people need a prop — and if you let 
them, will lean on you as they would 
otherwise lean on a psychiatrist or a 
priest or just a friend. 


Demands on you as an astrologer 
Astrology is not something to lean on: 
it shows us our strengths and weak- 
nesses, and, most importantly, how we 
can develop strengths. If a subject 
keeps telephoning you for yet more 
advice, the chances are that you have 
failed — you have not been sufficiently 
firm or succinct. Start again: go back 
to the chart and do some more study. 
Any subject who persists may need 
more help than you can give: refer 
them to other professional help. 

The chances are that you will be 
tempted to work on a great many 
charts. Once someone knows you are 
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getting interested in astrology you will 
find that a constant plea is “do my 
chart — please do mine”. All in due 
course. It is all too easy to get super- 
ficially involved with a great many 
charts. This does not usually help in 
the gradual development of the neces- 
sary technique. Work in depth on a 
few charts, getting everything you 
possibly can out of each before moving 
on to the next. This will also help you 
build up your confidence. 

Remember that it is very important 
that you keep all your notes, and a 
drawing of each of the charts you work 
on. If your subject wants a drawing of 
their chart, take a carbon or make a 
photocopy for your file. If you write a 
report, do the same. In this way you 
will see your progress — and your files 
will be invaluable when your subject 
needs more work. 


Dealing with scepticism 

Finally, you will always find yourself 
surrounded by sceptics — and (perhaps 
more dangerously) by people who 
misunderstand what astrology is about. 
Sometimes the two are combined. 

As to scepticism: there is no short 
answer. You will find over the years 
that — quite apart from the statistical 
evidence collected by other people, 
quite apart from the many cases about 
which you will read or hear — your 
own files will increasingly convince you 
that astrology is in fact an empirical 
science based on a great body of 
knowledge. You will, of course, at 
times have doubts; you will want to. 
test theories, to ask questions. But you 
will find that you will convince yourself 
(should you need convincing!) of the 
basic and valuable truths to be found 
in the birth chart. As for those sceptics 
who cannot bother to examine the evi- 
dence, remember the retort made by 
Sir Isaac Newton: “Sir — I have studied 
the matter. You have not.” That

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How To Use This Booke 


The way in which you use this book 
depends on how much you know 
about the subject. If you have previ- 
ously been aware only of the kind of 
Sun sign astrology you read about in 
magazines, it will be best for you to 
start at the very beginning with “The 
Astronomical Background” (see p.14). 
You will certainly know something 
about the signs of the zodiac (see 
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THE ASTRONOMICAL BACKGROUND 

It is very important that as you begin your 
study into the fascinating and wide-ranging 
subject of astrology, you should be familiar 
with the astronomical background (see 
pp.14-23) — after all, one word was 
originally used for both these sciences, which 
share a preoccupation with the skies. 
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p.26), but the solar system (see p.20) 
may well open out the subject for you. 

If you already know something 
about solar system astronomy and 
astrology, then turn to “Calculating 
the Birth Chart” (see p.42); if vou 
follow the instructions, using the 
tables at the back of the book when 
you need to do so, you should end up 
with your first complete chart. 


the Symbolism 
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Now you must start learning how to 
interpret a chart — perhaps after draw- 
ing several complete charts to make 
sure you are in command of that 
technique. Start now with “Interpret- 
ing the Birth Chart” (see p.130), then 
go on to the section on “Progressing 
the Chart” (see p.60). Having mas- 
tered that, move on to “Interpreting 
the Progressions” (see p.142). 

Set out like this, your journey 
through the book may sound easy; 
however, you will find that the more 
time you are able to give to it, the 
more completely you will be in com- 
mand of the material. You will find 
that as you work your way through the 
sections, unless you are very well aware 
of the general “meaning” of a chart, 
you may have to turn from time to 
time to the basic pages which define 
various areas of it — “The Ascendant 
and Midheaven” (see p.36), or “The 
Houses” (see p.38). 


UNDERSTANDING THE SUN SIGNS 

Over the centuries, certain associations have 
developed with each Sun sign — myths, colors, 
animals — as well as personal characteristics 
(see pp. 78-127). But you will learn that 
subtler areas of the personality will be 
attributable to other areas of the birth chart. 





THE ZODIAC AND THE PLANETS 

The signs of the zodiac and their relationship 
with the planets lie at the heart of inter- 
pretation (see pp.26-35). Forget the ideas of 
popular astrology: study the traditional 
groupings and rulerships (see pp.32-5) and 
refer to “The Planets at Work” (pp.208-347) 
to build up a more accurate picture. 
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Other sections in the book will begin 
to teach you how to refine your tech- 
nique, dealing, for instance, with =e 
“Additional Techniques” (see p.73) or Soom Seas Se arte 
with synastry — the comparison of two | (ee 

charts (see p.152). We also detail a 
number of sample case histories which 
will show you how a practicing astrolo- 
ger uses the techniques of interpreta- 
tion in specific consultations. 
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THE BIRTH CHART 
Study the pages that set out the steps involved 
in calculating the birth chart (pp.42-7) and 
follow the instructions for drawing up the 
chart (pp.48-59), before you move on to 
progressing the chart (pp.60-72). As you 
work, refer to the tables at the end of the book 
(pp.348-400) which will give you all the data 
you need to make accurate calculations. 

Then you will be ready to start your own 
interpretations (see pp. 130-47). 

Do not expect that this will be a quick 
process: at first, it will take you several hours 
of study. We also strongly recommend that 
you should thoroughly understand the basic 
influences of the planets and aspects 
(described in detail in “The Planets at 
Work”, pp.208-347), before you attempt 
any interpreting work.

Once you are familiar with the processes of 
calculations and interpretion, you can begin 
to look at the work of the astrologer in daily 
action. We describe case histories that have 
been taken from Julia’s own files: they will 
Guide you as you begin your own journey into 
the complex area of human problems. 
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The Astronomical Background 






olar-system astronomy forms the basis of the astro- 
logical discipline (it is important to remember that 
modern Western astrology has nothing to do with 
the stars; the only star used in astrology is the 
Sun). Here we set out the basic astronomical 
facts about the solar system. Assimilate them, 
along with the instructions on calculating the 
birth chart, for these are the bare bones of 
astrology; if you make an error in these early 
stages then the whole of your birth chart will 
be inaccurate — and so will your interpretation. 


All astrologers should understand 
certain elements of astronomy, so here 
we give the simplest possible explana- 
tion of certain phenomena and terms 
that you will need to understand. 

Astronomy and astrology went hand 
in hand for many millennia. Man’s 
preoccupation with the skies began 
long before the invention of writing, 
so we can only guess at the extent of 
the early astronomical knowledge. But 
as long as 6,000 years ago Chaldean 
priests used watchtowers to make maps 
of the skies, and clay tablets dating 
from 3800 Bc record with extraordi- 
nary accuracy the motions of the Sun 
and the Moon. 


THE LARGEST PLANET 
This bright “star” is the planet Jupiter, 
in the constellation of Cancer. 


Then came, however, the 
realization that among the 
fixed stars — which seemed 
to revolve about the Earth 
but were stationary in 
relation to each other — five 
rogue stars rambled in what 
must at first have seemed

sciences) no doubt began out of a 
marriage of curiosity and the belief 
that the heavens influenced the Earth. 
It seems rational to suppose that the 
Moon, the largest heavenly body, 
attracted much attention from the 
beginning, and that quite apart from 
such obvious lunar effects as those 
upon the tides and the menstrual cycle, 
Man soon noticed the effect of the 
Moon on sexuality. 


illogical motion. Some lum- 
bered slowly about the sky, 
some seemed almost to dart 
between their fellows, each revolving 
about the Earth in the same direction 
as the fixed stars, but confined to a 
narrow lane — the ecliptic — which 
looped around the Earth at an angle 
of about 23° to the Equator. 
Gradually (and the history of the 
zodiac is a fascinating study of its own) 






astrologers divided the belt of the 
ecliptic into 12 sections, naming each 
after the constellation of fixed stars 
which stood “behind” it. Furthermore, 
it was realized that when a planet 
passed through one of the sections, 
certain effects occurred: babies born at 
that time seemed to share common 
characteristics, and certain events 
seemed more likely to occur. 


Early astronomers 
For the next 4,500 vears or more, 
astrologers /astronomers studied the 
nature of the solar system and the 
apparent relationship between events 
in the heavens and events on Earth: 
the great civilizations of Egypt and 
Greece contributed to the theory and 
elaborated on it, working at the same 
time on purely astronomical theory 
and on astrology. (The great astrono- 
mer Claudius Ptolemy, for instance, 
not only compiled an astounding 
catalogue of no less than 1,022 stars, 
but left us the earliest surviving astro- 
logical textbook, the Tetrabiblos, 
written between aD 161 and 139.) 
From the earliest times until about 
the beginning of the eighteenth 
century, it scarcely ever occurred to 
astronomers not to study astrology as 
well — although they had differing 
notions of its application and the 
extent of its influence. Those great 
astronomers of the sixteenth century 
who so enlarged man’s understanding 
of the solar system — scien- 
tists that include Galileo, 
Kepler, Copernicus and 
Tycho Brahe — all 
regarded astrology 
as an important part 
of their discipline. 
The break came, 
substantially, with 
the understanding 
that the Sun, and 
not the Earth, stands 
at the cent r of the 
solar system. 


THE COPERNICAN REVOLUTION 
Copernicus was the first to place the Sun at 
the center of the Universe. 


This theory was accompanied, during 
the Age of Enlightenment, by the 
increasing doubt that human life was 
affected by planetary influences.

With a few honorable 
exceptions, astronomers criticize 
astrology on absurd grounds, suppos- 
ing, for instance, that astrologers have 
no knowledge of astronomy and such 
phenomena as the precession of the 
equinoxes (see p.18), or that they 
believe the effects of the planets are 
connected with gravity. 

On the contrary, astrologers must, 
of course, understand how the solar 
system works, and the following pages 
should be studied closely. 


STARS AND PLANETS 





The simplest explanation early Man 
devised of how the solar system 
worked was to suppose that Earth 
stood in the center of a revolving 
sphere, upon the interior surface of 
which the stars were somehow stuck, 
and that the planets moved between 
those stars and observers on Earth. 
Although we know that this, of course 
is nonsense, it is a useful concept to 
remember when studying the move- 
ments of the planets: the stars which 
seem to move around us because of 
the revolution of the Earth indeed 
seem to be stationary when viewed in 
relation to each other, and so we can 
use them to make measurements of 
planetary movements. 


> 
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The Three Circles 


§ fl yee “great circles” are used by astrolo- 
gers to fix the positions of the planets, 
rélative to the Earth. They are the horizon, 
the equator and ecliptic. When we project 
the equator on to the imaginary celestial 
sphere, it becomes the celestial equator (it is, 
of course, right above the Earth’s equator), 
dividing the heavens into two hemispheres, 





northern and southern, with the celestial 
poles at the centre of each — just as the North and South Poles 
mark the centre of the Earth’s hemispheres. 


Two imaginary circles — the equator 
and the ecliptic — make it possible for 
us to fix the positions of the planets, 
relative to the Earth. The celestial 
equator is simply the Earth’s equator 
projected upon the surface of our 
imaginary sphere: so it stands immedi- 
ately “above” the Earthly equator, 
dividing the sky into the northern and 
southern hemispheres, in the centre of 
which stand the celestial poles, above 
the Earth’s North and South Poles. 


The ecliptic 

The ecliptic is another imaginary circle, 
which is marked out by the Sun as it 
seems to travel around the Earth. It 
lies at an angle to the celestial equator; 
so their paths meet twice — once at the 
first point of the sign Aries (this is 
called the Vernal Equinox) and again 
at the first point of Libra (called the 
Autumnal Equinox). In northern lati- 
tudes, the Sun reaches those two 
points at the official beginning of 


THE SUN AND THE SOLAR SYSTEM 


The Sun lies at the centre of the solar 
system, and the Earth moves 
around it against the background 
of the zodiac. However, as we 
look out from Earth, it is the 

Sun which seems to move from 
one sign of the zodiac to the 

next; your Sun sign is the sign in 
front of which the Sun seems to 
be at the time of your birth. In 
this diagram, if you were looking 
out from the Earth, the Sun would 
appear to be directly on the cusp 
between Capricorn and Aquarius. 


spring and fall; in southern latitudes, 
the first point of Aries indicates the 
coming of fall. 

The highest points of the ecliptic — 
furthest from the equator — are known 
as the solstices. The Sun reaches the 
summer solstice when it enters Cancer, 
and the winter solstice at the begin- 
ning of Capricorn. (Again, the reverse 
is true in southern latitudes.) At the 
point when the Sun reaches either the 
summer or winter solstice — its furthest 
distance from the equator, either 
north or south — it seems to stand still 
before resuming its journey in the 
opposite direction. At the June solstice 
it traces a circle known as the Tropic 
of Cancer, and in December as the 
Tropic of Capricorn: the terms do not 
refer to the zodiac signs, but simply 
mark the Sun’s maximum declination. 

Along the ecliptic we measure the 
12 equal divisions of 30° which 
indicate the zodiac signs. The equator 
(or equinoctial) is divided into 24 





parts of 15° each, which we call hours, 
so one section of 15° of the sky appar- 
ently passes over a particular spot every 
60 minutes of the day. 


The Sun’s motion 

Because the Earth circles the Sun once 
a year, from our vantage point it seems 
to move around the ecliptic once every 
12 months, passing through each sign 
of the zodiac in turn. 


The meridian 

The meridian is an imaginary line run- 
ning over the surface of the Earth from 
pole to pole, and passing through any 
chosen location. The meridian of your 
place of birth is the imaginary line run- 
ning through it from north to south. 


Declination 

The angular distance of a heavenly 
body either north or south of the 
celestial equator is measured in degrees 
of declination — the equivalent of 
degrees of latitude on Earth. 


The MC (Medium Coeli) or 
Midheaven 

The Midheaven is the point at which 
the ecliptic meets the meridian of the 
place of birth. 


The IC (Imum Coeli) 

The IC is the point exactly opposite 
the Midheaven. When Placidus and 
other house division systems (see p.38) 
are employed it forms the cusp of the 
fourth house as the Midheaven forms 
the cusp of the tenth. This is not so 
when the Equal House system is used; 
it can then fall in any one of a number 
of houses, as can the Midheaven. 


Nonagesimal 

The nonagesimal is the point at 90° 
from the Ascendant. Note that it is #ot 
the same as the Midheaven. 


The Ascendant 

The Ascendant (or Asc.) is the degree 
of the sign rising over the eastern 
horizon at any given moment. 


The Descendant 

The Descendant is the point which is 
opposite the Ascendant. It is always to 
be found on the cusp of the seventh 
house, whichever method of house 
division is employed. 








CELESTIAL EQUATOR

a projection of Earth’s 
equator on to the 
celestial sphere.

Precession of the equinoxes 

It is important to note that, because of 
an astronomical phenomenon called 
the precession of the equinoxes, these 
30° divisions no longer coincide with 
the constellations. Todav, the astro- 
logical point Aries 0° is to be found in 
the astronomical constellation of 
Pisces. However, this does not aftect 
the astrological theory, which is 
geared to the relevant segments of the 
sky rather than the constellations 
which appear in them, and after which 
they are named.

The Solar System 


ive of the planets —- Mercury, Venus, Mars, 

Jupiter and Saturn — have been known ever 
since man began looking at the heavens. They 
immediately drew his attention by their bright- 
ness and their movements (the word “planet” 
comes from the Greek word for “wanderer”). Three 
planets — Uranus, Neptune and Pluto — were discov- 
ered after the invention of the telescope. Astrologers 
were excited to find that their influences filled gaps in 
‘interpretations made by ancient astrologers who 
knew nothing of them. 







The Sun 

The Sun, at the center of the system of 
the planets of which the Earth is a 
member, 1s about 150 million kilo- 
metres (93 million miles) from the 
Earth and is so large that 109 Earths 
could be placed side by side inside it. 


The Moon 

The Moon, the Earth’s only natural 
satellite, is (for convenience) treated as 
a planet. However, unlike the “real” 
planets, it circles the Earth (once every 
27 days, 7 hours, 43 minutes and 11 
seconds), while the Earth and Moon 
together circle the Sun. Lit by the 
Sun’s light, it appears to grow and 
decrease in size — wax and wane. It is 
“new” when it is between the Earth 
and the Sun, and therefore cannot be 
seen, and is “full” 14 1/2 days later, 
when in full sunlight. 

Because the Moon moves eastwards 
against the background of the stars, it 
rises later each night — on average 
about 50 minutes later, although 
sometimes it is only 15 minutes and 
sometimes as much as an hour late. A 
full Moon always rises at sunset and 
sets at sunrise. When the Moon passes 
precisely in front of the Sun, there is a 
solar eclipse — this is a dramatic event 
which the ancients believed to be of 
great astrological significance. How- 
ever, many modern astrologers con- 
sider it of somewhat lesser importance. 


Mercury 

Mercury is the nearest planet to the 
Sun, and astronomically it is referred 
to as an “inferior” planet — that is, its 
orbit lies between those of Earth and 
the Sun. It is the smallest of the known 
planets (only 4,880 kilometres, or 
3,000 miles in diameter), and has a 
year of 88 days — that is the time that it

MINOR AND HYPOTHETICAL 
BopDIES 


There has been much speculation 
about the possible astrological effect 
of minor bodies in the solar system; 
the asteroids, for instance, of which 
there are over 40,000. The largest of 
these is Ceres. Vesta, Pallas and Eros 
have also been studied, and ephem- 
erides of their movements published. 
In 1977 a tiny planet (only about 
482 kilometres, or 300 miles in 
diameter) was discovered circling the 
Sun between the orbits of Saturn and 
Uranus, but there are no astrological 
speculations about its possible effect. 


Hypothetical bodies 

Speculation has also been made 
about Lilith, said to be a satellite of 
the Earth, one-quarter the size of the 
Moon. It is unlikely that this 
“planet” actually exists; eighteenth- 
century astrologers were probably 
looking at an asteroid. Astronomers 
and astrologers have also hypothe- 
sized a real planet — sometimes called 
Vulcan — which may yet be discov- 
ered within the orbit of Mercury. 





takes to travel round the Sun. So, apart 
from the Moon, it is the fastest-moving 
of the bodies used by astrologers, and 
its Movements are comparatively eccen- 
tric, for its orbit sometimes takes it to 
within 47 million kilometres (29 
million miles) of the Sun, and some- 
times whirls it 70 million kilometres 
(43 million miles) away. As seen from 
the Earth, however, it is always rela- 
tively close to the Sun and never 
further away than 27°. 


Venus 

Another “inferior” planet, Venus is 
108.2 million kilometres (67.2 million 
miles) from the Sun, and takes 225 
days to travel round it. Its maximum 
distance from the Sun as seen from 
Earth is 48°, so, unlike Mercury, it is 
usually visible at night. 


Mars 

Mars is the first planet on the far side 
of Earth from the Sun, and so is known 
as a “superior” planet. It has a very 
eccentric orbit, and can pass as close to 
the Sun as 208 million kilometres (129 
million miles), or be as distant as 228 
million kilometres (142 million miles). 
It circles the Sun once every 687 days. 


Jupiter 

The largest body in the solar system 
(143,000 kilometres, or 89,000 miles 
in diameter), Jupiter is 778 million 
kilometres (484 million miles) from 
the Sun and orbits it once every 11.86 
years. It has a magnetic field 20,000 
times stronger than that of Earth, and 
sends out radio waves. It has 15 
moons; of these, Ganymede, Callisto, 
Io and Europa are visible from Earth 
through even a small telescope (they 
were discovered by Galileo in 1610, 
with the earliest practical telescope). 


Saturn 

Saturn is the second largest planet in 
the solar system (120,000 kilometres, 
or 74,600 miles in diameter); its orbit 
around the Sun, from which it is 1,426 
million kilometres (886.7 million 
miles) distant, takes 29'/2 years. Its 
rings — three main ones, but hundreds, 


' perhaps thousands, of others — were 


first studied in 1655, and are now 
known to be made of ice and rock, 
whirling around the planet. Saturn has 
12 moons, the largest being Titan. 
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KNOWLEDGE FROM SPACE 
Astrologers take an intelligent 
interest in astronomy and follow 
more eagerly than most people 
the latest information about the 
objects in the solar stystem. 

The most recent space shots 
have resulted in a considerable 
increase in our knowledge about 
the most distant planets. 
Uranus, for instance, has been 
found to have at least 15 
individual moons, 10 major 
rings and over 100 minor ones. 
A great surprise was the 
discovery by Voyager 2, in 1989, 
that Neptune’s moon, Triton, 
was both smaller and brighter 


than had been thought, and that 
it is (at minus 400° Fahrenheit 
or minus 200° Centigrade) one 
of the coldest objects in the solar 
system. Neptune was also found 
to have vestigial rings. 

Pluto — so far the smallest and 
usually the most distant planet 
from the Sun — remains myster- 
tous; but in 1987 astronomers 
succeeded in accurately 
measuring the size of its mooit, 
Charon (1,150 kilometres or 
710 miles in radius), and also 
found that its atmosphere 
extends at least 200 kilometres 
(125 miles) above its surface.

THE MODERN PLANETS 





The five planets mentioned on the 
previous page were all known in ant- 
quity; the three remaining were discov- 
ered in modern times, and are called 
“the modern planets” by astrologers. 


Uranus 

Uranus, accidentally discovered by 
William Herschel in 1781, is 2,870 
million kilometres (1,783 million 
miles) from the Sun and takes no less 
than 84 years to travel round it. It is 
four times the size of Earth, has a 
system of rings and four satellites. 


Neptune 

Neptune was discovered in 1846, after 
studies of the perturbations of the path 
of Uranus suggested that they must be 
caused by the existence of an unknown 
planet. Slightly larger than Uranus, 
Neptune takes 165 years to travel 
around the Sun, from which it is 4,497 
million kilometres (2,794 million 
miles) distant. It has two satellites, 
Triton and Nereid. Triton, which 
orbits Neptune every six days, is one of 
the largest moons in the solar system. 


Pluto 

Percival Lowell assumed that Pluto 
existed, on the basis of mathematical 
calculations. Between 3,200 and 4,800 
kilometres (2,000 and 3,000 miles) in 
diameter, it was first seen by Clyde 
Tombaugh in 1930. The planet’s orbit 
is 17° inclined to the ecliptic, and is 
some 5,800 million kilometres (3,600 
million miles) from the Sun, around 
which it circles once every 248 years. 
Its eccentric orbit brings it within that 
of Neptune, but a collision is thought 
to be unlikely. Its moon, Charon, was 
discovered in 1978.

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THE PLANETS’ MOVEMENTS 





The planets do not move in perfect 
circles around the Sun. While the 
eccentricity of their orbits is more 
important to astronomers than to 
astrologers, we must note one phe- 
nomenon: as we look at them from the 
Earth, planets may seem to hesitate, 
stop and then move backwards for a 
time before resuming their forward 
motion. A planet moving backwards in 
this way is said to be in retrograde

CONJUNCTIONS 


In the large diagram (below) Venus and Neptune and also 
Mars and Uranus appear to be very close together, when 
seen from Earth — they are in conjunction. In the smaller 
diagrams (right, from the top) Mars is directly opposite 
the Sun, as seen from the Earth and is therefore in 
opposition; Mars and Neptune are in superior conjunction

Conjunctions 

A conjunction occurs when two planets 
or more (remember that to astrologers 
the Sun is a planet) are in line, as seen 
from the Earth. Mercury and Venus 
can be in either superior or inferior 
conjunction: inferior when they are 
between the Sun and the Earth, and 
superior when they are behind the Sun, Earth 
as seen from the Earth.

he Earth takes 25,868 years to pass, in 

retrograde motion (see p.23), through 
the 12 constellations. It takes approximately 
2,500 years to travel through each sign of the 
zodiac, and these periods are known as 
“ages”. We can trace seven of these ages that 
have elapsed since Man inhabited the Earth, 
and relate them to their signs. The dates we 
offer are highly approximate; the constella- 
tions vary in size and overlap, so we cannot know precisely when 
one age gives way in favour of the next.

Their physical prowess and 
concern with fitness and sport is also 
sympathetic. Perhaps even more 
interesting is the polar influence from 
Libra. One of this sign’s qualities is the 
passion for democracy, the desire to 
see justice done — the Greeks evolved 
the first democratic government.

I t is impossible to know how the 12 signs of 
our modern zodiac became associated with 
the characteristics attributed to them by 
astrologers. They were certainly not named on 
that basis: Gemini takes its name, for instance, 
simply from the twin stars that shine in that 
portion of the sky — though the stars in Leo 
suggests a crouching beast, and those in Virgo 
have always suggested the outline of a human 
body. The signs got their names and the myths 
associated with them from ancient civilizations — 
the study of their history is fascinating and 
extremely complex. In the fourth and third 
centuries BC, for instance, parts of the human 
body had been allocated to zodiac signs, beginning at the head 
(at the vernal equinox) with Aries, and ending with Pisces at 
the feet. This association was probably made by the Greeks, 
who also associated plants with various signs; Egyptian medical 
men associated animals with some signs, and stones, too, were 
linked to signs (the Egyptian astrologers linked “magic” stones 
with days of the month and decans). For astrologers, however, 
the importance of the signs is the characteristics with which, 
over several thousand years, they have been associated.

The entry of the Sun into Aries on or 
around 2] March marks the beginning 
of the astrological New Year. The 
characteristics accurately mirror new 
beginnings. Here is the most personally 
onented of all the signs, and the psycho- 
logical signal “me first” is synonymous 
with the forthright, bursting energy of 
spring growth. It is unlikely that we will 
fail to notice an Arian in our midst; their 
enthusiasm and youthful approach is 
admirable, along with their uncompli- 
cated and hopeful attitude to life.

Indeed, the influence of the fixed 
quality of the sign adds to the abundant 
stability of Taurus, although it may also 
make its subjects a little stubborn. 


GEMINI 








The third sign of the zodiac — the sign 
of the heavenly twins. These celestial 
bodies bestow an element of duality 
which emerges on many levels. Gemini- 


ans never seem to do only one thing at a 


time. But it is up to us to remind them 
that this tendency can get a little out of 
hand. Their quick wit and need to com- 
municate comes from, the influence of 
their ruling planet, Mercury. 

This is the first air sign of the zodiac 
and the first of the mutable quality. 
Both features complement Gemini, for 
the mental attributes and quickness of 
mind are allowed plenty of freedom of 
expression when released into the air. 
The mutable quality complements the 
duality of Gemini — again encouraging 
free and positive expression. Change- 
ability and superficiality are faults that 


can emerge when Gemini is rising; when 


Gemini is the Sun sign, the influence of 
its rising planet, Mercury, will often add 
stabilizing, practical or intuitive qualities 
which will counter flightiness and that 
tendency to be rather shallow. 











The fourth sign of the zodiac is ruled by 
the Moon. Think of a Cancerian, and 
you will see the connection. Does this 
person have a certain facial roundness 
and paleness, suggesting the full Moon? 
Is he or she moody and changeable, but 
kind and sympathetic? This is the sign of 
motherhood; Cancer is the home- and 
family-builder of the zodiac. 

Cancer is the first water sign and the 
second of the cardinal quality. Powerful 
emotions are blended with an equally 
strong Imagination and intuition. These 
resources must be nurtured, but also 
controlled and channelled. The cardinal 
quality of this sign, however, offers 
control and discipline, often giving the 
ability to express love and emotion, and 
enabling Cancerians to spring to the 
defence of those they love and them- 
selves. When Cancer is the rising sign 
there is always additional support for the

The Lion can rule 
and, yes, at times roar, but Leos will 
retreat when injured. Here is a power- 
ful, but usually well-hidden, sensitivity. 
Here, too, is the urge to create. Any 
Leo who isn’t expressing creativity will 
not be truly fulfilled, and an unfulfilled 
Leo can be extremely disruptive.

Fiery emotion and enthusiasm 
crackles and burns brightly. The fixity of 
the sign can lead to stubborness and 
haughtiness, but on the positive side it 
adds determination. Because the Sun is 
in its own sign the characteristics of Leo 
will outshine all others in the chart - ina 
way which is perhaps rather different to 
those of other Sun signs. Should 
Mercury or Venus be in Leo with the 
Sun we sometimes have to help our Leo 
triends to develop less Leonine charac- 
teristics, for in such situations there can 
be an element of imbalance in their per- 
sonalities. When Leo is the rising sign, 
pomposity and bossiness can all too sadly 
be expressed towards the partner. 


VIRGO 





Virgo, the sixth sign of the zodiac, is the 
second to be ruled by Mercury. Here are 
the practical workers, but also the critics 
of the zodiac. They have excellent 
intellects but lack self-confidence. These 
days, because their Sun sign characteris- 
tics are so well-known, Virgoans may try 
to develop different characteristics in 
order to live down a prissy reputation. 
Here ts the second sign of the earth 
element and the second of the mutable 
quality. The practical, steady qualities of 
earth are not very complementary to the 
mutability of the sign. The influence of 
Mercury, the ruling planet, gives 
Virgoans excellent brains but makes 
them worriers. If Virgoans are creative 
they will have excellent potential. Those 
of this Sun sign may also have their 
ruling planet in Virgo with the Sun — 
when they will indeed be extremely 
Virgoan. However, when Mercury ts in 
either Leo or Libra there are some 
interesting contrasting indications that 
help give Virgo a broader outlook on 
life and even greater potential in differ- 
ent fields. When Virgo is the rising sign, 
the Virgoan characteristics will be coun- 
tered, but the influence of the Mercury 
sign will play an important part in the 
psychological make-up of the subject.

SCORPIO 





Libra is the seventh sign of the zodiac. 
As Aries, the first sign, is the most 
personal, so this, its polar or opposite 
sign across the zodiac, is the one most 
concerned with relating to a partner. 
Fairness, diplomacy, and a sense of justice 
are very strong indeed, and having a per- 
manent relationship is essential. But 
there is often an element of resentment, 
and indecision can cause trouble. 

Libra is the second sign of the air 
element and the third of the cardinal 
quality. These influences work well 
within the context of the sign, adding 
lightness and charm, and an outgoing 
ease.

in physical energy level, ruled Scorpio. 
But Pluto rules Scorpio now, and its 
influence develops and energizes the 
emotional content of that sign. So here is 
a force to be reckoned with and one that 
must be understood and channelled. 

Scorpio is the second sign of the water 
element and the third of the fixed qual- 
ity, so here the emotion of water is stilled 
and intensified. Its force must be 
positively expressed and directed toward 
the fulfillment of the individual. An 
unfulfilled Scorpio can become jealous 
and restless. When Scorpio is the rising 
sign we see the emergence of the polar 
influence from Taurus. This will add 
warmth and charm, expressed towards 
the partner — but a possessive element 
can also emerge, which is not evident 
when Scorpio is the Sun sign, since it is 
then often mitigated by the nearby 
influence of Mercury or Venus. 


SAGITTARIUS 








The ninth sign — the sign of horse and 
man. A combination of physical strength 
and energy, and powerful intellect. Here 
is the second “dual” sign of the zodiac. 
Versatility will be present, and mind and 
body should act as one. Rest and relax- 
ation come through both. Jupiter, the 
ruling planet, encourages both mind and 
body, along with the need for challenge, 
and Sagittarians must be aware of this. 

Here is the third and last of the fire 
element signs, and the third of the 
mutable quality. The fire burns strong 
and bright, with lively enthusiasm and an 
infectious emotional level.

These associations are also 
specifically Western, though there are 
often universal similarities. In ancient 
Chinese astrology, for example, Mars is 
associated with fire and Saturn with earth. Ancient astrologers 
dealt only with the planets whose movements they could see 
with the naked eye — five of them. Though the idea of astrol- 
ogy is immeasurably old, a rational and scientific astrology only 
became possible at about the end of the fifth century Bc, sub- 
stantially because of the intelligent study the Greeks gave to it. 
And the discovery of the three modern planets — Uranus, 
Neptune and Pluto (see p.21) — has highlighted new influ- 
ences. It is possible that more “new” planets may be discov- 
ered, and then the astrological fraternity would need to decide 
their field of influence and sign rulership.

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Groupings and Rulerships 


he 12 zodiac signs are traditionally formed 
into four groups within which they interact 
with and complement each other. The characteris- 
tics they share are very basic, and though real, 
should be used only as background indications. The 
groupings have a long history: the four elements are

The triplicities or elements 
The first, and most interesting and 
revealing, characteristics are defined by 
the triplicities (sometimes called the 
elements). These consist of fire signs, 
earth signs, air signs and water signs. 
Generally, tradition decrees that fire 
signs are by nature enthusiastic, earth 
signs practical, air signs intellectual and 
have a need to communicate, and 
water signs emotional. You will often 
find that people who share a strong 
emphasis on signs of one or other 
triplicity turn out to be compatible. 


The quadruplicities or qualities 

The second grouping is known as that 
of the quadruplicities or qualities — 
cardinal, fixed or mutable. 

Basically, we can say that the cardinal 
signs tend to be outgoing, the fixed 
signs rigid in their opinions, and the 
mutable signs flexible and adaptable. 


Positive and negative 
The third grouping is of positive and 
negative, or masculine and feminine 
signs. Do not be confused; if a woman 
has a Sun or Ascendant sign which is a 
masculine sign, this does not mean that 
she lacks femininity, any more than a 
man with a feminine Sun or Ascendant 
sign lacks masculinity. Positive and 
negative are probably better descriptive 
adjectives. However, we should be 
wary of using them; to be really safe we 
should only say that there is a tendency 
for people of feminine signs to be 
introverts, and those of masculine 
signs to be extroverts. 

To make matters even more compli- 
cated, the characters of the sign 
symbols do not always seem to fit their 


Greek conception; while it was the Pythagoreans who 
extended the notion of opposites (odd/even, male/ 
female, positive /negative, and so on) which affects 
many theories besides astrology.

categories: for instance the Bull, 
arguably the most masculine creature 
of the zodiac — with the possible 
exception of the Ram, is the symbol of 
a feminine sign. But that’s tradition! 


Polarity 

There is another rather different 
relationship between the signs, which 
is extremely useful in many areas of 
interpretation. This relationship is 
known as polarity. Each sign has a 
special relationship with its partner 
across the zodiac. Thus: 


Aries/Libra 
Cancer/Capricorn 
Taurus/Scorpio 
Leo/Aquarius 
Gemini/ Sagittarius 
Virgo/Pisces 


This does not mean that the signs 
opposite each other across the zodiac 
circle have opposite characteristics. On 
the contrary, the polar signs comple- 
ment each other — there is a special 
rapport and understanding between 
them. Two people who, when their 
full charts are calculated, share an 
emphasis on a pair of polar signs may 
not always agree, but there will cer- 
tainly be a special understanding 
between them. This theme is devel- 
oped more fully in the section devoted 
to relationships (see pp.148-67), 
where it is of considerable importance. 
For the moment, simply keep the 
zodiac couples in mind; for example, 
as Aries is the most personal of signs, 
Libra is the one showing a powerful 
need to relate. Compare sign polarity 
to the similar relationship between the 
houses (see p.38), and remember that 
the understanding and rapport 
between the polar signs is worthwhile 
and interesting, and adds a subtle 
dimension to sign interpretation. 


RULING PLANETS 





Another lesson to be learned early in 
astrological studies is that each sign has 
a ruling planet. 

The chart on page 35 lists the glyphs 
of the planets and (also in glyph form) 
the signs that they rule. Mercury and 
Venus both rule two signs, and before 
the discovery of the three modern 
planets (Uranus, Neptune and Pluto, 
in 1781, 1846 and 1930 respectively) 
Mars ruled Scorpio as well as Anes, 
Jupiter ruled Pisces as well as Sagitta- 
rius, and Saturn ruled Aquarius as well 
as Capricorn. The Sun and Moon have 
always ruled only one sign cach. With 
the acceptance of Uranus, Neptune 
and Pluto in the astrological pantheon, 
however, certain rulerships were 
reassigned. Other planets may yet be 
discovered, and should that be the case 
there may well come a time when 
Mercury and Venus rule only one sign 
each, with the “new” planets, whatever 
they may be, taking over a sign still 
ruled by them. Time will tell. 

You will find more about traditional 
and modern rulerships in “The Planets 
at Work” (pp.208-347). Certainly, it is 
reasonable to bear in mind their influ- 
ence when you are interpreting.

Each planet is exalted in a particular 
sign, from which it works well, and 
with the characteristics of which it has 
a sympathetic rapport. When a planet 
is placed in its sign of exaltation, its 
importance in an interpretation is 
marginally increased. 

Each planet has a sign of detriment. 
This is the sign of the zodiac opposite 
the one it rules (its polar sign). Tradi- 
tional astrology decrees that the planet 
works less well from this sign. 

Each planet has a fall sign. This is 
the sign directly across the zodiac 
(again, the polar sign) from that in 
which it is exalted. Here, again, the 
planet was once thought to work less 
well. As with the signs of detriment, 
this is a factor to be kept in mind when 
interpreting a chart.

The modern planets 

Since the discovery of the three mod- 
ern planets (see p.21) — Uranus in 
1781, Neptune in 1846 and Pluto in 
1930 — there has been much discussion 
concerning the attribution of their rul- 
erships, and the signs in which they 
may be exalted or in fall. 

The signs of rulership, and therefore 
detriment, have, apart from the planet 
of Pluto (see p.35), long since been 
debated and finalized. As will be seen 
from the chart: 


1. Uranus rules Aquarius, so the sign 
of its detriment is Leo. 

2. Neptune rules Pisces, so the sign 
of its detriment is Virgo. 

3. Pluto rules Scorpio, so the sign of 
its detriment is Taurus.

There is more difficulty in determining 
the signs of exaltation. While most 
astrologers feel that Uranus is exalted 
in Scorpio (fall, Taurus), and that 
Neptune is exalted in Leo (fall, Aquar- 
ius), Pluto is still not finally placed. 


Placing Pluto 

Virgo, however, is a strong contender. 
Pluto was very much to the fore when 
in that sign and forming a conjunction 
with Uranus in the 1960s. Pluto’s 
investigatory tendencies complement 
Virgoan analytical, researching quali- 
ties. Therefore we, and many others, 
feel that in spite of Mercury also being 
exalted in Virgo (its own sign), it is fair 
to place Pluto in that sign. Pluto’s fall 
sign must therefore be Pisces (the 
polar sign of Virgo).

MUTUAL RECEPTION 


Mutual reception occurs when 
Planet A is in a sign ruled by 
Planet B, and Planet B is in a 
sign ruled by Planet A. So, the 
Moon may be in Scorpio and 
Pluto in Cancer, or — as here - 
Mercury in Sagittarius and 
Jupiter in Gemini (or Virgo). 
The planets involved are in 
harmony and if they also make 
aspect to each other, the 
strength of that apect is slightly 
increased. Should the aspect be 
a square, Opposition or minor 
negative aspect, any tension 
indicated will be mitigated, since 
the planets will strengthen the 
psychological integration of the 
subject. If both are personal 
planets the relationship between 
them will be more important.

Ithough there now exist computer programs 

from which finished birth charts can be printed, 
_, almost every professional astrologer prefers to draw 
or at least re-draw the chart to be studied. In 
that way, a picture of the client emerges as 
the chart slow ly grows before one’s eyes — 
almost as a portrait sketch slowly becomes 
recognizable as the major characteristics 
fall into place on the paper. The business 
of interpretation begins almost with the 
first lines which are drawn. And those first 
lines will be the Ascendant and Midheaven: 


See these are the crucial calculations that you will find 
will affect the interpretation of the whole birth chart. 





THE ASCENDANT 





The Ascendant — the degree of the 
ecliptic rising over the eastern horizon 
at the moment of birth — is the start- 
ing point of an astrological chart inter- 
pretation. It indicates the foundanon 
of the personality, and shows how a 
subject adapts to his or her environ- 
ment. The effect of the Ascendant has’ 
been compared to that of dawn — the 
approaching light which begins to 
illuminate the complexities of a human 
landscape. Just as one’s birthday (or 
solar return, as astrologers call it) 
represents an individual New Year’s 
Day, so the Ascendant represents the 
start of that day. It is by it, and the 
influence of any planet or planets 
about to rise at the same moment, that 
we Must gear Our interpretation. 


Revealing the traits of close friends 
The Ascendant shows us as we really 
are. When you are working on your 
first few charts (which ideally should be 
of people you know really well) it is a 
good idea to talk about the personality 
traits suggested by the Ascending sign 
to people who don’t know the subjects 
concerned very well. The chances are 
that they will neither agree with you 
nor even understand what you are 
getting at — for the traits suggested by 
the Ascendant emerge only when one 
really knows the person concerned. A 
few experiments along these lines will 
make the difference between the 
Ascendant and Sun sign perfectly clear. 
If you consider the chart of someone 
who is a mere acquaintance rather 
than a close friend, you will find outer 


expression and image revealing itself 
very clearly, in almost every case, 
through the Sun sign. It has been 
pointed out that this fact is underlined, 
in Our Own time, because most people 
grow up with a knowledge of what “a 
Taurean” or “a Geminian” is “sup- 
posed to be like”, and can tend to start 
behaving — perhaps unconsciously — in 
a way characteristic to the sign. 


Noticeable characteristics 

Some astrologers argue that it is the 
characteristics of the Ascendant which 
are immediately noticeable. But to take 
a superficial example, a Sun sign Leo 
woman with Sagittarius rising is far 


more likely to go to the supermarket in 


her smartest winter coat (Leo image) 
than to a formal occasion dressed very 
casually (Sagittarius motivation and 
personality trait). If Sagittarius were 
the Sun sign and Leo rising, the image 
would be casual, but those who knew 
the person will would probably be 
aware that, in spite of an excellent 
sense of humour and an informal 
approach, she could well be autocratic 
and bossy (Leo rising). 


Changes by progression 

When the Ascendant changes signs by 
progression, the subject will tend to 
absorb some of the personality traits of 
the new sign, adding them very subtly 
to those of the original Ascendant. For 
instance, someone born with Gemini 
rising will probably become more 
caring, intuitive and emotional when 
the Ascendant progresses into Cancer. 
Asked about this, they would probably 
say that they now feel differently about 


things, and find that (for the first time 
ever) they are beginning to trust their 
instincts. Geminian scepticism and 
mistrust of the emotional responses 
will ease, and there will be a strength- 
ening of intuition and insight; Gemin- 
lan curiosity will be spiced with a 
“knowing” quality which the individ- 
ual will find hard to explain. 


The importance of the Ascendant 
To sum up, the general rule when 
drawing up interpretations must be 
always to remember the Ascending 
sign. When a trait emerges from 
another area of the chart which is 
similar to, or complements, one 
associated with the Ascendant, it will 
be a really important attribute. With- 
out the Ascendant — that is, when no 
birth time is available — astrology is is 
limited; an essential element of the 
structure is missing. 


THE MIDHEAVEN 


The Midheaven or Medium Coeli 
(MC) marks the degree of the zodiac 
that is, quite simply, at the top of the 
sky at the moment and place of birth. 

To understand fully this angle of the 
chart, one must know something 
about the way in which astrologers 
divide space. There are several systems 
(see p.38); whichever system is used, it 
is the Midheaven that tells us what our 
subject identifies with in life. The 
characteristics of the sign on the 
Midheaven will be important to him or 
her — they will be recognized and 
admired, and a subject will consciously 
or unconsciously aim to express them. 
They are not necessarily part of the 
sign on the Midheaven: a Libran MC 
does not give someone the characteris- 
tics of a Libran, but that person would 
idenufy with the qualities that are most 
important to Librans. 


Progressions or transits 

Here, too, is the area of the chart that 
is usually activated by progression or 
transit when events or developments 
occur as a direct result of the interven- 
tion of other people. In simple terms, 
if we decide we want a new job and 
apply for one, it would probably be as 
a result of the influence of the psycho- 
logical motivation marked by our 
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Ascendant. But if we are unexpectedly 
oftered a job, it will be shown by an 
important progression or transit to the 
Midheaven. Remember that we have 
some control over the events in our 
lives, and that if an offer is made to us 
it is probably because our efforts, 
achievements and reputation are 
known to and recognized by others. 
Whilst this is a simplification of this 
area of the chart, it gives an indication 
of what it means. 


THE IMUM COELI 





The Imum Coeli, or IC, marks the 
point in the sky (above the surface of 
the Earth immediately opposite us on 
the other side of the globe) immedi- 
ately beneath us at the moment of our 
birth. It symbolizes our roots, and 
relates strongly to the matters gov- 
erned by the fourth house. 


THE DESCENDANT 





This is the degree of the ecliptic which 
is setting below the western horizon at 
the moment of birth. It is always the 
cusp of the seventh house, the house 
of partnerships, and therefore invari- 
ably relates to it. The IC and Descen- 
dant are often omitted from conven- 
tional chart drawings. 


CHANGES IN THE BIRTH CHART 

As a general rule, as we grow older and 
our birth charts age with us, the 
Ascendant and Midheaven will in time 
move from one sign to the next. 
Provided the birth time is really 
accurate (and this is vital — an error of 
four minutes represents a 12-month 
difference in a progressed chart) the 
periods during which the Ascendant 
and Midheaven change signs will mark 
the key years in a lifetime. 


Likely changes 

Personal development and a change of 
emotional attitude will be likely to 
occur when the Ascendant progresses 
into a neighboring sign, while external 
changes, perhaps relating to the career, 
will be likely to occur when the 
Midheaven changes signs.

Is 
there a tendency 
to think of a lover 
or child as a posses- 
sion? To answer this, 
look to the sign on the 
cusp of this house or to any planet 
placed in it. Remember that money and 
love are closely connected (see Venus, 
p.149) and that this connection will 
probably make its presence felt when 
you are interpreting the house. Similarly 
there is a powerful link between emo- 
tional and financial secunty. 

Make quite sure that the emotional 
needs (vis-a-vis security) are not 
obscured or stifled by the financial and 
material ones, and remember they 
usually complement each other — indeed 
it is often the case that one need cannot 
be fully satisfied unless the other is, too. 
This is particularly important when 
assessing progressed planetary positions 
and transits. Be alert to the possibility 
that if your subject has, for instance, 
developed a weight problem, it could 
well be due to a gap in the emotional 
life. If on the other hand the subject has 
become over-generous and “silly” with 
money or possessions, ask yourself 
whether this is the result of an impulse 
to “buy” love, friendship and affection. 





The house 
of Gemini and Mercury 
KEYWORDs: Brothers, 
sisters, transport, 
environment, early 
education 
This house is concerned 
with near relatives (other 
than parents): with broth- 
ers and sisters, uncles, 
aunts and cousins. It also 
has a bearing on the subject’s response 
to school life, and on his or her powers 
of communication and day-to-day 
traveling. If the subject wants to change 
cars, then you should look to the third 
house of the chart. Mental attitude is 
also under the rulership of this house, 
and it can be used to support the way in 
which the subject finds full self-expres- 
sion. It is worth assessing this house 
from the point of view of personal 
environment, since the decision to live 



















in the town or the country, and how 
subjects cope with noise, crowds or iso- 
lation, are concerns of the third house. 
Speech, the chief means of communica- 
tion, is also a third house issue. When 
planets progress into or transit this 
house the individual will often experi- 
ence a change of mind and may adopt 
new attitudes. If a young person has 
been having a bad time at school, that 
could change under such a transit or 
progression because his efforts to think 
differently will be stimulated. For any- 
one in a deadlock situation, a positive 
third house influence will put them in a 
better position to move forward and 
make mental adjustments. Problems 
with near relatives may be traced to the 
third house, but this is not the house 
that relates to parents or one’s children, 
though there is a connection between it 
and young people, so your children’s 
friends would be a third house matter. 





THE FOURTH HOUSE 


The house of Cancer and the Moon 


Kerworpns: Home, domestic life, parents 


(especially the mother) 


Here we move into the important realm 
of home and family background, and 
here, too, the role of the subject’s 
parents is focused (as it is to some extent 
in the tenth house). It is from the 
fourth house that we can see how sub- ' 


jects regard their parents. It is important 


to be cautious in any comments to a 
subject on this matter, for unless the full 
birth charts of the parents are available it 
is of course impossible to discover their 
astrological background. When working 
on the charts of children for their 
parents (in which case you should always 
take the parents’ birth data) a study of 
the fourth house may enable you to 
offer some hints as to how the child will 
see the parents, and indeed how the 
child will react to each individual parent 
— though again, to get the full picture 
you must refer back to a the full family 
profile as shown in the charts of the 
different generations. 

Homes and land are also among 
fourth house 
concerns. It is 
likely that when 
there are progres- 
sions or tran- 
sits through 
this house the 
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individual’s home life will be in focus. 
Most planets work in a variety of ways to 
bring about changes, so ask your subject 
whether change in this sphere of the life 
is possible, inevitable, or simply longed 
for. A strong emphasis on this house in 
either birth or progressed chart can also 
mean that the subject is concerned with 
the past. It may be necessary to encour- 
age a more forward-looking outlook. 





THE FirrH House 


The house of Leo and the Sun 
KEYWORDS: Creativity, pleasure, 
children, love affairs, risk-taking, father 


Here is the house of creativity. Creativ- 
ity is not only related to the arts; it can 
be expressed through the application of 
such practical skills as cooking or car 
maintenance — so do not under-estimate 
what creative potential is shown through 
the fifth house, especially if the chart as 
a whole shows, say, mathematical or 
scientific flair: both these can be spiced 
with lively creativity. Perhaps one of the 
most important aspects of creativity 
relates to parenthood — the parents’ rela- 
tionship with their children, rather than 
the childrens? relationship with the Va 
~. parents, which is governed by 

the fourth house. 
Look also at this 
house for indica- 
tions of the subject’s 
reaction to procrea- 
tion. This lively, 
positive house also 
relates to pleasure, 
speculation, and the way in which we 
express instinctive affection. 

This, too, 1s the domain of lovers. 
When a new affair begins, the chances 
are that the event will be observable in 
the fifth house. (It is to the seventh we 
must look for signs of deep emotional 
involvement or commitment). The 
dangers inherent in some fifth house 
emphases can include over-optimism or 
a devil-may-care attitude. Such tenden- 
cies will show up clearly in the pro- 
gressed chart, as indeed in the birth 
chart. Do not hesitate to warn your 
subject if there is an emphasis on spec- 
ulation, either by progression or transit 
~ or should that particular trait emerge 
in the assessment of the birth chart. A 
love of risk is not difficult to interpret 
from the sign on the cusp of the fifth 
house, or if certain planets (like Mars 
and Jupiter) are tenanted in it. 
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THE SIxTH HOUSE 
The house of Virgo and Mercury 
KEYWORDS: Health, dict, exercise, 
hobbies, routine work 


This house is related to health, diet and 
exercise, and therefore has an important 
influence on our general well-being. Its 
influence is not the same as that of the 
first house, which is more physical. It is 
as if this house shows us how 
we treat our bodies. It also 
relates to our daily round 
of work — what we must 
do, whether ina 
busy career or in 
the running of a 
home and the 
bringing up ofa 
family. From this

is — whether a slave to routine or a 
victim of disorganization. 

Old astrological books include 
servants among the sixth house con- 
cerns. We now say that the sixth house 
governs our attitude to the people we 
summon to help us: the plumber, the 
electrician, the decorator. Transits and 
progressions to planets in this house 
focus on all of these matters. Keeping in 
good physical shape is important: from 
the sixth house it is possible for you to 
assess times when your subject will 
benefit most from new exercise sched- 
ules and regimes, or perhaps some sort 
of change of diet. 









































THE SEVENTH HOUSE 














The house of Libra and Venus

KEYWORDS: Partnerships, 


8 or 10° of the cusp of the seventh 
house ~ in other words if it forms an 
Opposition aspect (see p.54) to the 
Ascendant. It is important to stress the 
relationship between the fifth house - 
the house of love affairs - and the 
seventh house — the house of partner- 
ships. The seventh is the house of 
commitment, and reflects the deep- 
rooted needs of the individual in this 
area, often giving a vital clue to what 
the subject needs most from a partner. 
This house can indicate what sort of 
partner the subject will look for, and - 
because of its relationship to Libra — the 
harmony, balance and fairness within the 
relationship can be studied here: how 
much is needed, or how independent 
and self-contained the subject may be. 

As hinted above, it is to this house 
you must also look when your subject is 
considering setting up a business part- 
nership, or if there is a question of 
hiring a personal assistant, but only as 
far as rapport and personal understand- 
ing are concerned. Indeed, rapport is 
one of the most vital factors of this 
house, as will be seen when you study 
the section of the book covering the 
huge question of relationships in detail 
(see pp.148-67). Be alert 
whenever you discover a 
progression or transit to 
the seventh house, for 
the question of relation- 
ships will almost 
certainly be focused. 
Even if your subject is 
happily unattached, you 
may find that some surrogate 
partner, or perhaps a pet or an all- 
consuming hobby, may be uppermost in 
their mind or life-style. 























THE EIGHTH HOUSE 





The house of Scorpio and Pluto 


KEYWORDS: Sex, 
inheritance, investment 


The second house repre- 
= sents money acquired by 
* the individual’s efforts; the 
— eighth house is linked to 
endowments and inheritance. But 
this is also very much the house of self: 
searching, with clues to the subject’s 
attitude to death and the after-life. 
“Death” can also mean change; re-birth 
can also be assessed here — new begin- 
nings that occur when the individual has 
come to terms with deep-rooted 
psychological problems after periods of 
psychotherapy, or, even more poign- 
antly, self-analysis. 

The eighth is also the house of the life 
force, so sexual instincts and needs are 
also in focus here. Tradition decrees that 
it is also the house of crime, research 
and investigation. Pluto should always 
be studied with reference to this house, 
and the eighth sign of the zodiac, 
Scorpio, but do not forget that Pluto is 
a “generation influence”. On a practical 
as opposed to a psychological level, it is 
this house that should be 
studied when a subject 
is considering invest- 
ment or the acquisi- 
tion of insurance or 
assurance policies.

TRADITIONAL 
ASTROLOGY 

This astrologer’s wheel, 
which shows the 
planets, signs and 
houses all revolving 
round the Earth, 
formed the title page of 
an astrological treatise 
by Georg von Purbach 
published in 1515. 








It is not only emo- 
tional relationships 
that are focused here,

tion of the house is to comment on 
these. Here we also see the individual’s 
attitude to colleagues and one-to-one 
relationships. Planets placed in this 
house wil! have a powerful effect on this 
attitude, especially if the planet is within 














the simple, pleasurable fun-and-games 
aspect of sex that is in focus, but the 
most deep-rooted sexual urges. It is 
possible to assess whether these are 
being fulfilled, although you may find 
that this will challenge your interpreta- 
tive skills. Transits and progressions to 
planets in the eighth house will more 
than likely focus on issues that have a 
deep meaning and significance to the 
individual. The outlook on problems 
could change as a result, especially if the 
subject is distressed — particularly if they 
have been having ongoing psychological 
difficulties. If the transits are favorable 
you could perhaps suggest therapy or 
specific professional help to try to 
resolve these difficulties. 





THE NINTH HOUSE 


The house of Sagittarius and Jupiter 
KeErworps: Higher education, long- 
distance travel, ideals, dreams, challenge 


The ninth house focuses on further edu- 
cation, and the abilities to communicate 
and extend our minds. Here are clues to 
our idealistic and philosophical outlook 
and opinions on spiritual questions. 
Long-distance travel is also a ninth 
house matter. The law, publishing and 
literature are covered by this house, as 
are long-distance communications and 
areas of the media relating to foreign 
countries. Language skills, dreams and 
inspiration are accented here, as are 
moral code and conscience. This house 
should be carefully studied in the case, 
for instance, of someone leaving school 
and deciding about further education. 
The ninth house could help if there is 
a question of travel for a young person, 
although you should consider whether 
any psychological problems will be 
resolved by “getting away from it all”. 
If the influences from this house in 
the birth chart are positive, this is an 
excellent indication for someone who 
wants to live abroad, work in the travel 
industry or export trade, and for teach- 
ing — usually at university level. Sports- 
manship and the capacity for study are 
also to some extent 
concerns of this house, and 
often a sense of vocation is 
indicated. Such indications 
are enhanced 
if there are 
strong aspects 
to Jupiter. 















The house of Capricorn and Saturn 
KEYWORDS: Aspirations and ambitions 


Note: In many systems of house division 
the cusp of the tenth house is always on 
the Midheaven. This is not the case 


when using the Equal House system (as # 


in this book). 


This is the house of aspiration and 
worldly progress. Here also is authority 
— how we cope with it when it is dele- 
gated to us, and how we express it to 
others. There is also accent on social 
status, the family, tradition, the sense of 
duty and all matters outside the home. 
How the individual copes with responsi- 
bility and power can be assessed. Ifa 
personal planet is placed in this house 
there is usually a powerful need for emo- 
tional involvement in a career. 

Although modern astrology is anything 
but fatalistic, this house is sometimes 
sharply in focus by progression or transit 
when “destiny” (whatever the individual 
means by that) takes a hand, and what 
can seem like burdensome responsibility 
is in fact increased prestige and status. It 
is to the tenth house that one must look 
when career changes are likely, and any 
change that will increase a subject’s 
status or involve

The house of Aquarius 

and Uranus 
KEYWORDS: Social life, 
objectives, social 
conscience, friends 


This is the house of friends 
and our social life. Objectives 
in life — those which are not career 
oriented — are eleventh house concerns. 
So is our attitude to the suffering in the 
world, ecology and so on. By assessing 
the state of this house it is possible to 
ascertain how much energy an individual 
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is willing to spend furthering good 
causes, and whether the reasons for 
doing so are self-centred or altruistic. 
Consider this house when assessing how 
well the individual will cope with mem- 
bership of a committee or has to assume 
some important office. Transits of, or 
progressed aspects to, planets in this 
house may well focus on these matters; 
it is Not a very powerful 
house, but adds an extra 
_ dimension when one ts 
YY, assessing a personal- 
DANN ity in relation to 
yy other people. Do 
))’ not underestimate 
it if Aquarius or 
Uranus is personalized. 









THE TWELFTH 
HOvusE 








The house of Pisces and 

Neptune 

KEYWORDS: Seclusion, escapism, faith, 
institutions 


This is the house of seclusion and 
escapism. By tradition it is linked to 
hospitals and prisons, but there are 
equally if not more important areas 
under its rulership. Here is often a 
powerful indicator of the nature of the 
unconscious, and of the root of psycho- 
logical problems. As the eighth house 
represents the means by which we can 
come to terms with such difficulties, the 
twelfth will help us decide their funda- 
mental nature. This is particularly the 
case if a planet is within 10° of the 
Ascendant, when the concerns of the 
planet in question are “buried” and 
perhaps need to be externalized. Planets 
transiting the twelfth house or progres- 
sions to planets in it may have an inhib- 
iting effect, but at their best encourage 
us to be reflective, giving serious con- 
structive thought to important issues. 
Sometimes such influences herald good 
work done behind the scenes, or 
perhaps work for a charity. Sacrifice is a 
twelfth house matter, and can be a 
theme when the house is in focus; in the 
end the individual will usually benefit, 
since strengthening 
of the character 
and the realization 
that psychological 
problems must be 
resolved will often 
be the result. 
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hen drawing up a birth chart you must 

calculate the positions of the Sun, Moon 
and planets at the exact moment for which the 
chart is required. This was once done with log- 
arithms, but pocket calculators now make it 
easier, although it can be hard to find ones 
which translate decimals into degrees and min- 
utes. The ephemeris in this book (p.350) there- 
fore gives the planetary positions in degrees and 
decimal points, and we show how to calculate 
these positions to a good level of accuracy. 



























































Calculating the Birth Chart 


PREPARING THE BIRTH CHART 
First, trace or photocopy the birth 
chart, using the example on p.408. 


CALCULATING THE ASCENDANT 
AND MIDHEAVEN 
The process differs slightly according 
to whether the place of birth is east or 
west of Greenwich. 


West of Greenwich 

For our sample birth chart we have 

chosen a fictitious person born in 

Washington DC, USA, on 4 Julv 1981 

at 4.19 a.m. local time. Enter the birth 
place, date and time on the chart. 
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SOUTHERN LATITUDES 


A small conversion allows us to use 
northern latitude tables to give the 
Ascendant and Midheaven of births 
in southern latitudes. If we use the 
same birth time, but set it for Perth, 
Western Australia (31° 57'S, 115° 
52' E), the calculation goes: 


3.08 + 7.40 + 0.03 = 10.51. 


10.51 is the true ST of birth. The 
calculations which follow are given 
merely to enable you to use north- 
ern tables in southern latitudes. 

The Midheaven is at 11° Virgo, 
but to find the Ascendant for a 
southern latitude add 12 hours to 
the ST, then turn to the table of 
houses (see pp.396-9) to find the 
Ascendant degree. The sign involved 
will be the opposite of the one 
shown. Therefore, for 10.51 take 
22.51, which gives us an Ascendant 
of 29° Gemini — the true Ascendant 
is therefore 29° Sagittarius. 











(i) Consult an 
atlas for the latitude | 
and longitude of the 
place of birth. For 
Washington this is 38° 52' 

N, 77° 01' W. Enter the latitude and 
longitude on the birth chart form. 


(it) Convert the local time to 
Greenwich Mean Time (GMT). Local 
summer time (Daylight Saving Time) 
may have been in force during the 
time of year that your subject was 
born. The Bibliography (see p.405) 
lists some reference books which will 
help you check this. 

In our example, summer time was in 
force, so the clocks were an hour 
ahead and the local standard time was 
therefore 3.19 a.m. You must now 
convert this to GMT. Consult the 
table of zone standard times on p.401. 
This shows that Washington is five 
hours behind Greenwich, so you must 
add five hours to the local standard 
time — the GMT time of birth 
becomes 8.19 a.m. Enter this on the 
birth chart form. 

When converting the local birth time 
to GMT, the birth date may change, 
either moving forwards to the next 
day, or back to the previous day. Check 
this, and place the corrected GMT 
date in the space on the form. 

From now on, we will use the GMT 
time and date in our calculations. 


(iii) The Ascendant and Midheaven 
are found by converting the GMT 
birth time into sidereal time (ST). 

Turn to the table on pp.392-5. This 
will show you the sidereal time for the 
date in question. However, this must 
be slightly corrected for each year: the 
extra minutes you must add to the 
sidereal time are shown in the small 
table. In our example, the sidereal time 
for 4 July is 18.45.50. The correction 
is 1.51. Therefore, ST = 18.47.41. 
Enter this on the form. 


(iv) This is, however, the ST for mid- 
night (the beginning of the day) at 
Greenwich. You must now convert the 
ST to the time of birth (still at 
Greenwich) by adding the time of 
birth to the ST. So, enter 8.19, and 
add this to the first figure: 

18.47.41 + 8.19 = 27.06 (remem- 
ber, there are 60 minutes to the hour!) 
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(v) Sidereal ume represents a clock 
that appears to gain about four min- 
utes a day. The technical term for this 
is the “acceleration of the time inter- 
val”. It is normally necessary to take 
account of this, though if the interval 
is three hours or less you can ignore it. 

If the interval is between: 

3 and 9 hours — add 1 minute; 

9 and 15 hours — add 2 minutes; 

15 and 21 hours — add 3 minutes; 

21 and 24 hours — add 4 minutes. 
The precise rule is to add 10 seconds 
per hour, 1 second per 6 minutes, but 
generally the above suggestion will be 
accurate enough. 

In our example we will add one 
minute; so that the ST becomes 
27 OS. 


(vi) The ST result we now have is the 
true sidereal time of birth — had the 
subject been born at Greenwich! 
However, since that is not the case we 
must now adjust this ST to become 
the ST for the place of birth - in our 
example, Washington DC. 

The table on this page is used to 
convert the degrees and minutes of 
the longitude of the place of birth into 
time — the hours and minutes you 
must add to or subtract from the ST. 
To do this, subtract for places west of 
Greenwich and add for places east of 
Greenwich. (This is known technically 
as the longitude equivalent. ) 

In our example, the table for the 
degrees gives 5.08, and the table for 
the minutes gives 0 minutes. Enter the 
longitude equivalent in time on the 
birth chart form. 

So, ST = 27.08 = 5.08 - 0.00 = 
22.00, which is the true ST of birth 
for Washington DC. Enter this on the 
birth chart form. 

For northern latitudes, calculation of 
the local ST is now complete. If the 
birth place is south of the Equator, 
refer to the box on the left. 


Note: If the ST exceeds 24 hours, 
deduct 24 hours from the total. If the 
longitude equivalent must be sub- 
tracted and is greater than the ST (giv- 
ing a minus figure), add 24 hours to 
the ST before doing your subtraction. 


(vii) The Midheaven and Ascendant 
are found by referring to the table of 
houses (pp.396-9). In the column 





. 
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next to the ST that is closest to the 
one calculated, vou will find the 
Midheaven (MC). Now refer to the 
relevant latitude column and, where it 
intercepts the appropriate ST, you will 
find the Ascendant. 


Note: When finding the Midheaven 
and Ascendant, we round both figures 
to the nearest whole degree — i.e. 2.3° 
becomes 2°, 3.5° becomes 4°. In our 
example, the Midheaven is 27.8° 
Aquarius, which we will round up to 
28° Aquarius, and the Ascendant is 
21° Gemini. 


East of Greenwich 
If the birth takes place east of 
Greenwich, e.g. in Moscow (55° 45' 
N, 37° 35" E), but at the same GMT 
on the same date, there is only one 
adjustment that you should be make to 
your calculations. This affects the 
longitude equivalent, which is added 
in this case. 

So, the ST calculation is now: 

3.08 (i.e. 27.08 — 24) + 2.28 + 0.02 
—toeoo.

CALCULATING 

THE PLANETS’ POSITIONS 
Our ephemeris (see pp.350-89) gives 
the positions of the Sun, Moon and 
planets for each day at 0 hours GMT 
(midnight), expressed in degrees and 
decimals rather than in degrees, 
minutes and seconds. 

The necessary calculations thereby 
become much simpler and are identical 
for the Sun, Moon and each of the 
planets. Using a pocket calculator, 
follow this process: 


(i) Discover the diurnal proportion: 
i.e. the birth time expressed as a frac- 
won of the day of birth. To do this, on 
a typical pocket calculator: 

Divide the minutes by 60, add the 
number of hours and divide the result 
by 24. Store the final result in the cal- 
culator’s memory. 

In the example we are using, you 
should enter 19 + 60 + 8 = + 24 to 
give an answer of .346527. Store this

in the memory. Note that it is the 
diurnal proportion, a constant, which 
is used in the following calculations, 
but it is not otherwise important. 

The following steps apply to all 
celestial bodies. 


(ii) From the position for the day 
after the GMT date (call this 
tomorrow), deduct the position for the 
GMT date (call this today), multiplying 
the result by the constant and adding 
the today position. 

In terms of your calculator, this can 
be written as tomorrow — today = 
constant in memory + today = result. 

In our example (for 4 July 1981) the 
calculation for the Sun is: 

12.9 - 11.9 = memory (.346527) + 
11.9 = 12.24: 1.€. 12.2° Gaincer. 

For the Moon: 

24.8 —- 11.2 = memory + 11.2 
=15/91 : hes eo co: 


(iii) Follow this procedure for each of 
the planets. If a planet is retrograde 
(appearing to move backwards — see 
p.23) the above formula still applies, 
but remember to mark the position 
with an “R”, 


(iv) Occasionally, and quite often in 
the case of the Moon, a planet will 
change signs between one day and the 
next. This requires a small change in 
the formula. For example, were the 
subject born at the same time on 10 
July, the Moon would have moved 
from 27.5° Libra to 9.4° Scorpio dur- 
ing the day. The degrees would then 
be counted as though there were no 
division between the signs. 

In our example, although the Moon 
would be on 9.4° Scorpio at the end of 
the day, we will call the position 39.4°. 
So it is from 39.4° that you deduct 
27.5°. The calculator formula will be: 

39.4 —- 27.5 = memory + 27.5 = 
ske62” 

But there are 30° in every sign, so 
subtract 30° to make the Moon’s 
position 1.6° Scorpio. 

Having calculated the positions of 
the planets and Ascendant, check them 
once again for accuracy. 


(v) Referring to the list of planets’ 
groupings (see p.35), enter the 
planets, Ascendant and Midheaven in 
their traditional groupings (see p.45).

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CALCULATING THE ASPECTS 

Planets are in aspect to each other 
when there are specific angular dis- 
tances between them (see pp.56-7). 


(i) Refer to the chart on page 54 
showing the various orbs permissible 
when calculating aspects. Always use 
the shortest distance between the two 
planets — if your aspect is over 188° 
you must go the other way round the 
signs. Remember the opposition is the 
most distant aspect (180°), so allowing 
the accepted orb of 8°, 188° is the 
maximum. The orb can be lesser or 
greater than the exact number of 
degrees for the aspect, i.e. a trine is 
exact when there are 120° between the 
planets, but will be operative when 
planet A is, say, on 10° Aries and 
planetsBus on.t3” Leo— or on 2° Leo: 
Work through each planet in turn from 
the Sun to Pluto. 


(ii) Again, using the Washington 
chart for 4 July, examine the Sun in 
relation to all the other planets, the 
Ascendant and the Midheaven and, 
using the appropriate glyph, enter the 
aspects we find (see the grid below). 


THE ASPECT GRID 


While it is not difficult, with practice, 
to see the important aspects in a birth 
chart, even the experienced astrologer 
finds it much easier to rationalize and 
synthesize these when they are placed 
in a formal grid such as the one 


The Sun is on 12° Cancer. First, we 
compare its position with that of the 
Moon, which is on 15° Leo. There are 
33° between them. Every sign of the 
zodiac spans 30°, so the sum Is: 

30° — 12° = 18° Cancer +.15° Leo 
=o0° 

This is just too wide to form a semi- 
sextile aspect (exact at 30° with a 2° 
orb), so we put a dot in the square 
relating the Sun to the Moon. This 
shows there is no aspect, but that we 
have made the calculation. 


(iii) Next, compare the Sun’s position 
to that of Mercury. The Sun is on 12° 
Cancer, and Mercury is on 26° 
Gemini. There are 16° between them. 

30° — 26° = 4° Gemini + 12° Cancer 
lor 

Here again, there is no aspect. There 
would have to be 8° or less between 
the planets for them to be in conjunc- 
tion. So place another dot in the grid. 


(iv) Next, we study the Sun and 
Venus (at 5° Leo): 

30° = 12° = 8° Camcer + 5° Leo 
= oe 

Again, there is no aspect. 


shown below. When you have entered 
all the aspects in such a grid, you can 
easily see them at a glance. Among 
other things, such grids make it easier 
to compare chart with chart when 
doing synastry work (see pp.152-5). 
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(v) The Sun makes no aspects, indeed, 
until we reach Uranus (at 26° Scorpio). 
Three signs separate the Sun and 
Uranus — Leo, Virgo and Libra: 

Three signs = 90° + the last 18° of 
Cancer + the first 26° of Scorpio = 134° 
The Sun and Uranus must be 135° 
apart to form a sesquare, so this aspect 

is within orb. Draw it in on the grid. 


(vi) The only other aspect made by 
the Sun here is to the Midheaven, and 
again it is a sesquare. This time the 
degrees are counted from Gemini back 
through Taurus, Aries, Pisces and the 
end of Aquarius, numbering 134° in 
all. Enter it on the grid. 


(vii) We don’t have to compare the 
Moon’s position to that of the Sun as 
we studied it when assessing the Sun’s 
relationship to the Moon. So, next 
look at the Moon and Mercury. The 
Moon occupies 15° Leo, Mercury 26° 
Gemini. So: 

4° Gemini + 30° Cancer (which sep- 
arates them) + 15° Leo = 49° 

A semi-square aspect requires 45°, 
and the orb is only 2°, so this is too 
wide. Place another dot on the grid. 


(viii) The Moon and Venus are sepa- 
rated by 10° - too much for a con- 
junction (orb allowance 8°). 


(iv) Mars occupies 20° Gemini, so: 
10° Gemini + 30° Cancer (which 
separates them) + 15° Leo = 55°. 
We allow an orb of 6° for a sextile 
(exact at 60°), so the Moon and Mars 
form a sextile. Write it on the grid. 


(x) The Moon and Jupiter are sepa- 
rated by 47°, so there is a semi-square 
aspect between them. 


(xi) The Moon and Saturn are sepa- 
rated by 48°. As the Moon occupies 
15.9° Leo, the actual distance between 
them is really just over 47°, so we can 
allow a semi-square aspect. 


(xii) There is no aspect between the 
Moon and Uranus, but because just 
over 127° separate the Moon and 

Neptune, here is a wide trine aspect. 


(xiii) Calculate all aspects between the 
planets, as well as those made to the 
Ascendant and Midheaven.

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Drawing a Birth Chart 


here is no mystery about the prepara- 
tion of a birth chart or horoscope. 
The process certainly calls for patience and 
application, but it is a matter of mathe- 
matical calculation, cool observation and 
synthesis. Do not be dismayed by the 
-| prospect of the mathematics involved. 
“ These, as we have shown, are mildly tricky 
rather than difficult, and now cheap pocket calculators and even 
computer programs have simplified the process. However, many 
-astrologers will redraw the chart from the computer printout. 





THE BLank CHART 

Of course, if you cannot 
photocopy the chart 
provided, you may draw 
your own, using a pair 
of compasses; pay 
especial attention to the 
house divisions. 


PREPARING THE CHART 

First, photocopy the blank birth 
chart at the end of the book (p.408). 
Make sure, as you are working, that the 
results of the calculations for the birth 
date in question are near to hand. 


WRITING IN THE HOUSES 

Working anticlockwise from the 
horizon line, number the segments of 
the inner circle from 1 to 12. 


THE Houses 

It is only necessary to 
number the houses until 
their positions become 
second nature to you:

Types of aspects 
A conjunction is the most powerful of all aspects. The Opposition 
negative aspects — the square and opposition — are 
powerful, and while considered negative, give us Square 
strength of character and make us fight for what we 
want.

The positive aspects, especially the trime and sextile, 
help to make life easier, and also help us to express 
the qualities of signs and planets freely, without 
stress. The minor sesquare and semi-sextile are weak 
aspects but can, like the semi-square and quincunx, 
be a source of tension or some form of negativity 
(according to the planets involved). They are back- 
ground, supporting factors and must not be isolated 
in interpretation or overinterpreted.

The orbs 

An aspect is only considered, in astrology, if it is “in 
orb” — that is, if the planets are aligned to each other 
within a certain number of degrees. The chart, above 
right, shows the maximum number of degrees which 
should separate two planets forming an aspect.

DRAWING THE ASPECTS 

Take your pair of compasses and 
place the point at the center of the 
chart, making dots with the pencil 
about halfway between the center 
and the position of each planet. 
After calculating the aspects, these 
points will help you draw the lines 
indicating them. We draw opposi- 
tions and squares with a solid, black 
line; trines and sextiles with a solid 
red line; semi-sextiles, semi-squares, 
sesquares and quincunxes with 
dotted black lines. You may choose 
different colours if you wish. 


OPPosiITIONS AND 
SQUARES 

Oppositions and 
squares are powerful 
aspects, sometimes 
negative in effect but 
often a source of ener 
and potential.

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THE ASPECT PATTERNS 


In some charts, planets in aspect to 
each other form patterns. These 
have powerful influences on the 
personality of the subject, working 
positively or negatively. The major 
aspect patterns are the tee-square, 
the grand trine, and the grand cross; 
and less important, but nevertheless 
a striking feature, the pointer. 

The first two patterns involve 
three planets in the birth chart, 
while the third and fourth involve 
four — though it is often the case 
that (as in the second tee-square 
and the grand trine diagrams below) 
other planets join in the configura- 
tion, thereby strengthening the 
effect, so that while we often get a 
grand trine or a tee square involving 
only the basic three planets, any of 
these patterns may be joined by 
many more planets. 


UNASPECTED PLANETS 


This is not as common as it may 
seem. Recheck your calculations if 
you think you have found an 
unaspected planet in a chart, for the 
chances are that it may be making 
an aspect to one of the angles, and 
perhaps you have missed it. If it is 
present, it is a very powerful focal 
point indeed, and usually means 
that the individual is very much 
aware of the planet’s influence, but 
may not be able to integrate 
its qualities psycho- 
logically into the 
personality, so 
sometimes psycho- 
logical problems 
result. If you think 
your subject is at 
all distressed, this 
is a time when 
you should advise 
professional 
counseling. 





THE TEE-SQUARE 


This consists of two planets in opposi- 
tion aspect, joined by a third making 
square aspects to both of them. This is a 
tense and dynamic pattern. It can be 
enormously energizing, and it usually 
gives strength to the individual, in spite 
of all the aspects formed being negative 
ones (and see p.206 about all the best 
people having the worst charts!) 
However, in certain cases it can cause 
considerable inhibiton. Much depends 
on the planets involved; if any of them 
are personalized the tee-square’s effect 
will be increased. If the chart is generally 
energetic and forceful, then you will find 
that the subject will definitely push 
against obstacles — both psychological 
and material — to achieve desired goals. 


THE GRAND TRINE 


Here a group of three trine aspects links 
planets in a positive and easy way, but 
beware: this may be less beneficial than it 
might seem, especially if more than the 
three basic planets are involved.

The individual may well be extremely 
charming, but sometimes the pattern will 
inflict a certain weakness. Tendencies 
towards a lackadaisical, laid back attitude 
must be countered. If there are multiple 
grand trines (these very occasionally 
form a “star of David” pattern) your 
subject may tend to “ride” people and 
take roo much for granted, thinking that 
they can “get away with murder” —- and 
all too often they do. A grand trine is 
best when accompanied by a tee-square, 
creating a balance, or by several inde- 
pendent squares and oppositions, adding 
“grit” to the personality. 


THE GRAND Cross 
This does not occur in many charts, but 
when it does it is an overwhelmingly 
powerful feature. It consists of four 
planets roughly spaced at 90°, forming 
two Opposition aspects and making a 
cross on the chart. At the same time all 
four make square aspects to each other. 
Here again sometimes additional planets 
can join in the configuration, either by 
square Or Opposition. 
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TEE-SQUARE AND GRranp TRINE 





The grand cross usually involves one 
quality. This is known as the “make or 
break” pattern, since people having it are 
either extremely brave, energetic, 
powerful and successful often overcom- 
ing great obstacles to win — or they 
cannot cope with the powerful effect, 
and crumble. The “quality” involved is 
certainly influential. 


The cardinal grand cross 

A cardinal grand cross is inhibitive, 
since subjects will want to release their 
energies and be outgoing, but are 
prevented from doing so. If they 
overcome lack of self-confidence they 
will prove to be very strong and often 
become big achievers. 


The fixed grand cross 

Here we have people who are all too 
often their own worst enemies because 
of stubborness. Rather differently, they 
may well have been “put down” so much 
by parents that all initiative and confi- 
dence has been drained from them. 
Again, if they can rebuild and develop 
flexibility and perhaps, too, an open 
mind, they will achieve much. 


The mutable grand cross 

The mutable grand cross often causes 
confusion since subjects will want to be 
adaptable and live easy, uncomplicated 
and fulfilling lives, but for a variety of 
reasons may well not feel in a position to 
do so — perhaps because of a strong sense 
of duty, which is sometimes used as an 
excuse for lack of self-confidence. 
Nevertheless, there is the potential here 
to fight through these barriers, and in 
overcoming obstacles subjects will 
achieve a great deal. 

If the presence of these obstacles for 
all three types of grand cross are con- 
sciously realized, determination often 
overcomes them and the result is 
someone definitely to be admired. 


Granp Cross 


In some cases you will find that the 
tee-square and the grand cross involve 
more than one quality; as a result the 
powerful effects may be mitigated to 
some extent. The same thing applies to 
the grand trine, where there is usually an 
emphasis on one of the elements. In 
these circumstances they are then known 
as “dissasociated”. 


THE POINTER 
This is a stressful configuration: a planet 
iN an Opposition is contacted by quin- 
cunx aspects from two others, forming 
an arrow-head shape. It is also possible 
for these two planets to form semi- 
sextiles to the “base” planet. 

This configuration might symbolically 
be said to “show the way”, indicating 
the direction the subject should take by 
centering on the affairs of the house in 
which the “point” of the pattern falls. 
Do not rely completely on this theory, 
but remember that the pointer planet 
always marks a very stressful area of the 
subject’s chart, and the more negative 
side of all the aspects’ influences will be 
present in the personality. 


CHAIN REACTIONS 





Later on, when you work on progres- 
sions and transits, remember that if any 
of these planets in any of these patterns 
are contacted by transiting planets or 
progressions, they will start a “chain 
reaction” of influence. If there is little 
orb between them in the birth chart the 
period will be important — you will find 
that it will be eventful, progressive or 
difficult, according to the planets 
involved. If the orbs are greater, the 
effect of any transits or progressions will 
be spread out over a longer period of 
time and therefore less intensive. 





POINTER 
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THE STELLIUM 


This is the name given to a group of 
planets — three or more — in one sign or 
house: from time to time there are 
“traffic jams” of planets in the solar 
system. Generally speaking, they lay a 
great deal of stress on the characteristics 
of the sign or concerns of the house 
which is so heavily tenanted. The 
individual is “very Sagittarian”, or 
whatever. It is usually the case that the 
Sun sign is involved: it is fairly common 
to have Sun, Mercury and Venus in the 
same sign (so that the individual will not 
only have the characteristics of the Sun 
sign, but will think and love in the 
manner of that sign) but when they are 
joined, perhaps by the Moon (the 
subject would have been born at the 
time of the New Moon), the responses 
and reactions to all situations will also be 
of that sign. Other planets will follow in 
the same way: for example, Mars will 
represent the physical energy, and so on. 

These powerful stelliums cause imbal- 
ance — not only in the solar system 
(sadly, they are all too often the cause of 
earthquakes) but in the individual, too, 
so that the positive and negative 
qualities of the sign involved are terribly 
dominant in the personality. Concen- 
trate on other planets and signs to 
encourage your subjects to achieve the 
necessary balance in their life. 
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The Finished Chart 


ie have now plotted the positions of all 
the planets in the birth chart, which can 
tell you a great deal. The Sun indicates the 
way the subject expresses him or herself; the 
placing of the Moon shows the 
subject’s reactions to all situations 
in life. Mercury represents the 
mental capacity, and Venus shows 
the needs in relationships.

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Progressing the Chart 


CC) i order to assess the trends in the life of a 
subject, astrologers “progress” the birth 
chart. There are various ways of doing this: 
the best known ts the “day-for-a-vear” 
system, It involves the simple process of 
assuming that the position of the planets 








24 hours after birth suggests the trends in 
the life of that baby during its second 
vear. The planets’ positions for the time of 
birth five days after birth suggest the 
circumstances of its life from the ages of 
five to six; the positions for the time of 
birth 27 days on from the birth suggest the 


circumstances which will affect the subject between 
the ages of 27 and 28, and so on. To calculate the necessary charts, 
first calculate a birth chart (see pp.42-7). 


It is extremely important to realize 
that we do not and cannot predict 
events. We can most certainly assess 
trends that are working in people’s 
lives, and give our subjects a very great 
deal of help in such matters as when to 
make an important change — perhaps 
in a career — to buy a house, to deepen 
an emotional relationship, to start a 
business, and so on. But we never say 
that, for instance, on 27 May you will 
meet a gorgeous man, fall instantly in 
love, and get married on 27 July! That 
is simply not how astrology works: 
apart from anything else, fatalism of 
that sort would deny us free will. We 
can, however, go as far as to suggest 
that at a particular time there is a pos- 
sibility of a deepening emotional rela- 
tionship, and that this sphere of the 
life is likely to be emphasized. 


Assessing trends 
When it comes to the assessment of 
trends, the astrologer can point out 
when specific planetary energies are 
working for or against the subject, so 
that these can be guarded against or 
used to full advantage. There are umes 
when moves and changes are likely to 
take place with as little hassle as possi- 
ble; others when the subject could well 
be swimming against the tide, so that 
proposed changes of direction should 
be postponed to avoid frustration. 
The whole area of progressions (as 
we call our means of “prediction” ) is 
of enormous practical help, both psv- 
chologically and practically. In the for- 
mer case the astrologer can do much 


in a counseling role to encourage the 
development of potential and psycho- 
logical wholeness, and in the latter an 
assessment of the birth and progressed 
charts enable us to discover times 
when the individual will be best able to 
make progress on all fronts. 


Discovering trends 

There are two ways of discovering 
future trends in a subject’s — or of 
course one’s own - life. One concerns 
the actual movements of the planets in 
the sky during the coming months or 
years; by considering these we can 
assess the effects they will probably 
have (we describe how to do this on 
pp.68-70). The other is purely sym- 
bolic. Over the centuries astrologers 
have devised and tested many ways of 
attempting to assess future influences, 
and we describe here a method which 
appears entirely irrational, but which is 
remarkably revealing and accurate. It is 
perhaps the most commonly used by 
western astrologers, and is known as 
the “dav-for-a-year” system. 


A day for a year 

Very simply, one day’s planetary 
motions are taken to symbolize a year 
in the subject’s life. If you wish to 
assess the way in which the planets will 
be working for you when you are 35 
years old, you count 35 days on from 
vour birthday, and consult the plane- 
tary tables for that day. (For example, 
if vour birthday was on | January 
1955, the planets’ positions on 4 
February that year would symbolize 


the astrological atmosphere which will 
dominate 1990 for you.) The plane- 
tary aspects shown for that day will 
have their influence, and so will the 
angular relationships between the posi- 
tions of the planets on that day and the 
positions they occupied on the day of 
vour birth. The planetary pattern thus 
revealed symbolizes the working back- 
ground theme of your life for about a 
vear, although it is often the case that 
influences tend to “fade in” during the 
previous year, to be at their strongest 
when they are exact, and then to “fade 
out” during the following year. 


The progressed birth chart 

The chart on the opposite page shows 
how this works: outside the normal 
circle of the birth chart is a second 
ring in which the planets’ positions 
and the Ascendant and Midheaven are 
repeated, but in different places: the 
places they were in 35 days after the 
subject’s birth. Remember that the 
Ascendant and Midheaven positions 
can stil] be used only if you are confi- 
dent of the accuracy of the birth time; 
they are then extremely significant. 
But when a chart is progressed, if the 
birth time is as little as four minutes 
out, then the timing of the interpreta- 
tion will be inaccurate by as much as 
12 months! 

Because the Moon moves more 
quickly than any other “planet”, its 
aspects symbolize only a three-month 
effect. But this influence is, like the 
more powerful transits, very impor- 
tant. (For the additional calculation 
necessitated by the Moon’s quick 
motion, see pp.64-5). 


Transits and the future 

The transits are extremely important in 
assessing future trends. These are dis- 
covered by considering the movements 
of the planets during the time which is 
under consideration. The ephemeris 
lists these; some computer programs 
will also provide them. Having noted 
them, the astrologer works out what 
aspects each planet makes to itself and 
its fellows as they are shown in the 
birth chart. These are the transits. 
They can be very powerful influences 
indeed, and when two or more planets 
are symbolically in aspect in this way, 
the events those planets represent are 
very strongly in focus. 








THE PROGRESSED CHART 


As we grow older, so our chart grows 
older with us. There are several ways 
of “progressing” the birth chart 

so that it represents not the 

moment of birth, but 

periods in the future life 

of the subject.

PREPARING THE 

PROGRESSED CHART 
We are going to progress the chart 
drawn for Washington on 4 July 1981, 
to cover in detail the period 1992-3, 
and to look in general at a rather 
longer period. First, redraw (or photo- 
copy) the two progressed chart forms 
(see pp.408-9). Now calculate the 
adjusted calculation date. 


THE ADJUSTED 
CALCULATION DATE 

When progressing a chart by the “day 
for a year” method, we can take a 
short cut which avoids recalculating 
the planets’ positions for every year. 

The progressed date can be discov- 
ered simply by counting the relevant 
number of days on from the date of 
birth. To be accurate, we need the pre- 
cise positions of the planets at the time 
of birth, but for this new date. As one 
day equals a year, any given proportion 
of a day will equal a corresponding, 
proportion of a year. The planets’ posi- 
tions are listed in the ephemerides for 
midnight; their relationship to the pro- 
gressed date will be in proportion to 
their relationship to a whole year, and 
as shown will correspond to a different 
date, according to the time of birth. 


Making the calculations 

To find the adjusted calculation date, 
write down the birth date and the 
birth time for GMT. Consult the day 
of the year chart to find the day num- 
ber of the date of birth. Count the 
number of hours back to midnight, 
then look in the hours and minutes 
chart to find the corresponding day 
number, and subtract this from the 
number of the date of birth. More 
often than not, you will have to add 
365 in order to reach your result. 
Then find the resulting number in the 
day of the year chart; this will give you 
the adjusted calculation date. 


Note: When calculating, you should 
delete one day if 29 February (in a 
leap year) enters the calculations. 


Accurate calculations 

To check the accuracy of the adjusted 
calculation date, calculate the position 
of the Moon exactly as if you were cal- 
culating it for a birth chart, but for the 


ADJUSTED CALCULATION DATE EXAMPLES 


To arrive at the adjusted calculation 
date, the following directions must be 
observed: 


Adjusted calculation date for subject 
born on 4 July 1981 at 8.19 GMT 


1. It is necessary to convert the birth 
time into days, using the table on 
page 62: 


8 hours = 121.6 days 

19 minutes = 4.8 days 

121.6 +4.8 = 126.4 

Rounding this down, call it 126 days. 


2. Using the table on page 62, discover 
on what day of the year the subject was 
born: in this case, 4 July is the 185th day 
of the year. 


3. Now subtract the birth-time number 
from the birth-date number. In many 
cases (though not in this example) you 
will have to “borrow” 365. 

185 (number of day) — 126 (birth-time 
number) = 59. 


4. Look up the number you have 
arrived at in the table on page 62 in 
order to convert it into a date: in this 
case it is 28 February. This subject’s 
adjusted calculation date is therefore 28 
February 1981]. 


Therefore: 
4 July 198] = 
28 February 1981 


5 July 198] = 
28 February 1982 


6 July 1981 = 
28 February 1983 
and so on. 


Golden Rule 
If it is necessary to add 365 days, the 
adjusted calculation date will always fall 


back into the previous year (see examples 
1, 3 and 5 below). 


EXAMPLE 1 


Birth date: 27 July 1932 

Birth time: 16.00 hours GMT 

16 hours = 243.3 days (say 243 days) 
27 July = day 208 


Since 243 is larger than 208, we must 
“borrow” 365. 

208 + 365 = 573 - 243 

= day 330 

Day 330 = 26 November 

Adjusted calculation date = 

26 November 


Therefore: 

2/7 Wulyel932 = 

26 November 1931 (the Golden Rule 
applies) 


28 July 1932 = 
26 November 1932 


29 July 1932 = 26 November 1933 
and so on. 


EXAMPLE 2 


Birth date: 27 May 1932 

Birth time: 1.50 hours GMT 

1 hour = 15.2 days 

50 minutes = 12.7 days 

15.2 + 12.7 = 27.9 (say 28 days) 
27 May = day 147 


147 ~-28 = 119 

Day 119 = April 29 
Adjusted calculation date = 
29 April 


Therefore: 
27 May 1932 = 
29 April 1932 


28 May 1932 =

Birth date: 2 January 1948 

Birth time: 15.15 hours GMT 

15 hours = 228.1 days 

15 minutes = 3.8 days

Day 135 = 15 May 
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Adjusted calculation date = 
15 May

Birth time: 17.30 hours GMT 

17 hours = 258.5 days 

30 minutes = 7.6 days 

258.5 + 7.6 = 266.1 (say 266 days) 
21 November = day 326

Day 60 = 1 March 
Adjusted calculation date = 
1 March

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year for which you want the pro- 
gressions. Its position should be iden- 
tical to that on the adjusted calculation 
date. The adjusted calculation date is 
constant, and will apply to any year 
under consideration, as you will see 
from the examples given opposite. 


THE PROGRESSED ASCENDANT 

To fix the progressed Ascendant, 
we must find the distance the Sun has 
moved from its position at birth. Here, 
we are progressing the chart for 1992, 
giving the trends for the subject 
between the ages of 11 and 12. We 
therefore count on 12 days from the 
date of birth, counting the birth date 
as day one. For this example, this gives 
us the date of 15 July 1981. 


Look up this progressed birth date in 
the ephemeris and note the position of 
the Sun, then subtract that from its 
natal position. Here, the progressed 
Sun occupies 22.4° Cancer and its 
natal position is 12.2°, so it has moved 
10.2°. Now note the natal position of 
the Midheaven — here it is 28° 
Aquarius — and then move it 10.2° 
around the chart, matching the 
motion of the Sun. (This distance is 
the solar arc.) This will move it to 8.2° 
Pisces, so round it down to 8°. 


Finding the Ascendant 

Referring to the table of houses for 
northern latitudes (see pp.396-9) find 
the Ascendant relating to that 
Midheaven position — in this case, 0° 
Cancer. Now enter the progressed 


POSITIONING THE PROGRESSED ASCENDANT AND MIDHEAVEN 


Now that you have the progressed 
positions of the Ascendant and 
Midheaven, place them in the 
chart at the appropriate 
points in the ecliptic. 
When progressing the 
Ascendant and Mid- 
heaven, rounding up 
decimal points to 
whole numbers can 
affect timing, some- 
times quite radically. 
So it is useful to keep 
a note of the position 
of the Midheaven to 
two decimal points, 
and checking with it. 


BIRTHS IN SOUTHERN LATITUDES 





Ascendant and Midheaven positions, 
plus the progressed positions of the 
other planets (but not the Moon) on 
15 July 1981, on the outer rim of the 
chart. If you are really certain of the 
time of birth, you could calculate the 
Ascendant to a tenth of a degree, 
matching the accuracy of the rest of 
the chart — a change of Ascendant, for 
instance, can be significant. 

Enter the progressed date (15 July 
1981) and the adjusted calculation 
date (27 February 1992) on the 
progressed chart. 


CALCULATING 

THE PROGRESSED MOON 
Now we must calculate the Moon’s 
positions in detail. This calculation is 
necessary because the Moon moves so 
quickly through the signs, usually 
covering more than 1° a month in the 
progressed chart. Look now at the top 
grid opposite. Enter the year for which 
the progressions are to be made in the 
first column. Write the months in the 
second column. 


Making the calculations 

The Moon’s position at midnight on 
the progressed date (15 July 1981) is 
27.2° Sagittarius. This position repre- 
sents the Moon as it will be operative 


on 27 February 1992 (the adjusted 


calculation date) in the progressed 
chart. Usually we would enter this 
position in the column for the Moon’s 
longitude column opposite February, 
that being the month belonging to the 
adjusted calculation date. However, 
because this date falls so near the end 
of the month, it is advisable to place it 
opposite March, as the lunar influence 
will be at its most potent then. So 
write 27.2° opposite March. 

We must now discover the Moon’s 
positions for January and February. To 
do this we must first find its position 
on the day before the progressed date, 
i.e. 14 July 1981. On that day the 


Refer to the nearest degree in the 
table of houses for northern latitudes 
(see pp.396-9), but because this is a 
southern latitude chart, look up the 
Midheaven Pisces (the opposite sign 
to Virgo), i.e. 2° Pisces. This gives an 
Ascendant of 20° Gemini but, again, 
reverse the signs to give a progressed 
Ascendant of 20° Sagittarius. 


To progress the angles of a southern 
latitude birth, follow this example for 
a birth in Perth, Western Australia, 
latitude 31° 56' S. 

Calculate the progressed Midheaven 
in the usual way (follow the instruc- 
tions in step 3, above). Here, we will 
assume that the progressed Mid- 
heaven is 2° Virgo. 


Moon occupied 15.1° Sagittarius. 

Now calculate the Moon’s motion 
during those 24 hours: 

27 2 — Wa 

This figure represents the Moon’s 
motion during a 12 month period, so 
divide it by 12 to find the motion 
during a progressed month:

So the Moon has moved 1° per month. 
During February it occupied 26.6° 
Sagittarius; during January, it occupied 
25.2° Sagittarius. Enter these positions 
on the chart. Because the actual motion 
was 12.1° during 12 months, we must 
allow for the extra 0.1°. Assume this 
correction has been made for 
September 1991, i.e. halfway between 
the two adjusted calculation dates. 


Note: There is often a fraction of a 
degree to be allowed for. In the case of 
several decimal points, space these out 
as evenly as possible throughout the 
months of the progressed year. For 
accuracy, work out your division sum 
to two decimal points, and round up 
OSE, BIE Soho, fe Me 


The remaining months 
Now calculate the Moon’s progressed 
positions for the remaining nine 
months we are to cover in detail. Work 
from 15 July 1981 to 16 July 1981; on 
15 July the Moon is on 27.2° 
Sagittarius; on 16 July it is on 9.3° 
Capricorn: 

OU 72 2.0 

The Moon, then, will travel through 
2.8° Sagittarius before entering 
Capricorn, then move to 9.3° by mid- 
night on 16 July. It will reach that 
position in our progressions by March 
1993. The motion for the 24 hours 
between midnight on 15 July and mid- 
night on 16 July is 2.8° (the remaining 
degrees of Sagittarius) plus the 9.3° it 
travels through Capricorn. Add these, 
and you get 12.1°. (The motion is 
unchanged during this period.) 

Zion +9 2° = 12 ie 

Divide this by 12 to find the motion 
during each progressed month. As 
before, it is 1° per month, with an 
extra 0.1° to be added in September. 


April = 28.2° Sagittarius 
May = 29.2° Sagittarius 
June = 0.2° Capricorn 

July = 1.2° Capricorn 
August = 2.2° Capricorn 
September = 3.3° Capricorn 
October = 4.3° Capricorn 
November = 5.3° Capricorn 
December = 6.3° Capricorn 


Now turn back to the first (top) chart 
form and on it enter the progressed 
Moon’s positions. 
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POSITIONING THE PROGRESSED MOON 


Having discovered the position of the 
progressed Moon, you must now 
mark it in the outer circle of the 
chart — in the example here, y 
between Sagittarius 25° 
and Capricorn 6°.

THE MOON’S ASPECTS 
The Moon’s aspects are listed in the 
chart below, in the “Natal” and 
“Progressed” columns. The col- 
umn at the extreme right 
shows the aspects the New fi 
Moon makes to the natal 
planets as it moves around ff 
the sky during the period = / 
under consideration. 
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CALCULATING 

THE MOon’s ASPECTS 
To speed up the calculation of the 
lunar aspects, and later the transits, we 
now list on the second progressed 
form the natal planet’s positions, the 
Ascendant and Midheaven, in numeri- 
cal order. These are entered in the left- 
\hand section of the top grid. The 


| planet occupying the earliest degree of 


a sign is Jupiter, on 2.3° Libra. Next 
_comes Saturn, on 3.4° Libra. 

You may find it useful to make a full 
list on a piece of rough paper, then 
double check it for accuracy. 


Making the calculations 

We are now ready to calculate the 
aspects the progressed Moon makes to 
the natal and progressed planets’ posi- 
tions, Ascendant and Midheaven. As 
well as referring to the column headed 
“Natal Planets in Numerical Order”, 
we must check the progressed planets’ 
positions from their placings in the 
outer rim of the first progressed chart. 


Lunar aspects through the year 

No lunar aspects are exact during 
January. However, in February, the 
progressed Moon’s position is 26° 
Sagittarius, so it is in opposition to the 
natal Mercury and semi-sextile to the 
natal Uranus. Because the progressed 
Uranus has not moved on from 26° 
Scorpio, the progressed Moon also 
makes a semi-sextile aspect to the 
progressed Uranus. In March, the 
progressed Moon makes an opposition 
to the progressed Mars. 

The next aspect it makes is during 
April, when it forms a sextile to the 
natal Midheaven. In June, it makes an 
opposition to the progressed 
Ascendant (which was moving from 
Gemini into Cancer at this period). 
Note, too, that this month the pro- 
gressed Moon moves into Capricorn. 
In July it makes an opposition to the 
progressed Mercury. Continue in this 
way until you have calculated all the 
lunar progressions. 

In September the progressed Moon 
makes a sesquare aspect to the pro- 
gressed Venus. The sesquare (135°) 
and the semi-square (45°) are easy to 
miss; always double check for them. As 
you calculate each aspect, enter it in 
the aspects column of the large 
progressed aspects grid. 








Now we must calculate the aspects of 
the progressed planets (other than the 
Moon), the progressed Ascendant and 
Midheaven to the natal planets’ posi- 
tions and to each other. These indicate 
the background conditions operative 
for the period under consideration. 


CALCULATING 

THE SOLAR ASPECTS 
Any aspect the progressed Sun makes 
is very important. It was on 22° 
Cancer between March 1992 and 
March 1993. No other planet, natal or 
progressed, falls on that degree, but 
during 1991-2, the Sun (on 21° 
Cancer) made a square aspect to the 
natal and progressed Pluto. This is 
listed in the solar column. While no 
longer exact, it is still operative. 


Radical and progressed aspects 
Note here two more pieces of astro- 
logical shorthand: the “R” and “P” 
following Sun P square Pluto in the 
solar column. These letters stand for 
Radical and Progressed. Radical is 
another word for natal; be careful not 
to confuse it with the same letter “R”, 
standing for retrograde. Note, too, the 
progressed Sun’s aspects to Neptune 
progressed, in 1992-3, and to 
Neptune radical, in 1993-4. 


CALCULATING 

THE MUTUAL ASPECTS 
As we have already calculated the lunar 
aspects, we now calculate those of the 
progressed Mercury. During 1992-3 
this planet occupies 1° Cancer. During 
1993-4, it moves on to 2°, whence it 
will make a square aspect to the radical 
(natal) Jupiter. Venus makes minor, 
semi-square aspects to Jupiter and 
Saturn while Mars will make an exact 
trine to the radical Midheaven during 
1993-4. (This aspect was just within 
orb in the birth chart.) Finally, we 
enter the progressed Ascendant in 
semi-square aspect to the radical 
(natal) Moon, and note the very 
important indication that the pro- 
gressed Ascendant is entering Cancer. 


Covering longer periods 
This completes calculations for the day 
for a year background progressions. It 


is, of course, not difficult to cover far * 
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SOLAR AND MUTUAL ASPECTS 


The progressed solar and mutual 
aspects are listed in the second, 

smaller grid (below). This grid 
is now complete, except for 
any particularly important 
transits (see p.68). 
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longer periods of time — the process is 
exactly the same. But we feel that 
because our lives and circumstances 
change so abruptly, it is all too easy to 
become apprehensive or overoptimistic 
about long-term trends. Here, we have 
the structure to interpret several years 
in a general way. 


CALCULATING THE TRANSITS 

As they move around the solar sys- 
tem, the planets constantly make rela- 
uonships to the positions they 
occupied at the moment of birth. 


The influence of transits 

Often these relationships provide very 
potent influences, which sometimes 
have the effect of highlighting the 
background day-for-a-year progres- 
sions. More importantly, they also pro- 
duce a variety of energies of which 
advantage should be taken. Most, 
though not all, astrologers use only 
the transiting planets’ relationships to 
the natal planets, Ascendant and 
Midheaven, and not to the progressed 
planets, Ascendant and Midheaven. 
When you are more experienced, you 
will probably want to discover for 
yourself how effective the latter can be. 
For more on the transits, see p.60. 


Making the calculations 

This stage of progressing the chart is 
not as complicated as it may seem 
from looking at the transit section of 
the large, lower grid. 

Mercury, Venus and Mars move 
much more quickly through the sky 
than their fellows, so when relating the 
positions of the transiting planets — the 
ones at present moving through the 
sky — to the positions of the planets in 
the birth chart, we do not use the 
squares, trines, sextiles or quincunxes 
because these transits pass so quickly. 
So for the three fast moving planets 
we need to look out for conjunctions 
and oppositions only. For the other 
planets, we use all aspects except the 
weak semi-sextiles, sesquares and semi- 
squares. For solar transits, see pp.76-7. 

To work out which transits are oper- 
ative during 1992, turn to the relevant 
section of the ephemenis on p.386. 
(Always double check — are you on the 
right page, and looking at the nght 
month and year?) 


CALCULATING PLUTO’S TRANSITS 


First look at Pluto. You will see that 
on | January 1992, Pluto is on 22° 
Scorpio. Referring to the list of planets 
in numerical order on the form, we 
find no natal planet occupying that 
degree of a sign. On 27 April, Pluto 
moves back to 21° Scorpio. Looking 
again at the list, we see that the natal 
Ascendant occupies 21° Gemini, and 
Pluto itself (in the birth chart) is on 
21° Libra. So Pluto makes a quincunx 
transit to the Ascendant, and a semi- 
sextile to its own position (which, 
however, we ignore — see above). In 
the square allotted to April and to 
Pluto, enter Pluto WV Ascendant 27. 
(The “27” refers to the date when this 
transit is first exact.) Turn back to the 
ephemeris to find how long Pluto will 
occupy 21° Scorpio — it stays there 
until 2 June. Write “2” in the square 
allotted to Pluto and June. As this is a 
lengthy influence, it is as well to draw 
a line connecting the two dates. 


Transits through the year 

On 3 June, Pluto moves back once 
more to 20° Scorpio. In the natal 
chart, Mars falls on 20° Gemini, so 
here is another quincunx. Record this 
transit on the gnd. Look through the 
ephemeris to see how long Pluto stays 
on 20° Scorpio — it will be there until 
24 September. (Note that Pluto, which 
went retrograde in January, turns to 
direct motion on 30 July while it is 
on 20° Scorpio.) 

On 25 September it moves on to 21° 
Scorpio, thus again making the quin- 
cunx aspect to the Ascendant. Enter 
this on the gnd. The transit is opera- 
tive until 23 October. Between then 
and the end of 1992, Pluto occupies 
22°, 23° and 24° Scorpio, while in the 
birth chart Neptune occupies 23° 
Sagittarius. However, this transit is a 
semi-sextile and therefore not power- 
ful enough for consideration. 

Pluto makes no more transits during 
the rest of 1992. 


CALCULATING NEPTUNE’S TRANSITS 


We now turn to Neptune, which on | 
January is on 16° Capricorn. Note that 
there are no planets on this degree in 
the birth chart. During 1992, Neptune 





occupies 16°, 17° and 18° Capricorn, 
and so makes no transits to any natal 
planets, or to the Ascendant or 
Midheaven. Enter this on the grid. 


CALCULATING URANUS’ TRANSITS 


Moving on to Uranus, we find that on 
24 January it occupies 15° Capricorn 
and (because, of course, that sign is 
five signs — 150° — on from Leo) will 
make a quincunx transit to the Moon, 
which is on 15° Leo. Because Uranus 
turns retrograde in April, it will make 
the same transit again between 9 July 
and 3 August. Uranus does not make 
any more transits during 1992. 


CALCULATING SATURN’S TRANSITS 


Saturn occupies 5° Aquarius on 2 
January, and already makes an opposi- 
tion transit to Venus, then moves on 
to 6° on 3 January. Note this transit 
on the grid, but to show that the influ- 
ence was already operative before the 
New Year, draw a smali arrow pointing 
upwards, as a reminder. Calculate the 
remaining Saturn transits for the rest 
of 1992 with the ephemeris and the 
list shown on the transit grid. Note 
that the opposition to the Moon con- 
tinues into 1993 — as shown by the 
small arrow pointing downwards. 


CALCULATING JUPITER’S TRANSITS 


While Jupiter makes a sextile transit to 
the Sun between 2 and 10 February, it 
does not really get busy until mid-July, 
when not only is that transit repeated, 
but a number of Jupiter transits are 
operative until the end of November. 
Follow them through for practice. 
There are two points to note in the 
October transits: first, as there are 
rather a lot of them, they take up more 
than the allotted space on the grid 
allows. To show that all the indications 
occur during October, draw an addi- 
tional line showing where October 
ends. Secondly, that month the transit- 
ing Jupiter conjuncts the natal Jupiter 
— the subject experiences a Jupiter 
Return (see pp.296-7). This important 
transit should be noted in the small 
grid, as it can colour the whole year. 





CALCULATING MARS’, VENUS’ 
AND MERCURY’S TRANSITS 





The fast moving planets — Mars, Venus 
and Mercury — provide many more 
transits. However, the technique of 
calculating them is rather different — 
remember, we only use conjunctions 
and oppositions — so we only need 
refer to the drawing of the birth chart 
in the centre of the progressed chart. 
Turn to January in the ephemeris. 
On 1] January, Mars occupies 23° 
Sagittarius, and on that day makes a 
conjunction to Neptune. Look now at 
the birth chart. You know that Mars is 
on 23° Sagittarius, forming a conjunc- 
tion to Neptune. Visualize it in that 
position and look across the chart — in 
this case to Gemini (the opposite sign 
to Sagittarius). There you see Mercury, 
on 26° Gemini. This will be Mars’ next 
transit. Check in the ephemeris: Mars 
will reach 26° on 5 January, when the 
opposition is formed. Looking at the 
chart, it is clear that the next opposi- 
tion will be between Mars and the 
Sun, which is on 12° Cancer. Again, 
look at the ephemeris to find out when 
Mars will reach 12° of Capricorn 
(because Capricorn is opposite 
Cancer); it will do so on 26 January. 
You must now discover when Mars 
(this time from Aquarius) will make 
oppositions to the Moon and Venus 
in Leo, and a conjunction to the 
Aquarian Midheaven. These are listed. 
As there are no natal planets in either 
Pisces or Virgo, Mars will now remain 
dormant until it occupies 2° Aries, 
making an opposition to Jupiter, and 
then 3° Aries, making an opposition to 
Saturn). As you will see, these transits 
occur on 9 and 10 May respectively. 


The remaining transits 

Check the remaining Mars transits, 
then the Venus and Mercury transits, 
in the same manner — always carefully 
referring to the sign they occupy and 
relating it to that sign and the polar, or 
opposite, sign in the birth chart. 


Exact transits 

Sometimes you may find that it is 
difficult to decide when a transit of 
Mars, Venus or Mercury is exact. For 
example, on 17 January 1992, Venus 
occupies 19.9° Sagittarius, and by 18 
January has moved to 21° Sagittarius. 
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THE COMPLETED GRIDS 


You now have a completed grid for 
the progressed planets and the aspects 
they will make during a future year in 
your subject’s life. This is your

major tool for interpretation of the 

future trends. For an example of an 

interpretation of a progressed chart, 
see pp.141-7. 
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In the birth chart, Mars occupies 20° 
Gemini. In such a case, note the transit 
as being exact on the earlier date, since 
these minor transits tend to become 
effective earlier rather than later. 

Note, too, the repeated series of 
transits from Mercury to Jupiter and 
Saturn during March and April, to 
Venus and the Moon during August 
and September, and to Uranus 
between October and December. 
These occur because Mercury turns 
from direct to retrograde motion, then 
from retrograde to direct (see p.23). 
This is, of course} also why Pluto’s 
transits to the Ascendant, and Uranus’ 
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transits to the Moon, recur. Such phe- 
nomena are very common; be careful 
you do not miss them when you are 
calculating transits. 


CALCULATING THE SUN’S TRANSITS _ 


There are now just a few solar transits 
to calculate. Because Leo is not 
emphasized in this chart (sce the note 
on the table on p.72), we only use 
conjunctions to the Ascendant, Mid- 
heaven, ruling planet and Moon. If 
Leo is emphasized in the chart, calcu- 
late the oppositions as well. 
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CALCULATING THE 
New MOon’s TRANSITS 


Look at the 1992 ephemeris (see 
p.385) and each month in turn. To 
discover the dates of the New Moon, 
find the day when both the Sun and 
the Moon occupy the same sign. The 
Moon will be new at precisely the 
moment when it and the Sun form an 
exact conjunction; that is, during the 
two hours or so while the Moon occu- 
pies the same degree of the same sign 
as the Sun. But the influence of the 
New Moon covers about two days — 
while the Moon is travelling through 
the same sign as the Sun. If the Moon 
enters that sign on ] January — but 
not until 23.55 p.m. — the influence 
will last until almost midnight on 

3 January. For reasons of space, we 
cannot include a detailed Moon 
ephemeris in this book; our rough 
rule of thumb is adequate at this stage 
of your study, though ordinary diaries 
often give the New Moon dates, and 
even precise times. Of course, a 
detailed ephemeris for the year in 
question will give you all the informa- 
tion you require. 


Making calculations 

Look at the list of planets in numeri- 
cal order and you will discover 
whether the New Moon makes an 
aspect to any of them. Use the Sun’s 
position as your guide, and allow an 
orb of two degrees. (See also the chart 
on page 72.) 

In our example, at the time of the 
January New Moon, the Sun occupies 
12° Capricorn. So the transiting New 
Moon makes an opposition to the 
Sun, in the natal chart. Enter this on 
the form. Follow this 
procedure for the 
whole year.

INTERPRETATION 
It is not usual to assess a child’s progressions 
in detail: the astrologer will more often pro- 
vide an in-depth character analysis for the 
parent, perhaps with some general pointers 
Gleaned from the trends (for instance, times 
when childish illnesses are likely to take 
place, or when good progress will be made at 
school). In this case, the parents should 
encourage the child in all interests that 
could lead to an eventual career — always 
sound advice in the year of a child’s first 
Jupiter Return. The progressed Sun square 
Pluto (radical and progressed) may relate to 
stress between the parents, perhaps having a 
psychological effect on the youngster. 
Upheaval of some kind seems likely. Note: 
because the subject is very {Abr}, the planets 
(apart from the Moon) have not moved any 
great distance.)

Additional Te chniques 






Individual astrologers sometimes make 
use of other indications: for instance, 
the effect of asteroids, comets, eclipses, 
hypothetical planets, parallels, stations 
and degree areas. Some of these may 
be useful, but there is one obvious 
drawback: insert enough allegedly 
important factors into a chart and you 
can find in it whatever you wish! Dr

Direct MIpDPOINTS 





In this example Venus falls on Leo 5° 
and Mars on Gemini 5°. The midpoint 
of these two planets is therefore Cancer 
5° — this is the point of the zodiac circle 
halfway between them. But it is most 
important to remember that this direct 
midpoint is also picked up nght across 
the zodiac by the polar or opposite 
degree, Capricorn 5°, and that a transit 
to either of these two degrees will 
energize Venus and Mars in the chart. 
Should there be a planet on Cancer or 
Capricorn 5° in the birth chart, the 
three planets will form a strong 
midpoint structure. 


Orbs and midpoints 

In this example, the Midheaven stands 
at Cancer 19°, but while this is near the 
Venus/Mars midpoint, it is considera- 
bly out of orb, and therefore will not 
have an influence. This is because an 
orb of only 2° must be used for birth 
chart midpoints. For progressions and 
transits to a midpoint the planet 
contacting it should generally speaking 
have no orb (i.e. strike at the same 
degree, when its effect will be felt). 


astrologers use a number of well-tried techniques 
to examine the relationship between the moment 
and place of birth and the personality and 
character of a subject. Astrologers disagree 
about the viability of these techniques, but 
as you become more confident in your 
interpreting skills, you may well find 
different techniques offer new insights. 
Here, we outline two of the most 
important techniques: midpoints and 
harmonics. You can also use horary 
astrology to answer specific questions. 


om [° addition to the conventional birth chart, 


in Natal Astrology (1977), reproduces 
a chart into which have been inserted 

3 angles, 10 planets, 4 asteroids, 30 
hypothetical planets and all the corre- 
sponding nodes and parts. There are 
over 120 factors in the chart, and to 
make sense of it an astrologer would 
have to consider 6,000 aspects, 50,000 
midpoints and over a million and a half 
aspects between midpoints. 
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MIpDPorINTts 


Students of astrology will come across 
what appears to be a modern technique 
sometimes referred to as the “Ebertin 
method”, sometimes as “Cosmobio- 
logy”. The reference is to midpoints, 
or “half-sums”, as they are sometimes 
called. This system — much studied 
today — has been in use since the 
thirteenth century. 

The theory of midpoints is that the 
degree of the ecliptic falling halfway 
between any two planets, a planet and 
the Ascendant or Midheaven, or 
between those two, is important and 
should be used in interpretation. It can 
be activated by transit, lunar progres- 
sion or major progression; or a natal 
planet may fall on the midpoint of two 
other planets in the birth chart itself. 

It is not difficult to find the mid- 
point between two planets: it is merely 
a question of counting the number of 
degrees separating them and then 
halving it. So if there is, for instance,

one planet at 5° Gemini and one at 5° 
Leo, the midpoint between the two 
will fall at 5° Cancer. 

Other midpoints may also be consid- 
ered, for instance those between the 
angles and between each angle and 
each planet. These are known as 
“direct midpoints”. “Indirect mid- 
points” mark degrees of the ecliptic 
said to be sensitive because they fall at 
points of the charts that are semi- 
square, square or sesquare to the 
Ascendant, Midheaven, planets or 
other important points of the chart — 
including the direct midpoints. 

Not all the midpoints in a chart will 
be of interest. The midpoint between 
the Ascendant and Midheaven is 
usually considered most sensitive, and 
is a good one with which to begin ex- 
perimental interpretation. Consider its 
polarity as well as its native position. 

Although the houses are not taken 
into account when working with mid- 
points, the interpretation of midpoints 


INDIRECT MIDPOINTS 


This chart shows Jupiter at 0° Aries 
and Mercury at 15° Leo. To find the 
indirect midpoint it is necessary first to 
discover the direct midpoint. This 
stands at Gemini /Sagittarius 7.5°. An 
indirect midpoint aspect for Mercury 
and Jupiter is therefore found on the 
exact square to that point — at 90° 
either side of it, on Virgo 7.5° and 
Pisces 7.5° (emphasizing the mutable 
qualities in the chart).

is identical with that of conventional 
astrology. If there is a planet on the 
midpoint between two other planets, 
its influence is considered with theirs. 


Midpoints in interpretation 

If we take all the conventional indica- 
tions noted in a chart and then add all 
the direct and indirect midpoints, the 
number of separate factors open to 
interpretation is greatly increased. For 
the student this can be confusing. So 
while some astrologers use midpoints 
exclusively in the interpretation of a 
chart, we urge caution, while admit- 
ting that the information midpoints 
offer is extremely valuable when build- 
ing up a full interpretation. 


HARMONICS 





The theory of harmonics is one of the 
very few modern astrological concep- 
tions to have become respectable. It 


provides a wider range of aspects than 
those conventionally used, and was 
elaborated by the British astrologer 
John Addey (1920-82). 

When interpreting harmonic charts, 
those who have found the theory most 
interesting have turned to the East 
(whence many astrological theories 
originally came), and, to some extent, 
to the tenets of numerology. People 
who regard numerology as a mere 
superstition need not reject harmonics. 
That would be to ignore the deep 
psychological significance of numbers, 
which is seen in ancient religious texts. 
And there is little doubt that harmon- 
ics provide a new way of exploring the 
subtleties of the birth chart. 


Dividing the chart 

The conventional aspects studied in a 
birth chart rely — as does so much in 
astrology — on a numerical basis: the 
trine has the quality, as it were, of the 
number three (one planet being one 








third of the way around the chart from 
the one to which it makes a trine 
aspect); the opposition and square that 
of rwo; the sextile, that of six. 
Essenually, we use harmonics to 
look more closely into the chart by 
dividing it into equal segments, then 
looking at each segment individually. 
A fifth harmonic chart divides the 
circle into five segments, the fourth 
into quarters; the ninth into nine parts, 
and so on. So far, astrologers have 
concentrated on examining the fourth, 
fifth, seventh and ninth harmonies. 


Making calculations 

It is becoming difficult to buy pocket 
calculators that have a key which con- 
verts decimals into degrees, minutes 
and seconds. So here we give the 
manual calculations. (Astrological 
computer programs can be bought, of 
course, which produce harmonic charts 
in a matter of seconds. ) 

To find a planet’s harmonic position, 
follow these calculations, which are to 
find the fifth harmonic position of a 
planet on Leo 11°20": 


1. Convert its zodiac position into 
absolute longitude. This is done simply 
by counting the number of degrees 
around the circle from Aries 0° to its 
position (see the chart, mght). A planet 
which is on Leo 11°20', for instance, is 
therefore at 131°20' absolute longi- 
tude: there are 120° between Anes 0° 
and Leo 0°, but you add the 11° of 
Leo, making 131°. 


2. Multiply the absolute longitude by 
the number of the harmonic position 
you wish to find. In our example: 
isis = 65m 

But you have also to deal with the 
20': 20'x 5 = 100' = 1°40' (100 - 
60), which you add to 131. So the 
planet’s absolute longitude position is 
132°40'. 
(Note: if the answer is greater than 
360, subtract 360, and if necessary go 
on doing so until you arrive at a 
number less than 360.) 


3. Convert the absolute longitude 
position back into zodiacal longitude: 
divide 132 by 30. 

5 x 30 = 120; the fifth sign on from 
Aries is Leo, so the planet’s fifth 
harmonic position is Leo 12°40'. 


Here is another example. To find the 
seventh ener position of a planet 
on Gemini 27°14': 


1. 27°14' Gemini = 60° + 27°14'

So the seventh harmonic position of a 
planet on Gemini 27°14" (zodiacal 
position) is Sagittarius 10°38" 


Interpretating harmonic charts 
Generally, harmonic charts can be said 
to reilluminate relationships between 
planets that already have a relationship 
in the “ordinary” birth chart, and also 
reveal new, perhaps more refined 
relationships between them and other 
planets. Most of the information that 
can be gleaned from a harmonic chart 
is already present in the orginal, “radi- 
cal” chart; but you will discover that it 
provides a way of “fine tuning” it. The 
aspects you will find in a harmonic 
chart should be used to expand your 
understanding of what you have 
already found - or, perhaps, to help 
you to resolve contradictions or 
understand anomalies. 


The importance of orbs 

Orbs (see p.54) are very important 
when working with harmonie charts. 
There is a moderately complex system 
of graduating the orbs allowed for the 
various aspects. It is unnecessary to 
explain this here, but note that the 
orbs allowed for aspeets in harmonic 
charts are: 


Conjunction 12° 
Opposition 6° 
Trine 4° 
Square 5° 
Sextile 2 
Semi-sextile 1°s" 
Semi-sextile and quincunx ES 


Close aspects or unaspected planets 
When looking at harmonic charts, pay 
attention to close aspects and unas- 
pected planets.

in the harmonic charts; interpret them 
first as you find them in the radical 
chart, then look at them as they are 
echoed in the harmonic charts. 

Unaspected planets, or weakly 
aspected planets in the radical chart 
may, of course, be important, and the 
way in which they work in the person- 
ality of the subject can often be found 
by studying one or other of the 
harmonic charts. Look especially for 
patterns of aspects in the harmonic 
charts — more than three planets in 
aspect to each other. The more exact 
an aspect, the stronger its effect. 


Using harmonics 

It should be remembered that, while 
there has been much discussion of 
harmonics as a system, it is still in its 
infancy, and must be used cautiously. 
When the so-called “modern planets” 
were discovered, it took astrologers 
many vears to work out the nature and 
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extent of their influence; a similar 
process continues with the theory of 
harmonics. Until you have done a lot 
of work on the subject, it is wise to use 
only the most notable patterns in 
support of the conclusions drawn from 
your study of the radical chart. 


The fourth harmonic 

The fourth harmonic is related to the 
Opposition, square and semi-square, 
generally considered to be somewhat 
strenuous aspects. The fourth 
harmonic chart seems to relate to some 
kind of dearth in the subject’s life — a 
requirement which is not being 
fulfilled, or perhaps failure to reconcile 
some elements in the personality — 
generally a longing for wholeness in 
some area of life where at present there 
is conflict or vacancy. 

Elements which are not integrated 
may be shown by a conjunction or 
Opposition; squares or semi-squares 
may represent a blockage of some kind 
— or perhaps an outside force against 
achievement. The more conjunctions, 
oppositions, squares and semi-squares 
in the fourth harmonic chart, the more 
effort will be needed to overcome 
obstacles in the pursuit of wholeness. 


The fifth harmonic 

The effects of the fifth harmonic 
remain somewhat mysterious. It relates 
to a numerical idea foreign in western 
astrology, where the number five has 
no reference; so astrologers have had 
more difficulty in conceiving an 
interpretation of it. John Addey 
believed that this chart could reveal the 
artistic side of an individual — by which 
is probably meant the creative urge, 
however that is expressed, and the 
energy with which it is expressed. You 
may certainly find this chart useful 
when, for instance, attempting to find 
new fields of interest for someone 
whose horizons need expanding, and 
to that extent it may be especially 
interesting when you are advising 
people who are unemployed or retired, 
or for some other reason have hours to 
fill without ideas of how to fill them. 


The seventh harmonic 

As with the fifth harmonic, the area of 
personality illuminated by the seventh 
harmonic chart is somewhat 
conjectural. Astrologers have linked it 


to the conception of the divine, to the 
devleopment of spiritual values, to 
imaginative creativity, and also to the 
idea of romance (embracing not only 
romance expressed in personal 
relationships, but also a romantic view 
of the world). 


The ninth harmonic 

There is general agreement that the 
ninth harmonic chart reveals the 
capacity for sheer enjoyment of life, 
both within a subject and in his 
relationships with other people. 


Horary ASTROLOGY 


In the days when astrology was consid- 
ered to be chiefly a means of predic- 
uon, horary astrology provided the 
answers to a great number of evervday 
questions. It was the means used, for 
instance, by the seventeenth-century 
astrologer William Lilly to reveal the 
answers to such questions as whether a 
seaman would return safely from a 
dangerous journey, where a thief had 
hidden stolen goods or whether 
someone would be successful in a 
planned seduction. 

Although horary astrology has 
enjoved a certain vogue in recent years, 
most modern practising astrologers 
now regard it as a symbolic system 
which — much like the I Ching or the 
Tarot — can offer a useful overview of a 
problem or situation, but is emphati- 
cally not a means of divination or 
prophesy. We briefly describe the 
process here so that the student can 
experiment with it, but do not recom- 
mend it as a process which should be 
used in consultation. 


Asking questions 

The author of a modern textbook on 
the subject includes such questions as 
“Will I get married this year?” “Will I 
pass my driving test?” and even “Will I 
get pregnant?” Most astrologers would 
consider attempts to answer such 
questions with a “yes” or “no” as 
fortune-telling, and eschew them, 
although it is fair to say that a minority 
will entertain such queries. 

Horary astrology works on the 
premise that a chart is erected for the 
moment when a question is asked — 
the birthchart of that question, if you 


like; it is believed that examining that 
chart will give an answer to the ques- 
tion. If you are asking yourself a 
question, the chart is drawn for the 
moment it occurs to you and the place 
where you are. If you are asked by 
someone else, set up the chart for the 
moment the question is asked, but for 
the place where the questioner is, i.e. if 
on the telephone, the chart should be 
drawn for the place from which the 
questioner is speaking; if by letter, for 
the place from which it was writtten 
(but for the time when you first read 
the question). It is usually thought 
that the Placidus system of house 
division is best for horary astrology. 


Rules of horary astrology 

Those contemporary astrologers who 
interest themselves in horary astrology 
base many of their conclusions on 
ancient rules, most of which were set 
out in the earliest major English 
textbook, William Lilly’s Christian 
Astrology of 1647. Although in general 
the planets and houses have the same 
significance as they do in the interpre- 
tation of birth charts or in mundane 
astrology, there are various other rules, 
some of which are more complex than 
others. It is believed, for instance, that 
there are some conditions under which 
a chart will offer no answer to a ques- 
tion (a strange attitude that is surely 
entertained only out of overrespect 

for tradition?) 

Apart from the usual contents of the 
chart, there are four others which are 
particularly useful: they are the Part of 
Fortune, the Part of Change (or Part 
of Death), the Part of Sickness and the 
Part of Marriage. The use of these in 
horary astrology is complex, and we 
have not the space to describe them 
here, but the means of placing them in 
the chart are as follows (we ignore the 
minutes of arc): 


The Part of Fortune 

This is discovered by counting the 
number of degrees from Aries 0° to 
the position of the Ascendant, adding 
to the total the number of degrees 
between Aries 0° and the position of 
the Moon, and then deducting the 
number of degrees between Aries 0° 
and the position of the Sun (in other 
words, the Ascendant plus the Moon 
minus the Sun.) 








Looking at the example below: 


There are 354° between Aries 0° and 
Pisces 24°, the position of the Ascen- 
dant (i.e. 30° in each sign, so 11 x 30 
= 330, + 24 = 334). 


There are 334° between Aries 0° and 
Pisces 4°, the position of the Moon 
ew)! x80 = 330) 4+ 4 = 334): 


There are 65° between Aries 0° and 
the position of the Sun (i.e. 30 x 2 = 
60, +5 = 65). 


So 354 + 334 = 688 — 65 = 623. 
Therefore the Part of Fortune for the 
chart shown is 623° from Aries 0°. 


But, of course, there are only 360° in 
the chart, so deduct 360; you are left 
with 263°. Sagittarius 0° = 240°; 
deduct 240 from 263 and you are left 
with 23°: therefore the Part of Fortune 
stands at Sagittarius 23°. 


THe Horary CHART 


An horary chart shows the positions of 
those Parts described above. So in the 
chart here: 


+ The Part of Fortune is at 23° 
Sagittarius 

C_ The Part of Change is at 14° 
Scorpio 

S The Part of Sickness is at 0° Cancer 
M_ The Part of Marriage is at 5° 
Gemini. 


There are many other Parts, besides 
these, which probably originated in 
Greece and were adapted by the Arabs; 


these other Parts are known as the 
Arabian Parts. 


The Part of Change 

For the other elements, the calcu- 
lations are similar. For the Part of 
Change, add the position of the 
Ascendant to the position of the cusp 
of the eighth house, and deduct the 
position of the Moon. In this example 
354 + 204 (180 + 24) = 558 - 334 = 
224, therefore Scorpio 14°. 


The Part of Sickness 

To find the Part of Sickness, add the 
position of the Ascendant to the 
positon of Mars, then deduct the posi- 
tion of Saturn. Here, 354 + 40 = 394, 
— 304 = 90, therefore Cancer 0°. 


The Part of Marriage 

The Part of Marriage is found by 
adding the position of the Ascendant 
to the position of the Descendant, and 
deducting the position of Venus. In 
this example 354 + 174 = 528 — 103 = 
425. This is over 360°, so 425 — 360 = 
65, therefore Gemini 5°. 
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The use of horary astrology 
There is one perfectly valid way of 
using horary astrology. This is to draw 
up the chart and to use it just as an 
interpreter of the I Ching would use 
the trigrams and hexagrams: that is, to 
illuminate, rather than answer, the 
question. Use it to suggest new ways 
of analysing a problem, and to hint at 
new viewpoints from which it may be 
considered. In this way the chart for 
the moment of asking a question is 
valuable — it presents a snapshot of that 
moment, and how you feel about the 
problem that confronts you (on the 
basis suggested by Jung, that “what- 
ever is born or done this moment has 
the qualities of this moment of time”). 
It is well worth experimenting with a 
horary chart from this point of view. 
If you are tempted to experiment 
with horary astrology as a means of 
prediction, always bear in mind the 
famous dictum that “the stars incline, 
they do not foretell”.

BASIC PERSONALITY 


Deep resources of determination help 
Arians when reacting to challenge, 
although a tendency to rush in regard- 
less can cause problems. Observing 
these sometimes overquick reactions, 
one reflects that some Arians learn the 
hard way (some, of course, do not!) 

Achievement is vital; if it is lacking, 
either in the career or an all-important 
hobby, Arians can become physically or 
psychologically sick and extremely dif- 
ficult to live with. This is often because 
of their worst Arian fault, selfishness, 
which is almost certain to appear to 
some extent during every Anan’s life. 
Arian children must be made aware of 
this tendency; it is then much easier 
for them to recognize and counter it 
in later life. 


Partnership 

Arians are extremely passionate. Just 
as they need fulfillment at work and at 
play, so they also need it sexually — 
probably more so than most other 
people. Their partners must be lively 
and capable of reacting well to the 
crackling flash of Arian sparks (fire is 
the sign’s element); joyous sexual 
romps with a permanent partner 
should not only be the prerogative of 
Arian youth, but also of middle and 
old age, otherwise both they and their 
partners will suffer. 


Family 

The Arian child will display the typical 
lively enthusiasm of all fire sign chil- 
dren. That enthusiasm (which will 
cover the widest variety of interests) 
can tend to fade quickly, however, and 
before spending much money on some 
new craze, parents should be aware

that their Arian child may soon lose 
patience with the new and expensive 
piece of equipment and push it out of 
sight, ready for the next enthusiasm. 

Patience is not an Arian strong 
point, so progress at school may be 
patchy. One hopes that surges of 
enthusiasm for study will come at the 
right time — just before important tests 
or examinations. Happily, the Arian 
has only to fail one examination and 
see friends moving ahead before 
becoming extremely concerned about 
catching up and reestablishing a lead; 
such a disaster will not happen twice. 

Restrictive discipline doesn’t suit 
young Arians. Sensible rules will be 
accepted provided they are explained, 
but the Arian spirit will refuse to be 
dampened by silly regulations which 
have no apparent justification. 





Anans make very lively parents. They 
have delightfully simple, almost child- 
like, natures which are never entirely 
suppressed — seen, for instance, in the 
way a subject assesses a situation or 
faces up to a problem. Arian parents 
should find no difficulty in tuning in 
to the real emotions of their children. 
They will also be happy to encourage 
them in any number of enterprises and 
out of school activities: every hour will 
be packed with incident. However, not 
all children necessarily share their par- 
ents’ enthusiasms, and an Arian should 
not drag a child off to a ball game sim- 
ply because he wants to go. The child 
might be much happier at home with a 
good book, or — if the abundant Arian 
energy has been inherited — at ballet 
class. Such a situation can reflect Arian 
selfishness: doing what Aries wants, 
rather than what the child wants. 


Career 

Just as an Arian schoolchild must be 
given his or her head, so a certain free- 
dom of expression is necessary in the 
career. A boring and routine job may 
have to be tolerated but, in that case, 
stimulating outside hobbies must also 
be established. 

A noisy, busy environment is meat 
and drink to an Arian — a stuffy, claus- 
trophobic office is not. In choosing 
careers, the Arian could consider engi- 
neering or the electronics industries, 
the armed services or perhaps psychia- 
try or dentistry. But above all, the 
Arian should make for fields that 
enable him or her to move out in front 
of the crowd and become a successful 
pioneer of some kind. Arians are ambi- 
tious, but the achievement of that 
ambition is just as important as what is 
achieved. And the Arian will then be 
asking “What next?” 

A good head for business is usual, 
and Arians can be very enterprising; 
many enjoy organizing their lives so 
that they have two sources of income. 
If enterprise and caution can be com- 
bined a lot of money can be made, but 
a steadying influence is sometimes 
needed if it is not to be frittered away. 


Change, leisure and retirement 
Change is usually taken in the Arian 
stride, especially if progress can be seen 
to depend upon it. These people’s 
lively spirits will accept challenge and, 
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while many will look forward to relax- 
ing once they have retired, after a week 
or two they will revive an old interest 
or establish a new one. By then, they 
may have cultivated more patience and 
can even end up with a new carcer 
rather than merely a new hobby! In 
any case, they will not want their stan- 
dard of living to drop when they retire. 


Health, diet and exercise 

Arians necd plenty of exercise to keep 
their systems in good condition. This 
is necessary for everyone, of course, 
but for Arians it is as vital as breathing. 
They will, in general, be so enthusiastic 
that you may have to remind them to 
modify exercise routines and sporting 
interests as time passes, if their systems 
are not to be overstrained. 

The head is vulnerable; a tendency 
to knock and bump the head when 
young will probably result in early vis- 
its from the Tooth Fairy. Arians’ natu- 
ral tendency to rush about carelessly 
may result in cuts, bruises and even 
minor burns. The motto “More haste, 
less speed” is a valuable one for these 
people; they enjoy working with all 
kinds of tools, and again carelessness 
may court disaster. Anians enjoy spicy 
food, but it is not usually good for 
them. They have hearty appetites, and 
thrive on traditional, rather than sim- 
ple, dishes. 


ARIES AS ASCENDANT 


Psychological motivation 

Arians want to win, and their energetic 
driving force almost unconsciously 
stimulates them into action. Powerful 
ambition and a remarkable flow of 
physical energy will be devoted to 
achieving whatever goal is in sight. 
Their urge to win will cnable Arians to 
outstrip competitors, and runs parallel 
with a need to be noticed. This some- 
times emerges within the context of 
the family and, especially if the child 
with Aries rising is a younger sibling 
among more successful brothers and 
sisters, ruthlessness may sometimes be 
a problem — though competition can 
be an excellent spur. If ruthlessness 
does emerge, the natural Arian sense 
of humor should be invoked, and that 
innate awareness of others which is a 
most happy characteristic. 


Adapting to any environment, what- 
ever the social circumstances, is easy 
for those with Aries rising. If these 
people can be a little more low-key 
they will be excellent at self-analysis, 
and the resulting self-knowledge will 
help them to channel their many 
positive, strong, extrovert qualities. 

Their view of themselves may be 
rather slap-happy. While in a Sun sign 
Arian this attitude might lead to slight 
accidents; with Aries rising it may be 
expressed on a psychological level — 
perhaps causing an over-simplification 
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of problems which, in youth, could 
make it harder to solve them swiftly 
and easily. 

The emphasis on the head may lead 
to rather frequent headaches, perhaps 
caused by a slight kidney problem or 
imbalance as opposed to overwork, or 
eyestrain. With Aries rising such pain 
is more likely to be the result of a 
physical condition than circumstances 
provoked by the subject herself. 

The reaction to partners is interest- 
ing: there will be great need for a per- 
manent emotional relationship, no 
matter how many affairs or experi- 
ments take place — or, indeed, however 
independent the spirit. An Arian 
Ascendant brings not only a need to 
relate, but also a strong desire to 
understand and be fair to the partner. 
These qualitics will emerge at the 


deepest and most personal level; mere 
acquaintances or even quite close 
friends may never be aware of them. 


ARIES PROGRESSED TO TAURUS 





Arian enterprise is emphasized when 
the Sun progresses to Taurus, but the 
individual’s attitude to finance and 
possessions will be stabilized. Many 
Arians buy their first house or flat at 
this time, especially if they were born 
during the first few days of the Arian 
Sun sign (the progression will then 
occur in their late twenties, at which 
time many people begin to think about 
the long-term future). 

The Arian image, tending toward 
the casual, may also change somewhat, 
and they often develop a liking for 
more expensive, well-cut and rather 
formal clothes. This may, of course, 
relate to a better lifestyle and increased 
prestige. When this progression takes 
place, Arians should guard against 
becoming rather possessive, especially 
toward their partners. It should not 
be too difficult to moderate this, for 
it is always possible to appeal to the 
independent Arian spirit — once it is 
pointed out, the subject will realize the 
pitfalls of trying to possess another 
human being. 

Aries rises very quickly in the north- 
ern hemisphere, and even if an early 
degree of that sign was on the horizon 
at birth, the changes signaled by the 
Ascendant progressing into Taurus will 
occur quite early in life. (This does not 
apply to southern hemisphere births. ) 
It will probably give the individual a 
more serious and practical view of life; 
the psychological effect will be to 
steady and stabilize the personality. If 
the person concerned is committed to 
a permanent relationship, what were 
always passionate feelings will become 
considerably more intense, and care 
must be taken that outbursts of 
jealousy do not have a negative effect. 

The volatile metabolism usually char- 
acteristic of an Arian Ascendant is 
likely to slow down. This will be of 
positive help if the individual is past 
middle age, and it is wise to moderate 
strenuous sports and exercise routines. 
If there is a sudden, unexplained, 
weight gain, it might well be due to a 
thyroid problem.

Basic PERSONALITY 





Possessiveness, shown in many areas of 


life, is indeed the worst Taurean fault. 
Sadly, the partner can often become 
just another well-guarded possession — 
loved and admired, certainly, but stub- 
bornly regarded as the property of an 
owner, rather than as a free agent. 

The Taurean mind works methodi- 
cally, carefully and decisively. Perhaps 
the most marked potential is for the 
steady building of a life and career. 
Short cuts are not for these people, 
and should be avoided. One of their 
most endearing characteristics is natu- 
ral charm, expressed in a variety of 
ways. For instance, Taureans usually 
have soft, gentle voices, and always 
seem able to find the time to listen to 
and encourage anyone who needs 
help. Their shoulders are always avail- 
able to those who wish to cry on 
them, but they are also very good at 
offering practical advice. 


Partnership 

Taurus is ruled by Venus, so a success- 
ful partnership is of above-average 
importance; like their Libran cousins, 
Taureans need peace and harmony in 
their relationships. Emotional security 
is vital, and any threat to it may cause 
serious damage, making the Taurean 
emotions get out of hand, and the 
possessiveness, which will certainly be 
present on some level of the personal- 
ity, may turn into obsessive jealousy. 
When there is tension in the home, 
normal placidity may be shaken by 
sudden flares of temper. 

Under normal, stable circumstances, 
however, Taureans are extremely lov- 
ing and kind, eager to express their 
affection generously and abundantly.

Their generosity is emotional and 
financial, for as well as being highly- 
sexed they make excellent, caring and 
considerate lovers. There will be no 
lack of sensual pleasure nor, usually, 
any lack of physical comfort, to which 
Taureans are devoted — to such an 
extent, perhaps, that they may even 
grow complacent, and if partners 
accuse them of being boring, it may be 
because they have become slaves to a 
chosen routine. 


Family 

A contented child, smiling from its 
crib and always greeting mealtimes 
with enthusiasm, is quite likely to be a 
Sun sign Taurean. There may be some 
delay when these children learn to 
walk — indeed, they will even be lazy 
about crawling, let alone walking. 


Even so, caring for Taurean babies is 
usually a pleasure. Slow development 
need not give rise to concern; when 
this baby learns something, it is does 
so thoroughly and for good. But 
despite all the charm, discipline is 
important, for the Taurean baby needs 
to live within a firm structure, know- 
ing that things will happen at a partic- 
ular time. Taureans are at heart 
conventional, and need rules; parents 
who themselves might be happier in a 
more liberal atmosphere should 
remember this. 

Taureans want to set up a comfort- 
able and secure home before they have 
a family. But their plans will probably 
involve children, for a strong family life 
and tradition is important to them: in 
this sense they are natural conserva- 
tives. When children do arrive, their 
parents will want them to be happy 
and comfortable, but ironically this can 
lead to difficulties, for they may work 
so hard to this end that they deny 
themselves time to get to know and 
enjoy their family. If this happens, the 
trouble will get worse when the chil- 
dren reach adolescence, and a 
damaging generation gap may result. 


Career 

Taureans are ambitious, and quite 
enjoy setting up a sound career plan 
and following it through to success. 
However, there can be problems if this 
involves any kind of risk, because 
Taureans function best when steady 
work is available, with the resulting 
regular income. They should think 
very carefully before embarking on any 
career where the income (however 
great) is unpredictable. The material 
security offered by money is very 
important to them. Thus many will 
accept work that they don’t really 
enjoy, or aren’t really interested in, just 
because the income is a large one, or 
because it seems assured. 

This interest in finance is not only 
emotional: Taureans are highly practi- 
cal about it, and are therefore very 
good in careers connected with money 
— including banking, insurance and the 
stock exchange. Although any risks 
involved will pain them, and they 
should carefully weigh probable worry 
against possible eventual benefits, they 
can succeed in building up very suc- 
cessful businesses from small 
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beginnings, for they have a natural, 
strong business sense. 

Many Taureans are very happy 
indeed working in agriculture and hor- 
ticulture. The open air life is good for 
them, and contact with the soil seems 
to give them special satisfaction. They 
often have musical talent, too, and 
there are a great many professional 
Taurean musicians — especially singers. 


Change, leisure and retirement 
Taureans are not very good at dealing 
with change; they need a steady rou- 
tine, and having got into a rut will 
continue to plough through it. 
Change seems to threaten their secu- 
rity, and can be emotionally disturbing. 
However, they are excellent planners, 
and if a change is necessary they will at 
least prepare themselves well for it. 
They greatly enjoy their leisure hours, 
and their generosity means they will 
spend lots of money entertaining 
friends. They may be rather lazy, how- 
ever, and can all too easily waste time. 
Retirement will be viewed with con- 
siderable pleasure, especially if there is 
an adequate pension. If they have a 
great deal of spare time, they should 
develop an interest which will occupy 
it — perhaps something they have 
enjoyed throughout their lives, and 
can now explore more fully. If this is 
not the case, they should be encour- 
aged to take up new and interesting 
occupations, otherwise lethargy may 
age them. Gardening and golf spring 
to mind; the women of the sign partic- 
ularly enjoy sewing and embroidery 
(patience is a Taurean virtue). 


Health, diet and exercise 

Taureans love their food, so can put on 
weight very easily. Members of this 
sign are reputed to be extremely good- 
looking, but too much extra weight 
does nothing for their figures. A rea- 
sonable diet is essential, but not always 
easy for them. Long hours at an office 
desk, business lunches and an ever- 
growing appreciation of good wines 
will not help their waistlines. 

Heavy exercise is no problem; many 
young Taureans enjoy team games, 
and some enjoy weight-training. They 
tend to move slowly: aerobics or danc- 
ing will help them to speed up a little, 
as will brisk country walks, which will 
also be more aesthetically rewarding. 


TAURUS AS ASCENDANT 


Psychological motivation 

When Taurus rises the basic impulse is 
acquisition, and is even stronger than 
with a Taurean Sun. As their self- 
confidence grows, it will be reflected 
in the possessions with which these 
people surround themselves. It seems 
they will never be psychologically 
whole until they can see around them 
material proof of their success. (This, 
of course, is true for Taureans at every 
economic level.) Established in their 
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own kingdom, they will often feel 
uneasy if they have to step outside it: 
once more, it is a signal of the impor- 
tance of routine and security. Other 
Sun sign characteristics — stubbornness 
and possessiveness — are equally deep- 
rooted; these people will know they 
are right, and find it very hard to see 
anyone else’s point of view unless it is 
identical to their own. Self-knowledge 
will be acquired the hard way. 

The Taurean body area is the throat, 
but when Taurus rises there can be dif- 
ficulties with the thyroid gland (ruled 
by Venus). Any inordinate weight gain 
not obviously due to diet may be 
traced to this. 

Relations with partners will be very 
intense and passionate. These people 
make very demanding partners, with a 
high emotional energy that must be 


“earthed” through the relationship. 
Sexual fulfillment will be of prime 
importance, and must be borne in 
mind when the subject is embarking 
on an emotional relationship. On the 
other hand, it is equally important that 
the commitment is not solely sexual; 
friendship between partners will make 
it easier to cope with problems when- 
ever they arise. There may be consider- 
able achievement, especially with the 
help of the partner. 


TAURUS PROGRESSED TO GEMINI 


When the Taurus Sun progresses into 
Gemini, these people can become 
more talkative or more argumentative, 
expressing their opinions more openly 
and taking life less seriously. They will 
be happier to exchange ideas, rather 
than suspecting that theirs are the only 
views worth considering. 

The thinking processes will probably 
speed up, and the whole mental atti- 
tude will be far more flexible. A flirta- 
tious tendency may develop; coupled 
with Taurean charm, this can be quite 
delightful. They will more readily 
enjoy getting out and about, and be 
less preoccupied with their creature 
comforts. There might be an increased 
interest in fashion; convention may be 
enlivened by a slightly trendier image. 

Taurus rises very quickly in the 
northern hemisphere, so it is likely that 
a Taurean Ascendant will progress into 
Gemini when the subject is very 
young. This will be extremely helpful, 
making the outlook freer and more 
objective and positive, and less con- 
cerned with security. Altogether, he or 
she should become more adaptable, 
and much more able to assess psycho- 
logical problems. A more rational out- 
look should make stubbornness less 
offensive, and if the subject is very 
young, parents should find that there 
will be better progress at school as the 
result of an increased interest in study 
and use of the mind. 

If the individual was born in the 
southern hemisphere and is quite 
mature when the Ascendant changes 
signs, a more youthful outlook will 
develop. There will be an identification 
with the younger generation, and the 
need for intellectual challenge will 
enliven the stable Taurean personality.

Superficiality is the worst Geminian 
fault and should be controlled - these 
people tend to know a little about 
many subjects, and sometimes fail to 
acquire truly deep knowledge of the 
things that really interest them. An 
ability to quickly assimilate knowledge 
can work well under certain conditions 
(see below), but it 1s important for this 
type to realize the necessity for deep 
thought and seriously based opinions 
on some matters. 

A tendency to inconsistency is 
another problem; the Geminian need 
for variety and change makes it all too 
easy for these people to start a great 
many different projects but leave most 
of them unfinished. Once more, 
awareness of this element in their 
characters will help counter it. 

Geminians are very logical, rational 
people and, generally speaking, their 
minds work very quickly, but the influ- 
ence of their ruling planet, Mercury, is 
important and must be carefully 
considered (see pp.239-53). 


Partnership 
Geminians unquestionably need a 
lively, intellectual rapport with their 
partners. Shared interest are impor- 
tant, and the partner should have his 
or her own definite opinions, which 
will be enjoyably discussed and argued 
over. All of this will add lively spice to 
the partnership. 

Geminians often don’t entirely trust 


their emotions. When overwhelmed by 


feelings they will immediately bring 
their rational, logical minds into play, 
trying to explain their emotions to 
themselves in order to give them a 
coherent perspective. This can cause

problems, especially when Geminians 
are still young and coming to terms 
with the expression of emotion. 


Family 

A Geminian child will start talking, 
and probably crawling, then walking, 
at a very early age. The parents of such 
a child should make quite sure that 
their youngster has plenty with which 
to keep happily occupied, as boredom 
will not be tolerated — indeed, 
Geminians almost fear it. To get to 
grips very early on with the tendency 
to inconsistency and superficiality, the 
child should be encouraged to finish 
all tasks that are started, although it 
would be wrong to insist that he or 
she tackle them one at a time. This 
simply doesn’t work with Geminians, 
who obtain their best results when able 





to move from one project to another 
as the mood takes them and their 
interest waxes and wanes. 

Geminian children usually do quite 
well at school, but they can bluff their 
way through tests. Really clever teach- 
ers will soon recognize this and be able 
to stay several steps ahead of their 
Geminian students; less shrewd 
instructors will be taken for elaborate 
rides. At examination time the 
Geminian will probably write reams 
and reams of opinion, backed up by 
too few essential facts: they usually find 
facts boring! 

It goes without saying that 
Geminians are lively parents, filling 
their children’s out-of-school hours 
with activity. They must be careful, 
since their children may not be as ver- 
satile, or have such quick minds, as 
they themselves. They should consider 
the basic needs and true qualities of - 
their children, which may not coincide 
with their own. There is a very power- 
ful critical streak in every Geminian, 
which can be more damning than they 
realize and may badly deflate and upset 
their children; it should be softened 
with humor and tempered by praise. 


Career 

The Geminian versatility and commu- 
nicative skills should ideally be used in 
a career. Many Geminians do very well 
working in the media and are also the 
natural salespeople of the zodiac, 
doing well in department stores, 
advertising and as commercial trav- 
ellers. Their need for change and vari- 
ety must definitely not be ignored: 
predictable routine is inimical to them. 
So is solitary work, but at least when a 
Geminian acquires a lonely top job, he 
or she will never fail to listen to former 
colleagues, although this doesn’t 
always mean that their advice will be 
accepted! A full and free interchange 
of ideas, and the batting to and fro of 
different opinions, is important. 

In business, Geminians can be highly 
shrewd and cunning, and if they apply 
these characteristics to making money 
they often do extremely well, although 
sometimes a faulty decision, perhaps 
too hastily made, will result in financial 
collapse. This is not an overly ambi- 
tious sign, but the Gemini imagination 
will happily enjoy success before it is 
actually achieved, which acts as a spur!

Continual change is a way of life for 
Geminians; as we have suggested, their 
chief fear in life is being bored, so will 
continually find new ways of keeping 
themselves interested. If they don’t 
then their nearest and dearest must, at 
the slightest sign of twitchiness, do it 
for them. Leisure? They don’t have 
time for any — every moment is filled 
with activity, even if that is just writing 
or conversation. The thought of retire- 
ment won’t dismay them, because 
there are many interests they want to 
pursue (probably all at once!) when 
they eventually find the time. 


Health, diet and exercise 
Although not necessarily strong, these 
people are almost certainly wiry and 
apparently perpetually young, so 
should not have too much trouble 
with their health. Any difficulties that 
do arise may perhaps be for psycholog- 
ical rather than physical reasons — 
Geminians have vast amounts of ner- 
vous energy which must be burned off. 
They are usually too individual really 
to enjoy team games, and they can 
quickly grow bored with the strict rou- 
tine of formal exercise. The best solu- 
tion is to join a health club but to use 
it in combination with other, individ- 
ual, forms of exercise, such as running, 
jogging, walking, squash and tennis. 
Gemini rules the lungs, and Sun sign 
Geminians must watch carefully for 
signs of breathlessness, or when a cold 
goes to their chests. It is vital that, if 
possible, they should refrain from 
smoking, which, while bad for every- 
body, is particularly lethal for them. 
They thrive best on a light diet of fresh 
salads and fruit, fish and white meat.

Surprisingly for such a volatile zodiac 
type, people with Gemini rising want 
to keep their feet firmly planted on the 
ground.

challenge their partners, encourage 
them to achieve more and endow the 
relationship with joze de vivre. Shared 
interests help to cement their relation- 
ships: the couple will gain much intel- 
lectual satisfaction from each other. 
The partner may develop more versa- 
uility, while the Geminian may 
complete more activities. 

A strongly independent streak is 
likely, and these people can’t cope with 
jealousy or possessiveness. They hate 
jealousy partly because they can’t 
understand it: it’s natural for them to 
be interested in other men or women, 
as well as the one they are with. This 
might develop into a sexual interest, 
but it isn’t inevitable. The situation 
should be watched, but it is unwise to 
nag, unless it becomes really necessary. 
The hands are vulnerable — perhaps, in 


later years, to arthritis. Any signs of 
this should be checked with a doctor 
at the earliest possible moment. Most 
Geminians (Sun or Ascendant) like to 
use their hands in various forms of 
craftwork and keep them mobile, but 
those with Gemini rising should 
consciously exercise their fingers. 
Nervous tension can easily build up, 
and may exacerbate an asthmatic ten- 
dency. If the subject is very young, he 
or she will probably grow out of it; in 
older people, that may be more diffi- 
cult, and the answer may lie in treating 
the tension rather than the asthma. 


GEMINI PROGRESSED TO CANCER 


A surprisingly sentimental streak may 
appear when the Sun progresses into 
Cancer; the emotions will also flow 
more readily and fluently. If the Sun 
changes signs in or just after adoles- 
cence, it will give an excellent exten- 
sion to Geminian logic and rationality, 
increasing intuition and instinct. 
Subjects may suddenly want to rent or 
buy a place of their own, and develop 
an interest in handicrafts or do-it-your- 
self projects. Sometimes the versatility 
and need for change can be linked to 
changes of mood, with drastic results. 

The Geminian critical faculty may 
also grow, becoming negative and 
hurtful. The usually fashionable and 
trendy Geminian image might be 
modified by a feeling for nostalgia: the 
individual will get great pleasure from 
hunting out antique clothes in street- 
markets, and creating a more gentle, 
somewhat romantic look. 

When a Geminian Ascendant pro- 
gresses into Cancer, most of the above 
possibilities hold good. There can be 
an increased sensitivity to the feelings 
of other people: Geminian argument 
will be less inclined to steamroller their 
opinions or attitudes. More time will 
be given to thought and reflection. 
This may cause moodiness, and some- 
times irrational worry (a new expeni- 
ence for Geminians), which will 
puzzle and disturb them. A tendency 
to nostalgia may also join the usual 
forward-looking optimism. Most 
important is the fact that the new- 
found intuition should be accepted 
and used, and these Geminians must 
learn to trust their emotions.

reluctant to move a relationship for- 
ward. They are marvelously sensual 
lovers, but can be disproportionately 
upset by the slightest insensitivity.

Family 

Sensitivity will emerge very early in 
life, and even Cancerian babies are 
remarkably intuitive. Changes in the 
home atmosphere will immediately be 
reflected in the personal mood — and 
baby Cancer will (much more than 
other youngsters) be all smiles one 
moment and all tears the next. As 
young Cancerians grow up they will 
develop a strong memory; sometimes 
they seem to know more about the 
past than the present. They can be 


picky eaters, so the iron hand in the 
velvet glove may be needed here. The 
Cancerian digestion does tend to be 
sensitive, but giving way to food fads 
can lead to problems later on. 

Ifa Cancerian child is naughty, the 
best reaction is to say “You’ve hurt 
Mommy by doing that” and appeal to 
his or her inherent sensitivity. It is also 
important that parents encourage 
young Cancerians to be tidy! The sign 
is notorious for untidiness and hoard- 
ing; there will be a battle whenever 
the toy chest is sorted out — even 
rubbish will be deemed to have great 
sentimental value. 

Cancerian children can be shy and 
wary when they first go to school. It is 
from this age that their instinctive, 
protective and defensive shells begin to 
develop, supporting the bravery and 
tenacity with which they can move 
forward in life. 

The need for parenthood is instinc- 
tive and strong. Cancerians adore their 
children and, if anything, tend to cos- 
set them, becoming overconcerned 
and worried at the slightest provoca- 
tion. The security of the home and 
family unit is vital to them, and when 
their children leave home these parents 
probably suffer more than most. 


Career 

The typical Cancerian tenacity and 
determination is perhaps the greatest 
asset of these people. In many ways 
they enjoy variety and change, but 
their careers must also have a certain 
continuity. They can then take advan- 
tage of past experience and apply it to 
the present. Cancerians are usually 
extremely shrewd, and this sign often 
confers an excellent business sense:

The caring professions attract, 
including teaching, particularly of 
young children. Nursing and gynecol- 
ogy are also popular.

Any work involving the 
past — such as the antiques business or 
museum work — will appeal to them.

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Change, leisure and retirement 
Changes of mood are very much part 
of the Cancerian makeup, but these 
people are much less ready to change 
their lifestyles — usually because of the 
disruption involved. Nevertheless, 
when faced with the prospect of retire- 
ment they will consider moving to 
another area, but should think care- 
fully about this: they may be parted 
from their family, and if they buy a 
smaller property it may not be large 
enough for everyone to come and stay. 
Retirement will allow them to enjoy a 
new rhythm of life, and they will enjoy 
following their many spare-time inter- 
ests, Which may include a specialized 
collection of some kind.

Health, diet and exercise 


Keeping the sensitive Cancerian system 


in good order requires regular, rhyth- 
mical exercise. Swimming (from as 
early an age as possible) is strongly 
recommended, as is dancing. 

The digestion will almost certainly 
suffer from time to time — especially 
when the individual is at all worried. 
A diet rich in fish and dairy produce 
(provided the cholesterol level is not 
too high) is usually beneficial, and will 
help stabilize the system. The sign 
Cancer, it must be emphasized, has 
nothing to do with the disease of the 
same name. However, because Cancer 
rules the breasts, women of this sign 
should ensure they regularly examine 
them and have periodic checkups with 
their doctors. Cancerian men should 
not ignore any minor ailment, if only 
to prevent undue worry. 


CANCER AS ASCENDANT 


Psychological motivation 

When Cancer nses, great satisfaction is 
gained from caring for and cherishing 
others. Sometimes this instinct is so 
strong that the world outside the 
Cancerian’s immediate and cozy circle 
can be viewed as a threat. Even so, the 
attitude is protective, not possessive. 
Cancer is a cardinal sign, the keyword 





for which is “outgoing”. This suggests 


a conflict, but that is not necessarily so: 


Cancerians give out an enormous 
amount of energy and vitality — to 
those in an immediate circle. If people 
with Cancer rising do not live within 
or create a family environment, their 
powerful caring motivations will be 
expressed towards an ideal, burning 
interest, often personalized in a real 
sense of vocation: they will make the 
chosen cause very much their own.

personalities, but if they enter psy- 
chotherapy they should remain aware 
of their self-defence systems, otherwise 
they may too readily accept the 
suggestions of the analyst. 

Particular ambition is shown for 
their partners, maybe even to the 
extent of social climbing on their 
behalf. They should recognize that a 
hint of coldness and distance can mar 
the closest long-term relationship; this 
should not be a problem, but ought to 
be watched if it is not to be harmful. 
Any difficulties should be discussed as 
honestly as possible. 

logical worry about the health is 
likely, causing a vicious circle — worry 
will lead to digestive problems that 
cause more worry. Cancerians will 
search medical dictionaries for imag- 
ined diseases — it can be a hobby! This 


must be recognized, for peace of mind 
as well as physical well-being. 

When Cancer is rising the person 
concerned very easily takes on the 
color of any powerful influence. 
Therefore, any planets in the first 
house of the birth chart, especially if 
conjunct the Ascendant, will have a 
profound effect on the personality. 


CANCER PROGRESSED TO LEO 


When a Cancerian Sun progresses into 
Leo, the individual will reap the bene- 
fit of positive, extrovert Leonine traits. 
It will be easier to have an optimistic 
and outgoing outlook, helping to 
mitigate Cancerian worry and appre- 
hension. Money will be spent more 
freely, even if the financial situation has 
not changed; more pleasure will be 
gained from buying the occasional Jux- 
ury. More pride will also be taken in 
the appearance, with greater attention 
to detail. Self-confidence (not always a 
Cancerian strong point) should 
increase, partly because the value of 
the subject’s past experience will be 
recognized, and opinions will be 
expressed with greater confidence. 

A new tendency to be bossy and 
autocratic must not create problems, 
especially within the family. Any inter- 
est in collecting should not be allowed 
to become obsessive, while a new 
interest in collecting more valuable 
and interesting objects should be care- 
fully geared to the financial position. 

When a Cancerian Ascendant 
becomes Leonine, the basic motivation 
to cherish will be blended with a 
strongly creative instinct. Cancer is the 
sign of motherhood and Leo the sign 
of fatherhood — a first baby seems 
almost inevitable. At a different level, 
new-found creativity may be shown 
through the development and full 
expression of artistic potential. Leo’s 
influence will strengthen organiza- 
tional ability, so these people’s lives 
may take on a more coherent air.

The sunny disposition and ready 
enthusiasm of a Leo child appears at a 
very early age, and is always quite 
delightful. Natural organizational abil- 
ity soon shows itself, but parents 
should watch for any tendency towards 
bossiness in their Leo offspring, who 
may be seen putting the whole 
playschool in its place. 

Managing the lives of siblings 1s a 
distinct possibility when the Leo child 
is older than them. This self-assertion, 
however, is not quite as strong as it 
seems, and it is surprisingly easy to 
deflate young Leos — perhaps when a 
well-meaning adult severely criticizes a 
piece of work. If you must criticize a 
Leo child do so with affection and 
humor, otherwise you will severely 
crush his or her self-confidence. 


Listening to the opinions of others, 
even if the child does not accept them, 
should be actively encouraged. He or 
she is then less likely to become 
entrenched in fixed ideas and beliefs. 
The Leonine stubborn streak must also 
be discouraged.

Career 
Emotional involvement in a career is 
essential if Leos are to feel fulfilled. 
They are found, of course, in all walks 
of life, but basically are at their best 
when able to use their excellent cre- 
ative potential and organizational abili- 
ties. Their natural sense of drama 
should also be expressed. The theater 
is an obvious possibility, but they can 
be equally at home in trades associated 
with luxury and glamor. Many Leos 
are in their element in a courtroom or 
in the operating theater: taking center- 
stage comes naturally to them. 
Innately ambitious, Leos are inter- 
ested in money chiefly for the luxury it 
can bring. They love buying and 
enjoying beautiful things and quality 
clothes, and they also love to travel — 
just as long as it can be done in com- 
fort! When Leos reach the top of the 
tree they usually contrive to stay there, 
and to make quite sure they are seen! 
Leos make excellent employers, due 
to their good powers of leadership. 
However, they must retain their natu- 
ral enthusiasm for life and their desire 
to improve the lives of others. As they 
deplore anything second-rate or of a 
low standard, their employees will be 
well looked after — but also expected to 
give of their best. For this reason, Leo 
bosses can appear difficult and must 
subdue any autocratic tendencies.

Leos never rush into change in a fool- 
hardy way, because they are not over- 
fond of it. However, if they can learn 
to view important periods of change as 
a succession of challenges and a means 
to progress, they will cope well. 

Leisure is an alien concept to Leos, 
who prefer to fill every moment with 
activity.

The desire 
to succeed is also very strong, but may

This is wholly admirable, 
but may well be damaging if the vital 
creative urge is not given some expres- 
sion: Leos need to create as 

well as to prosper. 


The well-balanced Leo will be psycho- 
logically secure, and provided ambition 
is balanced by a degree of humility, the 
inner strength of this dynamic sign is 
of the greatest advantage. But the 
inherent desire for psychological 
wholeness will not always be accompa- 
nied by a willingness to face up to neg- 
ative personality traits (such as vanity), 
and disasters may follow.

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stimulating ideas and ambitions would 
be perfect to keep the mentally active 
Leo on the ball. If a partner is out- 
standing in his or her own night, either 
because of success or some other char- 
acteristic, such as great beauty, then so 
much the better. The subject can then 
bask in the reflected glory. 

Vulnerability to psychological disor- 
ders is fairly common, and these 
ailments frequently show themselves 
externally. A bad back or neckache 
may be caused, for instance, by a blow 
to the self-esteem or some overly harsh 
criticism that has been taken too much 
to heart. Apparently inexplicable back- 
pain can be a more or less regular cir- 
cumstance; if it becomes really 
disabling, these people should look to 
their lifestyles and try to find a possible 
psychological cause. 


LEO PROGRESSED TO VIRGO 





Coping with fussy or pedantic details is 
usually difficult for Leos. However, 
when the Sun progresses from Leo 
into Virgo these people are able to 
assess situations more carefully, and are 
far less likely to adopt sweeping gener- 
alizations. They can also be more suc- 
cessfully self-critical, recognizing any 
tendencies to self-satisfaction (espe- 
cially over creative work) and take a 
much more objective and logical 
attitude to life. 

Don’t forget that worry is second 
nature to Virgoans, so it will be a pity 
if it clouds the normally positive 
Leonine outlook. They should watch 
for this, and enjoy adding Virgoan 
analysis and concern for detail to their 
considerable organizational abilities. 
Leo enthusiasm and optimism will not 
be dimmed, but they may become 
slightly more cautious and a little 
less dramatic. 

Those whose creative bent has been 
expressed in craftwork, or who enjoy 
working with their hands, should find 
their dexterity and practical ability 
increases.

Basic PERSONALITY 





Most Virgoans are practical, but those 
who aren’t can all too easily become 
bogged down in the small details of 
problems. This, indeed, is one of their 
chief difficulties: that their critical acu- 


men can be overapplied, both to them- 


selves and to other people, causing 
problems in personal relationships. 
Relentless, carping criticism is their 
worst fault. 

What is needed is a positive synthesis 
of these qualities, producing people 
who are hard-working and practical, 
and who will stand no nonsense, deal 
sensibly with problems (their own, or 
other people’s), and are most likely to 
realize their full potential. 

Virgoans are talkative, lively in argu- 
ment and, like their Mercury-ruled 
cousins Geminians, enjoy communicat- 
ing their ideas, which are usually with- 
out frills, and clearly and economically 
expressed. Here again, however, a pen- 
chant for detail can trap them into 
overelaboration; they must learn to see 
the broader outline of things. 


Partnership

can stop them fully expressing both 
their physical and emotional love. 
They must learn to relax, and if (in 
some cases) they have taught them- 
selves to regard sex with suspicion, 
learn to see it as a happy expression of 
that emotional devotion which they 
should allow themselves to show to a 
partner. The other most inhibiting fac- 
tor is their tendency to nag, which 
they must curb. 


Family 

The Virgo child is neat, clean and a 
very willing worker at school. Exercise 
books will be totally devoid of dirty 
smudges, and the handwriting will be 
clear and legible. Willing workers who 
truly enjoy being given things to do, 
these children can carn a reputation as 
teachers’ pets; this is not the case. 


They simply like being kept busy. 
Rather shy, so that the playground can 
seem threatening, they may be seen as 
standoffish. Parents should do every- 
thing possible to help them develop 
self-confidence, especially at examina- 
tion tme. The Virgoan tendency to 
worry will otherwise be overwhelming, 
and mysterious illnesses will appear. 

Virgoans will work from dawn to 
dusk to build and maintain their family 
home in a way that satisfies their own 
highly critical standards. Career 
women will make time for domestic 
work, but mustn’t spend so much time 
cleaning and polishing that they never 
enjoy the environment they so lovingly 
create.

Similarly, both sexes 
should try to avoid bringing work 
home, otherwise they’ll never have 
time for their family. 


Career 

To work at their very best, Virgoans 
probably need supervision. Not only is 
it often difficult for them to see what 
should be done, but even if they can 
do so they may be apprehensive about 
taking matters into their own hands, 
fearing themselves incompetent or 
wondering how other people will 
receive their efforts. But given an 
instruction they will follow it to the 
very best of their abilities. They make 
excellent personal assistants and here, 
too, are the natural formal critics of 
the zodiac. As writers they have a sharp 
incisive style which is of great advan- 
tage if they are working in the media. 
Many make excellent teachers, and 
others do well in the medical profes- 
sion, both in conventional or 
complementary medicine. 

Virgoans are not frantically ambi- 
tious; in top jobs they must watch 
their tendency to carp if they want to 
be popular as well as efficient.

Any diminution of income, provided it 
is not massive, will be greeted with 
equanimity; careful with money, they 
are not devoted to it. Lack of self- 
confidence can make changes at work 
rather difficult to cope with. The 
threat of being fired is frightening; 
out of work, they are peerless in their 
effort to find a new job and, willing 
and hard workers, they should do so 
more easily than most. 


Health, diet and exercise 

It is essential for Virgoans to spend as 
much time as possible in the fresh air 
and, if possible, in the country. 
Children of nature, their spirits are 
revived by long walks and cycle rides. 
This is also a sign much related to 
wholefood diets and vegetarianism. 
The Virgoan diet must contain plenty 
of fiber: this Sun sign rules the bowels, 
and constipation can cause problems, 
usually because of an unbalanced diet. 

Medically administered drugs don’t 
suit many Virgoans, and they should 
always watch carefully for any allergy. 
Holistic and homeopathic treatments 
are often favored, with excellent 
results. Balance is the best answer to 
Virgoan health problems, plus exercise 
and fresh air; it is a mistake to sacrifice 
these for family or work. These people 
also benefit considerably from relax- 
ation techniques such as yoga; medita- 
tion is especially good if they are prone 
to worry, although resulting introspec- 
tion may exacerbate the problem. 

As a result of worries (perhaps about 
the career or family), Virgoans are 
often vulnerable to severe headaches or 
even migraines. A change of diet may 
help more than they realize, so they 
should seek medical advice if they do 
have painful headaches. 


VIRGO AS ASCENDANT 


Psychological motivation 

Quite frequently when Virgo rises we 
find the other Mercury-ruled sign, 
Gemini, on the Midheaven. This offers 
unique psychological potential for the 
individual concerned: the principles of 
Mercury — the need to examine every 
situation in life in great detail — are 
handsomely united to the need to 
communicate. These individuals will 


have a natural instinct that helps them 
identify with all Mercury-ruled charac- 
teristics as well as the basic principles 
of Gemini. As a result, they are usually 
very well integrated psychologically, 
and provided their potential is con- 
structively and positively directed, 
there is a good chance that their lives 
will be splendidly fulfilled. 

The Virgoan tendency towards 
worry and hypercriticism may be 
turned inwards on the self. This is 
likely to give rise to the same problems 
of headaches and migraines that we

have mentioned above. The same solu- 
tion applies — particular care with diet, 
and proper medical advice. Very often 
these people need to work harder to 
establish a reasonable degree of self- 
confidence than do Sun Virgoans. (To 
assess this fully, other planetary posi- 
tions and relationships in the chart 
must be examined.) Conflicts relating 
to self-criticism must be worked 
through; an important way of building 
up confidence is to allow some self- 
praise, rather than invariably denigrat- 
ing personal achievements. Success in 
this respect will depend to a large 
extent on upbringing and the attitude 
of parents; if this was highly critical, 
the problems will be more intractable. 
In one-to-one relationships, in spite 
of the tendency to nag, a remarkable 
emotional response will be seen. An 





inner warmth and sensitivity will dull 
the slightly brittle edge of their reac- 
tions and attitudes, and tender, loving 
sentiments will be characteristic. These 
people may take the easy way out of 
arguments and problems. 

Worry is more likely to affect the sys- 
tems of these people, for example caus- 
ing constipation and similar problems. 
Hypochondnia is very likely, in which 
case they should assess any health 
problems logically and not make 
mountains out of molehills. 


VIRGO PROGRESSED TO LIBRA 


When a Virgoan Sun progresses into 
Libra, life may be taken a little more 
easily, and more time may be set aside 
for leisure. More money will probably 
be spent on simple pleasure. It will be 
easier for these people to realize they 
must control their tension, and find 
ways of doing so. They will be less 
hard on themselves and their partners. 
The change of Sun sign may occur at 
a time when the individual is coming 
to terms with his or her emotional life 
and needs. If so, it will now be easier 
for them to show their love and affec- 
tion, and their natural Virgoan mod- 
esty will be tempered. The Libran 
need for peace and harmony will 
become evident, and as a result the 
individual will be able to take a more 
balanced view of life. The characteristic 
neat, businesslike Virgoan image may 
give way to a softer, more romantic 
look: dark colors and small patterns 
becoming pastel shades and large, flo- 
ral designs. Venus’ sign placing in the 
natal chart will assume greater impor- 
tance, and its influence on the 
individual will now be more marked. 
When a Virgo Ascendant progresses 
into Libra the need to relate in depth 
to a partner, and to develop a really 
close and satisfactory rapport with him 
or her, is strongly enhanced. If these 
people are unattached, care must be 
taken that in their anxiety to express 
themselves in this way they don’t rush 
into a relationship, ignoring their nat- 
ural Virgoan critical sense.

Librans, since the need for balance and harmony 
in their lives is paramount. They need a harmo- 
nious background, free of undue pressure and 
argument, in order to be happy.

BASIC PERSONALITY

They should be aware of this 
tendency; repeatedly upsetting the 
boat just in order to be rescued can be 
irritating to others. Librans can be 
extremely generous, but should recog- 
nize the moment when their motives 
become not the giving of pleasure but 
the purchase of affection. 


Family 

The Libran child is charming and 
eager to please. Parents should watch 
for any tendency to procrastination or 
laziness, which can develop into seri- 
ous problems later in life. It is essential 
that the child is encouraged to be 


decisive (see above); given a choice, 
Libran children will often ask “What 
would you choose, Mommy?” Don't 
give in to this ploy! Point out the 
various options, and do all you can 
to make young Librans have the 
confidence to think for themselves. 

Happiness at school is important for 
all children, but a Libran child treated 
unfairly (“It’s not fair!” is a common 
complaint) will magnify the injustice to 
such an extent that it will interfere 
with the teaching process, and upset. 
the child for much longer than might 
be expected. Creative potential should 
be recognized and encouraged; there 
is often real talent here, but if left to 
itself it may not develop as quickly as 
with some other Sun signs. 

Libran parents are kind, loving and 
gentle, but must beware of being out- 
witted by a quicker-minded child play- 
ing on the Libran tendency to give in 
rather than insist.on the course they 
know to be best. It is too easy to spoil 
a child for the sake of peace and quiet, 
especially by offering bribes! It is also 
all too easy to allow oneself to be worn 
down by a child’s pleas for an expen- 
sive toy or piece of equipment; don’t 
give in too quickly (if at all), especially 
if fashion is involved. A Libran parent’s 
indecision can infuriate his or her chil- 
dren: decisions should not be shelved 
or handed over to the partner (“Wait 
until Daddy comes home”). 


Career 
Librans enjoy luxury and a comfort- 
able lifestyle, so need to earn plenty of 
money. They can also be over- 
generous, which can act as a spur to 
often impressive careers. Their work- 
ing environment is not of great impor- 
tance to them, but their colleagues are 
~ they dislike fussy people, slave drivers 
and employers who won’t allow them 
to work at their own pace. Their need 
for harmony is shown here: 
like-minded colleagues are a boon. 
Any profession calling for tact and 
diplomacy offers them great opportu- 
nities. The luxury trades (fashion, 
beauty, cosmetics) are popular, while 
the qualities of their polar sign, Aries, 
sometimes attract them to the armed 
services, where they may attain rank. 
They are ambitious, but should think 
carefully before taking a lonely top job: 
isolation does not agree with them.

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Change, leisure and retirement 
Moving trom one district to another 
will be very disturbing to a Libran, so 
changes of this kind should be mini- 
mized unless the individual is certain 
of their many benefits. The idea of 
approaching retirement will be blissful 
— in theory nothing is more attractive 
than the thought of not having to rise 
early, go to work, cope with the petty 
problems of a working life. However, 
without a compelling interest in life, 
retirement will be less fulfilling than 
these people imagine, and they may 
even find themselves aging quickly.

Health, diet and exercise 

It is all too easv for Librans to dismiss 
the idea of regular exercise, but they 
really do need it. Indeed, it should be 
an integral part of their life. It is excel- 
lent for them to join a health club that 
offers a good social life and a pleasant 
ambience, so they can not only work 
out but also meet congenial people. 
The exercise itself should be steady 
rather than spasmodically energetic. 
The Libran liking for rich, sweet food 
should be resisted whenever possible; a 
lighter diet is best, and inaction can 
encourage weight gain. The kidneys 
are the Libran organs, and tension or 
worry can provoke headaches. If these 
persist, medical advice is needed.

Psychological motivation 

Libra is not one of the strongest signs 
of the zodiac; any other powerful 
influence in the birth chart can sap its 
positive characteristics, especially when 
it is the rising sign. However, many 
typically Libran elements will be a part 
of the personality, especially the all- 
important need to relate which under 
these circumstances becomes the basic 
psychological motivation. Very often 
the whole personality is geared to this 
end, with people rushing into perma- 
nent relationships. Sadly, such prema- 
ture commitments can end in 
heartbreak and divorce. The notorious 
Libran tendency to fall in love with 
love is here, however, spiced with lively 
sexuality and a greater enthusiasm for 
the physical aspects of love than is 


often the case with a Libran Sun. The 
individual should be aware of his or 
her uncharacteristic leaning towards 
selfishness in close relationships. 

A tendency to ignore personal faults 
rather than recognize and come to 
terms with them is also likely: self- 
satisfaction is not foreign to these 
people. Natural charm may art first dis- 
guise this, but not for long. Self- 
analysis is the best way for those with 
Libra rising to see clearly their charac- 
ter weaknesses and correct them. It is 
almost essential to involve a partner or 
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friend with whom they can talk things 
through, and who is able to be severely 
critical when necessary. 

Worry or tension don’t usually afflict 
those with Libra rising, so are unlikely 
to be the cause if the subject often has 
headaches. If these persist, medical 
advice should be sought as they may 
be due to a slight kidney disorder. 

Many charts will reveal people born 
with Neptune close to the Ascendant. 
If in the first house of the birth chart, 
it can weaken the personality by 
increasing the Libran tendency to take 
the line of least resistance. The gentler, 
softer qualities of these people will 
then be strengthened by Neptune’s 
sign placing; very pleasant, no doubt, 
but full of inherent problems. These 
individuals must Jearn to face up to 
reality and not resort to negative 
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escapism. If Neptune is in Libra in the 
twelfth house, there can be an inclina- 
tion to experiment with drugs. The 
need to escape ts better released 
through art, or perhaps religious or 
spiritual interests. 


LIBRA PROGRESSED TO SCORPIO 


When the Libran Sun progresses into 
Scorpio, the individual will have new 
determination and purpose. The 
Libran emotions, meaningful but 
rather lightweight, will now intensify, 
and the rather diffused personality will 
gain focus and a cutting edge. Scorpio 
is the most energetic of signs, so the 
Libran energy level is likely to be 
strengthened. Considering Scorpio’s 
enjoyment of the good life and what it 
has to offer, it won’t be surprising if 
Libra’s love of easy living and self- 
indulgence is even more clearly shown. 
If ungoverned, this can obviously have 
an adverse effect on the health. 

In a business career, Scorpio’s influ- 
ence on a Libran personality can be an 
enormous asset: its powerful business 
sense will be more than useful. In 
more domestic circumstances the 
romantic Libran image will become 
sexier; the wardrobe may now contain 
more black, and women may sport a 
deeper décolleté. The sex life should 
improve because it will assume greater 
importance, but Scorpio jealousy may 
appear and should be guarded against. 

A Libran Ascendant progressing into 
Scorpio gives objectivity and a sense of 
purpose, which will help in decision- 
making. Indecisiveness will start to 
take a back seat, countered by the 
Scorpio determination and strength of 
will. Scorpio’s strength will be a posi- 
tive contribution to the personality, 
provided that (as with the progressed 
Sun sign) jealousy and suspicion do 
not become obsessions. 

Emotional satisfaction within a 
career may become more important, 
and so the subject will be less com- 
plaisant about work which offers only 
an income rather than job satisfaction.

he chief characteristic of a Sun sign Scorpio 

is a remarkable reserve of energy. It 1s often 
said that this is the “worst” of the Sun signs. Of 
course, this isn’t true: the sign’s energies are so 
strong they can seem over-powering, even 
inhibiting; the Scorpio can feel driven by them. 
But if they are fully and positively expressed, 
both physically and emotionally, the individual will 
be a big achiever. However, if the energy flow is 


inhibited or uncontrolled it can be disastrous, with typical 
resentfulness, jealousy and broodiness. 


BASIC PERSONALITY 





Jealousy is the worst Scorpio fault, and 
not only in relationships: Scorpios can 
be jealous of colleagues and of other 
people’s possessions. This can, how- 
ever, act as a spur: seeing the progress 
of others, Scorpios may be inspired to 
do equally well or better. 

The Scorpio body area is the geni- 
tals, and this may partly explain the 
sign’s overly sexy reputation. Sun sign 
Scorpios need just as much sexual ful- 
fillment as everyone else and may suf- 
fer more if they don’t achieve it, but 
that certainly doesn’t mean every 
Scorpio is a putative sex-maniac! A 
great many of them express their sex 
drives through sport; the women may 
even devote themselves to becoming 
perfect housewives. The important 
thing is that the drive is properly 
directed and fully extended, and not 
allowed to stagnate and waste. 

Most Scorpios are capable of deep, 
incisive and analytical thought; they 
have a powerful urge to get to the root 
of any problem. They also want to get 
the most out of life, cramming every 
day with work and demanding spare- 
time interests. They may force them- 
selves to extremes of action, and so 
snould try to release their energy as 
evenly as possible. 

Between 1984 and 1995, Pluto, the 
ruling planet of Scorpio, is traveling 
through its own sign. This underlines 
all the most typical characteristics of 
Scorpio, which will be specially strong 
in those born during this period.

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in some way there will be problems, so 
it is Most important in a personal rela- 
tionship that the partner is not cold or 
undemonstrative. Scorpios, over- 
whelmed by the attractions of a possi- 
ble partner, can put all their energy 
into the chase, and persist even when it 
is obvious that the object of their 
affections is unsuitable. Difficulties will 
follow. In the stressful periods of a 
relationship the Scorpio’s tendency to 
be secretive and vindictive (even to the 
point of cruelty) may emerge, but 
other areas of an individual birth chart 
may modify these characteristics. 


Family 

When something is wrong with a 
Scorpio child he or she will become 
extremely quiet, and probably reject 
even favorite food. The sooner young 


Scorpio can be encouraged to talk over 
any problems, the better; the tendency 
to bottle things up can lead to serious 
difficulties in later life, when he or she 
may suffer unnecessarily. All children 
need compelling interests, but young 
Scorpios do so more than most; they 
should be encouraged to take up a 
hobby, preferably one that deeply 
interests them, and will burn up emo- 
tional as well as physical energy. This 
teaches them how to use that energy 
evenly. They will probably enjoy heavy 
team games, water sports or, for the 
more creative types, skating and danc- 
ing. 

Fulfilled Scorpio parents demand 
much of their children — sometimes 
too much. They will be especially 
eager to encourage their children to 
take the path they have followed, and 
become successful in their own night. 
Deeply interested in their children and 
their development, they may go too far 
in their desire to know everything 
about them, and should remember 
that children need privacy, too. The 
intense relationship they desire should 
include fun and humor. Naturally 
rather strict, Scorpio parents must real- 
ize that some children react better to 
less stringent discipline.

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energy and achieving their potential. 
When out of work, Scorpios lack a 
daily outlet for their energy and must 
seek somehow to expend it — even, 
perhaps, in part-time, unpaid work. 
Otherwise, it is all too easy for the 
forces to be negatively used, perhaps 
even in crime. Scorpios need to be 
under pressure ~ they must have some- 
thing against which to test their mus- 
cles, mental or physical. They do well 
in engineering, the mining industry, 
the navy, the wine trade; they are 
natural researchers and detectives. 


Change, leisure and retirement 
Scorpios will probably resist enforced 
change; their natural stubbornness will 
rise to the surface. However, there will 
be times when they feel that change is 
absolutely vital, and then nothing will 
stop them seeking it. Sweeping, drastic 
changes may result, after which they 
will settle happily into a new lifestyle, 
ready to accept new responsibilities. 
Care is needed, of course, that such 
changes are made for the right reasons 
and that valuable experience and hard 
work are not thrown away. 

Sitting about doing nothing not only 
isn’t the average Scorpio’s idea of plea- 
sure, but may even be bad for them.

That may not be easy; there is a ten- 
dency towards self-indulgence in food 
and drink, which often provokes stom- 
ach upsets or constipation. Moderation 
doesn’t come easily to Scorpios but 
they must cultivate it, both in diet and 
exercise, for what starts out as a keen 
interest in sport and exercise can get 
out of hand, causing strain. They must 
not hesitate to slow down when neces- 
sary. The martial arts will interest 
them, not only for the physical aspect, 
but also for their spiritual and esoteric 
qualities. Swimming is very beneficial. 


SCORPIO AS ASCENDANT 


Psychological motivation 

Scorpio’s powerful personality traits 
will color the whole chart when this 
sign rises, and other elements will in 
most cases be subservient. The charac- 
teristics attributed to the Sun sign are 
likely to be deeper and more meaning- 
fully expressed when Scorpio rises. 
There will be a stronger sense of pur- 
pose and need to question every action 
and the tendency to be secretive can 
become an obsession. 
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When Scorpio rises and Leo is on the 
Midheaven, Scorpio’s drive and emo- 
tional resources are enriched by Leo’s 
organizational and leadership powers. 
The combination is formidable, but 
can result in a real need for power and 
a tendency to dominate others for 
good or ill. A source of remarkable 
potential, it can also make the individ- 
ual highly autocratic and sometimes 
even power-mad. 

People with Scorpio rising generally 
feel a strong need to know themselves. 
They don’t care to reveal themselves to 
others but their ability for self-analysis 
is considerable, and they are usually 
capable of seeing their own problems 
clearly and honestly. This introspective 
tendency may result in the feeling that 
they do not like themselves very much; 
they should not discount their positive 


qualities, nor forget that they have the 
ability really to enjoy life. 

In partnership, those with Scorpio 
rising will show their affection in a 
charming and tender way that will be 
very private and not always discernable 
to outsiders. Emotional security will be 
as important as financial security, but 
jealousy is possible and may be exacer- 
bated by possessiveness. If this is 
allowed to take hold, a claustrophobic 
atmosphere may develop which some 
partners will find extremely trying.

Sagittarius, 
also a sign that likes to enjoy life, 
won’t make it any easier for Scorpios 
to watch their diets — especially since 
these people may earn plenty of money 
to spend on expensive meals and other 
indulgences. Weight gain and indiges- 
tion may become problems. 

Sagittarius may persuade the Scorpio 
person to take more risks, both physi- 
cal and financial, than normal, but they 
may find it much easier to study in 
depth. The Scorpio image, usually 
rather sexy and often expressed in dark 
colors, will now become more casual; 
sometimes conventional in outlook, 
the individual may cultivate a more 
relaxed, perhaps sportier look.

BASIC PERSONALITY 


Natural excitement and enthusiasm 
can feed the innate Sagittarian ten- 
dency to take risks, which can become 
real foolhardiness, especially when 
voung.

No matter how much she loves 
her children, their limited conversation 
is not always sufficiently engrossing; 
restlessness is certain if she has no 
means of escape. Ideally, new projects 
should be started as soon after the 
birth of a child as possible. 


Career 
Once again, challenge is essential, and 
boring, repetitive work must be 
avoided if at all possible. Environment 
is also important: small, stuffy offices 
or crowded workshops are equally 
intolerable. Acquiring money is not in 
itself very important; Sagittarians usu- 
ally manage to find it when necessary. 
Hard-earned cash is more likely to be 
spent on study, books and travel than 
on impressive material possessions. A 
spirit of adventure (not always physi- 
cal) is important; work which takes 
these people out of their own environ- 
ment is good for them. Taking short 
cuts to success can lead them into seri- 
ous errors, usually because they 
haven’t attended to enough detail. 
While not resting on their laurels, 
Sagittarians aren’t overweeningly 
ambitious — at least as far as worldly 
progress or status are concerned. 
Meeting intellectual demands, or see- 
ing their own decisions bearing fruit, 
will be much more important; they like 
to see people profiting from their good 
work or influence. Publishing, the law 
and even the church can attract them; 
teaching at university is perhaps even 
more satisfying. There is a traditional 
link between this sign and sport, but 
while some Sun sign Sagittarians make 
the grade professionally, this connec- 
tion should not be overstressed.

Health, diet and exercise 

A love of hearty food and drink means 
that biliousness is highly likely if the 
diet isn’t watched carefully. Although 
Sagittarians need and enjoy exercise 
they can still to put on weight, and 
most Sagittarian women will at some 
time notice an accumulation around 
the hips. The daredevil trait found in 
most Sagittarians suggests that the 
interest in sports may result in slight 
accidents: pulled muscles, for instance, 
are common, especially hamstrings and 
thigh muscles. They must remember 
this particularly as they grow older; 
they will want to exercise just as 
violently at sixty as they did at twenty, 
but this would be unwise. 

Any form of sporting activity is usu- 
ally welcome, but if there is no interest 
whatsoever in sport (which occasion- 
ally happens), they must take sufficient 
exercise in some other way, for they 
will almost certainly be intellectuals 
whose minds need to be relaxed, prob- 
ably with the help of some moderate 
physical fatigue. Similarly, those whose 
work is physically exhausting should 
try to relax through more intellectual 
spare-time pursuits. 


SAGITTARIUS AS ASCENDANT 


Psychological motivation 

The need for challenge, so important 
to a Sun sign Sagittarian, is even 
greater when Sagittarius rises. These 
people have what it takes to exploit 
their potential to the full and, provided 
early encouragement was given, will 





move forward with ever-increasing 
self-confidence, and the great expecta- 
uions with which a positive, optimistic 
outlook endows them will probably 
be accomplished. 

Strongly aware of the world about 
them, a consciously developed depth 
of character — perhaps through a true 
assessment of their own shortcomings 
— will enable these people to achieve 
personal harmony which might other- 
wise be denied by their volatile 
natures. They are objective and eager 
to know more about themselves, and

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unlike some people will not shy away 
from the trail to self-knowledge: in 
fact, it will fascinate them. However, 
they must allow time for thought; their 
downfall can lie in thinking they have 
all the answers, when in fact important 
details are missing through a lack of 
thoroughness. At their most highly 
developed, these people are the 
philosophers of the zodiac, with a 
peerless intellectual capacity. 

A healthy level of friendship and 
intellectual rapport is needed in rela- 
tionships. There is sexual exuberance, 
but a partner who only satisfies their 
sexual needs will very soon bore them. 
Intellectual challenge is also essential; a 
claustrophobic lifestyle will have disas- 
trous psychological effects. The indi- 
vidual may go on eating or drinking 
binges, for instance, or develop 





psychosomatic liver-related illnesses. 
When life offers no challenge, the 
usual optimistic, enthusiastic outlook 
will be clouded, and uncharacteristic 
depression will set in. A change of 
lifestyle and perhaps of scene is proba- 
bly best, but escapism must be avoided 
and physically running away is not a 
long-term solution. A full assessment 
of the problem should be made, 
however tedious this might seem. 


SAGITTARIUS PROGRESSED 
TO CAPRICORN 


Sun sign Sagittarians are unconven- 
tional and usually lack worldly ambi- 
tion, but when the Sun progresses into 
Capricorn they become more conven- 
tional, more traditional and perhaps 
more ambitious. They will notice sta- 
tus symbols, and may even start to buy 
some of them. A young Sagittarian 
may put a relationship on a more for- 
mal footing at this time. The casual 
Sagittarian image, often a hangover 
from student days, may sober up and 
become much neater. For those born 
on the first or second day of the 
Sagittarian Sun sign period, this pro- 
gression will coincide with the first 
Saturn Return (see p.312), so an 
important period of change and 
development is almost inevitable. 

When a Sagittarian Ascendant pro- 
gresses into Capricorn, the wilder areas 
of the psyche will be tamed, with the 
individual becoming more reflective 
and better able to absorb the implica- 
tions of important issues and think 
more seriously about them. Blind 
enthusiasm is less likely, or will be tem- 
pered with caution; inner restlessness 
will be calmed by greater patience. 

If the individual has been much 
involved in sport, exercise or physical 
activity, very great care should be 
taken that joints don’t start to stiffen, 
or arthntis develop. The need to keep 
moving is, of course, paramount. 

Sagittarian ambition, which is mostly 
personal, will be an even stronger 
motive when the Ascendant progresses 
into Capricorn, and it may be made 
more effective by being more clearly 
and narrowly directed. In general, the 
subject will become selective in choos- 
ing those personal priorities which are 
at the top of any list of objectives.

BASIC PERSONALITY 





Both types of Capricorn are conven- 
tional and sometimes even slaves to 
convention; they want always to be 
seen to do “the night thing”. Both 
have a splendidly offbeat sense of 
humor, vividly contrasting with a 
strong tendency to grumble. Both are 
prudent and methodical. Sometimes 
the successful Capricorn achievers suf- 
fer a lack of confidence, while the less 
confident and successful may snap out 
of their negativity and make them- 
selves enjoy life in a remarkably light- 
hearted way. (The influence of 
Mercury may be seen under such cir- 
cumstances: when that planet is in 
Sagittarius, for instance.) 

Onc of the most endearing charac- 
teristics is the dour sense of humor 
already mentioned: even at their most 
scrious and formal, this can suddenly 
crupt. Patience is one of their virtues, 
as is insight, but the less self-confident 
may not believe this and should be 
persuaded to develop the ability and 
rely on it in long-term planning. 
Confident, aspiring Capricorns are 
usually very disciplined, but again lack 
of self-confidence can result in disci- 
pline being thrown to the winds. It is 
not casy to find lovable, tender traits in 
a Sun sign Capricorn. Fortunately, this 
is only one side of the character; other 
elements in the full birth chart will 
without doubt add warmth to this 
apparently rather chilly personality. 


Partnership 

Capricorns abhor starting married life 
in a garret and may postpone cmo- 
tional commitment untl they arc 
firmly established in a career — perhaps 
quite late in life.

choose someone who is a parent fig- 
ure, or at least commands admiration 
and respect. They can also marry for 
money or social status. They have a 
rather low emotional level and may 
find it hard to show their true feelings, 
especially in intimate relationships. 
They should realize this, and accept 
that very often their partners need 
reassurance that they are still loved, 
especially if the Capricorn is much 
involved with a career and time at 
home is at a premium. 


Family 

Capricorn children are very loyal and 
need to express natural pride in their 
parents, who in turn must realize that 
these children are highly conventional, 
and need a secure, structured and dis- 
ciplined background. They also need 





well-reasoned encouragement — one of 
the best reward is extra responsibility 
and pocket money. Their self- 
confidence, sense of fun and especially 
their sheer enjoyment of life need con- 
stant bolstering if they aren’t to grow 
too serious and old before their time. 
It shouldn’t be depressing if the child 
hovers near the bottom of the class as 
long as steady progress is made; sud- 
den leaps towards the top are not 
likely. The sense of ambition should 
always be cultivated and encouraged. 
Capricorn parents are eager for their 
children’s success, but should always 
remember to show their love, affection 
and appreciation openly — not just with 
impressive presents, but also by giving 
the children their time. Ambitious 
Capricorns can be so involved in their 
careers and in making money (albeit 
for the benefit of the family) that they 
have no time to enjoy their home lives, 
and in extreme cases — especially if the 
children went to boarding school — 
they will suddenly find themselves 
sharing a home with adults they don’t 
know very well. The importance of 
moral discipline goes without saying, 
but Capricorn parents can be over- 
strict and heavy-handed, especially 
during the teenage years when chil- 
dren naturally rebel against parental 
control. An unbridgeable generation 
gap must not be allowed to develop. 


Career 

While members of many zodiac signs 
find it hard to cope with responsibility 
because of the loneliness that is often 
involved, self-confident Capricorns 
may welcome the chance to sit in their 
own Offices at their own desks, keeping 
even their closest colleagues at a dis- 
tance. They may of course still have to 
seek and take advice but they can find 
this rather irksome, probably because 
they feel they should know everything, 
and don’t like being reminded other- 
wise. It is, once again, a question of 
self-confidence: they find it distressing 
if anything tends to undermine this. 
Not all Capricorns may be as auto- 
cratic as we suggest, but there is 
almost always an element of autocracy 
somewhere in their character. 

The Capricorn ladder to success 
must be steadily climbed; attempts to 
scale several rungs at once may be dis- 
astrous. On the other hand, the top of

The attitude to money is a careful 
one and ves, that may be a synonym 
for meanness! Early in their careers 
these people will probably subscribe to 
savings schemes, and if they are free 
with their money it will often be spent 
on people who can help them with 
their careers, entertaining them to din- 
ner, perhaps. Although Capricorns are 
found in all walks of life, of course, 
many do particularly well in local 
government, banking and finance, 
estate management, the building 
trades, the dental profession and in 
osteopathy. The self-made business- 
man is often a Capricorn. 


Change, leisure and retirement 

The Capricorn ability for long-term 
planning should mean that periods of 
change will be anticipated. Typically, 
each change should result in positive 
material progress, adding to the indi- 
vidual’s self-confidence and positive 
outlook. Prudent saving and invest- 
ment will ensure a good standard of 
living on retirement. These people 
should have no problems in filling 
their well-earned free time with all the 
activities they have looked forward to 
tackling. An earth sign, Capricorn per- 
suades its denizens into the garden — 
or certainly into the fresh air. But this 
is also a very musical sign, and a liter- 
ary one, so music and books will help 
to fill the days. 


Health, diet and exercise 

Capricorns are on the whole very sen- 
sible about their diets, recognizing the 
drawbacks of self-indulgence, but they 
should perhaps watch their calcium 
levels. Perhaps the most important 
advice one can give them is to keep 
moving, for many spend long hours 
behind a desk and can easily develop 
stiffness in the joints, leading to 
arthritic conditions.

one. This often arises from an inability 
to see themselves clearly, so they 
underestimate their own achievements. 
They must take themselves at others’ 
valuations, accepting compliments 
gracefully and believing them. 

Perhaps surprisingly, once these 
people settle into a permanent rela- 
tionship they become very caring, very 
sensitive to their partners’ needs and 
often their emotions flow more posi- 
tively. These traits will be most notice- 
able to the partner, and even close 
friends may not discern them. A ten- 
dency to worry may increase with their 
natural concern for their partners. 

Problems may cause digestive diffi- 
culties which in extreme circumstances 
will lead to ulcers or skin disorders. To 
avoid this build-up of internal tension 
they need a routine which allows time 


for leisure activites, relaxation and 
some physical exercise. They can be 
too easily depressed, even by minor 
setbacks; pessimism can be a problem. 
Physical activity can be a great antidote 
and music can help to calm and cheer 
them, but above all, they should use 
their inherent rational qualities. They 
should also make room in their lives 
for the spiritual as well as the material. 


CAPRICORN PROGRESSED 
TO AQUARIUS 


When the Sun progresses into 
Aquarius, the Aquarian need for inde- 
pendence joins the Capricorn’s devo- 
tion to going it alone. However, 
Capricorn is the most conventional 
sign and Aquarius the most unconven- 
tional, so the outlook could radically 
change. If the Sun enters Aquarius 
when a young Capricorn is coming to 
terms with his or her personality, this 
will be very beneficial and encourage 
greater freedom of expression. Even 
so, care is obviously necessary, espe- 
cially if the signs change in childhood; 
rebelliousness may then make him or 
her uncharactenistically difficult. 

There is often scientific and mathe- 
matical potential, in which case these 
talents could develop in an interesting 
and original way when the Sun enters 
Aquarius and so should be encour- 
aged, since they could eventually lead 
to a successful career or at least a 
rewarding spare-time interest. The 
influence of Aquarius will modify the 
conventional Capricorn image into a 
liking for very trendy or antique 
clothes, adding a dash of welcome bril- 
liance to the Capricorn outlook. A ten- 
dency to unpredictable and stubborn 
behaviour will sometimes arise. 

When a Capricorn Ascendant 
becomes Aquarian, the psychological 
outlook will be freer and less conven- 
tional. More extrovert qualities will 
appear, the subject will become more 
objective and optimistic, and perhaps 
minor matters which once seemed very 
important will now assume their true 
perspective.

Basic PERSONALITY 





Aquarians have an original, idealistic 
streak and the more positively this is 
shown, the more fulfilled they will be. 
However, this originality must not 
become too idiosyncratic or perverse 
as others can then be at best embar- 
rassed and at worst seriously annoyed. 

Aquarius is an air sign, and its inhab- 
itants need air, both physically and 
metaphorically. They must realize how 
very stubborn they can be and should 
try to counter the tendency. When 
young, they are usually leaders of their 
generation, but sometimes they con- 
tinue to cling to youthful opinions, so 
that what was once a splendidly for- 
ward-looking nature becomes ultra- 
conservative. Again, awareness of the 
problem will go far to counter it. 

Positive and optimistic even when 
life gets difficult, Aquarians rarely lose 
hope, and their natural humanity 
always reminds them that many others 
are less fortunate (in every sense) than 
themselves. Their chief fault is usually 
unpredictability, but their indepen- 
dence can also make them very 
remote, causing emotional problems. 
Partners and friends may be justified in 
suspecting that sometimes Aquarians 
act out of sheer perversity.

Of all the Sun signs, Aquarians can 
find it most difficult to settle into and 
sustain a close emotional relationship.

enter into a relationship until they are 
so set in their ways that it all seems 
impossible, so remain permanently 
single. Even so, there is a strongly 
romantic streak in many Aquarians, 
who like the glamor of romance, and 
once committed are — like their 
Capricorn cousins — very loyal. The 
placing of Venus will color this aspect 
of an Aquarian’s life, and may modify 
the attitude considerably. 


Family 

Aquarian originality and the need to 
be different will soon emerge in chil- 
dren of this sign, who on the whole 
will be happy and positive, with a great 
desire to do their own thing.

Bear in mind they will truly need to be 
unconventional, so a school devoted to 
rigid discipline, with very strong or 
obsessive academic aims, may not be 
suitable. They are rational, however, 
and always listen to reason. This will 
be a distinct asset in later life. 

Aquarian children are naturally 
friendly, but alas this means they may 
be overtrusting and too ready to wan- 
der off with passing strangers who take 
advantage of that friendliness. It must 
be very firmly impressed on them from 
an early age not to do this. It is partic- 
ularly good for young Aquarians to 
become involved in charity work; it 
will help them develop their strong 
humanitarianism which is likely to be 
one of their strongest and most posi- 
tive traits. Creative and scientific flair 
should be eagerly encouraged when 
and if it develops. These children often 
have an interesting sense of drama, but 
it can be exaggerated. 

Aquarian parents can have a very | 
individual attitude to the education of 
children. They must remember that a 
child may be more conventional than 
the parents, and it is a mistake to force 
him or her into a particular mould just 
because they wish it. Security and dis- 
cipline may be really important to a :

Change, Icisure and retirement 
Aquarians are often quite seriously dis- 
turbed if they are kept waiting for final 
decisions, or feel some change hover- 
ing over them without knowing pre- 
ciscly when it will happen. A sudden 
decision (whether their own or some- 
one else’s) is not nearly as difficult for 
them. Their quick reactions may even 
make them sweep out of a well- 
established job given enough provoca- 
tion. They should try not to let the 
prospect of retirement make them mis- 
erable for ten vears before the event, 
instead gradually building up new 
areas of interest which can fill more of 
their lives when the time comes. If 
their work has been dull, uninteresting 
or too conventional, they should surely 
look forward to being able to express 
fully their originality and creative or 
scientific flair. They should give special 
thought to any necessary adjustments 
they may have to make, perhaps think- 
ing of ways in which spare-time work 
can bolster their retirement income. 


Health, diet and exercise 

The circulation can be vulnerable. 
Aquarians are often at their best in 
cold weather and, like Capricorns, usu- 
ally enjoy it, but they should keep 
warm, wearing light but windproof 
clothes which won’t restrict their 
movements. Regular exercise should 
be creative rather than dull or repeti- 
tive. Like all air signs, Aquarians thrive 
best on a light, nourishing diet. The 
ankles are ruled by this sign and can be 
vulnerable; exercises to strengthen 
them, perhaps shoes with good ankle 
support, are desirable, especially if 
skiing or winter sports are enjoyed. 


AQUARIUS AS ASCENDANT 


Psychological motivation 

As with Sun Aquarians, the need for 
independence is very great and the 
personality may seem to be distant; it 


is difficult to feel close to the enig- 
matic person with Aquarius rising. The 
difference between independence and 
isolation must be recognized: no man 
is an island. Psychological wholeness is 
likely to come through awareness that 
their best qualities are shown through 
kindness towards and appreciation of 
other people. When these are recipro- 
cated, they should not push them away 
or put up barriers, but accept them. 
Eager for self-knowledge, they are very 
stubborn and may resist the realization 
that they should change, even when 
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they accept it intellectually. Pigheaded- 
ness and vanity do not become them. 
The problems of sacrificing indepen- 
dence for a permanent relationship are 
never far away. The ideal partner may 
be one willing to take a back seat and 
play a purely supportive role. They will 
certainly need to be proud of their 
partners, and to see some very special 
qualities in them (partly because they 
think these reflect their own qualities?) 
They are normally very generous, but 
an underlying need to be boss can be 
hard to live with, and inflexibility can 
cause extra problems, so it 1s vital that 
these people learn to compromise. 
Every meaningful relationship to some 
extent involves sacrifice, and if they 
feel unable to modify their own needs 
to take account of their partner’s, they 
should think twice before embarking 


on the relationship; do they really want 
a partner, or just a partnership? 
Aquarians who grow too inward- 
looking can become hypochondriacs. 
However, perversity could drive them 
in the other direction, so that they 
ignore their symptoms; they can also 
be attracted to the latest fashionable 
health cure. As the circulation is 
Aquarius-ruled, and the heart is the 
Leo organ (Leo 1s the polar sign), the 
latter should be kept healthy through 
regular exercise. Psychological prob- 
lems or even simple worry may cause 
otherwise inexplicable back pain. 


AQUARIUS PROGRESSED TO PISCES 


When the Sun progresses into Pisces, 
Aquarians feel confused because their 
emotions flow more easily and are 
more openly shown. They will also rely 
rather more on intuition. There is a 
great contrast between the warm, 
emotional approach typical of the 
Piscean and the much cooler, distant, 
logical Aquarian. It’s not surprising 
that Aquarians feel the ground shaking 
under their feet when the Piscean qual- 
ities begin to make themselves felt. 
Don’t forget that the temperamental 
changes will be gradual, nor that they 
will be of considerable advantage. The 
trendy and slightly eccentric Aquarian 
image may also be softened, and the 
romantic element, often buried, will 
now appear, especially in the clothes 
which may be softer and more delicate. 
In the northern hemisphere, 
Aquarius and Pisces rise fairly quickly, 
so even if an early degree of Aquarius 
is rising at birth, the subject may be 
quite young when the Ascendant pro- 
gresses into Pisces. Parents should look 
out for subtle personality changes and 
ensure that these are positively 
expressed and contribute to the psy- 
chological development. The Aquarian 
openness and frankness may be 
clouded by a rather secretive tendency. 
If, for instance, the change takes place 
when the child is very young, such an 
event as the birth of a younger sibling 
could result in the negative side of 
Pisces provoking deception, worry and 
confusion. The increased sensitivity of 
Pisces will, however, greatly soften 
anyone with Aquarius rising, making 
them more personally sympathetic.

| make Pisceans the best sort of friends. They are 
friendly, charitable and self-sacrificing, but their 
willingness to help others has a drawback in that 
they too often make it an excuse for failing to 
exploit their own high potential; they are so busy 


using, their energy on behalf of their family and friends that they 


have little left for their own affairs. 


BASIC PERSONALITY 


It is often very difficult for Pisceans to 
learn to face reality; stronger, caring 
people should encourage them to do 
so at every opportunity. The belief that 
“whatever will be, will be” can become 
a veritable trap for them, in the worst 
cases resulting in complete inaction. 
Taking the line of least resistance, and 
deceiving themselves because they 
don’t want to face up to harsh reality, 
are major faults. 

The colorful Piscean imagination, 
creatively and positively expressed, is 
an enormous asset, but Pisceans must 
learn not to allow their imaginations to 
work negatively, magnifying small 
problems into major ones. The nega- 
tive Piscean characteristics will then 
take over. If they channel their imagi- 
nations creatively, finding a specific 
outlet for them (perhaps in some form 
of art or craft), they can achieve results 
which will surprise themselves. 
Traditionally, Pisces is known as the 
poet of the zodiac, but take this in the 
broadest sense — it applies to the 
creative use of the imagination in any 
area of life. 

The refusal to face reality can emerge 
in an inability to see things as they 
really are. This kind of self-deception 
can be a really dangerous fault, per- 
suading Pisceans to lie because (they 
tell themselves) the truth will hurt 
those they love. On the contrary, of 
course, they are usually only making 
matters worse. Sun sign Pisceans 
should strive to develop minds of their 
own, thus avoiding evasion and indeci- 
sion whenever major decisions must be 
made. The position of Mercury (which 
rules the mind) in the complete birth 
chart must be carefully studied.

Partnership 

Piscean emotion is readily poured into 
an emotional partnership, and loved 
ones may even be overwhelmed with 
affection. Provided their emotions are 
kept under control, Pisceans can bring 
something very special to a partnership 
but their feelings are always very close 
to the surface, and surprisingly trivial 
matters can sometimes trigger a scene. 
Romantic and sentimental, when they 
fall in love Pisceans wear permanent 
rose-coloured spectacles; they will only 
dispense with them as the result of bit- 
ter experience, when the partner’s 
faults are ruthlessly exposed. A clear 
view of reality, however, usually 
enables them to build the relationship 
on firmer foundations. Not overly pas- 
sionate, their romantic view of sex can 
be tenderly and handsomely expressed. 


Family 
It is vital that the parents of a Piscean 
child train him or her to be honest and 
straightforward. This may not be easy, 
but the tendency to embroider the 
truth with plenty of imaginative colour 
can mean the less desirable Piscean 
traits do serious damage. Any interest 
which fires the imagination positively 
should be encouraged and praised 
from an early age. This may also be 
difficult — Pisceans always know some- 
one who can do things better than 
them. It is no use denying this; but 
point out that some children will do 
things less well. Their confidence must 
be bolstered at all times and their pow- 
ers of concentration must also be 
sharpened if dreaminess is not to hin- 
der progress. Any scientific flair should 
certainly be encouraged; science is 
potentially a good field for them to 
work in, provided other areas of the 
chart show the necessary meticulous 
concern for detail can be added to 
their own imagination and inspiration. 
Piscean parents are eager to encour- 
age their children but they can be too 
easygoing with them; parental vague- 
ness can be even more infuriating to a 
child than overstrictness. They put 
their children first, wanting them to 
develop their potential to the fullest. 


Career 
Ideally, a Piscean’s career should bring 
out the talent for caring which is one 
of the sign’s strongest attributes, so 
they are admirably suited to work in 
the caring professions. They are not 
very good at organization and usually 
work selflessly in the background, vet 
they are often excellent and successful 
actors. This is because, on stage, they 
can conceal their own personalities 
behind those of their characters. 
Being so aware of the suffering of 
others they can make exceptional 
counselors, and a true sense of voca- 
tion often takes them into religious 
orders. But glamor attracts too — they 
love designing and making beautiful 
clothes. This is one of the dual signs of 
the zodiac, so Pisceans often have two 
jobs at the same time — with a spare- 
time occupation which (if they have 
help with the organization) can be suc- 
cessful and remunerative. Variety and 
flexibility are needed; strict routines 
and time-keeping are tricky for them.

Faced by change, Pisceans can all too 
easily work themselves up into a con- 
fused and apprehensive state. Not only 
will their imaginations work overtime, 
but their lack of real organizational tal- 
ent can prevent them seeing clearly 
what must be done to cope with the 
new situation, whether emotonally or 
physically. Pisceans who enter retire- 
ment with a special interest will find 
the extra time available a sheer delight, 
but if there is no such interest, a desert 
of unoccupied time can disorientate 
them, and enforced retirement can age 
them all too rapidly. They should find 
a hobby with which to fill their hours; 
work in the community or local charity 
work are obvious antidotes. 


Health, diet and exercise 

Pisceans easily pick up vibrations in the 
atmosphere around them so can be 
physically affected by such things as an 
unkind word, world disasters, rows or 
even depressing weather. This sensitiv- 
ity can very easily disturb the Piscean 
constitution, upsetting their stomachs 
or causing headaches. Being aware of 
this may not stop the problem, but at 
least it will set their minds at rest 
whenever they are laid low by what are 
really emouonally-based ailments. 

This sensitivity to atmosphere also 
means they can comfort themselves by 
eating or drinking too much, and they 
are particularly susceptible to nicotine. 
It is another aspect of the Piscean ten- 
dency to find the easy way out of a sit- 
uation or even an emotion. This can 
even apply to simple medical remedies: 
they will reach for the aspirin bottle at 
the least provocation but should be 
very careful, for they often react badly 
even to medically prescribed drugs. 
(Many Pisceans, however, regard drugs 
with deep suspicion and are much hap- 
pier with complementary medicine. 
Provided they don’t rely on it 
obsessively, it is much safer for them.) 





Sometimes practical help can alleviate 
the suffering which has provoked their 
sympathy in the first place, and this is 
an obvious way of avoiding difficulties. 
They must be rational, however, and 
try not to get too anxious over prob- 
lems for which there is no solution. 
The religious Piscean will take refuge 
and comfort in prayer; spiritual com- 
fort can also often be found in the 
inspirational aspects of some forms of 
exercise, such as yoga. Gentle, rhyth- 
mical exercise is good for Pisceans,

physically. Finding comfortable shoes 
can be a problem (Pisces rules the 
feet); going without shoes is fine, but 
care should be taken out-of-doors. 


PISCES AS ASCENDANT 


Psychological motivation 

When Pisces rises, the people con- 
cerned can become so much a part of 
their surroundings that they almost 
vanish. Others may take them for 
granted and even deny them proper 
recognition. But without their help, a 
considerable gap will appear, for the 
work they do is usually of real value. 
They must not undervalue them- 
selves, but recognize their own worth 
and value to the community. It would 
be a mistake, however, for someone 


with Pisces nsing to try to see himself 
as an unfulfilled Rambo and decide to 
be a world leader (even in a local con- 
text). Pisceans should be very careful 
before accepting any leadership role, 
for they are really at their best working 
— very valuably — in the background. 

It is valid to ask whether Sun 
Pisceans really want to know them- 
selves, but when the sign is rising such 
doubts are even stronger. It often 
seems that they invent a persona and 
devote all their considerable imagina- 
tive powers to fitting themselves into 
it, rather than really trying to discover 
what truly makes them tick. This is not 
necessarily disastrous, especially as they 
do it with such conviction; but if they 
really achieve self-knowledge, it gives 
them a sense of self-confidence and 
power which will be of more benefit to 
them than to any other zodiac type. 
They must also beware of being too 
critical of their partners, as this can 
sometimes, unfortunately, be destruc- 
tive. The tendency to hypochondnia is 
considerably increased. 


PISCES PROGRESSED TO ARIES 


When the Sun moves from Pisces into 
Aries the physical energy level will 
increase, and it will be easier to be 
assertive and accept challenge. For 
instance, sensitive, creative Pisceans 
will find it less difficult to show their 
work to people who may appreciate it. 
The Piscean image may become 
smarter, with a sudden liking for well- 
cut blazers, pleated skirts and bright 
wool sweaters. The pace of life could 
speed up, and there might be a ten- 
dency to accidents. More seriously, a 
hint of Arian selfishness may show 
itself — about which the caring, sensi- 
tive Piscean will feel guilty. The devel- 
opment of what is usually considerable 
Piscean potential, so often under- 
estimated, is perhaps the best thing 
that can occur. 

When the Ascendant progresses into 
Aries (usually early in life) the subject 
will make strides in personal develop- 
ment and psychological problems may 
be resolved. The way ahead will be 
clearer. A sense of ambition will also 
appear, the sex drive will be more posi- 
tive and there will be added fire in the 
Piscean emotion and talent.

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Interpreting the Birth Chart 


aving learned how to calculate birth and 
H progressed charts (see pp.42-7 and 60-72), 
now is the time to move on to the fascinating 
business of learning how to interpret them. First it 
is necessary to come to grips with the birth chart. 
. No doubt you have already looked up elements of 
vour birth chart — your Ascendant characteristics, 





Most astrologers start their journey 
into interpretation by working on their 
own charts, then those of their part- 
ners, children and friends. However, it 
is very difficult indeed to be objective 
and impartial about oneself, one’s 
partners and one’s children. As we 
have already suggested, you will get far 
more out of this book, and far further 
along the road to becoming a truly 
competent astrologer, if you work with 
a friend. If you are doing this already, 
and studying the calculation process 
together, you will probably have 
resolved problems which might have 
been rather more difficult if you were 
working alone. Now you should work 
on your friend’s chart and they on 
yours, before moving on to the charts 
of each other’s partner and children. 

There is something else to be gained 
from this process; you will at once 
begin to feel what it is like to work 
with, and indeed for, other people — 
and this will help you to avoid becom- 
ing introspective, which is a real 
danger with student, and indeed some 
advanced, astrologers. 


Surprising characteristics 

As you work systematically through 
the indications, a characteristic may 
crop up again and again, in different 
areas of the chart, which you cannot 
believe applies to your subject. It just 
seems wrong. The chances are that 
when you question your subject, they 
will accept that characteristic as accu- 
rate (maybe reluctantly!), so don’t 
ignore such an indication. (This is 
another reason why it is as well not to 
get bogged down in a study of your 
own chart - if an unpleasant character- 
istic is suggested, you may ignore it 
rather than discover how to counter it!) 


those of your Moon sign and perhaps a few house 
placings and aspects. But this is not the way to learn 
how to interpret properly, which will require a much 
more systematic approach. 
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Just like a work of architecture, it will take 
time to build your interpretation. 


Interpretations are built; like an 
architect, you have to apply basic rules 
of construction. There are plans (the 
charts). There are walls and floors (the 
Sun, Moon and rising signs). There are 
windows to let in the light, and but- 
tresses (helpful planets). There are dark 
passages (difficult planets). Most im- 
portant, there are stresses and strains, 
revealed by the difficult aspects; and 
supports, represented by constructive 
aspects. And we must not forget the 
foundations, as shown by the anchor- 
ages — of which there are many. 

Your first interpretations will be 
small constructions — like a simple 
shed. It will take time to build a cathe- 
dral or palace, but with patience and 
care, you will eventually do so. 


BEGINNING YOUR 
INTERPRETATION | 


KEYWORDS 

Interpretation is built up in several 
stages. A convenient and helpful start 
is to Jearn a system of basic keywords. 
These give you a short, instant appre- 
ciation of the influence of every planet 
in each of the signs and houses. In 
their respective sections you will find 
the keywords for each house (see 
pp.38-41), Sun sign (see pp.80-127) 
and planet (see pp.30-1), which you 
should always use in the following way. 


How to use the keywords 

Make a list of the following: 

a. The Ascendant sign (this always 
relates to the first house). 

b. The Sun’s sign and house position. 
c. The Moon’s sign and house 
position. 

d. The ruling planet’s sign and house 
position. 

e. List all the other planets in the 
same way: 1.c. Mercury, Venus, Mars, 
Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus, Neptune, 
Pluto. One of these, or the Sun or 
Moon, will be the ruling planet. 


Writing keyword interpretations 
Now refer to the keywords for each 
planet, house and sign, and construct 
simple sentences using them. For 
example, Sun in Cancer in the seventh 
house: “You will express yourself (Sun) 
very protectively and sensitively (Can- 
cer) towards your partners (seventh 
house)”; or Mercury in Scorpio in the 
fifth house: “Your need to communi- 
cate (Mercury) will be intensively and 
passionately (Scorpio) expressed 
through creative work or the concerns 
and interests of children (fifth house)”. 

When you are writing a keyword 
interpretation of the Midheaven sign 
remember that the positive keywords 
indicate the area of life with which the 
subject will most strongly identify. For 
example, to someone with a Libran 
Midheaven you could say: “You will 
identify with all that is harmonious”’. 
Such statements are, of course, very 
bland and general, and a long way 
from any in-depth interpretation, but 
you will find them fun, and they are 
revealing. List them carefully, since 
they will have to be used again, later 
on in your interpretation.

THE ELEMENTS OR QUALITIES 
The next step is to list how many 
planets there are in fire, earth, air and 
water signs (see p.33), and the relative 
elements of the Ascendant and 
| Midheaven. These add a further basic 
| keyword interpretation level. If there is 
a preponderance of one element, it will 
add another dimension to your 
subject’s personality. 


The keywords for the elements are: 

@ Fire — enthusiasm. 

@ Earth — stability and practicality. 
@ Air -— intellectuality. 

@ Water — sensitivity and intuition. 


In many cases the planets are fairly 
evenly distributed among the ele- 
ments, but one element often emerges 
as a leader, and this will add another 
dimension to your interpretation. For 
instance, perhaps you will find several 
indications elsewhere in the chart that 
your subject is enthusiastic: a number 
of planets in fire signs will definitely

SOME GOLDEN RULES 





@ Don’t throw yourself in at the deep 
end and start working at once on a great 
many charts. Because astrology is such a 
fascinating subject, you will be sorely 
tempted, in your initial enthusiasm, to 
do this. It is far, far better to work in as 
much depth as possible on each chart, 
rather than darting from one to the next. 
It is essential that you get as much as 
you possibly can out of each birth chart 
before moving on to the next. 


@ Check and recheck your calculations, 
then check. your friend’s while he or she 
checks yours — independently of each 
other. You have probably done this 
already, but a further check won’t do 
any harm. If the chart is wrong, the 
interpretation will also be wrong. Look 
again at the position of the Sun in the 
chart. Is it roughly where it should be 
according to the birth time? If not, go 
back to square one, and recalculate. 


@ The very best way to learn to inter- 
pret is to write your interpretation. 
Many students dislike doing this, but 
don’t worry if you feel you have no 
talent for writing and can’t spell or 
construct an elegant sentence. It is very 
important indeed, if you are to make 


support this. Or perhaps you will 
discover that your subject is very 
sensible and down-to-earth: planets in 
earth signs will suppport this inclina- 
tion. However, sometimes the planets’ 
positions and aspects reveal someone 
who is not terribly sensible — perhaps a 
bit of a dreamer. Here a couple of 
planets in earth signs will help counter 
this tendency and give stability. 


THE QUALITIES OR 
QUADRUPLICITIES 
The same approach to interpretation 
applies here. 


The keywords for the qualities are: 
@ Cardinal - outgoing. 

@ Fixed — inflexible. 

@ Mutable - adaptable. 


We feel that this grouping is often 
rather less revealing than the elements. 
Try not to allow the strong characteris- 
tics they suggest overinfluence you in 
your interpretation. 


progress, to start by getting your con- 
clusions down on paper, where you can 
see and evaluate them, balance them 
and get them in the proper order of 
importance. Rough notes will not do. 
You will find that your first effort will be 
very short indeed. As your ability for 
basic interpretation grows, what you get 
out of each element also grows. Soon 
you will find, for instance, that you can 
use the same aspect in more than one 
area of interpretation. Eventually you 
may go through a stage of writing a 
great deal about each chart. This will 
pass, and when it does you will have 
moved into a more knowledgeable 
phase when you can be more concise. 


@ A great many professional astrologers 
do not write reports for their clients, 
preferring to record them on tape or 
merely in conversation. Writing reports 
is time-consuming and many profession- 
als do not find it economically viable. 
But it is really the only way to learn the 
art of interpretation — and actually, it is 
fun as well as being challenging. Aim to 
write at least 20 basic birth chart analy- 
ses, as fully as possible, before you can 
feel you are really on your way to being 
a serious student! 





POSITIVE AND NEGATIVE SIGNS 

The next stage in interpretation is 
to work out whether planets, the Asc- 
endant and Midheaven are in positive 
or negative signs. This grouping will 
suggest, even if rather tentatively, that 
your subject will veer towards extro- 
version (the positive signs) or intro- 
version (the negative signs). But be 
careful not to base your conclusions 
about your subject on this evidence 
alone: you will find that the in-depth 
interpretation will be far more reveal- 
ing. Again, it is more sensible to treat 
this grouping as a supportive factor. 


THE STRENGTHS 

OF THE PLANETS 
Now is the time in your interpretation 
to study the chart which shows ruler- 
ships of the signs (see p.35). Make a 
point of noting which planets shine 
most brightly in the chart you are 
interpreting — these are the personal- 
ized planets — and keep them in mind 
all the time you are working. 


@ When you have written your inter- 
pretation, pass it over to your friend and 
let him study it for a while. Then go 
through it with him, discussing each 
statement and your reason for making it. 
In this way you can test just how 
accurate you are, whether you have 
over- or underinterpreted some of the | 
indications or, hopefully, succeeded in 

assessing them correctly. 


@ You will be very keen to talk to your 

subjects about their charts — to give con- . 
sultations, in fact. This is, of course, an 

important and necessary aim, but it is 

equally important to ease yourself grad- 

ually into the role. We will be giving a 

great deal of advice on approaches to 

various problems later. At this stage it is . 
best to confine yourself to talking to | 
people who are not under any particular 

strain, but just want to know about their 

basic characteristics and the way they 

tick. This is no short cut, however. You 

should prepare yourself for such a 

session just as carefully as if you were 

about to deal with a really taxing human 

problem. And do not think that merely 

chatting about a birth chart is any sub- . 
stitute for written work. Do persevere 

with this side of things. | 
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More Pornts TO REMEMBER 
A birth chart will reveal certain 
aspects of the subject’s: 
@ Motivation. 
@ Potential. 
@ Energy level — physical, emotional 
and nervous. 
@ Response — to all situations. 


As you make your notes on the chart 
you will soon see which areas are 
emphasized by which planets’ positions 
and their aspects. It is very easy, when 
one is learning to interpret, to group 
the characteristics of the Ascendant, 
Sun and Moon signs together. How- 
ever, we are a combination not only of 


THE DECANATES 


This theory divides each 30° sign of 
the zodiac into three segments of 
10°, and relates to the triplicities. Each 
“decanate” is ruled by a sign of its own 
tniplicity, so that the decanates of all 
the fire signs relate to each other, as do 
those of earth, air and water signs. The 
first decanate of a sign is ruled by its 
own sign, the second by the next sign 
of the same triplicity, and the third by 
the third sign of the same triplicity. 
Although you should be aware of 
this theory, it is not especially relevant, 
apart from when it concerns the char- 
acteristics of the Sun and the Ascen- 
dant sign. Those born during the first 
10 days of the period of the Sun sign 
seem to have its traits more powerfully 


these three, but of all twelve signs. 
Think about these three signs in their 
very distinct ways, right from the start. 


The Ascendant 
The Ascendant represents our real self 
— known to family and close friends. 


The Sun 

The Sun represents the face we present 
to the world — our image. We express 
ourselves in the manner of the Sun. 


The Moon 

The Moon represents the way in which 
we react and respond to situations, and 
our instinctive level. 


pronounced than those born after that 
same period. A similar theme seems to 
emerge where the Ascendant is con- 
cerned. We do not think that the nwo 
later decanates are much influenced by 
the other two signs of their triplicities. 


CHALLENGE 


See if people you know support this 
theory. If, for instance, they are Taure- 
ans born within the first 10 days of the 
Taurus Sun sign period, do they look 
like Taureans, perhaps having low curls 
on their foreheads? Or if their Ascen- 
dant degree is within those first 10 
degrees, are they powerfully motivated 
in the manner of their Ascendant? 











You may meet astrologers who believe 
that the Ascendant represents our out- 
ward expression, and the Sun sign 
characteristics are only revealed to our 
intimates. We totally disagree! This 
may have been the case in the past, but 
since Sun sign astrology became 
popular in the late 1920s, most people 
today have at least some basic knowl- 
edge of their Sun sign characteristics 
and tend, whether consciously or 
unconciously, to match their behavior 
to them, especially in their choice of 
clothes and general image. 


Recognizing Sun sign traits 

You can check this theory: talk to your 
friend about a mutual acquaintance on 
whose chart you have worked, alone. 
Mention some of the subject’s Ascen- 
dant characteristics, and some of their 
Sun sign characteristics. Unless the 
subject is intimately known to your 
friend, you may find that they will only 
totally recognize those traits that are 
attributed to the Sun sign. 


The houses 

Don’t forget that a planet in the first 
house is a strong focal point; remem- 
ber, too, that if it is within 8° (or 10° 
at most) of the Ascendant degree it 
also makes a powerful conjunction to 
the Ascendant. You should study the 
relevant planet in that sign with 
particular care. 

Do not be confused by those houses 
in a chart with no planets placed in 
them. This doesn’t necessarily mean 
that there is little or no concern or 
interest in the affairs of that “empty” 
house. Look to the sign on the cusp of 
the house (that is, the sign where the 
house starts) and the planet that rules 
that sign. From this you will be able to 
get some idea of your subject’s atti- 
tude to the affairs of untenanted 
houses. You may then discover that 
there will be other emphases of a 
similar nature relating to the concerns 
of these houses, revealed quite inde- 
pendently by aspects. 


Contradictory indications 

As you work your way through each 
element of the chart and begin to 
construct your analysis, you may well 
find contradictory indications emerg- 
ing. If so, consider which group of 
indications is the stronger — decide 





THE SEVEN CHART TYPES 





There are seven types of chart, relating to 
the way in which the planets are distributed 
through the signs and houses, and therefore 
around the birth chart circle. The best- 
known system of categorizing them was 





devised by the American astrologer, Marc 
Edmund Jones. We describe it because it 
has considerable relevance, even if the basic 
interpretations used in isolation are not 
always totally accurate. When they are 
supported by certain prominent signs, 
however, they spring into sharp focus, and 
their accuracy is much enhanced. 


THe BUNDLE 

Here the planets are very 
close together. Subjects 
will do well as specialists, 
finding variety within the 
confines of that subject. 
Particularly associated with 
Cancer, perhaps Capricorn. 


THE BUCKET 

Nine planets are in one half 
of the chart; the tenth is the 
bucket’s handle, making an 
anchorage. Usually achieve- 
ment is more important than 
the end product. Associated 
with Sagittarius. 


THE LOCOMOTIVE 

Jones relates this type to the 
locomotive’s driving wheel. 
Subjects will have a fund of 
energy at their disposal as and 
when it is required. Particu- 
larly associated with Aries, 
sometimes Leo. 


THE SEE-SAW 

The planets are in two 
groups on opposite sides of 
the chart. Subjects weigh up 
every possibility before 
coming to decisions. 
Particularly associated with 
Libra, often Pisces. 


THE SPLASH 

The planets are distributed 
throughout the signs. 
Subjects will have varied 
interests, but may be 
superficial and inconsistent. 
Particularly relevant to 
Gemini, perhaps Sagittarius. 


THE Bow. 

Bowl subjects are self- 
contained and scoop up 
experience. The houses in 
which the planets are 
tenanted will be especially 
relevant. Associated with 
Virgo and Scorpio. 


THE SpLay 

The planets are spread all 
over the chart, but in very 
uneven groups. These 
subjects are individualists, 
disliking routine or 
discipline. Associated with 
Aquarius, sometimes Pisces. 





whether personal planets influence one 
of the characteristics. If this is the case, 
there is a good chance that this trait 
will dominate. But if the contrasting 
indications are both supported by 
personal planets, remember that no 
one is the single person he or she may 
appear to be. We are all several people: 
we react differently to different people, 
in different ways and in different 
situations. At work we may be one sort 


of person; we may be quite another at 
home with our loved ones. Do not be 


afraid of these contradictions. Be bold. 


You may be accused of being vague 
and inconclusive, but people are 
complex. Remember the words of the 
US poet, Walt Whitman: 


“Do I contradict myself? 
Very well then I contradict myself 
(I am large, I contain multitudes).” 
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CONSTRUCTING 
Your ANALYSIS 





You are now ready to begin to con- 
struct your analysis. First, make your 
index chart (see p.134), to assist you 
when you begin to write your analysis. 
Now look up each element of your 
subject’s birth chart, to see what all the 
individual indications actually mean. 
This is the order you should follow: 


1. Type of chart (i.e. bucket, etc). 


2. The dominating triplicity (there 
may be two). 


3. The dominating quality (there 
may be two). 


4. Planets in positive and negative 
signs (there are usually more in one 
than the other), including Ascendant. 


5. The characteristics of the 
Ascendant sign. 


6. Ifthere is a planet conjunct the 
Ascendant from the first or twelfth 
house consider this next, its house 
position influence and the aspects it 
makes. This placing will definitely 
color the personality and the charac- 
teristics of the Ascendant sign, acting 
as a kind of overlaying influence. 


7. The Sun sign, its house position 
and aspects. 


8. The Moon sign, its house position 
and aspects. 


9. The ruling planet, its sign, house 
position and aspects. (You may have 
already listed some of the latter if the 
Sun or Moon makes aspects to it: such 
aspects will be very important.) 


10. The influence of the sign on the 
Midheaven and its house position. (If 
you use the Placidus house system, this 
will always be the tenth house cusp, 
but it can vary considerably with the 
Equal House system.) Here you 
should also list any planet making a 
conjunction to the Midheaven. 


11. The Mercury sign, its house 
position and aspects. 
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12. The Venus sign, its house position 
and aspects. 


13. The Mars sign, its house posiuon 
and aspects. 


14. The Jupiter sign, its house posi- 
tion and aspects. 


15. The Saturn sign, its house position 
and aspects. 


16. The Uranus sign, its house posi- 
tion and aspects. 


17. The Neptune sign, its house 
position and aspects. 


18. The Pluto sign, its house position 
and aspects. (These will only be to the 
Ascendant and Midheaven, of course, 
since all other aspects to Pluto will 
already have been listed.) 


Now look again to see what type of 
chart you are working on. As this is 
your first note, and will be written on 
page one of your notes (which will 
make quite a bundle by the time you 
reach Pluto!) take your index chart and 
write the number “1” in the narrow 





margin and “1” under the wider 
margin (not forgetting of course also 
to put a “1” on your written notes, 
and at the top of your first sheet of 
paper). What you discover about the 
chart type may relate to psychological 
motivation or characteristics. 

Next look up the influence of the 
triplicities. This will be your second 
note, but (unless you have written 
reams about the type of chart or have 
very large handwniting), it will still be 
on page one of your notes. Again what 
you discover will probably come under 
the psychological /characteristics 
heading. Do the same for the qualities 
and the positive and negative signs. 


The basic interpretation 

Soon you will be referring to the main 
body of basic interpretation. First, 
follow through the interpretations of 
the Ascendant, then work through the 
others as listed above. You should not 
expect to rewrite everything you 
discover there, of course, but do make 
reasonably detailed notes. The way the 
book is arranged will help-vou to be 
careful and systematic; we teach you 
from the start to consider every planet, 
its sign and house position and, most 


important, the influence of the aspects 
in turn. (While working on the birth 
chart do not include the influence of 
the progressed planets’ positions and 
aspects in your interpretation. These 
interpretations come later.) 

By the time you have done all this 
you will have everything you need to 
construct your analysis. While making 
your notes don’t hesitate to add your 
own thoughts about what you are 
discovering: “Possibly”, “Wouldn’t 
have thought so”, “Spot on”, “Can’t 
be true”, and so on. Some elements of 
the chart will refer to more than one 
section; if this is the case, list them in 
your index under each heading, 
duplicating or even triplicating infor- 
mation wherever necessary. 


Assembling the information 

Now you must put all these individual 
elements together. Refer to the key- 
word lists, and from those make a basic 
— probably very stilted — sentence 
about each planet, sign and house 
position. These sentences are the bare 
bones of your interpretation. Don’t 
worry how artificial or stilted your 
sentences seem; they will help you to 
understand the basic character and 
motivation of your subject. Now, 
basing your interpretation on these 
simple statements and referring to all 
the various indications, correlate the 
information gleaned from the rest of 
your extensive notes. 


A systematic approach 
Again, be very systematic. First put 
together all your findings relating to 
the psychological /characteristic 
column of your index. Then move on 
to mind, intellect and emotion, and so 
on, until you have synthesized all your 
notes from all the respective headings. 
You should by then have a pretty 
concise picture of your subject, ready 
for them to read before you get 
together and go through it in detail to 
see how accurate you have been. 
Remember that you may not wnte 
much at first. Don’t worry; you will 
get more out of the chart as you 
progress. However, the more thorough 
you are with your note-taking and the 
use of our extensive interpretations, 
the more detailed your report will be, 
no matter how inexperienced you are. 
It is patience and care that really count.

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Interpreting the P rogressions 






Always approach indications with an 
open mind. The planets work differ- 
ently for all of us, and it takes time to 
discover their individual moods. Never 
be fatalistic; it is not good astrology, 
and the prediction of events is impos- 
sible. Progressions are meant to add 
extra perspective to our lives and be 
constructive and positive. 

There are two categories of pro- 
gressed influences — symbolic back- 
ground day-for-a-year progressions, 
and physical transits. There are other 
systems, but the day-for-a-year is the 
most commonly used. 

Constantly refer to the interpreta- 
tion pages of progressed aspects and 
transits as you build your interpreta- 
tion. It is advisable to take detailed 
notes, adding comments regarding 
your subject’s lifestyle, commitments 
and present concerns and problems. 


THE BACKGROUND PROGRESSIONS 





These are of two kinds: the aspects the 
progressed planets make to the natal 
planets, Ascendant and Midheaven 
(i.e. those in the birth chart); and the 
aspects the progressed planets, Ascen- 
dant and Midheaven make to each 
other. Some astrologers think events 
surface under the influence of one 
progressed planet to another, while the 
aspects from progressed to natal 
planets, Ascendant and Midheaven 
work on our psychological and instinc- 
tive levels. But the planets work very 
individually for all of us, and it takes 
time to know precisely how they work 
for each of our subjects. There are, 
however, a few general rules to follow: 


® Aspects from the progressed Sun 
are the most important, especially if 
they are formed to the natal chart ruler 
or its progressed position. 


his is a fascinating area of astrology, and one with 

which the beginner is usually very eager to become 
acquainted. However, it is essential to develop not only 
a good technique, but the right attitude toward 

' progressions. It is all too easy to dramatize 

certain trends and to assume that, as a result 
of them, events will take place, so that the 
astrologer either becomes a prophet of doom 
or, at the other extreme, a blind optimist. 


® Aspects to or from the ruling planet 
are also very important.

@ Aspects formed between two plan- 
ets, the Ascendant or Midheaven, if 
they are in aspect in the birth chart, 
will also be powerful. In this case it is 
advisable to read all text relating to the 
aspect, since its influence will be oper- 
ative in the birth chart as well as having 
an effect on the subject’s current life. 


® Sometimes a progressed planet will 
form an aspect to a planet or planets 
involved in a tee-square, grand trine or 
grand cross. This will energize the 
aspect pattern, and if the natal aspect 
pattern is a very close one — i.e. the orb 
between the planets involved is tiny — 
then it is likely that the subject will 
have an important period when long- 
term problems may be resolved, or the 


subject may make important changes. 
However, the progression may cover a 
long period, during which the pro- 
gressed planet completes aspects to all 
the other planets in the tee-square, in 
which case the influence will be more 
subtle and any developments or 
changes will be very gradual. (Transits 
to a tee-square or any aspect pattern 
will have the same effect, but will last 
for the duration of the transits.) 


Eventful and placid periods 

It is important to consider the listed 
planets in numerical order. If several 
planets occupy the same degree of 
different signs, then a progressed or 
transiting planet will make a cluster of 
aspects or transits at one time. People 
with planets grouped this way will have 
very eventful then very placid periods. 
This pattern will show up both in long 
periods of time and during briefer 
periods. A solar progression to several 
planets at once could indicate a period 
of about three years when everything 
seems to happen at once. A transit of, 
say, Jupiter to the cluster of planets 
could make for an extremely eventful 
time. A lunar progression to the cluster 
might indicate about three months 
when life is especially eventful. In such 
cases all these natal planets will also be 
in aspect in the birth chart and also 
supporting the theme - the proges- 
sions and transits will form a chain 
reaction. But individuals may well 
experience bland periods; during these 
you should encourage them to take life 
smoothly and calmly while they can! 


Lunar progressions 

The progressed Moon seems to form a 
bridge between the day-for-a-year 
progressions and the transits. These are 
usually operative for about three 
months, and if the progressed Moon 
makes aspects to any planet or planets 
in aspect in the background progres- 
sions there is a good chance that the 
concerns and effects of those aspects 
will be highlighted during the periods 
of the lunar progression. (There may 
be transits that emphasize the theme, 
in which case the period will be a key 
one.) The lunar progressions also help 
link the two groups because of the 
length of their influence, which is 
much shorter than the influences of 
the other planets. 
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Some subjects feel and notice the 
effects of lunar progressions more than 
others. If Cancer rises, the Moon ts in 
Cancer or Taurus, or perhaps in the 
fourth house, then the strength of the 
already powerful Moon in the chart is 
increased. As the Moon affects our 
emotions and instinctive level, its 
influence works subtly on our feelings, 
and some people, perhaps because they 
are not intuitive or sensitive, detach 
themselves from it. This can also be the 
case if the Moon is negatively aspected 
in the birth chart. This is something 
you must discover with each subject 
you work on — bear it in mind. 


THE TRANSITS 








For now, ignore the transits of Mars, 
Venus, Mercury, the Sun and the New 
Moon. Look across the grid at the 
slow-moving, or heavy, planets. There 
may well be a great deal of activity 
during some months and very little in 
others. Think of the grid as a kind of 
graph, and relate it to your subject’s 
life. When the planets are busy, life 
may be eventful — either because things 
are happening to your subject (perhaps 
because the Midheaven is activated by 
planetary influences — see Jupiter’s 
transits conjunct the Midheaven, 
p.296, which explains something of 
particular relevance) or perhaps 
because the subject is making progress 
psychologically, changing their attitude 


OTHER METHODS OF 
PROGRESSIONS 


There are two other methods of 
progressions — one symbolic, the 
other physical. The one-degree 
system entails moving all the entities 
of the chart forward one degree for 
each year of the life, and assessing the 
relationships the progressed positions 


make to the natal positions. This is 
an interesting (and effective) system 
and one that you may care to experi- 
ment with a little later on. The other 
system is the solar return chart. This 
involves calculating a chart for the 
precise moment when the Sun 
returns to its natal position each year, 
and assessing the planets’ positions 
and influence as shown in terms of 
the subject’s life. 





towards important issues, and so on. 
There will be times when the transits 
complement background and lunar 
progressions: look out for these. 


Recurring themes 

Very often, because of retrograde 
motion, a transit will recur three times. 
When a transit is exact for the first 
time you will probably be able to see 
how the transit will operate. The 
project or problem will surface again 
during the planet’s second transit, and 
will probably be resolved during the 
third. Frequently the third transit is 
the most potent influence. Sometimes 
the first two cause us to feel uncertain 
or unsettled, and we take matters into 
our own hands during the last period. 


Transits of the fast-moving planets 
These provide a guide to day-to-day 
matters, although their influence is 
increased if they are personalized or 
ruling planets. Read the interpretations 
of these transits to get the feel of them. 
Mercury and Venus add a lot of color 
to our lives, the way we communicate, 
our social life, and so on. Mars is 
important because it tends to make us 
unduly hasty and perhaps accident- 
prone. These minor transits fill the 
aspect grid but aren’t too important, 
despite being very worthwhile. 

The solar transits are quite constant 
each year. These influences are usually 
good and can be used in any way your 
subject desires (see the interpretation 
pages, 130-40). The same applies to 
the New Moon’s aspects, which form 
a longer-term theme and can be 
included as a general tendency when 
interpreting background trends if the 
string of aspects to a natal planet goes 
on for several months. 


Interpreting a progression or transit 
It is easy to over- or underinterpret a 
progression or transit. If you are 
uncertain, admit it, saying that you 
could be viewing the influence in the 
wrong perspective; don’t dramatize! 
The planetary energies are at our 
disposal, and even negative ones can be 
used effectively — perhaps prompting us 
to hold back and be patient, or to take 
health precautions. Practice in interpre- 
tation is essential. The longer you work 
on a chart, the better you will know it 
and the moods of all the planets.

aura is married to an English 

man (Roger) and lives near 
Oxford in the UK; she has a daughter 
(Bronwen), born in 198]. She had an 
arts training and has been teaching art 
and crafts in girls’ schools. During 
1989 she was thinking of giving up 
teaching to concentrate on her own 
creative work; she also had ideas about 
starting craft workshops and writing a 
book on screen-printing techniques. 
The set of progressions Julia prepared 
for her covered the 12-month period 
from May 1989 in detail, and rather 
longer in a more general way. 


Laura’s birth chart 

Notice the position of Neptune, 
vulnerably placed immediately beneath 
the Ascendant, and the fact that Laura 
is a double Libra, with that sign both 
as Ascendant and Sun sign. Stabilizing 
and excellent contrasting factors are 
the Moon in Virgo, and the powerful 
and very close conjunction between 
Mercury and Mars in Scorpio. Jupiter 
is also in that sign, and Venus in 
Sagittarius adds a nice, glowing fire 
element and is in delightful contrast to 
the Libran and Virgoan elements. 
Venus’s placing is a powerful one, 
since it is both chart- and Sun-ruler. 


Highlighted characteristics 

Laura’s independence and originality is 
marked by the Sun making a trine 
aspect to Uranus in the ninth house. 
There is an element of inhibition, since 
the long-term and potent Saturn 
conjunct Pluto in Leo squares her 
lively Mercury/Mars conjunction; 
however, the effect of this is two-way, 
for Laura is well in command and 
aware of the force of her emotionally 
charged Mars in Scorpio. Indeed, the 
conjunction as a whole is well- 
integrated, since Mercury is ruler of 
the Virgoan Moon.

This last statement speaks for itself up to a 
point, but what is interesting is that while 
Laura wants to make certain changes, 
there is no “milestone” indication of 
change, such as a progression of the Sun 
or Ascendant into a new sign, nor 
indeed is the Midheaven changing 
_signs. All of Laura’s ideas fall within 
the confines of her present interests 
and the development of those interests. 
However, all of the planets do show some 
change in one way or another, and in 
some respects the Sun/Saturn contact ts 
indicative, as 1s the relationship between 
Mercury and Uranus and the direction of 
the progressed Midheaven to Uranus. 


... However, the sort of developments 
you have in mind should work out well, 
and you are in many ways in an excellent 
position to take advantage of the 
progressions that are working for you. 
A sufficient number of trends show that 
you are not likely to throw caution to 
the winds, and that any changes you 
make will have been well considered.

“station of Venus” shows the extreme 
length of the influence. 


It may be that rather later on the 
pressures of your work could build up 
and become a problem. If so, be con- 
stantly on the lookout for any of the 
tell-tale signs of pressure, because you 
could become rather more tense than 
you may realize, and you could take on 
too much and not be able to relax. 


This ts an interpretation of the Mars 
opposition to Uranus, exact in 1991. At 
the time of writing it 1s a little difficult to 
assess the effect of this particular progres- 
ston, but it is necessary to warn Laura. 
The progression might indeed work well 
for her, but there will almost inevitably be 
stress, especially when or if there are 
transits of a similar nature. 


Your idea of writing a book about your 
screen-printing techniques is excellent, 
and looking at the short-term trends 
working for you during the coming 12 
months, there are certainly times when 
you might care to present your ideas to 
a publisher. I will point these out in the 
monthly summaries. Meanwhile, make a 
lot of notes and maybe take photo- 
graphs of your various products. 

There are no long-term indications 
with a special bearing on your health, 
nor does it seem likely — from the exami- 
nation of your chart only, of course - 
that either Roger or Bronwen will give 
rise to difficulties that cause you serious 
concern. Any short-term trends affecting 
them will be covered in the summaries. 


Initially, I had some thoughts about the 
possiblity of interpreting the solar progres- 
sions to Neptune from a health standpoint 
because the Sun represents our vitality, 
and Neptune ts in the first house. The 
progression does in some ways suggest some 
kind of health problem, but since I know 
Laura’s chart fairly well, and remem- 
bering that Neptune conjunct the 
cendant always seems to affect the 
subject psychologically, especially when 
in Libra, I opted instead for the 
interpretation set out here. 


The question of cash must surely arise if 
you decide to stop teaching full-time. 
Of course it will mean a smaller income, 
at least while you are getting started on 
your various projects. But because of the 
tenor of the trends working for you, you 
should be quite able to plan ahead with 
caution and common sense, and if 
necessary be able to take a philosophical 








attitude to this, and indeed, all other 
spheres of your life. You should be 
decisive and determined, and your 
projects should work well. 


We now move on to the interpretation of 
the transits and lunar progres- 
sions, remembering the general 
influence of the long-term 
background progressions, and 
watching for points at which 
the two complement each other. 


What I have written so far is an 
interpretation of the long-term back- 
ground trends working for you. What 
follows is an interpretation of the 
influences of the planets as they move 
round the sky, and the relationships they 
make to the positions of the planets as 
they were when you were born. 

On the whole, the transiting planets, 
as they are known, are fairly active, and I 
think you will discover that there are 
one or two times during the coming 12 
months which will turn out, in retro- 
spect, to be key periods for you. 

The most important time period seems 
to be centered around January 1990, 
and I think you will discover just how 
the trends are going to work for you a 
few weeks before that time — perhaps 
even from close to the beginning of 
December. September 1989 could prove 
to be eventful, as could April 1990, but 
see the individual summaries of these 
months for the details. 


In the indications for January, notice 
that the progressed Moon makes trine 
aspects to the Mercury/Mars conjunction 
and to the progressed position of Venus. 
This is homing in on that interesting very 
long-term progression. The results of this 
influence should prove to be dynamic, 
lively and interesting. I mention Septem- 
ber because it is then that the progressed 
Moon isin contact with Pluto, and Pluto 
itself squares its own position: a negative 
trend. The month of April 1990 should be 
really excellent, for then the progressed 
Moon 1s in aspect (albeit a tense square) 
to the natal Uranus and makes a nice 
trine to the progressed Mercury — again 
emphasizing the background progressions. 











THE MONTHLY SUMMARIES 


May 1989 
It may be that you could fee) a little less 
certain of your position for a few weeks. 
If you have not as yet finally decided to 
leave your teaching post this may not be 
a particularly good time to commit 
yourself, unless for practical reasons 
you really have to. If this is the case 
you may need additional support from 
Roger to help you reach your decision. 
There may well be some side issue that 
has been causing a problem, and it 
could all too easily rear its head again at 
this time. The chances are that it may 
well go away after the first week of June, 
but final resolution is not likely for a 
while — only respite.

There is a great deal of planetary activity 
working for you this month. Overall 
your mood should be energetic, but 
during the first few days of October a 
tendency to be overhasty could very 
easily cause you to be slightly accident- 
prone. You should consciously slow 
down, and take special care when 
driving, working with sharp tools or 
handling hot dishes. 

After a certain amount of frustration 
and perhaps annoyance, feeling that 
projects aren’t moving forward as 
quickly as you would like, it seems likely 
that by the end of October you should 
be progressing quite well. But remem- 
ber that — as was the case earlier in the 
month — a sense of urgency might cause 
you to act impulsively; try to curb this.

There are some heavy transits from 
Saturn, and a return of the Uranus 
contact to the Moon.

The jolly influences 
from Mercury and Venus, mid-month, 
add lightness and a good opportunity for 
Laura to take up my suggestions about 
fashion and beauty. 

I never use any technicalities in reports 
of this kind, but everyone knows that 
Venus represents beauty (and this 1s such a 
powerful planet for Laura) so a light- 
hearted comment adds a nice contrasting 
touch, espectally when there are rather 
heavy influences working in a contrary 
manner. The reference to 1 October ts to 
the solar transit to Laura’s Ascendant. 






























































November 1989 
Very gradually as the month gets under 
way, the pattern of your life could 
become a little more settled, and you 
will, 1 think, be in a strong position 

from the middle of the month, when 
you should perhaps take the initiative. If 
there’s something you want or some- 
thing you feel isn’t nght, speak up — but 
only when you are really sure of your 
ground, for a tendency to act prema- 
turely might otherwise work against 
you. Don’t ignore details, especially if by 
chance you find you have to sign a 
contract. During the last few days of 
November you may get a hint of some 
new developments that are likely to 
come more clearly into focus a little later 
on. These could 
well have finan- 
cial overtones. 






Astronomically, 
some trends end this 
month. The action 
from Mars to Jupiter 
could be helpful.

December 1989 

There are several really very good 
indications working for you this month 
— indeed, it may be that you will make 
extremely good progress, and that new 
developments could very easily have 
financial overtones. However, I do not 


think that these will really make their : 
presence felt until just after Christmas, 

when life could become very eventful. 
The influences should work very posi- ' 


uvely for you, especially if some new 
business project is a possibility — 
certainly there is a possible emphasis on 
finance. The trend is exact for you 
berween 29 December and mid-Apnil 
1990. You should have an enjoyable and 
interesting Christmas and New Year. 


Notice that Laura has another transit of 
Jupiter to her Midheaven and Ascendant. 
Just as important, Pluto conjuncts ber 
Mercury/Mars conjunction in Scorpio. 
The conjunction is ruled by Pluto, and the 
planet is stationary on st. This is an 
important trend and has terrific back-up 
from some positive Saturn transits next 
month and some excellent lunar progres- 
sions which also contact the progressed 
Venus. This surely is a key period for 
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Laura and will probably be very eventful. 
The nice trine transit of Jupiter to tts own 
position, at the end of December, adds 
another positive trend. Notice that I 
mention some specific dates. I can do this 
because Pluto is usually easy to time (see 
p.343). However, Pluto doesn’t usually 
make life really easy, so it is important not 
to be overoptimistic in interpretation — 
now read on! 


January 1990 

The trends this month increase in 
strength, and it looks very much as if 
you will be experiencing a key period 
when a great deal will happen. You 
should make excellent progress, and 
when you later look back on this period 
you will certainly see why. But be 
cautious, and while you will probably be 
quite right to think that good progress 
is being made, be prepared for some 
delays or frustrations which may at the 
time be irritating, but which could, 
again in retrospect, turn out to be all to 
the good. It won’t be surprising if you 
feel pretty tense at umes, and you may 
not sleep as well as usual. 

This is a time at which to control any 
immediate or emotionally impulsive 
response to situations. By all means 
listen to and follow up hunches or 
intuitions, but control the emotional 
flow — particularly if you are feeling 
impatient. You wil! then be channeling a 
great deal of positive, emotional energy 
and making it work for and not against 
you. If you are very busy, try to make 
quite sure you take time out to enjoy 
Bronwen’s company and interests, since 
if business developments occupy most of 
your time and energy, she could feel 
rather left out of things.

The caution is due to the Saturn transits. 
These trends are positive — hence my 
comment that any delay should prove 
worthwhile in retrospect. It is also 
important to remember that Pluto ts 
somewhat unpredictable, even when 
working positively. While interpreting 
Pluto’s influence on the Mercury/Mars 
conjunction jointly, if we look at the basic 
interpretation of each planet it ts not 
difficult to see that Pluto 1s working very 
powerfully indeed for Laura. Again, the 
influence should work out well, but 
because so many factors are involved — the 
emotional level relating to 
Mars and the second house 
plus Scorpio — it is fair to 
advise caution

Similar themes continue to work for 
you, but to maintain good progress you 
should still heed my warning about 
controlling impulsiveness.

Overall, I think 
the main stream of events will work out 
very well for you, and whatever goes on 
could easily be extremely exciting; but 
do consider every move very 
carefully. The last week of 
March should prove the 
most progressive. 


The progressed Moon 
makes a square to the 
progressed Uranus. 
Circumspection 1s all- 
important. A square transit from Uranus 
to Neptune starts on the 8th. This ts not 
easy: Laura could have a tricky time for a 
few weeks. But it does seem that she will 
come through well and achieve what she 
wants. She’s had transits of Jupiter over 
her Midheaven, and the constructive 
energy of her background solar progres- 
stons to Saturn should be very stabilizing. 


April 1990 

It is likely that by mid-April you will be 
in a good position, and any growing 
pains or problems relating to projects or 
business developments will have been 
eased or resolved: you will feel 

satisfied with what you have 

achieved. There are some lively 
indications working for you for 

the next two or three months, and it is 
good to be able to end on a positive 
note. You really could be taking off... . 





The indications for April are good. The 
long Pluto transit eases, and the condi- 
tions relating to this transit will ease 
almost to the day. There ts also an excel- 
lent lunar progresion to the progressed 
Mercury (Mercury rules the natal Moon), 
and the excellent trine transit from 
Jupiter to its own position recurring for 
the third time — yet another culmination. 


The New Moons 

On the large grid (see p.143) the last 
column refers to “New Moons”, and 
marks tiny relationships that the New 
Moon makes to the positions of some of 
the planets when you were born. The 
number in each square shows the date of 
the New Moon. During the 12-month 
period I am covering the influence of 
the New Moon seems to chime in well 
with the short-term trends interpreted 
above. If you wish to use these dates to 
start any new work, do so. Then from 
August to the end of the year the New 
Moon will work on a more personal 
level, helping you integrate your 
instincts and reactions with your person- 
ality. During the early months of 1990 
the New Moon’s influence could relate 
to your general progress, so it might be 
good to use these dates if you have 
moves to make that could affect your 
ideas and projects. 


As I had not mentioned the New Moons 
in the interpretation of each month I 
decided to cover them in this way. I have 
not interpreted every indication. This 
would make the report impossibly long. It 
is best to be selective, trying to achieve some 
kind of cohesion — difficult though this 
often 1s. It is also extremely difficult to 
know precisely which line of interpretion 
to take, because every trend can be viewed 
in a variety of ways. Assess your subject’s 
lifestyle carefully and try to discover the 
apposite area or sphere of life before you 
start your interpretation. 


Note: It 1s extremely important for your 
subjects to learn to assess the outcome of 
trends for themselves. When a trend recurs 
they may well know the area of their life 
that was affected the first time. Encour- 
age them to take notes on your interpreta- 
tions, so that between you, you build up 
information on how the planets work for 
them. They must note how accurate or 
otherwise you have been in the timing of 
trends, especially if the birth time is uncer- 
tain. You will then become more accurate 
in the assessment of influences, and could 
even arrive at a very precise Ascendant. 
The influence of Mars ts extremely useful 
— if someone cuts themself two days after 
you gave them a warning, there’s a good 
chance that their Ascendant 1s a degree 
further on from the one you arrived at! 
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Relationships 





his fascinating and important branch 

of astrology is known as “synastry”. 
Basically it is the comparison of two 
people’s charts to assess compatibility in 
any or all areas of their personalities and 
lifestyles. The conclusions will help 
them reassess their relationship if it runs into difficulties, 
or, if the couple are thinking about deepening a new 


relationship in some way, perhaps with a view to marriage, it will help 
them look at their respective partners more objectively. 


Synastry is not applied simply to 
emotional relationships. It is quite 
common for an astrologer to give 
advice to two or more people forming, 
or already involved in, a business 
partnership. Sometimes, for a variety of 
reasons, two friends may require a 
synastry report. Synastry is also widely 
used when assessing the vital and very 
sensitive relationship between parents 
and children, but that particular area of 
the technique we deal with in the 
section on the family (see pp.168-71). 


Seeking reassurance 

The first question to ask yourself when 
someone requests a piece of synastry is 
why they actually need it — indeed, this 
is an excellent starting point for all 
astrological work. Very often one 
partner needs reassurance because they 
are uncertain whether a relationship 
should be further developed. It is a 
good general rule to assess the sub- 
ject’s chart with this in mind — decide 
just how forthright and decisive they 
are when not at a crossroads in their 
life. Ask yourself whether a lack of 
good judgement is shown in their 
chart. Are they inhibited or fearful 

of love or sex, or lacking in self- 
confidence when it comes to making 
any kind of commitment? Most impor- 
tantly, are they trying to use you as a 
prop — a surrogate mother/father 
figure who wili tell them what to do? If 
so, will they want this kind of support 
from their partner in an emotional or 
working relationship? 


Impartiality and ethics 

Whatever the nature of the relation- 
ship, it is essential that you do not 
make up people’s minds for them. 
Impartiality is of prime importance. 
Sometimes, too, a question of ethics 
arises. This is very often the case where

there is an eternal triangle. The injured 
wife, for instance, will approach an 
astrologer with her own, her husband’s 
and his girlfriend’s data. (Astrologers 
down the ages have been confronted 
with the question “Will he come back 
to me?”) You carry a special responsi- 
bility in such a case, for it is unlikely 
that the husband will know anything 
of the consultation. Discretion and tact 
are of prime importance. 

However, often the partner request- 
ing the work will want it directed at 
themself only. Try to encourage joint 
participation, either by preparing a 
written report addressed to both 
partners or suggesting a joint consulta- 
tion/counseling session. In this way a 
better balance is achieved, and you can 
encourage better communication 


between the partners — something that 
may have been lacking and may even 
have been at the root of the difficulty. 
By involving both partners it is pos- 
sible to achieve a fuller awareness of 
contrasting personality traits, which 
will result in greater give and take in 
the relationship. If only one partner is 
involved you can only directly help that 
partner, who will interpret your find- 
ings on the other partner subjectively. 


Recognizing limitations 

Sadly, there is all too often a lack of 
full birth data, and our work is there- 
fore limited. If this is the case, point 
out to your subject that there is no all- 
important Ascendant or Midheaven to 
blend into the interpretation, and that 
there can also be doubt about the 
Moon’s sign, should it have changed 
signs on the birth date, and that while 
you can be of some help, that help will 
necessarily be limited. 


SYNASTRY AND POPULAR ASTROLOGY 


The general public has it fixed in its 
head that certain signs go well together 
and others are badly matched. This 
generalization simply does not work. 
The theory is linked to the elements 
and makes excellent fodder for a popu- 
lar magazine article, but many people 
take what is written too seriously: we 
have heard young people say “I can’t 
go with him — he’s an Aries and I’m a 
Taurus.” That’s nonsense! 

There is an element of truth in the 
theory that those of the same Sun sign 
element tend to get on well together 
as friends, but it is only when the full 
birth charts of both people have been 
calculated and interpreted that any real 
conclusions can be reached about a 
more serious relationship. Even then, 
no astrologer ought to say that one 
person should or should not form a 
relationship with another — that would 
be quite wrong and unethical. 

What is needed in a compatible 
relarionship if it is going to work is: 


@ Rapport. 

@ Good communication. 
@ Sympathy. 

@ Empathy. 

@ Tolerance. 

@ Give and take. 


THE PLANETS 


There are specific areas of a birth 
chart that will show how people 
react in partnership. Having looked 
at these in both of the charts you 
have before you, you can then begin 
to compare them and come to your 
conclusions about how the two 
people will relate to one another, 
concentrating on the areas of life in 
which they will be joined. For 
instance, there is no need to spend 
too much time and energy working 
out how the partners will react to 
parenthood when they are about to 
open a business — although, inter- 
estingly, you should think of that 
business as their baby! 

First, remember that the planets 
represent the same principles in this 
area of astrology as in all kinds of 
general interpretation, so refer to 
pp.208-347 to guide you through 
your study of this branch of astrol- 


ogy as well as all others. 

To recap and realign the principles 
to synastry, you may find that the 
following notes are helpful: 


HE ASCENDANT 
AND SuN SIGNS 
represent our personalities. 
From them you will be able to assess 
temperament and, in particular, toler- 
ance — both vitally important in all kinds 
of relationships. 


THE Moon 

represents our instincts, 
reactions and responses to all situations. 
In synastry, the Moon will tell you how 
your subject responds to the other 
partner — this will help you assess how 
moody or changeable the partners will 
be when relating to each other. 


All these can be assessed from the birth 
chart. There is also the question of 
contrasting characteristics, and it is 
important that weaknessess shown in 
one partner’s chart should emerge in 
the other’s as strengths. For instance, 
it seems a good idea if one partner is 
basically introverted and the other 
extroverted. In certain cases this will 
work quite well and — again, in certain 


MERCURY 

represents our mind, intellect 
@ and powers of communica- 
tion. In synastry, concentrate on each 
partner’s ability to communicate their 
thoughts, ideas and feelings. 


VENUS 

represents love and affection — 

and also possessions. These 
are very closely linked, especially in 
synastry. If love is withdrawn by one 
partner, the other will often claim as 
much as possible of their joint material 
possessions. Many upsets between 
partners have financial implications. 
Some people tend to think of a partner 
as “theirs”. 


Mars 

represents our physical energy 

— the “get up and go” 

element in business partner- 
ships, the sexual urge in emouonal ones. 
Whoever has the most powerful Mars 
may well dominate the sexual side of an 
emotional relationship. Sexual fulfill- 
ment and rapport are often shown by 
the relationship between the two Mars 
in the joint charts, but at its best also 
needs intervention from Venus. 


JUPITER 

represents expansion in 

general astrology — here, 

how one partner will help 
open up life for the other, and the 
element of challenge in the relationship. 
The planet also shows how encourage- 
ment, joint enthusiasms and intellectual 
growth develop as a result of one 
partner becoming involved in the 
other’s interests. 


Note: Uranus, Neptune and Pluto stay in 
each same sign for a long time, and it ts 
likely that these planets will fall in the 





cases — the introvert partner will 
function to the best of his or her 
potential within the security that such 
an arrangement brings. But it is not 
that simple, for the extrovert could be 
domineering and crush the introvert, 
causing that person to retreat further 
into a psychological shell. An extrovert 
can, in different circumstances, try to 
push a shy, self-conscious partner into 
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signifies limitation, control 

. and stability — all are well 
represented in chart comparison. The 
Saturn influence between charts will be 
revealing, especially if Saturn makes a 
powerful aspect to the Sun, Ascendant 
or personal planets of the other. Some- 
times Saturn in one is seen as a kind of 
destiny or “hand of fate”. This is rather 
archaic, but not without relevance. 


with its associations of 
: disruption and change, is 

often active at either end of a dynamic 
love affair. While it brings about mag- 
netic attraction, its influence is not to be 
trusted, unless it is a personal planet — 
and even then proceed with caution, 
since it is a potential source of tension. 


NEPTUNE, 
the romantic mystical 
we =oplanet, takes us up to cloud 
nine. It can bring great happiness but 
also cause misunderstandings and deceit, 
throwing a relationship totally out of 
balance as a result. 


PLUTO 

elps us sort out psycho- 
logical problems. When it is operative in 
this area of astrology it will influence the 
ability of those concerned to sort out 
their problems, and help them put their 
relationship on a new footing. At best it 
acts as a probe, but there will be cases 
where its action causes a total blockage 
of progress — either in communication 
or advancement of the relationship.

In spite of all this, some excellent 
contrasts of this type often show up in 
successful business partnerships — one 
partner may be quite happy to be 
working behind the scenes, perhaps 
poring over the books, while the other 
is out and about seeing clients, selling 
or making contacts. 
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THe Houses 


The seventh house 

This is the most important area of the 
chart when interpreting how your 
subject will relate to other people. The 
sign on the cusp of the seventh house 
is an important clue, and the influence 
of any planet or planets within this 
house is also extremely important. Do 
not be concerned if there are no 
planets in the house — the sign itself is 
an excellent guide. It is, of course the 
polar, or opposite, sign to the 
Ascendant. Here the subject’s needs 
and requirements from a partner are 
present. It is almost uncanny how 
clearly people respond to their most 
intimate partners in the manner of this 
sign, though this form of expression 
will be apparent only (and we do mean 
only!) to the partners themselves. 
Other people, even quite close friends 
and certainly relatives, will be totally 
unaware of these reactions. 

For instance, someone with Pisces 
rising will of course have all the per- 
sonality traits of Pisces, but within the 
context of his or her closest partner- 
ship an extremely Virgoan reaction will 
emerge. The sensitivity and tender, 
emotional attributes of Pisces will be 
qualified by a sharply critical attitude, 
of which only the most intimate 
partners will be aware. 

Look out for this indication in your 
own chart and that of your partner — it 
is perhaps one of the most fascinating 
theories of this area of astrology. 
Describe it to your subjects and you 
will certainly make them sit up — 
simply because this attitude is apparent 
only in the most intimate of situations! 


The fifth house 
This is the house of love affairs. It is 
also the house of risk taking. Every 
love affair that is embarked upon 
contains an element of risk. Here the 
risks are emotional. Will the people 
involved get hurt? Will love be equal 
on both sides, or will one partner want 
more from the relationship than the 
other? Will the affair last, or will it be 
just one of those things? Astrologically 
speaking, will the relationship progress 
from the fifth to the seventh house? 
All these questions concern fifth 
house matters. This is also the house 
of creativity, which in this case can 


relate to our attitude towards children 
(as opposed to parenthood, which is 
more a fourth house matter). 


The second and eighth houses 
These are the houses of money and 
possessions, but they also have a say in 
each partner’s attitude towards sexual 
expression and the flow of emotion. 
Because of the financial implications, 
these houses are, like the Midheaven, 
very important when it comes to 
business relationships.

The fourth house 

This is the house of family, home and 
domesticity. It shows how settled we 
want to be, what our attitude is 
towards family life and our feelings 
about parenthood. 


OTHER FaAcrors 


The polarities 

You will find that in many charts you 
compare there is an emphasis on polar, 
or Opposite, signs. For instance, 
partner C’s Sun is in Taurus while 
partner D’s Ascendant is Scorpio. 
While there is often an aspect formed 
between these two and similar ele- 
ments, it is very useful indeed to 
compare the sign polarity, even if the 


planets or angles concerned are not in 
aspect. Such a polarity will most 
certainly add strength and permanence 
to any relationship between two 
people and therefore should not be 
ignored. It is important to remember, 
though, that the influence is naturally 
much stronger if these features of the 
charts are in aspect. However, it is 
advisable to apply this technique only 
to Ascendants, Midheavens, Suns, 
Moons and ruling planets. 


The elements and qualities 

The strengths of the elements (or 
triplicities) and qualities (or quadru- 
plicities) in individual charts can be 
used in synastry. They will add yet 
another factor to help you judge com- 
patibility between partners. 


The Midheaven 

This is relevant because it represents 
our identification of aspirations and 
ambitions and the attitudes we have 
towards them. You will find that if 
planets from one chart make aspects to 
the Midheaven of the other chart, then 
this is an excellent indication. It is 
especially important in business 
relationships (see p.166). 


SYNASTRY AND PROGRESSIONS 





Very often a relationship begins 

when the need for or possibility of one 
is indicated in an individual’s chart. 
For instance, when: 


@ The progressed Sun, Ascendant or 
ruling planet makes an aspect to the 
natal or progressed position of Venus, 
or vice versa. 


@ The progressed Venus makes an 
aspect to the natal Moon. (The 
progressed Moon making an aspect to 
the natal or progressed Venus would 
be operative only for a few weeks, and 
while such a trend might put the 
subject “in the mood for love”, unless 
the Moon is the chart ruler or in 
Cancer these indications may not be 
powerful enough. ) 


@ There is a transit of Uranus or 
Neptune to the natal Venus (although 
if it is a square or opposition the 
subject could have difficulties). 
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However, it is necessary to examine the 
positions of one partner’s progressed 
chart in relation to the other partner’s 
natal and progressed planets. Very 
often at the start of a new relationship 
partner C’s progressed Ascendant, 
Sun, Venus or Mars will be in aspect to 
partner D’s Ascendant (and the cusp of 
the seventh house), Sun, Venus, Mars, 
Uranus or Neptune. Or there will be 
an aspect showing the attraction, 
developing friendship or business 
potential of the partners. All indica- 
tions like this are excellent, but in 
order for such a relationship to last 
there must be indications joining the 
respective birth charts, for this will 
show long-lasting rapport. 


What to look for 

If there are only a few joint aspects 
and house positions this does not 
necessarily mean that a relationship 
will be unrewarding or dead. It will 
work well in the areas emphasized by 
those aspects and planets’ positions 
which are present. (See the interpreta- 
tion of planets in synastry, pp.154-5.) 

The strongest link is an exact 
opposition between one partner’s Sun 
and the other’s Ascendant. In really 
good relationships we often find this 
present to the same degree. For 
instance, if one partner’s Ascendant is 
Libra 22°, the other partner’s Sun falls 
on Aries 22°. Sun opposition Sun is 
also excellent. 

When there is an emphasis on one 
sign (i.e. shared Ascendants, Sun or 
Moon signs) the people concerned 
share the characteristics of that sign on 
either the Sun, Moon or Ascendant 
level of their personalities. There is a 
risk that one partner may grow to 
dislike or become intolerant of what 
is seen as the other partner’s faults, 
since consciously or unconsciously she 
recognizes them in herself. The 
comment, under stress, may be “We 
are too much alike”.

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Chart Comparision: Synastry 













hart comparison Is a very rewarding area of study, 

but a lot of careful work is necessary before you 
can reach any firm conclusions: you must consider all 
possible indications that will color the relationship. 
The charts can be compared in two ways — either by 
placing al] the information within the circle of one 
chart (opposite page), when the joint aspects are 
easily seen, or by placing the second set of informa- 
tion in a circle surrounding the first (this page). 


















DRAWING UP THE CHARTS 

Make sure that you draw up your 
two charts on forms that have an 
additional circle outside that of the 
birth chart — the progressed chart ts 
ideal. (Do not bother to enter minutes 
or decimal places alongside the plan- 
ets’ positions; the degree is adequate.) 
At this point you have two charts of 
people who want to deepen a particu- 
lar relanionship. You have studied their 
individual charts; now you must bring 
their charts together. 
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LIsTING SIGNS 

Make a list of each partner’s 
Ascendant, Midheaven, Sun and Moon 
signs, the signs of all the planets and 
the degree of the sign they occupy. 
Again, you need not bother with the 
minute or decimal place. 


The Ascendants, Midheavens and 
planets’ positions of both partners 
are listed by sign and degree 


COMBINING THE CHARTS 

Take your original drawings of 
the two birth charts and place one 
partner’s Ascendant, Midheaven and PARTNER B 
planets’ positions in the outer circle of 
the other partner’s chart. Do this also 
to the second chart. From this exercise 
you can see how the planets relate to 
cach other in terms of their house 
positions, and it will also make it easier 
for you to recognize the joint aspects. 


COMPARING Two CHARTS 

Each partner’s planets are placed 
around the zodiac wheel, with the 
other partner’s planets placed in the 
outside circle. Note the respective | 
house positions: for instance, partner | 
B’s full second house is also tenanted | 
by partner A’s Neptune, and it is 
opposed by A’s Sun. A’s Moon is in 

B’s fifth house - a romantic link. 
Secrecy and deception could be a 
problem, which is suggested by B’s 
Moon, Mars and Neptune falling in 
A’s twelfth house, and A’s Midheaven 
and Pluto falling in B’s twelfth house.

The chart below may look 
complicated but you will find it 
very useful to show the ease, 
stresses and strains of the 
combined planetary positions. 
Draw each partner’s glyphs in a 
different color. Once you have 
worked out the aspects, 
remember that as you draw the 
aspect lines (again using two 
colors, one for the oppositions 
and squares, another for the 
trines and sextiles) you should 
link a glyph of one color to one 
of the other color. If you find 
yourself joining two glyphs of the 
same color, you will be placing 
an aspect line which ts operative 
in one partner’s chart without 
making the necessary cross- 
reference. It is not really possible 
to draw in any aspects from one 
partner’s planets to the 
Ascendant or Midheaven of the 
other partner — you must 
be observant, or refer 
again to your 
aspect grid.

RELATING THE POSITIONS 

Draw a grid and take each of 
partner A’s positions and relate them 
to partner B’s, noting where there are 
aspects between the two. (Do not use 
semi-sextiles or sesquares.) Allow an 
orb of not more than 5° for all major 
aspects, and no more than 2° for the 
quincunx or semi-square. For instance, 
A’s Ascendant is on 13° Scorpio. 
B’s Sun is on 9° Cancer: a trine aspect 
between the Sun and Ascendant. As 
you do this, be careful not to miss an 
all-important aspect. 


INTERPRETING THE CHARTS 





Partner A’s Venus occupies the precise 
position on the cusp of the seventh 
house in partner B’s chart, so is in 
exact opposition aspect to the Ascen- 
dant: a positive indication, showing 
love and understanding, and adding 
sympathy. B’s Jupiter lies in the same 
position and makes the same relation- 
ship to A’s Ascendant, indicating that 
this partner will help open up life and 
experience for the other, and give 
encouragement. B’s Neptune is in 
opposition to A’s Sun and Moon, 
indicating romance — but also possible 
misunderstandings and confusion. The 
opposition between Mercury (A) and 
Mars (B) and the square between Sun 
(A) and Uranus (B) shows tension. 

The most important joint aspects 
between these two charts (listing A’s 
planets first) are:

The remaining squares show potential 
strain, but could add strength and 
drive, while trines and sextiles unlisted 
will add flexibility and ease. Most 
oppositions give rapport, but here the 
opposition between the Sun and 
Neptune is negative, probably leading 
to misunderstandings and confusion. 
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AN ADDITIONAL TECHNIQUE 


This is another technique for compar- 
ing birth charts. Take a chart form and 
in the inner circle place one partner’s 
progressed Ascendant, Midheaven and 
progressed planets’ positions. In the 
outer circle, place the same positions 
for the other partner. You may draw a 
circle outside the second and place in 
this the positions of the transiting 
slow-moving planets (i.e. Jupiter to 
Pluto inclusive) and the distance they 
travel in degrees during, for instance, 


A COMBINED PROGRESSED CHART 

This chart will give you a clear view of the 
couple. The influences relate to the present 
and not their personalities, which are shown 
in their birth charts. When working out 
progressed aspects you can, if you think it will 
help you, draw a combined progressed chart 
in the same manner as the chart on p.153. 
But if you draw aspect lines between the

a 12-month period. It is unusual to 
work on detailed interpretations of 
transits to progressed planets but you 
may see how the transiting planets are 
working on the couple’s progressed 
planets’ positions. Usually transits are 
studied in relation to natal planets 
only, so these positions are a reminder 
of which signs they are passing 
through. The Moon travels some 
distance for each partner in a year, so 
its influence alters during that ume. 


couple’s planets you must allow only 1° of orb 
at most. If 5° are allowed the influences will 
not be operative at that time — they could be 
over by several years, or still a long way in the 
future. You can also ignore any joint aspects 
between Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus, Neptune 
and Pluto, which are more than likely to be 
present in your subjects’ birth charts. 





INTERPRETING ASPECTS 


Here is a brief interpretation of every 
aspect that can be formed between nvo 
peoples’ charts. Many of the interpre- 
tations give positive and negative 
statements. Usually the positive ones 
refer to trines and sextiles, and the 
negative to squares; but it is important 
to remember that very often opposi- 
tions make for increased rapport 
between people. This does not 
necessarily mean that they will entirely 
and invariably agree, or be willing 

to give way to each other, but there 
will be mutual understanding, and 
excellent feedback within situations 
concerning the planets or spheres of 
life involved. 

Where there is only one interpreta- 
tion, you can assume that there is no 
contrasting influence, unless, having 
studied the two charts in detail, you 
think that the planets involved are a 
potential source of strain or trouble, 
or the reverse, between your couple.

uman relationships are composed of so many different 
factors that it would be foolish ever to judge people’s com- 
patibility on the basis of their Sun signs alone. Instead, 
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A considerable amount of work has 
been undertaken on astrological indica- 
tions of sexuality, but on the whole 
only by individual astrologers. Not 
many conclusions have been sufh- 
ciently supported by statistical evidence 
to be accorded textbook status. The

THE PLANETS 


@ Sexual attraction exists when one 
partner’s Venus aspects the other 
partner’s Mars. Conjunctions are the 
most potent; trines and sextiles make 
for easy and rewarding expression; 
squares often promote an excitable, 
lively tension; and oppositions indicate 
a powerful rapport. 


@ There is a dynamic, magnetic attrac- 
tion if the Venus in one chart makes 
aspects to the Uranus in the other. The 
panel (right) shows in more detail the 
strength of each aspect. However, 
when there is a square or opposition, 
the Uranus partner may play a game of 
hard to get or perhaps even resist the 
magnetic pull. 


@ There is a certain sexual attraction 
when the Mars of one partner forms 
aspects to the other’s Neptune, but 
they can sometimes cause an over- 
romantic attitude in the Neptune 
partner and perhaps an oversexual 
approach from the Martian once. This 
may be particularly true in cases where 
the Martian partner shows a strong 
need for independence. 


@ When Mars and Uranus arc linked 
in two charts there will almost inevita- 
bly be a certain amount of tension 
between the couple. They will gain 
much pleasure if this can be expressed

your Clients, be sure to take time to 
approach it with great care. The fact is 
that it may not be as clear-cut an 
indication as you think it is at first. 
When comparing two charts, your care 
should be doubled. It is important that 
you should always remember that in 
this exceptionally sensitive area of 
emotional life any commentary that 
you put forward may weigh too heavily 
with your clients, especially if they are 
already distressed or worried. 


The astrologer’s role 

As always, it is necessary not to forget 
that you are in business to sustain and 
counsel those who seck your astrologi- 
cal guidance and advice: any mistake 
that you make as a result could have 
disastrous effects, not only on your 
clients but also on their partners.

THE Houses 


The fifth, seventh and eighth houses 
have sexual overtones, and should be 
studied when assessing the strength of 
sexual attraction between two people. 
First, look at each partner’s chart in 
turn. If Venus or Mars are in any of 
the following houses they will show: 


@ In the fifth, a lively, not-too-serious 
attitude towards love and sex. 


@ In the seventh, enjoyment of all 
aspects of a relationship. A responsive, 
consistent bedfellow, but may tend to 
quarrel, should Mars be there. 


@ In the eighth, an intense, smolder- 
ing attitude to sex; a hint of jealousy. 


If Venus and Mars are not in any of 
these houses, glean information from 
any other planet tenanted in them. If 
the houses are untenanted, look to the 
sign on the cusp of the house and to 
the planet ruled by that sign. Carefully 


compare the two charts and the aspects 


formed between them. Look for signs 
of sexual compatibility or tension. 


PoOsITIVE ASPECTS 


@ Ifthe ruling planet of one chart is in 


positive aspect to the Venus and/or 
Mars of the other, this will enhance 
the sexual areas of the relationship and 
may lead to a fulfilling permanence. 
The effect will be similar if the Sun 
and/or Moon of one partner aspects 
the Venus or Mars of the other. 


@ One partner’s Ascendant aspecting 
the other’s Venus or Mars helps to 
make the relationship sexually reward- 
ing over a long period. 


NEGATIVE AsPECTS 
@ The Saturn in one partner’s chart 


may make a square or opposition to 
the other’s Venus or Mars. 


@ Also negative is one partner’s Saturn 


conjuncting or opposing the other’s 
Ascendant, or making an aspect to his 


Sun, Moon or Uranus if these are in 
the fifth, seventh or eighth house. 








WILL THE RELATIONSHIP LasT? 


It may well be that a couple will 
approach you to compare their charts 
when they have just passionately fallen 
in love. You will calculate their birth 
charts and may find little indication of 
basic compatibility or rapport (see pp. 
148-55) — even sexual attraction. It is 
at this point that you have to move on 
to work on their progressed charts, 
and then you may well find there is a 
different picture. 

The first stage is to calculate the 
progressed planets’ positions, the 
progressed Ascendant and Midheaven 
in each chart. 


@ Are there any progressions between 
Venus and Mars? That is, does the 
progressed Venus make an aspect to 
the natal or progressed position of 
Mars? Does the progressed Mars make 
an aspect to the natal position of 
Venus? Is Venus in contact, by 
progression, to Neptune? If any of 
these possibilities apply, then one 
partner is certainly in the mood for 
love, and may consciously or uncon- 
sciously be searching for a partner, for 
whatever reasons. If there are no 
contacts, you can assume that neither 
partner is attempting to force the issue 
with the other. 


@ Now compare the positions of the 
progressed Sun, Venus, Mars and the 
ruling planet with those of the natal 
and progressed planets in the partner’s 
chart. Then reverse the process. Does 
the progressed position of one make 
an aspect to the natal or progressed 
position of the other? For example, 
does his progressed Mars make an 
aspect to her Venus, either natal or 
progressed? Has her Mars reached the 
progressed position of his natal or 
progressed Ascendant or perhaps that 
of his Sun or Moon? 


@ Do the Venus and Mars of one 
partner link up the Uranus and 
Neptune of the other? 
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If any of these combinations appear in 
the two progressed charts, the chances 
are that the couple should certainly 
enjoy a pleasant relationship. How- 
ever, if they are thinking of making 
their relationship more permanent in 
some way, and if there are very few or 
fragile indications of permanent 
rapport in their birth charts, you 
should advise them to wait a while 
before they make a strong commit- 
ment. The relationship, even if it 
seems very meaningful, may well not 
last beyond the period of influence of 
the progressions. 


The progressed Moon 

An affair can be even shorter in length, 
though just as lively, when the 
progressed Moon in one partner’s 
chart makes a strong aspect to the 
Venus, Mars or Uranus in the other’s. 
The progressed Moon aspecting the 
other partner’s Neptune can indicate a 
romantic reverie, with the Moon 
subject dwelling on cloud nine. 


Powerful transits 

Sometimes a dynamic sexual relation- 
ship can be sparked off by powerful 
transits. For instance, the man could 
have Mars on Leo 15°, while the 
woman’s Venus ts On or near Aries 
15°, making a nice joint trine. Along 
comes transiting Uranus either to Leo 
or Aries 15°, and sparks off an affair 
between them! The same thing could 
happen if Uranus came to Sagittarius 
15° — always supposing, of course, that 
the couple either already know each 
other, or the planets show sympathy 
by bringing them together by circum- 
stance or chance! 


Finding permanence 

To look for permanence, you must 
assess all planetary relationships 
between the two birth charts. Examine 
all aspects that color every sphere of 
their lives — do not restrict your 
assessment just to the sexual areas. 
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Incompatibility 
Case HIsTORY 


Mark and Sylvia met when he was 15 
and still at school and she was a 19- 
year-old art student. He looked a great 
deal older and was in many ways 
extremely mature for his age. They 
shared a compulsive, dynamic and 
highly-charged relationship for just 
over a year. Sylvia was very even- 
tempered and patient with Mark’s 
dramatic and extreme swings of mood. 
The couple were passionately in love 
in the way that only very young people 
can be, but Mark’s volatile changes of 
mood became a considerable strain on 
Sylvia. They would talk about and 
discuss every kind of subject, which 
was very stimulating and positive for 
both of them. However, all too often 
the discussions became arguments 
and, on his part, aggressive quar- 
rels. There was also great rivalry 
between them, especially 
intellectually, and they 
constantly tried to outwit 
one another. Mark 
would frequently say 
“We're too alike, we 
could never be 
friends.” He was right 
— they couldn’r. 


The end of the 
relationship 

The relationship ended 
very abruptly when Mark 
hit Sylvia in the street in 
broad daylight. 

Years later, when both 
were married to other 
people, they saw each 
other in a theater. They 
spent the whole eve- 
ning glaring at each 
other and, meeting in 
the bar at the interval, 
did not speak a word! 

Mark died of a 
heart attack in 1983. 


SYLVIA 

Sylvia’s chart is of the 
bucket type, and if we 
interpret this in 
relation to her love 
life, remembering that 
Sagittarius is rising, 
we can fatrly say that 
she will enjoy the chase 
just as much as the 
achievement of her 
heart’s destre! 


MARK 

Mark’s chart shows that while his Gemini 
planets meant he was flirtatious and good 
company, ins Cancertan Moon made him 
caring and sensitive. His expressions of deep, 
sensual and passionate emotion tended to be 
shrouded in a miasma of words, but tt 
surfaced more openly through Ins Cancerian 
Moon which, along with Pluto in that sign 
and exactly conjunct the Ascendant, also 
caused his very sudden changes of mood. 

























Mark’s serious atutude 
is supported by Saturn, 
the ruler of Capricorn, 
tenanted in emotional 
Pisces in the eighth 
house. The flow of 
emotion is, however, 
seriously blocked, since 
the planet is at the apex 
of a heavy tee-square, 
and receives square 
aspects from his Sun, 
Venus and Mars 
conjuncton in Gemini

and as Capricorn is on 
the cusp of the seventh 
we can say that he took 
his relationships very 
senously.

THE Major ASPECTS 

Most of the major joint aspects are fully 
interpreted in the column on the right, 
but in addition there was more than a 
hint of romantic idealism present in 
Sylvia’s attitude towards Mark, shown by 
her Neptune making a square aspect to 
his powerful Mercury (seventh on the list). 
It 1s interesting that the aspect 1s square, 
since the strong idealized tendenctes of 
Neptune (always ready with the rose- 
coloured spectacles) were present. 

An excellent sextile involves her 
powerful Leo Sun and his Mercury (eighth 
on the list). This positive indication 
sustained the relationship, and tf they had 
continued to share thetr lives it may have 
helped them to achteve a more rewarding 
expression of emotion as they matured. 

Note that there is an opposition between 
Mark’s Ascendant and Pluto and Sylvia’s 
Aquarian Saturn (sixth on the list). This 
clearly indicates the importance of the 
relationship for Sylvia, but as the orb 1s 5° 
(the maximum allowed when working on 
joint charts) it can be used only as a 
supporting feature. 


THE TECHNICAL INTERPRETATION 





For a relationship to be permanent 
there must be strong planetary and 
sign relationships between the charts 
of the two partners. These must 
show rapport and good powers of 
communication. With Mark and 
Sylvia there is no lack of these. Joint 
aspects numbered one to three (see 
the list, below left) show this. How- 
ever, the most remarkable compari- 
son shows a group of conjunctions 
between Mark’s Sun, Venus and 
Mars in Gemini, with the Venus/ 
Mars conjunction falling on the same 
degrees in the same sign in Sylvia’s 
chart, with practically no orb 
between them. This accounts for the 
highly-charged sexual and emotional 
content of the relationship, and the 
constant discussions and arguments. 


Signs of incompatibility 

Mark’s dramatic changes of mood are 
shown by the Ascendant, Moon and 
Pluto all in Cancer, with the Sun, 
Venus and Mars in Gemini — all 
frustratingly negatively aspected by 
Saturn. Mark thought he and Sylvia 
were too alike — this shows that the 
couple were living on the level of 
their Sun, Venus and Mars in 
Gemini. In fact, there was consider- 
able incompatibility between them. 
Mark’s highly repressive Pluto 
conjunct Ascendant in Cancer was 
the cause of endless clashes with 
Sylvia’s fiery Sun and Ascendant in 
Leo and Sagittarius respectively, only 
partially mitigated by her Taurus 
Moon making sextile aspects to his 
Pluto and Ascendant in Cancer. 


Making the relationship work 
Had the couple been older they 
might have made this relationship 
work, helped by Mark’s powerful 
Mercury on Gemini 7°, opposing 
Sylvia’s Ascendant on Sagittarius 5°. 
This is an excellent link, showing 
rapport and communication. How- 
ever, because of their youth the 
relationship was too much for them 
to cope with. If it had become per- 
manent, they would have had to 
make allowances for their areas of 
incompatibility. In retrospect, Sylvia 
felt she had learned from the rela- 
tionship, which made her far more 
tolerant with later partners. 


CHALLENGE

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Breakdown in Relationships 


i is important to learn the practical reasons for the breakdown 
of a partnership before assessing the astrological indications. 
In this way it is possible to discover whether the period 


x 
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Assume that someone — or a couple - 
comes to you saying that a relationship 
is in difficulties. The reasons are 
usually one or more of the following: 


@ One partner is having an affair. 


@ The relationship is worn out — there 
is now no positive communication 
between the couple. 


@ The partners are simply getting on 
each other’s nerves. 


@ One partner is too much caught up 
with work or children to have any time 
and energy left for their partner. 


Astrological assessment 

Your first step is to calculate and 
progress their charts and work out 
their transits. Here are some of the 
influences that might indicate the 
cause of the trouble. 


A time of evaluation 

One or both partners may be expen- 
encing a Saturn Return (see p.185) - 
most likely their first. If so, their rela- 
tionship may have reached stalemate. 
Perhaps they married too young, and 
now feel that they have far less to offer 
each other. This is common when this 
powerful astrological trend is opera- 
tive. Maybe they should part. It is up 
to you to point out that they could be 
experiencing a genuine change of 
feeling for each other. Assess and inter- 
pret their full birth charts to see where 
they could begin to rebuild their rela- 
tionship, should they decide to do so. 


Changes in the relationship 

One or both partners may be experi- 
encing their progressed Sun or Ascen- 
dant (sometimes Midheaven) signs 
moving from one sign to the next. 
This indicates important changes and 
often psychological developments. 


of difficulty experienced by your subjects actually marks 
the end of the relationship for them or 
whether it is merely a passing but difficult 
phase. You will find that the birth chart 
should be able to reflect this information. 


Do advise professional counselling, if you 
think that it would be helpful. 


Approach your couple as we have 
already described. If there is an eternal 
triangle, provided there are powerful 
indications joining the erring partner’s 
and a new mate’s chart, there may be a 
permanent separation from the original 
partner. In such situations it is usually 
almost impossible to obtain the new 
partner’s birth time, unless the person 
making the break is the one approach- 
ing you for advice. It is also very 
important to assess the strength of the 
emotional relationship between the 
two original partners. 


Causes of tension 

One or both partners, if they are about 
forty years old, may be experiencing 
the Uranus Half-return (see p.185), 
which is a very disruptive influence. If 
they are behaving uncharacteristically - 
perhaps indulging in a lighthearted 
affair — the difficult, stressful period 
may pass, but it will be as well for you 
to point out how this potent influence 
can be made to work for, instead of 
against, the subject. It might be time 
for the partner not under the Uranian 
influence to seek some rejuvenation — 
such as a change of image or a new 
hairstyle — to show the Uranian partner 
just how attractive they are. 

There can also be tension and diffi- 
culties between partners if either or 
both are suffering from tense transits 
from Uranus, Neptune or Pluto to the 
Ascendant, Sun, Moon or Venus — 
sometimes Mars, natal Saturn, Uranus 
or Neptune. When these cease to be 
operative, the permanent relationship 
will probably settle down, but try to 
help the partner see reason. Just how 
easy this will be depends not only on 
that partner’s progressions, transits and 
lunar progressions but also on the 
strength of the basic relationship 
between them, and whether one is 





simply getting at the other as an 
excuse to hasten a long-wanted, and 
probably much-needed, break. 


Quarrels over money 

Money troubles, a source of difficulty, 
often have strong emotional overtones, 
since Venus, the planet of love, also 
signifies money and possessions. If one 
partner is extravagant and the other 
stingy, this will show from the chart 
(refer to the question list on p.151, 
which will give you some possible birth 
chart clashes). Should one partner 
have, say, a progression from Venus to 
the natal or progressed Jupiter, it may 
be that he or she is on a spending 
spree that needs controlling. But look 
further: is this revenge sparked off by 
the other partner’s coolness? (“If I 
can’t have him, I'll have his money!”) 


A worn-out relationship 

A tired relationship usually shows up as 
a lack of compatibility in the birth 
charts, but if another area is powerful, 
that is what will originally have 
brought the couple together. For 
instance, progressions between respec- 
tive Venus and Mars show sexual 
attraction, which might be present in 
the charts. Reread “Mark and Sylvia” 
(pp.158-9), a case of sexual, emotional 
and intellectual fireworks with no 
meaningful psychological rapport. 


Getting on each other’s nerves 

Each partner will criticize the other if 
there are too many shared signs and 
too much psychological recognition of 
mutual faults and annoying habits. The 
“hate” is of the area of the self 
reflected in the partner. 


Preoccupation with children 

While the maternal or paternal instinct 
shows up strongly in birth charts, it 
could — perhaps by the progressed 
Moon travelling through Cancer — be 
over-emphasized, making the woman a 
“baby bore” or unexciting bedmate. 
Acute tiredness is shown by heavy 
Saturn transits to the Sun, Moon or 
Ascendant, as is depression — often 
present at such times. Try to bring out 
the man’s sympathy — you may have 
to suggest medical advice or further 
counselling, especially if the mother is 
prominently Cancerian. (For similar 
problems, see pp.168-71.) 
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Divorce 
CASE HISTORY 





This chart shows Wayne’s and Cathy’s 
progressed planets at the time they 
decided to split up and divorce. One of 
Cathy’s reasons for wanting to part 
from Wayne was that she was totally 
fed up with their lifestyle, which, 
though prosperous and very comfort- 
able, had become dull for her. She left 
Wayne for a man with far less money, 
who in her eyes was more exciting. 

; Note her progressed Midheaven was 
changing signs at this time. Of equal 
importance, her progressed Mars was 
conjuncting Wayne’s progressed Sun:

infer heightened sexual activity, but in 
her case it was anger and an increas- 
ingly aggressive attitude towards 
Wayne. The general sense of being fed 
up is also indicated by her progressed 
Mercury and Venus close to the 
conjunction of Wayne’s progressed 
Saturn and her progressed Uranus. 


Disruption and change 

Looking at Wayne’s progressed posi- 
tions, it is worth noting that although 
he had a group of progressed sextiles 
and trines operative at the time, the 
planets show great disruption in his 
life, affecting him personally and

psychologically. Not only ts the 
progressed Ascendant in conjunction 
with the progressed Pluto (Leo 8°), 
but progressed Uranus (Gemini 8°) 
and progressed Mercury (Libra 8°) are 
also conjoined in the configuration. 

All these indications show the level 
of disruption and change. As stated in 
the description of the additional 
technique (see p.154), the transiting 
planets’ positions are merely an aide- 
memoire, but you could assess them in 
relation to the couple’s progressed 
positions. Remember, however, it is 
usually the case that transits apply to 
natal planetary positions only. 
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The Subject Alone 


here are many people who do not share a relationship — 

sometimes for deep psychological reasons, which can be 

externalized in a number of ways. Some spend years 

caring for an elderly relative, then find they have 

missed the boat emotionally. But often this is a 
coverup for more complex reasons. You may not 
persuade them to reveal these reasons, but it may 
help to suggest that they do. 























Sagittarius are fiercely independent 
signs; those with these signs 
emphasized are warm and need the 
response and interaction of partners, 
and on the whole relate extremely 


Most people who live alone are 
extremely independent, and three signs 
are in general related to independence. 
But remember that when we refer to a

many are extremely romantic, and will 
say they desperately want a partner. It 
seems that what they really want is a 
partnership — without the partner. This 
does not prevent them enjoying a 
rewarding love and sex life, as long as 
they can hang on to their individuality 
and their own important lifestyle. 


The Aquarian influence 
Two contrasting factors emerge here. 
One is the fact that Aquarius, although 
an air sign, is also a fixed sign, so that 
an element of stubbornness is present. 
The other is that the Aquarian will be 
extremely friendly, willing to help, but 
a most private person. Other folk are 
not allowed to overstep their 
deliberately drawn boundary lines. As a 
result, this group often has the most 
difficulty in developing relationships. 
If you are approached by someone 
with this kind of problem, there may 
be a striking emphasis on Aquarius in 
their charts, or it may be that Uranus is 
powerfully placed and heavily aspected, 
especially by Venus and Saturn. Only 
your subjects themselves can reach 
conclusions about their problems, but 
you may help if you point out the 
possibilities we have mentioned. 


Unaspected planets 

Another problem of this kind may be 
the result of an unaspected planet. 
Venus might be unaspected — in any 
house, but particularly the seventh. 
Similarly, if Uranus is unaspected that 
may also indicate a special kind of 
necessary independence. Or Saturn 
may show a need for solitude 
(especially in the twelfth house). These 
unaspected planets show that there is, 
within the subject, a lack of 
psychological integration in the area of 
friendships. If Venus is unaspected in 
the seventh, the subject will want a 
relationship, often desperately, but will 
be unable to develop or maintain one 
fully, or even take the necessary steps 
to start one. The problem could show 
up in different ways in other areas of 
the chart. Be careful not to get out of 
your depth. It is important that you 
remember your limitations, even when 
you are an experienced astrologer. If 
your subject is unhappy you must 
advise therapy — analysis, if it can be 
afforded, otherwise perhaps some sort 
of group therapy. 


Marriage and Remarriage 





he strengths and weaknesses of a 

partnership — whether formalized 
in marriage or not — should appear in 
the charts of the couple concerned. 
Never make any difficulty you see here 
an excuse for warning against marriage, 


or arguing for it. Once more, simply suggest where possible prob- 
lems may arise. When you are looking at the chart of a new partner 
after the departure of an old one, consider whether indications of 
difficulty in the first reappear in the second.

Friendship is indicated between his 
Mercury and her Venus and both their 
Mercurys in conjunction in Pisces

terms!). The strong conjunction 
between his Ascendant and her Nep- 
tune made its mark when an idealistic, 
romantic relationship turned to misun- 
derstanding and disillusionment. 
Toby’s Midheaven and Pluto share 
Leo with Linda’s Moon, Jupiter and 
Pluto. These are powerful and highly 
charged indications, but it seemed that 
Pluto’s influence, intensified by the 
Moon and Jupiter, had a blocking 
effect, supported by Toby’s Sun crea- 
ting Opposition to Linda’s Pluto. Here 
an opposition works negatively, instead 
of bringing out the best of a polarity.

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EXTRACTS FROM JULIA’S REPORT FOR TOBY AND MILLY 





One fine indication — something that 
has been remarked on by countless 
generations of astrologers — is the fact 
that Milly’s Sun sign is Virgo, and the 
Moon was in that sign when Toby was 
born. This indicates sympathy and 
empathy between you. In some respects 
you share quite a few characteristics and 
no doubt when you think about it you’ll 
say, “Well, yes, up to a point we are 
rather alike”. That’s fine, but obviously 
it doesn’t end there, or anything like it! 


Strong partnership 

Also in your favor seems to me to be a 
good possibility that you share the same 
sort of aspirations, and at once you can 
see what the other Is trying to achieve — 
you share an identification of ambitions 
and respect for what the other wants. 
That is far more important than many 
people realize, and helps to lay down a 
strong foundation for a partnership. 
Even if you are not working together, 
with this kind of integrating link you 
will work for joint objectives without 
any aggro or difference of opinion as to 
what you want out of life, or where your 
hard work is taking you. 

Because there is a really strong 
emphasis on the opposite signs, Virgo 
and Pisces, ] am sure that there is 
excellent rapport between you. You will 
not necessarily always agree with each 


COMPOSITE CHARTS 





Once you are familiar with synastry you 
may want to learn another technique 
that will help you to gain even greater 
insight into this area of astrology. If so, 
we strongly advise you to learn to 
calculate and interpret composite charts. 

Briefly, these are midpoint charts. The 
positions of the two partners’ Ascen- 
dants, Midheavens, planets, and some- 
times other areas of their charts, are 
combined, then halved to find their 
“composite” position in the zodiac. For 
instance, Toby’s Sun is on Pisces 0°, 
Milly’s on Virgo 21°. The composite 
position of the Sun is therefore 
Sagittarius 11°. 

This calculation is applied to each 
“pair” of planets, and so on. While it 
has been found that the influence of the 
signs has not a great deal of relevance, 
the house positions and the aspects 
made are extremely revealing, and often 
show a very accurate picture of the 
couple’s experience of their relationship. 


other, nor will you always see eye to eye; 
but no matter how much vou differ, 
there is likely to be excellent sympathy, 
so your response to each other in 
disputes will be “Well, I don’t agree 
with you, but I see what you’re getting 
at”. You will find, when you get that far, 
that stalemate will never occur, as it 
could with many couples. You should 
rather find that you can progress from 
that point and develop other aspects of 
the situation so that resolution will 
come. This is, I feel, very much your 
approach in discussion and if you take it 
you'll not find it too difficult to come 
out of even the trickiest of situations. 
There is too, in all this, a marvelous 
indication that you’!l not find it difficult 
to communicate with each other. Again, 
this is an important factor in an emo- 
tional, or any, relationship. The level of 
friendship between you is also very high, 
which is vital, for no matter how power- 
ful our sexual attraction for our partners, 
we cannot spend all our time in bed! 


Intuition and criticism 

You will intuitively know when some- 
thing is wrong, or what the other 
partner needs, and this too, while 
usually achieved in a long-term partner- 
ship (when the partners get to know 
each other really well) is something in 
which you have a considerable head- 


start! Recognize that you both have 
quite a strong critical edge. This is a 
natural part of Milly’s personality; 
probably she always says what she 
thinks, which is no bad thing. It works 
rather differently with Toby, who has 
more of a critical approach to situations. 
You'll understand these traits, and of 
course sympathize with them, and 
because individually you have plenty to 
counter them, they shouldn’t get the 
better of you. But try if possible to 
remember, should you have cause to 
criticize each other, that sweeping 
general criticism won’t go down at all 
well with either of you, and you should 
be specific in any criticism you make. 
And don’t, in an argument or discus- 
sion, get bogged down in silly, time- 
consuming detail; you both have better 
things to do than “pick” at each other. 


The restless urge 

There is an indication which shows you 
may both be prone to restlessness — and 
may tend to catch it from each other. 
Do watch out for this, since it could 
ignite quarrels, sometimes over money. 
I do not think the indication of this 
possibility will cause you serious 
problems, since there is too much going 
for the partnership to allow this to 
happen, but you should nevertheless be 
aware of the possibility. 
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Business Relationships 


he approach taken to the synastry of business relationships 

is very similar to the approach that might be taken to any 
other area of synastry or chart comparison. However, there are 
particular indications that may occur in the charts of one or both 
of the business partners that will add strength to a working 
relationship, and of course these are of great worth and benefit to 
the individuals that are involved. The charts of the individuals do 
not need to be too similar. Indeed, it can often be extremely useful 





Look for the following in the charts of 
business partners for indications of a 
successful partnership: 


@ The two partners need to share 
their ambitions and hopes for the 
project, so it is an excellent indication 
if one partner’s Midheaven and 
Midheaven ruler is in opposition or 
trine aspect to, or the polar sign of, the 
other’s Ascendant, Midheaven or 
personal planets. For instance, partner 
Y’s Midheaven is Scorpio and the 
Midheaven ruler Pluto; partner Z’s 
Sun, Moon or Ascendant is Taurus. In 
this case, involvement between Y’s 
Venus (Taurus’ ruler) and Z’s 
Midheaven would also be useful. 


@ Indications of a good relationship 
on all levels, as in other branches of 
synastry, will be especially helpful. In 
other words, strong aspects between 
the Suns, Ascendants, Moons or ruling 
planets/signs of both of the partners. 
Here again, pay special attention to 
each partner’s seventh house, and also 
to the sixth house, since this shows the 
individual’s attitude towards routine 
work and discipline. 


® Strong second/eighth house links, 
for financial reasons. These will show 
rapport in this vital area of business. 


® It may be that one partner needs to 
be extrovert (mostly fire and air, 
perhaps) if they are a “front” man or 
woman, while the other, who might be 
termed a “sleeping” partner or behind- 
the-scenes worker, will benefit from 
having a strong, well-aspected Saturn, 


for one of the partners to be an extrovert and 

for the second partner to be an introvert; 
the former being concerned primarily 
with the mechanics of the running of the 
business, and the latter with the actual 
“selling” of the business to customers. 


indicating common sense and a practi- 
cal outlook. A predominance of the 
earth element is also very useful. 


@ One partner may well need to have 
an eye for practical detail — if, for 
instance, the business involves factory 
work or production. This trait is also 
essential when contracts have to be 
drawn up and signed. An emphasis on 
Virgo or Scorpio, for example, will be 
an asset. The other may need to enjoy 
challenge and cautious risk-taking. 
Aries, or a strong Mars, Sagittarius or a 
strong Jupiter will help. Good com- 
munication and selling ability is usually 
present when there is an emphasis on 
Gemini and Mercury. 


@ In general, look out for contrasting 
personality traits that will complement 
each other. 


Appropriate businesses 

It is always necessary when advising 
business partners to consider the kind 
of business with which they are 
concerned, or which they are thinking 
of starting. Look to the planet which 
rules that type of business: i.e., you 
would expect Venus to be concerned 
with the beauty and luxury trades, or 
perhaps a florist’s shop; a well-aspected 
and well-placed Moon would be 
encouraging if partners were thinking 
of starting a restaurant or hotel; a 
good, strong Saturn would support an 
estate agency or any business 
concerned with communications. A 
business is its owners’ “baby”, and 
work of this kind is not unlike advising 
parents about a child’s chart. 








Friends and 


Business Partners 
CASE HISTORY 


Tony and Peter worked together for 
over 20 years and were friends for 
much longer. The chart opposite 
clearly indicates their friendship. The 
materialistic side of the partnership is 
emphasized by the extremely potent 
second/eighth house polarity involving 
shrewd Cancer and aspiring Capricorn. 


The contributions of each partner 
The couple sparked each other into 
action, but Tony was the dominant 
partner. His Saturn, right on Peter’s 
Ascendant, expresses this. However, 
Peter’s Aries Sun and fiery Leo Ascen- 
dant were also strong forces, and while 
he responded to Tony’s ideas and sug- 
gestions through his sensitive, subtle 
Cancerian Moon level, he added 
balance and energy to the relationship. 

There are several more interesting 
polar influences: Tony’s Mars opposes 
Peter’s Mercury. The sparks flew, but 
Tony’s sense of humour, and Taurus/ 
Scorpio love of life, were excellent 
balancing factors, and between them 
the two men were great achievers. 


Evidence from sign polarities 
Although we must be cautious when 
interpreting sign polarities, it is worth 
noting (because here personal planets 
and the angles of the two charts are 
involved) that by sign Tony’s Jupiter 
opposes Peter’s Mars, and Tony’s 
Uranus opposes Peter’s Ascendant. 
Tony’s Midheaven opposes Peter’s 
Mercury and Uranus. Original ideas 
for furthering their work were abun- 
dant and they combined business with 
pleasure, but often worked a 20-hour 
day. They also travelled extensively — 
sometimes to countries to which other 
people had considerable difficulty in 
obtaining entry. They enjoyed fighting 
bureaucracy and were adept at reach- 
ing the ears of important people — like 
heads of governments — whom they 
met to further their business interests. 
Mars in Sagittarius in the fifth house 
in Peter’s chart indicates a very strong 
gambling streak. Because Mars was the 
Sun- and Midheaven-ruler, this trait 


needed particularly stringent control — 
which Tony was able to provide for 
Peter. Upon Tony’s death, gambling 
became an increasingly important 
activity for Peter, and with quite 
disastrous results, as might be imag- 


ined. The weakness in Peter’s character 


is shown by Neptune conjuncting the 
Ascendant, and Mercury being not 
well placed in Pisces.

The centre of the chart shows Tony’s natal 
planets’ positions, Ascendant and 
Midheaven.

Mercury ts only 6° away from Peter’s Venus. 
These configurations involve the fifth and 
sixth houses, indicating a creative friendship 
with joint risks (fifth house) and with much 
hard work (sixth house). Note that the 
materialistic side of the partnership ts 
emphasized not only by the potent second/ 
eighth house polarity but also by their Moons 
being in opposition and by Pluto — here in an 
extremely financial mood.

, mae children’s charts is 
extremely rewarding, and you will 
probably find vourself doing it early 
in your studies. Perhaps your first 
"missionary work as an astrologer will 
be to encourage parents-to-be to make 
quite certain that their children’s birth times are 
accurately recorded. Try to do this even if they are 


not interested in astrology; who knows, when the child is older he 
or she may wish to consult an astrologer and, of course, the work is 
very severely limited if the birth time is unknown. 


Fortunately in a great many countries 
the birth time is noted on the birth 
certificate, though sadly this is not the 
case in England, Wales or Northern 
Ireland. Scotland fares better, as do 
many other European countries and 
the USA. Even so, it is important to 
remember that these birth times are 
usually rounded up to the nearest 
quarter of an hour, and when we are 
working on the timing of trends in our 
lives, we need greater accuracy than 
that. However, many more fathers are 
now attending births, so give all the 
encouragement you possibly can to 
ensure the birth ttme, which should be 
taken from the baby’s first cry, is 
accurately timed. 


The astrological family tree 
Just as there is a genetic pattern 
running through generations of 
families, so there is an astrological one. 
This does not usually emerge at the 
superficial Sun sign level (although it is 
true to say that in many families there 
are clusters of birthdays), but if we 
examine the fully calculated charts of 
several generations, we find that it can 
clearly be seen. In particular, the 
relationship between grandparents’ and 
grandchildren’s charts is well worth 
studying. So often a grandchild has a 
special affinity with a grandparent, 
which shows up in a quite remarkable 
way when their charts are calculated. 
If you spend some time working on 
this theory, especiaily if the birth times 
of the older generation are known to 
you, you will make some very revealing 
discoveries. For instance, if a child has 
a very close relationship with her 
grandmother, you may well discover 
that the child’s Ascendant sign is the 
same as the grandmother’s Sun sign. 
Very often the respective Ascendant

and Sun occupy the same degree of 
that sign! On pp.170-1 you will see 
the birth charts of three generations 
from the same family. These were 
Scottish births, so the birth times were 
recorded on the certificates, and with 
the aid of a family Bible we were able 
to trace the grandparents’ birth times. 


Premature babies 

How do premature babies fit into the 
astrological family tree? In recent years 
medical science has discovered that it is 
the baby that signals to the mother 
when it is ready to be born, and in all 
genuine premature births the astro- 
logical inheritance is unbroken. How- 
ever, when we come to Caesarian and 
induced births it is a different story. 








Firstly you must reassure the parents, 
or mother-to-be who knows she is to 
have a Caesarian, that everything will 
be well from an astrological point of 
view. However, some of the more 
potent astrological links between the 
members of the family may be broken. 
While as an individual the child will be 
fine, he may not fit into the family 
pattern as well as others who were 
born at their chosen time. 


Breaking harmony 

This breaking of the astrological family 
inheritance is much more likely to 
happen in certain countries than in 
others — especially where the doctor 
wants to have Junch or a siesta! A birth 
that is advanced by an hour or so from 
its natural time brings this problem 
most powerfully into focus, since that 
child’s Ascendant is likely to be the 
sign before the natural one. Conse- 
quently this vitally important area of 
the child’s chart is out of harmony 
with the rest of the family. Of course 
this doesn’t make the child any less 
nice or clever than his siblings: the 
chances of his fully integrating will 
simply be less. Try to encourage the 
parents-to-be not to allow induction of 
labour unless, of course, it is essential 
for the safety of the mother or the 
child, or for other medical reasons. 


The adopted child 

In many countries it is even more 
difficult to discover the birth ume of 
an adopted child. In such a case your 
work will be limited, though as you 
gain experience you may be able to 
assess a possible birth time; but this 
will be only speculative at best. It will 
take a considerable amount of 
patience over a long period of time to 
come to any conclusions, but it will be 
an intriguing trail to follow. 


Suggestions, not statements 
Especially when a baby has just made 
its appearance, parents are usually 
sufficiently starry-eyed to grasp enthu- 
siastically at any suggestion about its 
talents. Always be careful to suggest 
rather than make definite statements. 
Instead of telling them they have an 
infant Leonardo, suggest that if the 
child shows an early love of art, she 
might be given some paints or model- 
ling clay and encouraged to use them. 





How TO CONSTRUCT AN ANALYSIS FOR A CHILD 


There are certain rules you should 
follow when working on children’s 
charts for their parents. 


ApvorT A SYSTEMATIC APPROACH 

Construct your analyzes by making 
notes, and following the zodiac trail 
precisely (see pp.140). 


WRITE THE REPORT 

You will write the report for the 
baby’s parents, of course, rather than for 
the child — and “write” is the operative 
word. A written report is much better 
than merely talking about the child. If 
you find typing or word-processing a 
bore, then write the report by hand and 
speak it into a tape recorder. This is 
important because the parents, while 
wanting to study it carefully as soon as it 
arrives, will also want to refer to it as the 
child grows up. 


TAKE DATA FROM THE PARENTS 

When asked to study a child’s chart 
you should always take the parents’ birth 
data and calculate their charts too. 
Remember that the child’s chart shows 
the exact transiting planets’ positions for 
the mother at the tme of birth. For 
instance, you may find the Moon and 
Mars are prominent in the baby’s chart 
and make transiting aspects to the 
planets’ positions in the mother’s chart. 


CONSIDER THE WHOLE FAMILY 

You may not need to spend a great 
deal of time interpreting the parents’ 
charts, but you should have them at 
hand, since from them not only can you 
see in what areas the child takes after 
which parent, but can also make very 
practical suggestions about the areas of 
life in which the child will benefit most 
from the father’s guidance, and where 
the mother will have the greater and 
more positive influence. It may also be 
necessary to calculate the charts of 
brothers and sisters, if there are any, 
since it can be helpful for the parents to 
see how the child will relate to them, 
and indeed how they will relate to the 
newcomer. In particular, look for any 
indications of possible jealousy, either in 
the chart on which you are working in 
detail, or in the siblings’ charts, then 
make suggestions for combating this. 

Here too is more fodder for the 

astrological heredity game — see just 
how much the siblings share by way of 
common signs or planets’ positions or 
aspects, since sometimes some of these 
will be common to two or more charts 
in the family. 


TAKE THE CHILD’S SIDE 

It is important to take the child’s 
side in this area of astrology. Try to see 
the family through his or her eyes. For 
instance, you may have parents who are 
very forward-looking and want to bring 
up their child in a very free and liberal 
way. But on examining the chart you 
might discover that the child is very 
conventional and needs an above- 
average amount of emotional security, 
to be told exactly what to do, and will 
thrive on a rather strict discipline. You 
will have to convey such points to the 
parents, which might not be easy. The 
reverse could also be true: conventional 
parents with a freedom-loving child, or 
one who needs a great deal of warmth 
and affection while the parents are keen 
to send him off to boarding school. 
Constantly watch for such problems, 
and try to make suggestions which you 
know will make the child happier and 
therefore more content, fulfilled and 
eventually successful. 


SPOTTING TALENT 

Some charts will speak very clearly 
to you, perhaps shouting out that a 
child has a considerable gift for music. 
(For such a specific talent to be really 
marked it must show up in several 
different and independent areas of the 
chart.) Don’t, as a result of this, tell the 
proud parents they’ve given birth to 
another Mozart, but certainly suggest 
that, if the youngster expresses a desire 
to learn to play an instrument, they 
shouldn’t ignore the plea. If real talent 
exists, this will allow it to materialize 
though, of course, generous encourage- 
ment is necessary once the potential 
begins to develop. 


MAKING SUGGESTIONS 

FOR LEISURE 
It is important for parents to fill their 
children’s leisure hours with as many 
out-of-school interests as possible. Look 
to the signs and influences of the Moon 
in both parents’ charts to see how they 
will respond to your suggestions, espe- 
cially if some seem a little far-fetched! It 
is worth remembering that involvement 
in an interest may develop into a career 
at a later date. However, you will not 
forget to assess career potential. Make 
rather general suggestions as to what the 
child will probably need from a psycho- 
logical point of view: to be emotionally 
involved in his work or simply to make 
money? State whether he is humanitar- 
ian and best working for the good of 
others, or basically creative or scientific. 
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MAKING SUGGESTIONS FOR 

HEALTH 
Assessment of health is also very useful. 
Don’t be afraid to get back to basics. 
For instance, if the child has a Leo 
Ascendant or Sun, suggest any form of 
exercise that will help strengthen the 
spine and keep the circulation and heart 
in good order. A child with a Taurus 
Sun or Ascendant may have a sweeter 
tooth than most children, making him 
prone to putting on weight. A promi- 
nently Cancerian baby may fret and 
worry, perhaps crying more than most. 
He or she will be sensitive to atmos- 
pheres, which can also cause problems. 


UsinG DETAILED PROGRESSIONS 

It is not usual to work on detailed 
progressions when writing an analysis of 
a baby’s chart, but do look briefly at the 
coming trends. There may be some 
heavy transits on the way which suggest 
the child will develop all those nasty 
childish illnesses over a year or so. A 
flurry of help from Jupiter could mean 
particularly good progress at school. 
Heavy transits from Uranus might 
indicate a difficult time, and so on. 

However, there is a time when 

detailed progressions will be an asset: 
when the parent’s relationship is rocky 
or they thinking of parting. You can see, 
both from the child’s birth chart and by 
the progressions and transits, how the 
child will react. 


l ENCOURAGE CHALLENGES 

Finally, all children experience 
their first Jupiter Return around the age 
of 12. At this time encourage the 
parents to allow the child to enter 
competitions, take tests or exams in out- 
of-schoo] subjects (they could win some 
sort of prize or scholarship) or, if at all 
possible, travel abroad or visit some 
special place which could get their 
minds moving in an interesting way. 
They will certainly respond well to 
challenge or any kind of intellectual 
stimulation at this time. 
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FOLLOWING A FAMILY TREE 


It is rarely possible for an astrologer to follow an astrological 
family tree through more than a couple of generations. It can 
be made extremely difficult because it is not always possible 
to obtain all of the correct birth-times of the various family 
members. Those members of the family whose charts are 
shown here were born in Scotland, where, happily, all birth- 
times are duly recorded on birth-certificates. 
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Ambition and Career 


hen concentrating On Careers, we 





work on parallel lines with vocational 
guidance counsellors, although we can go 
further in asssessing a subject’s personality, 
motivation and reactions. But remember 
that people of every type, with every kind 
of birth chart, are to be found in all professions 


and careers; sweeping statements based on rudimental 
astrological knowledge are worse than nonsense. 


This area of astrology, like all others, 
needs special thought and care, and 
the ability to view the chart from yet 
another angle. Here we hope to put 
you on the right track. Of necessity, 
we make some generalizations — there 


POINTS TO CONSIDER 








Always carefully study the chart of your 
subject before you make any decisions 
as to which direction or area of work 
you eventually suggest. The following 
guidelines will give you a basic struc- 
ture from which to work: 


THE ASCENDANT SIGN 

Consider the Ascendant to decide 
the subject’s motivation. Will she be 
assertive, enthusiastic, work hard? 


THE MIDHEAVEN 

The Midheaven will show aspira- 
tions; the subject will identify with 
careers associated with that sign. 


THE SUN SIGN 

The Sun sign gives clues as to how 
your subject will express herself at 
work and in the context of her career. 


THE Moon 

The Moon tells how the subject 
will respond to changing situations and 
colleagues; how well she will be able to 
stand on her own feet, or otherwise; 
how she will react to different custom- 
ers, a Working environment, and so on. 
The Moon sign and maybe house will 
also tell you whether she can cope with 
a bustling environment or needs quiet. 


THE First AND TWELFTH HousEs 

Compare these two houses. Pay 
special attention to any planets in 
either or both of these houses. Ifa 
personal planet is in the twelfth house, 


are always exceptions — but if you 
proceed with care you are far less likely 
to fall into the sort of traps to which 
many popular writers on astrology 
succumb (“If you’re Pisces you must 
be a monk or a nun”!) 


it may be that your subject will get 
greater fulfillment and feel more secure 
and happy working away from the 
public eye, not having to deal with 
strangers. But if there is a personal 
planet in the first house she may be 
very extrovert and therefore will 
become bored or lonely in isolation. 


THE SIXTH HOusE 

The sixth house may indicate how 
disciplined the subject is, how she will 
cope with routine work (for even in 
the most glamorous jobs there is 
usually a certain amount of chores or 
regular tasks that must be done) and 
how punctual she will be. 


THE SEVENTH HOUSE 

Look at the seventh house, espe- 
cially if she has to work closely with 
one other person, undergoing some 
kind of practical training, or if she is to 
be a personal assistant. It will show 
how she will cope with her boss — and 
how her boss will cope with her! 


HEALTH CONSIDERATIONS 

For health look at the Ascendant, 
Sun, Moon, ruling planet, first and 
sixth houses. If demands will be made 
on her physical energy (Sun and 
Mars), assess its strength. If she is of a 
nervous disposition or tense, could she 
become easily distressed? If she is 
going to work in a big store are her 
feet going to play up? 

There may be some strong planets 

around the top of the chart — Saturn, 
Uranus or perhaps the Sun or Mars. 





These will definitely have a bearing on 
the career, and it is important that you 
pay special attention to the basic house 
and sign interpretations. Some of them 
will suggest a need to be in a powerful 
position; others will show that there 
must be psychological involvement 
and fulfillment. 


THE ASPECTS 

As you work through the various 
areas of the chart, don’t ignore the 
aspects — some may indicate a specific 
talent. If so, and the planets concerned 
are personal, what is suggested by 
them could be worthwhile, especially if 
a similar or identical theme occurs in 
other areas of the chart. 


l THE IMPORTANCE OF MONEY 

Money is important to all of us, 
but it can be a crucial factor when con- 
sidering career matters. Perhaps your 
subject will take a job simply in order 
to make money? If so, you must do all 
you can to encourage a deep involve- 
ment in some interest which will make 
demands on spare time, in order that 
life is not just a boring routine of work 
and shopping. In such cases there is 
either a powerful desire to see an ever- 
increasing figure in the bank state- 
ment, or the individual really wants to 
do something quite different and 
maybe pay for expensive training with 
a view to turning professional at a later 
date. Alternatively, perhaps the money 
earned is simply to tide the subject 
over while she studies, or works to a 
high standard in sport, for instance. If 
sO, advise an undemanding physical 
job if the real objective is physically 
demanding, and an undemanding 
intellectual job if, for instance, your 
subject is slaving away at study or 
perhaps writing a novel outside their 
working hours. 


l JI THE IMPORTANCE OF AGE 

Age is important especially if 
your subject is returning to work after 
a break — for instance, after staying at 
home to bring up children. You may 
have to decide just how easy it will be 
for her to take a refresher course in an 
area in which she already has experi- 
ence. In all cases of this kind it is 
important to assess the trends working 
for your subject to see how good the 
chances are of actually getting a job. 








TRAITS TO LOOK FOR IN A CHART 


ost professions and careers 
M can be placed under the 
following headings. One or more 
will emerge from your study of the 
chart, and, having paid special 
attention to the points listed oppo- 
site, it should now be possible to 
move on to this area and discover 
where your subject’s potential will 
be most rewardingly expressed. 
Within these sections there will, of 
necessity, be cross-references. For 
instance, many creative people need 
to be scientific in their approach to 
their work, while scientists need 
creative flair to move research 
projects forward; practical people - 
builders, plumbers, farmers —- need 
good business sense if they are to 
cope with their book-keeping, and 
people in the service industries may 
need to have physical strength. 


CREATIVE ABILITY 

This shows up in a variety of indica- 
tions, but it is important to remember 
that creativity covers an extremely wide 
field. You are just as creative if you are a 
cook, a hairdresser or a ballet dancer — it 
is in no way restricted to fine arts. 
Basically, look for a well-placed Sun - 
the sign may well tell you the inherent 
type of creativity. For example, the Sun 
in Leo suggests painting or colourful 
design, and acting when in aspect to 
Jupiter from Leo. A predominantly 
Cancerian chart suggests Cooking. The 
earth signs show flair for craftwork in 
natural materials or restoration. Aries 
suggests all kinds of work with metals: 
Writing and literature are common with 
Gemini and Sagittarius, aspects between 
Mercury and Jupiter, Virgo and some- 
umes Aquarius. A powerful Venus 
suggests skill in music, dressmaking and 
embroidery, though this is more often 
appreciative than practical. Musical 
ability is often attributed to a Capricorn 
or Taurus Sun sign and a strong Saturn. 
Neptune can give inspiration’to creative 
potential and sometimes skill for poetry 
wniting, dance, lyrical movement and ice 
skating. The fifth house is also-relevant. 


SCIENTIFIC ABILITY 

Saturn and Uranus are the scientific 
planets, with Saturn also giving flair for 
mathematics. Look, too, for decisiveness 
and. quick thinking — Mercury and Mars. 
Those with Pluto strongly placed, often 
nsing in, Leo. or Virgo, can often show 
ability with computers and. modern 
technology. The signs of Capricorn and 


Aquarius can be emphasized. Aquarius/ 
Uranus and Gemini/Mercury influences 
may steer the individual towards space 
and telecommunications, and Saturn 
towards the more traditional sciences. 


PRACTICAL ABILITY 

Most often the earth signs are 
prominent in this area, especially in the 
building trades, architecture, agriculture 
and land management. A strong Mars is 
good for engineering, whilst prominent 
Scorpio, Pluto and Mars are good for 
mining and plumbing. Think in terms of 
Neptune and Pisces for the fishing 
industry, boat and shoe trades. A well- 
aspected Saturn will give practical 
ability and patience. 


SERVICE 

A flair for teaching young children 
is often shown by a prominent Cancer 
or Virgo. Teaching students at the 
university level is indicated by Sagittarius 
and a strong Jupiter. For the medical 
profession, look for Virgo and Scorpio, 
and sometimes Aries for surgery and 
psychiatry; Cancer for paediatric work; 
Capricorn for dentistry and osteopathy; 
Virgo is often attracted to the comple- 
mentary medicines and diet. Virgo/ 
Pisces and Cancer are good for nursing. 
Gemini and a strong Mercury help in 
selling. Taurus and Libra are useful in all 
areas of the fashion industry and beauty 
trades. Anes and Libra often make for 
good military types; those with a strong 
Cancer, Moon or water signs do 
especially well in the navy and working 
on cruise liners; airline employees are 
often shown by a combination of air and 
water signs. The law is Jupiter’s domain, 
although Jupiter with Neptune suggests 
work ofa religious nature. The police 
force and detective work attracts Anes, 
Scorpio, sometimes Virgo, Mars and 
Pluto. The media is rife with predomi- 
nantly Geminian and Virgoan types. 


BUSINESS 

The highly motivated business 
magnate is often spurred on towards 
success by ambition, and so may well 
prove to have a very strong Saturn. 
Business sense is Usually shown by a 
well-aspected Moon — often in Cancer 
or Taurus. The second-and eighth 
houses will be emphasized, as will Pluto, 
often Scorpio and Virgo. A gambhng 
instinct is shown by Jupiter or Mars in 
Sagittarius or the fifth house, but these 
willneed controlling. Most money- 
making types have the need for a feeling 
of security — that is usually their most 
basic motivation. This need for security 
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is likely to encompass areas of emotional 
as well as financial security and again is 
strongly linked to Taurus and sometimes 
also to Cancer. 


HUMANITARIAN 

Those in the caring professions are 
often prominantly Cancerian or Piscean, 
with the Sun or a personal planet in the 
twelfth house. They are deeply inter- 
ested in people and find inner satisfac- 
don in helping them and improving 
their lot. Be very careful that a subject 
expressing a desire to enter such a 
profession is not, in some roundabout 
way, expressing a power complex. Look 
for kindness, consideration and sensitiv- 
ity rather than, say, a strongly placed 
Pluto, Saturn or Uranus, or any indica- 
tion of Leo bossiness. However, the 
Uranus/Aquanius influence at its best 
can be extremely humanitarian, with 
these people working in a very practical 
way — doing fieldwork for international 
charities, for instance. 


PHYSICAL 

It is essential to assess the individ- 
ual’s physical energy level through the 
influence of the Sun and Mars. Should 
there be a desire to take up professional 
sport or any physically demanding 
profession, ask yourself just how well the 
nervous system will cope with the 
inevitable strain and tension of interna- 
tional competition on the way up, and 
keeping the necessary level of perfection 
having “made it”. 


ORGANIZATIONAL 

Organizational ability is usually 
represented by an emphasis on Leo or 
Capricorn. The Moon in Leo usually 
high in the sky (i.e. in the tenth house 
of the chart) shows the ability to cope 
with large groups of people (many 
orchestral conductors have this placing). 
Scorpios are usually well organized, 
while Virgoans, having the reputation 
for being tidy (though we doubt that 
this is the case), need to know precisely 
what is required before going on to do 
it, but often lack the confidence to take 
the initiative. However, as is the case 
with Scorpios, Virgoans can be obses- 
sional over small details. The go- 
between - say, an agent who organizes 
contracts — needs to be assertive and 
strong, but also to have superb organiz- 
ing ability; look to Aries for the asser- 
tiveness. Positive aspects between the 
Sun and Moon and Saturn show 
discipline and order. Conversely, Pisces 
and Cancer may often be chaoucally 
untidy and disorganized. 
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QuEsTIONS To ASk YOURSELF 


Now that you have a general idea 
of how the vocational possibilities 
show up in a chart, this is the time 
to move on to ask yourself how 
various qualities and characteristics 
will help your subject to achieve

CHALLENGE 


The questions and answers above all 
relate to positive characteristics and 
qualities necessarv for success. Extend 
the list — it could easily become a 
sizeable directory! Conversely, look at 
our list and work out the parallel neg- 
ative indications, and the astrological 
significators applying to them. For 
instance, the first question concerns a 
good communicator: what would 


career objectives. Note that a 
reference to a sign or signs means 
that the subject can have that sign 
as Ascendant, Sun, Moon or 
emphasized by a group of planets. 
Is your subject:

Or, to take the third question about 
patience: an impatient person would 
probably be an Arien or Geminian 
type, always wanting everything now! 











THE NEXT STAGE 





By now you should have come to some 
clear conclusions about the practical 
suggestions you can make to your 
subject, and be ready to meet her for a 
question-and-answer session. Below 
are some questions to which you will 
know most of the answers, but which it 
will be helpful for your subject to 
answer in her individual way. Notice 
just how much, without prompting, 
she will speak her chart — something 
that is of great interest to astrologers. 

You will be fully conversant with 
your subject’s personality traits and 
general characteristics (having assessed 
them as we suggested in Interpreting 
the Birth Chart, pp.130-40). You will 
also know how powerfully motivated 
she is, and how that inner drive should 
be expressed in her career. Even so, 
you should put her to the test. 


Motivation 

You may feel that she just wants a job 
for the sake of the money. If so, simply 
ask her what she wants from her 
working hours. If she answers as you 
suspect, perhaps you can lead her 
towards actually working with money, 
in banking or insurance; this could be 
psychologically rewarding. You will 
also know if she is ambitious, but you 
need to pursue this further. To do so, 
play a well-tried game: ask her to think 
of herself some five years hence. How 
does she see herself? It is possible that 
she may well have more than one idea. 
Excellent: from the reply you should 
see which is the right course for her, 
and will give the greatest satisfaction. 


Gentle hints 
Remember not to be dogmatic. Just 
drop gentle hints to allow her to 
collect her thoughts and develop her 
ideas. In that way she will think she has 
come to her own conclusions; indeed, 
that will substantially be the case. If for 
some reason she is blindly following 
the wrong track you must come on a 
little stronger. But if that is so, you will 
know from the chart that she is self- 
deceptive — rather like a young person 
who has always been dreadfully over- 
weight wanting to be a ballet dancer. 
There is no need to be evasive. You 
must have the courage of your convic- 
tions, and in the final analysis it may be 


less difficult than you think to draw up 
a list of possible careers, though on the 
whole you should only do this if your 
subject has absolutely no idea about 
what she wants to do. 


Job satisfaction 

It usually follows that the greater the 
level of psychological integration in a 
personality, the greater the need for 
job-satisfaction. Someone who is 
psychologically strong is far more likely 
to be upset or disturbed by long 
working days in which there is no 
psychological involvement, with work 
that is soul-destroyingly unrewarding. 
If circumstance dictates such an 
existence, the individual will no doubt 
fill his or her precious spare time with a 
fulfilling involvement in some sort of 
consuming interest. But if this is not 
the case you should make suggestions 
along those lines. In such a situation, 
search the chart for potential. There 
could be a flair for languages, history 
or perhaps music. 


Remember, it is up to astrologers to 
help make their subjects’ lives more 
fulfilling, rewarding and worthwhile. If 
possible, and if your subject is capable, 
suggest some kind of study course 
which could lead to career improve- 
ment and in time perhaps secure a 
release from a dreary job. 


The lonely top job 

This is one of the most difficult prob- 
lems to cope with. Very often an 
ambitious person who is successful has 
the chance of promotion to a top job. 
In many ways there will be a natural 
desire to take it, for the sake of addi- 
tional prestige, more money and 
respect from colleagues. However, the 
individual will be cut off from col- 
leagues, not only responsible for 
serious decision-making but also all 
too often given far less opportunity to 
actually do the work he or she was 
trained to do. With the job comes 
administration and more administra- 
tion. This is particularly so in the 


COMBINATIONS OF ASCENDANT AND MIDHEAVEN 


This diagram lists every combination 
of Ascendant and Midheaven sign. 
Note the difference between northern 
and southern latitude combinations. 
This occurs because the signs of long 
ascension in the northern hemisphere 
become those of short ascension in the 
southern, and vice versa. For instance 
Aries, which only takes about an hour 
to rise (that is, to cross the eastern 
horizon) in middle northern latitudes, 
will take roughly two and a half hours 
to rise in a middle southern latitude: 
hence the difference in the possible 
combinations of Ascendant and Mid- 
heaven signs for the two hemispheres. 


Hemisphere personality differences 
If you live in northern latitudes and 
work mostly on charts of people born 
north of the equator, you will find that 
few subjects have Aries or Taurus 
rising, and more have Libra or Scorpio 
Ascendants. If you work on charts of 
people born in southern latitudes the 
reverse is true; many people have Aries 
or Taurus rising and few, Libra or 
Scorpio. We think this widespread 
difference makes for hemisphere per- 
sonality differences. Why not follow up 
this theory in your own way and time? 
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teaching profession, or when a senior 
nursing sister is promoted to matron. 

When this happens you must look to 
the chart in quite a different way, to 
discover whether your subject can cope 
with the loneliness — some love it! — or 
whether, in being cut off, she may 
become indecisive or even go to pieces 
due to a lack of rapport with col- 
leagues. Most importantly, if she is 
really dedicated to the actual work she 
does, she may be ready to make such a 
sacrifice. If not, perhaps she will be 
happier and more fulfilled in not 
accepting the appointment. But then, 
if there are family responsibilities, she 
may well need the extra cash. 


Talking things through 

These are complicated questions. 
Often by talking them through with 
subjects you will help them to see 
things more clearly and make their 
own decisions. If this happens you 
should feel really satisfied. Remember 
that this is another case when you 
should very definitely not make up 
your subjects’ minds for them. 


The dreadful boss 

Sometimes a subject will consult you 
because she is being plagued by an 
awful boss; being sexually harassed or 
imposed upon, given too much work 
or not enough responsibility. It is most 
unlikely that you will be able to work 
on the superior’s chart in any detail, 
though your subject may be able to 
get hold of a birth date from a person- 
nel file. In such a case you must 
compare the two charts as described 
on pp.152-5, but will have to concen- 
trate on your subject’s chart to help 
her gain strength and self-confidence. 
If you have the superior’s chart you 
will get some idea, even without an 
Ascendant or Midheaven, of what he 
or she is like, and should be able to 
reassure her. But it will probably be a 
question of her having to prove to 
herself that she can stand up to her 
boss, and if necessary ask quite directly 
for her rights. It may be that there is 
poor communication between them. 
Above all, be positive and firm — if you 
are too kind and sympathetic, you may 
not get her energy working in the way 
it needs. If you have had such an expe- 
rience remember it in your own mind, 
but don’t regale her with it!

caution of the Virgo Moon and 
creative thinking of Mercury in Leo. 
An element of eccentricity and unpre- 
dictability is emphasized by Mars, the 
chart ruler, high in the sky in Aquarius 
in the tenth house. Richard exhausts 
himself because he hardly ever stops 
working. These tendencies are indi- 
cated by the Sun conjunct Pluto 
opposition Mars. It is easy to see the 
direction of the energy through the 
Mars house placing. Notice that this is 
a bucket chart, with the all-important 
Mars as the “handle” — a striking 
example of a chart of this particular 
type. The Moon conjunct Neptune in 
Virgo in the sixth is well aspected by 
Uranus, and as Uranus rules the Mars 
sign, and the Moon is additionally 
powerful as it is the Sun ruler: this area 
of the chart is well integrated. 


Progressions 

Note the progressions at the time of 
the inauguration: Mars is fully focused 
by the progressed Midheaven making a 
conjunction to the planet’s natal posi- 
tion, and the progressed Midheaven is 
at the same time changing signs. The 
progessed Ascendant was previously in 
contact with the natal Mars, while the 
progressed Sun is making a minor 
quincunx aspect to the progressed 
Mars, that planet in turn making a 
strong trine aspect to the natal Moon. 
This progression is intensified because 
the chart-ruler and Sun-ruler are 
working positively together. At 
roughly the same time Saturn was, by 
transit, about to cross the Ascendant, 
showing the commitment, possible 
strain and additional responsibility such 
an undertaking always entails. How- 
ever, Richard’s positive enthusiasm and 
wil to succeed are clearly shown. 


The caring employer 

Richard, despite appearances, is 

very sensitive and caring and keen to 
look after his employees and partners. 
No matter how busy he is he will 
always find time to listen to their ideas, 
or to their troubles. While he pours all 
his energy into his work and suffers 
from considerable strain and exhaus- 
tion at times, he gets a certain amount 
of respite from business commitments, 
enjoying his home and family life. He 
has a powerfully spiritual side which 
gives him inner strength. 


A NEw Jos? 


Sooner or later you will probably be 
asked about the possibility of a client 
getting a new job. While you must not 
be dogmatic, it is possible to stick your 
neck out just a little, provided you also 
offer constructive suggestions and give 
advice that your subject can follow up. 

Generally speaking, it will be neces- 
sary to concentrate more On progres- 
sions and transits than the birth chart, 
but of course you will have gone 
through many of the stages mentioned 
earlier in this section of the book 
before beginning to answer the ques- 
tion or assess your subject’s situation. 
A great deal depends on how assertive, 
enterprising and disciplined the subject 
is, how much a job is actually wanted, 
and so on. Having considered these 
points, what is the next stage? 


How the job offer may appear 

You will know from your general study 
of the meanings of the houses and the 
earlier comments in this section, that if 
your subject looks as if she is going to 
be offered a job out of the blue, the 
chances are that there will be positive 
and strong directions to the Mid- 
heaven; but if the job comes about 
through her writing an application, it 
is most likely that the Ascendant or 
personal planets are being activated by 
positive transits, progressions or the 
short-lived lunar progressions. 


Interpreting influences 

Do not expect to see only pleasant 
groups of Jupiter transits, for these 
expansive trends are not the only 
indications of such an achievement. 
Remember that with a new job also 
comes responsibility and often strain 
and tension, so there could easily be a 
conjunction or positive transit from 
Saturn to the Midheaven at the time of 
the new appointment, indicating 
additional responsibility and prestige. 
Exciting and unexpected career devel- 
opments can occur when there is a 
transit of Uranus to the Midheaven. It 
may be that the ruling planet is one of 
the fast-moving planets — Mercury 
Venus or Mars — and quite minor 
transits from these planets can be 
significant provided there is some 
back-up from long-term progressions 
or other transits. 


Keep an open mind, since you may 
well find that someone — especially 
where Saturn is concerned — could 
achieve a prestigous job, whereas 
someone else under an identical transit 
might well be asked to leave! Distin- 
guishing between contradictory inter- 
pretations of the same influence is 
where skill and experience come in. 
But there are ways of checking your 
conclusions. A golden rule when faced 
with such dilemmas in this or any other 
area of astrological interpretation, 
when you have to assess a questionable 
influence from a transiting planet, is to 
look at its placing in the birth chart. If 
it is reasonably well-placed and not too 
negatively aspected, its influences as it 
moves round the sky will often be 
constructive. A negatively aspected 
Jupiter, perhaps squared by Pluto or 
even the Moon, will be far less helpful 
than a well-aspected Saturn which in 
the birth chart has constructive and 
positive aspects from the Sun or Moon. 


Watch for planetary returns 

It may be that your subject is about to 
experience a Jupiter or Saturn Return, 
or the Uranus Half-return. If so, apply 
the same rule. Generally speaking, the 
chances are that during the year of a 
Jupiter Return we usually end up with 
rather more cash than we started — or 
that some kind of progress is made 
irrespective of how Jupiter is placed or 
influenced by other planets in the birth 
chart. The Saturn Return offers people 
a period of change and often of psy- 
chological development. The Uranus 
Half-return can persuade many to try 
to force issues — not always wise. 


Other transits and progressions 
Look too for strong transits or pro- 
gressions between Mars and Jupiter; 
these usually put us not only in an 
assertive mood but also a good posi- 
tion in which to take the initiative. 

If the progressed Moon is making 
negative aspects to the natal or pro- 
gressed Saturn, your subject may need 
to hold back and not force issues. 
These aspects often make us feel low, 
dispirited, even hopeless. Advise some 
quiet research into what is available, 
the construction of a new CV, or some 
refresher studies until the influence has 
eased. This could also apply if you 
think Saturn or any heavy planet is 
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working negatively. Suggest that your 
subject starts to make an effort to get a 
new job when the influence is over. 
Ifa run of negative trends is followed 
by some assertive ones, do everything 
in your power to encourage action, so 
as not to waste the positive energy 
which could help your subject to get 
the job she wants. 

With all these points in mind, keep 
referring to the main interpretation 
text for each of the trends working in 
your subject’s chart. You should then 
not experience too much difficulty, 
and should be able to reach conclu- 
sions which will help your subject. 


THE CAREER PLAN 


The chart on the following pages lists 
career possibilities for your subjects. 
Our suggestions are starting points 
from which you might begin a 
discussion with your subject. It may 
seem odd that there is a considerable 
variety of careers under each heading, 
but we have attempted to spread the 
net widely to cater for the subject’s 
environment, educational back- 
ground and age. 

These suggestions are based on the 
Sun and Ascendant signs, but in 
addition to these we need to consider 
the Midheaven sign. As you see from 
the chart on p.175, there are several 
permutations of these for each of the 
Ascendants, and, while because of 
space limitations it has not been 
possible to set out interpretations for 
each of them, we have taken them 
into consideration when making our 
suggestions. Many of the suggestions 
have been put to Julia’s subjects, and 
often they have proved to be ext- 
remely worthwhile. Others are those 
she would put forward should the 
specific combination of signs occur. 


An open-minded approach 

Even so, you must not base your 
suggestions on this list alone (chal- 
lenge it every inch of the way,.and if 
you disagree with good reason, you 
will be making progress and gaining 
experience). You must also consider 
the other areas of the chart and the 
planets’ influences relating to career 
(see pp.30-1). Pay special attention 
to the Moon’s influence with regard 
to working conditions and environ- 
ment — a big factor.

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here are times when we experience 

astrological influences that encour- 
age us to rethink our lives — what we 
have done in the past, what we are 
doing in the present and where we are 
heading in the future. As a result of this 


process, we often make quite striking changes in our lives. 
While several of these influences occur for every one of us when we 
reach certain ages, there are other influences which are quite indi- 
vidual and personal and relate to our own individual progressed 
charts — perhaps when our Ascendant or Midheaven changes signs 
or when our Sun progresses from one sign to the next. 


You will soon discover that the time- 
honored rule that subjects “speak their 
charts” couldn’t be more relevant at 
such times. Phrases like “I can’t go on 
any longer as I am”, or “I don’t know, 
I somchow feel restless”, are very 
common. It is important to notice 
whether your subject knows precisely 
what they want to do, or is hesitant 
and confused. Also, when you are 
giving advice — especially about the 
timing of any change — you should 
examine very carefully all progressions, 
especially lunar ones, and important 
transits that are on the horizon. 


Suggesting change 

You may have to suggest that your 
subject would benefit from an imme- 
diate change, if the indications are 
favorable, or that they should wait for 
a while if, say, Saturn is in a bad mood. 
If the subject is under some negative 
influence from Neptune they should 
also wait, because they are probably 
confused and uncertain. If they have 
lunar progressions to Mars or Pluto, or 
these are prominent in the background 
progressions, or if they have disruptive 
transits from Pluto or Uranus, they 
may be impulsive and make premature 
decisions. In such cases another kind 
of warning will be apposite. 


The Returns 

Periods of reassessment which tend to 
lead to change and are common to all 
of us’ are: 


1. The first Saturn Return, when we 
are 29 plus. 


2. The Uranus Half-return, when we 
are 40 plus. 


3. The second Saturn Return, when 
we approach 60. 


If we live long enough we can also 
experience: 


4. The full Uranus Return, when we 
are about 84. 


5. Athird Saturn Return, when we 
approach 90. 


The progressed Moon 

Another group of indications which 
relate to the progressed Moon is also 
relevant. You may find its effects are 
more potent if the Moon is the ruling 
planet, in its own sign (Cancer) or 
house (the fourth), or is in Taurus (the 
sign of its exaltation). For some 
subjects these progressions will defi- 
nitely give rise to a period of rethink- 
ing about the self and the attitude to 
various aspects of life, but the influence 
may not be very noticeable. However, 
do not be complacent, for these influ- 
ences might be having their effect on 
your subject’s inner life — their deepest 
feelings, intuitions and reactions. 

By progression, the Moon travels 
night round the chart in approximately 
28 years, so it returns to its precise 
natal position when we are about 28 or 
29 years old. (By transit, of course, the 
Moon travels round the chart once a 
month!) It returns to this position for 
a second time when we are about 56, 
and again at 83 plus. 

This first progression occurs shortly 
before the first Saturn Return. The two 
influences complement each other, the 
lunar progression causing that stirring 
of feeling which will very often 
culminate in practical planning as a 


result of the Saturn influence. 

The second completion of the circuit 
occurs several years before the second 
Saturn Return, and often the influence 
will, despite the time-lag, make people 
in their mid-50s think about life after 
retirement. We have found some cases 
of very elderly people who “shake their 
feathers” when the Moon comes 
round for the third time. 

To learn more about these “mile- 
stone” influences (plus, of course, the 
extremely helpful Jupiter Returns) refer 
to the relevant pages in “The Planets 
at Work” (pp.208-347), under the 
individual planets. 


The personal indications of change 
The most powerful indication of 
change is a progression of the Sun 
from one sign to the next. If your 
subject wants to make changes and 
you discover that they are about to 
experience a change of Sun sign, this is 
an excellent portent: the time is 
precisely right for change. Often if 
subjects are born during the early 
degrees of a Sun sign period, you may 
well find that they marry or settle into 
a permanent relationship at the time of 
the first Sun sign change, though this 
can also indicate a range of different 
changes. However, there is usually a 
change of lifestyle, and in the personal 
life. Sometimes a totally new career is 
taken on: almost anything can happen. 
When the Ascendant changes signs 
your subject may say that they feel dif- 
ferently about important issues or have 
made some psychological progess. 
Sometimes subjects look different — 
not because they’ve changed their 
image (that would be under a Sun sign 
influence) but due to bodily changes. 


Calculating the changing Ascendant 
Assessing the precise time of an Ascen- 
dant changing signs is difficult; if the 
birth time is only four minutes out it 
will make a difference of a year in the 
timing of the trend. This also applies 
to a change of Midheaven, which will 
influence career, ambitions and sense 
of direction. This, too, can be equally 
dynamic if the birth time is accurate. 


Preparing for retirement 

Most people retire, or think about 
retiring, at the time of the second 
Saturn Return. Study the comments on

was born. The Moon and Sun, Venus 
and Mercury do this relatively 
frequently; the other planets less so — 
you will see from the diagram below 
that only if you live to the age of 84 
will you experience a Uranus Return. 
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this transit if your subject 1s approach- 
ing the age of 60. A change of resi- 
dence or of the area in which they live 
could also be under discussion, and 
you may have to point out the various 
other factors discussed under the 
Saturn Return (see p.312). 


Planning leisure time 

Most importantly, you must discuss 
with your subjects what they will want 
to do in their free time. They will 
probably have many ideas already, but 
you will find other suggestions in the 
leisure plan (see pp.188-93). These 
inevitably provide only a starting point, 
but you could very easily come to 
some rewarding conclusions. Try, as 
well as encouraging a development of 
existing intellectual and creative 
interests, to suggest involvement in 
some new physical activity which will 
help keep their bodies young-looking 
and in good shape. Remember that as 
well as assessing how patient your 
subjects are, you should consider their 
state of health: their eyesight may not 
be quite as good as it was and, as ever, 
you may have to modify some of the 
physically demanding suggestions. 


PREDICTING DEATH 


In our view no astrologer should 
attempt to predict death. We don’t 
believe that precise events can be 
predicted; any astrologer who tells 
you something will happen is 
probably using clairvoyance or some 
other occult technique, and in any 
case death occurs under many 
different influences. 


Possible influences 

Death may take place under a 
pleasant transit of Jupiter to Venus or 
Neptune — which could also mean a 
pleasant happy experience. It may 
occur under a Uranian influence, 
which could certainly mean a shock - 
but sometimes, too, a surprise. It 
may be suggested by Saturn, when at 
other times the same trend can 
indicate constructive progress, delay 
or frustration! Someumes Mars Is 
present, but under other circum- 
stances that planet can merely 
indicate that the subject is likely to 
slightly cut or burn themselves, or 
just act impulsively. 
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Leisure 








' X Je have far more leisure time these days 
than was the case in the past — partly 
because we are retiring at an earlier age, 
and partly because we are now living 
longer. Many of us also experience 
periods when we are out of work. Inactiv- 
ity, physical or mental, is very bad for us — 


not only psychologically but also physically. Any client who ts in this 
position will need special advice, for discovering the most beneficial 
ways of spending these leisure hours in a rewarding way 1s today as 
important as discovering a worthwhile and fulfilling career. 


The approach to finding satisfying 
leisure activities is in many ways similar 
to choosing a career. However, there 
are several other factors to be assessed: 


@ The age of the subject. 
@ The physical type. 


@ Whether the subject simply wants 
something to do while unemployed, or 
is in need of some kind of stimulation 
as an antidote to a dull, repetitive job. 
Conversely, a soothing antidote to a 
demanding job might be needed. 


@ How patient the subject is. Are 
quick results needed? Can the subject 
plod steadily on, studying or creating 
something, for a long time? 


@ How much will it cost to set up the 
new interests? (If the subject is about 
to retire perhaps retirement presents 
could be linked with the new, or 
renewed, interests. ) 


The leisure plan 

If you look at the plan on pp.188-93 
you will see that it is divided into three 
sections. As with the career plan, it is 
to be used only as a starting-point; 
something to bridge the gap and 
stimulate discussion. We have had to 
cover all ages in this plan so, when 
working with a 70-year-old, you might 
find disco-dancing or weight-training 
suggested! But if so it may be that your 
subject is physically strong and would 
benefit from something similar but 
more sedate such as ballroom dancing. 
Conversely, you might be working 
with a teenager and find that bridge is 
suggested — unlikely to appeal. If so, 
perhaps that young person is particu- 
larly sociable and would enjoy a game

like billiards or pool. The scope of the 
plan is fairly comprehensive, but you 
could widen it further. For instance, 
your subject may have Gemini nising 
and a Libra Sun. Reverse the process, 
and look up Libra rising and Gemini 
Sun. This will give vou an extended 
package of suggestions, which might 
well be fruitful, though you may find 
some repetitions. While, as you know, 
the difference of influences between 
Sun and Ascendant signs is distinctive, 
as a talking point you could find that 
the alternative list is helpful. 


Different categories 

In some cases we have put certain 
sports under the “general and intellec- 
tual” heading, since they don’t burn 





up much physical energy. In others — 
ice-skating is a good example — we 
have placed some sports under 
“creative”, and some less inspiring but 
physically active and marginally creative 
activities under “physical”. 


Steer by the Moon 

Remember your subject’s Moon sign 
when making your suggestions. You 
will get an immediate and definite 
response from someone with an Aries 
Moon - they will either agree or 
disagree. To someone with a Cancerian 
Moon, you could say “Well, I feel that 
you might like...” Or to someone with 
a Libra Moon, “Now personally, I 
think that you would enjoy... Why 
don’t you try it? It would be great fun, 
and you'd meet a lot of nice people.” 


Other considerations 

The questions of age, physical fitness 
and metabolism obviously apply to the 
more physical occupations. We leave it 
to your good sense to ensure that your 
subject seeks a medical check-up 
before spending a lot of money on an 
expensive health club. In addition, you 
should in other cases tactfully discover 
how good a subject’s sight is, how 
mobile the hands — if they are slightly 
arthritic, something like basket-making 
might be therapeutic, while someone 
with shaky hands might not be able to 
cope with fine, delicate work. 

In reaching your conclusions con- 
centrate on two of the planets — the 
chart-ruler (the planet that rules the 
Ascendant sign) and the Sun-ruler (the 
planet that rules the Sun sign). If the 
same planet appears in both cases — for 
instance, in the case of a double Leo, 
or someone born with Virgo mnsing and 
a Gemini Sun — that planet’s influence 
will be especially powerful. 

There will come a time when you 
will make a suggestion to someone 
who is retiring and wants to become 
involved in a new interest, and will at 
once see their face light up: “I’ve 
always wanted to do that!” This is 
really terrific — it is what being an 
astrologer is all about! 


The attraction of astrology 

You may have noticed that we have 
not included astrology itself in our 
plan. There is a specific reason for this. 
You have by now become quite a

Mars makes 
its subjects brave and daring. 


JUPITER 


represents the intellect and mind- 
expanding interests. Its influence, like

that of Venus, can suggest self-indul- 
gence, but it is often sport-oriented, 
with a liking for risk-taking. It 
bestows, like the Sun, a sense of 
drama and a tendency to show off. 


SATURN 

represents patience and determination. 
Slow, steady progress is likely and 
should be aimed for, otherwise self- 
criticism and a lack of self-confidence 
could blight progress. Sometimes 
rather solitary occupations are 
favoured, while conversely these are 
people who enjoy committee-work 
and being in charge. 


URANUS 

represents originality and inventive- 
ness; its subjects usually say they want 
to do something “different”. 


NEPTUNE 

represents a liking for somewhat 
reclusive interests and increases the 
subject’s imagination, but because it 
does not always bestow staying-power 
and confidence additional encourage- 
ment is usually necessary if the poten- 
tial is to be fully developed. Neptune 
increases intuition and sometimes gives 
a sixth sense. 


PLUTO 

represents a need to research and bring 
results to the notice of other people. 
One area of this planet’s influence 
finds the darker, mysterious elements 
of life fascinating. 





Look at the chart on p.33 to see which 
house each planet inhabits. This will 
strongly suggest the area of life in 
which the talents expressed by the 
planets can best be put to use by your 
subject in their leisure hours. 

In particular, the fifth house is that of 
creativity — usually artistic — but that 
does not mean your client has to 
become a painter or actress: if the 
Moon is in the fifth, she could become 
a creative and imaginative cook; if 
Venus, she might particularly enjoy 
glamorous dressmaking. 


The sixth house is the house of health 
and discipline, of regular daily work, 
but it can also be related to hobbies 
and one’s attitudes to them; any planet 
in this house will help one to work 
carefully and constructively. Mars or 
Jupiter here can make one a dedicated 
sportsperson; Mercury may incline one 
to language or crossword puzzles, to 
critical writing — or just to jigsaws. 

If there are no planets in the fifth or 
sixth houses, look to the strongest 
planets and signs in the chart and see 
what they suggest. 
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student of our discipline, and as other 
people benefit from your study and 
experience, you will find that some 

of them will take it up for themselves. 
As is the case with all professions and 
interests, astrology attracts people of 
all types. A few decades ago a brilliant 
British astrologer and reseacher, 
Charles E. O. Carter, who worked on 
thousands of charts, studied specific 
influences in the charts of successful 
astrologers. He found that not only 
were certain signs prominent in their 
charts, but in many cases specific 
degrees were emphasized by either an 
angle or personal planet. These are 10° 
Virgo/Pisces and 27° Leo/Aquarius. 
The results of this research and many 
others are explained in his book The 
Encyclopaedia of Psychological Astrology.

Speen | between the planets and signs and 
areas of the body has been recognized for 
thousands of years. If you are interested in the history 
of astrology, you will find many interesting and 
revealing statements in this area first set down many 


centuries ago, perhaps by Ptolemy or Manilius, 
which are still pertinent today, in spite of the 
advance of both medical science and astrology. 
These statements show that new medical 
discoveries are in fact related to traditional 
astrology, often in a fascinating and revealing way. 


Perhaps the best-known relationship is 
between the signs and various areas of 
the body (see p.196). There are also 
powerful connections between the 
glands and the planets, but this theory 
is more modern in concept. Both 
theories are worth memorizing, for 
they form a basic background to the 
fascinating area of medical astrology. 

The holistic attitude to health is very 
sympathetic to astrologers; if you lead 
a fulfilling life and express positive 
energy — physical, intellectual and 
emotional — then you are far less likely 
to become ill. While this is an over 
simplification, it is an excellent theory 
and one on which good astrologers 
concentrate. It is very important that 
you consider the psychological impli- 
cations before trying to assess potential 
illnessess, vulnerabilities and so on. 

For instance, someone with a weight 
problem may be under considerable 
emotional stress — perhaps there is a 
lack of affection in their life, so they 
are comfort eating. But we must never 
jump to conclusions; the same case 
might have a thyroid problem, and if 
that were so then many of the same 
astrological configurations and indica- 
tions would present themselves. 


AREAS OF THE CHART IN Focus 





When assessing health and vulnerabil- 
ity to ailments, consider the following: 


1. The Ascendant and first house, 
and any planet or planets that are 
tenanted in tt. 


2. The influence of the Sun and 
Moon, and the ruling planet if the Sun 
and/or Moon are in aspect to it. 





Links between the body and the signs and 
planets have been made for many centuries. 


3. The sixth house and any planet or 
planets tenanted within it. 


4. Sometimes a straight interpretation 
of an aspect such as Sun square Mars 
or Saturn has health/ailment implica- 
tions. Such configurations should be 
assessed in relation to the general 
health indications of the birth chart. 


In a character analysis remember that 
the characteristics of the Ascendant 
and Sun signs, while forming the basis 
of the personality, emerge on different 
psychological levels. When assessing 
the health implications we can usually 
combine the indications of both the 
Ascendant and Sun signs. It is advis- 
able to give greater consideration to 


those connected with the Ascendant, 
rather than the Sun sign. Sun sign vul- 
nerabilities will emerge as a result of 
our own actions, while those of the 
Ascendant seem to be related to our 
genetic structure. Those of the Moon 
relate to our reactions to situations. 
For instance, those with the Moon in 
Virgo will find that their stomachs 
react badly when they are under stress, 
or have had a shock. 


Planets in the first house 

The closer a planet is to the Ascending 
degree, the greater is the strength of 
its influence. At first, you should look 
up, and gradually learn, the influence 
each planet exerts when in conjunction 
with the Ascendant. However, as a 
general guide, study the brief planet 
interpretations opposite. The further 
“down” the house, the less potent the 
influence ~ but be careful, for you may 
have an inaccurate birth time and the 
strength of the influence may be 
greater or lesser than first thought: 
some rectification may be needed. 

The list of signs and their relation- 
ship to the attitude to health, vulnera- 
bility and general needs (see p.198) is 
another guide. In both cases think 
constructively and ask yourself ques- 
tions about the influence of ruling 
planets and so on; these will refine the 
possibilities and give a clearer picture. 


The sixth house 

The way we spend our waking hours, 
our attitude to routine and what we 
have to do to make a living, run a 
home, or whatever, will have a power- 
ful effect on our physical well-being. 
The body is like a finely-tuned 
machine. When cared for and used 
sensibly it will last a very long time. 
When abused by too much pressure, or 
even worse when allowed to “rust”, it 
will grind to a halt. Again, to help you 
come to conclusions see the list on 
page 199 which sets out the combina- 
tions of Ascendants and signs on the 
cusp of the sixth house. This list will 
always apply if you are using the Equal 
House system. If using Placidus, look 
carefully — the Ascendant and sixth 
house cusp sign may not be as listed. If 
so, while some cross-referencing may 
be helpful, the list will still give an idea 
of how to structure your interpretation 
of these two elements of the chart. 


PLANETS IN THE First HOUSE

THE SUN 


Positive Increased vitality and a 
positive attitude to health. Usually the 
Sun and Ascendant signs are the same, 
making the individual a “double Libran” 
or whatever. In such cases the general 
health accent, according to the sign, is 
also particularly potent; such a placing 
needs particularly special consideration. 
Examine the Sun’s aspects and those of 
the ruling planet, whose influence is, of 
course, also especially powerful. 


Negative Negative traits will appear 
according to the negative aspects from 
other planets, and the Sun’s powerful 
vitality and positive outlook can be 
diminished or in some cases exaggerated 
as a result. 


B THE Moon 


Positive A positive flow of emotion 
will help the individual to lead a 
rewarding life, but this placing always 
sensitizes the subject’s skin, whatever its 
colour may be. Worry and intuition can 
affect the subject’s health. Regular 
breast-checks are especially important 
for women with this placing. 


Negative As for the positive, but the 
tendency to worry is increased. Very 
often the vitality is lowered and digestive 
problems occur — again, usually as a 
result of worry. 


MERCURY 





Positive There is a heightened 
metabolism and mental and nervous 
energy which should find expression in 
accordance with the characteristics of 
the Ascendant. Restlessness can become 
a problem. 


Negative Nervous strain and often 
tension can result, especially if Mercury 
receives negative aspects from Uranus, 
the Moon or sometimes Jupiter. 
Restlessness is increased, and a tendency 
towards depression can adversely affect 
the health if Saturn is in square or 

iN Opposition. 


VENUS 


Positive This slows down the metabo- 
lism but it can encourage a steady flow 
of energy if placed in a fire or air sign. 


Negative Weight gain is very likely, 
since this placing will incline the subject 
to be self-indulgent. 





Positive This heightens the metabolism 
and physical energy which needs a great 
deal of positive expression. A tendency 
to be accident prone is very likely. 


Negative As above, but the negative 
effects are considerably increased. If 
Saturn contacts Mars there can be an 
irregular use of energy and a tendency 
to feverishness and chills. If there is a 
negative contact from Uranus, tension 
and stress may lead to physical as well as 
psychological disorders. 


JUPITER 


Positive The individual will live life to 
the fullest; any sort of complication will 
be due to the enjoyment of far too 
much rich food and wine, so that even if 
the planet is well aspected, weight gain 
is a distinct possibility. 


Negative The tendency to overdo 
things — to eat and drink excessively, not 
as a result of a need to escape reality, 
but simply because it is enjoyable to do 
so, may eventually lead to a degree of 
liver damage. The hips and thighs are 
vulnerable, as when Sagittarius rises, and 
the individual will be likely to put on 
weight in these areas. 


SATURN 





There is little that can be said about a 
positive influence of Saturn on the 
health from this house. It seems always 
to lower the vitality, though in a few 
cases it might act as an anchorage for 
the personality. It tends to give mast 
individuals a rather negative outlook on 
life, which does not help their physical 
well-being. Aches and pains are very 
common, and sometimes, if Saturn is 
afflicted by Mercury or Uranus, there 

is restricted movement. The subject 
may tend to fall rather frequently and 
suffer some nasty bruising or more than 
his or her fair share of broken bones. 
When the Sun, Moon or ruling planet 
make negative aspects to Saturn the 
ailments of the Sun, Moon or Ascendant 
signs may be present in an above- 
average way. 
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| URANUS 


As with Saturn, there is little that is 
positive about this placing. It will 
certainly heighten nervous energy and 
often the metabolism, but will also add a 
powerful vulnerability to stress and 
tension. A proneness to accidents is a 
distinct possibility, with the subject 
tending to suffer from sprains if he or 
she has a fall. 


EA Neptune 








Much is said in the psychological section 
(pp.204-7) about this placing, and in 
the section on interpretation of the 
aspects (see Neptunce’s aspects to the 
Ascendant, pp.332-3). Its effects seem 
to veer more strongly towards the 
psychological than the physical, unless 
because of psychological problems the 
subject falls back on drink or drugs in an 
effort to escape, when it is obvious that 
these tendencies will have a physical as 
well as a psychological effect. But it is 
the psychological area of influence that 
you must consider rather than the purely 
or overly physical. A vulnerability to 
medically administered drugs can also be 
present, and if the planet is under a 
Scorpio Ascendant it will slow down the 
metabolism, thus making the subject 
very prone to a serious weight problem. 


|B | PLUTO 


Again there are few positive effects, 
apart from the possibility that Pluto, if 
well-aspected, will encourage the elimin- 
ation of unwanted matter and fluids 
from the body. If negatively aspected 
the cramping, inhibiting effect can cause 
the reverse. As is the case with Neptune, 
the psychological influence of the planet 
in this position is very powerful. 


THE PLANETS AND THE GLANDS 





There is a strong planetary relationship 
with the glands. Ifa planet is in the first 
house, and especially if it conjuncts the 
Ascendant, the gland it rules may be 
vulnerable, or at any rate accentuated in 
some way for the subject. This area of 
influence is perhaps one of the most 
important, if not the most important, of 
such influences. The glandular focus will 
also be in evidence in relation to the 
ruling planet, which must also be 
studied in order to get a full picture. 
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THE ZODIAC AND THE BODY 


Astrologers have long recognized that the signs seem to “rule” 
various parts of the body. This was shown by innumerable “Zodiac 
Men”, in which the glyphs of the signs were aligned with that part of 
the body they ruled. This diagram shows the most commonly recog- 
nized associations: the planetary associations are taken from 
Prolemy’s Tetrabiblos, written almost 2,000 years ago; we also add 

an association between the planets and the human glandular system. 
Modern astrologers still find thar the correspondence works, but as 


with other areas of the science, use it less fatalistically. 


PaurRus 

The cerebellum or lower 
brain is associated with 
Taurus, as are the neck, 
ears, lower jaw and 
throat. Taureans also 
have the reputation of 
overeating. It affects the 
parathyroids, which 
control the calcium level 
of the body fluids. 


CANCER 

Cancer rules the breasts, 
the stomach and the 
alimentary canal, The 
Moon, which rules 
Cancer, is traditionally 
connected with the 
stomach, the womb and 
the faculties of taste; it 
also rules the left-hand 
side of the body. 
Modern astrologers also 
associate it with the 
whole alimentary 
system. 


VIRGO 

Virgo is connected with 
the intestines, the solar 
plexus and also the 
nervous system. The 
sign is ruled by Mercury 
(so see under Gemini). 


SCORPIO 

The sexual organs are 
traditionally associated 
with Scorpio (hence its 
over-stressed reputation 
as the most sexually 
active of signs). The 
bladder, prostate and 
rectum are also ruled by 
this sign. The traditional 
ruling planet is Mars, so 
see under Aries. But 
Pluto is the modern 
ruler, and this planet is 
linked, like Mars, with 
the gonads. 


CAPRICORN 

Capricorn rules the 
knees, bones and teeth; 
its ruler is Saturn, which 
rules spleen, bladder, 
phlegm and bones, and 
is associated with the 
anterior lobe of the 
pituitary gland, which 
regulates the sex glands 
and affects bone and 
muscle structure. 


ARIES 

Aries rules the head, and 
in particular the 
cerebrum, where the 
upper brain hes. A 
strong emphasis on 
Arics may involve a 
tendency to neuralgia or 
sick headaches. Mars, 
which rules Aries, is 
traditionally associated 
with the left ear, 
kidneys, veins and 
genitals. It rules the 
gonads, or sex glands. 


ith 


Pisces 

Pisces rules the feet (it is 
also said to be the ruling 
sign of all hospitals and 
medical practice). Its 
traditional ruling planet 
is Jupiter, so see under 
Sagittarius; the modern 
ruler is Neptune, which 
affects the thalamus, a 
brain structure which 
affects the transmission 
of stimuli between the 
sensory organs. 
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GEMINI 

Gemini rules the lungs, 
bronchial tubes, 
shoulders, arms, hands 
and fingers. Mercury 
rules Gemini, and there 
is an emphasis on the 
mental processes, which 
are usually quick and 
bright; Ptolemy 
connects the planet also 
with the tongue, and bile 
and the buttocks. 
Modern astrologers 
believe that it helps to 
control the whole 
nervous system. 


LrEo 

Leo rules the heart, 
spine and back. The 
Sun, which rules Leo, is 
said by Prolemy to rule 
the brain, heart, sinews 
and the right-hand side 
of the body. It is now 
associated with the 
thymus and endocrine 
gland (important at 
puberty) and connected 
with the body’s 
immunisation systeni. 


LIBRA 

The kidneys are ruled by 
Libra; so is the lumbar 
regions and the loins. 
There may be a 
connection with urinary 
problems. Venus rules 
the sign, so see also 
under Taurus. 


SAGITTARIUS 
Sagittarius is 
traditionally associated 
with hips and thighs; 
also the blood vessels. 
Its ruler is Jupiter, 
which also rules the 
liver, arteries and semen, 
and is associated with 
the pituitary gland, 
which regulates 
hormone production 
and bodily growth. 


AQUARIUS 

Aquarius rules the 
circulation; its trad- 
itional ruler is Saturn, 
so see Capricorn. The 
modern rulership is that 
of Uranus, which astrol- 
ogers associate with the 
pineal body, the 
mysterious “third eye”. 
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SOME COMMON PROBLEMS, 
AND How To AssEss THEM 








Perhaps the most important consider- 
ation is just how much the subject’s 
mind, outlook and lifestyle affect the 
health. If the subject is a worrier and 
lives alone there is a strong possibility 
that, with little else to worry about, 
the slightest negative symptom will 
become emphasized: an attitude of 
mind will actually causes illness. 

These situations will be most com- 
mon in a prominently Cancerian 
person — and perhaps one whose family 
now lives at a distance, or who is a 
widow. It is not only lonely elderly 
ladies who are vulnerable in this way: a 
young man or woman, a student, 
perhaps, having just left home for the 
first time, may become mysteriously ill. 
Again, they could well be prominently 
Cancerian. Or maybe the Moon 
conjuncts the Ascendant, or that 
planet is negatively aspected by 
another personal planet or by Saturn — 
in which case the whole outlook may 
become gloomy. A similar attitude 
could be present in someone who is 
prominently Libran, for it is these two 
signs, along with those who live alone 
and are strongly Virgoan or Aquarian, 
who suffer in this way. 


Suggesting changes in lifestyle 
Before attempting to assess the illness 
— imaginary or real — approach your 
subject with what may well be the root 
cause of the problem. Perhaps their life 
needs opening up in some way — they 
need more to occupy their mind. If the 
subject is very definitely a loner, then 
that’s their pattern and lifestyle, but 
encourage them to develop potential 
or maybe become involved in past 
interests Once again. 

The young person who is physically 
ill just after having left home may be 
feeling very insecure and may simply 
need encouragement to adapt to the 
new, less protected, lifestyle. Look to 
Mars and Jupiter for initiative, and to 
Uranus to see if any of that planet’s 
independent streak is present. If the 
fire signs are prominent the symptoms 
may be very short-lived. If water, the 
problem could be more tricky and 
maybe long-term. If earth, he or she 
must learn to develop a sense of 
security. If air, then logic, and a logical 


approach on your part, will be the 
answer. In any case, if you look at the 
lunar progressions and transits you may 
discover what is causing the symptoms 
and the negative attitude, and be able 
to assess their possible duration. You 
may have to proceed very gently and 
carefully, but sometimes a slight shock 
can jolt young people out of this “back 
to the womb” complex. But do 
remember you cannot prescribe, nor 
diagnose ailments — unless you are a 
doctor or qualified homoeopath — so 
don’t overstep the mark. 


Neglecting health 

From the tendency to be over-con- 
cerned or a hypochondniac there is the 
other extreme; those who bury their 
heads in the sand. Facing up to reality 
may be difficult. If so, do everything 
possible to encourage preventative 
medicine. The person who tends to 
veer in this direction is one who shows 
blind optimism: “Everything’s fine.” 
(Look for negative aspects between the 
Sun and Jupiter, a powerfully placed 
Jupiter, or conjunct the Ascendant). 

There is also the procrastinator who 
cannot face the idea of having tests (a 
prominently Libran or Piscean type). 
You may have a subject who has a 
strong Mars or is prominently Arien or 
Sagittarian, and because they like sport 
and exercise regularly they are stub- 
born about recognizing symptoms — 
sometimes until too late. 

Remember that you will know the 
best approach to these different types 
because you have their charts. Study 
the position of the Moon, because it is 
there that you will see how they react 
to situations. In a difficult case, study 
your own chart in relation to the 
subject’s to see if there is good rapport 
between you. In this way you can give 
them comfort and encouragement. 


ASTROLOGY AND DIET 


Sometimes people will ask you when it 
is a good time to start a diet. As ever, 
study the chart from other points of 
view before attempting to come up 
with a suitable time. Ask yourself: 


@ How disciplined is this person? Is he 
or she strong-willed enough to stick to 
a diet once it is started? Someone with 


a well-aspected Saturn should do quite 
well; someone who shows disorganized 
tendencies or who is easygoing will 
need greater encouragement, as will 
the subject with a very strong Venus or 
Jupiter and a love of good food (rich, 
sweet food in the case of Venus) — the 
chances are they will need to diet more 
than a well-organized or busy person. 


@ Is the metabolism high or low? If it 
is fast, there is a good chance that your 
subject will nced to lose only a little 
weight, and that their body will 
respond well to the necessary reduction 
of calories. Also, because they move 
quickly (and indeed may be something 
of a fidget) they will shed that weight 
with little trouble, and will adopt a 
logical and practical attitude when 
tempted by unsuitable food. If, how- 
ever, they have a low metabolism it will 
take much longer for to lose weight, 
and they will need much encourage- 
ment. However, with subjects with a 
heavy build, earth signs may dominate 
their charts, in which case you can 
appeal to their determination and sense 
of purpose. If Jupiter gives them a 
liking for good living you may at least 
be able to appeal to their intelligence. 


@ When is it a good time to start a 
diet? Perhaps it is easier to assess when 
itis not! For instance, a flurry of 
Jupiter transits, especially to the Sun, 
Ascendant or Moon, tends to make us 
put on weight. Transits from Jupiter to 
Venus, or a cluster of short transits 
from Venus to Jupiter, the Sun, Moon 
or Ascendant are also not good for 
dicting, because at such times we 
usually find that we have either to 
entertain other people, or enjoy meals 
that are far from slimming. Obviously, 
Christmas and other festivals are not 
good times; neither is a New Year 
resolution for those who live in more 
northern latitudes — in cold weather we 
do need to eat somewhat heavier food. 


Positive indications 

Ideally, we should look to transits that 
give sensible and constructive help. 
Positive transits from Saturn to the 
ruling planet are good; those from 
Saturn to Mercury, which put us in a 
sensible frame of mind, are also help- 
ful. However, positive lunar progres- 
sions to Saturn are surprisingly not

good. Whatever the season, you can be 
at least 90 per cent certain that when 
there are progressed lunar aspects to 
the natal or progressed Saturn, you will 
catch a cold or chill (see pp.200-1). 
The last thing to do at such a time is to 
eat less. However, if your subject is the 
sort to go off food when suffering from 
a cold, they may lose weight, and will 
not need a diet when well again. 

In general, these positive Saturn 
transits will work well as times for 
dieting. Otherwise, try to find a time 
when there is little going on in the 
progressed chart. This will mean that 
your subject’s life is less likely to have 
pleasant surprises — such as being taken 
out to the best restaurant in town! 


Sensible approaches to dieting 

It is essential that before starting any- 
thing like serious dieting your subject 
consults their doctor. Having done so,

if they want to get and keep slim it may 
well be a question of adjusting to a 
different eating pattern — in which case 
they can do no better than attend a 
local Weightwatchers group; always 
make sure their address and telephone 
number is on your file, so that you are 
able to give the information to a 
subject who is in the mood to do 
something about their extra inches! 

Always ask yourself whether the 
reason for a subject’s weight problem 
is related to an unfulfilled emotional 
life. If so, do what you can to encour- 
age them to unburden. This could 
indeed be what is needed, rather than 
a slimming regime; if they can achieve 
greater serenity and emotional and 
sexual fulfilment, the chances are they 
will eat less anyway. 

Should a subject start a diet, it is 
most advisable that they do not cut 
down on vitamins, and while we never

The fat child 

A lack of love is often the reason why a 
child is over-eating. Perhaps, too, he or 
she is feeling insecure. Such a child 
may also steal, possibly because the 
parents quarrel or because of some 
petty jealousy due to the birth of a 
younger brother or sister. On the other 
hand, a stupidly overindulgent parent 
can also be the cause. 


RECOGNIZING ADDICTIONS 





If you have read other sections of the 
book you will know that certain 
planets, signs and sometimes aspects, 
when located in certain areas of a chart, 
will encourage negative escapism 
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through drink, drugs or nicotine. So 
many young people lapse into drug- 
taking that we find all zodiac types and 
sign combinations falling into the 
habit. But it is possible for you to learn 
a few indications which might show in 
a chart and perhaps be instrumental in 
the prevention of an addiction. 


Drug problems 

An afflicted Neptune is extremely 
common in the charts of addicts and is 
often conjunct the Ascendant (usually 
from the first house, sometimes from 
the twelfth). If the Ascendant is Libra 
or Scorpio, there will be even more 
of a problem. It could be lessened if 
Neptune is in Sagittarius, since there is 
an affinity between that planet and sign. 
Older people born when Neptune was 
in Virgo could have succumbed, but 
drug-taking was less widespread in 
their youth. The generation born after 
1984 and before 1998 have that planet 
in Capricorn, and will hopefully be less 
attracted to the drug scene. 

A prominent Pluto can add a fascina- 
tion, and someone with this planet 
strongly placed in their chart may be 
hooked simply out of a desire to know 
what it is all about. 


Dealing with drug addition 
Specialized counselling is obviously 
required to wean someone from a 
heavy drug addiction, and in most 
cases it is well beyond our ability and 
training to attempt this. But it is 
possible to offer help. Look for indica- 
tions of change in the chart — the Sun 
or Ascendant progressing into the next 
sign, for instance; or the Saturn 
Return, if your subject is old enough 
(i.e. 29 or 30); strong Saturn transits — 
especially to the Sun or Moon — 

will also encourage a more sensible 
attitude, and perhaps give the inner 
strength necessary to break the habit. 
Look always for the individual’s strong 
points, and if you can encourage their 
development you will undoubtedly 
give enormous help. It is no good 
saying “Stop — this is fruitless” but if 
you are able to point out the subject’s 
strong points, and most importantly 
where their real potential lies and how 
they could begin to discover it and 
concentrate on its development, this 
could contribute towards a changed 
attitude, greater determination and 
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eventually the achievement of a more 
fulfilling lifestyle. Very often those 
who succumb have suffered from other 
people not believing in them, so that 
they decide to opt out. 


Smoking 

You can apply the same approach, and 
look for the same kind of trends, if 
someone is a heavy smoker, but the 
difference here is that they may well be 
keen to give up smoking. Indeed, they 
need to be, for a lack of determination 
will result in lapses. All the above- 
mentioned progressions and transits 
apply, but you could also look for the 
same kind of indications we mention 
for the person who wants to start a 
diet (see pp.197-8). There are similari- 
ties — strength of will and determina- 
tion will be vital, as will the avoidance 


of situations where the temptation to

ALLERGIES AND VULNERABILITIES 





Many more people today suffer from 
allergies than in the past, despite 
members of the medical profession 
being eager to assure us of the 
contrary. Some allergic conditions are 
caused by food additives, although it is 
now becoming easier to find food 
which is free from additives. Stress is 
another contributory factor. If you are 
working on the chart of someone who 
suffers from allergies, you may find 
that they succumb to an outbreak of 
spots and rashes when they have 
stressful transits. It is difficult to avoid 
stress altogether, and you will usually 
find it indicated in the progressed 
chart. It will help if you can suggest a 
relaxation technique, or perhaps yoga, 
which will increase inner calm and 
might well have a beneficial effect on 
the subject’s allergy condition. 
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Many people respond well to homoco- 
pathic medicine, and if your subject is 
prominently Virgoan (who could be 
especially prone to these particular 
ailments) he or she might respond 
particularly well to homocopathic 
remedies. On a practical level, encour- 
age the subject to make careful studies 
of what is eaten and drunk and to start 
a slow process of elimination of foods 
which might cause the trouble. 


Cancer and cancer 

It is extremely important that you 
realize, and your subjects realize, that 
there is absolutely no connection 
between Cancer the zodiac sign and 
cancer the disease. A prominently 
Cancerian person is no more likely to 
contract the disease than anyone else. 
Back in the 1970s there was a move 
among certain members of the astro- 
logical fraternity in the United States 


WHEN AND WHEN NOT TO HAVE OPERATIONS 


A great deal of astrological research 
has been done to discover good and 
not-so-good times at which to 
undergo surgery. The work is still 
progressing, and while many sound 
conclusions have been reached, others 
seem not quite as pertinent. 

Some years ago a group of American 
surgeons, after a day’s work in the 
operating theatre, found they had all 
had difficulties in stopping patients 
bleeding. Later they realized it was the 
time of the Full Moon. This interest- 
ing revelation is just one of many that 
reflects the conclusions of astrological 
research and findings. 

As far as operations are concerned, 
here are a few suggestions which may 
prove helpful. If possible, try to avoid 
having an operation: 


@ Five days either before or after the 
Full Moon. 


@ When the transittting Moon makes a 
square, Opposition or quincunx to the 
natal position of the Sun, Moon, 
Ascendant, Mars or Saturn. We do not 
usually consider the position of the 
transitting Moon in this book unless 
We arc assessing its influence at the 
time of the New Moon (see pp.230- 
1); but Mars ts related to bleeding and 
the act of surgery, so its influence, tiny 
though it would be, might cause 
difficulties in this area. Similarly, the 
influence of Saturn could possibly 
cause some delays in healing or 
complications in the operation. 


@ At times when Mercury or Mars are 
retrograde. There are often misunder- 
standings and breakdowns in commu- 
nications when Mercury is retrograde 
and, as mentioned above, Mars is the 
planet of surgery. It is as well to have 
that planet in a good mood at a time 
when surgery is to be undertaken. 


Of course, observing these rules may 
be extremely difficult - one must often 
go into hospital when summoned. If 
your subject has to undergo surgery at 
a rather unsuitable time, look to the 
more important progressions and 
transits working in the progressed 
chart before becoming concerned 
about the prevailing atmosphere. Some 
doctors and surgeons are sufficiently 
concerned for their patients’ well- 
being to take such preoccupations into 
consideration at such an important 
time. It need not be embarrassing to 
give your reasons for making a request 
to go into hospital at a particular time. 

Good times at which to undergo 
surgery are: 


@ Five days either side of the New 
Moon, when bleeding will be at its 
most controllable. 


@ When the transitting Moon makes a 
sextile or trine aspect to the natal 
Venus, Mars or Jupiter; these very 
minor transits should help your subject 
to feel at ease. 


Many medical astrologers also consider 
that it is not good to undergo surgery 
when the Moon is in mutable signs, 
and that operations should go well 
when the Moon 1s in fixed signs. It 
may be possible for you to consider 
these positions, but if you observe 
every astrological suggestion, it does 
drastically limit possible dates! Gener- 
ally, we think it is of greater impor- 
tance to study the individual chart 
when coming to a decision. Consider 
the other indications if at all possible 
(the remarks concerning the New and 
Full Moons are extremely relevant). 

If you are a blood donor, you will 
find it is more convenient to give your 
blood just before the Full Moon; it 
flows more easily and quickly. 





to change the name of the sign to 
Moon-Child. This is entirely unaccept- 
able; far better to educate the public 
than change a term which has been in 
existence for 2,000 years. 

While it is impossible to assess from 
the chart whether a subject will or will 
not develop cancer, those known to us 
who have contracted it do seem to 
have a particular lifestyle. They have, 
for a variety of reasons, suppressed 
their real wishes (sometimes emotional 
and sexual), often slaving away at an 
unrewarding job. Some medical 
research is following this line, although 
not all cancers conform (those, per- 
haps, developed in early childhood). 
But as far as assessing any vulnerability 
from the chart, it is impossible. 


Heart attacks and strokes 

It is equally impossible to assess a 
vulnerability to heart disease or strokes 
from the chart. Obviously a heavy 
smoker (see Andrew, p.207) is more 
vulnerable, but one does not need to 
be an astrologer to realize that. Should 
you work on a chart where a low 
metabolism and perhaps some form of 
escapism are indicated, and you know 
that the subject takes no exercise, you 
might well assume that the individual 
is more susceptible than people who 
are more regulated in their drinking 
habits, who don’t smoke, and who 
have a higher metabolism. 

All you can do is to encourage the 
cutting down of smoking, drinking, or 
whatever; and suggest that your 
subject starts some kind of exercise 
programme — after a medical examina- 
tion, of course. We discuss all kinds of 
exercise elsewhere; see pp.188-93 for 
suggestions which might be suitable. 

Leo rules the heart, and obviously 
members of that sign should bear in 
mind that they especially need exercise, 
for the heart is a muscle and needs to 
be made to work. A lethargic Leo is 
usually an unfulfilled one. This should 
be considered — but again, as is the 
case with Cancer and cancer, Sun or 
Ascendant Leos are statistically no 
more prone to heart attacks than any 
other zodiacal group. 


Colds and influenza 

Here are the most common and 
miserable of all minor ailments. We 
hinted above that it is fairly certain that 


TRANSITS AND HEALTH 





Transitting planets have a variety 
of effects on heath and well-being, 
as shown here: 


THE SUN [ 





It usually makes us feel more positive 
when by transit it makes conjunctions 
Or Oppositions to our personal planets’ 
positions. While it is travelling through 
the first house of the chart (for about a 
month after it has made a conjunction 
to the Ascendant) it usually gives a 
boost to our vitality. 


THE Moon 


It is not usually considered in transit, 
but if the New Moon makes negative 
aspects to the Ascendant or to the 
personal planets we may tend to feel 
slightly out of sorts, and women may 
have menstrual problems.

MERCURY 


These transits will only affect the 
health very marginally: there could be 
a slight increase in nervous tension if 
the planet contacts a heavily afflicted 
personal planet, but the trend will only 
last a day or two. 


VENUS 

These transits usually bring a great 
deal of pleasure to our lives. Some- 
times we feel slightly liverish because 
we've enjoyed ourselves and our food 
a little too much. We can put on 
weight at such tinies, but the influence 
is very temporary.

Mars 





Transits of Mars to the Ascendant, 
Sun, or Moon cause us to be over- 
hasty and all too often slightly accident 
prone; we tend co cut or burn our- 
selves. When Mars transits our 
Midheaven we can all too easily be 
bumped by another driver when out in 
our cars. Warn your subjects of these 
possibilities and tell them to be careful 
for about a week. Mars increases our 
energy levels, and we usually feel very 
fit, but whether the transit is conjunc- 
tion or opposition we are still at risk. 


JUPITER 


This is not unlike Venus, but the 
influence lasts much longer. We are 
vulnerable to liverishness when the 
planet makes negative contact to 
personal planets. Its keyword, expan- 
sion, certainly applies to weight-gain 
when it conjuncts the Sun or Ascen- 
dant, but there will usually be benefits 
in other spheres of life. 


SATURN 





This affects vitality. Depression, colds, 
flu, aches and pains, and occasionally 
falls, may occur when it ts in contact 
with the Ascendant, Sun, Moon or 
ruling planet, by conjunction or 
negative transitting aspect. 


Gg URANUS 





We need to be careful that our circula- 
tion doesn’t suffer, and should take no 
risks (especially in dangerous sport). 
Sometimes we receive a shock under 
the influence of Uranus, but may not 
notice the physical effects at the time. 
As with Saturn this is most likely when 
the planet makes negative transiting 
aspects, or a conjunction to the Sun, 
Moon, Ascendant or ruling planet. 


NEPTUNE 


We can take the easy way out when 
Neptune is working for us. We should 
be careful not to drink too much or to 
fall back on any negative escapism. 
Sometimes we can suffer from tainted 
water or get food poisoning, especially 
when the planet is in contact with 
Mars. For other influences apply the 
same rule as Saturn or Uranus. 


PLUTO | 


This planet can cause blockages. If we 
have a psychological problem we can 
sometimes talk it through when Pluto 


is working positively or in conjunction. 


Pluto either constipates or purges and 
is most powerful when in contact with 
the Sun, Moon or Ascendant by con- 
junction or negative transiting aspect. 
There could be inflammation or 
discomfort of the genitals when the 
planet contacts Mars. 
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when your subject has lunar progres- 
sions to the natal or progressed Saturn 
they will almost certainly go down 
with a cold. Warn your subjects of the 
possibility, suggesting that they should 
try to avoid crowded places, not touch 
anyone who has a cold and, as a 
precaution, take some extra vitamins — 
vitamin C is usually effective. Even if it 
is high summer, or the subject lives in 
a hot climate, there is also a chance 
that they will feel chilly, so suggest 
that they keep a warm sweater nearby. 


An Anorexic 
CASE HISTORY 


Lisa is a 17-year-old girl who for 
several years has suffered from anorexia 
nervosa. Her parents were divorced 
when she was seven. Unknown to Lisa 
or her mother, two months after the 
divorce her father re-married, and his 
second wife had a child. When, years 
later, Lisa found this out about the 
marriage and discovered the existence 
of her half-sister, her deep affection for 
her father, maintained despite the 
divorce, changed to bitterness, resent- 
ment and jealousy of the second wife 
and half-sister. This seemed to be the 
origin of her condition, which resulted 
in long periods in hospital. 


Chart analysis 

Lisa’s chart (see next page) shows 
good potential — especially for creative 
work, or perhaps work in the beauty/ 
fashion world. (Sun conjunct Venus in 
Leo, Libra Ascendant, Uranus con- 
junct the Ascendant.) 

There is no lack of imagination 
(Moon conjunct Neptune) which 
could also be expressed creatively. 
However, while Venus, the chart ruler, 
is nicely integrated because of the 
conjunction to the Leo Sun, the most 
powerful planet in the chart (because it 
is being aspected extremely powerfully 
by seven planets, and makes a trine 
aspect to the Ascendant) is Saturn. The 
oppositions between Saturn and the 
Moon, Neptune and Jupiter totally 
block the emotional responses, which, 
if we interpret them by sign and house, 
show a freedom loving extrovert 
response to all situations (Moon in 
Sagittarius), a love of good living 
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(Jupiter in Scorpio), and a need for 
emotional security (three or more 
planets in the second house). 

Interestingly, here is Saturn at its 
most restrictive, saving “Thou shalt 
not”. The situation is exacerbated by 
Mercury, powerfully placed in its own 
sign and making tense square aspects 
to Saturn on the one hand and the 
Moon and Neptune on the other. 

The Moon opposition Saturn indi- 
cates periods of depression, while an 
afflicted Mercury indicates probable 
cunning and artfulness (common with 
those subject to addictions). Uranus 
conjunct the Ascendant, with Mars in 
Aquarius, suggest a character which 
may be very perverse and difficult. 

It is clear, from studying the birth 
chart, that Lisa’s anorexia has its roots 
in the powerful Saturn influence. 
Traditionally, Saturn represents the

father, and here it shows how Lisa was 
unbalanced by her father’s actions. 
These planetary influences are sup- 
ported by Mercury in Virgo - a sign 
much concerned with diet - and by the 
perversity of Uranus, in turn strength- 
ened by the brittle, tense characteris- 
tics indicated by Mars in Aquarius. The 
Ascendant characteristics, highly 
coloured by Uranus, give her a need to 
be different, which at present is not 
working favourably for her — her 
condition is an appeal for help. If 
Saturn did not have such a powerful 
say in this chart, the chances are that 
rather than suffering from anorexia, 


Lisa would have taken the opposite 
course, and become over weight due 
to comfort cating binges — perhaps 
even becoming a bulima sufferer. 

Once Lisa has worked through her 
psychological problem (which is also 
mirrored in an interesting way by 
Pluto in the twelfth house), and begins 
to make use of her creative potential, 
she should do extremely well. 


WuatT TO Look OutT For 


1. A powerful Saturn receiving 
negative aspects from the Sun, Moon 
or Ascendant — but note that these 
could denote a variety of ailments. 


2. Indications of undue preoccupa- 
tion with food and diet — look to 
aspects between the Moon, Venus 
and Jupiter, and especially whether a 
personal planet in Taurus, Virgo or 
Libra is afflicted by Saturn. 


3. Taurus, Virgo or Libra 
emphasized by the Sun, Moon or 
Ascendant. 


4. Asecond or sixth house empha- 
sis (by a personal or ruling planet). 


5. An afflicted Moon or Venus 
— especially if either planet is in the 
sixth house. 


6. An emphasis on Cancer - the 
sign of nourishment — by the Sun, 
Moon or Ascendant. (In Lisa’s case 
Cancer is the Midheaven “identifica- 
tion” sign — ruled by the Moon, 
which is strongly involved in the 
powerfully repressive aspect pattern.) 


7. Aheavily aspected Pluto in the 
health houses, i.e. the first, sixth, or 
the psychological health house, the 
twelfth. (Again, in Lisa’s case, Pluto 
is in the twelfth house, representing 
deep-rooted psychological problems. 
It is heavily aspected, to all intents 
and purposes helpfully, by trines and 
sextiles from the vulnerable and 
afflicted Moon, Jupiter and Neptune, 
and to Saturn, so the flow of Pluto’s 
energies is positive and works well. 
Here is both the way she expresses 
her problem and her escape; but the 
action she has taken is negative and 
self destructive - a phrase commonly 
used to describe the forces of Pluto 
and, to a certain extent, Neptune.)

This man, who weighed 27 stone (378 
pounds), was told he had six months 
to live if he didn’t lose weight. He 
refused to do so because two of his 
friends had dieted and died. 

The powerful stellium in Taurus is 
symptomatic of a weight problem, and 
the Cancer Ascendant is not helpful. 
The heavily aspected Neptune in the 
second (Taurus) house, making trine 
aspects to three of the four Taurus 
planets, shows just how negative trines 
can be in some cases, for they encour- 
aged him to be undisciplined about his 
problem. The chart-ruler, the Moon, 
in Aquarius gave him a perverse, 
stubborn attitude, which was also 
emphasized by the extremely potent 
opposition to Pluto in the first house. 

The influence of his friends’ experi- 
ences is shown extremely clearly 
because Mercury, in its own sign, 
Gemini, is in the eleventh house. 
Jupiter in the sixth has health over- 
tones — especially as it, too, is strongly 
placed in its own sign. This man might 
have been able to use Saturn (high in 
the sky at birth) to help him adopt a 
more practical attitude (Taurus is, after 
all, an extremely practical sign), but 
Saturn’s opposition to Neptune is 
weakening, especially as the planet is in 
Pisces, the Midheaven sign, which is of 
course ruled by Neptune. 








A Drug Addict 


CASE HISTORY 


Justin was an extremely wealthy young 
man with some creative talent, which, 
however, was entirely inhibited by the 
influence of drugs and drink. His chart 
is typical of those of drug addicts of his 
generation. The strong Libran empha- 
sis (the birth time is very accurate) and 
the full twelfth house are significant. In 
addition, Pluto is the most elevated 
planet and conjuncts the Midheaven. 
At an early age Justin’s Ascendant 
progressed into Scorpio, so Pluto’s 
influence is very potent. He wanted to 
experience every kind of drug and all 
forms of negative escapism. Sometimes 
he would come for counselling looking 
young, Well dressed and being 
extremely positive about life and what 
he wanted to do. At others he would 
turn up hours late or not at all, ragged, 
gray faced and stumbling. The swings 
from one extreme to the other are 


A Positive Life 
CASE HISTORY 7 


Bez is one of the most hardworking 
people we know. Her outlook is 
positive and forthright. She was for 
years a professional dancer, and on 
retirement became a health club 
aerobics teacher. Her chart is most 
interesting; here is a fantastic combina- 
tion of Scorpio and Aries energy. Look 
at that sixth house — full to capacity; so 
much so that it is quite difficult to 
draw the chart clearly! She pours her 
Aries/Scorpio energy into her day’s 
work, and loves every minute.

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P sychological Motivation 


ll of us, in one way or another, work our way through 
certain psychological problems in the course of growing up 
and leading our lives. In doing so we gain self-knowledge, and so 
come to terms with our personalities and get our 





You will know by now that stresses and 
strains show up clearly in our birth 
charts, but there are usually areas 
which show us how we can counter 
these, and release most blockages. The 
more you study, the more you will 
learn to see clear paths through what is 
often a maze of complicated and 
sometimes contradictory indications. 

However, the assessment of psycho- 
logically oriented problems, when we 
have discovered them through a 
technical examination of the chart, is 
extremely difficult, and if we are not 
careful we find ourselves treading on 
thin ice — then falling into extremely 
deep, cold water. It is essential that we 
don’t fall in unintentionally, or indeed 
dive in wearing some kind of a blind- 
fold, and we can only avoid doing this 
if we know precisely when to stop — 
when to tell our subjects that if they 
need further help they must consult a 
fully trained psychotherapist. (It is 
important that you get to know 
trained analysts so you can give your 
subject a direct referral. Many psycho- 
therapists are extremely sympathetic to 
astrology, and quite a few astrologers 
take full psychotherapy training. ) 


The role of the astrologer 
Remember that however many books 
on the subject you may have read, 
unless you have trained as a psycho- 
therapist you are not in a position to 
explore your subjects’ problems in 
great depth. You can listen to them 
and help them unburden, you can 
guide them through the use of your 
astrological technique, but vou must 
not go further. Ifa subject starts 
making too many demands, returning 
to question you obsessively in detail 
about attitudes and problems, stop! 


hang-ups or inhibitions into perspective. Some of us 

find our problems so difficult that we 
have to seek professional help from 
psychotherapists. A few of us simply 
go on suffering, unable to understand 
why we are constantly depressed, or 

seem to be leading unfulfilled lives. 





The birth chart highlights psychological prob- 
lems, but may also show the antidote to them. 


All vou need say is that you are an 
astrologer and you have helped him as 
much as you can, and that if he feels 
further professional help is needed it 
will be necessary for him to seek it 
from a qualified psychotherapist. 

The danger of overestimating your 
own value and importance as a coun- 
sellor has another aspect: your own 
chart may reveal a love of the dramatic 
— or perhaps you have many planets in 
water signs, showing that vou are 
extremely intuitive. You may be very 
imaginative, or you may be a worrier. 
You must keep all of that well under 
control, and don’t be carried away: be 
logical and practical. Don’t jump to 
conclusions — be a down-to-earth 
astrologer and not a starry-eyed one! 


GENERAL RULES AND GUIDELINES 


Although it will often be obvious from 
correspondence or conversation with a 
new subject that some psychological 
problem exists, you must learn to 
recognize the indications of any kind 
of blockage preventing a fulfilling 
expression of motivation, emotion, or 
the intellect. In most cases these will 
emerge quite naturally, but there are a 
few helpful general guidelines. 

Most common problems - lack of 
self-confidence, shyness, quick temper, 
worry — show clearly in a chart, and 
can be assessed as you make notes 
about each planet’s sign and house 
placing and the aspects it receives. In 
most cases, too, you will often find the 
antidote to them within the chart. 


Overcoming worry 

For instance, prominently Cancerian 
or Virgoan types will usually be very 
prone to worry and it is no use telling 
them to stop. However, because of 
these particular sign influences we find 
that the Cancerian type can use intui- 
tion to help her — especially if worried 
about making a decision. The Virgoan 
who worries needs to learn to counter 
her difficulties through a logical 
approach to every aspect of her prob- 
lems, thereby allowing common sense 
to hold sway. 


An emotional and sexually 
inhibiting factor 

Often when there is an emphasis on 
Libra and Virgo — a Libran Sun with 
Venus in Virgo, or a Virgo Sun with 
Mercury and/or Venus in Libra — 
there are contradictory factors within 
the personality. The Sun Libra, Venus 
in Virgo subject can be very modest 
and shy, and critical of partners — at the 
same time longing for love and a 
settled, permanent relationship. The 
modest, perhaps not terribly self- 
confident, Sun sign Virgoan will be 
very romantic (Venus in Libra), but 
will find it difficult to let herself go. 
Either of these two groups of planetary 
placings when combined in this way 
can cause considerable distress, not 
only in the matter of general rapport 
and the giving and receiving of love 
and affection, but because of a negative 
effect on the sexual expression, which 
might or might not be countered by 
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the position and influence of Mars. If 
you have a subject suffering from this 
kind of dilemma look to the Ascendant 
and Moon signs to see if these offer a 
corrective factor. 


Negative psychological influences 
From time to ume the “heavy”, or 
slow-moving, planets form either con- 
junctions or other aspects to each 
other. These stay in orb for long per- 
iods, and while they often act as a kind 
of generation influence and are for 
most of the time dormant, when they 
fall on or straddle the Ascendant or 
make double conjunctions to the Sun 
or Moon, they can cause psychological 
problems. While squares or opposi- 
tions can be a source of difficulty, it is 
usually potent or heavy conjunctions 
that are most disruptive. For instance, 
an opposition between Saturn and 
Uranus could be seriously aggravated 
by the fact that it crosses the Ascen- 
dant/Descendant line, or crosses the 
chart of someone who has the Sun in 
opposition to the Moon, thus making 
two tight oppositions with perhaps the 
Sun conjunct Uranus on one side of 
the chart and the Moon conjunct 
Saturn on the other. Such a configura- 
tion would be a potential source of 
strain and also incline the individual to 
be depressed, tense and restless. The 
subject would be under even greater 
strain when Saturn or Uranus made 
square aspects (by transit) to each of 
the four natal positions. 

This may seem an extreme example, 
and an individual may need specialist 
help that an astrologer cannot give. 


Conjunctions between heavy planets 
One of the most trying planetary 
influences is a conjunction between 
Saturn and Pluto. (For a full descrip- 
tion see p.310.) In the late 1940s, 
when in orb in Leo, and in the early 
1980s, when it fell in Libra, it caused 
considerable psychological problems 
which have led to inhibition. (These 
may be seen even in those born during 
the latter period.) In some cases where 
Saturn crosses the Ascendant in Leo, 
subjects have been known to suffer 
physical symptoms as a result of psy- 
chological problems. In other charts, 
when not personalized by contact with 
the Ascendant or in conjunction with 
the Sun or Moon, it is far less potent, 





but can, when activated by transit, 
cause difficulties defined by the house 
in which the conjunction falls. 

Other conjunctions between heavy 
planets will also cause difficulty (de- 
fined by the planets’ natures). Uranus 
is indicative of tension, Neptune of 
negative escapism. Refer to “The 
Planets at Work” (pp.208-347) for 
definitions of the various possibilities. 


Other negative apects 

Indications of psychological problems 
usually emerge because the planet or 
planets concerned are negatively 
aspected by the Sun or Moon or by 
squares Or Oppositions in conjunction 
with the Ascendant, Sun or Moon, or 
occasionally the ruling planet. Note 
whether the influence comes from the 
twelfth or first house: the problem 
itself may be more difficult to resolve if 
the planet or planets causing it fall in 
the twelfth but is usually more easily 
externalized if they are in the first 
(though the chance of the negative 
influence having an additional physical 
effect is increased). For instance, a 
heavily aspected Saturn in conjunction 
with the Ascendant in the first house 
may indicate a physical disability as 
much as depression or inhibition. 
Neptune is the exception. This planet 
is most trying when conjunct the 
Ascendant from the first house; it 
works much better from the twelfth, 
the Piscean house and its natural home 
(Neptune rules Pisces). 


The Uranus/Pluto conjunction 
Sometimes you will work on the charts 
of people born during the 1960s, 
when there was a conjunction between 
Uranus and Pluto in Virgo. The 
comments above will apply very 
strongly. In addition, if by chance the 
Sun is also in Virgo in the birth chart, 
there is a distinct possibility that the 
subject will want to assume power over 
others. If this is so, try to encourage its 
positive rather than negative expres- 
sion. (For a full interpretation, see 
pp.319-26, The Aspects of Uranus.) 


The solar system traffic jam 

From time to time the planets tend to 
catch up with one another, causing a 
considerable traffic jam in one area of 
the sky, with a great many planets in 
one sign. For example: 


@ During the period of the above- 
mentioned Saturn/Pluto conjunction 
within orb in Leo, those two planets 
were joined on 15 August 1947 not 
only by the planets Mercury and 
Venus, but also by the Sun and Moon. 
Such an emphasis on one sign (known 
as a stellium — see p.57) causes a 
certain imbalance in the individual, 
with the planets all having their influ- 
ence channelled through one sign. 


@ On 7 January 1989 not only were 
the Sun and Moon in Capricorn, but 
so were Saturn, Uranus and Neptune - 
a stellium of five planets. 


In such cases it only needs someone to 
be born at or near sunrise to make for 
an even more powerful emphasis 
(making the Ascendant belong to the 
same sign as the Sun). All of the 
various qualities of the relevant sign, 
both positive and negative, and those 
relating to the various levels of the 
personality as shown by the planets 
(and possibly also the Ascendant), are 
geared to that sign influcnce. 


CHALLENGE 





Referring to the dates given in the 
two examples above, assume that 
your subject was born at sunrise. 
Without calculating the full chart, 
place all five, or six, planets in Capri- 
corn or Leo, and follow through the 
interpretation of each. Look, too, at 
the clusters of conjunctions (assume 
that they all fall between 8° and 22° 
Leo, as they did in 1947, or between 
2° and 10° Capricorn, as in 1989). 

In each case, first assume that the 
stelliuum falls in the first house, then 
in the twelfth, with a late degree of 
Leo or Capricorn on the Ascendant. 
Then move on to place the planets all 
in the tenth house with a Midheaven 
falling in about the middle of the 
stellum. This exercise will show how 
these indications can cause prcblems 
for an individual. 

Naturally these are hypothetical 
cases; in real life there are always 
other planets to be considered. 
Nevertheless, the pull in one direc- 
tion in such charts is powerful and 
subjects may need help — though in 
the cases here, as two very powerful 
signs are involved, the subjects may 
be too arrogant to accept it! 
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PERSONALITY TRAITS 


Disorganized people 

Lack of organization is often the result 
of integration problems, and you will 
clearly see these in a chart if you follow 
the zodiac trail (sce p.140). If there are 
many trails that don’t link up, your 
subject may be inclined to be confused 
and disorganized, finding it difficult to 
make decisions. You may notice that 
two contrasting groups of indications 
have few links between them so the 
individual ts in permanent flux. 

A positive approach is to suggest 
that your subject accepts that she can 
express particular personality traits or 
characteristics at one time, while at 
others, totally different ones. In all of 
us there is more than one person, and 
we can use the contrasting areas in 
constructive and positive ways. If on 
some days the subject feels assertive 
and extrovert, he or she should partici- 
pate in the kind of activity which 
demands such an approach. If on 
others the subject feels sensitive and 
introvert, he or she should concentrate 
on work that demands intuition and a 
sensitive approach, avoiding situations 
that might induce shyness, nervousness 
and lack of self-confidence. The prob- 
lem may particularly affect career 
choice and attitudes towards children. 
Of course, in such circumstances every 
case must be individually assessed. 


Laziness and procrastination 
Perhaps you will find yourself working 
on the chart of a subject who keeps 
saying “I can’t be bothered” or “I 
simply hate to get up in the morning”, 
making a love of ease very plain 
indeed. This may be a perfectly natural 
trait, especially if the subject has a 
powerful emphasis on Libra, Pisces or 
occasionally Taurus (though many of 
the latter are very hard disciplined 
workers), or a strong Venus. However, 
the chart may show a strong element 
of Aries, Leo or Capricorn, a well- 
placed Mars, and so on. 

What causes this laziness? In such a 
potentially energetic chart you must 
look for other indications for an 
explanation. These usually show a lack 
of self-confidence, inhibition or 
shyness, so that in order to save face — 
something especially characteristic of 
Capricorns and when Leo is rising — he 


or she feigns laziness to cover up a lack 
of confidence. You will find many 
references in the aspect interpretations: 
it is quite common for those with 
Saturn conjunct the Ascendant, or a 
negative aspect to the Sun, Moon, 
ruling planet or Ascendant, to suffer in 
this way. Sometimes there is a negative 
aspect between Mars and Saturn, 
obstructing the flow of energy, thus 
unbalancing the system. 


The chatterbox 

Sometimes shyness, especially in young 
people, is hidden by talkativeness. This 
is usually the case when Gemini or 
Virgo are prominent. Sometimes, too, 
negative aspects between Mercury and 
Mars or Uranus can spark off such 
tendencies. If you have a shy, nervous 
young subject, encourage the use of 
relaxation techniques or deep breath- 
ing exercises; inner calm must be 
developed. This will take time, but 
when the gushing nervous energy Is 
controlled and positively channelled it 
is an extremely good force which can 
be used to considerable advantage. 


Above average sexual needs 

Above average sexual activity is often 
shown by a strong Mars — as ruling 
planet, Sun or Moon ruler or in Aries. 
Aspects of all kinds between Venus and 
Mars usually heighten sexual enjoy- 
ment and activity, and the signs and 
houses involved should also be consid- 
ered, since these aspects are strength- 
ened if the first/seventh, second/ 
eighth or the fifth are tenanted by 
either or both planets. If Saturn is 
involved in a tee-square between them, 
there is a possibility of sexual frustra- 
tion. Disappointment, and to an extent 
inhibition, is often characteristic of 
those with negative aspects between 
the Moon and Venus, and Venus and 
Saturn. Sometimes those with a 
positive Venus/Saturn aspect prefer a 
rather older partner — perhaps needing 
a Father/Mother figure. 

Occasionally a marginally sadistic 
streak is present if Mars and Pluto are 
in aspect to Uranus, when the sexual 
implications and energies of Mars are 
coloured by a need to express power 
over others. Those with a conjunction 
Or positive aspect between Mars and 
Neptune will also have an increased 
and usually rewarding sexual fantasy 


life but if these planets are in negative 
aspect and joined by Pluto the individ- 
ual may have suffered in some way as a 
result of sexual experiences. 


Homosexuality 
A great deal of research has gone into 
finding reliable indications of homo- 
sexual tendencies in a chart — but with 
varying conclusions. Generalization is 
dangerous; while certain planetary 
relationships may show a tendency 
towards homosexuality, they don’t 
necessarily indicate that a subject will 
find sexual fulfilment with members of 
the same sex only. Such aspects can 
equally reveal that there is a greater 
leaning towards femininity (in the best 
sense of the word) in men, or a more 
masculine assertiveness in women. 
These characteristics can show up in 
a variety of ways. In women’s charts 
there may be some particularly femi- 
nine aspects, such as the Moon con- 
junct or trine Venus in a powerfully 
masculine sign or signs. In men’s 
charts there may be powerfully mascu- 
line aspects involving feminine signs. 
An indication of same gender sexual 
preference in men is said to be negative 
aspects (especially the square) between 
the Sun and Uranus. For women, the 
same is alleged to be true of a negative 
aspect between the Moon and Uranus; 
again, the square seems to be the most 
potent influence. However, because of 
the considerable complexity of the 
whole area, these indications are in no 
way conclusive. No definite judgement 
should be made if they are present in a 
chart for, on another level, they simply 
indicate stress and tension. 


“The worst people have the best 
charts” 

Every experienced astrologer will 
agree! Those subjects who seem to 
have all the nght planets in all the nght 
signs, all the nicest, easiest, most 
auspicious aspects, are usually awful 
people! They will take advantage not 
only of your budding astrological ex- 
perience, but of your time, energy and, 
if vou’re not very careful, your money 
as well! The trouble with them is that 
they really do seem spectacularly nice, 
and sometimes generous. They may 
even arrive with a gift to soften you 
up. But then, when they’ve won you 
over with all the charm in the

advantage of others — the added 
stability in the chart will give solidity 
and base to the overwhelming charm, 
and the chances are that the positivity 
will be controlled, channelled and con- 
structively expressed. 


however, that the symptoms described 
above will apply only if there is no 
stabilizing tee-square or other strong 
indication to balance the overpositive 
indications. If there is, then your sub- 
ject will not seck free rides or take

Indomitable Spirit 


CASE HISTORY 





Andrew was a much loved and 
respected ballet teacher who inspired 
his students, making even the most 
demanding intricacies of the art seem 
easy. He always criticized construc- 
tively and gave great encouragement. 
He was extremely artistic, having 
attended art school as well as ballet 
school. He was conscripted into the 
army early in 1940 and was sent to the 
Far East, where he became a Japanese 
prisoner of war, being incarcerated 
for four years. Rising above his 
own suffering, the amount he did 
to relieve his fellow prisoners was 
remarkable; he made shorts out of the 
strong pockets of their tattered trou- 
sers, having first made a needle from a 
spoke stolen from a Japanese guard’s 
bicycle. He also encouraged his fellow 
prisoners to keep physically and 
mentally alert, in spite of great priva- 
tion and the work-load imposed by the 
prison camp regime. He weighed less 
than 6 stone (74 pounds) on release. 
Soon after rejoining his wife, he 
opened his ballet school. He still 
suffered psychologically from the war 
experience and was unable to travel in 
cars or trains. In the late 1970s he 
suffered strokes, but bravely forced 
himself to recover sufficiently to teach 
from a wheelchair. He died in 1979. 


Chart analysis 

The extreme tension shown in his 
chart could easily have defeated 
Andrew. Note the way all the planets 
save the Sun are involved in the 
multiple cardinal grand crosses. The 
fact that they fall in cardinal signs 
shows his eagerness to reach beyond 
their clutches. Note the inspirational 
Moon conjunct Neptune in the twelfth 
house. Although he had been a per- 
former in his youth, he was a much 
better teacher. He expressed power- 
fully extrovert tendencies and was a

strong and very positive personality. 
However, he smoked heavily, which 
contributed to his fatal strokes. 

The one essential and powerful 
escape from the grand crosses is the 
ruling planet, the Sun in Virgo. The 
positive trines from the Sun conjunct 
Jupiter to the very heavily aspected 
Uranus were also on Andrew’s side.

ecause of the great importance of the Sun in 

both the birth and progressed charts, its sign 
influence has been covered in detail on pp.78-127. 
By now you will no doubt have 
pretations which have special significance both for

souieelt and for those dear to you. This, therefore, is the time to 
consider the next level of influence that ‘the Sun exerts in the birth 
chart — its house position. The Sun represents our vitality and self 
expression, so its house position will show in which sphere of life 
those energies will be directed by the individual. 


THE SUN 
IN THE FIRST HOUSE 








This placing is vitally important for the 
Sun. Because the subject will have 
been born very near sunrise, it Is 
extremely likely that the Sun and nsing 
signs will be the same. Such people are 
known as “double Cancerians”, 
“double Librans” and so on, for the 
Sun sign and Ascendant sign character- 
istics and motivations will be those of 
the same sign. The whole chart will be 
dominated by the influence of the Sun, 
and the effects of the planet ruling the 
Sun and Ascending signs will also be 
considerably increased. 

Self-absorption may be a result of 
this emphasis on the first house, and 
the individual should be aware of any 
tendencies towards selfishness, trving 
to counter them whenever possible. 


Health and well-being 

Consider the health not only in refa- 
uon to the sign that the Sun o¢cupies 
but also to"the- aspects that it receives. 
For instance, there ‘may bea tendency 
to nervous strain and tension (Square 
aspect to Uranus), exuberant physical 
energy (trine to Mars), digestive prob: 
lems or bilrousness (Squares or oppo-= 
sitions to the Moon or Jupiter 
respectively), and'so on.. .

IN THE SECOND HOUSE 





The acquisition of possessions is 
extremely important to the subject, 
who will feel a great sense of pride in 
showing these off on every possible 
occasion. He or she will not simply 
want to gloat over an ever-increasing 
bank balance or folio of stocks and 
shares, but rather will want the world 
to know of such success. 

Generosity is usual unless it is miti- 
gated by other influences (a “careful” 
Sun sign, for instance). In some cases 
the acquisitive powers can extend into 
the personal life, with the partner 
becoming yet another possession. The 
Taurean tendency is to own, and when 
the Sun is in the second house the atti- 
tude is “Look — this is mine!” If this 
happens, problems can arise since the 
subject is insensitively bulldozing over 
the real needs of his partner. 


A good life 

Pleasure is important to the individual, 
such as a concentration on enjoyment 
of expensive, rich food in glamorous 
surroundings. All of these tendencies 


willbe encouraged by positive aspects 


between the Sun\and Jupiter, while 
either an. opposition or a square may 
make thessubject go overboard in 
second houséum atters. 

Venus will not be very far away if the 
Sun is in the second house — and do 
not forger-rhat Venus rules this house. 
If-there is an aspect berwcen the Sun 
and Venus, the influence of the Sun’s 
house position syill be increased, 
especially in relation to the overall 
influenée.of Venustself. 

Hard work will always be undertaken 
to achieve-the subject’s ever-increasing 
materialistic needs — his solar vitality 


will be powered by the material results 
of his efforts and he will bask in the 
light of any glory that comes his way. 


THE SUN 

IN THE THIRD HOUSE 
The intellectual capacity is exploited to 
the full with this placing. Whether the 
subject is bright or slow, there will cer- 
tainly be a powerful urge to make the 
mind work, and should the individual 
feel there was something lacking in his 
or her early education, the impulse to 
make up for it will be strong. Having 
achieved that, she might well go much 
further, eventually (perhaps rather late 
in life) gaining some striking academic 
achievements. If you meet a subject in 
this position, try to encourage such a 
development and discourage any ten- 
dency to rest on lesser laurels. In such 
a Case, a positive expression of pride 
and fulfillment will spring from this 
solar placing. 

The need to communicate will be 
extremely powerful (what is communi- 
cated will, of course, depend on the 
nature of the Sun sign and its 
attributes). For instance, to over- 
simplify, someone with a Libran Sun in 
the third house would be keen to dis- 
cuss the intimacies of relationships, 
while another person much involved 
with her career could, perhaps, make 
an excellent public relations officer for 
whatever firm she works for, 
advertising its products to great effect. 


The influence of Mercury 

This is the Gemini/Mercury house: 
Mercury may well occupy the third 
house with the Sun, in which case this 
house will be very important in the full 
interpretation. In any case, Mercury 
will be nearby, so be sure to consider 
its placing in relation to the third- 
house Sun. 


4 THE SUN 

IN THE FOURTH HOUSE 

The vitality and self-expression of the 
Sun will find a positive outlet in the 
creation of a good home and happy 
family life. Parenthood is the essential 
at the core of this house, but before 
deciding how the subject will enact the 








role of father or mother, you must 
study the Sun sign itself very carefully. 
An exuberant fire sign Sun will make 
for an equally exuberant, enthusiastic 
parent; a sensitive sign, such as Pisces 
or Cancer, will give a parent who ts 
more intuitive and introspective. 

A difficult opposition from Saturn 
will at worst dampen down the indi- 
vidual’s enthusiasm, making him or 
her feel that children are a burden, or 
perhaps insist on too much discipline. 


The influence of the Moon 

This is the Cancer/Moon house, so 
the placing of the Moon in the birth 
chart should also be carefully consid- 
ered, especially if it receives any aspects 
from the Sun. 

Early parental influences are, of 
course, always vital to the development 
of every individual, but with the Sun 
in the fourth house, an in-depth 
understanding of the background and 
attitude of the parents is essential to 
future fulfillment. An element of cre- 
ative energy will be channeled into 
redecoration, sewing, and other work 
that enhances the home. 


A need for emotional security 
Familiar surroundings will instill a 
sense of security in the subject, who 
may be reluctant to stray far from 
home. However, the influence of the 
Sun’s sign will hold sway. For example, 
if the sign is extrovert and adventur- 
ous, a compromise will be reached 
when the individual comes to terms 
with other areas of his personality. 


THE SUN 
Ma IN THE FIFTH HOUSE 
The Sun shines very brightly indeed 
from the fifth house, since it is the 
house of the Sun itself and of its own 
sign, Leo. 


A sense of achievement 
Ambition will be very strong, and very 
probably (unless the Sun is really bat- 
tered by negative aspects) the individ- 
ual will not be averse to showing off. 
He or she may not necessarily take 
center stage, but will usually enjoy 
displaying any creative achievements. 
This is the house of children, so if 
the subject is a parent she will tend to 


push her children to the forefront 
(sometimes to their embarrassment or 
reluctance). Care is needed that the 
parent does not push her offspring in 
the direction she once wished to take 
herself, thereby living vicariously 
through them. 


The emotional expression 

The love and sex lives are well focused, 
and while the Sun sign itself will 
denote the approach and attitude to 
love, the need for fulfillment and 
positive, rewarding expression will 
assume an importance that is greater 
than average. 

Emotional and physical risks are 
likely to be taken — whether that is 
blindly or with calculation will depend 
entirely on the sign placing and the 
Sun’s aspects. Nevertheless there may 
well be an inherent affection, or even a 
need, for danger (sometimes to life 
and limb), which may be satisfied 
through hazardous sports. The Prince 
of Wales is a case in point: his Scorpio 
Sun in the fifth house encouraged this 
tendency when he was younger (his 
Ascending sign is Leo). In some 
extreme cases the urge to gamble can 
become excessive — especially if the 
Sun is in Aries or Sagittarius or the 
Sun and Jupiter make a square or 
opposition aspect. Creativity and the 
urge to express it will be present and 
should always be positively and 
practically developed. 


THE SUN 
IN THE SIXTH HOUSE 


Health is strongly influenced by this 
house, so the Sun’s vitalizing force will 
focus on the well-being of the individ- 
ual. His or her illnesses and vulnerabil- 
ities will be accentuated according to 
the Sun sign; there can be an over- 
concentration on ailments, and per- 
haps undue worry about the general 
health and diet. Nevertheless, if the 
Sun is well aspected (especially by the 
Moon or Mars), the recuperative pow- 
ers Should be excellent and a positive 
attitude will prevail. 

The effect on the health and the 
whole physical well-being will be 
accentuated if the Sun makes an oppo- 
sition aspect to the Ascendant. 
However, for this to happen the Sun 
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must be within eight degrees (or ten at 
the most) of the cusp of the seventh 
house (the point exactly opposite the 
Ascending degree). 

The sense of duty and routine is also 
emphasized by this placing. Therefore, 
when interpreting the effect of the Sun 
in the sixth house it is important to 
decide whether the individual is a slave 
to routine and tends to get in a rut or 
(perhaps because the Sun is placed in a 
fire or air sign) rebels against such 
restrictions in daily life. 


The influence of Mercury 

This is the Virgo/Mercury house, so 
the influence of Mercury and the sign 
in which it is placed will be important 
— the planet won’t be very far away in 
the birth chart. If Mercury shares this 
house with the Sun, it will increase the 
possibility of the individual finding sat- 
isfaction by developing his intellect 
and communicative powers. Indeed, 
work in communications and critical, 
or perhaps creative, writing could be 
enjoyed. Being of service to others or 
perhaps working as a personal assistant 
might also feature in a positive way 
and be a source of satisfaction. 


THE SUN 
IN THE SEVENTH HOUSE 





The need to relate to others is 
extremely strong when the Sun falls in 
the seventh house, and there is a possi- 
bility that the individual with this plac- 
ing will live for total commitment to a 
partner. In fact, care is needed that the 
subject’s identity is not entirely sub- 
merged in that of the partner, and self- 
reliance must be developed if this 
pitfall is to be avoided. Much will be 
given to the partner, physically and 
emotionally, for the Sun’s vitality will 
be expressed in this sphere of life. 


The influence of Venus 

This is the Venus/Libra house, so the 
placing of Venus in the chart will be 
extremely important. If it shares the 
seventh house with the Sun, it is highly 
probable that there will be an imbal- 
ance in the individual’s personality, 
perhaps to such an extent that a lack of 
independence will be a real problem 
for him or her. Conflict will arise if a 
need for isolation is suggested in other 
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areas of the chart, or if disappointment 
or unhappiness in the love life is indi- 
cated (square aspects from Venus to 
the Moon and Saturn respectively). 

In general terms, the individual must 
be aware of the need to balance his or 
her extremely powerful urge to relate 
to others and the desire for commit- 
ment with a proper realization of the 
self and its fulfillment. 


Making partnerships 

Taking pride in the partner is essential 
to the individual, and while at its best 
this placing can make him or her a 
wonderful “power behind the throne”, 
the subject must develop a realistic 
attitude towards loved ones, or high 
expectations may be cruelly dashed. 

Reliance on the partner, moreover, 
must not be so great that separation 
presents very considerable psycho- 
logical problems. When that happens, 
readjustment to life without the part- 
ner will be very difficult to achieve. 
Recognition of individual worth and 
the development of confidence in the 
self are essential. 

Tendencies towards emotional 
dependence will be even stronger if 
the Sun is in opposition aspect to the 
Ascendant (i.e. within eight or, at most 
ten, degrees of the cusp of the seventh 
house), when the polarity between the 
Ascending and seventh house signs will 
also be enhanced. 


THE SUN 

IN THE EIGHTH HOUSE 
Deep purposeful force and great 
emotional intensity are shown in this 
placing of the Sun. It is essential that 
the powers of intuition are used and 
controlled (according to the Sun’s 
sign). There will almost inevitably be 
a need for self-knowledge, but in 
seeking it the tendency toward intro- 
spection is countered. 


The drive for satisfaction 

Sexual satisfaction will be a powerful 
outlet for self-expression, and the cre- 
ative power of the Sun ensures that its 
achicvement will be of paramount 
importance. The individual will cer- 
tainly analyse every aspect of his or her 
sexuality if this fulfillment is lacking, 
and in extreme cases must counter 


an inclination to be obsessive about it. 
The driving force of the Sun may focus 
completely on sex for some people 
born with this placing, but for others it 
may center on money, its growth and 
the power that it brings. We often find 
those with this placing in financial 
careers. In a weak chart, or when the 
positive nature of the Sun is under- 
mined by negative aspects (a square or 
opposition to Neptune, perhaps), 
there may be a tendency to live in 
hopes of an inheritance. 


Understanding change 
Transformation is one traditional 
association of this house, and it is eas- 
ily seen in the need for self-knowledge, 
from which the individual can grow, 
develop and eventually change. The 
attitude to death should be positive, 
with the subject regarding it in an 
objective way as the ultimate and final 
transformation. 

This is the Pluto/Scorpio house, so 
the influence of that planet should be 
studied. However, unless Pluto is per- 
sonalized in the birth chart, remember 
that its sign placing is a generation 
influence only. 


THE SUN 
IN THE NINTH HOUSE 


Intellectual growth, the broadening of 
horizons and the taking of challenging 
journeys for mind and body are all 
ways in which the solar energy is 
directed from the ninth house. This 
was once known as the “house of 
dreams” — an interesting description 
because those for whom it is heavily 
tenanted may get rather carried away. 

If dreams are to become concrete 
reality, the subject must adopt a prac- 
tical approach and channel his or her 
intellect in the necessary directions. 
The subject will then be able to 
develop his potential and make the 
most of the force of the Sun. 


Knowledge and ambition 

Further education, in the broadest 
sense, is related to ninth house mat- 
ters, just as the third house focuses on 
education in general. We do not neces- 
sarily find those with this placing 
studying for exams well into their six- 
ties, but the drive for the expansion of 


mind will nevertheless be present, and 
it is important for the individual to 
develop his own philosophy of life, 
with carefully considered religious 
beliefs based on definite conclusions. 

There are few limitations for the 
individual born with this placing, but 
nevertheless he should not strive so 
hard that he misses out on the simple 
pleasures of life or distances himself 
from less intellectually inclined or 
motivated people. 

This is the Sagittarius/Jupiter house. 
Therefore, if there is a sextile or trine 
between the Sun and Jupiter, the con- 
cerns of the house will be well inte- 
grated within the individual. If there is 
a square or opposition, it will be more 
difficult to control the action of the 
Sun and, even, to keep a sense of per- 
spective. In any case, look for 
indications of practicality elsewhere. 


1 THE SUN 
IN THE TENTH HOUSE 


A powerful need to make a mark on 
the world is shown by the individual 
with the Sun in the tenth house. 
Therefore, it is important that he or 
she is emotionally involved in the 
career, ambition or aspiration (after all, 
it is not everyone who has a career in 
the strict sense of the word). Worldly 
progress of one sort or another is of 
prime importance, and the Sun’s vital- 
ity confers a driving force. 


Attaining personal objectives 
If fulfillment is being gained from 
effort, all well and good, but even so 
there are important questions to ask. 
For example, are those efforts mis- 
directed, or totally impossible to 
achieve? (Neptune in conjunction or 
opposition to the Sun.) Is the individ- 
ual motivated by power? (Uranus 
and/or Pluto in the tenth house with 
the Sun.) Is that need for power purely 
selfish or more altruistically oriented? 
(Mars personalized, Moon well-placed, 
respectively.) All these considerations 
must be taken into account, since the 
placing is, from the point-of-view of 
the chart itself, a powerful focal point. 
If all autocratic tendencies can be 
controlled, here is a big achiever, and if 
the Sun shines through a fire sign the 
individual will have an infectious 
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enthusiasm. If the Sun is in an earth 
sign, there will be practicality; in air, a 
lively intellectual rapport; in water, ». 
intuinon. All these qualities will be 
expressed in the working life, bothin 
the work itself and in the resulting 
dealings with others, and will help the 
subject towards attaining his or her 
personal objectives. This is the 
Capnicorn/Saturn house: look to the 
influence and placing of Saturn. 


-THE SUN 
| IN THE ELEVENTH HOUSE 


Here is a social animal who needs to. 
make his or her mark within the com- 
munity. He or she will expend solar 
energies in the development and 
enjoyment of group activities, very 
often with humanitarian overtones. 
Charitable fund-raising, for example, 
will be an important/and successful 
involvement for the individual. Don’t 
forget the purely creative power of the 
Sun, which here can be expressed as a 
considerable source of inspiration to 
others, with. group activitics making 
the results well worthwhile. Care is 
needed, however, that the individual 
does not try to take control as soon as 
she comes on the scene. Instead, she 
should defer to others (and especially 
older, long-standing members of an 
organization), even if she thinks she 
could run things better herself. 
Despite needing everything that a 
full and rewarding social life brings, 
the subject must be careful not to dis- 
tance herself from close contact with 
others. There can be conflict here, but 
she should be able to look at the situa- 
tion in a rational and objective way. 
The life should be divided into 
compartments, so that there will be 
good close relationships and an ability 
to express love, while at the same time 
the subject aims to fulfill all the needs 
and expression of the Sun’s energies 
through eleventh house matters. 


The influence of Uranus 


This is the Aquarius/Uranus house, so 


you will find some guidance as to how 
this conflict will be resolved by study- 
ing the position of Uranus and its 
aspects. For the ability to enjoy full 
emotional relationships, look both to 
Venus and the seventh house. 


2 THE SUN 
IN THE TWELFTH HOUSE 

A.yery special perspective is added to 
the chart when the Sun falls in the 
twelfth house, for here is someone 
who needs peace and quiet, space and 
time alone ~ whatever those.may mean 
to the individual. 

If the Sun sign sympathizes, intro- 
version and a lack of self-confidence 
will be present. However, creative 
power still comes from the Sun, even 
in this; the most withdrawn of all the 
twelve houses. -- 


A need for security 

In working behind the scenes, the 
individual will be shown at his or her 
best. If the result is creative, then it is 
behind these creations that he or she 
will hide, sometimes getting those who 
are less introspective and more 
assertive to do any selling of the end ~ 
products. It is important for those 
close to the subject not to try to force 
her into a more extrovert lifestyle; 
partners and friends must realize and 
accept that her familiar environment is 
the only place in which she feels totally 
secure and therefore is where she 
functions best. 


Self-interest and understanding 
Self-knowledge, and the coming to 
terms with deep-rooted needs, is 
essential; it may well be more difficult 
for others to understand this than the 
individual herself. 

Well-meaning, more extrovert 
partners may sometimes find it 
necessary to end the relationship with 
these individuals, and allow them to 
live their lives uncluttered by what 
they belicve to be unnecessary com- 
mitments that can become devitalizing 
burdens. They should be allowed to let 
the results of their labors speak for 
them, while at the same time making 
their feelings clear to loved ones in a 
way that expresses the strong, positive 
qualities of their Sun sign. 

This is the Pisces/Neptune house, so 
Neptune will now be personalized, 
thereby increasing that planet’s impor- 
tance in the birth chart. Don’t gloss 
over its sign and house placing or the 
aspects it receives, as they will all throw 
a great deal of informative light on to 
the twelfth-house Sun. 
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THE SUN PROGRESSED 
THROUGH THE HOUSES 


As the Sun progresses through the 
signs, it also, of course, progresscs 
through the houses. On the rare occa- 
sions that it moves from one house to 
the next (and to plot this correctly, the 
birth time must be strictly accurate), it 
is likely that the subject will reach a 
crossroads in life, with the concerns of 
the new house coming vividly to the 
fore. When the Sun changes signs, a 
slight blending of the characteristics of 
the two signs concerned can be seen. 


Changing needs 

When the progressed Sun moves from 
one house to another, the change is 
sharper, and original concerns which 
relate to the birth chart house (or, if 
the individual is older, perhaps to the 
previous progressed house) will tend 
to fade fairly quickly into the back- 
ground — although they will not neces- 
sarily disappear altogether. For 
instance, someone with a tenth house 
Sun that progresses into the eleventh 
house may feel that worldly ambitions 
and aspirations should, to some extent, 
now give way to a more fulfilled social 
life. On the other hand, someone with 
a fourth house Sun might, when it 
progresses into the fifth house, feel the 
need of more fun and games, and this 
person will find greater pleasure and 
satisfaction in the love life, in creativity 
and in sport. 

Each month, as the Sun appears to 
move through the zodiac signs, it also 
moves through the houses of the birth 
chart. Journalist-astrologers make use 
of this phenomenon when writing Sun 
sign columns for the newspapers and 
magazines, using what is known as the 
solar chart. This involves placing the 
Sun sign where the Ascendant of the 
birth chart would be, and interpreting 
the Sun’s house position for each sign. 

In natal astrology this is not an 
important factor, but when using 
astrology in everyday life it is worth 
remembering that the Sun’s hints are 
always worth taking, and therefore 
concentrating on the concerns of the 
house through which it is transitting at 
any given time. For instance, think of 
increasing your income when the Sun 
is in the second house, starting a diet 
when it is in the sixth, and so on. 
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he aspects made by the Sun to other planets 
Ai and to the angles of the chart are of extreme 
importance in interpretation, since the effect of the 
planets on the Sun gives a 
the way in which its own influence from sign and 


very clear indication of 


house will be expressed in the subject whose chart is being studied. 
You will discover occasions w nt an aspect may complement the 
Sun sign characteristics, and perhaps others when it may conflict. 
When this happens it is, of course, important to assess carefully the 
importance of the aspect. If it is a major one without a wide orb, its 
influence will be powerful, and should be incorporated into the 
final interpretation. If the orb is wide (between seven or eight 
degrees), the chances are that the aspect will be less important. If 
the aspect is between the Sun and the ruling planet of the chart, it 
should not be ignored even if it is minor, for 1t will be strongly 
personalized and thus play an important role in the birth chart. 


») THE SUN’S ASPECTS 
TO THE MOON 





Conjunction 

This occurs when a subject is born at 
or very near the time of the New 
Moon, and is a focal point of the 
chart. Usually both the Sun and Moon 
will fall in the same sign and house, 
therefore the characteristics of the Sun 
sign will also be present on an instinc- 
tive and intuitive level for the individ- 
ual. He or she will respond to all 
situations in the manner of the Sun 
sign concerned. 

The influence of the Moon sign 
and its house position should be 
carefully related to the characteristics 
indicated by the Sun’s position. 

These will be similar but, in the case 
of the Moon sign, will be on the level 
of the personality while, where the 
Moon’s house placing is concerned, 
the effects will be expressed in a more 
physical manner. 

Should Mercury or Venus fall in the 
same sign as this potent conjunction, 
the individual may show a certain 
imbalance since the basic Sun sign 
characteristics, although working at 
different levels, will be almost too 
powerful for comfort. 

The conjunction does not always fall 
in the same sign or house. When this 
occurs the individual concerned can 
feel the same inner conflict, restless- 
ness or discontent that is often present 
when a negative aspect exists between 
these planets. 


Positive aspects 

These are an integrating factor within 
the chart, helping the individual to 
understand and come to. terms with, his 
or her personality. 

If there is a trine aspect, and both 
planets are of the same clement, the 
flow of natural enthusiasm (fire), prac- 
ticality (earth), intellectual ability (air) 
or emotion (water) will be positive. 
The blending of the instincts and reac- 
tions (as shown by the Moon) will also 
complement the individual’s character 
(as shown by the Sun). 

The sextile is also helpful, and has a 
similar but less powerfully integrating 
effect, usually emphasizing either 
extrovert (when derived from positive 
signs) or introvert (negative signs) 
tendencies. The constitution in this 
case is usually healthy. 


i Negative aspects 

The individual may be prone to inner 
discontent and restlessness that can be 
hard to resolve. Changes of mood and 
the inability to rest content can cause 
difficulties, sometimes within emo- 
tional relationships, where other prob- 
lems can also arise. 

The opposition (which occurs when 
the subject is born at Full Moon) 
emphasizes the polarity between the 
two signs concerned. 

The square accentuates the quad- 
ruplicity, making the individual rather 
more outgoing (when cardinal signs 
are involved), stubborn (fixed signs) or 
flexible (mutable signs). Worry, or a 


tendency to emotional restlessness, 
may tend to cause minor, but on- 
going, health problems. 

If a minor aspect is present these 
interpretauons will be far less promi- 
nent and should not be given too 
much emphasis in your interpretation. 


»)) PROGRESSED ASPECTS 
BETWEEN THE SUN AND MOON 


When the progressed Sun aspects the 
natal Moon, there will be a gradual 
period of psychological development 
that almost inevitably leads to the 
making of long-term changes, often 
with an instinctive conviction that the 
time is right to do so. Sometimes alter- 
ations in the career will cause a domes- 
tic move, or there will be a desperate 
need for some kind of change. 

If the Sun and Moon form an aspect 
in the birth chart, its nature will enable 
you to assess just how easy or difficult 
the period of change will be. A major 
aspect will color the life, albeit often 
subtly, for about three years, and when 
this symbolic progression is triggered 
off by powerful transits the individual’s 
life will become eventful. When you 
offer advice, refer to the complete 
birth chart to see how well he or she 
will approach the problems that arise 
at such a time. 


THE SUN’S ASPECTS 
TO MERCURY 


Only a conjunction or minor semi- 
sextile can be formed between these 
planets, because (as we see it from 
Earth) Mercury can never be more 
than 28 degrees from the Sun. These 
aspects are best related to the sign 
placing of the planets concerned. 

If the planets fall in the same sign, 
the individual will think in the manner 
of the Sun sign. If Mercury is in the 
preceding or following sign, then the 
mind will work according to that sign. 

If the Sun and Mercury form a close 
conjunction — less than five degrees — 
this traditionally indicates that the 
individual is a slow developer. These 
aspects, unless hampered by other 
influences, can give optimism and 
enthusiasm, and the desire for worldly 
progress is often enhanced. 








PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN 
THE SUN AND MERCURY 


When one of these planets forms 
progressed aspects to the natal or pro- 
gressed position of the other, necessary 
practical changes will take place in the 
subject’s life. Decisions will have to be 
reached, and he or she should be 
encouraged to be objective and think 
of the long-term effects of any actions. 
Ask yourself how decisive, quick- 
thinking or not he may be. Sometimes 
greater intellectual challenge or stimu- 
lus is needed, or the inspiration to 
write becomes evident. While only the 
conjunction and semi-sextile are possi- 
ble in the birth chart, because of the 
progression the Sun and Mercury can 
make many more aspects to each other 
in the progressed chart. 

If an aspect is negative, some ner- 
vous strain and tension may be present 
but on the whole it will stimulate the 
intellect. The individual will look at 
problems critically, but may well need 
constructive advice about which direc- 
tion to take. There can be a need to 
increase the education, for self- 
improvement, and all Mercurial 
concerns — from the car to media 
involvement — may be apparent. 


fem JHE SUN’S ASPECTS 
| TO VENUS 





Only the conjunction, semi-sextile and 
semi-square can be formed between 
these plancts, as the Sun and Venus are 
never more than 48 degrees apart. 


gy Conjunction and semi-sextile 
If both planets fall in the same sign, 
love and affection will be shown. The 
attitude to money and possessions will 
be denoted by the Sun sign, but 
strengthened by the conjunction. 

If there is a conjunction, the subject 
is usually loving and enjoys the more 
sybaritic pleasures of life, sometimes to 
the point of self-indulgence (weight 
gain and other problems may result). 
Usually there is added kindness and 
generosity, since the blending of the 
powerful solar vitality with Venus’ 
sympathy and need to relate gives posi- 
tive, happy qualities to the individual, 
who will be charming and (if the sign 
placing permits) easygoing. 
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If the conjunction ts afflicted by an 
opposition or square from the Moon 
or Saturn, there will almost inevitably 
be disappointment and a certain 
unhappiness in the emotional life. 
The semi-sextile is not a strong fea- 
ture, but with it and the conjunction 
there is nearly always an appreciation 
of beautiful things, such as art and 
music. If Mercury is involved, there 
will be a talent for creative craft work. 


i the semi-square 

This is a major aspect between these 
planets, and tends to increase the 
possibility of a breakdown in marriage 
or a permanent rclationship. 


PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN 
THE SUN AND VENUS 


Positive aspects 

These can herald a very happy period, 
and are the traditional indication of 
marriage or the development of a per- 
manent relationship. If the emotional 
life is not affected by these aspects, a 
prosperous penod is likely to occur 
instead. Life will certainly have its 
enjoyable moments — especially when 
transits echo these lively progressions. 


Negative aspects 

If there is a semi-sextile between the 
Sun and Venus in the chart, or should 
either planet progress to form a semi- 
square to the other, stress may afflict 
the emotional life. If the difficulties 
can be lived through and communica- 
tion between the couple is good, any 
problems should be resolved, but care 
will be needed for about a year or so. 
Alternately, there may be money 
troubles rather than emotional ones. 


fai THE SUN’S ASPECTS 
= To Mars 





Conjunction 

The individual is fueled by a virtual 
powerhouse of energetic resources. 
This is because Mars contributes to 
our physical energy and the Sun adds 
to our vitality. It is important for there 
to be plenty of positive channels for 
these resources — demanding sporting 
activities or some kind of hard manual 
work, for instance. 


The emotional energies are often 
heightened too, especially if the plan- 
ets occupy a water sign, when the 
energy can be expressed through the 
devotion to a cause or an ideal. 

Selfishness can be present, and the 
Arian pioneering spirit and need to 
win will also emerge — remember that 
Mars rules Aries and the Sun is exalted 
in this sign (see p.35). 

Headaches may often occur and, 
because of undue haste, the subject 
can be slightly accident-prone. Never- 
theless, there will be plenty of physical 
strength and sometimes also a wiry 
athletic frame. 

Daring and bravery are characteris- 
tic, and there is often heroism, with 
considerable dash and panache. The 
sex life will be lively, to say the least! 
Care is needed that a tendency to work 
too hard is countered, and that risk- 
taking does not become combined 
with foolhardiness. 


Positive aspects 

Many of the characteristics of the con- 
junction are seen in the trine and sex- 
tile, but the more extreme tendencies 
will be better controlled, as these are 
less potent aspects. There will be excel- 
lent resources of energy, but the ten- 
dency to take nsks or work too hard 
will be reduced. 

The flow of energy, whether 
emotional or physical, will be well 
channeled, and the individual will be 
vigorous, but not too overtly so. 


— Negative aspects 
Strain and tension due to overwork 
can become a problem, and unless 
there are counter-indications in the 
chart, there will be a very strong ten- 
dency to sudden anger or even rage. If 
this can be controlled and the subject 
made aware of the negative effects 
such outbreaks can have on loved ones 
and colleagues, the energy-source, 
which is as powerful as that of the con- 
junction (minor negative aspects apart) 
can be used to advantage. 
Nevertheless, help will be needed 
when the individual comes to terms 
with his or her personality, or when 
the anger has been the cause of stress 
or unhappiness in others. The root 
cause of such problems might well be 
identifiable as sexual frustration or an 
uncooperative partner. 
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PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN 

THE SUN AND MARS 
Conjunction 
An extremely demanding and hard- 
working period is highly likely, with 
plenty of challenge or excitement. The 
end-product should be considerable 
personal achievement. 

The effects of the conjunction will 
last for three years, with the middle 
vear being the most important as the 
influence will then be at its strongest. 
This is an exciting time: the energies 
will be stretched, but a positive indi- 
vidual will gain much from these 
powerfully beneficial planetary ener- 
gies. There will be periods of strain 
and tension (not too difficult to detect 
from the patterns of transits, lunar 
progressions and so on). 


Positive aspects 

The effects of these are similar to the 
conjunction. However, the influence is 
less strong, and while extra demands 
will be made on the individual, his or 
her channeling of energy will be 
steady, so that it can be used as and 
when it is required. There will be a 
need to set new, challenging projects 
or goals and to achieve a great deal. 
The prevailing mood will be optmistic 
and perhaps a bit aggressive when 
dealing with competitors. 


= Negative aspects 

Impress upon your subject that, while 
there is no need for apprehension or 
worry, he or she could simply take on 
too much during this period, and as a 
result will work too strenuously and 
become overtaxed. 

Aggravation and petty annoyance 
caused by others could become dispro- 
portionate, simply because the subject 
is feeling tense. She must learn to con- 
serve energy (not always easy) and 
pace herself in all spheres of her life. 


4 THE SUN’S ASPECTS 
TO JUPITER 


Conjunction 

Traditionally, this is one of the most 
fortunate aspects of all. We never use 
the word “lucky” because of its for- 
tune-telling overtones, but neverthe- 
less the subject with this aspect does 


seem to have more than a fair measure 
of good, or at any rate easy, fortune. 

Optimistic, the individual usually 
has a warm sense of humor too. Tra- 
dition also suggests that when any 
money is needed it is usually found, 
whether or not the subject is well-off. 
“Expansion”, the Jupiter keyword, is 
relevant, for there is usually a liking for 
good food and wine, and therefore a 
tendency to gain weight; sometimes 
indigestion is a problem. 

The intellect is excellent and there is 
potential for its expansion, resulting in 
a wonderfully philosophical outlook. 
There is usually no lack of ambition, 
but this is not colored by ruthlessness 
of any kind. 

Consider the influence of Jupiter’s 
sign placing — which in most cases will 
be the same as the important Sun sign 
~ and add this interesting gloss to its 
other characteristics. 


Positive aspects 
These have a similar effect to that of 
the conjunction, but there can some- 
times be less of an inclination to make 
a really serious effort to expand hori- 
zons and develop intellectual potential 
to the full. Despite this, such pursuits 
as chess and literature will be enjoyed. 
If Venus is strong, the tendency to 
take life easily and to give it over to 
pleasure will certainly emerge — and 
the outlook will be positive and opti- 
mistic. There may be an interest in the 
law and publishing, and if a flair for 
teaching emerges in other areas of the 
chart these aspects will support it. The 
subject is not particularly competitive. 


=e Negative aspects 

The sense of perspective can all too 
easily be lost, and this must be real- 
ized. There is also a strong tendency to 
exaggerate and, when viewing the 
broad, overall concept of a project, to 
ignore the finer details completely, 
glossing over them in a way that can 
cause quite serious problems for the 
individual at a later date. 

A lack of moderation ts usually one 
of the worst faults, and must be coun- 
tered. Sometimes, gambling and the 
reckless investment of money (and 
emotions) is a problem, and if a ten- 
dency towards negative escapism 
through drugs or drink is shown else- 
where in the chart, it will be increased 


here. If several planets are in earth 
signs, and other aspects show steady- 
ing qualities, the negative indications 
will be less potent, and the Jupiter 
sense of humor and bonhomie will 
shine through. 


2, PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN 
THE SUN AND JUPITER 


Conjunction 

An important period in the subject’s 
life is usually signaled. Should the Sun 
be personalized, if Sagittarius is on the 
Midheaven, or if Jupiter and the Sun 
are in aspect in the birth chart, the 
chances are that the individual will 
receive some kind of accolade: an 
award or prize, or perhaps a grant for 
further study, if young, may be won 
through competition. 

Note the strength of Jupiter’s tran- 
sits during the period involved (which 
will be about three years). If a Jupiter 
Return occurs, or the planet is promi- 
nent in any other way, life will defi- 
nitely be very rewarding for the 
individual, who must be encouraged to 
wear any laurel wreath that comes his 
or her way — and indeed to rest on 
those laurels for a while afterward! 


Positive aspects 

A progressive and usually happy period 
is denoted by these aspects. The traffic 
lights are set at green, so encourage 
your subject to push ahead with plans 
and not to indulge in false modesty. 
This may be hard for less extrovert 
types, but Jupiter usually helps them to 
take center stage a little more readily. 


Be Negative aspects 
The subject must assess every move 
carefully as life will not be easy. This 1s 
especially important when legal docu- 
ments or contracts are to be signed: 
the small print must be read with great 
care. Sadly, people are often disinclined 
to take such precautions under this 
influence, and a tendency to rush in 
can lead to considerable difficulties. 
Financial advice should be sought 
and acted upon, and the diet con- 
trolled. Caution and moderation must 
be developed, as all too often silly and 
sometimes serious mistakes can be 
made — especially if Neptune forms 
many transits at the same time. 
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h THE SUN’S ASPECTS 
TO SATURN 


Conjunction 

It has been accepted astrologically, for 
thousands of years, that the Sun and 
Saturn are “enemies” — one providing 


vitality, the other tending to restrain it. 


Therefore, when they form a conjunc- 
tion, the Sun’s action will be chan- 
nelled and limited by the powerful 
intervention of Saturn. 

If most of the aspects from other 
planets are positive, the influence will 
merely act as a brake and a stabilizer: 
for instance, a fire sign Sun will be 
governed and the more extreme char- 
acteristics steadied. However, should 
there be square aspects to the Sun 
and/or Saturn — especially from the 
Moon - the Sun sign characteristics 
will be clouded. If the conjunction is 
in Capricorn, the qualities attributed . 
to the sign will be enhanced, since it is 
ruled by Saturn. 

There will be shyness and lack of 
self-confidence, generally speaking, 
especially when the subject is young, 
but there is a strong possibility that he 
or she will come to terms with this 
later on, and often ambition and 
determination will be present. 

The conjunction is a very powerful 
focal point in the chart, especially 
when contacted by transits and pro- 
gressions from other planets. 
Rheumatic problems can arise, so 
exercise of the joints is advisable. 


Positive aspects 
Common sense and a practical, 
restrained outlook will be evident. 
Sometimes enthusiasm can be 
quenched and apprehension height- 
ened, especially when the individual is 
confronted by a challenge. However, 
these traits should not seriously hinder 
the individual, and it is only when shy- 
ness and a lack of self-confidence are 
indicated elsewhere that the effects of 
the trine and sextile become a prob- 
lem. In most cases they add a sense of 
purpose and determination and, as the 
Sun and Saturn are on good terms, 
they encourage the subject to achieve 
ambitions and reach the top in any 
chosen field. 

Caution and circumspection will be 
present, with risks taken only after the 
most careful calculation. 


e Negative aspects 
Here the Sun and Saturn are at logger- 
heads, and these potent aspects often 
have a very restrictive effect. The semi- 
sextile should not be over-interpreted, 
but the other minor aspects will have a 
stronger influence than usual. Some- 
times the health is undermined, with 
frequent aches and pains and a ten- 
dency to catch colds and chills easily. 
A lack of self-confidence, however, is 
the real problem, and if the individual 
suffered from an unsympathetic or 
over-critical parent, it will not be easy 
for such early influences to be over- 
come. At worst there will be a strong 
sense of deficiency and so (especially if 
the aspect is exact or has a close orb — 
say less than four degrees) self-confi- 
dence must be built up the hard way. 
This influence is not always entirely 
negative by any means, and the oppo- 
sition is always less inhibiting than the 
square. The former, in a chart where 
there is otherwise much positive 
enthusiasm (with fire and air present, 
perhaps where Jupiter and Venus hold 
court and there are many trines), will 
be a welcome restraining influence and 
anchorage, bringing much stability and 
injecting common sense. 


h PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN 
THE SUN AND SATURN 


Conjunction 
An extremely important and possibly 
critical period, likely to last for about 
three years, 1s indicated when.these 
planets are in conjunction by progres- 
sion (whether or not they relate to 
each other in the birth chart). 
Additional responsibilities are likely, 
plus increased prestige, and the indi- 
vidual will cope well, although the 
attainment of ambition may mean 
adopting a rather sober outlook on life 
for a while. Indeed, the tendency to 
make sacrifices for an ultimate goal 
could become exaggerated, and the 
pleasures of family life should not-be 
forsaken; relaxation must be encour- 
aged. Important changes are probable, 
perhaps due to new circumstances. 


Positive aspects 

These are similar to the conjunction in 
effect, but the events. and’ eventual out- 
come are likely to be less.¢rucially 
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important both at the time and in the 
long-term. Progress bringing addi- 
tional responsibilities is very likely, as is 
planning for the future. This is a 
serious but constructive influence. 


ey Negative aspects 
A difficult period is indicated, when 
progress can be slow. A great deal may 
be learned the hard way, and if mis- 
takes are made they won’t be repeated. 
This is a “Thou shalt not” influence; 
however, because of lessons learned, 
the subject will emerge wiser and 
probably more psychologically whole. 
Issues must not be forced — espec- 
ially when restrictive transits are opera- 
tive. However, when the transits are 
positive and steady, cautious moves 
may be made, giving achievement and 
satisfaction. The minor aspects add to 
a slowing down of progress from time 
to time, and vitality must be watched. 
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Ht THE SUN’S ASPECTS 
TO URANUS 


Conjunction 

This is an extremely powerful aspect 
that often provokes rebelliousness, 
eccentric behavior patterns and unpre- 
dictability. However, scientific ability 
or creative flair can also be present, 
and if a consistency of effort is devel- 
oped, much will be achieved. 

The need for a powerful position 
incites a near-obsessive driving force in 
some cases, especially if the conjunc- 
tion receives aspects from Mars or 
Pluto, or if both the Sun and Uranus 
occupy the tenth house of the chart. 
The subject must consciously develop 
restraint and control —look to the 
influence of Saturn, which may help. 


Positive aspects 

Originality, and often personal mag- 
netism, add spice to the Sun’s influ- 
ence. If Venus is'well-placed, there can 
be dynamic sexual attraction and 
charm. If the Sun occupies an extro- 
vert sign, powers of leadership and 
popularity will be enhanced. 

The emotional and nervous energy is 
increased and_will be shown in positive 
ways. These aspects, especially the 
trine, also contribute alertness and a 
certain enthusiastic driving force which 
may be somewhat erratically expressed. 
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| Negative aspects 

Perversity, stubbornness and other 
negative traits are often present, 
especially with the square. Self-willed 
behavior can cause problems. Periods 
of tension may occur, and the individ- 
ual will be “difficult” from time to 
time, although other indications may 
be mitigating influences. 

The action of the Sun and Uranus 
can be turned to good, however, since 
some very powerful planetary energies 
contribute positive potential. A social 
conscience should be developed, with 
the humanitarian side of Uranus 
allowed to influence the behaviour, 
which must not become vainglorious. 

The individual’s sexuality can some- 
times be affected. This is especially so 
for men, who tend to feel the effects of 
all Sun/Uranus contacts more 
potently than women. The square has 
been said to indicate homosexuality. 


1K PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN 
THE SUN AND URANUS 





Conjunction 

An extremely eventful period is indi- 
cated, when vitally important changes 
will be made. There will be a tendency 
to react suddenly and drastically, and 
while decisiveness is usually a good 
quality, care must be taken that the 
subject’s reaction to situations is not 
so strong that little thought is given to 
their eventual outcome. 

A need to explore pastures new and 
perhaps for a total change of lifestyle 
can be characteristic. “Off with the old 
and on with the new” seems an apt 
phrase, but caution is essential. 


Positive aspects 

These are similar to the conjunction, 
but the positive cnergies of the Sun 
and Uranus will ease the possibility of 
the individual overreacting in a drastic 
way. New developments will take 
place, and perhaps important and 
exciting changes. These aspects are 
very invigorating and the image, ideas 
and outlook may change for the better. 


Fa Negative aspects 

A tense and difficult period is likely, 
especially when there are strong tran- 
sits. There must be an awareness that 
nervous strain and tension can build 


up, provoking uncharacteristic be- 
havior, perversity and stubbornness, 
especially with loved ones. 

Drastic changes should be carefully 
considered before being put into 
effect. For instance, if faced with 
being fired or a family disruption, 
plenty of thinking time must be 
allowed as the reactions will be height- 
ened in a negative way, and as a result 
serious mistakes may be made which 
will have a long-term adverse effect. 


y THE SUN’s ASPECTS 
TO NEPTUNE 
Conjunction 
Considerable sensitivity is present, and 
the characteristics of the Sun sign will 
be softened if Neptune also occupies 
the sign. There i$ increased intuition 


and the imagination will be colorful. 


If the conjunction is free-of negative 
aspects (from the Moon or Mars in 
particular), the imagination will often 
be ‘expressed creatively, perhaps in the 
arts; the Sun sign will indicate the 
form this may take. An interest in, and 
ability for, astrology is often present, 
and there.may be leanings (which must 
always be very carefully governed) 
towards the occult. 

There may be a tendency to 
unworldliness; assess other areas of the 
chart to see just how practical the indi- 
vidual is. Negative escapism may occur 
if the conjunction is in opposition or 
square aspect to the Moon. Medically 
administered drugs can have an 
adverse or allergic effect. 


Positive aspects 

The imagination will work well and 
with inspiration, but there may be a 
tendency to be lackadaisical, to drift 
and daydream. This is good if it results 
in the positive use of creative potential, 
but sometimes the will to tackle hard 
work is weak. The vision and intuition 
are excellent, and these aspects usually 
add a marvelous insight. 


mB Negative aspects 

A tendency to deceive others, and the 
self, is present. The subject may think 
that he or she is finding an easy way 
out of difficult situations, but if such 
deceptions are successful they can 
weaken the character. Children with 


these aspects need special guidance 
and encouragement to be honest and 
tell the truth. Deviousness in financial 
affairs can occur — usually with disas- 
trous results — so professional financial 
advice should always be taken. 

There is a strong tendency to fall 
back on negative escapism through 
drink, smoking or other drugs. This is 
most likely when*Neptune:falls in 
Librasor Scorpio, when there isalso a 
high probability (far greater than is the 
case with the positive aspects) that 
medically administered drugs will react 
negatively on the system. Moderation, 
and the cofitrol of all extreme escapist 
behavior patterns and the faults 
described above, is essential. 


Wy PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN 
THE SUN AND NEPTUNE 


Conjunction 

This is‘very subtle,and its‘eftects will 
be barely felt by anyone who isvery 
practical, materialistic and ambitious. 
Howeveryin one who is sensitive, cre- 
ative, emotional’and intuitive, this 
aspect will-be.a great spur to the imag- 
ination and inspiration. A serious study 
of astrology may begin (never'to 
stop!), and spiritual and creative inter- 
ests can be accentuated. Increased 
sensitivity may be.a stumbling block. 


Positive aspects 

These are similar to the conjunction 
but less potent. However, they can 
bring a greater ability to use creatively 
the elusive influence of Neptune. 
Again, they may be hardly felt by a 
very practical individual. Less worldly 
and more inspirational areas of life are 
likely to become increasingly impor- 
tant, so look out for subtle changes — 
even in the most earnest businessman! 


G Negative aspects 
These escapist and denchiobbacall 
weakening influences are very tricky to 
cope with, and there may be a two- or 
three-year period when common sense — 
behavior and reactions are rejected. 
The square and opposition are particu- 
larly problematic, but the minor 
aspects cause less disruption. 
The tendency to live on cloud nine 
and to do silly things can oecte— per 
haps because of infatuation n

for love. Muddles and confusion can 
also be allowed to build up because of 
uncharacteristic behavior. The situa- 
tion will become even more difficult if 
there are transits from Neptune to any 
personal planet or to the Ascendant. 


Pp) THE SUN’S ASPECTS 
TO PLUTO 


Conjunction 

Pluto entered Gemini in 1883 and 
passes into Sagittarius in 1995, so for 
people born in this century the con- 
junction can only occur in those signs 
or the intervening ones. 

The individual needs to explore the 
depths of his or her personality and to 
analyse the motives behind every 
action. These traits will be most pro- 
nounced when the conjunction falls in 
Cancer or Scorpio, and there will be 
additional intuition present in anyone 
who is already naturally intuitive. 

A tendency towards acute introspec- 
tion and obsessive behavior patterns 
must be avoided. From a conjunction 
in Leo, the subject may wish to exert 
power over others; from Virgo (and 
Uranus may be also involved here), she 
will be in a strong position to lead 
others, but may tend towards extrem- 
ism and even political fanaticism. 


EX Positive aspects 

An ability for self-analysis is usually 
present, and there will be meaningful 
and advantageous changes of direction 
in life, resulting in psychological satis- 
faction and growth. There is a need to 
explore every aspect of whatever fasci- 
nates the individual, and very often 
there is a real talent for research. If 
medical ability is suggested in other 
areas of the chart, these are excellent 
aspects for someone inclined towards 
psychiatry or psychotherapy. 


= Negative aspects 

It may be very difficult for the subject 
to open up and to talk through prob- 
lems with friends and loved ones. If 
you have a child with one of these 
aspects, you must try to counter this 
tendency as early as possible. 
Psychological blockages can easily 
occur, and sometimes the individual 
can even suffer from physical consti- 
pation (and will tend to worry about it 





and thus exacerbate the problem). 

Obsessive tendencies may be present, 
and should be countered through the 
use of mitigating indications elsewhere 
in the chart. A Gemini influence, for 
example, would help, while Venus in 
one of her own signs, or receiving a 
trine from the Moon, will prompt a 
more relaxed and open attitude. 


PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN 
THE SUN AND PLUTO 





Conjunction 

Life is likely to become difficult. Either 
the individual will be unable to move 
forward due to circumstances beyond 
his or her control, or there will be a 
powerful compulsion to make a drastic 
change because it is impossible to con- 
tinue along a former course. There is a 
distinct tendency to throw out the © 
baby with the bath water, and much 
hard work and achievement may be 
lost as a result; the subject should be 
aware that this can happen. Whether it 
does or not will depend on transits: 
steadving ones from Saturn will help, 
tense squares from Uranus will not. 
Jupiter may bestow material benefits 
and breadth of vision. An eventful and 
troublesome period is likely, but when 
it is over a whole new era may begin. 


Positive aspects 

Periods of upheaval and change may 
occur, as with the conjunction, and 
will be initiated by the individual. Even 
so there will be setbacks and periods 
when progress is frustrated, but the 
overall effect will probably be that of a 
new broom sweeping clean. 

The individual must not follow a 
trail compulsively and must con- 
sciously develop a circumspect atti- 
tude, ready to listen to the opinions of 
others. With this in mind, the period 
will probably be considered, in retro- 
spect, to have been rewarding, with 
greater understanding and psychologi- 
cal growth having been gained, as well 
as more external developments. 


hl Negative aspects 

Progress will be extremely patchy and 
uneven, and may even grind to a halt 
at ames. It is best for the subject not 
to force issues under such circum- 
stances, but to be patient, if possible. 
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The individual will instinctively know 
when the storm clouds have lifted. It is 
important that problems and difficul- 
ties should be openly discussed, but 
even if the subject usually finds this 
easy, it will now be less so. 


ve THE SUN’S ASPECTS 
TO THE ASCENDANT 





Conjunction 

For this to occur, the subject would 
have been born within about a half an 
hour of sunrise, so is probably a “dou- 
ble Gemini” or whatever. The Sun 
must be within eight degrees of the 
Ascendant, and to use this aspect one 
must be sure of an accurate birth ume. 

If the Sun falls in the first house, the 
individual will be psychologically well- 
integrated, and the strength of the 
Ascendant and Sun signs will be con- 
siderable (whether or not they are the 
same). The Sun gives a rather regal 
disposition, but its vitality will energize 
the whole personality with a positive, 
sunny quality that should bring much 
happiness. If other aspects intervene 
(such as a square or opposition from 
Saturn), there will be less self-confi- 
dence. A negative aspect from Jupiter 
will make the subject overbearing. 

If the Sun is in the twelfth house the 
individual may still receive a double 
impact from one sign, but will need 
seclusion, or to work behind the 
scenes. Use the house position (see 
pp.210-13) in interpretation as it will 
be extremely relevant in either case. 


Positive aspects 

These aspects also rely on house pos- 
ition for interpretation, since the house 
in which the Sun falls will be a focal 
point of the chart. However, because 
the aspect to the Ascendant is present, 
there is a uniting and strengthening 
link between the Sun and Ascendant. 
The most potent effect will occur 
when the Sun is in the fifth house (its 
natural house), making a trine. Then 
all fifth house matters will find positive 
expression and fulfillment. 


ES Negative aspects 

Again, be careful to study the house 
placing. An opposition from the sixth 
house to the Ascendant may have a 
bearing on the subject’s health and be 
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a potential source of strain, but if the 
Sun is also well aspected by the ruling 
planet, the Moon or Mars, the placing 
could be invigorating. If an opposition 
comes from the seventh house, the 
accent on relationships (as described in 
relation to the Sun’s house position — 
sce pp.211-12) will be emphasized. 

Squares to the Ascendant from the 
fourth house can be domestically dis- 
ruptive, and perhaps indicate an above- 
average problem with parents, but 
much depends on how well aspected 
the Sun is from the Moon and Saturn. 
A love of, and pride in, the home is 
likely. A square from the tenth house 
shows a strong driving force and ambi- 
tion, and a desire for worldly progress 
that will be achieved with effort. 


ita PROGRESSED ASPECTS 
BETWEEN THE SUN 
AND THE ASCENDANT 


Remember that an accurate birth time 
is essential if the timing of these trends 
is to be correct. 


Conjunction 

The coming together of the Sun’s 
characteristics and the psychological 
personality traits indicated by the 
Ascendant will be of considerable ben- 
efit to the subject, who will finally be 
able to resolve inner conflicts. 


Positive aspects 

These are much as for the conjunction, 
but the positive focusing of the pro- 
gressed Sun’s house concerns will be 
rather more powerful than before. 


fe Negative aspects 

The eventual outcome will be psycho- 
logical development and wholeness, 
but inner conflicts must be fought, and 
eventually the concerns of the Sun’s 
progressed house position will come 
more prominently into focus. 


Viel THE SUN’S ASPECTS 
MS TO THE MIDHEAVEN 


Conjunction 

For this to occur, the individual will 
have been born around noon. All the 
solar drive and energy will be chan- 
neled into achieving ambitions, and 


aspirations will be considerable. 
Generally self-confident, the subject 
must take care that big-headedness 
and perhaps pomposity are controlled. 
(See the effect of the Sun in the tenth 
house, pp.212-13.) 


Positive aspects 

The identification with the qualities of 
the sign on the Midheaven will be 
accepted and aspired to in a very posi- 
tive way, and ambitions will usually be 
achieved without ruthlessness. 


i) Negative aspects 

There may be a struggle to achieve 
objectives and to gain positive expres- 
sion from the identification with the 
qualities of the Midheaven sign. 
Fulfillment will come through effort. 


PROGRESSED ASPECTS 
BETWEEN THE SUN 
AND THE MIDHEAVEN 


Conjunction 

A time of prime importance is indi- 
cated. The subject will either achieve 
prominence in his or her career, or 
realize a much desired ambition. 
However, any achievement will prob- 
ably be accompanied by resulting 
additional responsibilities. 

Any achievements should be enjoyed 
by the subject and, especially if there is 
increased responsibility, care should be 
taken that an over-serious outlook 
does not distance him or her from 
loved ones or enjoyment of life. A 
great deal is likely to happen over 
which the subject has no direct control 
— entirely due to reputation built up 
over the years, or becoming known in 
a chosen field. Promotion is very likely. 


Positive aspects 

With regard to ambition and worldly 
progress, these aspects are a great help 
and, as with the conjunction, life could 
become surprisingly eventful. As a 
result, the period will be both progres- 
sive and memorable. Achievement and 
success are strong possibilities. 


a Negative aspects 

The eventual outcome will probably be 
increased prestige and responsibility, 
but the path leading to it could be dif- 
ficult, with the possibility of setbacks 


and perhaps delays en route. Study the 
transits while this progression is active. 
If Saturn dominates, it will slow down 
progress, while help from Jupiter will 
propel things forward very nicely. If 
under stress or pressure due to com- 
mitments, the subject must not allow 
his or her vitality to be drained. 


THE SUN PROGRESSED 
TO ITS OWN POSITION 


There are times when the Sun’s pro- 
gressed position forms an aspect to its 
own place in the birth chart. The most 
important of these aspects more or less 
coincide with the Saturn Returns (see 
p.312) and their interpretation should 
blend with the Saturn transits. The 
aspects that the Sun will make to itself 
are shown below. 


The semi-sextile 

This minor aspect occurs when the 
subject is approximately thirty years 
old. It is not in itself very strong, but 
enhances the characteristics of the 
natal Sun sign and helps to blend those 
which are integrated from the Sun’s 
progressed sign. When the Saturn 
Return is at its most powerful, this 
progressed aspect will give the individ- 
ual additional strength to cope with 
whatever happens. 


The sextile 

This is similar in effect to the semi- 
sextile, and occurs at roughly the same 
time as the second Saturn Return. It is 
stronger than the semi-sextile, and will 
be a considerable help to those who 
are making changes in their lives. 


The square 

More people now live to be ninety- 
plus, when the Sun makes a square 
aspect to its own position. This will 
coincide with the third Saturn Return. 
Remember that the progressed aspect 
is a square, so if the subject is a lively 
and enthusiastic personality there will 
be a tendency to overdo things. 
However, the Saturn influence will 
give stability. 


i The semi-square 


This occurs when the subject is about 
45 years old. By then the Uranus Half- 
return will have been experienced (see 
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p.326), and while this is a strenuous 
aspect it will still revitalize. 

Lessons learned during the period 
between the Uranus Half-return and 
the Sun’s progressed semi-square to its 
own position may now help the indi- 
vidual to move forward into the next 
long-term phase of life, bringing out 
his or her best, as opposed to the 
extreme characteristics which may have 
emerged at the time of the Uranus 
Half-return. 

The vitality level may be out of 
balance — especially if symptoms of the 
menopause are beginning to have an 
effect on the subject. 


THE SUN’S 
TRANSITS 


Many astrologers do not bother to 
incorporate solar transits into their 
schemes of interpretation. However, 
we find they are useful and fun. There 
are several other points in their favor, 
the most important being that they 
remain more or less constant. 

For instance, the Sun as it travels 
round the sky reaches the precise pos- 
ition of, say, Venus, in a subject’s birth 
chart on or about the same date every 
year (the only variance will be due to 
leap years). These tiny solar influences 
will encourage your subjects to 
become their own astrologers, as they 
are easy to follow. 

The influence of the solar transits 
only lasts for a couple of days, but 
while they are operative they should 
be considered in the light of the planet 
the Sun is contacting. However, as 
they are very.minor influences, we 
suggest that you only calculate the 
conjunction and opposition transits to 
the Ascendant, Midheaven, Moon and 
ruling planet (the planet that rules the 
Ascendant). Bear in mind that the 
conjunctions are the most useful of 
the transits and are also the most 
likely to work. 

There is one exception to this gen- 
eral rule. Because the Sun is so impor- 
tant when there is a heavy Leo 
influence in a birth chart, you should 
calculate all the conjunctions and 
oppositions for someone with any of 
the following: a Leo Sun sign; a Leo 
Ascendant; a Leo Moon; or the ruling 
planet in Leo. 





This is an area of astrology you can 
really experiment with. You will notice 
that we have not listed any solar tran- 
sits to the Sun’s own position. The 
conjunction occurs on the subject’s 
birthday. This ts known astrologically 
as the Solar Return, and is used in a 
very important way in the Sun’s pro- 
gressions (see p.67). The opposition 
occurs exactly six months later, and 
should be used to full advantage. 

Even the oppositions usually do not 
provoke much stress, unless the Sun in 
the birth chart is badly afflicted by a 
great many squares or oppositions. On 
days when there are solar transits it is 
sufficient merely to bear them in mind, 
and if possible the subject should 
concentrate on the matters listed 
in the interpretations. 


INTERPRETATION 
OF THE SUN’S TRANSITS 


The Sun’s transits to the Moon 
Family and domestic matters, and also 
personal problems are emphasized. 
Time will be well spent on activities 
associated with home improvements 
and crafts. 


The Sun’s transits to Mercury 

The subject should take advantage of 
the media, complain, speak up, try to 
strike bargains, perhaps buy or sell a 
car or bike, or make short journeys 
and telephone calls. 


The Sun’s transits to Venus 

This is a good time to have beauty and 
hair treatments, buy clothes, entertain, 
relax and enjoy life. 


The Sun’s transits to Mars 

Hard physical work or sporting activi- 
ties will be enjoyed. Care is needed to 
avoid minor accidents and headaches. 


The Sun’s transits to Jupiter 

The accent should be on having fun, 
and planning or starting vacations 
abroad. This is a time for signing con- 
tracts, studying or writing articles. 
Possible hangovers or indigestion 
should be avoided. 


The Sun’s transits to Saturn 
Long-term plans and decisions should 
be made, and delays expected. 
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The Sun’s transits to Uranus 

The subject might act on original, 
bright ideas and do something differ- 
ent, but should beware of eccentricity. 


The Sun’s transits to Neptune 

Trips to the movies or a concert will 
be enjoyed. The subject will also enjoy 
getting out and about with a camera, 
reading poetry, or being in a romantic 
and nostalgic mood. However, the 
intake of alcohol and nicotine should 
be watched! 


The Sun’s transits to Pluto 

This is a good time to have a purge: 
for instance, clearing out rubbish from 
cupboards, getting to work on psycho- 
logical problems and generally being 
sleuthlike. 


The Sun’s transits to the Ascendant 
The subject should think of this as an 
“un-birthday” — an excellent day on 
which to do something special or start 
new projects. This ts a day to be used 
to the full. 


The Sun’s transits to the Midheaven 
There may well be a surprise in the off- 
ing. Career or parental concerns could 
be emphasized. 
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hen interpreting the influence of the Moon 
\ \ and its sign position, remember that the sub- 
ject will intuitively and instinctively react and 
respond to all situations in the manner of that sign. 
* || The Moon indicates those attributes we inherit 


from our parents and from earlier generations. We may recognize 
these, but if we find them inhibiting and undesirable, we often have 
difficulty in coming to terms with them. However, awareness of 
these basic reactions is very helpful, and will contribute a great deal 
to our psychological development and eventual wholeness. 

The flow of the Moon’s qualities 1s greatly assisted by positive 
aspects between it and the Sun and/or ruling planet of the chart: 
they are strongly supported by a trine or, to a lesser extent a sextile, 
between the Moon and the planet ruling the sign the Moon occu- 
pies. Negative aspects are usually obstructive, while a conjunction 
adds great strength to the Moon’s sign and house position.

IN ARIES 





Reactions are extremely quick, and the 
individual will respond emotionally 
(and sometimes rather too drastically) 
to issues that arouse passionate fecl- 
ings. There is much that is positive in 
this placing, and very little chance that 
the subject will allow any grass to grow 
under his or her feet. He or she also 
has a strongly instinctive need for 
action, that sometimes results in too 
much haste. 

A very quick temper can be a prob- 
lem if the Moon receives negative 
aspects from Mars or Uranus. In this 
case, the emotional energy level is very 
strong and needs to be channeled in 
positive directions. 


Impulsive tendencies 

The subject may be accident prone, 
because in dangerous situations, or at 
times when brave, sudden action is 
required, he may respond by risking 
life and limb. It is a good thing, there- 
fore, for him to learn lifesaving, rescue 
and first aid techniques. An advanced 
driving course is another good idea, 
as those with this placing like to drive 
very fast, and while their reactions 

to danger are excellent, their driving 
can become rather aggressive when 
they are angry. 

If impulsive tendencies can be con- 
trolled, the subject will be marvelously 
decisive, and have an excellent broad 
grasp of most situations. The placing 


bestows a need for independence and 
the ability to encourage others to do 
things for themselves. 


The emotional response 
Sexually, these people are excellent 
partners, but as in other spheres of 
their lives, they can become easily 
bored, so need to experiment and be 
adventurous. There is a need for 
patience, especially when dealing with 
those who are slower than themselves. 
Selfishness, the worst Arian fault, will 
emerge when subjects are challenged 
in personal matters: they will instinc- 
tively put themselves first. However, 
once other levels of their personality 
take over, they may regret what they 
have said or done, and make amends in 
the manner of their Sun or rising sign. 


The Moon through the Signs a 


THE MOON 
IN TAURUS 


According to tradition, the influence 
of the Moon is particularly powerful in 
this sign, because it is exalted (see 
pp.34-5). Bear this in mind when 
reaching conclusions about the inter- 
pretation of the Moon in Taurus. 

A secure background to life is 
needed by Sun sign Taureans, both 
materially and emotionally, and those 
with this placing will respond very 
quickly and defensively when their 
background is threatened. Even if they 
are not particularly concerned with 
building up a good bank balance, or 


rely too heavily on their partner for 
support, their instinct will be to spring 
into action when in difficulties, and do 
everything in their power to ensure 
that their world is kept intact. 


A love of convention 

The conservatism and conventionality 
of Taurus may well clash with other 
areas of the subject’s chart. Self- 
absorption will definitely be seen, and 
an independent, freedom-loving per- 
son can suddenly make a complete 
about-face. 

Ifa strict adherence to convention is 
indicated elsewhere in the chart (a 
Capricorn Sun or Ascendant sign, for 
instance) the characteristics of this 
placing will blend into the personality, 
and the instinctive responses will not 
be a source of conflict. 

The emergencc of possessiveness, the 
worst Taurean fault, may need coun- 
tering, but this will be hard to do. 
Practicality will be considerable, and a 
common sense approach to life will be 
a great asset, especially if a certain 
adventurousness is indicated by other 
planctary positions. 

The stubbornness common to this 
sign will be present, but again this may 
only be an immediate reaction, with 
flexibility present on other levels. If 
there is a preponderance of fixed signs, 
bloody-mindedness and getting in a

IN GEMINI 7 

A very quick verbal response to situ- 
ations is characteristic of the subject 
who has the Moon in Gemini. He or ne 
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she will, especially when young, often 
express him- or herself in such a flurry 
of words that they can sometimes 
tumble out in an incoherent muddle. 
The versatility of Gemini is present, 
and will be seen particularly when the 
subject is confronted with several tasks. 
Rather than consciously deciding on a 
particular order of preference or 
importance, the tendency will be to 
start all of them at the same time. 


Sources of emotional conflict 

Our emotional responses are power- 
fully influenced by the Moon, so there 
can be conflict, when a contrary 
instinct to rationalize argues with 
emouon and intuition. The individual 
must come to terms with the fact that 
intuition and objective rationalism 
must merge and flow positively. 

The Geminian tendency of not 
entirely trusting the emotions will be 
apparent and, because we are dealing 
with the Moon, the traits will not be 
far from the surface when the subject 
is challenged. 


The need for action 

The natural instinct to speak up will be 
very strong. For example, the individ- 
ual will rush to telephone the local 
radio station in order to join in a dis- 
cussion on a topic in which she has an 
interest or firm views. Indeed, this is 
one of the planetary placings that 
indicates a chatterbox! 

A certain impatience and restlessness 
will also be obvious. While the individ- 
ual may well be aware of this and do 
much to counter it, nevertheless it is to 
her advantage to realize that her 
resources of nervous energy are very 
high and must not be allowed to stag- 
nate. This is where difficulties can be 
encountered, especially if other areas 
of the chart suggest a much slower, 
more stolid personality. 


Health and welfare 

In theory, there should be the ability 
to get the best of both worlds, with 
the Gemini Moon adding a natural 
quickness of response and the heavier 
traits contnbuting stability and 
patience. Good aspects between the 
Moon and other personal planets will 
help, and there could well be a positive 
or negative link as a result of 
Mercury’s influence. 


Sometimes nervous strain and pressure 
can lead to periods of tension, and 
digestive problems may be one of the 
results. In certain cases, because of the 
Gemini connection with the lungs, 
asthma (again as a result of tension or 
worry) may be a problem.

~> IN CANCER 





The Moon is always the third most 
important factor of a birth chart, but 
because it rules Cancer, its influence is 
considerably increased when placed in 
this sign. 

The well-known natural defensive 
system, Which is such a prominent 
characteristic of those with a Cancerian 
Sun sign, will be equally — if not more 
powerfully — present. Defensiveness 
will be the immediate reaction, not 
only when the individual is challenged 
but also in less threatening situations. 


Instinct and practicality 

The emotional and intuitive levels are 
second to none, and those with this 
placing should learn to trust and rely 
on them — their instincts will not let 
them down. However, it is important 
that you look for other practical down- 
to-earth indications in the chart, so 
that these marvelous facilities can be 
controlled and not allowed to 
dominate in a negative way. 

The Sun or Mercury in an earth 
sign, for instance, or perhaps a trine 
aspect to Saturn from the Moon itself, 
would be of enormous help. Such a 
stabilizing influence is necessary 
because, in addition to a powerful 
intuition, there is plenty of imagin- 
ation that, triggered in a negative way, 
can be expressed through worry. 


Expression of anxiety 

When worried, the individual will tend 
to think that the very worst has hap- 
pened. He or she may not necessarily 
have a depressive outlook, but appre- 
hension over loved ones can cause 
these powerful responses to build up 
out of control. For instance, if a child 
is unexpectedly late home from school, 
the subject will soon imagine there has 
been a serious accident. Nevertheless, 
both sexes tend to make excellent 

and loving parents. 
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From a physical point-of-view, the 
digestive system will be upset by 
worry, and it is frequently the case 
that those with this placing have very 
sensitive skins, whatever their ethnic 
coloring. Caucasians will quickly turn 
beet-red in the sun while the other 
races will find it difficult to get rid of 
even quite minor scar tissue. Protec- 
uon from the sun, and additional care 
over cuts, insect bites and so on, is 
absolutely essential. 


Attachment to the family 

The past is a frequent subject for 
reflection and nostalgia, and the sub- 
ject’s childhood background may be 
allowed to dominate his outlook on 
life. Coming to terms with the attitude 
and treatment received from parents, 
whether that was beneficial or difficult, 
may take longer than for other Moon 
sign placings. 

The family instincts are very power- 
ful indeed, and these people (like those 
with a Cancerian Sun) often have to 
face problems when their children have 
grown up and want to leave home. 
Such an occurrence runs contrary to 
much that is of instinctive and genetic 
importance to them. At such times, 
they will have to call upon other, more 
forward-looking, areas of their charts 
to help them through any period of 
emouonal and physical readjustment 
that is needed. 

The Cancerian tendency to hoard is 
another strong instinct for the subject 
with this placing. As a result, clearing 
out the resulting clutter can be a chore 
that 1s avoided at all costs, perhaps 
because hoarding such items adds to 
the individual’s much-needed sense 
of security.

Mood and expression 

There may be quick changes of mood, 
which can frequently be disconcerting 
for loved ones to witness. Women with 
this placing may suffer in an above- 
average way from premenstrual ten- 
sion, but should try hard not to let it 
dominate their lives. 

The face is usually round, with a 
quite literal moon-like shape and glow 
to it. When the Moon is placed in 
Cancer, no matter what its house, it 
can influence the individual’s facial 
expression: a tiny frown-line may 
appear between the eyebrows.

IN LEO 


The immediate instinct of those with 
the Moon in Leo is to take over. While 
there is an active and happy enthusi- 
asm, and a need to express emotions in 
2 positive way, it is all too easy for 
people with this placing to appear 
bossy, dogmatic and stubborn. But at 
best they caf be an excellent source of. 
inspiration to others, with the ability 
to get the most out of them — pack 
leaders who enjoy the role! 


A show of confidence 

Their belief that they can do anything 
as well or better than anvone else is a 
mixed blessing. While they will 
inevitably find plenty of outlets for all 
their potential (indicated by the 
characteristics of the Sun sign) and will 
achieve their aspirations (indicated by 
the Midheaven), they can tend to 
overstep the mark and become 
somewhat overwhelming. 

If shyness or a lack of self-assurance 
is shown in other areas of the chart, 
there will be a conflict which will result 
in the subject covering up the in- 
hibited areas by showing off, perhaps 
even feigning extroversion and confi- 
dence in a way that can be embarras- 
sing for loved ones. If you are working 
on the chart of a child with this plac- 
ing it will be necessary to encourage 
the parents to steady the youngster’s 
natural exuberance, which at its best is 
lovely but can become bombastic. 


Ability and creativity 

There is a special need to make the 
right impression, especially when these 
people are young, and as a result a 
great many of them will learn the hard 
way. In spite of this, there is determi- 
nation and a sense of immediacy which 
is much in their favor. They will cope 
extremely well in any emergency that 
arises, for the powers of leadership and 
organizational ability attributed to the 
Sun sign Leo are always present and 
will be called upon and expressed at 
just a moment’s notice. 

The emotional forces are strong and 
the intuition and imagination power- 
ful. These can be expressed creatively 
through any art form sympathetic to 
the Sun sign. The tendency to show 
off, at any age, must be countered by 


other less extrovert indications in the 
chart. This is a placing that needs a 
steadying hand, not only elsewhere in 
the chart, but also from those with 
influence.over the subject. Even so, 
this placing is very often found in the 
charts of big achievers, especially when 
the Moon is near the Midheaven or 
situated in the tenth house. 


Tr THE MOON 
IN VIRGO 

Some similarities with the characteris- 
tics of the Moon in Gemini will be 
obvious in this placing, inasmuch as 
the individual will be extremely 
talkative when nervous or challenged. 
If anything, however, there will be 
even greater resources of nervous 
energy. If this is positively expressed, 
the individual will have a great deal of 
practical ability and, because of some 
extremely quick responses to situ- 
ations, will be in a good position to 
keep abreast or ahead of competitors. 

Worry and a lack of self-confidence 
may well be present, and because the 
worry springs from the deepest instinc- 
uve level, the subject can develop 
rather mystenous stomach upsets or 
digestive problems without realizing 
what has caused them. Unconscious 
concern over a problem will probably 
be the root cause, affecting the subject 
in a physical way before he or she is 
consciously aware of what is wrong. 
Children with this placing will all too 
often become ill and have very severe, 
and indeed real, “schoolitis” when 
there are problems (perhaps an unsym- 
pathetic teacher may be the cause?) 

The subject will be fundamentally 
rational, but this extremely practical 
approach and her instincts do not 
always marry. Her reactions are very 
quick indeed, which is a great asset, as 
are the characteristic reliability, a great 
measure of common sense and 
considerable helpfulness. 


A way with words 

Literary talent is often present with 
this placing, and should not be 
ignored — it is here that anv creativity 
shown in other areas of the chart may 
be expressed. There is also a critical 
streak and, especially if the Moon 
receives a square aspect from Mercury, 


a tendency to gossip. More positively, 
because of the sharp reflexes (usually 
expressed verbally as well as in practical 
action), there is talent and an incisive 
quality in debate; in any kind of argu- 
ment the individual can stand very 
firmly on her own two feet. 


THE Moon 
mms IN LIBRA 


A reputation for bestowing tact and 
natural diplomacy on the subject 
accompanies this placing. Here is the 
peacemaker of the zodiac. There is an 
immediate response to, and ability to 
identify with, other people’s problems 
and points of view. This is excellent, 
but unless strong signs such as 
Capricorn or Leo are emphasized else- 
where in the chart, or there are indica- 
tions of the ability to rationalize and 
detach the self from showing the 
emotions, the placing can lead to inde- 
cision or in some cases may even 
weaken the character. Its strength lies 
in the individual’s immediate sympathy 
and very natural understanding. 
Kindness is complemented by a will- 
ingness to listen to people who have 
problems, encouraging them to relax 
and calm down. 


The ability to take action 

Decide for yourself just how much 
practical, active help your subject 
would be in a crisis — remembering 
that the natural reaction is to remain 
calm rather than join in the fray, and 
that the tendency to panic is low on 
the list of characteristic responses to 
such situations. 

Do not forget that the polar, or 
opposite, sign of Libra is Anes, which 
will encourage a slightly aggressive 
tendency in the subject. For example, 
he can provoke an argument when 
annoyed, and the Libran Sun sign cry 
of “It isn’t fair!” will definitely be 
heard. Loved ones will usually be 
called upon to reassure the subject that 
nothing is seriously wrong and all is 
well. The Libran identification with 
balance and harmony is also present, 
and a need to put matters nght, and 
make amends if necessary, will be an 
immediate and natural response when 
there are problems with partners, 
friends or colleagues. 
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Bringing out the best in others is a 
most positive characteristic of this plac- 
ing. It can be especially strong when 
the subject meets someone for the first 
time. She will make strangers feel 
immediately at ease, partly because she 
herself is usually relaxed. (However, do 
look for sources of tension or nervous 
apprehension in other areas of the 
birth chart.) 

There is an immediate charm which 
is extremely beguiling, and it is often 
possible to identify those with this 
placing because the speech tends to be 
slow and drawling — something that 
can also occur with a Libran Sun or 
Mercury sign. 


TH THE MOON 
ma@ IN SCORPIO 


The emotional energy resources, 
which are strong when the Sun or 
Ascendant sign is Scorpio, are in some 
ways even more potent with a Scorpio 
Moon. They will surface at once when 
the individual is challenged, and the 
response to all kinds of situations is 
influenced in an extremely powerful 
way. Because the feelings are so 
instantly on tap, the subject can over- 
react when provoked; all kinds of reac- 
tions, both positive and negative, will 
be laced with vivid emotion. There 
may be outbursts which will surprise 
those confronted with them, since 
other areas of the personality usually 
present a very different sort of person. 

Not only emotional but also physical 
energy is boosted by this placing, 
which adds determination and the 
instinctive urge to achieve. The subject 
can also encourage others (particularly 
loved ones) to achieve more. Laziness 
in a child, for instance, will be 
denounced by the Moon-in-Scorpio 
parent, and in the end the child will be 
bullied into action. There may also be 
a tendency to show a certain harsh 
reaction — such as taking an extreme 
line in the discussion of the treatment 
of criminals. Here, the immediate 
response of the Moon will home in on 
the cruel streak of Scorpio. 


_ Controlling the jealous impulse 

It is very important indeed that the 
subject realizes how many situations in 
life will prompt his instinctive response 





of jealousy. Rather as the individual 
with a Taurean Moon will react posses- 
sively and regret it, so the subject with 
the Moon in Scorpio may well loathe 
expressing any form of jealousy, but 
will simply not be able to help it. 
Again, it is the powerful influence of 
the Moon encouraging an immediate 
response and reaction. It will not be 
easy for the individual to control this 
negative trait, and the feelings will 
most certainly be heartfelt. 

An awareness that jealousy can be 
very easily aroused, however, is essen- 
tial, and will help the subject to cope 
with it. This will also enable the part- 
ner to fully understand the reaction of 
the loved one, and if you, as the 
astrologer, can explain this both to 
your subject and his or her partner, 
you will be fulfilling your role very 
well indeed. If these extremely power- 
ful sources of emotional energy and 
intuition can be channeled in positive 
directions, there will be great inner 
strength and resourcefulness. 


THE MOON 
IN SAGITTARIUS 





People with this placing will respond 
in a very positive, optimistic and 
enthusiastic way to circumstances 
(especially those that are challenging), 
for the sheer enjoyment and need of 
challenge is a quintessential Sagittarian 
characteristic. These people give the 
impression that they will not worry or 
bother too much with the pros and 
cons of a situation. In fact, they are 
not very good at recognizing small 
details or problems, and will tend to 
ignore them when they are pointed 
out by others. 


A sense of progression 

The urge to move forward physically 
and intellectually is very strong — impa- 
tience when waiting in traffic jams, for 
instance, is common! These individuals 
will enjoy feeling that their intellect is 
being stretched, but can sometimes 
give the impression of knowing and 
understanding much more than is 
really the case. 

Hope and optimism run high, until 
other more sober elements of the per- 
sonality take over (if they are present 
elsewhere in the birth chart). Balance 
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is needed if the individual is not to 
incline towards bluster, with blind 
optimism clouding common sense. 
Nevertheless, he or she has general 
keenness and enthusiasm, and is the 
complete reverse of the “wet blanket”! 


A need for care and consistency 

A tendency to be off-hand is a fault 
that often emerges with this placing, 
however. “See if I care” is the sort of 
statement that is characteristic of the 
Moon in Sagittarius, usually followed 
by a turn and toss of the head, with 
the individual already thinking of 
something, or someone, else. 

Sagittarian restlessness will almost 
inevitably be present, and must be 
countered, or recognized at the very 
least. There is marvelous potential, 
especially intellectually, and it is up to 
the individual to develop a consistency 
of effort by fully using other areas of 
her personality. She must aim to calm 
her reactions, even though these are 
positive, so that the Sagittarian sage- 
like qualities and the subject’s own 
sound, possibly even unique, philoso- 
phy of life can be used to their full 
and best advantage. 

Digestive problems and biliousness 
can affect the health, as those with this 
placing like to enjoy food which is a 
little too rich for their systems. 


V8 THE MOON 
IN CAPRICORN 


There is a very cool, calm reaction to 
situations for individuals with this plac- 
ing, and the emotional responses are 
rather low, or at least very much under 
control. There can also be a tendency 
to aloofness, which gives the impres- 
sion that these people want, for rea- 
sons of their own, to distance 
themselves from other (sometimes, in 
their eyes, lesser) mortals. However, 
the marvelously offbeat Capricorn 
sense of humor surfaces very spon- 
taneously, and does much to soften 
this unfortunate impression. 

The urge to fulfill aspirations and 
ambitions is considerable, and if this 
need is supported by practical and 
intellectual flair (shown in other areas 
of the chart), there will be consider- 
able ability to achieve those aims, with 
success being the eventual reward. 
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Reactions and responses 

The Capricorn tendency to moan will 
be evident, as will lunar moodiness, 
and sometimes the subject’s immediate 
reaction to a situation will be negative. 
This may be due to a lack of confi- 
dence (especially if the Moon makes a 
square or opposition aspéct to Saturn, 
or the weakness shows up in other 
areas of the chart). In this case, some- 
one close to the individual must always 
attempt to inspire her by encouraging 
her to think positively about her ambi- 
tions and aspirations, which will no 
doubt be formidable. If the negative 
attitude is immovable, the subject will 
tend to live safely but unadventurously. 

There is also an inner desire to 
impress other people, and a sense of 
pride, making the subject unwilling to 
accept help when it is offered. This is 
because it could be considered charity, 
and so acceptance may be seen as a 
sign of weakness. 

When the Moon is working in a 
positive way for the subject (with trine 
aspects to lively Mars, Saturn, the 
Ascendant, Sun or chart ruler), this 
placing will work extremely well. All 
the strong, practical qualities (includ- 
ing common sense, determination, 
ambition and the ability to enjoy the 
good things of life) will then be used 
at a moment’s notice, and to full 
advantage. There is a natural tendency 
to self-préservation, and usually only 
well-calculated: risks: will be taken:

cousins. The subject’s reasons for help- 
ing will be severely practical, and he 
will at once see a way through any dif- 
ficulties that may cloud the issue for 
the person in trouble. 


Acting on impulse 

The unpredictability of Aquarius will 
be seen when the subject is confronted 
with any aspect of life that could be 
considered controversial. His reaction 
may be totally unexpected, and quite 
different from what was anticipated. 
Similarly, the subject may take an 
unexpected line of action, on the spur 
of the moment, that is completely out 
of character with other areas of his 
personality. In retrospect, he may well 
have problems attempting to justify 
this to himself. 

Anything glamorous will strongly 
appeal to the subject who, intcrest- 
ingly, also has a romantic streak. 
However, this is detached, and the way 
emotions are expressed, especially in 
love (as opposed to strong feelings 
relating to worldly issues) must be 
assessed from the positions of Venus 
and Mars, and their strength in the 
chart as a whole. 


A possibility of conflict 

Originality and often a spark of genius 
are present. Sudden bright ideas 
should be acted upon and carried 


_ through to completion. If stubborn- 


ness is shown in the positions and 
aspects of the other planets, it could 
become a serious problem, for it will 
not blend happily with a tendency to 
unpredictability. Nervous tension can 
also cause problems, the likelihood of 
which will be affected by the influence 
of Uranus inthe birth chart. 

The humanitarian qualities of 
Aquarius, linked with kindness, will be 
very, cvident and contribute much that 
1S positive in the, subjcct. 


} THE MOON 
IN, PYISCES 
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This placing of the Moon shows the 
coming together of two forces that are 
extremely highly-charged. The 
emotional contentiof Pisces is power- 
ful, and when the Moon falls in this 
sign, the responses to all situations will 
also be emotional. This is not the type 
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of emotion found, for instance, in fiery 
Aries: it is a very different force, dis- 
charged through very different 
channels and for different reasons. 


Emotional responses 

The individual is easily moved, 
whether to great happiness or sadness. 
He or she may be moved to tears by a 
piece of music that rings nostalgic bells 
or affected in an above-average way 
when scenes of disasters flash on to the 
television screen. The response will be 
to do something kind and charitable, 
perhaps sending hard-earned cash to 
aid those in distress, even to the point 
of self-denial. 

If creativity is shown in other areas 
of the chart, this placing will add sensi- 
tivity and imagination to the way in 
which it is expressed. However, the 
Moon in this sign may weaken the 
character, encouraging the subject to 
take the line of least resistance, espe- 
cially when challenged. As a result, 
there will be a tendency to tell lies and 
to be very deceptive — not only 
towards others but to the self as well. 

When the subject does deceive 
others, her excuse will be that lies are 
less hurtful than the truth, and those 
lies will be told with an astonishing 
spontaneity. Parents with children who 
have this placing must be kind and 
understanding, but very firm indeed, 
in making their offspring realize that 
truthfulness is essential. 


Negative tendencies 

A warning should be given to the sub- 
ject that, like those with a Piscean Sun 
sign or Ascendant, she may react 
adversely to medically administered 
drugs. When under stress, she must be 
strong enough to resist the extra 
cigarette or drink. Giving way to any 
form of negative escapism can become 
a habit that is hard to break. 


A positive contribution 
The positive, caring, sacrificial qualities 
of this placing will contribute much if 
the individual has a sense of vocation. 
They are also valuable traits if she is 
involved in any of the caring profes- 
sions, since the subject will have an 
understanding, of those needing help, 
and an ability to give a favorable and 
sympathetic impression to anyone 
who is underprivileged. 
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he affairs and spheres of life governed by the 

Moon’s house will be of special importance to 
the subject — and an important focal point of the 
chart. The more aspects the Moon receives, the 
greater its prominence; if Cancer is emphasized by 


the Sin sign or Ascendant, the influence will be increased, as it will 
to a certain extent if Taurus j is the Sun sign or Ascendant.

IN THE First HOUSE 


The nearer the Moon is to the 
Ascending degree, the stronger its 
influence will be. If is it within eight 
degrees and you are sure of the birth 
time, the conjunction it makes with 
the Ascendant will be a very important 
factor of the chart. 


Emotional investment 

With or without the conjunction, the 
placing of the Moon in this house is a 
focal point, softening the personality 
and endowing the subject with a great 
urge to care for other people. There is 
also a need to protect both the self and 
the loved ones, and it is only when the 
individual is quite certain of his or her 
position that he or she will open up 
and be self-expressive. 

The basic psychological motivation 
of the Ascendant sign and its personal- 
ity traits are colored by this placing; 
you won’t go far wrong if you read the 
characteristics of Cancer Ascending 
(see p.94). Do remember, however, 
that despite the very personal position 
of the Moon and its effect on the per- 
sonality, it still represents the individ- 
ual’s reactions and responses. These 
will be heightened, and the intuition 
and emotions will be forces with which 
to reckon. 

If a sign with a low emotional con- 
tent is rising, the flow of emotions will 
be restrained. If the Moon is well 
aspected by trines and sextiles, the flow 
will be channeled; if it receives squares 
or oppositions, however, emotional 
inhibition may cause problems. 


Outer and inner health 

The skin is sensitized, so a powerful 
sun filter cream is essential in strong, 
sunshine. The vitality may fluctuate 
and the dict should be carefully con- 
trolled, since the digestive, and in 
women, the reproductive, system can 


be sensitive. Try to discuss the sub- 
ject’s relationship with his mother; 
there may have been difficulties at 
birth, rejection by her or some specific 
problem in the mother/child relation- 
ship. Many cases where the subject has 
been adopted have been documented. 


THE MOON 
IN THE SECOND HOUSE 

The need for security, both emotional 
and financial, is very pertinent here, 
and the Moon’s attributes, shown by 
its sign placing, will flourish against a 
much needed secure background. 

There is a strong instinct to save and 
to collect possessions, since these will 
add to the subject’s sense of security. 
At times, the hoarding instinct could 
become obsessive. However, peaks and 
troughs may occur in the financial situ- 
ation from time to time, and whenever 
the coffers are low, the individual will 
become unduly concerned, perhaps 
allowing his or her imagination to run 
wild. At such times you should look 
for practicality in the chart in order to 
counter any such negative reactions. 
Constant worry about moncy can be a 
serious problem, even if the individual 
is well-off. Every fluctuation of the 
Stock Exchange can affect the subject’s 
mood, and you may find that the 
materialistic side of life may assume 
too great an importance if the birth 
chart as a whole is that way inclined. 


Money management 

If the subject is more spiritually or cre- 
atively oriented, and this tendency is 
supported by the Moon sign, moncy 
may easily slip through his fingers, 
with much of it given to charities or 
needy friends. If so, every act of that 
kind will drain the individual emotion- 
ally and even lead to an imbalance, 
since it is working against his basically 
acquisitive lunar instinct. 
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A good business instinct may be pre- 
sent, and if other sign placings support 
it, then the individual will do well to 
give full rein to his intuitions and 
instincts when investing moncy. A 
trine from the Moon to Saturn will 
help, but squares or oppositions to 
Jupiter or Neptune will not! 


THE MOON 
IN THE THIRD HOUSE 





The need to communicate is para- 
mount and will be expressed in the 
manner of the Moon’s sign. The indi- 
vidual should move around and keep 
in touch with other people, both 
through conversation and the media. 
His or her ideas are spiced with a 
strong intuition as to the way in which 
they will evolve. The basic fluctuations 
of the Moon’s influence will probably 
relate to many changes in education at 
school, as opposed to college. 


A communicative subject 

An instinctive need for knowledge is 
very strong but is often linked to the 
superficial — too much notice may be 
taken of what is read in newspapers or 
scen on television, for instance. The 
knowledge gained may not be perma- 
nent, either, as the subject will have a 
constant need to move on to the next 
item of interest. The need to know, as 
opposed to a desire for real know- 
ledge, perhaps sums up best this plac- 
ing. In addition, the subject needs to 
pass on her knowledge to others, and 
to have good powers of communica- 
tion with her children. Dealings with 
children will reflect a very positive 
influence, for here we may have the 
parent who tells interesting bedtime 
stories, especially if the Moon sign 
bestows imagination. 

A sense of cunning colors the 
instincts, and a certain shrewd clever- 
ness will emerge, especially when the 
subject is challenged in argument, 
since her replies will have a sharp edge. 
Feelings and emotions are easily put 
into words, unless the Moon’s aspects 
indicate otherwise. 

In essence, this is a good position for 
the Moon as far as the ability to talk 
through emotional problems is con- 
cerned. Only a close square or opposi- 
tion from Saturn or Pluto will prevent 
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this, or a Scorpio Moon sign, which 
may block the feelings and thus cause 
probiems for the subject with a third- 
house Moon. 


THE MOON 
IN THE FOURTH HOUSE 


The Moon works well and powerfully 
from this house, and according to the 
sign, there can be a very vital urge to 
create a home and family. Security in 
domestic life will be most important, 
and when it is undermined the individ- 
ual will function badly in other areas of 
his or her life. Indeed, the instinct will 
be to fight back every inch of the way. 
Sometimes, as is the casc when the 
Moon or Sun is in Cancer, problems 
will arisc when the subject’s children 
grow up and want to leave home, for 
this will be secn as undermining his or 
her basic security. There will also be 
worry because the young birds will 
have flown the nest and are no longer 
safely under the parental eye. 

In building a secure home for him- 
self, the subject must recognize that he 
may be creating claustrophobic condi- 
tions for his loved ones. Study the pos- 
itions of the other planets in the chart, 
especially the Sun, to see how he can 
counter this tendency and apply some 
logic to such a very powerful instinct. 


A tendency to introversion 

The caring, protective qualities of this 
placing can turn inward, so that over- 
cossetting the self leads to introversion 
and a fear of the unknown. This can 
cause problems in someone shy and 
perhaps inhibited — he may shut up 
like a clam, and introspection can lead 
to imaginary illnesses, with small prob- 
lems seeming mountainous. If the 
Moon makes an opposition to the 
Midheaven it will also form a conjunc- 
tion to the IC (see p.238), and may 
increase such pensive tendencies. If the 
Moon is well aspected, the maternal 
instinct and love of the domestic life 
are enhanced. 

There is a focus on the mother, for 
the Moon’s sign will show in a remark- 
able way how she is viewed by the sub- 
ject (as opposed perhaps to what she is 
or was really like), and these points are 
especially apt here. It is too easy to say 
that she is the most powerful influence 


in the subjcct’s life, as this applies to 
most people. Instead, consider this 
placing as an extra comment on her 
maternal influence. 


THE MOON 
IN THE FIFTH HOUSE 


Unless this placing occurs in a chart 
where creative ability is strongly indi- 
cated, the Moon’s creative urge will be 
directed towards the procreation of 
children, with great joy gained from 
parenthood. Doing the right thing for 
the child will be quite instinctive, and 
the individual will know the best 
course of action without reference to 
books or other guidance. 

This is the house of lovemaking. 
While the placing will make for a 
responsive sexual partner, the purely 
creative side of lovemaking must be 
expressed, as opposed to indulgence in 
sexual pleasure for its own sake. 

There is a frequent instinct to show 
off, with times when the individual will 
be overtly showy and extrovert. Then, 
as a rcsult of a quick change of mood, 
the introspective areas of the Moon’s 
influence will assert themsclves and the 
individual will recoil from previous 
actions. Just how far he or she goes in 
either direction will be shown by the 
Moon sign; for example, a Sagittarian 
Moon in the fifth house may make the 
subject more extrovert, while a Piscean 
Moon will suggest introversion. 


Dealing with risk factors 

There will be a similar reaction to tak- 
ing risks, both financial and emotional. 
The subject will realize that there is 
more at stake than the situation itself, 
for if things go wrong the very fact 
that a risk was taken can damage his 
sense of security, and the result will be 
retrograde both personally and psy- 
chologically. His ability to cope will be 
shown by the Sun and Ascending 
signs, indicating the general level of 
common sense and logic.

IN THE SIXTH HOUSE 
This placing will have an important 
effect on the health and well-being. 
The health influence will be especially 


relevant if the Moon is conjunct the 
Descendant (see p.237) - i.c. within 
eight degrees of the cusp of the sev- 
enth house — in which case it will also 
be in opposition to the Ascendant. 


Maintaining a personal routine 

It is important that the subject devel- 
ops good steady habits and overcomes 
such negative ones as smoking, drink- 
ing or drug-taking, which will all have 
a more than usually adverse cffect. Just 
how easy it is to exercise such restraint 
will be shown by the Moon sign and 
its aspects. Squarcs between the Moon 
and Neptune, and to a certain extent 
Jupiter or Venus as well, will not make 
the process an easy one, while a trine 
from the Sun or Saturn will help, and a 
Martian influence will invigorate. 
Tension and stress will be present if the 
Moon is in difficult aspect to Uranus 
and, to a certain extent, Mercury (a 
planet strongly linked to this housc). 
A steady work routine should also be 
aimed for, so the Moon’s emotional 
forces and responses can develop into 
a stcady rhythm and a balance can 
then be maintained. 

Diet is influenced by the sixth house 
and this, too, must be regulated, for in 
adverse conditions there may be a ten- 
dency to binge on comfort food, or 
perhaps to become anorexic. The 
likelihood that these possibilities may 
occur is especially pronounced when 
the individual needs to retreat from 
difficult situations. 

The Moon works well from the sixth 
house, if this placing can be con- 
trolled. If the Moon is in an earth sign, 
for instance, there is often a consider- 
able adherence to routine, and a 
common sensc reaction to situations.

: IN THE SEVENTH HOUSE 
While in many ways this placing adds 
to the individual’s ability to respond 
well and sensitively to the partner’s 
needs, there is a tendency to submerge 
the self totally in him or her. The 
resulting need for continuous rapport 
and togetherness with the partner, cul- 
tivated for emotional security, may lead 
to a lack of self-sufficiency. 

The way in which the emotions are 
expressed towards the partner may not 
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be constant, since the lunar tendency 
to changes in mood Can at times cause 
emotional scenes. Sometimes they are 
provoked just to attract the partner’ s 
attention, and increase the warmth of 
his or her affection, but the subject 
must realize the damage that can be 
done by such outbursts. She can also 
‘concede to the wishes of the partner 
too easily, further weakening her posi- 
tion. The Moon sign will determine 
how often this happens; the subject 
will-beat her mOst'vulnerable if the 
~~ Moon is in Libra (although if Aries is 

the rising sign you will have to balance 
r ~ythis with Anan self-centeredness).

The caring qualities of the Moon’s 
influence will be apparent, again 
yt according to.its sign placing, and its 
protective instinct-will also focus on

Here, the instinctive Moon is in a

In some cases, the subject may have a 
See -sixth.sense” , especially if other areas 
‘i _ of the chart suggest this (for example, 
7 _astrong, positive Neptune or an 
overall accent on Scorpio or Pluto).

Money tn relation to inheritance, and 
investment is also influenced by this 
house. As a résult, having-a good, 
growing life assurance policy and a 
regularly updated insurance policy for 
the house and its contents will give a 
subtly increased sense of security.

IN THE NINTH HOUSE 





While the subject may have an instinc- 
tive need to stretch his or her intellect 
through study, the powers of concen- 
tration may fluctuate, so that the long- 
term goal may never be reached. A 
strong Moon sign and good aspects to 
Mercury and Jupiter will help, but 
determination is essential. 

Too many emotions about what is 
being undertaken can cloud the issue, 
and the individual may have great 
flights of fancy. “When I qualify...” 

“If only I could...” are the sort of 
musings heard when his emotions are 
moved by a challenging situation. 
However, if he has as strong a grasp of 
reality as emotional flow, the two 
should merge with positive results. 
The ability to keep both feet on the 
ground is essential, and the Moon’s 
sign will reveal whether this quality is 
present or, at least, attainable. 

There is an attraction to travel, with 
long journeys in the imagination and 
the wish that they could become real- 
ity. The intellect is philosophical, but 
moral decisions are often taken instine- 
tively. The subject will search after the 
truth and usually finds it.

This often indicates someone who has 
the potential for fame in a chosen field. 
There will also be the ability to govern 
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large groups, and the two sometimes 
combine. In fact, this is a fascinating 
placing to research, if you eventually 
find that you enjoy studying the charts 
of famous people. See how many of 
them have the Moon high up in their 
charts — you will not be bored! 

There is usually a sympathy and 
understanding of those over whom the 
individual has authority, and very often 
he.or she is widely loved, or even idol- 
ized, by many people. The flow of 
intuition and emotion extends into 
taking care of others, who can respond 
very powerfully. However, in interpret- 
ing this placing, the Moon’s sign will 
show how the individual expresses 
these basic instincts; dogmatically, for 
instance, if the Moon is in Leo, with a 
cold authority in Capricorn, and so on. 

“T love the world” is the motto here, 
and the instinct to put it to rights 
could be a channel for the Moon’s 
action, eliminating cruelty and foster- 
ing the best of the maternal instinct, in 
the broadest sense of the word. 


Personal progress 

The need for change and variety is 
most likely to be shown in the career, 
so even if the individual becomes 
famous, he will still have a variety of 
accomplishments. Other areas of the 
chart must show a positive channeling 
of energy and strong ambition if he is 
to benefit fully from this placing; a 
sense of general direction is essential. 
An instinctive ability for choosing the 
best time to make changes will be an 
asset, and a good sense of timing is 
usually present.

IN THE ELEVENTH HOUSE 


Here the instincts of the Moon are 
expressed towards groups. It is as 
though the individual will always want 
to be part of a group, whatever it may 
mean to him or her. Sometimes this 
may happen because the subject was 
not accepted by her peers when a 
child. This can cause long-term dam- 
age, and in later life she will do every- 
thing to compensate. It is important 
for her to recognize the real reason 
for her need to identify with a group, 
otherwise she may lose part of her 
sense of identity. 
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Friends and acquaintances, and what 
they stand for, may be so heavily relied 
upon (albeit happily so) that the sub- 
ject can find it hard to stand alone and 
take any independent action. 


Difficulty in getting close 

Can the subject express deep-rooted 
feelings easily and freely? It may be 
that, as is the case with an Aquarian 
influence (and this is the Aquarius 
house), she is so private that getting 
close to her will not be easy, in spite of 
her instinct to belong and be accepted 
by others. 

Another possibility is the person who 
wants to be loved. Sometimes, because 
this need is so strong, she will express 
such a powerful plea for affection that 
it puts off the very people she is trying 
to attract. She will have simply tried 
too hard, and if she had an unsympa- 
thetic or unhappy childhood, she may 
find it difficult to reciprocate real love 
completely when she does find it.

IN THE TWELFTH HOUSE 


No matter how extrovert and out- 
going the subject may be, it is impor- 
tant for him or her to acknowledge 
that there is a strong need to withdraw 
and to spend some time alone. 

This withdrawal is instinctive, and 
both psychologically and spiritually 
restorative. He must not ignore the 
necessity for peace and quiet, the best 
means of which he should decide for 
himself. For instance, one person with 
this placing may take a spiritual retreat 
from time to ume, while another will 
prefer to listen to loud rock music 
alone in his room. 

There is natural kindness and an 
emotionally sensitive response and, 
according to the Moon sign, the 
instincts and intuitions will be power- 
ful forces that can be directed charita- 
bly and beneficially towards others. 
The urge to make sacrifices is present 
and the Moon sign will indicate 
whether this is shown through hard 
work, contemplation or material help. 


The secret self 

A tendency to deceive is possible, and 
negative escapism must be guarded 
against. The subject may have hidden 


depths and an instinctive secrecy that 
acts as protection from the outside 
world. At times he or she can find it 
hard to discuss problems with loved 
ones, so look for the ability to commu- 
nicate in the rest of the chart. The 
Moon sign will help (Gemini, for 
instance) or hinder (Scorpio). 

It the Moon and Ascendant signs are 
the same, the Moon level is likely be 
well-integrated with the personality so 
that, although secretive traits will be 
present, he will be aware of them and 
perhaps put them to good use. 


a DHE MOON PROGRESSED 
THROUGH THE HOUSES 





If you use the Equal House system 
(sce p.38), the progressed. Moon will 
take roughly two-and-a-half years to 
travel through each house of the chart. 
If you use other house systems, includ- 
ing system devised by Placidus, this 
journey time may vary, since the 
houses cover a varying number of 
degrees within the chart circle. 

The influence of the Moon from the 
houses is a subtle one, and will not be 
fully in focus during the whole period 
in question. Even so, it 1s useful, espec- 
ially when backed up by sympathetic 
transits or lunar progressions to the 
natal or progressed planets’ positions. 

When the progressed Moon first 
enters a house, you should make your 
subject aware of its influence, since he 
or she will then be able to concentrate, 
to a certain extent, on the concerns of 
that house. For instance, while the 
Moon is traveling through the ninth 
house, the individual may gain special 
satisfaction from a challenging study 
course — learning a language, perhaps. 
Maybe when there are transits which 
harmonize with the Moon, extended 
journeys will be particularly beneficial. 
When the Moon travels through the 
fourth house, it is advisable for the 
subject to concentrate on home 
improvements or, if other indications 
support this trend, to move house or 
buy a new home. Most importantly, 
when the Moon crosses from the 
twelfth to the first house and conjuncts 
the Ascendant (see also Moon 
conjunct the Ascendant, p.237), the 
subject may begin a new cycle of life in 
one way or another. 


») NEW AND 
FULL MOONS 
Everyone, whether or not they are 
interested in astrology, is aware of the. 
many influences the waxing and wan- 
ing Moon has on human, animal and 
natural life. Ask a receptionist, for 
instance, or anyone dealing with public 
inquines, if their phone constantly 
rings at the time of the New Moon 
and the answer is likely to be “yes”. It 
is also true that a great many of us 
tackle outstanding tasks at this ime. 
These days are usually good ones on 
which to start new work — it is as if our 
energies are given a boost and our will 
to move forward is heightened. 


The impact of the Full Moon 

Just before a Full Moon there ts a very 
difterent influence, for this is a period 
of frustration and all too often of viol- 
ence. At the very least we can expect 
traffic to be snarled up more than 
usual; but in areas of the world where 
there is unrest, violence tends to break 
out in a spectacular way at this ime. 
We have discovered that the worst 
tragedies in Northern Ireland, for 
instance, have occurred at or near 
these tense times. 

This is an area of astrology you must 
study for yourself; vour findings will 
not only enhance your own under- 
standing, but may even be of use to 
astrology as a whole. 


ECLIPSES 


It is not difhcult to discover when 
eclipses will take place. They are clearly 
listed in ephemenides, and often in cal- 
endars and almanacs. Eclipses are phys- 
ically extremely dramatic, and it is not 
surprising that in the past a great many 
(mostly unfounded) superstitions grew 
up around them. However, many 
astrologers feel that when an eclipse 
falls on or very near a planet (within: 
two or three degrees) or an angle of 
the birth chart, its effect will be 
extremely powerful. An eclipse may 
activate the area of the chart involved | 
and, according to the aspects the 
planet or angle receives and its relative 
strength in the chart (whether it is a 


personal planet or otherwise) the out- 


come can be positive or negative — — 
b : x 





usually negative. Considerable difficul- 
ties arise when we consider the timing 
of developments. Some astrologers say 
the effect will color many months, 
and it has certainly been known to do 
so; but when it stretches so far, we 
think that other more powerful trends 
may be the real cause, with the eclipse 
itself being only a contributory factor. 
If an eclipse falls within two degrees 
of an important planet in a chart, 
observe the subject in relation to the 
areas ruled by the planet concerned, 
with the above possibilities in mind. If 
the eclipse contacts the Ascendant, 
Sun, Moon or chart ruler, the personal 
life and even the health may be under 
strain, while if the Midheaven is 
affected, the career can be under stress, 
or enforced changes may occur. We 
suggest that you bow to tradition, and 
do not plan important events, such as 
weddings, the opening of a new busi- 
ness and so on, at the time of an 
eclipse. Another theory suggests that 
solar eclipses are more important to 
men, lunar ones to women. We don’t 
agree, but why not put it to the test? 


Political implications 

It is in Mundane Astrology — the astro- 
logical study of countries, their gov- 
ernments and leaders — that eclipses are 
important and widely used. This ts a 
fascinating and extremely complex area 
of astrology which has its own special- 
ists; it is outside the confines of this 
book. Those interested should read 
Charles E. O. Carter’s An 
Introduction to Political Astrology, but 
see also the Bibliography, p.405. 


Note: An eclipse of the Sun occurs at 
the time of the New Moon, while an 
eclipse of the Moon is at Full Moon. 


>) THE

The Moon’s orbit is at an angle of five 
degrees to the ecliptic, and the points 
where it intersects are called the 
Moon’s nodes. The line joining them 
is the nodal line, and it travels west- 
ward along the ecliptic, taking eight- 
een-and-a-half years to pass right 
around it in retrograde motion — that 
is, backwards through the signs. When 
the Moon moves north and crosses the 


Earth’s orbit, the point of crossing is 
the ascending or north node, also 
known as the Dragon’s Head; when 
the Moon moves south the crossing 
point is the descending, or south, node 
~ the Dragon’s Tail. The nodes are an 
interesting minor element of the chart, 
but we don’t feel justified in devoting 
space to a full ephemeris of them here. 
As you progress and no doubt invest in 
more detailed ephemerides you will 
find the nodes clearly listed in them. 


Interpretation of the Moon’s nodes 
This area is rather controversial, but 
there are two main schools of thought. 
The first suggests that the south node 
represents (by its house position) the 
area of life from which we can best 
give our experience or personal quali- 
ties, While the north node represents 
the qualities for which we should 
strive. Someone with the south node 
in the third house, for instance, has 
plenty of basic education and the 
power to communicate knowledge, 
and because the north node will be in 
the ninth house, will strive to develop 
the basic education through further 
study, thereby working towards a 
higher standard of achievement in this 
sphere of life. The majority of 
astrologers, however, probably believe 
that the nodes have a strong influence 
on our attitude towards other people, 
and when interpreting their position 
concentrate on their aspects to the 
Ascendant, Midheaven and planets. 
These are very valid, and they fall 

into three categories — powerful, posi- 
tive and negative. As the north and 
south nodes are always directly oppo- 
site each other, the aspects which the 
planets make to them are therefore 
categorized rather differently. 


@ Powerful: A conjunction to one 
node and therefore an opposition 
to the other. 

@ Positive: A trine to onc, therefore 
a sextile to the other. 

@ Negative: A square aspect to both 
nodes. 


Bear this in mind when interpreting 
the principle of the planets in relation 
to the nodes. The powerful aspects will 
add an emphasis and are strong. The 
positive aspects will make for easy 
relationships (as influenced by the 
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nature of the planet), while the nega- 
tive ones will cause difficulty in the 
type of relationship (indicated by the 
nature of the planet involved). Here is 
a brief interpretation of the nodes’ 
effects when in aspect to the planets: 


® Sun: A physical or intellectual 

rapport with others. 

Moon: An instinctive response and 

rapport with others. 

Mercury: The sharing of ideas and 

mental rapport with others. 

Venus: An adaptability in 

emotional relationships. 

Mars: Sexual attraction dominates 

the attitude towards others. 

Jupiter: A general adaptability and 

ease toward others. 

Saturn: Isolation and a lack of 

adaptability toward others. 

Uranus: An interestingly different 

or eccentric attitude to others. 

Neptune: Willing to help others 

but not always reliable. 

Pluto: An urge to exert power over 

others, or feel frustrated by them. 

Ascendant: A helpful or disruptive 

family member. (Those with the 

nodal line very close to the 

Ascendant/Descendant line are 

often very tall or very short!) 

@ Midheaven: An identification and 
need to associate with people who 
express the characteristics of the 
Midheaven sign — or resentment of 
them and their achievements. 
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»)) NEw Moons 

AND THE PROGRESSED CHART 
New Moons are used quite differently 
in progressions (sce p.70). They often 
make a series of contacts to natal plan- 
ets, and are in fact the transits of the 
New Moon. It may be that the New 
Moon will first make a square aspect to 
say, Mars, a trine the next month, a 
month later a quincunx, and finally an 
opposition. These are tiny influences, 
but can herald a theme which will be 
suggested by the planet or planets 
involved, and as a result something, 
perhaps a project, lasting roughly for 
the time of the run of aspects, will 
occur. These little trends should not 
be ignored and are always worth calcu- 
lating; they add another dimension to 
the current progressions. 
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The Aspects ot the Moon 





hese will be of considerable importance 

because the Moon tends subtly to personalize 
whichever planets it contacts, In interpreting these 
aspects remember they will have a bearing on these 
areas of the personality — sharpening the reactions 


(Mars), adding a more cautious response (Saturn), or perhaps a 


more 


immediate enthusiasm (Jupiter). It is reasonable to allow a 


slightly increased orb on any aspect the Moon makes to the Sun, 
ruling planet, Ascendant or Midheaven — not more than two extra 
degrees for a major aspect and not more than one for a minor 
aspect. You may allow up to ten degrees for a conjunction to the 
Sun, Ascendant or Midheaven. The Moon’s house and sign should 
also be borne in mind in relation to the planet concerned. 


ASPECTS BETWEEN 
THE MOON AND THE SUN 


The natal aspects between these two 
planets have been fully interpreted 
under the section The Sun’s Aspects to 
the Moon (see p.214), so if they are in 
aspect in the birth chart vou will have 
already studied the effects. However, 
as you begin working on progressions, 
you will learn that the progressed 
Moon travels fairly quickly through 
the chart, and will from time to time 
make aspects to the Sun both in the 
birth and the progressed charts. 
Because of this, we must consider the 
relationships differently: they are not 
as long-term, nor do they have such a 
dynamic effect, as the Sun’s progressed 
aspects to the Moon in the birth chart. 


6) PROGRESSED MOON’S ASPECTS 
M@ TO THE SUN’S PROGRESSED 
OR NATAL POSITION 


Conjunction 

This will probably herald a key period 
lasting for three or four months. It is a 
good time in which to make changes, 
provided that restlessness and, perhaps, 
uncharacteristic changeability can be 
controlled. 


Positive aspects 

These will help the individual to come 
to terms with any on-going psycholog- 
ical problems, but should there be a 
negative aspect between the Sun and 
Moon in the birth chart, it is possible 
that a certain amount of strain and 
tension will be present. However, the 
aspect will help the subject work on 


any troubles of this kind. Otherwise, 
the emotions and intuitions will be 
heightened and there should be feel- 
ings of inner contentment, even if 
other trends indicate a difficult time. 
All-round progress will be made if the 
life is relatively free from problems; 
indeed, problems may well be sorted 
out under this influence. 


i Negative aspects 

There may be feelings of discontent 
and restlessness. This is not a very 
good time in which to make important 
decisions, since the emotions are sus- 
ceptible to considerable fluctuation. 
However, if there is a trine or sextile 
between these two planets in the birth 
chart, this subtle influence will be 
much less harmful. Nevertheless, long- 
term changes, especially in the home 
life, should not be encouraged. 


Note: All aspects between the pro- 
gressed Moon and the Sun (again, 
whether natal or progressed) will tend 
to lower the vitality, so additional rest, 
and perhaps a tonic or course of 
vitamins, will be helpful at times. 


THE MOON’S ASPECTS 
TO MERCURY 


|S 


Conjunction 
This is a powerfully invigorating influ- 
ence on the mind, and unless the con- 
junction is frustrated by a square or 
opposition from Saturn, there will be 
good intuition, instinct and logic. 

The Moon sign will be spiced with 
the thinking processes of Mercury, giv- 
ing excellent potential that can be 


expressed through literary work that 
will be imaginative or practical, accord- 
ing to the nature of the sign in which 
the Moon and Mercury are placed. 
There will be a cross-fertilization of 
influences should Mercury be posi- 
tioned in one sign while the Moon is 
in another. 

When the conjunction falls in the 
same sign as the Sun, look out for an 
over-emphasis of that particular sign’s 
characteristics, since these will work 
not only on the level of the Sun, but 
also on the instinctive level of the 
Moon, as well as on the mental 
level of Mercury. 


Positive aspects 
The shrewdness of the Moon and the 
cunning of Mercury are controlled by 
these aspects, and the individual’s 
powers of concentration will be good. 
These aspects add common sense 
and, usually, a practical outlook. 
Decisions will be made both logically 
and intuitively, so the individual in this 
case will have the best of both worlds 
in this respect. 


EB Negative aspects 

There will be a sharp response to any 
challenging situation or comment. 
There may be a tendency to enjoy gos- 
sip, although the intellectual powers 
are heightened by this influence and 
critical acumen is direct, somewhat 
cutting and, in certain circumstances, 
can be sarcastic. Digestive problems or 
nervous upsets can beset the individual 
from time to time, especially if 
Mercury is a personal planet.

the sign it occupies, remembering that 


the flow of emotion and affection will 
be influenced by the sign placing.

If transits show frustration, the indi- 
vidual could experience difficulties 
relating to love or money. This is not a 
time for taking financial or emotional 
risks, since it is likely that rejection or 
loss of money can occur.

TO Mars 
Conjunction 
This is an invigorating and powerful 
influence, heightening the subject’s 
emotions and responses to various 
situations, and encouraging a 
directness of approach. 

A liking for risk-taking is also pres- 
ent, and the energy level — both 
emouonal and physical — is decidedly 
increased. The conjunction can cause 
recklessness or rebelliousness if it 
receives aspects from Uranus. 


Positive aspects 

Here the emotional and physical ener- 
gies work well together.

Sometimes a tendency 
toward slight pomposity can occur — 
especially if the conjunction falls in 
Leo or Capricorn. 


Positive aspects 

The sympathy, kindness and general 
helpfulness of the conjunction is just as 
likely to be present with these aspects, 
and especially with the trine.

There are times when the outlook will 
become negative and depression will 
set in. It is vital that other areas of the 
birth chart should be carefully 
searched for any characteristics that 
will help the individual to counter this 
pessimistic tendency.

These aspects can weaken the consti- 
tution, making the subject especially 
susceptible to colds and flu. In certain 
cases he or she may be unpopular — 
perhaps because of a tendency to 
grumble and moan.

Conjunction 

Long-term plans may be under consid- 
eration at this time. While progress in 
finalizing them may be slow, mistakes 
are not often made. Planning could 
lead to important change, and even to 
extra responsibility and prestige within 
the career or domestic life. The health 
should be given special care. 


Positive aspects 

The effect of these is much as for the 
conjunction: progress will be slow but 
steady. The individual should be 
encouraged to think about the long- 
term future, especially in relation to his 
or her family commitments or career 
ambitions and aspirations. 


4 Negative aspects 

These indicate a period lasting about 
three months during which the indi- 
vidual may become dispirited or 
uncharacteristically depressed. This 
negative time will pass, but for as long 
as it lasts loved ones will be hard- 
pressed to find different ways of 
cheering up the subject. 

Should there be problems in the 
career or with unemployment, the 
time is right for quiet background 
research to improve prospects, rather 


than for actual job applications. 
Subjects should put their resumés in 
order, watch out for new develop- 
ments in any specialist field, and so on. 
This is not a period in which the indi- 
vidual should try to push him- or her- 
self forward or try to force issues — 
usually this will be a waste of time. 


Note: When the progressed Moon 
contacts Saturn, either natal or pro- 
gressed, the vitality will be low and 
(whether it is summer or winter) the 
tendency to catch a bad cold is greatly 
increased. Crowded places should be 
avoided and the diet supplemented 
with extra vitamins. 


HK THE MOON’S ASPECTS 
TO URANUS 


Conjunction 

This potent planetary relationship pro- 
vides a powerful element of emotional 
tension: whether it is discharged posi- 
tively or negatively will depend on 
other influences. 

Magnetic and dynamic, this aspect 
contributes originality, brilliance and 
intuitive thought and ideas. However, 
Uranian perversity will color the reac- 
tions to situations and the expression 
of feelings, and add a need to be 
different and unconventional. If the 
conjunction receives squares from the 
Sun, Mars or Saturn, or squares the 
Ascendant, tension and nervous strain 
will be a source of considerable diffi- 
culty, and one that will not be easy 
to resolve. 


Positive aspects 

These are powerhouses of emotional 
tension, but the individual should be 
able to use such a force positively and 
originally, whether in a scientific or 
creative manner. 

Parents of children with one of these 
aspects may find it easiest to persuade 
them do to things by telling them to 
do the exact opposite! 


4 Negative aspects 

In many ways the square is more diffi- 
cult to cope with than the opposition, 
but in both cases emotional tension 
and strain are present. Just as the Sun’s 
negative aspects seem to work more 
adversely for men, so the Moon’s tend 
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to have a more potently negative effect 
on women, being for instance a source 
of migraine or preventing total relax- 
ation. There will be a tendency in both 
sexes to be extremely self-willed; if this 
can be determinedly channeled the 
aspects will be made to work in a more 
positive manner. 

Being very active is good for the 
subject, since this will burn off tension 
and energy; involvement in sport as 
well as intellectually demanding pro- 
jects is important. Very often, as with 
the conjunction, real flair and talent 
are present. 


1K PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN 
THE MOON AND URANUS 
Conjunction 
An eventful period is likely, but this 
will also be a time when the demands 
made upon the individual can give rise 
to an excitable tension. In this period 
new developments, sometimes 
unexpected, will occur. 


Positive aspects 

A great deal may happen during this 
time, and there will be a desire to do 
something new and different. This 
could be a passing phase, so while 
encouraging your subject to-give seri- 
ous thought to any new project, advise 
delaying for a few wecks the spending 
of large sums of money on its pursuit. 
When the progression has eased and 
the situation has stabilized, the indi- 
vidual can then spend money on spe- 
cial lessons, some tools, a musical 
instrument or whatever else has cap- 
tured his or her imagination. 


is Negative aspects 

The individual will probably expeni- 
ence tension during this time. Advise 
him or her to take life as calmly as pos- 
sible, although this won’t be easy. 
Drastic emotional responses and reac- 
tions to situations must be controlled, 
since they could casily be regretted in 
the long run. 

Careful thought, circumspection 
and a practical approach are essential; 
stubbornness (sometimes bordering on 
the ridiculous) and perversity could 
have a long-lasting damaging effect, 
especially when an emotional relation- 
ship hits stormy waters. 
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y THE MOON’S ASPECTS 
TO NEPTUNE 

Conjunction 
These planets sensitize the reactions 
and fertilize the imagination. There 
will be an idealistic streak and much 
genuine kindness and sympathy. 
Someumes these qualities can be so 
apparent that they enable others to 
take advantage of the individual. 

The spiritual or religious areas of life 
are often important, and there is a 
need to retreat from the world. 
Because of kindness and a desire not to 
hurt others, the negative, deceptive 
side of Neptune will cause a tendency 
to tel] lies. This is a trait to be cor- 
rected at all ages, and must be espec- 
ially watched for in children. If the 
imagination can be creatively used it ts 
a marvelous source of potential; the 
idealism is very strong indeed. 


Positive aspects 

Both planets work well in these 
aspects, adding imagination and emo- 
tional force. However, these qualities 
must be channeled and restrained if 
vagueness and confusion are not to 
mar their expression. Sometimes there 
are psychic gifts: if the individual feels 
an inclination in this direction it is 
important for him or her to seek reli- 
able advice from someone of experi- 
ence. These aspects are often present 
in the charts of astrologers. 


a Negative aspects 

The tendency to take the easy way out 
of difficult situations is likely here, and 
many muddles and an impractical atti- 
tude towards life will seriously hamper 
real progress. 

Considerable talent and imaginative 
potential can be present, but other 
areas of the chart should be studied to 
sec if these qualities will be fully 
exploited. A strong Saturn, and indica- 
tions of practical ability, will help enor- 
mously to counter the wistful weakness 
that these contacts seem to bestow. 


v PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN 
THE MOON AND NEPTUNE 





Conjunction 
There will be a tendency to become 
dreamy and unworldly under this 








influence. If this happens after the 
individual has experienced a particu- 
larly busy period when material con- 
cerns have been to the fore, the time 
will be nght for a relaxing holiday — 
perhaps in a watery site such as by the 
séa,.a iver or lake. 

The mood may also become very 
romantic, and while it ts important 
that any tendency to dwell on cloud 
nine is countered, some pleasant expe- 
riences can occur under this progres- 
sion. The accent is on escape and 
restoration of the spirit. 


Positive aspects 

These are very much as for the con- 
junction, but the individual may have 
some inspiring and imaginative ideas. 
It is advisable to sit on them for a 
while, since he or she may be too 
inspired and therefore impractical, 
needing to rethink the ideas in a 
subsequent period under more 
practical influences. 

Great care is needed that the subject 
does not enter a fool’s paradise, con- 
vinced that everything is marvelous, 
when in fact he or she is becoming out 
of touch with reality. 


b=) Negative aspects 
The individual must be very careful 
not to allow self-deception or escapism 
(through a reliance on drink, cigarettes 
or drugs) to get the better of him or 
her at this time, especially if life in 
general is stressful or complicated. 
The emotions may well be highly 
negatively charged, so avoiding mak- 
ing important decisions and attempt- 
ing to take life calmly, with a steady 
routine and plans that are as simple as 
possible, is the most desirable course 
of action. 


Note: It is important to realize that 
there will be many people who will not 
consciously feel any effects during 
these progressions from the Moon to 
Neptune — especially if they tend to be 
greatly concerned with the material 
side of life. 

Imaginative, sensitive and creative 
people, on the other hand, will feel 
these subtle influences more markedly, 
and must consciously contro! them, for 
the Moon and Neptune, while inspira- 
tional, can insidiously harm and 
weaken the character. 


THE MOON’s ASPECTS 
= TO PLUTO 


Conjunction 
The emotional level of the individual is 
considerably heightened by this aspect, 
and at times emotional outbursts will 
occur and be very passionately and 
forcefully expressed. However, unless 
the conjunction is negatively aspected 
by Saturn or Uranus, squared by the 
Sun, or Pluto squares the Ascendant, 
they wil] act as a very necessary purge, 
and the individual will get a great deal 
off his or her chest. The feelings will 
then be expressed in a more serene 
way once more, unul the next time 
that the emotional forces build up 
inside the subject. : 
If the conjunction is inhibited by 
other planets, the subject may well find 
it difficult to express his true feelings. 
Look for this in children’s charts, as 
encouragement of a controlled flow of 
emotion, as opposed to emotional 
storms, is obviously desirable. 





Positive aspects 

The emotional force is increased, and 
in many cases there will be scenes, but 
they usually occur for a good reason 
when the aspect is positive. The indi- 
vidual should be aware, however, that 
he or she may be overreacting to 
someone’s casual remark or reaction, 
or to personal jealousy. 

A desire to rid the immediate 
environment of clutter will be present, 
and the subject will enjoy large 
clearing-out binges. It is worth 
remembering that this may not simply 
be the result of a mania for udiness, 
but could have deeper psychological 
roots. Perhaps there is a need for the 
subject to get someone out of his sys- 
tem, or for the physical expression of 
an emotonal attitude towards them. 





Fe] Negative aspects 

The expression of emotion can be 

blocked, and the resulting frustration 

and inhibition can have a long-term 

adverse effect; it is necessary to look to 

other arcas of the chart to see if this ~ 

trait can be countered. * 
For the problem to become really 

serious there would have to be other 

indications of shyness or inhibition, 

and a lack of self-confidence inthe 

chart as a whole. Nevertheless, the i. 





individual with a square or opposition 
between these two planets can find it 
virtually impossible to express him- or 
herself emotionally, even under cir- 
cumstances that are ideal. These 
aspects are tricky to interpret, and are a 
source of trouble for those afflicted 
with them. 


PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN 
THE MOON AND PLUTO 





Conjunction 

The individual will probably experi- 

ence a very unsettled period — a time 
when he or she will feel like making 

drastic changes. 

It is important to encourage the sub- 
ject to take time before throwing away 
too much, since she may overreact 
under any kind of provocation, sacri- 
ficing much that has been built up 
over a long period of time. It is impor- 
tant for her to control both her emo- 
tions and reactions. / 


Ef Positive aspects 
The time will probably have come for 


a purge of some sort. Clearing out 


cupboards and drawers, or more ambi- 
uous general spring cleaning, are 
examples of the practical expressions of 
these progressions. 

As with all Pluto contacts, there may 
well be deeper psychological reasons 
for these activities, but nevertheless the 
Positive aspects usually allow a clean 
start to be made in some way. 


Negative aspects 

The emotions may be under a great 
deal of stress during this period, and 
much as the subject may want to reveal 
an aspect of his or her personality, this 
will not be possible for a variety of rea- 
sons. Usually external difficulties will 
be cited as the justification for the 
inhibition, but in fact it will spring 
from the inner psyche, prompted by 
apprehension or fear. 

If there are no negative aspects 
between the Moon and Pluto in the 
birth chart, the situation will more 
than likely become easier as the power 
of the progression eases. Encourage 
your subject to relax and avoid trying 
to foree the issue — whether interior or 
exterior — while the influence of this 
progression is operative. 


fem HE Moon’s AsPEcTS 
TO THE ASCENDANT 
Conjunction 
This is an extremely important aspect. 
However, remember that an accurate 
birth time is essential in assessing the 
potency of the conjunction. You 
should also consider very carefully the 
Moon’s house position (the conjunc- 
tion can be formed when the planet 
occupies either the first or the twelfth 
house). Usually the Ascendant and the 
Moon are placed in the same sign, in 
which case the individual will have a 
double influence of the Ascending and 
Moon sign. As a result, the level of 
intuition, instinct and response will be 
identical to that of the psychological 
reacnon. The moodiness and change- 
ability that are so much a part of the 
Moon’s influence will be powerful, 
and the subject may be easily swayed 
by the prevailing atmosphere and the 
reactions of other people. 

There will be a secretive and perhaps 
reclusive quality to those with the. 
Moon conjunct the Ascendant from 
the twelfth house, and lunar sensitivity 
will be present. If the Moon falls in the 
first house, the skin will react adversely 
to strong sunlight, and the digestive 
system can also cause problems. The 
face is usually round and pale, and the 
forchead really will seem to reflect the 


glow of the Full Moon! The appear- 


ance of a line between the eyebrows 
(a common feature with Sun sign 
Cancerians) will also be present. 


Positive aspects 

Here is a marvelously integrating link; 
the individual will have fewer problems 
than most when coming to terms with 
his or her personality. The level of 
instinct and intuition, and the lunar 
emotions, will harmonize with the per- 
sonality of the Ascendant, thereby 
helping the individual to make the 
most of all these qualities. These 
aspects often give common sense, an 
adaptable nature and an innate ability 
to get on easily with other people. 


ie Negative aspects 

There can be inner restlessness and dis- 
content, and even sometimes a huffy 
and impatient attitude towards others. 
These tendencies can mar much that is 
positive and pleasant in the personality, 
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and as a result may put other people 
off on first acquaintance. There might 
also be some inner discontent (not 
unlike that which occurs when the Sun 
and Moon are in opposition). 

If the opposition is present and the 
Moon is in the seventh house, this can 
lead to problems and restlessness 
within any permanent relationship. 
When the Moon is in the sixth house 
and opposes the Ascendant, vulnerable 
health (indicated by the Moon sign) 
will make its presence felt rather more 
potently than would otherwise be so. 


PROGRESSED ASPECTS a 
f BETWEEN THE MOON AND 
THE ASCENDANT 


Conjunction 4 
The effects of this aspect will vary in 
strength. When the Moon’s conjunc- D 
tion is to the natal Ascendant, the sub- 
ject may instinctively feel the need to 
make changes or a new beginning in 
some way. This is a good thing, and 
provided the Moon’s influence does 
not cause an overreaction to what is 
happening and there 1s no exaggerated 
view of what is desired, the fresh start 
can be extremely beneficial, often 
heralding a new cycle in the life. 
Remember that here we have the 
Moon progressing from the reflective 
and passive twelfth house to the 
assertive first house. The same thing 
will occur when the Moon makes a 
conjunction to the progressed 
Ascendant, but then a change of house 
position at the same time is unlikely. 


Positive aspects 

This is a period when the qualities of 
the Moon and Ascendant will work 
well together and the individual will 
instinctively make the best decisions 
for him- or herself and other loved 
ones. Action will follow, and progress 
will usually be made. A feeling of 
being at one with the self'is common. 


cat Negative aspects 

These can herald a trying period when 
the subject feels pulled in two direc- 
tions at once and does not know what 
to do. Restlessness and dissatisfaction 
may build up as a result. It is not a 
good time to instigate changes, and 
the physical well-being, in addition to 
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the psychological reactions, may be 
negative, so that the individual will act 
uncharacteristically or hastily when in a 
bad mood, and take actions which will 
be regretted later. 

The tendency to overreact is very 
likely, especially if Mars is personalized 
or making its presence felt by receiving 
adverse transits, or receiving pro- 
gressed aspects to the Moon. If any of 
these possibilities apply, cncourage 
vour subject to make time to relax and 
to shelve important matters for those 
few wecks. 


Vie THE MOON’s ASPECTS 
S TO THE MIDHEAVEN 





Conjunction 

The house placing of the Moon 1s 
important in this aspect, so give it 
additional consideration. Traditionally, 
the conjunction shows someone who 
will either become famous or be in 
charge of a large number of people. It 
makes for a strong ego, provided that 
the Moon is uninhibited by negative 
aspects. If not, allowances must be 
made according to the planet or plan- 
ets involved. There will be a magnetic 
appeal which will encourage others to 
respond well to the subject — perhaps 
even hysterically so. 

The potential this placing endows is 
considerable, and the astrologer 
should encourage its development and 
expression. However, there is a ten- 
dency for the subject to be changeable 
— sometimes to the detriment of his or 
her progress and popularity. 


Positive aspects 

There is increased identification with 
the characteristics attributed to the 
Midheaven sign, and an instinctive 
urge to express them. 


=) Negative aspects 

The subject may well have some diffi- 
culty in deriving real satisfaction from 
his or her career, or in deciding what is 
truly wanted out of life. 

There will be complications and per- 
haps barriers to the aspirations and 
ambitions, and identification with the 
characteristics of the Midheaven sign 
will be present but not allowed 
immediate or easy expression. The ten- 
dency will be to say of someone 


“T wish I could be like that”, without 
making any great or sustained effort to 
emulate the admired person. 
Encouragement to overcome these 
negative factors should be given; and 
help will be gained from other areas of 
the birth chart where no such 
problematic blockages exist. 


Viel PROGRESSED ASPECTS 
BETWEEN THE MOON AND 
THE MIDHEAVEN 


Conjunction 
This is a very interesting aspect, and 
one to watch for. People who have it 
may be in the public eye for one rea- 
son or another — many will be inter- 
viewed on television. A change in the 
career can also occur, so that the sub- 
ject will be in charge of more people 
than was previously the case. 
Certainly there will be a boost to the 
ego, but it may not be totally recog- 
nized at once. In fact, the importance 
of any change may only be realized in 
retrospect. We suggest that you con- 
duct your own research on this 
fascinating conjunction. 


Positive aspects 

The individual will feel at one with 
him- or herself, and under these unify- 
ing influences will move forward psy- 
chologically, perhaps as a result of job 
satisfaction. Past incidents and efforts 
will have added to the emotional 
security and self-confidence of the sub- 
ject, and such effects will now be 
given full recognition. 


i Negative aspects 

There may be problems at work, 
especially with colleagues’ reactions to 
the individual, and his or her attitude 
toward them. Care is needed particu- 
larly if the subject holds a position of 
authority, since personal insecurity 
could result in the persecution of 
subordinates. 

If career interests are not at stake 
then a general dissatisfaction with 
one’s lot is likely, but it is not a good 
time at which to make changes. 
Sometimes, however, they may have to 
be made due to external influences. If 
this is the case, make sure that deci- 
sions are as unrushed and calmly 
planned as possible. 





>) THE MOON’S PROGRESSED 


ts ASPECTS TO ITS OWN POSITION 


Conjunction 

This is the most important of these 
aspects. It occurs at roughly the age of 
28, again at 56-plus and also at 83- 
plus. The first conjunction is usually in 
evidence just prior to the all-important 
first Saturn Return (see p.312). The 
need for change and psychological 
readjustment is a major factor, and all 
the emotion, intuition, and instinct 
denoted by the position of the Moon 
will be keenly in focus. 


Other aspects 
These either positively or negatively 
accentuate the Moon’s natal character- 
istics, but also bring with them some 
influence of the sign and house 
through which the Moon is progress- 
ing at the time. Everything that the 
Moon represents will be emphasized 
according to the nature of the aspect. 
These progressed lunar aspeets add 
to the current important transits mir- 
roring the response of the subject to 
events at the time in question. 


») THE TRANSITS 
OF THE MOon 


These recur évery 28 days.so only 
someone who is obsessive about plan- 
etary influences will bother to follow 
them with unmitigated regulanty, 
However, the Moon’s position is, of 
course, very important when setting 
up.a chart for a specific occasion or 
event, in which case it should harmo- 
nize with its position in the individ= 
ual’s birth chart and with other 
important areas of his or her chart. 
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Mercury through the Signs 


ercury’s area of influence is the mind. From 
M this planet’s placing and aspects we can form 
a good picture of how our minds work and at what 
speed, whether we think in a logical, practical way 
or use our minds intuitively. We can also assess 


baw we reach decisions and communicate with others. 

Mercury’s orbit lies between the Earth and the Sun (so is known 
as an “inferior” planet); as seen from the Earth the planet always 
appears near to the Sun. Indeed, for astrological purposes, the 
planet cannot be more than 28 degrees away from the Sun, so will 
always be either in the preceding sign, the same sign as the Sun or 
the following one. In interpretation Mercury has a special relation- 
ship with the Sun, so we align our sign interpretation of Mercury 
with that of the Sun sign, as shown on these pages. 


7 MERCURY 
IN ARIES 


This gives decisiveness, quick thinking, 
and the ability to assess problems in a 
straightforward way. If Mercury is in 
negative aspect to Mars there may be 
impulsive thinking and hasty actions. 
Usually, however, the natural decisive- 
ness works well, with the individual 
making the right choice and taking 
positive, assertive action. There is a 


love of argument and debate, with a 


tendency towards stimulating and 
provocative remarks. Generally fools 
are not suffered gladly; the individual 
comes straight to the point, and his or 
her outlook Js both positive and opti- 
mistic. The overall grasp is excellent 
but help i is advisable when making 
plans, for he is bored by detail and 


prefers the broad sweep of a project. It 


can be difficult to concentrate for 
long, so study may be erratic. Here is 
somcone who will stay up all night 
before an exam — and often this is no 
bad thing, since he is more concerned 
with the here and now than with facts 
he tried months before to memorize. 


Sun Sign Pisces 

with Mercury in Aries 

This adds necessary decisiveness, a 
more positive outlook, and to a certain 
extent more self-assurance. The imagi- 
nation will be ignited, and as a result 
creative potential will be expressed 
positively when in other cases it can lie 


dormant due to lack of self-confidence. 


The high emotional level of Pisces will 
be expressed, and the ability to com- 
municate feelings enhanced, although 


if Mercury is negatively aspected by 
the Moon or Uranus there can be an 
above-average amount of tension, and 
excitable, positive moods can alternate 
with periods of uncertainty. Piscean 
strength of will is increased. 


Sun Sign Aries 

with Mercury in Aries 

The Arian need for action, and to be 
out in front, is spiced with extremely 
quick thinking processes. There is a 
general hastiness, with patience almost 
non-existent, unless the Moon or 
Ascendant suggest otherwise. Direct- 
ness of approach, decisiveness and pos- 
itive, uncomplicated thinking are 
splendidly in tune with Arian charac- 
teristics, and if they can be tempered 
(look for positive help from Saturn) 
the individual will certainly make his or 
her mark on the world. Impulsive, 
hasty actions with unnecessary risk- 
taking and selfishness due to a lack of 
thought must be controlled. 


Sun Sign Taurus 

with Mercury in Aries 

Speed and vivacity are added to the 
stable Taurean type, making him or 
her less cautious but more assertively 
decisive. However, the individual will 
also be less patient and may even show 
some irritation when others do not 
greet his ideas or suggestions in the 
right way. Problems and projects are 
approached with realism and enthusi- 
asm, and the Taurean need for careful 
planning will be enhanced by the abil- 
ity to grasp a situation quickly and 
concisely. A spirit of enterprise blends 
with the Taurean business ability. 


MERCURY 
IN TAURUS 


Thinking is steady, but the subject may 
be rather slow to learn. Parents of chil- 
dren with this placing must not worry 
if they think the child is not respond- 
ing to teaching, for if gradual progress 
is maintained, what is learned will be 
remembered and form a good founda- 
tion for the future. Stubbornness (to a 
greater or lesser degree) is almost 
inevitable, and flexibility must be culti- 
vated, otherwise opinions can become 
so entrenched that the individual may 
become proud of them, perhaps saying, 
“Once my mind’s made up that’s it.” 
Conversely we find others who pre- 
tend to be very fixed in their opinions, 
and go all out to shock people in the 
way they express them! However, cau- 
tion and much practical common sense 
are always present, sometimes coupled 
with a conservative and conventional 
outlook. The ability to plan construc- 
tively is considerable, with a methodi- 
cal and disciplined approach to 
problems and to work. Obsessional 
tendencies are possible, and perhaps an 
inclination to get in a rut because it 
offers security. She will usually express 
herself with considerable charm. 


Sun Sign Aries 

with Mercury in Taurus 

This acts as an excellent stabilizer to 
the impetuous Arian. The ability to 
think slowly and constructively is an 
asset, and the chances of impulsive or 
reckless decision-making are very 
much mitigated. There is plenty of 
common sense and the individual will 
have no difficulty in pacing him- or 
herself when making plans or prepar- 


ing for any kind of examination or test. 


Sometimes Arian selfishness can be 
exacerbated by stubbornness, and 
there will be an inclination to reject 
both faults when they are mentioned. 


Sun Sign Taurus 

with Mercury in Taurus 

Here is a “salt of the earth” type — 
what is said is meant, so the individual 
is reliable. However, quick responses 
and the ability to get moving, both 
physically and mentally, must be devel- 
oped. Taurean stubbornness and dis- 
like of change will certainly be present. 
Every opinion will be cautiously and 
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carefully considered, as this is the 
strong, silent type, only speaking when 
he or she has something really worth: 
while to say. The grasp of situations 
and acquisition of knowledge will be 
slow but comments will be deliberate; 
thoughts are charmingly expressed. 
Time is nceded to assimilate new ideas. 


Sun Sign Gemini 

with Mercury in Taurus 

Because Mercury rules Gemini, this 
placing has a considcrable effect on the 
subject’s Sun sign characteristics as 
well'as his or her mental outlook and 
thinking processes. Considerable sta- 
bility is added to this lively, quick, ver- 
satile type, and will greatly assist her to 
think more carefully and construc- 
tively, even adding a little patience at 
times. Practical common sense is usual 
and the individual will assimilate facts 
well; brightness of personality is not 
diminished. Geminian restlessness is 
less likely to be a problem, and the 
need to communicate will remain 
strong. This is an excellent anchorage 
for Sun sign Geminians. 


Il MERCURY 
IN GEMINI 


Here Mercury is placed in one of the 
signs it rules, strengthening its influ- 
ence. It gives a considerable need to 
exchange ideas and opinions, and gen- 
erally the subject likes to be heard and 
really needs to communicate with oth- 
ers — from talking to the next person in 
a line to participating in public 
debates. He or she is able to think very 
quickly and be involved in more than 
one task at a time, perhaps talking on 
the telephone while making notes on a 
quite different matter! Quick decisions 
will be made, but not necessarily 
adhered to, for the mind is often 
changed - sometimes with the individ- 
ual denying that this has happened. 
Facts will be a bore, so in an exam, for 
instance, there is a tendency to show 
off opinions at great length without 
the support of real knowledge or long, 
hard study. Often, too, there is a flair 
for selling. Impatience — especially with 
people of a slower turn of mind — is 
common, and the individual will easily 
be able to talk his way out of tricky sit- 
uations. Adaptability is a great asset, 


but at all times superficiality of 
thought and action must be guarded 
against. Look for other elements in the 
chart to counter such traits. Cunning 
and craftiness may also be present. 


Sun Sign Taurus 

with Mercury in Gemini 

The slow, steady Taurean type will be 
aided by quick thinking and be far less 
stubborn than those with Mercury in 
other signs. While still liking routine 
there is less chance of getting into a 
rut, since the strong influence of 
Mercury will add considerable adapt- 
ability and some versatility without 
sacrificing the excellent Taurean sense 
of purpose and determination. The 
subject will take a less conventional, 
more up-to-date outlook on life, and 
be able to reassess his or her opinions 
with the passing of time. Any 
Mercurial superficiality is unlikely. 


Sun Sign Gemini 

with Mercury in Gemini 

The subject has many Geminian char- 
acteristics, especially those strongly 
relating to Mercury — i.e. the need to 
communicate, quick thinking, change- 
ability of mind, versatility, and the abil- 
ity to talk his or her way out of 
difficult situations. Geminian faults 
(superficiality and restlessness) must be 
guarded against. Very often there is a 
tendency to question the self when the 
emotions are aroused, since they can 
be mistrusted; he must justify these 
reactions to his own satisfaction. If the 
speedy thought patterns can be con- 
trolled there is more than a touch of 
brilliance. Inquisitiveness is common. 


Sun Sign Cancer 

with Mercury in Gemini 

Cancerian changes of mood will be 
exacerbated by Mercurial changes of 
mind, but this placing will counter the 
Cancerian tendency to over-sentimen- 
tality, endowing the individual with 
more forward-looking thinking and 
planning ability. The high emotional 
content always present in Cancerians 
will be spiced with an element of scep- 
ticism, so that the out-and-out roman- 
ticism and sometimes over-colorful 
imagination is less likely to get out of 
hand. The Cancerian memory, which 
is usually excellent, should not be 
impaired, and this Gemini/Mercury 





influence will speed up decision- 
making, and, most importantly, help 
mitigate the overwhelmingly powerful 
Cancerian tendency to worry. 


ope MERCURY 

IN CANCER 
An excellent memory and imagination 
is likely, but there is a tendency to look 
to the past — sometimes too nostal- 
gically — so that forward thinking and 
planning can cause apprehension and 
worry because of having to consider 
and accept the unknown. It is impor- 
tant that the individual realizes that his 
or her imagination tends to work over- 
time, all too often negatively, so that 
when things go wrong (or appear to 
do so) they are turned from molehills 
into mountains. If creativity is indi- 
cated elsewhere in the chart the imagi- 
nation can be made to work in this 
way, perhaps through wnting or telling 
stories. A love of the past may be seen 
in a fascination with history, so long 
historical/romantic novels or family 
sagas will be enjoyed — or even written. 
There is usually tenacity, especially 
when studying, but the subject may 
change his mind, perhaps mostly when 
emotional reactions clash with logical 
thinking and the assessment of situ- 
ations. The Sun and Moon signs often 
show which response will dominate. 


Sun Sign Gemini 

with Mercury in Cancer 
Considerable intuition and a powerful 
instinct are added to the Gemini traits. 
The imagination is likely to be 
expressed through writing or perhaps 
some form of handicraft. The placing 
adds a measure of sensitivity —- espec- 
ially when the individual is assessing 
other people’s reactions — making him 
or her more sympathetic than critical. 
It can cause even the most rational 
Geminians to worry, but nevertheless 
logic should eventually rule the day. 
The individual should recognize that a 
changeable mind can cause problems 
to loved ones as well as herself. 


Sun Sign Cancer 

with Mercury in Cancer 

The Cancerian imagination is increased 
and must be given positive or creative 
expression. Undue worry is extremely 
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likely, and if pessimism or depression 
are hinted at elsewhere this placing will 
increase such possibilities. Intuition 
and love of the past will be enormously 
enhanced, as will moodiness. The 
thinking process 1s almost totally intu- 
itive and ideas, thoughts and decisions 
will be made quite instinctively, which 
is right for this combination.

The aspects that Mercury receives 
must be considered with great care, 
since they will color the outlook on 
life, for example making the subject 
optimistic or pessimistic.

If Mercury is in an air 
or fire sign, a certain provocativeness 
in argument and debate can occur and, 
like Mercutio in Romeo and Juliet, 
here is someone who speaks more in a 
minute than he listens to in a month! 
Mental agility and the powers of per- 
ception are usually good, and the 


subject is mentally and intellectually 
alert. There is a strong need to know 
of events in the family and immediate 
environment, and keeping up with 
news stories is almost obligatory; 
newspapers and magazines will be read 
voraciously. Although there is a quest 
for knowledge it can be on a very 
superficial level, so try to encourage a 
deepening and broadening of the 
intellect, and the development of a 
more consistent mental effort and 
more serious in-depth achievements. 

Skill is usually shown in work involv- 
ing communication, so there may be 
the potential for a career in the media, 
or work with telephones, computers or 
facsimile machines. 


MERCURY 
IN THE FOURTH HOUSE 


The home and family will be of above- 
average importance to the individual, 
whose mental attitude towards them 
will relate to that of the sign in which 
Mercury is placed. Ask yourself 
whether he or she will worry unduly 
about the family, be relaxed in their 
company or feel stifled by them. 

A constant need to change the place 
of residence, or at least the home’s 
decorative schemes, may be very obvi- 
ous. Often the subject is unable to rest 
content in one place for long. This 
may be the result of some inner con- 
flict that prevents him or her from feel- 
ing totally secure in the home and will 
be most likely if the Sun and Moon are 
in negative aspect to each other, thus 
indicating an inner discontent. 

This is the Cancer/Moon house, so 
it is sometimes possible to glean facts 
about the subject’s mother, whose 
intellectual influence may well have 
been particularly stimulating. Research 
into family history might prove to be 
of great interest to the individual and 
be a rewarding and worthwhile study. 


MERCURY 
IN THE FIFTH HOUSE 


A risk-taking, perhaps gambling, 
instinct may be strong. Remember that 
it will be intuitive, logical, practical or 
whatever, according to the sign in 
which Mercury is placed. 
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This house has an important bearing 
on love affairs, so the feelings are often 
expressed in a way that will achieve 
precisely the right reaction from the 
object of affection. What is said under 
such circumstances may prove to be 
simply flattery, but nevertheless it wall 
have the desired effect! Every aspect of 
an intended love affair will be planned 
in advance, but the changeability of 
Mercury will almost certainly encour- 
age some duality in this sphere of life. 


Mental and physical dexterity 
Games of chance may also attract the 
individual, as will leisure pursuits that 
challenge the intellect, such as chess (if 
Mercury is placed in a sign endowing 
patience). If creativity is indicated in 
other areas of the chart this placing 
could enhance it. This will be espec- 
ially so in literary or craft work, where 
the dexterous use of the hands is an 
essential part of the process. 


MERCURY 
IN THE SIXTH HOUSE 


Mercury’s influence is considerably 
strengthened in this placing, since the 
planet occupies its own Virgo house. 

Diet will be of particular interest and 
there may be a sympathy for veg- 
etarianism or wholefoods. However, 
sometimes the concentration on dict 
can be excessive, with the individual 
constantly trying new and different 
eating plans. Faddishness in eating can 
occur in children with this placing. 

If worry is suggested, either by 
Mercury’s sign or in other areas of the 
chart, this placing will increase that 
tendency, perhaps resulting in stomach 
or bowel troubles. Over-concern with 
the problem may make it worse, irre- 
spective of the ailment or the subject’s 
vulnerability, for he or she may dwell 
on it (as can be the case when Mercury 
is in the first house). Encourage a 
practical approach, and perhaps a more 
philosophical attitude. Very often 
people with this placing respond par- 
ticularly well to homeopathic remedies 
and holistic medicine. 


A useful role 

There is often a liking for routine and 
for serving others, since the individual 
will be sympathetic towards a well- 





organized existence. However, this 
does not necessarily mean that these 
people are good at organizing them- 
selves! Knowing what is expected and 
carrying it out to perfection is more 
likely. This is, for instance, a good 
placing for a personal assistant. 

The powers of communication are 
excellent, but very often a sharp critical 
edge will be quite forcibly expressed 
according to Mercury’s sign placing. 
There is also an ability to analyse every 
aspect of each task and project under- 
taken, and to talk through any result- 
ing problems, thereby contributing a 
great deal of practical assistance to the 
eventual outcome. 


pan. MERCURY 
IN THE SEVENTH HOUSE 


A good level of friendship is very nec- 
essary within personal relationships, 
and while the individual will have an 
excellent ability to communicate with 
the partner, this must be reciprocated. 
Gullibility, and a tendency to fall 
into the partner’s way of thinking, can 
sometimes cause problems. The sign 
occupied by Mercury should therefore 
be considered to see how well the sub- 
ject can counter these tendencies. If 
Mercury is in Libra or Pisces, for 
instance, there will be a leaning 
towards credulity. However, the 
Ascendant (probably Aries or Virgo 
respectively) would in either of these 
cases lend sufficiently strong qualities 
to allow the individual to keep such a 
vulnerability under control. 


Good business relations 

This is a lively house placing for any- 
one in a business partnership, and the 
individual may be a gifted salesperson, 
or able to convey ideas to partners, 
customers or clients. There may also 
be a good ability to bring together 
prospective partners — a possible 
matchmaker, in other words! Or we 
may have a natural agent, a go- 
between, to negotiate between parties 
who are otherwise occupied. If the law 
is indicated in other areas of the chart 
(a powerful Jupiter, Sagittarius Sun or 
Midheaven, for instance), this placing 
might make for a talented lawyer. 
Should earth signs be prominent, a job 
as a real estate agent is suggested. 


MERCURY 
IN THE EIGHTH HOUSE 


There can be a tendency to brood over 
such serious issues as life after death, 
and the individual may well have psy- 
chic gifts. However, before encourag- 
ing the development of these talents, it 
is essential to study the influence of 
Neptune and the Moon in the birth 
chart. If they are adversely aspected to 
each other or to the Sun, the potential 
is probably best left undeveloped, since 
such a basically sensitive individual may 
easily be overwhelmed by feelings of 
this sort. In this case the flow of imagi- 
nation and sensitivity should be devel- 
oped in other ways. If there are no 
adverse indications, and especially if 
earth signs are prominent, all should 
be well, as long as the subject is given 
careful guidance from a thoroughly 
attested expert. Nevertheless, this plac- 
ing must be supported by other indica- 
tions of psychic ability in the chart. 


A fantasy life 

An above-average preoccupation with 
sexuality is often present, and there 
may even be a very active and strong 
fantasy life. At best, this placing 
denotes an inquisitive, searching mind. 
The individual will probably be capa- 
ble of research and the solving of mys- 
teries, the type of which will be 
indicated by Mercury’s sign placing. 

A good ability for investment and 
the study of capital growth is also pos- 
sible. If Mercury is in a water sign, the 
intuitive powers will be used to advan- 
tage; fire will add a natural enthusiasm 
(which could cause over-investment); 
air will denote a rational approach; and 
earth will indicate a practical one. 


MERCURY 
IN THE NINTH HOUSE 


As this is the house of the higher intel- 
lect, Mercury is placed sympathetically 
here and is also attuned to the spheres 
of life ruled by the ninth house. 

The mind needs constant challenge 
but it is important that consistency of 
effort and powers of concentration are 
developed, for the subject may be very 
restless, with an ever-present need to 
move on to new pastures. While the 
mind should be able to cope with 

















daunting projects, the ability to grasp 
details will be dictated by the sign in 
which Mercury is placed, with some 
signs faring much better than others. 

“The house of dreams” was once the 
traditional name for this house, so 
when Mercury occupies it there can be 
a tendency to daydream. An especially 
common dream may be of “getting 
away from it all”; usually to attractive- 
sounding far-off countries. Fascination 
with travel, either in the mind or phys- 
ically, is compulsive, and the subject 
will follow up every possible lead in 
order to do so — often resorting to 
plotting and scheming to get abroad. 
Sometimes, for instance, a career will 
be chosen simply because it offers the 
opportunity to travel. 


Acquiring knowledge 
A hunger for intellectual expansion 
will be present in others with this plac- 
ing, and an individual may enjoy work 
in libraries, bookstores or a university, 
in order to become part of the sort of 
life that is so admired and desired. 
The need to learn is always present, 
and as for those with a Sagittarian Sun 
or Ascendant, there is a strong element 
of the eternal student. There may be a 
flair for foreign languages. 


1 MERCURY 
IN THE TENTH HOUSE 


It is very likely that there will be many 
changes of carcer. If no career is fol- 
lowed, there will be changes of direc- 
tion in life with regard to the 
aspirations and objectives. All these 
matters will be given much thought 
and planning because progress will 
often become a preoccupation. 


Responsibility to self and others 

If the Mercury sign is sympathetic to 
this house placing, the individual will 
be able to carry responsibility, but 
awareness of it will be present what- 
ever the sign. How well the subject 
copes will depend on the Mercury sign 
and the aspects it receives. 

For the career to have an overall 
shape there should be as much variety 
in the daily work as possible. If a good 
mix of intellectual stimulation, respon- 
sibility and mobility can be achieved, 
then so much the better, since the 





chances are that boredom lIcading to 
restlessness (and dissatisfaction, if it is 
shown 1n other areas of the chart) will 
otherwise hamper long-term progress. 
There are connections between this 
house and the father, and it is worth 
discussing this with the subject. On 
one level, perhaps, the individual will 
think and plan in a style reminiscent of 
his father; on a deeper psychological 
level the “father” will be an inner voice 
representing authority, saying what the 
subject should or shouldn’t do. 


MERCURY 

IN THE ELEVENTH HOUSE 
There will be a great need of many 
friends and acquaintances, and a desire 
to communicate ideas and become 
involved in conversations and argu- 
ments at social gatherings. Unless 
Mercury is restricted by an opposition 
or square from Saturn, initiating dis- 
cussions will be easy. The subject may 
well be a natural committee member. 


A need for sociability 

Deep and meaningful friendships may 
not be all that important to him or 
her, but social intercourse will be, and 
the spare time will be used to the full, 
with every moment thoroughly 
enjoyed. If ever a need to get out and 
about and to mix freely is expressed, it 
is here. Perhaps a certain amount of 
free time will be spent on humanitar- 
ian causes. Try suggesting something 
of this sort to the subject, since there 
could be much fulfillment in charity 
work or, for example, in writing letters 
for Amnesty International, thus 
involving the intellect. 

“The group” will be important, as is 
the case with most eleventh house 
planets. Remembering, however, the 
close proximity of the Sun to Mercury, 
this placing may conflict with the Sun’s 
house position (if it is in the twelfth). 
If so, encourage your subject to make 
the most of peace and quiet and work- 
ing alone (Sun in the twelfth house) as 
well as outgoing, social activities 
(Mercury in the eleventh house). If the 
Sun is in the tenth, there will be few 
problems, other than persuading the 
subject to slow down, for the energy 
channeled into career and social life 
will call for a nonstop schedule! 
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MERCURY 

IN THE TWELFTH HOUSE 
There may be conflict between the 
logical elements of Mercury and the 
intuition and emotion of the twelfth 
house, especially if Mercury is in a 
water sign. It will be excellent if the 
subject can rationalize his or her intu- 
ition and channel the emotions, 
expressing them with all the positive 
communicative abilities of Mercury. 
Another conflict can sometimes be felt 
when solitude is demanded yet there is 
also a need for communication and 
social intercourse. Perhaps hours will 
be spent talking on the telephone! 

A love of literature (especially 
poetry) can be present, plus consider- 
able critical acumen. Sometimes people 
who work in the media, especially the 
radio, have this placing. If there is a 
flair for technology, the engineering 
side of broadcasting can be worth- 
while. In other cases the subject’s work 
may speak for itself — for example, that 
of a photographer who develops his 
prints alone in a darkroom. For those 
with religious faith there is usually a 
great belief in the power of prayer, and 
a deeply-held conviction that positive 
thought always has its desired effect. 


MERCURY PROGRESSED 
THROUGH THE HOUSES 


Like the Sun, Mercury will probably 
travel through three houses in the pro- 
gressed chart during an average life- 
time. If Mercury progresses into the 
house that contained the Sun in the 
birth chart, that house will be brought 
to prominence by the Mercury influ- 
ence, and the subject will give extra 
thought to the concerns of that house. 
In any case, the focus of the progres- 
sion into a “new” house is an intellec- 
tual and communicative one, with 
Mercury picking up the house influ- 
ence as described above. Bear this in 
mind, and look out for key periods 
when Mercury either makes a pro- 
gressed aspect to the natal Sun, or the 
progressed Sun makes an aspect to 
Mercury’s natal or progressed posi- 
tion. Short key periods will occur 
when the progressed Moon makes 
aspects to Mercury — again, either to 
its natal or progressed position. 
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The Aspects of Mercury 





Mercury contacts. Negative aspects will 
sharpen the receiving planet, but can also produce 
tension and stress, especially where contacts to 
Uranus are concerned. However, it is usually possi-

ble for the individual to use any Mercury influence positively, since 
there is good potential for a lively expression of the mind. 


For Mercury’s aspects to the Sun, 
see the Sun’s aspects to Mercury, 
ppwl4- ho, 


For Mercury’s aspects to the Moon, 
sec the Moon’s aspects to Mercury, 
pp.232-3. 


While you can use the interpretation 
set out for the Moon’s progressions to 
Mercury, when interpreting Mercury’s 
progressed aspects to the Moon, other 
factors should be taken into considera- 
tion. Bear in mind that, when Mercury 
makes a progressed aspect to the 
Moon, its influence will add back- 
ground conditions to the life lasting 
for about a year, as opposed to the 
progressed Moon’s aspects to 
Mercury, when the influence will only 
last for about three months at most. 


MeERCURY’S ASPECTS 
ee TO VENUS 


Note: Because the two planets can 
never be more than 76 degrees apart, 
they can only form the conjunction, 
semi-sextile, semi-square and sextile, 
although the progressed Mercury can 
form many more aspects to the natal 
position of Venus. 


Conjunction 

In this placing, love, natural sympathy 
and understanding are shown to the 
partner, with empathy toward friends 
and colleagues. There are good powers 
of communication, according to the 
joint Mercury and Venus sign. There is 
usually harmony rather than conflict if 
the conjunction crosses two signs, with 
the thoughts of Mercury and the feel- 
ings of Venus working well together. 


BF The semi-sextile 

This promotes harmony between the 
subject’s thoughts and feelings. 
However, the semi-sextile is very weak, 


and unless Mercury and/or Venus is 
personalized, it is unwise to use this 
aspect much in your interpretation. 


MH The semi-square 

Sometimes there is a sharp, biting 
criticism of the partner. If this does 
not apply, because the planets are in 
amenable signs, there will be extra 
friendliness and a willingness to see 
eye-to-eye with friends and lovers. 


The sextile 

Friendliness and openly expressed 
affection are usual. If the chart shows 
creative potential, this aspect 1s a mar- 
velous boost as it nearly always 
bestows a considerable ability for craft- 
work of all kinds. There is a great 
appreciation of texture, and the hands 
are used with dexterity. When Venus or 
Mercury are in earth signs, the love 
and creative use of natural materials - 
such as wool, linen, silk, stone or 
wood — should be encouraged. 


PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN 
MERCURY AND VENUS 


The expression of feelings and sense 
of companionship within a love- 
relationship will be enhanced. If part- 
nerships are not relevant, there may be 
a considerable surge of activity instead, 
with the individual acquiring skills in 
an arts or crafts technique. This activ- 
ity will become important — a different 
sort of love affair. Sometimes there Is 
the strong desire to play a musical 
instrument. Literary talent, possibly 
of a romantic nature, may also be 
evident. 

Little strain and tension will arise 
even if Mercury makes a square aspect 
to Venus (this would have to be the 
progressed Mercury to the natal 
Venus). However, if Venus is heavily 
aspected in the birth chart, there could 
be problems relating to that aspect. 


For example, the subject may be disap- 
pointed or inhibited in love (Venus 
square or opposition Moon or Saturn), 
or be carried away to a fool’s paradise 
(Venus square or opposition Neptune). 
Otherwise, the best influences of both 
planets will provide a pleasant back- 
ground to the year or so during which 
the aspect is exact, with the progressed 
conjunction and sextile (or trine, if 
your subject ts older), being the best. 


MERCUuRY’S ASPECTS 

TO MArRs 
Conjunction 
Whatever the sign, this aspect acceler- 
ates and energizes the mind, making 
the individual very quick-thinking and 
decisive. He or she can keep well 
ahead of rivals, and assertiveness and 
competitiveness in business, study and 
sport will be present. There is a capac- 
ity for hard mental work and some- 
times a liking for satire, which can 
emerge in the sense of humor. If 
aggressiveness is shown clsewhere 
there will be a tendency to quarrel, 
although usually this is channeled into 
lively and provocative opinions that 
will be forcibly voiced in discussions. 


Positive aspects 

These are much the same as the con- 
junction, with the same lively, quick- 
thinking and decisive mind. The 
nervous system is also strengthened, 
enabling the subject to cope well in sit- 
uations that would induce strain and 
tension in others. He or she may even 
thrive on such an atmosphere, perhaps 
having a very demanding job in the 
money markets, and will act positively 
whenever the going gets tough. 


— | Negative aspects 

The mental energy is increased in 
much the same way as described 
above, but there is a risk of tension 
due to overwork, perhaps resulting in 
a breakdown. This would be most 
likely if either Mercury or Mars also. 
make negative aspects to Uranus. 

The great risk, however, is a ten- 
dency to act prematurely, since in mak-. 
ing snap decisions, undue 
consideration may be given to the 
details of a problem or situation. There 
is a distinct tendency for fools to rush 
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in; look for qualities of common sense 
and mental stability in other areas of 
the chart. The Sun or rising sign in an 
earth sign may help, as would a 
well-aspected Saturn. 


PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN 
MERCURY AND MARS 


@ Conjunction 
The individual may face additional 
intellectual demands for about a year. 
Involvement in one specific project 
lasting for the duration of the progres- 
sion’s effect is likely. The challenge will 
be exciting, and an excited nervous 
energy will ignite the subject’s 
enthusiasm for the job in hand. 
Premature action and over-hasty 
decision-making must be guarded 
against; if these tendencies are kept 
under control, the results should be 
extremely satisfying. Transits from 


— Jupiter will help this progression.

' Positive aspects 
The effects of these are much as for 


the conjunction, but there may not be 
quite the same frenetic pace or power- 
ful concentration on one project. 
Certainly the general rhythm of life 
will increase, resulting in demanding 
intellectual or mental work. 
Enthusiasm and energy channeled 
into all kinds of work or ambitions will 
be rewarded. This progression could 
also work well for an athlete training 
for a specific event, since he will be in 
the right frame of mind to cope, and 
the nervous and physical energies 
should complement each other. 


ff Negative aspects

For about a year, the individual may be 
vulnerable to nervous strain and ten- 
sion, but will be most at risk when 
(and if) there are negative transits from 


Uranus either to the natal Mercury or . 


Mars. Impatience is likely, and should 
plans be frustrated (perhaps duc to _ 
Saturn’s or Pluto’s influence on other 
areas of the chart), the tendency will 
be to overreact by making hasty and 
rash decisions that could, in the long 
run, only make matters worse. 


_ The subject may tend to become 


rather sarcastic or even slightly 
bitter at times, due to strain and 
tension. However, such extreme 


reactions would only be provoked by 
additional stress from other planets, as 
mentioned above. 


ys MERCURY’S ASPECTS 
TO JUPITER 


Conjunction 

There is excellent intellectual potential 
here which, if creativity is shown in 
other areas of the chart, can be 
expressed through writing and all 
kinds of literary work. In a chart where 
there is scientific or mathematical 
potential, this aspect is also an 
extremely powerful and useful focal 
point, since the mind should work 
well and the capacity for learning will 
be quite considerable. 

The sign placing must be very care- 
fully considered since this shows how 
the mental energies will develop and 
what the intellectual outlook and 
attitude will be. 


Positive aspects 

The level of intellectual potential may 
be very strong, and the subject is usu- 
ally good-natured and optimistic. He 
or she may lean toward an over-philo- 
sophical outlook and as a result be 
rather too easy-going. The more men- 
tal demands that are made the better, 
since this aspect will work well for the 
subjectuf be or she accepts mind- 
stretching challenges. 


Negative aspects 
These usually cause few problems.and 
are asindicative of good intellectual 
potentialas the.conjunction and posi- 
tive aspects. However, the subject may 
have.a tendency to besomewhat 
absent-minded. 

A healthy element of scepticism, a 
tendency. to.exaggerate and occasional 
carclessness/are usually present and-can 


lead to complications. Under some eir- 


cumstances the nervous system'can. 
suffer, especially ifMercury or Jupiter 
are-negatively aspected by Uranus, or 
Mercuryas in Virgo. If bilousness is 
shown in other.arcas.of the chart this 
aspect will exacerbate the problem. 

Special attention should always be 
paid)to the smallprinp when signing, 
contracts\or legal doeuménts, for the 
individualwill tend-to gloss oyer and 
ignore such details, 
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) PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN 
MERCURY AND JUPITER 


Conjunction 

This can be very exciting, especially if 
the individual has always had a yearn- 
ing to write or travel extensively. It will 
also be of enormous help to anyone 
studying or taking examinations. 

Look to the transits of Jupiter during 
the year in which the progression is 
exact, as there will be plenty of key 
periods to use for such occupations 
which, unless Mercury or Jupiter are 
heavily afflicted in the birth chart, 
should be very successful. 


Positive aspects 

The areas mentioned above will all 
flourish, with the mind working well 
and accepting all sorts of intellectual 
challenges. Perhaps a language will be 
studied, or comparative religions. 
(Remember that Jupiter has a relation- 
ship with religion.) Overall, life should 
expand for the individual, who must 
keep an open mind but whose outlook 
will be hopeful and optimistic. 


od Negative aspects 

Some nervous strain and tension is 
likely, but considerable success can be 
achieved provided blind optimism is 
avoided. Contracts must be studied 
very carefully, as mistakes could easily 
be made. Extra time should be allowed 
for decision-making.

Conjunction

Parents whoshave a child with this 
conjuneron Mustnorexpect him or 
her to makewrapid progress’ at school. 
Rather, tle’ child will bea steady plod- 
der — specially if the conjunction falls 
ithe same sign as the Sun. If the 
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conjunction is in a fire or air sign it 
will act as a stabilizer to fiery energy 
and airy, lively intellectuality. It wall 
calm the emotions when in a water 
sign and may lead to a certain obsti- 
nacy and self-will if in an earth sign. 


Positive aspects 

These can act as an excellent anchor- 
age in a chart showing a great deal of 
lively, positive enthusiasm. There is an 
ability to think in a careful and con- 
centrated way, and usually the mind 
works very methodically. What is said 
is meant, and the individual will have 
an element of reliability as a result of 
this aspect (look for other indications 
of that positive characteristic elsewhere 
in the birth chart). 


Negative aspects 

Sometimes these aspects cause obses- 
sional tendencies and a passion for 
neatness and order. The individual will 
be extremely hard on him- or herself, 
and is often critical of others. The 
subject can also be shocked 
surprisingly easily, and may have a 
narrow-minded streak. 

Pessimism (especially if the Moon 
and Saturn form a negative aspect to 
each other) and depression can occur. 
Look to other areas of the chart for a 
counter to this. Suspicion and cunning 
are also possible traits, and sometimes 
the individual is rather shy, lacking in 
self-confidence especially at large 
social gatherings. 


team PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN 


fi MERCURY AND SATURN 


Conjunction 

This important trend should be used 
positively, since the time is nght for 
the subject to make long-term plans. 
The astrologer must encourage him or 
her to understand that such plans can- 
not be expected to fall into place very 
quickly, as the presence of Saturn 
means delays and frustrations are 
almost inevitable. 

The mind will be working along very 
constructive and practical lines, and 
should there be a possibility of promo- 
tion, the subject will carry any addi- 
tional responsibilities extremely well. 
Positive transits from Saturn to the 
Sun will encourage these themes. 


Positive aspects 

These aspects are much as above, but 
will not be quite as strong unless Mer- 
cury and Saturn are personal planets. 
They will give the subject a sensible, 
practical outlook on achievements, and 
while progress may be slower than 
hoped, it will still be very sound. 


=] Negative aspects 

The individual may experience a period 
when progress is very slow. Delays and 
frustrations can cause disproportionate 
annoyance. If the progression.occurs at 
the time of a Saturn Return (see 
p.312), encourage your subjéct to 
believe that whatever changes or deci- 
sions are made will be the right ones. 
However, patience is essential. 

Look to positive transits — perhaps . 
from Jupiter to Mercury, the Sun or 
Ascendant — to counter depression, 
negative thoughts and any feelings of 
hopelessness that may arise during this 
tricky period. 


HK MERCURY’S ASPECTS 
me TO URANUS” 


Conjunction 

This is adynamic configuration that 
contnbutes originality and adds speedy 
brilliance to the mind. It also gives 
some independence and perhaps stub- 
bornness and self-will, lending consid- 
erable support to these characteristics 
if they are shown elsewhere. 

The need for independence may 
become important to the subject, who 
can be a very private person, liking to 
go his or her own way uninhibited by 
the demands of others. The positive 
originality of this aspect is marvelous 
and will be of considerable use to the 
subject if it is properly encouraged. 


Positive aspects 
Talent, and a liking, for somewhat 
unusual interests is probable. Orig- 
inality and bright ideas are common 
and — especially if Leo or Jupiter is 
prominent — there will be a well- 
developed sense of drama. An inven- 
tive imagination can be used in 
creative or scientific work. 
Independence will be necessary, 
especially if either Mercury or Uranus 
is a personal planet or if Mercury falls 
in the same sign as the Sun. 


| Negative aspects 

These will contribute the same bnght, 
original mind, but there is a possibility 
of nervous tension, especially if Mars 
makes negative aspects to either planet. 
There can be tactlessness, with the 
individual suddenly speaking out of 
turn or being known for letting the cat 
out of the bag! Sometimes the subject 
will think he or she has special gifts, 
with a parucular message for mankind. 
This will be most likely if Neptune 
receives negative aspects from the Sun 
or Moon, or squares the Ascendant. 


Note: Aspects between Mercury and 
Uranus are often found in the charts-of 
professional astrologers. 


vs PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN 
MERCURY AND URANUS 


Conjunction 
Mental activity will be increased, and 
the subject will have-at least one bight 
idea, or mavbe even.a series of them. 
Encouragement should be given to 
follow these ideas through, albeit with 
the warning to avoid undue haste. This 
aspect could also spark off the study of 
a fascinating or unusual subject. 

If Jupiter is prominentby transit, 
the chances are that the project, or 
projects, will be successful, but look 
for positive Saturn influences to indi- 
cate increased powers of concentra- 
tion, or delays (negative Saturn). 


Positive aspects 

These are very much as above, but 
there will be less compulsive, dynamic 
force. Other progressed aspects will 
either encourage the development of 
original ideas or hamper them. It is 
really up to you to help your subject to 
develop his or her ideas in the way that 
will provide the greatest amount of 
inner satisfaction. 


BB Negative aspects 

Periods of nervous strain and tension 
may be likely, especially if other 
progressed aspects show these tenden- 
cies, or transits indicate delay or frus- 
tration. In either case it is important 
that you consider whether or not your: 
subject is being his or her own worst — 
enemy, since stubbornness to a ridicu- 
lous degree may be present, thus 
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causing an even greater build-up of 
tension. However, if this doesn’t apply, 
the individual may be able to use this 
energy positively, in the manner sug- 
gested in the descriptions of both the 
conjunction and positive aspects. 


Ny MERcuRY’S ASPECTS 
TO NEPTUNE 


Conjunction 

Here, the mental attributes of Mercury 
combine with the imagination and 
inspiration of Neptune, so if the con- 
junction is free of negative aspects 
from Saturn, these two planets will add 
an interesting quality. They do not 
give common sense, however, and the 
subject may sometimes drift off into a 
private fantasy world, or simply day- 
dream. This will be most obvious if the 
conjunction falls in Libra or Scorpio, 
when the imagination may center on 
romantic or sexual fantasies. 

The conjunction will be an asset for 
those who have it in Leo, Virgo or 
Sagittarius, since then the intellect and 
imagination will be expressed posi- 
tively, and probably creatively; encour- 
age development of this potential. 
Increased sensitivity and intuition can 
be marked if they are shown in other 
areas of the chart, and sometimes the 
individual has psychic powers, but 
these must also be indicated elsewhere. 
Usually this aspect is a delightful influ- 
ence, but one that must be controlled. 


Positive aspects 

The effect of these is much as above, 
with the subject being kind, gentle and 
sensitive. He or she will know intu- 
itively what the other person is think- 
ing — sometimes, indeed, thinking 
imaginatively ahead. 

The occult may attract, as with the 
conjunction, but much depends on the 
other aspects Neptune receives. As 
always, sound a note of caution to 
your subjects if they want to become 
involved in such activities. 


=| Negative aspects 

These contribute an element of cun- 
ning and a tendency to scheme. Some- 
times deception and lying may even be 
practiced. If cither planct is personal 
there may well be self-deception, with 
the individual unable, or unwilling, to 





see reality or face facts. Just how much 
of a problem this can be will depend 
on the amount of practicality indicated 
elsewhere in the chart. 

Help will be given if the Sun, Moon 
or Ascendant fall in an earth sign, as 
will positive aspects of the Sun or 
Moon to Saturn, or a positive aspect 
from Saturn to the Ascendant. If Nep- 
tune rules the Sun or the chart, these 
tendencies will be a stumbling block. 
Parents of children with these aspects 
must always encourage truthfulness. 


Ny PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN 
MERCURY AND NEPTUNE 

Conjunction 
If other progressed aspects are positive 
and there are encouraging transits 
from Jupiter, this will be an interesting 
year or so. Imaginative, creative work 
will be achieved, and there is a good 
chance that the individual will look 
back on this period with nostalgia, 
especially if Venus is involved in the 
progressions. Concrete form should be 
given to all ideas at this time. 


Positive aspects 

These are much as above, with the 
additional possibility that the imagina- 
tion and mind will work well together, 
with interesting and unusual results. 


Negative aspects 

Self-deception can occur and the indi- 
vidual may not want to face up to real- 
ity. There can be an attraction to cults, 
but much practical thought must be 
given before the subject becomes over- 
involved. Keeping a balanced outlook 
on such topics will be difficult, and 
firm, constructive advice is needed. 
However, it may be hard to make the 
subject accept such counsel, especially 
if he or she is very young and prone to 
fascinating but negative influences. 


p MERCURY’S ASPECTS 
TO PLUTO 


Conjunction 

This placing gives an ability to think 
deeply and intuitively and to work 
through psychological problems and 
inhibitions with the aid of self-analysis. 
However, there will also be a tendency 


to hold on to such problems if either 
Mercury or Pluto receives square 
aspects from the Moon, Saturn, or any 
personal planct. If the aspects are posi- 
tive, there should be an ability to talk 
through such problems with friends 
once the subject has reached his or her 
own conclusions. Here is a sleuth-like 
mind that enjoys solving mysteries. 


Positive aspects 

No details of any topic will be glossed 
over, and once his or her interest is 
ignited, the individual will be fasci- 
nated to explore any subject in depth. 
If Mercury or Pluto are personal plan- 
ets, the need to explore the self will be 
just as powerful as with the conjunc- 
tion, but a result may be more easily 
achieved. 


ia Negative aspects 

There can be difficulty in discussing 
personal problems, and secretiveness is 
common. Sometimes obsessive tend- 
encies and stubbornness are present if 
the fixed signs are involved. If nervous 
tension is shown in other areas these 
aspects may have an adverse effect on 
the health, causing constipation, stom- 
ach upsets or even ulcers, especially if 
the individual is prone to worry — 
which will almost inevitably be “bot- 
tled up”. Encourage your subject to 
relax into talking through his or her 
problems. This will be difficult, but 
you will learn a great deal about coun- 
scling skills if and when you succeed. 


Note: Aspects between Mercury and 
Pluto often give an individual a flair 
for computer technology. 


PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN 
MERCURY AND PLUTO 


Conjunction 

While this progression is operative 
there is a possibility that the individual 
will suffer considerable frustrations 
every now and then. The time will be 
right for him or her to come to terms 
with ongoing psychological problems. 
A course of therapy will work very 
well, and result in the ability to make a 
fresh start with greater self-confidence. 
If Mercury or Pluto are personalized, 
then it is highly likely that this will be 
an important period for your subject, 
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but one that will need support trom 
strong, positive transits to the Sun, 
Ascendant or Moon. 


Positive aspects 

Sometmes sweeping changes are 
made, with the individual needing to 
reshape his lite in some way. There 
may be a radical change of opinions. 
As with the conjunction, psychological 
hang-ups can be positively resolved. 
7 Negative aspects 

Warn your subject that during this 
peniod (and remember that Mercury 
may first aspect the natal position of 
Pluto and then move directly on to 
that planet's progressed position, so 
extending this aspect’s duration to 
about uvo years), there will be times 
when progress will be blocked and he 
or she may come up against metaphor- 
ical brick walls. If this happens, the 
solution is to try not to force issues. 
The blockage usually only occurs when 
there are negative transits backing up 
the Mercury/Pluto progression, and 
once these have passed the subject will 
be able to move on again. This is not 
an easy trend and patience is needed. 


yey MERCURY’S ASPECTS 
TO THE ASCENDANT 

Conjunction 
Here, Mercury adds lively, bright and 
intelligent qualities. There will usually 
be quick-thinking and considerable 
versatility, but restlessness is often pre- 
sent. The individual will be talkative 
and have a powerful need to commu- 
nicate his or her ideas and opinions. 
The nervous system will be sensitive, 
working well and without problems if 
Mercury is positively aspected by other 
planets, but causing nervous strain and 
tension if it receives negative aspects. 

If Mercury falls in the twelfth house, 
the subject may be secretive. The 
imagination and intuition can be 
heightened. The closer to the 
Ascendant this aspect is, the stronger 
its effects, but an accurate birth time is 
necessary for a reliable interpretation. 


Positive aspects 

These are much as tor the conjunction, 
with the house position of Mercury 
having an increased personal effect on 


the subject. Unless Mercury falls in the 
Sun sign its effects will be noticeable 
but not very powerful; they will help 
the individual towards an integration 
of the mind and personality. 


a Negative aspects 

The subject will be inclined to talk too 
much when nervous, and some tension 
may well be present which will quicken 
the mind. There may be a tendency 
toward hypochondna, especially if you 
find that worry is shown elsewhere 

in the chart. 


Fey PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN 
MERCURY AND THE ASCENDANT 
Conjunction 
This indicates a period of change, 
when the individual will reassess his or 
her opinions and ideas, perhaps even 
totally rethinking the lifestyle. Look to 
Mercury’s natal aspects to see how the 
subject will cope with this interesting 
but unsettling penod. Do not forget 
Mercury’s influence on the nervous 
system, and if necessary advise relax- 
ation techniques. This period is very 
important if Mercury is personalized. 


Positive aspects 

The effect of these is very much as for 
the conjunction. The progression will 
provide a light but stimulating back- 
ground theme over a period of about a 
vear or so. New interests will be taken 
up, and mental challenges readily 
accepted. This is a lively progression; 
advise your subject to make the most 
of its intellectually revitalizing effects. 


e Negative aspects 

There will be a marked tendency to 
succumb to worry or nervous tension, 
with the possibility of small problems 
becoming disproportionately large. 
The influence is not very strong unless 
Mercury is personalized, but decision- 
making may cause tension and the 
subject must not act prematurely. 

A flurry of stomach upsets can occur, 
or perhaps there will be skin rashes as a 
result of tension: these are most likely 
if the progression coimeides with tense 
transits from Uranus, or perhaps with 
the Uranus Half-return (see p.326). 
The subject will find that relaxation 
techniques and exercises can help. 


3 MERCURY’S ASPECTS TO THE 
Ml MIDHEAVEN 


Conjunction 

The individual will need and enjoy 
many changes in his or her career, or 
in objectives. There will be a flair for 
work in communications of all kinds 
and the media. Teaching, the travel 
industry or the airlines may appeal, but 
the need for variety should be 
expressed within the confines of a care- 
fully chosen career, otherwise there 
will be a tendency to move around so 
much that real progress is inhibited. 
The importance of this placing is 
increased if Mercury occupies the same 
sign as the Sun, or is personalized. 


Positive aspects 

These have much the same effects as 
the conjunetion, but will be less pow- 
erful. There will be an added emphasis 
on the positive Mercury areas and in 
the subject’s ability not to allow rest- 
lessness in the career or objectives to 
become overwhelming. 


si Negative aspects 

Above-average nervous strain, tension 
and worry may plague the subject 
when there are problems at work or 
decisions to be made as to his or her 
direction in life. Look to other areas of 
the chart to see how your subject can 
come to terms with such problems. 
The negative aspects will only be a 
contributory factor in these problems 
unless Mercury is a personal planet.

| Conjunction 
Assuming that the birth time is accu- 
rate, vour subject will experience some 
very interesting and lively changes, 
thanks to his or her reputation and 
known experience. There may be the 
chance to change jobs (sometimes 
within the current employment), take 
a sabbatical or some additional study 
course, maybe abroad, or to express 
opinions by writing articles for trade 
journals or the media. 

Life is likely to be eventful when 
there are lively, progressive transits 
from Jupiter or Uranus to the Sun or 





the personal planets. The individual 
should be encouraged to take up any 
offer that comes along, but not to act 
in a hasty or premature way. 
¢ Restlessness and impatience may well 
¢ have to be controlled, so look for a 
" cluster of stabilizing, positive Saturn 
transits too. 


Positive aspects 

These have much the same effect as 
the conjunction, but are not such a 
dynamic trend. There can be opportu- 
nities for positive changes, but they 
may not be as all-engulfing as those of 
the conjunction. This progression 
needs even more back-up from positive 
transits, and will be so colored by 
them that they may exert the strongest 
influence. Nevertheless, these are 
useful and lively progressions. 


El Negative aspects 

These may cause stress and tension in 
the career or the attainment of objec- 
tives. It may be necessary for the sub- 
ject to:make changes, perhaps against 
his or her wishes — at work, for 
instance, a company take-over may 
mean moving to a less congenial 
department or area. Much depends on 
personal circumstance, of course, and, 
as with the positive progressions, these 
can be irritated by negative transits and 


_ soothed by positive ones. 


eo MERCURY’S PROGRESSED 
! ASPECTS TO ITS OWN POSITION 


These occur every now and then dur- 
ing a lifetime. Mercury can make any 
-__ aspect to itself up to the square, and if 
-_- you are working on an elderly person’s 

chart you may find a trine! The 
emphasis is totally on Mercury, so the © 
way this planet works in the birth chart 
will be particularly important — look 
again at Mercury’s natal aspects. 

The progressed house position of 
Mercury will also be important, and 
whether the aspect is positive or nega- 
tive will show whether or not the trend 
will help or hinder. 

These progressions will give an intel- 
___ lectual stimulus to other background 
_ themes working for the individual, but 

if Mercury is making a negative aspect 
to itself and was negatively aspected in 
__ the birth chart, worry and tension may 
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be a problem. Excitement, bright ideas 
and a particularly well-tuned mind and 
nervous system will be present if most 

other indications are positive. 


THE TRANSITS 
OF MERCURY 


Many astrologers do not bother to 
calculate or interpret these tiny 
influences, but we think they are quite 
worthwhile, for they add color to the 
life for two or three days and, since 
several transits often occur one after 
the other, it is well worth taking 
advantage of these brief energies. 

Only conjunctions and oppositions 
need be calculated, and as Mercury is a 
harmless planet there is little difference 
in interpreting either contact. 
Nevertheless, do remember that if any 
negative Mercury trait is indicated in 
the birth chart, or when Mercury 
makes an opposition transit to its own 
position, the Sun, Moon, chart-ruler, 
Ascendant or Midheaven, there will be 
a slight tendency for it to be apparent 
in the subject’s attitude of mind. The 
strength of the transits will be slightly 
increased if Mercury is prominent in 
the progressions or if it is also con- 
tacted by other slower-moving 
transitting planets. 

Roughly speaking, it is good to make 
telephone calls, write letters, arrange 
meetings or conduct business discus- 
sions while these transits are operative. 
They also provide good communica- 
tive back-up when other stronger 
transits or progressed lunar aspects 
are working. 


Mercury’s transits to the Sun 

An effort should be made to catch up 
on letter-writing, put ideas to other 
people, and get out and enjoy life. 


Mercury’s transits to the Moon 
Intuition should be combined with 
practical thinking. Minor changes to 
domestic routine should be consid- 
ered. The subject ought to initiate 
family discussions and sort out any 
problems associated with children, 
parents or other relatives. 


Mercury’s transits to Mercury 
All of Mercury’s natal influences 
should be used to their best advantage. 


Mercury’s transits to Venus 

This is a good time to arrange pleas- eo) 
ant, chatty meetings or parties with 

friends. Looking for bargains and visit- 

ing favorite department stores can 

also be enjoyable. 


Mercury’s transits to Mars 

The subject should be decisive, making 
his or her opinions known and, if nec- 
essary, telling other people a few home 
truths. This is a time for being firm 
but keeping one’s cool. 


Mercury’s transits to Jupiter 

These lively influences are particularly 
good for all kinds of intellectual work 
or study. They can also be used to plan 
or take long journeys, or to make 
contact with foreigners. 


Mercury’s transits to Saturn 

Plans and important decisions should D 
be made, although feelings of optu- 

mism may be less strong than usual. 

Mail delays or frustration when 

trying to make telephone calls can 

be expected. 


Mercury’s transits to Uranus 
Original ideas could come thick and 
fast. The subject should not act impul- 
sively, but give him- or herself time to 
think things through. There may be a 
flash of brilliance. Tense, nervous 
excitement is likely. 


Mercury’s transits to Neptune 
Feelings of inspiration may occur. This 
is a good time for getting out and 
about with a camera. Careful lists 
should be made of everything the sub- 
ject has to do, since forgetfulness may 
easily be a stumbling block. 


Mercury’s transits to Pluto 

The subject may feel like exploding 
with rage, and will probably be right in 
doing so. This is a good time to clear 
out any clutter — especially old papers, 
magazines and so on. 


Mercury’s transits to the Ascendant 
This is a time for thinking about one- 
self and what one wants. Any problems 
should be talked over with partners. 


Mercury’s transits to the Midheaven 
New developments and a change of 
plans should be expected. 
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yy i i he orbit of Venus, like that of Mercury, lies 

Lf between us and the Sun. Venus is known, 
astronomically, as the second inferior planet, and it 
can never be more than 48 degrees from the Sun 
as seen from the Earth. It will therefore share the 


same sign as the Sun or be in one of the two signs cither side of it. 
For instance, in a chart with a Gemini Sun sign, Venus will be in 
Aries, Taurus, Gemini with the Sun, Cancer or Leo. 

Venus influences the way in which we relate to other people, 
both socially and economically. Our attitudes to money and posses- 
sions are also the concern of this planet. When reading this section, 
first look up the relevant sign placing of Venus, then read the 
ensuing paragraph relating it to the Sun sign in question. 


a VENUS 
IN ARIES 

The individual is passionate, falling in 
love quickly, and will be demonstra- 
tive. Sexual fulfillment is of above- 
aver-age importance, and an 
uncooperative partner will not be tol- 
erated. Although an clement of Arian 
selfishness may well cause problems 
occasionally, the individual will be gen- 
erous to a loved one, making sure 
there are many occasions of joint 
enjoyment. Here is a lively friend and 
energetic colleague. The attitude to 
money is extremely enterprising, but a 
risk-taking element can cause financial 
losses. Often, there is an enjoyable sec- 
ond source of income, but money can 
sull slip through the fingers. 


Sun Sign Aquarius 

with Venus in Aries 

This adds warmth and passion to the 
cool detachment of the Aquarian Sun. 
There will be powerful emotional 
relationships, but sometimes conflict 
can arise when the subject has to 
decide whether to deepen one of these 
through home-sharing or marriage, 
and there may be a delay in making an 
emotional commitment. Independence 
is Most important, as is the Aquarian 
lifestyle; there will be an active social 
life and many like-minded friends. 
There is an erratic attitude to money, 
with a liking for unusual possessions. 


Sun Sign Pisces with Venus in Aries 
The sensitive watery emotion of Pisces 
combined with the fiery passion of 
Aries makes these individuals ardent 


but caring and tender lovers. At times 
they will be confused by their own 
emotuonal intensity, and apprehension 
and a lack of self-confidence (Pisces) 
may clash with a desire for the loved 
one (Venus in Aries). Nonetheless, the 
striving for a rewarding relationship is 
important, as are friends with shared 
interests. Money will be enjoyed, so 
saving may well be difficult. The sub- 
ject may find that impulsive generosity 
could cause problems. 


Sun Sign Aries with Venus in Aries 
Here is a very passionate and enthusi- 
astic partner who needs to maintain 
independence within a permanent rela- 
tionship. Although selfish at times, he 
or she will be generous to loved ones, 
wanting them to enjoy the relation- 
ship. Rivalry can occur in friendship, 
with the subject needing to take the 
lead. Money is often made from side- 
lines as well as a main source, and 
investment will be enjoyed. Impulse- 
buying can lead to cashflow problems. 


Sun Sign Taurus 

with Venus in Aries 

The passions are very powerful, and 
while this subject makes an excellent, 
sensual lover, the emotional level is so 
high that storms may well arise. At 
such times possessiveness (Taurus) and 
selfishness (Venus in Aries) can cause 
serious problems, but the highs will be 
marvelously romantic as well as fulfill- 
ing. Over-emotional reactions can 
sometimes cause difficulties with 
friends. In money matters, the individ- 
ual is clever, but a liking for luxury will 
prove expensive. 


Sun Sign Gemini 

with Venus in Aries 

The Geminian mistrust of emotion can 
cause problems with this passionate 
placing, but there will be good rapport 
and friendship, and sexual fulfillment 
once the tendency to rationalize is 
overcome. This is a lively friend with 
many varied interests, wanting to do a 
great deal and travel widely. Spend- 
thrift tendencies must be countered. 


VENUS 
IN TAURUS 


Venus rules this sign so its influence 
will be increased by this placing. The 
individual is loving, warm and affec- 
tionate and makes a passive, sensual 
and romantic partner, but the Taurean 
possessiveness will incline him or her 
to think of the loved one as another 
much-cherished belonging. Material 
possessions will be extremely impor- 
tant, since they contribute a measure 
of security and stability. There will be 
much hard work to achieve luxury and 
comfort, but if it is possible to make 
money easily, the subject will be'keen 
to do so, since a liking for relaxation is 
common. Often there is a talent for, 
and appreciation of, music, combined 
with a general love of beauty; art and 
good living — especially for food. 


Sun Sign Pisces 

with Venus in Taurus 

This adds stability, and is a good 
counter to Piscean elusiveness.. The 
emotions are steady and tenipered 
with common sense and fiscal ability. A 
practical approach both to love and 
financial matters is often present,and 
the placing will. add'to the creative flair 
of Pisces, helping to’ give it concrete 
form. As a friend, the subject ts nrore- 
reliable than most Sun sign Pisceans, 
but an element of possessiveness may 
emerge within relationships. 


Sun Sign Aries 

with Venus in Taurus) _ 

This will increase the affection and add 
secthing passion. The subject 
approaches love affairs with surprising 
caution, but must realize that selfish- 
ness and possessiveness Can cause more 
damage than might be imagined. © + 
Enthusiasm and prudence should be 
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combined to get the best of this plac- 
ing, both emotionally and materially. 
Here is an excellent friend who is good 
company, with an infectious enjoyment 
of life. Financial enterprise is combined 
with care. 


Sun Sign Taurus 

with Venus in Taurus 

The Taurean characteristics are very 
prominent and could outweigh the 
power of the Ascendant. Love and the 
attitude towards money and its making 
are as described under Venus in Taurus 
(see left), with all Sun sign characteris- 
tics complementing, enhancing or 
exaggerating those of Venus in Taurus. 
The metabolism could be slow and 
Taurean ailments may be present. The 
weight should be strictly controlled by 
restricting the intake of rich food. 
Financial and emotional security are of 
vital importance. 


Sun Sign Gemini 

with Venus in Taurus 

This increases the Gemini emotional 
level, but can cause problems, since 
the individual must learn to express his 
or her emotions and not over- 
rationalize them. The subject will try 
very hard to counter any possessive 
tendencies. Here is a lively, talkative 
friend who will enjoy organizing 
events. A liking for luxury will prove 
expensive. Quick Gemini wit will com- 
plement the Taurean business ability. 


Sun Sign Cancer 

with Venus in Taurus 

There is marvelous potential for being 
a Caring, sensitive and extremely sen- 
sual lover. However, the Cancerian 
tendency to chensh and protect, com- 
bined with a Taurean leaning toward 
possessiveness, can create highly claus- 
trophobic conditions within a relation- 
ship and have an adverse effect on 
family life.

This considerably increases the 
Sagittarian love of independence yet 
cools the ardent passions of that sign.

This placing can also glam- 
orize the usually very casual Sagittarian 
image.

This placing can make the aspiring

The desire for exercise is not usually 
increased but the need may be, since 
rich food and wine will be enjoyed. 
There is also a distinct possibility of 
weight problems which may be 
thyroid-related, since the metabolism 
could be slow. The individual will 
either be very good at following a con- 
stant work routine or languid, tending 
to procrastinate over regular jobs. A 
steady routine is best, as it can stabilize 
or even increase the metabolism. 
There will be a dislike of working in 
dirty or unpleasant conditions, 
although these may be tolerated if the 
end-product is aesthetically pleasing. 
For instance, pottery or horticulture 
could attract. Good manners are 
important, and the subject will set an 
excellent example to others but be 
quick to criticize them over any lapses.

IN THE SEVENTH HOUSE 
The plance’s influence is increased by 
its posidon in this, the Venus/Libra 
house. The need to share the life with 
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a partner 1s extremely unportant, and 
in order to fulfill it the subject may 
rush into emotional commitments. 
The way in which he or she relates to 
the partner will be in the manner of 
Venus’ sign placing, but this will only 
emerge in the personal relationship. 

The influence of the partner must 
not encroach upon the subjcct’s own 
personality. This is because, at times, 
the identity will be lost or merged with 
that of the partner, through pure love, 
affection and admiration. The manner 
of this will depend on the Venus sign. 
A well-rounded relationship should be 
aimed for, encompassing friendship, 
good communication and some ele- 
ment of working together for joint 
progress as well as love, bahrvony and a 
happy sex life. 

If Venus is inhibited by the Moon, 
Saturn or Uranus, the subject should 
be encouraged to work harder at the 
relationship — there may be a tendency 
to give up when it goes wrong.

This placing increases the intensity of 
the individual’s emotions and passions 
and sometimes jealous feelings can dis- 
rupt partnerships. The sex life 1s usu- 
ally rich and rewarding unless Venus is 
inhibited by Saturn or Pluto, in which 
case it may be cramped by psychologi- 
cal problems that can only be resolved 
by in-depth discussion with a partner, 
or, if really persistent, a sex therapist. 
If Venus is in a water sign the in- 
tuition will be considerably increased, 
but in all cases there is insight and 
sympathy. The subject may also iden- 
ufy with other people’s problems and 
be able to analyze them, or indeed, his 
or her own difficulties. By tradition 
this is a fortunate placing for inheri- 
tance, and there is often a shrewd busi- 
ness sense and flair for investment. 


VENUS 
IN THE NINTH HOUSE 





There will be a great love of and need 
for travel, with the subject tending to 
all in love with foreign countries and 


daydream about them. Quite often 
romantic episodes occur abroad. 
Tradition also decrees that the subject 
will marry someone from overscas and 
live abroad, and this is often the case. 

A wisely relaxed and pleasantly 
philosophical attitude toward life is 
very apparent, and the individual will 
want to live in an idealistic world that 
is beautiful and peaceful. If he or she is 
well-motivated and energetic (look to 
the Ascendant and Mars), action will 
be taken along these lines - campaign- 
ing for peace, for example. The college 
years will be enjovable and rewarding, 
although not necessarily as a result of 
hard work. Instead, the experiences 
undergone there will have an above- 
average impact on the subject.

This is. excellent for developing good 
relationships with colleagues. If the 
subject holds a managerial or adminis- 
trative position he or she will be less 
likely to be a lonely figure. However, 
coping with onerous responsibilities 
can be daunting. This should be borne 
in mind when promotion is offered, 
for here is somcone who is better at 
working with others than alone, 
although prestige is enjoyed, and there 
is usually an ability to delegate.

is very important but must not be the 
only motivation.

Those who are not in a 
profession will have some idealistic 
aspirations that blend with those of the 
partner. The ability to identify with the 
partner’s s ambitions, giving much sup- 
port and encouragement, is also likely.

The social life will be much enjoyed 
and very important to the individual, 
who will have a great many fnends and 


avery large number of acquaintances. 
Committee work will be sincerely 
enjoyed, as will furthering the aims of 
the particular groups and societies 
which develop the subject’s special 
interests. He or she will thrive on the 
admiration of others when praised for 
special efforts. 

There is a genuine desire to please, 
and a flair for entertaining or organiz- 
ing social events which not only give 
pleasure to the participants but also 
raise money for the relief of suffering 
and give the subject much satisfaction.

There can be great secrecy about love 
relationships and often, due to inhibi- 
tion and shyness, the subject is unable 
to express his or her feelings, resulting 
in silent passion and adulation from a 
distance. If this happens, a tendency to 
fantasize will develop and, while this is 
usually very healthy for most people, it 
may get out of hand in this case. The 
subject can also become isolated. 
Under stress, comfort may be sought 
from eating or drinking too much. 
Religious faith is sometimes 


strengthened, with a love of the Deity 


and a sense of vocation being used to » 
suppress sexual and emotional rclation- 
ships. An aesthetic or creative interest 
which is carried on in peace and quiet 
will be good for the individual, 
especially if it brings concrete results. 
The influence of Venus 1s strengthened 
considerably if it is in conjunction with 
the Ascendant. 


VENUS PROGRESSED 


At most, Venus will progress through 
three houses during a lifetime. The 
eftect of its progress from one house 
to the next will be very subtle, with 
the subject perhaps merely becoming, 
more aware of, and attracted to, the 
concerns of the house into which the 
planet has progressed. There should be 
enhanced enjoyment in the sphere of 
lite influenced by the house. For

enus is a beneficial planet, so its effect is 
Ay tclahy negative unless it exaggerates the 
action of the planet it contacts. Some caution is 
needed, however, since Venus can bestow too 
much charm, laziness and a tendency to “ride” 


others. On the whole these aspects will enhance the subject’s 
expression of love and ability to cope with money and possessions.

VENUS’ ASPECTS 
TO MARS 


Conjunction 

This aspect enhances the sexual appeal 
and enjoyment of sexual relationships. 
Traditionally, Mars tends to coarsen 
the influence of Venus while Venus 
refines that of Mars, and this is often 
true. Even so, these two polar planets 
seem to work well in conjunction, 
adding exuberance, sexual appetite and 
enthusiasm while helping the individ- 
ual to be sensitive to the partner’s 
wishes and making him or her truly 
affectionate. 

Note the sign influence: the attitude 
toward love and sex will be very much 
in the manner of the sign in which the 
conjunction falls. It will considerably 
strengthen the characteristics of the 
Sun sign should it fall in the same sign 
as that of the Sun. 


Positive aspects 

These work in much the same way as 
the conjunction, often with an empha- 
sis on the element concerned. You 
should therefore consider whether the 
subject will tend to take an intellectual, 
rather detached attitude towards love 
and sex (air), will need security and 
perhaps be fairly conventional (earth), 
be enthusiastic and passionate (fire), or 
be very emotional and sensual (water). 


=| Negative aspects 

These also enliven the attitude towards 
love and sex and often increase the 
desire — but sometimes there is tension 





and, as a result, the ability to relax and 
really enjoy love and sex will depend 
on some effort being made. In some 
cases emotional problems may be sup- 
pressed, especially if the Moon receives 
negative aspects from Saturn, Uranus 
or Pluto. Sometimes the individual is a 
victim of undue unkindness from oth- 
ers and has to develop a thick skin in 
order to cope with this. 

It will be easier if Mars is the 
stronger planet in the chart as a whole, 
and more difficult if Venus dominates 
(this may increase the subject’s sensi- 
tivity to the statements and reactions 
of others).

| Conjunction 
Almost inevitably, there will be an 
emphasis on the love life under this 
planetary influence. Sometimes this 
means an enjoyable love affair that 
does not last, and at other times it can 
be something more permanent. 
Should the conjunction occur when 
important indications of change are 
also working in the progressed chart, 
there is a likelihood that the relation- 
ship will last. If the progression is 
unsupported by, say, a change of Sun 
sign or Ascendant, or perhaps the 
Saturn Return, then the relationship 
may be short-lived, “just one of those 
things”. Nevertheless, an enjoyable 
period seems likely. 


Positive aspects 

The effects of these are very much as 
described for the conjunction, with the 
possibility that things will go accord- 
ing to plan provided there are no really 
disruptive transits or other indications 
of long-term delays or frustrations. 
Assess whether any new relationship 
formed at this time is likely to last or 
not (see above). 
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es Negative aspects 

These herald a tricky period as tar as 
the love life is concerned. Warn your 
subject that there may be some strain 
and tension causing problems; there 
could be upsetting quarrels from time 
to time. 

Some steadying positive transits from 
Saturn to the Moon, or progressed 
aspects from the Moon to Saturn, 
could be really beneficial during these 
progressions, since they will cool the 
emotions, countering any tendencies 
to premature action which may other- 
wise be likely during this period. 


os VENUS’ ASPECTS 
TO JUPITER 


Conjunction 

This contributes charm and generosity 
and makes the subject warm and affec- 
tionate — and popular! Sometimes 
there is a tendency to be sybaritic and, 
especially if the chart has a preponder- 
ance of trine and sextile aspects, this 
configuration will add to an existing 
inclination to be too charming. As a 
result, the individual will tend to 
“ride” other people. 

At its best this gives a philosophical 
and idealistic outlook. If the conjunc- 
tion falls in a sign which bestows 
creativity, the influence will support it. 
Sometimes there is a leaning towards 
literature. This aspect is also good for 
business deals between the sexes. 


Positive aspects 

The subject will be very popular and 
attractive, and may also have a pleasant 
and amusing turn of phrase. These 
aspects are particularly uscful for those 
who deal with the general public. They 
also increase the chance of the individ- 
ual living to a ripe old age. Usually 
there are few financial problems. 


= Negative aspects 

Because both Venus and Jupiter are 
said to be beneficial planets, little 
strain should result from any negative 
aspects between the two. However, 
restlessness and sometimes discontent 
will mar the subject’s happiness from 
time to time. Recklessness, sometimes 
in investments, can occur, and over- 
indulgence in food or drink may lead 
to liverishness and weight gain.

a PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN

Conjunction 
This should herald.a period of prosper- 
ity and happiness, but warn the subject 
of any tendencies towards over-gen- 
erosity or extravagance should extra 
good fortune come along. 

Look at Jupiter’s transits. This pro- 
gressed aspect will be most powerful if 
it coincides with Jupiter transits to the 
Sun, Moon, Ascendant or Midheaven, 
or a Jupiter Return. Even so, a friendly 
caution will not come amiss, especially 
if the tenor of the chart is generally 
extrovert. A progressive period seems 
very likely, and will be almost certain if 
Venus or Jupiter are personalized in 
the birth chart. 


Positive aspects 

These are almost as powerful as the 
conjunction, but there is less chance of 
restlessness Or Over-extravagance, since 
the influence may not be quite as 
strong (unless cither planet is personal- 
ized in the birth chart). Supporting 
influences from a transitting Jupiter 
will assist these aspects enormously. 


& Negative aspects 
Care is needed that in a weak moment 
large sums of money are not wasted or 
lent to others with disastrous results. 
There will also be tendencies towards 
restlessness and perhaps lapses of 
judgement when making decisions 
about love or money. Steadying influ- 
ences from Saturn — especially transit- 
ting trines to Sun or Moon - will help. 
Look out for any negative lunar pro- 
gressions to Jupiter during the year or 
so that these aspects are exact, as they 
could magnify the above weaknesses. 
The diet should be carefully checked 
from time to time, since irritability — 
perhaps due to over-eating or drinking 
when problems become oppressive — 
can add to existing difficulties.

me TO SATURN 

Conjunction 

This is a focal point as far as the indi- 
vidual’s attitude to personal relation- 
ships is concerned, and as a result the 
affections will be cooled. There can 


often be shyness and inhibition, so that 
being forthcoming and responsive in a 
naturally relaxed way will not be easy. 
Often there is above-average 
disappointment in the love life. 

To counter these lowering traits it 
will help if the subject is certain of his 
or her ground before commitment, 
since emotional security is essential. 
Sometimes there is an attraction to an 
older partner. A powerful sense of duty 
can prevent the formation of a perma- 
nent relationship, for instance with the 
subject devoting love, time and energy 
to looking after an elderly parent 
instead. The real reason, however, may 
be a deep-rooted inhibition. 


Positive aspects 

These are less difficult than the con- 
junction, but often they contribute 
financial hardship so that whatever is 
greatly desired (Venus) is frustrated 
(Saturn). This energy will be particu- 
larly active if Venus occupies a luxury- 
loving sign such as Taurus, Leo or 
Libra. Once emotional security is 
established, the individual will develop 
the ability to be very faithful. Even so, 
these aspects are inhibiting. 


Ei Negative aspects 

These will have the same restrictive 
effect, if not an even greater one, than 
the conjunction. However, if drive and 
emotional energy are shown in other 
areas of the chart the subject will have 
sufficient strength of will to overcome 
the problem. Should the Sun or Moon 
make a positive aspect to Pluto, or 
Pluto make one to the Ascendant, the 
overcoming of inhibition through 
therapy will be worth encouraging. 


1) - PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN 
VENUS AND SATURN 


Conjunction 

All aspects between these two planets 
will have a rather depressive effect on 
emotional relationships. With the 
conjunction it is possible that the sub- 
ject will come through a difficult 
period, but in the end he or she will 
benefit from the experience. However, 
the long-term effect can very often be 
mitigated by powerful, positive transits 
from Jupiter to Venus, any personal 
planet, or the Ascendant. This will be a 





key period if Saturn makes contact by 
transit with the natal Venus. The sub- 
ject should be encouraged to take 
things calmly and to be practical. 
Very often this progression means 


that a couple will be separated fora 


while, usually due to career or family 
commitments. The end result may be 
more money and increased prestige. 


Positive aspects 
These may evoke in the subject a more 
serious attitude towards his or her rela- 
tionships. Sometimes they herald a 
long-term commitment — especially if 
they coincide with a change of Sun 
sign, Ascendant, or a Saturn Return. 
Plans could be delayed, perhaps 
those concerning house purchase or 
finance. This is not the happiest of 
progressions, but it can stabilize and 
cool over-ardent, impulsive and pas- 
sionate feelings, adding common sense 
just when it is most needed. 


ce Negative aspects 
If transits and lunar progressions show 
a preponderance of Saturn, Uranus or 
Pluto, the subject is likely to expen- 
ence quite a lot of frustration and 
delay during this period. Sometimes he 
or she will make important changes. © 
Assess just how practical and decisive _ 
the subject is, since these qualities will 
be called upon. Ifa worrier (with

Conjunction

The need for sexual fulfillment is also 
very high, but all will be well if it can 
be given full and rewarding expression 
with the help of a sympathetic partner. 
However, there may be problems 
should the conjunction be aspected 
by Saturn, or if Uranus joins the con- 
junction of Venus and Pluto (in which 
case all three planets will probably be 
in Virgo).

If Venus is in the sixth house, look 
out for health problems due to lack of 
exercise or an overrich diet that is 
causing weight gain; comfort-eating 
may be an expression of the lack of 
emotional security.

VENUS AND THE ASCENDANT 


Conjunction 

This is a time when the emotional life 
should be particularly rich and reward- 
ing. Very often this indicates a 
commitment to marriage or to a 
permanent relationship. If this is not 
the case, there may be strong involve- 
ment in a compelling interest, study or 
vocation. This is a rewarding and 
happy period, emotionally, spiritually 
and often financially. 


Positive aspects 

The effects of these are very much as 
those described for the conjunction, 
but these progressions are less dynamic 
and therefore need support from other 
easy, beneficial influences. They should 
indicate happy, progressive and enjoy- 
able experiences and events for the 


individual during the period in which 
they are operative. 


= Negative aspects 
There will be a tendency for the sub- 
ject to overreact emotionally or to mis- 


place affection. Because the feelings 





will be so sensitive, he or she can be 
more easily hurt and upset than usual. 
Harsh words, especially from loved 
ones, wil] hit very hard. Financial 
problems can also occur, often due to 
overspending.

VENUS’ ASPECTS 
TO THE MIDHEAVEN

Conjunction 

This aspect makes for a kind and con- 
siderate colleague who, when pro- 
moted, will not distance him- or 
herself from subordinates, but will 
always listen sympathetically to their 
opinions and problems. Here is some- 
one who is better working in a team 
than alone. 

If there is no profession, the individ- 
ual will see to it that aspirations and 
ambitions are sympathetic to those of 
the partner or loved ones. The placing 
is not at all good for the freelance 
worker, who may find it difficult to 
keep to a routine or discipline, being 
far too easily distracted from the job in 
hand and tending generally to procras- 
tinate over starting work. The 
Midheaven sign may help counter this 
tendency — but it will only help, not 
resolve the problem. 

Consider Venus’ influence on the 
choice of career. All luxury trades, the 
beauty business or creative work may 
well appeal and be fulfilling. Dirty, 
unpleasant working conditions will be 
loathed. There will be an identification 
with Venusian traits. 


Positive aspects 

The effect of these is much as for 
above, but these aspects are easier than 
the conjunction for those who are 
self-employed. 

Pleasant working conditions are 
important and the work itself must be 
enjoyable and satisfying. If it is dull 
and routine, a good rapport with col- 
leagues will be an excellent corrective, 
as will a rewarding social life, perhaps 
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organized by the firm. These aspects 
usually encourage good relationships 
with parents. 


HH Negative aspects 

Sometimes the individual must work in 
uncongenial conditions or at an unre- 
warding job. There may be a tendency 
to overreact to conditions and col- 
leagues’ attitudes, sometimes getting 
matters out of perspective so that dis- 
content and resentfulness mar the 
working life of the subject. Arrogance 
and conceit can also cause conflict 
with colleagues. 


Wie) PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN 

VENUS AND THE MIDHEAVEN 
Conjunction 
This should prove to be a very reward- 
ing period when aspirations and ambi- 
tions will reach fruition not only in the 
career but often in the love life too. 
This will take on a new and rewarding 
expression, with the admired one 
reciprocating the subject’s emotions in 
the desired manner. 

A progressive, happy and rewarding 
period is likely, especially if transits and 
lunar progressions support this ten- 
dency. An important milestone may 
also be indicated by this conjunction, 
on which the individual will look back 
with considerable nostalgia. 





Positive aspects 

These have an effect similar to the 
conjunction but are rather less potent. 
Nevertheless, these very positive indi- 
cations will certainly be beneficial, and 
are often indicative of progress and 
happiness in the love life and where 
the aspirations of the individual are 
concerned. Ideals can be achieved and 
relationships should be rewarding 

and memorable. 


=i Negative aspects 
There is a distinct possibility during 
this time that the individual will be let 
down - either by a close colleague ora 
lover. Other people’s reactions may 
become far less sympathetic than usual, 
perhaps because of the way in which 
the subject has behaved. 

A difficult period scems likely, but 
one during which faults and maybe 
indiscretions will be recognized and a 
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certain amount of reformation will 
take place, the individual having 
learned his or her lesson the hard way. 


THE TRANSITS 
OF VENUS 





Because they are so fleeting, many 
astrologers do not calculate or inter- 
pret the transits of Venus. However, 
we have found them very useful. Their 
influence, lasting for two to four days, 
usually makes for rewarding and enjoy- 
able events and experiences which add 
a gloss to the social life, and emphasize 
all manner of the more pleasurable ele- 
ments of life. Since Venus is such an 
easy, pleasant planet, most of its minor 
influences (for so these transits must 
be considered) do little harm. Where 
necessary, we suggest the negative 
indications of these transits. 

Calculate only conjunctions and 
oppositions to all planets, the 
Ascendant and Midheaven. You will 
often find that little clusters of these 
occur quite close together, usually 
indicating a time when life is more fun 
than usual, even if, sadly, Venus is not 
well-placed in the birth chart. 

In such cases, where there are nega- 
tive traits indicated in the birth chart, 
there is a chance that they will surface 
when Venus makes an opposition tran- 
sit to the Sun, Moon, chart-ruler, 
Ascendant, Midheaven or to its own 
natal position. It is only fair to warn 
the subject of this likelihood. 

Above all remember that the influ- 
ences, tiny though they are, are plan- 
etary energies to be used, and that if 
they can be utilized they will be bene- 
ficial. Venus, like most planets, seems 
to enjoy being given a tiny push in the 
direction in which we want her to go! 


Venus’ transits to the Sun 

This is a Gme when the subject should 
show off a little, dress up in his or her 
best and go out and have fun — he or 
she will be looking fantastic. Too 
much money may be spent, but in very 
enjoyable ways. It is also a good tme 
to entertain others. 


Venus’ transits to the Moon 

The subject will be fecling romantic 
and nostalgic and will respond well to 
his or her loved one’s suggestions. He 


should freely express feelings and emo- 
tions, put worries aside and relax. 
Organizing a special dinner for a lover 
will be enjoyable. 


Venus’ transits to Mercury 

It will be enjoyable to get in touch 
with friends who have not been seen 
for some time. A good bargain may be 
struck under this influence. Long- 
distance telephone calls could be an 
expensive, but nonetheless enjoyable, 
indulgence during these transits! 


Venus’ transits to Mars 

These signify a fun, romantic and sexy 
interlude, but the individual should be 
careful not to become possessive or 
quarrelsome — he or she may feel like 
rocking the boat, but in doing so it 
could be completely capsized! 


Venus’ transits to Jupiter 

On several occasions the subject may 
go out, or be taken out, for rather nch 
meals. These will be extremely enjoy- 
able but may result in hangovers or 
liverishness. A good supply of bicar- 
bonate of soda may be needed. This is 
certainly not the time to start a diet! 


Venus’ transits to Saturn 

Venus is in a serious mood here, but 
this is a good time for making long- 
term plans with a partner. Sometimes 
the individual will be in a rather bad 
mood for a few days, and should not 
allow frustration to get the upper 
hand. Unless there are a lot of negative 
transits at the same time these feelings 
will definitely pass. An older person 
may prove to be demanding and tring. 
This is a good time to fast or diet. 


Venus’ transits to Uranus 

The subject will be especially dynamic 
and attractive to the opposite sex dur- 
ing these transits, and could have a 
great deal of fun. However, care is 
needed, as emotional tension can cause 
unexpected but temporary problems. 


Venus’ transits to Neptune 
These are very romantic influences. 
However, the individual should be 
careful not to get too carned away but 
to keep in touch with reality instead. 
Old “weepy” films, ballet and poetry 
will be particularly enjoyable during 
this time. 





Venus’ transits to Pluto 

During this period the subject may feel 
frustrated because something or some- 
one is blocking his or her progress. 
The time may be nght for bringing the 
problem into the open and making a 
fresh start in a minor way. The influ- 
ence alone is not strong enough to 
have a long-term or important effect 
on big issues, but minor domestic 
crises could be resolved. The subject 
should be on the alert for financial 
problems that are related to tax or 
insurance matters. 


Venus’ transits to the Ascendant 
This is a time for spoiling oneself, per- 
haps visiting a favorite department 
store, buying a new outfit (there may 
be plenty of choice), having a beauty 
treatment or even a change of image. 
It may be difficult to keep to a diet 
during this enjoyably indulgent transit. 


Venus’ transits to the Midheaven 
Suggest that your subject does noth- 
ing, and keeps some time free, since he 
or she is likely to get a surprise, per- 
haps being asked out at the last minute 
or unexpectedly meeting a friend who 
has not been seen for a long time. If 
Venus is the ruling planet, this tiny 
influence could do the subject’s career 
a power of good. 


Venus’ transits to its own position 
Everything that the Venus sign sug- 
gests, and all that is influenced by the 
planet and its house position, will be 
enjoyably emphasized at this tme, so 
look to the birth chart for more infor- 
mation. Encourage the subject to con- 
centrate on the matters of the house in 
which Venus is placed. 
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B ecause Mars’ orbit is further from the Sun 
than that of the Earth, it can fall in any sign of 
the zodiac (unlike Mercury and Venus which are 
always relatively near the Sun). The planet influ- 
ences our physical energy levels, assertiveness, 


competitiveness and sex drives. Mars also shows how easily we are 
roused to anger, for it governs the flow of adrenalin in our systems. 


MaRS 
T IN ARIES 


Aries is the sign that Mars rules, and 
when in this sign, the planet becomes a 
strong focal point of a chart. As a 
result, when interpreting this placing 
Mars should be considered second in 
importance to the influence of the rul- 
ing planet. It will bestow a powerful 
physical energy level which must be 
positively expressed. If there is no out- 
let through sport or another physically 
demanding activity, the system will 
stagnate, with the individual becoming 
restless and unfulfilled. The need to 
win, to be first, will be very important, 
and there should be no lack of drive. 
However, if Mars makes any aspect to 
Saturn or negative aspects to Uranus 
or Pluto, these should be studied with 
particular care, since they will inhibit 
the flow of energy. 


_ Assertive action ! 
These possibilities aside, the influence — 


of Mars from its own sign is very pure, 
and will powerfully invigorate the indi- 
vidual, making him or her very much a 
“get up and go” type who will encour- 
age loved ones also to take bold, 
assertive action. If they do not 
respond, the subject is likely to take 
the upper hand and force issues. There 
will, however, be a strong tendency to 
lack consideration for others’ feelings’ 
and needs, forcing others (and espe- 
cially the partner, if he or she lacks 
confidence and assertiveness) to take 
what is believed to be the right action. 
If tact, diplomacy and sensitivity to the 
needs of others are present clsewhere 
in the chart they will help counter the 
overzealous pushiness of this placing. 
If not, there can be problems, some- 
times causing considerable embarrass- 
ment to others. So, encouragement is 
needed to be tactful and thoughtful. 
The sex drive is powerfully increased 


‘ by this placing, which also adds a 


strong emotional passion — but one 
that is simple and straightforward 
rather than seething, smoldering, 
intense or distorted by psychological 
twists and turns. The desire for 
motherhood can also be increased. 
The individual is usually uncompli- 
cated, reducing apparently complex 
problems to a few simple components. 

When the energy from Mars in Aries 
is flowing and the individual is happily 
occupied with plenty of varied inter- 
ests, all will be well, but the stagnating 
effect mentioned above will provoke 
health problems if it is allowed to per- 
sist. Usually, however, the subject will 
not allow this to happen. 

Headaches will occur all too often, 
as will outbursts of Martian anger — a 
rapid loss of temper and a sudden rag- 
ing storm that is over as quickly as it 
began. Resentfulness is not usual. 


MARS 
IN TAURUS 


There is plenty of passion here, and an 
abundant sex-drive will be expressed 
with Taurean warmth. Here 1s a sensu- 
ous and affectionate lover who is 
sometimes possessive. If Mars is unaf- 
flicted there will be plenty of energy, 
used in a controlled, steady way. 

Once anger is aroused, the rage of 
these subjects is only too obvious. It 
will take much provocation to reach 
this state, for Taurean patience will 
steady the Martian influence but, 
because Mars quickens action, once 
their adrenalin is flowing those angry 
and heated feelings will be shown in 
no uncertain terms. These people must 
understand that, while such outbursts 
may be justified, they can cause great 
damage to those on the receiving end, 
for their feelings may be expressed far 
more passionately than they realize. 

At its best this placing adds determi- 
nation, firmness and the ability to 
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work very hard and tenaciously at both 
career and spare-time interests. Some- 
times these qualities can develop into 
stubbornness, and Mars will definitely 
increase it if this trait is indicated else- 
where. In a chart dominated by earth 
signs, the more adventurous side of 
Mars is slowed down, so it 1s impor- 
tant to look out for any tendency to 
get stuck in a rut. Overadherence to 
routine (even with a lively planet like 
this) and a Taurean need for emotional 
and financial security will both be evi- 
dent. A great deal of energy will be 
spent in making and spending money. 


Strength and fitness 

This is a marvelous placing for those 
who participate in heavy team games 
or the heavier sports in general — box- 
ing, wrestling or weightlifting, for 
instance. Thinking of the Venus influ- 
ence on Taurus, this will be a good, 
strong placing for a dancer, since dis- 
cipline and routine are essential for 
such a profession and, for the men, a 
great deal of weightlifting is involved — 
ballerinas arc, after all very much flesh 
and blood! The effect on health will be 
a tendency to feverishness and a vul- 
nerability to throat infections. 


MARS 
It IN GEMINI 


This placing stimulates the mind, 
although many astrologers have found 
that Mars is not well placed in this 
sign, as it is not physically invigorating. 
We do not necessarily agrec, provided 
that some kind of intellectual motiva- 
tion for physical action is shown. It is 
important for the individual to exercise 
the body as well as the mind (as is the 
case with everyone), but he or she may 
not be particularly inclined to do so 
unless some sort of intellectual chal- 
lenge is involved. Many forms of exer- 
cise will be tried, but most will be 
deemed boring. Encourage vour sub- 
ject to find one which satisfies his 
intellectual and physical needs, and to 
stick to it. If this does not happen, 
restlessness will build up, bringing a 
rather sharp bad temper and irritability 
that will be directed not only towards 
others but also to the self, through 
considerable self-criticism. Energy may 
be dissipated through too many 
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changes of direction, both in life in 
general and on a day-to-day basis. This 
will obviously lead to feelings of dissat- 
isfaction, so look to other stabilizing 
areas of the chart for a steadier 
approach and sense of discipline; this 
influence can then be expressed in a 
more controlled and practical way. 


Active occupation 

Quite a strong clement of versatility is 
usually present, and the key to getting 
the very best out of this placing is to 
remember that, because total relax- 
ation is not usually enjoyed (again 
because it is considered boring), a 
change of occupation will be most 
beneficial. If heavy physical demands 
are made on the subject during the 
working day he or she should invite 
intellectual challenges in the evening, 
or vice versa, remembering, of course, 
that the inclination to make too many 
changes must be controlled. 

The arms and hands are vulnerable 
so the subject should be encouraged to 
wear protective gloves when gardening 
or doing rough chores, and to be very 
careful when handling sharp tools or 
hot dishes — especially when Mars is 
making transits to the personal planets 
or the Ascendant. 

As far as the sex life is concerned, 
here is a lively, experimental partner 
who will enjoy a rewarding sex life 
from youth right through to old age. 
The attitude towards sex will be light- 
hearted: it is fun, and to be enjoyed. 
This placing tends to take some of the 
steamy passion out of this sphere of 
life, but the subject will nevertheless 
be an energetic and often athletic 
lover, which in turn will help to keep 
the partner equally energetic, youthful, 
and athletic! 


OS MARS 

IN CANCER 
The energy of Mars is expressed 
emouonally and passionately in this 
sign. There will be physical stress and 
tension if Mars receives negative 
aspects from the Moon in particular, 
the Sun or Uranus. There is great 
tenacity, and any demanding project, 
whether it calls for the expenditure of 
physical or emotional energy, will be 
seen through to its end. 





The love and sex lives are powerfully 
influenced, making for a very sensuous 
and caring partner who instinctively 
knows the lover’s needs. However, he 
or she will sometimes create a rather 
claustrophobic atmosphere, in a sense 
working too hard at the relationship 
and expending much emotional and 
physical energy upon it — even to the 
point of exhaustion. The temper is 
short, with some very harsh, and occa- 
sionally cruel, remarks being hurled in 
moments of anger. Such rage may not 
be as easily assuaged as when Mars is in 
other signs and, because Cancer 
enhances the memory, resentfulness 
will not be easy to cleanse from the 
emotions, even though the individual 
will dislike this trait in himself. 

Considerable impetus to family life is 
present, and the acquisition of a home 
and (often most importantly) children 
will be enthusiastically pursued. Ifa 
woman is pregnant and has Mars in 
this sign, look at the planet’s aspects to 
see how easy or tricky the pregnancy 
and labor are likely to be. If there are 
strenuous aspects to Mars, relaxation 
classes will be advisable. Sometimes 
this placing speeds up labor. 


Health and well-being 

The best forms of exercise are water 
sports, when the physical body and 
emotions can be restored, water being 


so closely related to the emotions. It is 


also important for the subject to talk 
through problems freely, especially 
when upset or annoyed. In any case » 
there may be a tendency to worry and 
bottle up problems; this will start a spi- 
ral of physical and emotional difficul- 
ties that could considerably affect the 
individual’s well-being. As 


Q Mars 
IN LEO 

The fiery enthusiasm, energy and 
assertiveness of Mars are well comple- 
mented in Leo, and this placing gives 
excellent organizational ability and 
powers of leadership. Nevertheless, the 
individual must guard against becom- 
ing too pushy, especially with others 
who are less extrovert. 

The emotions are positively 
increased, and there will be a great 
love of life; special pleasure will be 


gained from enabling others to be 
happy and enjoy themselves. The sex 
life will be full, rewarding and colorful, 
but if Mars is negatively aspected by 
Saturn, energy will be spent more 
unevenly than is usual when these two 
planets are at loggerheads. There is 
usually a sense of drama, and while this 
can be fun, it must be controlled — as 
must a tendency to exaggerate and 
show off, which can become bombas- 
tic at times. There is a genuine hatred 
of small-mindedness and petty behav- 
ior. The temper is generally quick 
(almost as much as when Mars is in 
Aries), but Leo magnanimity means 

all will be forgiven and forgotten 
equally quickly. 

A passion for art and creativity is 
often shown. If painting or design is 
enjoyed there is usually a flair for color 
~ especially hot, sunny shades. If the 
Sun sign complements the Mars plac- 
ing (being another fire sign, for 
instance), the subject will look for such 
colors when choosing clothes, which 


will also allow plenty of movement. 


A need for exercise 
If overenthusiasm is consciously’ con- 
trolled, or is countered by other some- 
what more sobet elements in the chart, 
this placing/is-a marvelously invigorat- — 
ing one: It_adds a.cerrain robustness to 
the. health, but look to the spine, 
which ‘could be prone to strain-cspe- 
cially if the subjectiis confined to an’ 
officéldesk for long hours at a time.

muscle — 2 machine= and, like all’ 
machines, will work betterjand longer 
if it is kept well Oiled and-sensibly S 
used. For exercise, all kinds of pi in 
are to be recommended, as are work; 
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Mercury or Venus, since the Virgo 
influence on Martian energy is inclined 
to tighten it and, while there is a 
chance of a powerful level of nervous 
energy, this placing can casily make the 
individual edgy, tense and rather rest- 
less. There is often a need for constant 
activity; if that can be expressed in a 
controlled, practical way by devising 
and keeping to a steady routine or 
timetable, all will be well. Should Mars 
receive, say, negative aspects (especially 
squares) from the Sun, Mercury or 
Uranus, the ability to relax completely 
and unwind can be severely inhibited. 
In time this can lead to nervous stom- 
ach upsets and sometimes migraines. 
Skin allergies, again as a result of ten- 
sion or perhaps an unacceptable diet, 
can occur occasionally. 


Attention to detail 
On the positive side, the individual 
usually works hard and willingly, and 
although we cannot ever say that Mars 
bestows patience, he or she is often 
able to work in a detailed way, leaving 
no stone unturned in attaining a 
particular objective. 

The passion of Mars is reduced and, 


- while the individual may feel very 


strongly about such important issues as 
the environment and nature 
conservancy (and can spend a great 
deal of time and cnergy in furthering 
such causes), the Martian influence on 
the sex life is uneasy, since Virgo and 
Mars are not very happy bedfellows. 
The discrimination of Virgo versus the 
sexual needs of Mars can clash, so look 
to Venus (it will be particularly helpful 
in this respect if it makes a positive 
aspect to Mars) and to the Venus sign 
to see if there is a counter to this ten- 
dency. The lunar influence may help, 
since the emotions are not increased 
by Mars in Virgo. 

A secret ambition is sometimes nur- 
tured, but a lack of self-confidence can 
prevent its fruition and may even inter- 
vene when the subject has to carry 
responsibility for any length of time. 
Emotional tension can be relieved by 
relaxation — yoga usually works well. 


Ingenuity is present, perhaps shown in 
-modelmaking or the development of 


machines, but too much attention to 
detail, with a poor grasp of the overall 
plan, may cramp the style. The influ- 
ence of Jupiter, or an emphasis on 


Sagittarius, may well help here. If 
recommending exercise, cycling, hik- 
ing or jogging will prove rewarding. 


fem Mars 
mmm IN LIBRA 
The need for love, harmony and a 
good relationship are spiced by an 
increased sexuality in this placing. 
Even so, the energy of Mars is not at 
its best in Libra since, while sometimes 
the individual will be energetic and 
enthusiastic, at others he or she will 
take an extremely relaxed attitude, say- 
ing “I can’t be bothered”. That will be 
the truth, although other excuses may 
be made for not getting moving. 
Venus and Mars are so often bracketed 
together that one would expect Mars 
to work well from this sign, but the 
tradition is that its energy is weakened 
when it is placed in Libra, the 
willpower is reduced, and there is less 
inclination to use the physical energy. 
However, Mars will certainly stimulate 
the sexuality of Libra, and should there 
be other plancts in this sign (you will 
find a lot of people with Neptune in 
Libra, for instance) the quintessentially 
Libran sense of romance and idealism 
will be enlivened and expressed in a 
more physical way. 

The Libran tendency to fall in love 
with love should not be forgotten. 
When Mars is placed in this sign the 
inclination is also to fall in love at first 
sight, and as a result the subject will 
suffer considerable heartbreak and 
learn lessons the hard way. Look for 
steadying influences to control the 
emotions — a trine between the Moon 
and Saturn, for instance. 


Relating to others 

Good perception is usually present, 
and often considerable intuition, so 
the subject should be encouraged to 
develop these qualities — especially 
when considering a new relationship. 
It is important for the individual with 
this placing to accept that he or she 
tends to quarrel very easily. It is no 
bad thing to express our feelings when 
something annoys or upsets us, but 
there can be a tendency to overdo this, 
so encourage the subject to think twice 
before being too verbally aggressive, 
especially toward a lover. 
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As far as the health is concerned, there 
can be a preponderance of headaches, 
the reason for which may be slight kid- 
ney upsets. All the same, we have a 
sneaking feeling that at times these 
might be feigned when the individual 
isn’t in the mood, or is feeling too 
lazy, for sex. On the whole, exercise 
may not be popular, but some form of 
lyrical movement can be attractive, as 
can a health club where there is a 
pleasantly relaxing social scene after 
workouts. Encourage an interest in 
tennis, badminton or squash which 
will strengthen the flow of Martian 
energy and generally speed up the 
metabolism, which may otherwise 

be rather slow. 


Mars 
LW, IN SCORPIO 


This placing will be a focal point of the 
chart, since Mars was the ruler of 
Scorpio before Pluto was discovered. 
Old textbooks may declare that Mars 
(rather than Pluto) rules Scorpio, but 
this is out of line with modern astro- 
logical thought. Nevertheless, the 
influence is a powerful one, and should 
be given full attention. 

The heavy emotion of Scorpio is 
intensified by the passion of Mars, and 
it is essential that someone with this 
placing finds rewarding and satisfying 
scxual expression. Do not dismiss this 
statement as a generalization; while we 
all need sexual fulfillment, if this is not 
forthcoming for someone with Mars in 
Scorpio there will be rescntfulness and 
a brooding unhappiness which may be 
hard to pin down if the individual is 
not consciously aware of his or her 
problems — somctimes obsessive 
tendencies emerge. 


A tendency to excess 

There is marvelous potential in this 
placing, and if the emotions rclated to 
all spheres of life are allowed to flow 
positively, we find brilliant engineers, 
miners, specialists in the wine trade 
and many other professions who have 
Mars in Scorpio. On the negative side, 
jealousy can be a problem, and in 
extreme circumstances the subject may 
show vengeful tendencies. There will 
be a love of good food and sometimes 
a liking for really living it up!

272 ¢ THE PLANETS AT WORK 


Here are the whole-hoggers; for 
instance, when they decide they necd 
to lose weight they will go on a severe 
crash diet — then have a large and 
calorific celebration once they have 
achieved their goal! If the love of food 
and drink gets out of hand it may be 
that they are compensating for a lack 
of emotional fulfillment. Try to-talk 
problems through; there may well bea 
tendency to gloss over difficulties, for - 
the subject can be'very sccretive. It is 
vital that these people“are emotionally 
involved in their careers because, while 
moneymaking is immensely important 
to them, the forceful and highly- 
charged energies of Mars should be - 
fully expressed through work. 

The physical energy of Mars will be 
plentiful, and as the placing adds con- 
siderable determination (often stub- 
bornness), heavy exercise — and 
sometimes martial arts — are usually 
enjoyed. Water sports are also very 
popular. As the genitals are governed 
by Scorpio, any inflammation or slight 
problem in that area should not be 
ignored. Mothers of babies with this 
placing should take particular precau- 
tions to avoid diaper rash, which could 
cause above-average discomfort. 


MARS 
IN SAGITTARIUS 





While this is a very lively and exciting 
placing for Mars, because it increases 
the physical energy level so much, it is 
very important that the individual is 
encouraged to enjoy some form of 
demanding exercise in order that these 
powerful resources are positively 
exploited. In most cases where there 
are plancts in Sagittarius or when the 
sign rises there is a tendency towards 
restlessness, and it is certainly very 
likely indeed when Mars is tenanted 
in this sign. 

Intellectual energy will also be pre- 
sent, and the individual will devour 
challenges that make a heavy demand 
on the mind as much as those that 
make physical demands on the body. 
There will be breadth of vision and 
plenty of surprising ideas set out with 
terrific enthusiasm. Provided staying- 
power and determination are shown in 
other areas of the chart, such plans will 
be carried though to a satisfactory 


a 


conclusion, but the individual must 
always beware of restlessness and of 
simply getting fed up with the project 
in hand. These feelings are particularly 
likely because he will always feel that 
the grass is greener on the other side. 
There will - be a considerable liking for 
risk-taking, and sometimes a sneaking 
enjoyment of gambling — especially at 
sporting events. 


Responding to challenge 

If leanings toward the unconventional 
are shown in other areas, this placing 
will contribute to them, because Mars 
likes to be out in front and to win. 
Anything new and different will attract 
— this individual will want to be the 
first to express an opinion, and will 
often enjoy slightly shocking other 
more conventional types. Versatility is 
usually an asset, but it will need to be 
controlled, because if the individual is 
involved in too many different projects 
this could encourage restlessness; 
swopping from one job to another 
without completing anything must be 
avoided. 

The liking for adventure, excitement 
and, to some extent danger, can make 
the individual vulnerable to accidents. 
Taking care will be considered boring; 
but at least do your best to advise the 
subject to wear the necessary protec- 
tive clothing when involved in such 
hazardous sports as horse-riding, 
motor-cycle scrambling and so on, and 
also to develop advanced driving tech- 
niques. Those with this placing must 
maintain a balance between great 
physical activity and equally demand- 
ing intellectual challenges; in this way 
the fiery energy of Mars in Sagittarius 
will burn wonderfully bightly and 
steadily. They must take aim when 
directing their Sagittarian arrows, 
otherwise they will dance through life 
shooting them hither and thither with- 
out a care, but also with little real 
effect and less eventual fulfillment. 


| IN CAPRICORN 

Tradition decrees that Mars is exalted 
in Capricorn (see p.35). We have 
always found this rather difficult to 
understand, because in many ways the 
sign influence of Capricorn is slow and 


steady, practical and earthy, while Mars 
is all speed, fire and extrovert enthusi- 
asm. However, we should not ignore 
the ancients who certainly knew what 
they were talking about, so at least we 
must say that Mars is strongly placed 
in Capricorn. 


Ambition and achievement 
Increased ambitions are usually indi- 
cated by this placing, and will be of 
help to the subject where the attain- 
ment of objectives is concerned. 
Where it also scores well is in increas- 
ing the powers of endurance; those 
with this placing will cope in physically 
demanding situations of the sort that 
are encountered on expeditions. If the 
career makes physical demands on the 
subject, or he or she has to work 
where there is danger, the likelihood 
of silly risktaking, which can so easily 
occur when Mars is in other signs, is 
certainly minimized. As far as exercise 
is concerned, the endurance of the 
placing will be of considerable help to 
anyone who wishes to run marathons 
or swim long distances. Rock climbing 
and mountaineering often prove to be 
rewarding and enjoyable. 

The Martian preoccupation with 
being first and winning may be 
expressed in the career, especially if 
ambition is shown in other areas (look 
to the influence and sign placing of 
Saturn). The chances are that the indi- 
vidual will be highly motivated toward 
success, and it is in this direction that 
the Martian energy will be directed, 
especially if it harmonizes with the 
Ascendant and with the aspirations of 
the Midheaven sign. There can often 
be a liking for power. Here is someone 
who could be a self-made businessman 
or woman, or who can spring from 
humble beginnings to win scholarships 
and succeed academically. For this 
potential to be fully expressed, how- 
ever, the individual will need a 
considerable support from other areas 
of the chart, unless Mars or Saturn are 
personal planets. 

If very ambitious it will be impor- 
tant to realize that the risk of sacrific- 
ing partners and loved ones for 


objectives is omnipresent, and that it is — 


all too easy to work to breaking point. 
This will be particularly likely if Mars 
receives negative aspects from Uranus, 
in which case the need for power will 
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also be increased. Apart from eventual 
exhaustion due to overwork, the joints 
may be prone to inflammation, espe- 
cially after heavy exercise. 

Extremes of temperature may have 
an overly negative effect on the body; 
when making long-distance flights it is 
vital that time is allowed to acclimatize 
to any vast change of temperature as 
feverish complaints and sudden chills 
may otherwise result. Protection 
against malaria and similar tropical dis- 
eases is essential. The individual will 
take sex very seriously, giving great 
consideration to the choice of a 
partner before making a first move. 


aVva MARS 
IN AQUARIUS 


The independence and need for free- 
dom often present with a Martian 
influence is very evident when that 
planet is placed in Aquanus, and nicely 
complements many Aquarian charac- 
teristics. There is a decidedly uncon- 
ventional streak — indeed, we think 
that this planetary placing contributes 
more zaniness than any other. 
Although this can be extremely 
amusing and entertaining to friends 
and loved ones, it can also result in 
embarrassment at times. 

There is often stubbornness, and the 
energy of Mars is spent rather 
unevenly, so that there will be consid- 
erable bursts of activity followed by 
times when the individual will want to 
get on with the usual demands of 
living but may be unable to do so, 
perhaps because of tension or sheer 
eccentricity in the shape of perversity. 


Seeking individual solutions 

It is vitally important that the aspects 
Mars receives are studied with great 
care: if the planet is afflicted by the 
Moon, Saturn or Uranus, the likeli- 
hood of nervous strain and tension is 
considerable, and ways of releasing 
them must be sought. Because the 
placing contributes considerable indi- 
viduality it is difficult to make positive 
suggestions along these lines, so look 
to other areas of the birth chart which 
might suggest some energetic and 
demanding sporting activity or, as a 
contrast, something much more 
introspective, such as yoga. 


An element of the pioneering spirit of 
Mars is combined with the humanitar- 
ian side of Aquarius in this placing; as a 
result the subject will do much to 
relieve suffering, perhaps even a certain 
amount of fieldwork in places that 
have suffered a famine or flood. 

There is no very highly-charged 
emotional influence from this sign; in 
fact, while the subject will enjoy sex 
and may want to experiment, the need 
for freedom could delay commitment. 
Look out for complications in this 
sphere of life if other areas of the chart 
contradict these tendencies, but in all 
probability, unless Mars or Uranus are 
personal planets, the Sun, Moon and 
Ascending signs, plus the influence of 
Venus, will overrule. 


Energy and invention 

Considerable originality is often indi- 
cated by this placing, and can be 
expressed through scientific experi- 
mentation, inventiveness or simply an 
interest in offbeat and unusual sub- 
jects. Exercise and sporting activities 
should contribute to a steady and reg- 
ular expenditure of energy, with the 
additional benefit that they also 
encourage good circulation. 


MARS 
As IN PISCES 


This considerably raises the emotional 
level, sometimes to a torrent! There 
must be some channel for all this emo- 
tion so that it can be positively used 
and not allowed to stagnate or be 
blocked by psychological problems. 

Here is a very sensual, passionate 
lover who will make great sacrifices for 
love — but who will sometimes sacrifice 
love itself in order to follow, with 
equal fervor, a vocation geared to 
helping those in need. The sexual 
desires arc usually more considerable, 
and should be expressed imaginatively. 
The placing needs planetary influences 
which give practical ability and disci- 
pline if the individual is not to get into 
complicated, long-term muddles, 
excused by the phrase “Everything will 
be fine when I’ve got myself sorted 
out.” He or she never does! 

If Mars is afflicted by Neptune there 
could be indecision and a tendency not 
to face up to reality. Great care is 
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needed that during stressful periods 
reliance is not placed on tranquilizers, 
medically-administered drugs, alcohol 
or nicotine. In addition, the subject 
may be allergic to shellfish. 


Creative expression 

This placing underlines a very colorful 
imagination which should be used 
creatively, for here is considerable 
potential. If such qualities are indi- 
cated in other areas of the chart, give 
encouragement along these lines — 
there could be some very surprising 
results, although this placing does not 
usually enhance either self-confidence 
or assertiveness. 

The physical energy of Mars does 
not come through all that powerfully, 
and heavy exercise may not be ben- 
eficial. However, if it is linked to some 
form of lyrical or creative expression it 
will appeal, and the individual will ben- 
efit. Skating, dance, synchronized 
swimming or (if there is aggression 
which the subject may tend to sup- 
press, since it is repulsive to him or 
her) some of the Far Eastern martial 
art disciplines may be rewarding. 
Gullibility, secretiveness, and some- 
times self-deception can be present. 


Mars PROGRESSED 

THROUGH THE SIGNS 
You may discover that Mars, by pro- 
gression, moves from one sign to the 
next. This provides a subtle back- 
ground influence that will probably 
color the way in which the subject 
expends his or her energy. There will 
be a tendency to concentrate on areas 
that are ruled by the new sign; for 
instance, if Mars progresses into 
Taurus, there may be a sudden and 
long-lasting urge to make more money 
(because the need for financial and 
emotional security will become far 
more important). The energy of Mars 
will also be expressed more deeply and 
passionately. There could be a desire to 
sing or an increased interest in rich 
food — in which case you should 
encourage the subject not to neglect 
any exercise routine that he will prob- 
ably have followed fairly rigidly over 
the years, since prior to the progres- 
sion Mars would have been in the very 
active and energetic sign of Aries! 
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ars’ action Is to energize, and it will have 
V that effect on the affairs of the house it 
occupies in the birth chart. The individual will 
expend considerable energy on the sphere of life 
denoted by this house, but in the manner sug- 


sted by the sign in which Mars falls. It is important to decide 
whether the energies will be expressed positively or aggressively; 
and you must consider all the aspects that Mars receives in the 


chart (see pp.277-82). 


Mars 
IN THE FIRST HOUSE 

Since this, the first/Aries house, is the 
most important house of any chart 
(Mars rules Aries), Mars will dominate 
the chart, especially if it falls within 
about 10 degrees of the Ascendant. 
The physical energy of the planet will 
enliven the characteristics of the 
Ascending sign, and the individual will 
have tremendous willpower and be 
motivated by the need to win and to 
be first in his or her particular field. 

An air of constant hastiness sur- 
rounds the subject, who will have little 
patience with those who have a slower 
metabolism; fools will not be suffered 
gladly. There will be considerable 
enjoyment of challenge and competi- 
tiveness. However, in putting the self 
and much-cherished objectives first, 
the selfishness and self-centeredness of 
Mars can cause difficulties, and the 
individual.may be.totally unaware of 
some of them R€cognition ‘of’sirch 
problems is‘essential, however, if his 
relationships, both emotional and 
impersonal) aré to be. fulfilling. 


Energy and vitality 

Plenty of physical energy is usually. 
apparent, and the individual.will need 
and enjoy exercise, which must form 
part of his regular routine..Bravery and 
daring are also present, and expressed 
in the manner of the Ascendant. ‘These 
qualities will form part-of the,subject’s 
general motivation, so once objectives

The subject can generate 
enthusiasm in others and can achieve 
much, but must be careful not to burn 
himself out through over-activity. 


MARS 
f IN THE SECOND HOUSE 


Here, the Martian energy will be 
directed towards the acquisition of 
wealth and possessions. However, the 
subject will also be a big spender who 
wants to enjoy his or her hard-earned 
cash and, equally, will want to allow 
others to share it. Whether capital is 
acquired through careful investment, 
sheer hard work or clever financial 
dealing will depend on the Mars sign. 

The emotions are also intensified 
and will be expressed passionately, with 
a great deal of sensual pleasure given 
to partners who, if they do not 
respond in the desired manner, will 
not remain partners for long! This 
placing also adds determination which, 
combined with strong physical re- 
sources, makes for a drive that thrives 
Ol Opposition, 

Check the Mars sign: if it is Taurus, 
Cancer or Scorpio, the subject will 
have-ajtemper that may erupt rarely 
but: very fiercely — it may not be easy 
for the target of such, an outburst to 
forgive’and forget. ‘The subject should 
be aware.of posstble possessiveness, 
Which willbe more'likely with some 
Mars signs than withtothers. 


MARS 
IN THE THIRD. HOUSE 


Very often, the individual will have 
been keen to make good progress at 
school, and will have enjoyed his or 
her school days, provided the instruc- 
tors were enthusiastic and encourag- 
ing. Parents of children with this 


placing must watch carefully for any 
aggressiveness directed toward weaker 
classmates. The child will be extremely 
compctitive, especially in sport, and 
must be encouraged to participate in 
competitions that will further progress 
in subjects that are enjoyed and in 
which talent is shown. An interest in 
education may stay with the individual, 
who will enjoy mental challenges. 

An argumentative tendency is usually 
present, so that discussions — often 
very heated at times — will give much 
pleasure. If the subject has a burning 
cause or interest, he or she will do 
everything possible to communicate 
those opinions and ideas in order to 
arouse the enthusiasm of others. 

Inquisitiveness is also common. The 
individual will be fired by a sense of 
urgency, with a need to know the 
answers to questions at once, and usu- 
ally a lack of patience when kept wait- 
ing about. There is also an instinct to 
take a rather warrior-like stance in the 
protection of brothers and sisters! 
Advanced driving tuition is advisable, 
as the subject may drive very fast 
indeed, irrespective of Mars’ sign. 


4 MARS 
IN THE FOURTH HOUSE 


A great deal of Martian energy will be 
rewardingly spent on improving and 
redecorating the home. Some people 
with this placing can periodically 
become bored with their homes, so 
that they move house many times. 
This restlessness can be profitable if it 
coincides with do-it-yourself skills. 


The influence of the family 

Family life is usually greeted with 
enthusiasm, and parenthood is often 
welcomed. On a deeper psychological 
level, this placing gives some indication | 
of the way in which the subject sees his 
or her mother. The image and influ- 
ence of the mother may well be that of 
a woman who knew what she wanted i 
from her children and brought them 

up in a somewhat masculine way. She 

may have been rather tomboyish, 
enthusiastic and energetic and, perhaps 

due to circumstance, had to stand in 

for the father, either because he was 

absent in some way or dead, or 

because he was rather weak. While you — 
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shouldn’t be at all dogmatic about 
this, it will nevertheless be an interest- 
ing and revealing topic for discussion, 
especially when vou add the dimension 
of the Mars sign to the interpretation. 


MARS 
IN THE FIFTH HOUSE 


An extremely active and rewarding 
love life is highly likely, with an addi- 
tional emphasis on sexual pleasure. 
The subject is an assertive lover who 
wants to take the lead sexually, and 
who will need plenty of response from 
his or her partner. Passion will be 
shown in a very positive way, and there 
will be much fun and enjoyment. 
Pleasure will be taken in children — 
either the subject’s own or others — 
and perhaps in groups such as Girl 
Scouts, Boy Scouts, and so on. 


A flamboyant temperament 
An inclination for risktaking may be 
evident, and perhaps the individual will 
have something of a gambling spirit. 
The sign in which Mars is placed will 
decree how such a tendency can be 
controlled, and there may even be 
some conflict between the need for 
this kind of excitement (Mars) and the 
need to restrain it (the relevant sign). 
A colorful flair will be added to any 
creative talent shown in other areas of 
the chart, but there will not be much 
patience in its execution. Enthusiasm 
and energy will be poured into any 
interest, creative or otherwise. This is 
also an excellent influence on sporting 
activities, as it is another house placing 
that encourages competitiveness. 


MARS 
IN THE SIXTH HOUSE 


If there is little or no indication of ner- 
vous strain and tension elsewhere in 
the chart, and if Mars is free from neg- 
ative aspects from the Moon, Mercury 
or Uranus, this placing can help to 
invigorate the nervous system and 
gives a sharply critical, incisive attitude. 
On a more physical level, there could 
be a tendency to suffer from skin com- 
plaints, with rashes or allergies causing 
annoyance when the individual is 
under stress or coping with any tense 
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situation. If Mars receives positive 
aspects from the Sun, Moon or ruling 
planet, this placing will help to speed 
recovery and, as mentioned above, the 
nervous system will also be enhanced. 
Rather differently, here is someone 
who is probably one of the world’s 
workers, and while there will be little 
patience with dreary, boring routine, 
he or she is energetically disciplined 
and aims to carry out the daily round 
of work with military precision. 

The assertive side of Mars may not 
be quite so noticeable here, but a will- 
ingness to serve and be energetically 
helpful will be present. There may be a 
tendency to nag when annoyed. 


~ MARS 
IN THE SEVENTH HOUSE 


Much positive energy will be directed 
towards the subject’s partnerships and 
he or she will use some strength of will 
to make them work. Sometimes these 
people may push their partners to the 
fore, to their own detriment, but this 
should be countered (it will often be 
modified by the Mars sign). However, 
they must realize that their relation- 
ships are progressive and have a sense 
of purpose and direction. 

If the harsher, quarrelsome side of 
the Martian influence is controlled, 
this placing can be helpful not just for 
couples who live together but also for 
those who work together, since their 
joint objectives are encouraged by the 
influence of Mars. 

The connection between Mars and 
sexual activity is so strong that it might 
seem the sex life will dominate any 
love relationship. However, there is 
room for the other factors mentioned. 
Indeed, they are vital, as the need to 
keep the relationship alive, active and 
rewarding is essential. Energy and 
passion will, of course, ensure a happy 
and demonstrative sexual experience. 


MARS 
IN THE EIGHTH HOUSE 


This house placing is a powerful one 
for Mars because, before Pluto was dis- 
covered and brought into the astrolog- 
ical structure, Mars was the traditional 
ruler of Scorpio. 


An extremely powerful sex drive will 
be present and expressed with inten- 
sity. In fact, fulfillment in this sphere of 
life is essential if the subject is to find 
satisfaction in other areas. There is a 
fascination with investigation which is 
often self-involved (especially if Mars 
receives aspects from the personal 3 
planets or Pluto). This usually works 
out well, but there can be tendencies 
toward obsession, in which case the 
subject’s self-analysis will be unending. 

The choice of career can sometimes 
be influenced by this placing: there 
may be an attraction to surgery or psy- 
chiatry, or perhaps police and detective 
work. The individual can often show a 
deep and abiding interest in finance 
and big business, with a keen, positive 
attitude to investment. However, you 
should look to the Mars sign to see 
how careful and controlled, how reck- 
less, or indeed how successful, he or 
she will be in this sphere of life. 


Powerful intuition 

The intuition is increased by this plac- 
ing, and will be especially well-tuned 
when it comes to assessing prospective 
partners and financial opportunities. 
There can be an above-average con- 
cern with death. Occasionally (espe- 
cially if Neptune is in Scorpio), this 
house placing may stimulate psychic 
ability if, and only if, it is shown else- 
where in the chart, and such an indica- 
tion is unrelated to the sign in which 
Neptune ts placed. 


MARS 
IN THE NINTH HOUSE 





Provided the subject shows good intel- 
lectual potential (look to the influence 
of Mercury and Jupiter), this placing 
will encourage involvement in, and 
exeitement with, intellectual challenge. 
If powers of concentration are good 
(look for positive aspects from the Sun 
or Moon to Saturn), he or she should 
enjoy the experience of further educa- 
tion, and the attainment of a qualifica- 
tion will be especially rewarding. 

An adventurous spirit flows through 
the subject who will — sometimes with 
very little money — travel to the ends 
of the earth either just for the sake of 
it, or as part of an expedition. 
Generally there is a ready acceptance 
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and enjoyment of all kinds of chal- 
lenge, and he will certainly ensure that 
he has a good and sporting chance of 
success in whatever he attempts. 

The brave influence of Mars is 
increased by this house placing, and 
the way in which it is eventually 
expressed will no doubt be seen in the 
sign placing (i.e. there will be sympa- 
thy and caring for others if Mars is in 
Pisces, a rather eccentric quality if 
Mars is in Aquarius, and so on). 

The constant need to move further 
and further forward may cause restless- 
ness, especially if plans are frustrated. 
The subject should be warned of this, 
and it is important for you to assess 
the chart to see whether he is patient 
or otherwise. If nervous tension is pre- 
sent, a relaxation discipline will help, 
encouraging a calmer and perhaps 
more philosophical outlook on life. 


Mars 
IN THE TENTH HOUSE 


This placing will make the subject a 
force to be reckoned with in his or her 
career and professional life. The ability 
to work hard and to achieve objectives 
will be extremely important, and the 
possibility of success high. There 
should be emotional involvement in 
the career, and a sense of urgency as to 
its progress will be inherent in the 
individual, who may sometimes have 
to slow down a little and be patient, 
since overhasty decisions and a lack of 
tolerance with slower colleagues can 
cause problems. 

A tendency to argue and to be quar- 
relsome may be present, especially if 
Mars receives negative aspects from the 
personal planets or from Uranus, since 
the individual will be prone to a build- 
up of tension in any sphere of her life. 
Nevertheless, at its best, Mars con- 
tributes considerable enthusiasm for 
worldly progress, and there will be a 
great deal of ambition and high aspira- 
tions present, especially if Mars 
conjuncts the Midheaven. 


Signs of rebellion 

The tenth house has a certain connec- 
tion with the father, and the subject 
may have viewed him as strong and 
perhaps someone who exerted an over- 
assertive influence. As a result, there 





may be inner anger that can be given 
expression in the form of rebellious 
behavior against society, particularly 
during the teenage years. 

If this is the case, it will be up to you 
to talk to your subject very calmly and 
firmly about these possibilities. If you 
find this prospect at all formidable, 
keep in mind that you are an 
astrologer and not a psychoanalyst, 
and there could even be a need for you 
to recommend specialized professional 
help if the individual is in any way 
aggressive. As always, other areas of 
the chart will either underline this ten- 
dency or help to soften it, but look out 
for indications of tension, or a block- 
ing of the ability to talk problems 
through, due to negative aspects 
involving Pluto. 


MARS 
1 
IN THE ELEVENTH HOUSE 


The pioneering spirit of Mars, when 
placed in the eleventh house, will make 
its presence felt in the individual’s 
social life. Here is the pack-leader 
among a group of friends, spurring 
them into action and injecting them 
with enthusiasm and energy for the 
development and furtherance of a joint 
interest Or Cause. 

Friendship is of above-average 
importance, but this is a sphere of life 
that will experience some rocky peri- 
ods since the aggressive, argumentative 
side of Mars will tend to cause upsets 
between the subject and his or her 
friends. This will be especially so when 
others challenge his reasons or motives 
for certain actions. 


Variable sensitivities 

The humanitarian side of the 
eleventh/Aquarius house will be pre- 
sent, and it seems very likely that the 
individual will become extremely com- 
bative when moved by suffering. He’ 
will at once want to take positive 
action to do something that will help 
to alleviate it. 

The emotional level of Mars, which 
will be so fervently expressed toward 
the subject’s interests and hobbies, 
may however be somewhat cool when 
it comes to human relationships. This 
is because the independence of the 
eleventh house will add an element of 


personal detachment to the subject, 
damping down a really warm expres- 
sion of feeling. 


MARS 
IN THE TWELFTH HOUSE 


The individual may be rather secretive, 
and it can be very difficult for him or 
her to unburden problems on to sym- 
pathetic friends or counselors, even 
though there can often be the ability 
to help other people in this respect. 
There is a colorful fantasy life, and the 
subject’s resources of emotional energy 
will be strengthened, even in a chart 
where this level is below average. 


A caring role 

An identification with human suffering 
is one of the best possible-character- 
istics of this placing, with the tendency 
to takeon other people’s burdens and 
work -hardto help lighten. them:

A™ planet contacted by Mars is invigorated and 
energized physically, emotionally or intellectu- 
ally, but its positive and negative influences are 
very different. This is so with all planets, of course, 
but it is especially 1 important for you to decide 


Sasethes Mars is giving a positive energy, released through action 
and achievement, or causing tension or stress. If the latter applies, 
it is equally vital to discover ways in which your subject can chan- 
nel this energy rewardingly by controlling it or, if aggression is pre- 
sent, by sublimating it in demanding physical exercise.

Conjunction 
It is best to deseribe this aspect as the 
“get up and go” configuration. The 
individual will show initiative and be 
forthright and decisive. There is 
usually considerable enterprise, and no 
opportunity will be missed due to pro- 
crastination. Instead, there is great 
enthusiasm for, and the ability to con- 
centrate on, Objectives which may 
seem, horrendous to less assertive 
people. Financial ability is often pre- 
sent, as is a daring attitude toward 
investment, which:mav need a 
steadying influence from other less 
anvigorating indications. 

Those with this conjunction will say 


What they think — not too bluntly or 
harshly, although sometimes a ten- 


dency to be combative in arguments 
causes problems, especially with col- 
leagues. See if there are steadying, 
more cautious indications to counter 
this tendency. 


Usually there is a love of life and 


good living. If the conjunction falls in 
Aries or Sagittarius, risk-taking and a 


devil-may-care attitude can be present. 
The physical and intellectual energies 
are increased, but both should be 
spent evenly, because much can be 
achieved as a result of this dynamic 
influence. 


Positive aspects 

These are excellent influences, con- 
tributing optimism, enthusiasm and 
many of the attributes of the conjunc- 
tion, but in a less forcible manner. Any 
tendency to express feclings and opin- 
ions overassertively will be controlled 
in a way that is not usual in those who 
have the conjunction. These aspects 
contribute toward a lively mind and 
active body, and this will be particu- 
larly so if either planct is personalized 
in the birth chart. Either way, here ts 
an excellent source of potential that 
can be used to enhance talent for sport 
or intellectual pursuits. 


iy Negative aspects 

If restlessness is shown in other areas 
of the chart these aspects will add to it 
considerably, and indeed will cause it 
(even if it is not indicated elsewhere). 
The intellectual and physical energy 1s 
increased, but there will be a tendency 
to overdo things and to exaggerate. 
Encourage your subject to work hard 
in a disciplined way, otherwise the 
expenditure of energy and the will to 
work will be very uneven. 

An inability to do anything in mod- 
eration characterizes those with this 
placing, and this tendency can under- 
mine the health, especially if either 
planet is personalized. If the influence 
is countered by positive help between 
the Sun and Saturn the influence, 
which is a powerful one, can be con- 
trolled and put to good use. Gambling 
can be attractive but may sometimes 
get out of hand. 
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3 PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN 
MARS AND JUPITER 

Conjunction 
The individual is in a very powerful 
position to take the initiative, and will 
probably be in the mood to forge his 
or her way forward in exactly the 
required direction. 

Success will result: but study the 
transits carefully for key periods when 
the taking of bold action seems most 
desirable. The influence, which will be 
operative for about three years, indi- 
cates an important and exciting time. 


Positive aspects 

These contribute towards considerable 
success, suggesting an enterprising 
mood when, if transits are supportive, 
the initiative should be taken. If the 
progression occurs at or near the time 
of a Jupiter Return, or any other 
important indication of change, the 
period will probably be an extremely 
progressive and successful one, with 
much being achieved that is important 
and meaningful to the subject. 


a Negative aspects 

There will be a tendency to take pre- 
mature action and to be over- 
optimistic at this time. Moderation 
should be exercised in all areas of life. 
Restlessness and impatience must also 
be controlled, and the subject must 
think several times before investing any 
large sums of money. Financial risks 
may be taken, perhaps through 
get-rich-quick schemes. 


17 Mars’ ASPECTS 
TO SATURN 


Conjunction 

This is very potent and exerts a power- 
ful effect on the individual’s energy, 
which will often be expressed very 
unevenly. As a result there will be 
times when, in a determined assertive 
mood, he or she will work to breaking 
point while at others the energy expen- 
diture will be low, resulting in lack of 
action and a sense of frustration. There 
are usually deep-rooted psychological 
reasons for these tendencies. The out- 
look can become gloomy and negative, 
while at other times resourcefulness 
will motivate action. 
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Often there is self-will, and if obstinacy 
is shown in other areas, this too will be 
increased. Sometimes there is a ten- 
dency to be accident-prone — the sub- 
ject may be slightly hurt or injured, 
perhaps due to carelessness. Exercise 
that keeps the joints free of rheumatic 
aches and pains is to be recommended. 


Positive aspects 

These contribute considerable powers 
of endurance and determination. The 
individual can usually cope with, and 
enjoy, working in difficult conditions 
or traveling on expeditions. The will to 
succeed is present, but again it is nec- 
essary to achieve a balance in the 
expenditure of physical energy. 


— | Negative aspects 

These contribute a serious, rather stern 
outlook; the individual can sometimes 
be enthusiastic and positive, then neg- 
ative and depressed. Some writers call 
it the “blow hot, blow cold” influence. 
We think this is apt and = as is the case 
with the conjunction — the expenditure 
of energy must be consciously con- 
trolled, since the tendency to work 
with the grimmest determination until 
exhaustion sets in, then relax into 
lethargy (due perhaps to a sudden lack 
of self-contidence, or to depression) 
may do quite serious, long-term 
damage to the constitution. 

If the individual can devise a steady 
exercise routine and keep to it, this will 
be of enormous help, but it will only 
be possible if he or she is able to 
ignore an inner voice that says “can’t 
be bothered”. 


! h PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN 
Mars AND SATURN 
Conjunction 

For about three years or so, deter- 
mination and patience must be called 
upon, for the individual will have to 
cope with frustration — especially when 
Saturn is active by transit. Progress will 
be uneven so caution, good construc- 
tive work, and if necessary background 
research into what is proposed, must 
be very thorough. 

If there is promotion the subject 
must learn to be very patient with sub- 
ordinates and to keep an even temper. 
He or she must remember that a 


steady pace is essential and should not 
undermine the health when having to 
work under pressure. 


Positive aspects 

Determination and powers of 
endurance will be evident at this ime 
and will be of enormous help to the 
subject who is trying desperately hard 
to make progress in his or her chosen 
field. Patience and sheer hard work 
will pay off, but as is always the case 
when Saturn is activated, quick results 
are not the order of the day. 


Be) Negative aspects 

Considerable frustration is likely at 
times, during which the individual 
must try not to force issues. These 
periods will oceurwhen there are tran- 
sits from Saturn, Pluto or Uranus usu- 
ally to personal planets, the Ascendant 
or Midheaven. Action should be taken 
when these transits are not exact, but 
even then the individual must only 
make cautious well-calculated moves. 
Steady exercise and additional vita- 
mins, especially calcium, are recom- 
mended, as is Vitamin C when the 
weather is cold or the subject is likely 
to catch a cold or chill. 


1K Mars’ ASPECTS 
TO URANUS 


Conjunction 

This very powerful aspect contributes 
great determination and self-will. 
Usually there is obstinacy, but the abil- 
ity to achieve objectives is consider- 
able. The individual is very frank and 
outspoken and, if the aspect falls in a 
fixed sign, stubbornness and intoler- 
ance can also be present. There is an 
air of hastiness and as a result accidents 
can frequently occur. 

It is important that the individual 
does not become fanatical in opinion, 
for extremist tendencies can be possi- 
ble. Consider carefully whether your 
subject is inclined to enjoy being in a 
powerful position: if so, make sure that 
he or she understands that advantage 
should not be taken of such a privi- 
lege. This would be most likely if the 
conjunction falls in the tenth house, or 
either or both planets are conjunct the 
Midheaven. Strenuous situations will 
often provoke nervous tension. 


Positive aspects 

These add a highly motivated nervous 
energy which subjects will use to 
advantage and when furthering their 
objectives. There is often considerable 
originality, with a flair for science, 
engineering or technology. These 
people will react very quickly in an 
emergency, and their potent sources of 
energy will give great support and 
strength at such times. 

Independence is very characteristic, 
and nervous energy usually abundant. 
If the individual is leading an interest- 
ing, independent life this energy will 
be burned off very positively, but even 
so there will be periods of stress. 


a Negative aspects 

These are a source of considerable 
nervous strain and tension, and if such 
traits emerge from other planetary 
positions in the birth chart, Mars and 
Uranus will exacerbate the condition. 
Migraines sometimes occur. Self-will, 
argumentativeness and perversity are 
likely, and the individual will always 
want his or her own way. Parents of 
children with these aspects may have 
to suggest the opposite of the desired 
effect to get the child to do what they 
want. Awareness of other people’s 
feelings and sensitivity to the hurt that 
can be caused is important. 

There is a terrific desire to win, and 
often considerable success, but don’t 
underestimate the tendency to stress 
and, in extreme cases, breakdown. 
Sometimes these individuals are their 
own worst enemies, but look for other, 
more sympathetic, indications to 
counter the harshness of these aspects. 


K PROGRESSED ASPECTS BETWEEN 
MARS AND URANUS 


Conjunction 
A period of both stress and achieve- 
ment is indicated — one in which the 
individual will probably have to put up 
a tremendous fight to achieve the 
desired goal. In retrospect, however, 
the effort will have been worthwhile. 
This progression will cover a period of 
about three years or so, and life will 
become extremely eventful when | 
Uranus is active by transit.

careful planning and patience needed 
when Saturn is busy. Often important 
and unexpected changes will be made, 
but the subject must keep calm and 
not take premature action. 


Positive aspects 

Life will at times become exciting and 
eventful, with the individual feeling 
strong, positive and assertive. There 
will be a great desire to win, and an 
original approach will pay off. It is, 
however, important that your subject 
does not become headstrong, and he 
or she should be encouraged to listen 
to good advice when it is proffered. 
Keeping reasonably calm, even when 
life is exciting, is also important. 
Opportunities are most likely when 
Jupiter makes transits to the 
Midheaven or to its own position. 


— | Negative aspects 

Some very difficult times are likely but 
just how hard they are will depend on 
the strength of the transits. With nega- 
tive intervention from transitting 
Uranus, Saturn or Pluto, life could 
become very demanding, taking a 
heavy toll on nervous and physical 
energy, and any tendency to worry will 
surface at such times. There may be an 
inclination to act very stubbornly or 
willfully. This docs not usually work 
out well, and may even be uncharac- 
teristic of your subject, who should be 
reprimanded if this occurs.

Conjunction 
This interesting aspect increases the 
imagination, which is extremely color- 
ful; the individual will probably have a 
fascinating and rich fantasy life. It also 
heightens the emotions and adds a 
sensual air to the way in which the sex- 
ual desires are expressed. However, it 
tends to deflate physical energy, mak- 
ing the subject rather languid in other 
spheres of life. If the sex life is unsatis- 
fying or there is no positive or creative 
outlet for the imagination, there will 
all too often be an ongoing dissatisfac- 
tion and restlessness, the reasons for 
which cannot exactly be pinpointed 
by the subject. 

Parents of children with the 


conjunction or negative aspects must 
give them special guidance on the dan- 
gers of drugs, drink and smoking, 
since once hooked on any of them it 
may be extra-difficult to give them up. 


Positive aspects 

If creativity or originality are shown in 
other areas of the chart, these aspects 
will help your subject to combine a 
rich imagination with his or her indi- 
vidual talent. As a result there is often, 
for instance, a superb color sense or an 
original approach to design, whether 
creative or technical. 

The emotions and feelings are 
increased and should be shown in a 
positive way, although other influences 
such as those of the Moon and Venus 
(planets that exert such an important 
effect on this area of the personality) 
will dominate. The contacts will 
enhance the expression of sex and give 
it intensity and sensitivity, but the indi- 
vidual must keep both feet on the 
ground, especially when falling in love. 


| Negative aspects 

These can cause a falling back on nega- 
tive escapism, especially when the sub- 
ject is under stress. The individual may 
want to retreat, and fail to cope, so 
look for stronger indications to see 
what sort of a fight he or she will be 
able to put up under such conditions. 
There will be a tendency towards dis- 
content and sometimes moodiness, 
especially if either planet is placed in a 
water sign.

Conjunction 
This subtle but colorful progression 
will enhance the individual’s imagina- 
tion, and the result may be some very 
colorful and creative work. If this is 
not the case he or she may experience 
a period during which a particular 
dream or fantasy comes true — such as 
a long-desired visit to a place that has 
been a source of fascination since 
childhood. There will be no lack of 
inspiration which can be used to 
advantage and will blend in very well 
with any creative activity. 

If your subject is under stress due to 
other progressions or transits warn him 
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or her of an inclination to fall back on 
tranquilizers, drugs or drink — all of 
which will be harmful in an above- 
average way. 


Positive aspects 

The effects of these are much as for 
the conjunction, but there is an even 
better chance of the subject being able 
to use the influence in a practical way, 
so that there will eventually be con- 
crete results. A tendency to drift off 
into a dream world can occur and the 
powers of concentration may be less 
strong than usual. 


— Negative aspects 

These are tricky and may cause your 
subject to feel discontented with his or 
her lot in life, and not be strong or 
positively assertive enough to take 
decisive action. Sometimes the self- 
confidence is more easily sapped than 
usual, and any harsh words from other 
people can cause disproportionate 
hurt. The risk of negative escapism is 
considerable when under stress, and 
additional care is advisable in the 
preparation of food — especially shell- 
fish — since there is an increased 
vulnerability to food poisoning. 

The effects of this influence will not 
always be felt for the whole of the 
three years during which it is opera- 
tive, but will surface when there are 
Neptune transits to the personal plan- 
ets, the Ascendant or the Midheaven, 
or when there are lunar progressions 
of a similar nature. The subject should 
be aware of any tendencies to negative 
escapism and perhaps uncharacteristic 
secretiveness.

Mars’ ASPECTS 
TO PLUTO 


Conjunction 

This is a very powerful influence. If it 
is well aspected by the Sun or Moon 
there will be a strong driving force and 
determination, although stubbornness 
is usually present. If the conjunction 
receives squares or oppositions there 
may be a lot of pent-up energy which 
the subject will find difficult to release 
in a positive way. The force is so strong 
that, if you decide your subject is tense 
or perhaps restless, it would be useful 
to suggest he or she takes up judo or 
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karate in order to release this energy in 
a very controlled way. The psychologi- 
cal effect, combined with the physical 
one, will be most beneficial. 

Obsessive tendencies can be present 
and, when angry, the individual has a 
fierce temper. This will be most likely 
for those who have the conjunction in 
Scorpio (at the time of writing they 
will be very young, so it is an influence 
for parents to consider and watch for 
very carefully), or if the conjunction 
falls in Virgo and is joined by Uranus. 
This aspect considerably increases the 
emotional level, and a cruel streak can 
also be present. 


Positive aspects 

Here the levels of physical and emo- 
tional cnergy are greatly increased and 
must be recognized. What is more, 
they must be positively expressed 
through a demanding sport or exercise 
regime. Involvement in one of the 
martial arts could be as rewarding for 
this group as for those with the con- 
junction (see above). 

Sweeping changes will be made at 
times, often because the individual is 
compulsively led to make them. This 
placing increases the ambition and the 
individual is usually a hard worker — 
sometimes becoming a workaholic. 


gf Negative aspects 

As with the conjunction and positive 
aspects, both the emotional and physi- 
cal energies are increased, but there 
will be a tendency to work to breaking 
point and the attainment of objectives 
can become an obsession. 

Desperate attempts will be made to 
overcome obstacles, but all too often 
these seem to increase in proportion 
and size, so that a satisfactory 
conclusion is not always achieved.

a Conjunction 

This heralds a period when a great deal 
of emotional and physical energy will 
be expended. Frustrations and blocked 
progress are possible when this con- 
junction coincides with difficult tran- 
sits, but the eventual outcome may be 
a fresh start in some area. Sometimes 
this is as a result of overcoming 


psychological problems through ther- 
apy or an improvement in finances. 
Plans should be pursued when the 
transits are positive and there is 
support from lunar progressions. 
This is a demanding period that is 
often not easy but is eventually 
rewarding. It will more or less color 
the life for about three years, but will 
not be of prime concern all the time. 


Positive aspects 
These indicate a time when the indi- 
vidual may make a clean sweep of 
some kind. Getting rid of worn-out 
conditions, making changes to the 
home, moving house or — if there are 
indications of change in other areas of 
the chart — perhaps ending a relation- 
ship and starting fresh with a new part- 
ner are just some of the possibilities.

Negative aspects 

Here is a period when there will be a 
series of frustrations, especially if 
changes are being made. This is not a 
time to force issues, especially if there 
are negative transits from Saturn to 
personal planets or Pluto. Advise your 
subject to be assertive when there is 
help from Jupiter, or even if Mars is 
active by transit, remembering that 
these influences only last a few days 
(see pp.281-2). 


yea Mars’ ASPECTS 
TO THE ASCENDANT 


Conjunction 

If Mars is in the first house reread the 
relevant section (sce p.274), remem- 
bering that this information will apply 
very powerfully indeed, and the closer 
Mars is to the Ascending degree the 
stronger the influence will be. 
However, do bear in mind that an 
accurate birth time is necessary, If 
Mars is in the twelfth house reread 


that house placing for Mars (see 
p.276) since these indications will 
apply most powerfully. The physical 
energy will be enhanced (Mars in the 
first house) or the emotional energy 
increased (Mars in the twelfth house). 

The inclination to be self-centered 
and selfish will be more potent if Mars 
is in the first house than the twelfth. If 
in the latter, however, while the indi- 
vidual will make sacrifices and be help- 
ful to others, there will be a deeply 
secretive tendency. Irrespective of the 
house placing, a tendency to accidents 
is increased due to hastiness. 


Positive aspects 

These increase the physical energy 
level, so the subject should be involved 
in demanding sporting activities so as 
to give such energy plenty of positive 
release. This is less necessary, however, 
if he or she has a physically active job. 
The need for action, and plenty of it, is 
present and an independent streak is 
usually evident along with the need to 
be in the winning team. 


ea Negative aspects 
There may be a tendency to overwork ! 
which can lower the vitality, especially 

if Mars is placed in the sixth house. A 
lively, sexually rewarding, relationship 
is necessary if Mars occupies the sev- 
enth, but also warn your subject of :

As with the conjunction, use the sign 
and house placing of Mars quite 
prominently in your interpretation 
since any of these aspects add to the 
strength of the planet.

takes about twelve years to travel round the 
Sun and through all twelve signs of the zodiac.

it a aos a philosophical outlook on life and encourages our 
understanding of foreign countries and people. Those with this 
planet strongly placed or emphasized will, according to its sign, 
generally be optimistic and broad-minded, and direct their mental 
energies very positively. The negative side of Jupiter encourages 
blind optimism, exaggeration, extravagance, a gambling instinct, 
and sometimes wastefulness and an overdeveloped sense of drama. 


JUPITER 
ia IN ARIES 


The positive, fiery enthusiasm of Aries 
is very sympathetic to Jupiter’s lively 
and optimistic influence. Here is some- 
one who is assertive, broad-minded 
and enthusiastic. A love of freedom is 
important, but care is needed that it is 
not expressed selfishly, without due 
consideration for the partner or for 
other people’s feelings. There may 
be a rather devil-may-care attitude, 
especially if Jupiter is negatively 
aspected by the Sun, Moon or Mars, 
so look for indications of stability and 
common sense elsewhere in the chart. 
The pioneering spirit characteristic 
of Aries will surface and be expressed — 
perhaps through pure adventurous- 
ness, wanting to travel to faraway or 
dangerous places, or maybe through a 
new development of some kind that 
will call for enterprise, which is another 
characteristic of this sign placing.

The motivation to make money is 
encouraged by this placing, and often 
brings great success, since the individ- 
ual will invest cleverly, with flair and a 
good sense of timing.

Traditionally, Jupiter is not very well 
placed in Gemini and this is true to a 
certain extent, since this placing can 
cause intellectual restlessness. Changes 
of opinion and too much versatility 
may interfere with real progress, espec- 
ially when at college or university. 
There can also be a scattering of intel- 
lectual energy so that the mind 
becomes serendipitous. Consistency of 
effort must be encouraged and also 
sought in other areas of the chart. A 
generally stabilizing influence, such as 
positive aspects from the Sun, Moon 
or Mercury to Saturn, will help. 

The individual will be broad- 
minded, up-to-date in outlook and 
often very clever, but should be aware 
of the benefits of in-depth knowledge 
in one or two areas at least.

Jupiter is traditionally well-placed in 
this sign, and its influence is somewhat 
strengthened. The intuition and the 
emotional level are both increased. 
There is a marvelous natural kindness 
and sympathy, plus an understanding 
of other people’s problems and diffi- 
culties. The caring, charitable and pro- 
tective instincts common to Cancer are 
enhanced and often expressed on a 
broad, humanitarian level as well as a 
personal one; concern, consideration 
and often cash will be given to alleviate 
mass suffering. The changeability of 
Cancer is shown in an uncertainty of 
opinion, and there can be changes of 
direction in religious thought or belief. 
The imagination certainly benefits: 
look to other areas of the chart to see 
how it may best be expressed. It may 
be in writing or literature if the chart 
shows creativity, or in inventiveness if 
the bent is scientific, when the imagi- 
nation will combine with intuition, 
helping the subject to assess the 
possible outcome of an experiment. 


Learning and achievement 

The home and family life also gain by 
this placing, which will enhance the 
parents’ ability to be objective about 
their children. The home will probably 
be full of books (perhaps rather 
untidily so!) and a special kind of 
encouragement will be given to chil- 
dren to develop their minds in exciting 
and imaginative ways. 

Natural shrewdness is a Cancerian 
characteristic, and here it will enhance 
any indication of a good business 
sense. If the subject wants to start a 
small business enterprise, you might 
suggest something connected with 
antiques, for the acquisition of knowl- 
edge of a chosen period or type of art- 
work will be as stimulating as the 
making of extra money. Here is some- 
one who enjoys good food, and may 
also be a superb cook.

IN LEO 


Optimism, enthusiasm and gencrosity 
are common with this placing, and the 
individual is often intelligent and 


ambitious. However, the measure of 
extroversion that this placing gives 
will, especially if the rest of the chart is 
that way inclined, tend to encourage 
showiness and sometimes too much 
dramatic projection. There will be a 
need to take center stage — but also the 
talent to encourage others to achieve 
their full potential. 

Every day must be lived to the full, 
and time-wasting may be deemed to 
be sinful. Subjects with this placing 
should certainly realize that they can 
become too exuberant and flamboy- 
ant, especially in dress. However, if 
they can control bombastic tendencies 
and let their natural enthusiasm and 
zest for life invigorate others, they will 
be expressing themselves in a mar- 
velous way. Sometimes they need to be 
taken down a peg or two; they can be 
very pompous. Quality is important, 
with well-made clothes and real jew- 
elry thoroughly appreciated. There is 
usually a great love of tradition, and 
loyalty to loved ones and, more 
generally, to their country. 


Finding a creative outlet 
Self-satisfaction and an inflated ego are 
sometimes present, especially if the 
Sun makes a negative aspect to Jupiter. 
The sense of drama and a tendency to 
exaggerate are usually evident if there 
is a negative aspect between the Moon 
and Jupiter. At best there will be excel- 
lent organizational ability and 
convincing powers of leadership. 

Acting can be a good outlet for this 
dramatic sense, and a love of painting 
and the theater is common. If creative 
flair is shown elsewhere, Jupiter in Leo 
will definitely help it to be expressed 
fully and enthusiastically. This placing 
is excellent for individuals who enjoy 
working with children or young 
people, either as a teacher or simply in 
passing on their own skills. It is mar- 
velous for them to be involved in intel- 
lectually expanding projects, which will 
be a constant source of pleasure as well 
as a challenge. 


Tr JUPITER 
IN VIRGO 


There is something of a contradiction 
in terms about this placing, for while 
Jupiter cncourages expansion of the 


intellect in particular, Virgo is related 
to small, narrow detail and critical acu- 
men. Sometimes as a result there is 
conflict and apprehension when the 
individual is confronted with a situa- 
tion or project that demands a broad 
sweeping approach. He or she will 
want to take it, but may feel a lack of 
self-confidence and fail to commit 
him- or herself as boldly as might be 
wished. The outlook will definitely be 
matter-of-fact, and it is to this charac- 
teristic that the subject should appeal 
at such times. You must also encourage 
reflection on past achievements and 
successes, for it is in that way that con- 
fidence will be gained and a broader 
perspective taken. 


Precision and practicality 
Considerable literary skill often accom- 
panics this placing. Here is the 
patience and dedication of a meticu- 
lous writer with the intelligence to 
develop the technique necessary if he 
is to put down on paper precisely and 
directly just what is in his mind. This 
placing also contributes technical and 
scientific ability, along with tremen- 
dous practical flair for working with 
machinery. Healthy scepticism and 
critical acumen are also present. 

If Jupiter is afflicted by the Moon or 
Neptune there can be considerable 
absent-mindedness. This will infuriate 
the individual, who will consider it 
stupid and annoyingly time-consuming 
when he or she leaves keys in the 
wrong place, for instance, or mislays a 
vitally important piece of paper or 
book! Sometimes there can be consti- 
pation, especially if rich food is 
enjoyed, and digestive problems are 
also common. 


few JUPITER 

mum IN LIBRA 

Here is a kind, sympathetic and charm- 
ing individual, hospitable and very 
charitable. There is a natural friendli- 
ness and an easy expression of warm 
affection, and the attitude to life is 
somewhat laid-back. “Que sera sera” 
may be a motto! 

There is a great love of luxury, espe- 
cially if Jupiter receives a negative 
aspect from Venus. In this case, the 
positive qualities mentioned above will 
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be present but the subject can very 
easily become sybaritic and lazy; unless 
Mars is really strong there may well be 
little get-up-and-go. 

Money-making will be of great 
importance, and the results will be 
spent on pleasure and entertaining 
friends in a hospitable and extravagant 
way. The individual may well have a 
very good mind but the motivation to 
stretch it and accept demanding intel- 
lectual challenges will probably not be 
especially noticeable. He or she may 
prefer to relax with some long, excit- 
ing romantic fiction or a family saga 
rather than actually getting round to 
writing one, even if inspired to do so. 


A need for self-fulfilment 

A loathing of loneliness indicates the 
Libran influence, and so the individual 
will be more fulfilled when living and, 
indeed working, in partnership. She 
will have a great deal of love and affec- 
tion to give to a partner, together with 
encouragement and enthusiasm — this 
is a positive and rewarding factor in a’ 
business relationship. On the negative 
side, the placing does not contribute 
much to independence. Indeed, there 
may even be tendencies to rely too 
heavily on loved ones, and if Jupiter 
receives negative aspects from the Sun, 
Moon or ruling planet there is often 
self-indulgence and conceit. 

It is important that these individuals 
are encouraged to develop their poten- 
ual and to increase their expenditure of 
physical energy. Look to the Mars sign 
to see which sporting or exercise 
regime would be most rewarding, and 
encourage action along those lines. 
The suggestion that chess or intellec- 
tually demanding games could be satis- 
fying may be greeted with enthusiasm. 
This is another Jupiter sign that likes 
its food, so suggest a little moderation 
in eating and drinking, otherwise indi- 
gestion may cause problems. 


Ths JUPITER 


IN SCORPIO 


The powerful emotional energy force 
of Scorpio will inject Jupiter’s influ- 
ence with determination and will- 
power. There is a need for progress, 
and a strong emotional involvement in 
interests or Career is essential if the 


subject is to feel fulfilled. In a chart 
where enterprise and the motivation to 
develop potential is present, this plac- 
ing will give plenty of staying- power. 
The Jupiterian trait of living life to 
the full is encouraged by this placing: 
Scorpio knows nothing of half- 
measures and, at its most assertive, 
Jupiter is a whole-hogger, so it is easy 
to see the potency of this placing. 
However, care is needed that the sub- 
ject does not burn him- or herself out 
when pursuing objectives or simply liv- 
ing it up; moderation must be encour- 
aged, and hopefully a restraining factor 
will be present elsewhere in the chart. 
The subject will be vulnerable to over- 
doing things if the Sun or Moon 
squares or opposes Jupiter, in which 
case you should look out for mental 
strain in particular. The individual may 
be naturally suspicious, and must not 
allow this tendency to become obses- 
sive. 
- If there is an inclination to write, 
detective fiction will probably be suc- 
cessful and/or rewarding — certainly 
pleasure will be gained from reading 
this particular genre. Here, too, is the 
ability to rescarch thoroughly anything 
of interest. This placing is excellent for 
a criminal lawyer or judge. There is 
often financial flair and a good eye for 
a calculated financial risk, and sweep- 
ing generosity is also usually present. 
The subject may need to be warned 
against possible vanity and pride, and 
sometimes of verbal aggression too. 


x JUPITER 
IN SAGITTARIUS 


Jupiter rules Sagittarius, so the planet 
will be a very powerful element of the 
chart when it is in this sign. We sug- 
gest rereading the Sun sign characteris- 
tics of Sagittarius (see pp.112-15), 
since you are very likely to see some of 
them in your subject. In addition, he 
or she will have some superb intellec- 
tual potential, although this may not 
emerge in early life, for this placing 
also contributes a very happy-go-lucky 
attitude, and one which, when the 
individual is sporty, encourages him or 
her to take risks and be rather careless. 
The outlook is enormously optimistic 
and there will be abundant enthusiasm 
— both extremely positive traits unless 
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they are overexpressed and become 
blind optimism. This is most likely if 
Jupiter is afflicted by opposition or 
square aspects from the Sun, Mercury 
or Mars. This is certainly a placing that 
needs countering by some steadying 
influence from Saturn, or perhaps a 
personal planet in an earth sign. 


Continual learning 

As these subjects grow a little older, fs 
both intellectually and physically, they 
will become wiser and develop an ever- 
strengthening philosophical attitude. It 
is essential for them always to study 
something as there is a strong element 
of the eternal student here, and this 
trait must be fulfilled. There may also 
be a wonderful sense of justice, a flair 
for languages and a love of travel. 


Note: During the whole of 1983 
Jupiter traveled through Sagittarius 
with Uranus and Neptune. This stel- 
lium (see p.57) creates a particularly 
fascinating focal point in the charts of 
children born during that year. It is 
something to look out for, making 
them individual, original and very 
intuitive people with great potential, 
which will be expressed according to 
their Sun, Moon and Ascending signs. 
(See also the influence of Uranus and 
Neptune in Sagittarius, p.315 and 
p.328 respectively. ) 


V8 JUPITER 


IN CAPRICORN 


This gives a blend of positive, extro- 
vert qualities (Jupiter) with powerfully 
negative, introvert ones (Capricorn). 
Together they produce a set of remark- 
able characteristics. The individual is 
ambitious and determined and will not 
shirk responsibility. He or she is able to 
work very hard and persistently, and 
usually has excellent powers of concen- 
tration. Parents of children with this 
placing must not expect their offspring 
to make meteoric leaps to the top of 
the class. Nevertheless, they will make 
very steady gradual progress, and what 
is learned will be remembered. This is 
generally the pattern throughout life. 
The outlook is extremely sensible, 
neither shirking the acceptance of chal- 
lenge nor being blindly optimistic. 
Common sense and some caution 
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should dominate, and hard-earned 
success will be the eventual outcome. 
There can be times when the more 
senous side of Capricorn will be to the 
fore, resulting in a tendency toward a 
rather bleak and marginally pessimistic 
attitude or outlook; the generosity and 
flamboyance of Jupiter will not often 
be evident when the planet is in this 
sign. However, the jolly Jupiter sense 
of humor combines with the offbeat 
Capricorn one to emerge when it is 
least expected, to the great amusement 
of those present; it is most certainly 
something to look for! 

The individuals are usually kind 
and thoughtful, but sometimes 
pigheadedness and the tendency to 
think that they are always right can be 
evident. At times this will tend to 
make them their own worst enemies, 
but these more extreme tendencies 
usually only occur if Jupiter receives a 
square aspect from the Sun or Moon. 
Pay extra attention to the placing and 
influence of Saturn since, if that planet 
is heavily aspected or personalized, the 
Capricorn influence on Jupiter (i.e. the 
more serious personality traits) will 
tend to dominate. 


JUPITER 

hh IN AQUARIUS 
There is usually a splendid imagination 
and no lack of originality with this 
placing. The effect of an Aquarian 
Jupiter will be to endow the subject 
with powerfully humanitarian qualities, 
and give him or her the need to 
express them in a positively helpful 
way. The sense of justice is also very 
prominent and this individual, by tak- 
ing positive action, will see to it that 
justice is done and seen to be done. 


A social subject 

Here is someone who is impartial and 
tolerant, and who can be very sympa- 
thetic in a totally unsentimental way. 
Many of these fine qualities are often 
expressed through an attraction to 
humanitarian causes, with plenty of 
hard work done on their behalf. The 
independence of Aquarius will cer- 
tainly be present, and while this sign 
may make the subject cool and distant, 
that is not so when Jupiter occupies it, 
for the planet’s warmth and general 


cheerfulness will melt the crackling ice 
which is usually characteristic of every 
Aquanian. The social life is extremely 
important, and the subject will no 
doubt have a wide circle of friends and 
acquaintances who will be encouraged 
to become involved in, for instance, his 
concern to improve the lot of those 
who are less fortunate than himself. 
Scientific or technological ability can 
be present, and originality and imagi- 
nation will be expressed very inven- 
tively. Sometimes there is literary or 
musical talent but control your enthu- 
siasm if this emerges here. The poten- 
tial may well be present, but unless 
Jupiter is personalized, you should see 
if these abilities emerge independently 
elsewhere in the chart; and even then 
you should be rather restrained in your 
statements! In some cases the sense of 
humor may border on the eccentric. If 
Jupiter is afflicted there can be a lack 
of tact, and sometimes a sort of stub- 
born intolerance and an element of 
unpredictability. The intuition is 
usually increased by this placing. 


py JUPITER 
IN PISCES 


Before the discovery of Neptune and 
its acceptance into the astrological 
pantheon, Jupiter was the ruler of 
Pisces. As a result, its influence from 
this sign is increased and indeed it is 
very well placed here. 

The philosophical, spiritual and 
reflective elements of both sign and 
planet are beautifully blended and will 
be prominent in the subject, for he or 
she will be kind, sympathetic and car- 
ing. There will be a compassionate 
spirit and a natural friendliness; she will 
always listen to what is being said, and 
build up a marvelously sympathetic 
rapport with other people. This plac- 
ing is often found in the charts of 
those working in the caring and medi- 
cal professions. It can also bestow a 
great love of animals (and an excellent 
rapport with them), and will help any- 
one wanting to become a vet or to 
work with animals in some other way. 


A sense of commitment 

The emotional level is considerably 
enhanced, and the imagination and 
intuition are also greatly heightened, 


sometimes to the point that these 
tendencies will be much increased 
should worry show up in other areas of 
the chart. Here too is someone with 
the best kind of religious faith ~ and 
who practices what she preaches. 
Identification with suffering is also 
present, and while many will take posi- 
tive action to help alleviate it (much as 
Jupiter in Aquarius does), the caring 
can sometimes be expressed less 
directly through contemplation, medi- 
tation or prayer. There may also be 
powers of healing. 

Self-indulgence may be present if 
Jupiter is afflicted by the Sun or 
Moon, and these people may be unre- 
liable, with a tendency toward decep- 
tiveness or self-deception. They will 
make sacrifices, sometimes of their per- 
sonal success or happiness, giving up 
much to look after a sick relative or 
perhaps forsaking a successful career to 
turn to something that is considered to 
be more worthwhile. 


JUPITER PROGRESSED 


THROUGH THE SIGNS 


It is rare for Jupiter to move from one 
sign to the next by progression unless 
it occupies an early or late degree of a 
sign in the birth chart. If it ts in an 
early degreelit may, dunng the course 
of a lifetime, turn from direct to retro- 
grade motion, and re-enter the pre- 
vious'sign. If Jupiter is at the end ofa 
sign it is just possible that 1t may 
progress into the next sign, turn retro- 
grade and eventually re-enter the sign 
in which it is placed in the birth chart. 

These changes; if and when they 
occur, will take place over a long 
period of time.and be very subtle. 
However, remember that while, as is. 
always the case, the birth position of 
the planet will still hold good, there 
will be some influence from the new 
sign, with the subject perhaps becom- 
ing more extrovert and optimistic if” 
Jupiter progresses into a fire sign, or 
more practical and maybe materialistic 
if it moves into an earth sign. You will 
find that there will be greater intellec- 
tual stimulation if the new sign is air, 
and more intuition and thoughtful- 
ness, with an increased philosophical 
outlook, if the new sign belongs to 
the water element. “

Jupiter through the Houses 





xpansion is Jupiter’s keyword, so relate this 
E potential to the spheres of life covered by the 
house placing. In simple terms, unless Jupiter is 
very negatively aspected in the birth chart, the 
subject generally does well or experiences little 


difficulty i in these matters. Consider the more exaggerative and 
overoptimistic side of Jupiter when interpreting its house position. 


1 JUPITER 
IN THE FIRST HOUSE 

The closer Jupiter is to the Ascendant, 

the stronger its influence will be. If it 

is within 8 or 10 degrees (at most), see 

also Jupiter conjunct the Ascendant, 

pp.291-2. 

This is an extremely powerful 
placing, and the characteristics and 
motivations of the Ascendant sign will 
be strongly influenced by Jupiter’s 
presence in this house. It adds a 
strongly positive and enthusiastic out- 
look on life, which will be lived to the 
full, and the individual will be warm- 
hearted and optimistic. There is often 
considerable breadth of vision, and 
even if a meticulous sign, such as 
Virgo, rises the subject can assess 
situations very broadly and wisely. 


Positive qualities 

Here is someone open and honest, 
who accepts others at face value, unless 
deception, dishonesty and craftiness 
are shown elsewhere. If Jupiter is 
afflicted by the Sun, Moon or Mars, 
there will be a tendency to exaggerate, 
and perhaps some boisterousness or a 
love of risk-taking and gambling. 
Usually, however, the positive qualities 
dominate, including the ability to give 
encouragement to others — partly 
because the subject’s own enthusiasm 
is infectious. ~ 

A more philosophical attitude and 
outlook will emerge with age and 
experience, and the individual should 
be encouraged to develop an excellent 
intellectual potential, especially if the 
more racy, risk-taking side of Jupiter 
seems to color the personality. 

Weight can be gained because of a 
liking for good food and drink, and 
indigestion can occur. The individual 
may also suffer badly from hangovers, 
so advise care of the rather vulnerable 
liver, and encourage better treatment 
of it. Sometimes, as is the case when 


there is a Sagittarian influence, there 
may be a tendency to put on weight 
around the hips and thighs. 


4 JUPITER 
IN THE SECOND HOUSE 


The materialistic side of Jupiter is 
prominent here. There will be a con- 
siderable urge to make money and 
often marked success in this area, with 
the individual taking financial risks that 
pay off more often than not. However, 
if Jupiter is afflicted (especially by a 
square or opposition from Venus), the 
subject may go too far and overinvest 
his or her money in a flurry of blind 
optimism. Creature comforts are both 
greatly liked and deeply needed, and 
the subject will spend money enter- 
taining friends and making the home 
extremely luxurious and comfortable. 
This is the Taurus/Venus house, so 
don’t forget its connection with rela- 
tionships. The subject is a generous 
partner, showing love flamboyantly by 
giving expensive and beautiful pre- 
sents, sometimes when he can’t really 
afford them. There may be a tendency 
to buy love and affection, especially if 
that will boost the ego. This is most 
likely if Jupiter falls in a very extrovert 
sign, such as Leo or, perhaps, Libra. 


JUPITER 
IN THE THIRD HOUSE 


This is the Gemini house and has 
strong connections with the mind. 
Jupiter is also the planet of the intel- 
lect, so Jupiter’s influence will enhance 
the need to exercise the mind, and 
intellectual challenge will be taken up 
with the greatest possible enthusiasm. 
The need to share opinions, and 
even impose them, will be powerful, 
and the individual’s ability to 
communicate is excellent. He or she 


may do much good when exercising 
these qualities, since his or her sense of 
justice will ensure that actions follow 
words, especially if the chart shows a 
strong Mars or Uranus in positive 
aspect to Jupiter. This is a good plac- 
ing for children, who will probably 
enjoy school and its challenges. 


A need for mobility 

Restlessness is almost inevitable if the 
Moon or Mercury make negative 
aspects to Jupiter (although some 
Jupiter signs fare better than others). 
There can sometimes be an inability to 
rest content, but this must be 
supported elsewhere in the chart. 

The desire to continue to learn and 
sometimes to educate oneself will last 
well after the school years have ended, 
and the subject will have a great desire 
for both physical and mental mobility. 
Encourage very careful training when 
learning to drive a car, ride a bicycle, 
motorcycle or horse, since a certain 
wildness may take over at such times. 


4 JUPITER 
IN THE FOURTH HOUSE 


A happy childhood is often indicated, 
when the subject had a positive rela- 
tionship with parents who were always 
encouraging and enthusiastic. As a 
result, there is an excellent chance that 
he or she in turn will create a mar- 
velous home atmosphere when build- 
ing his or her own family life. 

The attitude toward children will be 
considerate and philosophical, and the 
family unit will generally have a great 
deal of fun. The placing conjures up 
the picture of a wise and but young 
Santa Claus figure, filling a rather 
chaotic home with lovely books and 
goodies that the children will enjoy, 
but which will also be of benefit to 
them. Sometimes there will be some 
sentimentality apparent in the attitude 
toward the family. From a more mat- 
erialistic point of view, money doesn’t 
seem to be of prime importance. 
Nevertheless, if the subject is keen to 
invest money, the added security of 
home ownership, and an increase of 
the house’s value by building on 
extensions and the like, may well prove 
to be the most beneficial course, both 
financially and emotionally. 
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JUPITER 
IN THE FiFrH HOUSE 


This 1s something of a. mixed blessing. 
At its best it will certainly bestow great 
optimism and enthusiasm, and if the 
chart shows creative flair in other areas 
Jupiter will definitely enhance any tal- 
cents, especially for acting or painting. 
However, Jupiter can get rather carried 
away here and needs stabilizingyif. the 
subject 1s to gain the most from this 
placing. Enthusiasm and optimism can 
run wild, and_as-a result the individual 
willtend to take risks. That is fine pro- 
viding these are calculated (this will 
show in other areas — a well-aspected 
Saturn would help enormously), but if 
Jupiter is squared or opposed by the 
Sun, Moon or Mars, there can be con- 
sidcrable recklessness when taking risks 
of all kinds. 

A liking for gambling (which Julia 
has known in many cases to become 
obsessive) must be guarded against. 
The individual will love life and live it 
fully. He or she will be marvelous 
company and a source of inspiration 
and encouragement to friends and 
family. There will be a strong tendency 
to show off, and a well-developed 
sense of drama: again, if these traits are 
controlled, all will be well. 


Rewarding relationships 

There is a powerful influence on the 
love life (which will also be enjoyed 
with gusto), and over the years the 
subject may have more partners than 
most! Great gencrosity will be shown 
to them, both emotionally and materi- 
ally. There is also especial joy in par- 
enthood, and the relationship with 
children will be positive and reward- 
ing. Nevertheless, this is a rather exag- 
gerated placing and needs firm 
handling if Jupiter is to act at its best. 


JUPITER 
IN THE SIXTH HOUSE 





Here, the Jupiter keyword, “expan- 
sion”, can have physical effects. 
Depending on the sign, weight gain 
(and a difficulty in subsequently losing 
it) can often cause problems, not sim- 
ply because the subject enjoys food a 
little too much, but also because the 
metabolism may be rather slow. You 





miust warn your subject that he or she 
can overdo things all too easily. 

Too much work, too much food or 
too much inaction can have a serious 
effect on the body and/or liver. If 
there is awareness of what is being 
done to the system, and bad cating, 
drinking, or smoking habits (the worst 
of all) are gradually corrected, long- 
term damage will be averted. Ideally, a 
disciplined lifestyle is needed, and the 
subject will gain a sense of security 
from its steady rhythm; a tendency to 
harmful excess may then be avoided. 

Being of help to others comes natu- 
rally to these individuals, who will 
hurry to someone’s aid as soon as it is 
requested. Generosity is shown by 
serving others, and they will freely give 
time, and often money, plus a natural 
cheery optimism; it is casy for them to 
tell when and where help is needed. 


7 JUPITER 

8 IN THE SEVENTH HOUSE 
Relationships are often embarked upon 
at an carly age by people with this 
placing, due to the challenge of devel- 
oping an emotional relationship, great 
enthusiasm and, most of all, high 
hopes. Unfortunately, expectations of 
the partner are frequently far too high, 
so that when they are not fulfilled 
there is a tendency to give up, some- 
times all too quickly. The subject may 
take a rather superficial attitude to this 
sphere of life, and the Jupiter inclina- 
tion to think that the grass is always 
greener on the other side may be the 
basic reason for such downfalls. 


Mental compatibility 
Encourage your subject to think more 
seriously and to practice plenty of self- 
analysis. Most importantly, he or she 
should discover what the partner really 
needs, for with this placing comes 
great potential if the positive, enthusi- 
astic side of Jupiter is fully expressed. 
Intellectual rapport is important, and 
the partners should be of equal intelli- 
gence and intellectual and educational 
development. If the subject is further 
ahead in these areas than the partner, 
the gap between them will definitely 
widen. However, if they are equal or, 
better still, if the partner is ahead, this 
will stimulate the subject as opposed to 


fostering a sense of frustration. 

Here is a very assertive business part- 
ner, if natural enthusiasm is controlled, 
who will not lack ideas for company 
expansion. He or she may make a 
good front man or woman, working 
with a steady behind-the-scenes associ- 
ate who can attend to the details while 
the individual exercises his or her 
boundless breadth of vision. 


JUPITER 
IN THE EIGHTH HOUSE 

Financial gain through investment is 
indicated here, and if Jupiter is well 
aspected, the individual should have a 
good business sense. The planet’s 
influence, however, needs a great deal 
of controlling, and the ease or diffi- 
culty of this will depend largely on 
Jupiter’s sign. If this is an earth sign, 
he or she should be able to invest 
wisely and intelligently, but this is less 
likely if it is in any other element. 

Considerable sexual exuberance will 
be evident, and it is particularly impor- 
tant for the partner to be responsive 
and willing to experiment in the sex 
life. It may be that the subject is over- 
demanding and must become more 
aware of the partner’s needs, con- 
sciously developing consideration for 
them. Sometimes too much is 
expected of the partner, and the indi- 
vidual will find satisfaction elsewhere. 
There is a freedom-loving element 
which will be expressed very naturally 
and openly, but the damage it can do 
to the regular partner is considerable, 
so restraint may have to be developed. 

Tradition once decreed that Jupiter 
in this house was beneficial for inheri- 
tance, but this is an oversimplification 
not to be taken literally. In considering 
the more intellectual and philosophical 
side of Jupiter, the subject will give 
scrious thought to life after death and 
may arrive at wise conclusions that will 
give a sense of stability.

IN THE NINTH HOUSE 





Jupiter’s influence is strong here, for 
this is the Sagittarius/Jupiter house. 
There is considerable intellectual 
potential, which should be developed 





in accordance with the sign in which 
Jupiter is placed. The outlook on life is 
very positive, with great breadth of 
vision. The imagination will also be 
enhanced, with the ninth house love of 
travel, both intellectual and physical, 
emphasized in the best possible way. 
The acquisition of knowledge and 
the need to study will be very impor- 
tant, and in order for the individual to 
feel fulfilled there should be constant 
opportunity for this. Should your sub- 
ject be a young mother, do everything 
possible to encourage her to have a 
couple of hours away from her chil- 
dren at least once a week for she will 
find their constant chatter frustrating, 
no matter how much she loves them. 


A variety of experience 

Considerable versatility is usually pre- 
sent, but with it may come restlessness. 
This is more likely if Jupiter is in a fire 
or air sign, or is negatively aspected by 
Mercury, Mars or perhaps Uranus. 
Parents of children with this placing 
should remember that further educa- 
tion must be positively encouraged, 
and if the youngster wants to travel 
extensively, such an experience will 
contribute considerably to the devel- 
opment of his or her personality. There 
is often flair for languages, and time 
may be spent living abroad. 


0 JUPITER 
IN THE TENTH HOUSE 


If Jupiter is within eight degrees of the 
Midheaven, see also Jupiter conjunct 
the Midheaven, p.292. Whatever 
Jupiter’s degree, dramatic flair is usu- 
ally present, and these subjects will cer- 
tainly attract attention in their chosen 
fields. If in a position of power, this 
will be wielded very fairly and with 
understanding and kindness, although 
they may be pompous at times. They 
will seize opportunities as they come 
along and will also create them; no 
grass will grow under these feet. 

There is real strength in the ability to 
take in the broad perspective of situa- 
tions, and to view the long-term philo- 
sophically and practically. Aspirations 
are high, and as they are conquered, 
worldly wisdom will grow and lessons 
be learned, which will be born in mind 
whenever the need arises. 
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Successful actors and actresses fre- 
quently have this placing, although a 
sense of drama and the tendency to 
show off are usually present even in 
those who do not become actors. 
There may be a talent for the law, pub- 
lishing or any job where the individual 
is able to take center stage! 


1l JUPITER 
IN THE ELEVENTH HOUSE 

Here is someone who is a great social- 
izer, Who gathers together a large 
circle of friends and acquaintances and 
who contributes much to his or her 
set, or to any group interest. He or she 
may well serve on committees and 
eventually hold an important office. 


Working with others 
There is a natural inclination and abil- 
ity to generate much energy and 
enthusiasm, and the chosen interest 
will move forward as a result of the 
subject’s much-enjoyed hard work and 
effort. It will not be difficult for him 
to inspire others, and willing workers 
will give their all under his leadership. 
The humanitarian side of the 
Aquarius/eleventh house will be pre- 
sent, with the subject perhaps being an 
excellent fundraiser, or one who takes 
action to help fight injustice — maybe 
working for famine relief or animal 
welfare. If he is creative, the chosen 
interest might be amateur dramatics. 
Here is an excellent friend, always 
giving others encouragement to 
develop their potential, and throwing 
out challenging suggestions and ideas 
in order to keep the friendship alive, 
even when separated by many miles. 
An interesting consideration for you 
may be whether those with this placing 
tend to extend the friendship period of 
any developing romantic relationship, 
since the attitude to love and romance 
can be somewhat cynical: “We’re just 
good friends” seems to be a typical 
statement here! 


JUPITER 
IN THE TWELFTH HOUSE 


Because Jupiter ruled Pisces until 
Neptune was taken into the astrologi- 
cal pantheon, this placing is a very 


important one. If Jupiter hes within 
eight or ten degrees of the Ascendant, 
see also Jupiter conjunct the 
Ascendant, pp.291-2. 

There may be a true sense of voca- 
tion, perhaps religious but possibly 
also geared to fully developing the 
potential in some chosen subject that 
needs great dedication. There can also 
be reclusive tendencies, and usually the 
individual needs to work alone in ie, 
peace and quiet. (Remember, however, 
that “quiet” means different things to 
different people!) 


A creative contribution 
The attitude to life is very philosophi- 
cal, and the mind an excellent one. It 
will be up to the subject not just to 
drift into his or her own little world 
and opt out of reality, since the poten- 
tial is excellent and must be used 
wisely and practically. A marvelous 
compromise can be reached if the indi- 
vidual finds work that has a concrete 
end-product, and it is this that is 
shown off to the public, rather than 
the individual himself. For instance, 
here we may have a solitary writer, 
potter or perhaps inventor, whose 
work speaks for itself rather than the 
person who projects his own personal- 
ity. Indeed, the individual may wear a 
psychological mask in public, and be 
truly known by few people. 

Esoteric subjects and religion, 
perhaps in the broadest sense, may 
be important. This is a good placing 
for the medical or caring professions, 
or for work in institutions. 


2, JUPITER PROGRESSED 
THROUGH THE HOUSES 


Because Jupiter moves very slowly, it is 
not often that it moves by progression 
from its natal house to the next one. 
The change is only likely to occur if 
Jupiter is near the cusp of a house, 
although it may also happen that the 
planet turns from direct to retrograde 
motion, and as a result backs into the 
previous house; or if at birth it was ret- 
rograde, turns to direct motion and 
moves forward into the next house. 
The influence of Jupiter from its new 
house will offer fresh opportunities 
relating to whichever sphere of life 
concerns that house. 
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| Act Jupiter — one receiving trines 
from the Sun, Moon, Mars or Saturn — can 
considerably enhance the individual’ S$ personality. 
However, it is easy to underestimate the effect of a 
badly-aspected Jupiter. We are dealing here with 


Vapiter S aspects to the outer planets, which remain in orb for sev- 
eral days, so relate them to their house and sign positions. Unless 
the planets are personalized, they may have a more general effect 
than those Jupiter receives from the Sun to Mars inclusive. 


For Jupiter’s aspects to the Sun see 
the Sun’s aspects to Jupiter, p.216. 


For Jupiter’s aspects to the Moon 
see the Moon’s aspects to Jupiter, 
p.234.

JUPITER’S ASPECTS 


TO SATURN 


Conjunction 
Here the nwo giants of the Solar 
System join forces. At its best this will 
bestow optimism and common sense, a 
balanced outlook on life and the ability 
to be enthusiastic or restrained, as and 
when necessary. However, the planets 
don’t always exert an equal influence, 
and we often find that Saturn wins — 
the subject will be optimistic and 
hopeful, but with occasional gloom or 
depression. Even so, there is always a 
sense of purpose, with a serious and 
practical attitude to whatever has to be 
done. There can also be staying- power. 
Decide which of the wo is the 


stronger planet in the chart as a whole. ° 


If one is personalized, it will dominate 
this aspect. If neither is personal, look 
at each planet’s sign and house posi- 
uon to discover which is dominant. If, 
once again, the answer is neither, you 
may find. that the subject shows Jovian 


optimism at times and Saturnian pes- 


simism ar othcrs._A steady physical and 
emotional pace mustibe achieved if-this 
conjunction’s influence is to be kept in 
balance, and that maymot be easy. 


Positive aspects 

These have a steadying influence, with 
the commonsense, practical attributes 
of Saturn blending well with the extro- 
yerventhusiasni and optimism of 
Jupiter. Breadth of vision will combine 
with caution. The individual’s inner 
voice gives good advice and boosts the 
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self-confidence. There is an ability to 
plan constructively for the future and 

to carry out such plans. He or she has 
good judgement and can put problems 
into a coherent perspective. 


Ei Negative aspects 
There is usually an element of discon- 
tent, with the subject feeling that he or 
she is achieving, or has achieved, very 
little. Restlessness is common, with a 
tendency to blame circumstance or ’ 
background for lack of success or ful- 
fillment. In fact, inner discontent and a 
lack of will or self-confidence are often 
the cause of the problem. It is vital to 
discover what the individual’s inner 
voice is saying; it may emerge that he 
had to cope with many put-downs as a 
child, which is the reverse of the effect 
of positive aspects between Jupiter and 
Saturn. Listening to himself, the sub- 
ject gains no confidence but hears only | 
a negative authoritarianism that con- 
vinces him that he isn’t much good at 
anything, so why should he bother? | 
Look elsewhere in the chart to see 
where the real potential lies, and to 
find any indications that will counter 
this heavy influence, helping your sub- 
ject to build up self- ‘confidence and the 
strength of will to move forward. 
Stress the positive qualities of the i 
Ascendant, Sun and Moon signs and 
the influence of the personal planets. A 
well-aspected Mars will also help. If ¥ | 
either Jupiter or Saturn is ren jase! = 
its influence will be emphasized.

Generally speaking, it is only if the 
conjunction is negatively aspected that 
it will be a source of tension and rest- 
lessness, and even then these can be 
discharged positively and dynamically 
through work and other interests. 


Positive aspects 

The subject has a powerful element of 

originality and many of the qualities of 

the conjunction. There is usually a 

lively sense of humor and a friendly 

willingness to help others. Popularity is 

also likely, especially if the chart shows 

that the individual is extrovert. 

5 Determination is increased but 

there can be a certain eccentnicity, 

__ which if controlled will do no real 

harm, unless it is indicated elsewhere 
in the chart. These aspects will help 
the subject to develop his or her 
potential and make it possible to 
attract the attention of others. 
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Negative aspects 
There is usually considerable restless- 
ness and eccentricity, especially if either 
planet is personalized. Sometimes, too, 
there can be discontent and little abil- 
_ ity to sustain strong but fleeting 
_ enthusiasms, with the subject often 
spending much money on whatever 
will further the interest, which is then 
cast aside as suddenly as it began. 
Independence can be carried to 
extremes — for instance, by refusing 
help when it is seriously needed. This 
, in turn can lead to excessive stubborn- 
ness, and is not admirable. Vanity and 
_ pomposity can also be present. Don’t 
_ over-interpret these aspects; use them 
-_as supporting factors unless the planets 
are personalized.

“a a Conjunction 
As Jupiter traditionally ruled Pisces 
and Neptune is the modern ruler of 
the sign, there is considerable affinity 
between these two planets. Here, they 
_ give idealism and some humility. There 
' ; is often a subtle, caring instinct, and 
sympathy and empathy with others. 
"A certain spirituality may also be evi- 
dent, not necessarily linked to conven- 
-" tonal religion, but often to a more 
universal faith. The individual is also 





optimistic. The fantasy life is rich, and 
there is a certain dreaminess which is 
most creative when supported by prac- 
tical elements elsewhere in the chart. 
Otherwise the subject can become 
simply a dreamer of dreams. (Personal 
planets in earth, or a well-aspected 
Mars and/or Saturn will provide more 
stimulus.) If this aspect is part of a 
chart that shows the subject is very 
materialistic and ambitious, its subtle 
influence can be lost — although it may 
help to soften any inherent harshness. 


Positive aspects 

These are similar to the conjunction in 
effect, but may be swamped by other, 
stronger elements, unless the subject is 
prominently Piscean or Sagittarian, or 
very sensitive. Nevertheless, the subtle, 
gentle qualities will add delicacy and 
sympathy to even the strongest of 
charts. The aspect also inspires the 
subject to do his or her bit to make the 
world a better place in which to live. 


Negative aspects 

As with the above aspects, there is 
kindness, sympathy and sensitivity to 
suffering. Unfortunately, the individual 
can casily become forgetful and rather 
dreamy, getting lost in his or her own 
little world at every opportunity. 

The emotional level is increased, and 
there is a colorful imagination, but 
neither are always be expressed posi- 
tively. Any tendencies to dishonesty or 
self-deception may be increased. Many 
writers suggest that there is a vulnera- 
bility to gas fumes or fish poisoning, 
especially when either Jupiter or 
Neptune are negatively contacted by 
transitting planets. Again, this aspect 
can get lost among stronger indica- 
tions, so don’t over-interpret it. 


p JUPITER’S ASPECTS 
TO PLUTO 


Conjunction 

There is a compelling desire for power, 
especially if the aspect falls in the tenth 
house, or cither or both planets form a 
conjunction with the Midheaven. The 
need to make material progress is 
strong, with a near-obsessive enthusi- 
asm for objectives of all kinds. 
Sometimes fanaticism is present. If 
controlled, these powerful qualities are 
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a marvelous source of potential. 
Otherwise, the individual can be over- 
whelming and ruthless in the pursuit 
of aims. There are powers of leader- 
ship, and others can be magnetically 
attracted. The organizational abilities 
are usually superb, but if the subject is 
wrong-minded he or she can over- 
influence weaker personalities. 


Positive aspects 

These give a great deal of inner 
strength and the determination to pur- 
sue objectives. Organizational ability 
and leadership powers are present, and 
we usually find an ability to use the 
intelligence to achieve what is planned. 


=| Negative aspects 

There can be total adherence to the 
pursuit of fanatical objectives, and if 
considerable dynamism is shown in 


‘other areas of the chart the individual 


will have the power to mislead others. 
This is most likely if Uranus conjuncts 
Pluto in Virgo (births between 1963 
and 1969) and Jupiter negatively 
aspects both planets. Watch out for 
such tendencies in your subject, and 
encourage him or her to develop other 
positive and sensitive qualities derived 
from the Sun, Moon or rising sign. 


ee JUPITER’S ASPECTS 
B TO THE ASCENDANT 


Conjunction 
If Jupiter is in the first house the sub- 
ject is enthusiastic, positive and open- 
minded; there is optimism, breadth of 
vision and an excellent intellect. He or 
she gets along well with other people 
and is popular. Life is enjoyed in a fun- 
loving way, but the outlook is philo- 
sophical, with a sense of justice. 
Sometimes there is a tendency to exag- 
geratc, and a liking for risk-taking, 
both emotional and physical. She will 
put on weight very easily, often around 
the hips and thighs. Slight indigestion 
can also occur. Constant exercise 1s 
very important and is usually enjoyed. 
If Jupiter is in the twelfth house, the 
influence will not be as extrovert, since 
the more spiritual, reflective side of the 
planet is working. A sense of vocation 
is possible, and sacrifices can be made. 
In either case, the respective house- 
placing of Jupiter is powerfully 
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enhanced. Do remember that if Jupiter 
is within one degree of the Ascendant 
the birth time need only be inaccurate 
by four minutes to change the planet’s 
house position. As you gain experience 
you will be able to tell whether your 
subject is a first-house or twelfth-house 
Jupiter person: the difference in the 
effect will be striking. 


Positive aspects 

These are similar in effect to the con- 
junction when it falls in the first house, 
but Jupiter’s influence will be less 
powerful and the characteristics of the 
aspect will enhance or counter those of 
the Ascendant. The health is unlikely 
to be affected. 


= Negative aspects 

A tendency to exaggerate and show off 
may alienate other people and thereby 
weaken the subject’s position, both 
personally and in material advance- 
ment. In some cases these traits will 
make him or her rather a bore. The 
chances are that these extreme charac- 
teristics will be mitigated by other 
more desirable ones, but warn the sub- 
ject of their presence if they emerge — 
pride comes before a fall! 


JUPITER’S ASPECTS 
TO THE MIDHEAVEN 


Conjunction 

As Jupiter is likely to be the highest 
planet in the birth chart sky, its effect 
will be very strong. The individual will 
potentially be very successful and well- 
liked, and inner contentment is usual. 
All Jovian vocations and careers may 
fascinate and be very rewarding and 
successful; the subject won’t ever allow 
the grass to grow under his or her feet. 
The outlook on life is very optimistic, 
with considerable enthusiasm for any 
project undertaken. 

There may not be much interest in 
detail (although this could emerge 
from the Jupiter/Midheaven sign or 
from other areas of the chart) and a 
sense of justice will color the natural 
powers of leadership. Here is someone 
who usually sets a good example to 
others, especially if in charge of them. 
Reread the house placing for Jupiter as 
it will add another dimension to this 
interpretation. Self-confidence is 


increased and the subject usually has a 
powerful, but not overinflated, ego. 


Positive aspects 

The positive Jupiter traits of optimism 
and enthusiasm, plus the ability to take 
calculated risks, will influence the sub- 
ject’s attitude toward aims and ambi- 
tions. There is usually success in 
achieving challenging objectives and 
self-confidence is increased, with a 
sense of pride in achievement. 


al Negative aspects 

There is a tendency to show off and to 
exaggerate, especially where accom- 
plishments are concerned. An identifi- 
cation with all things grand and 
pompous is usual, as Is an excessive 
devotion to the Establishment and all 
that it stands for. Nevertheless, since 
Jupiter is a beneficial planet, the sub- 
ject will be successful in the career and 
in attaining objectives — but may not 
be as popular as he or she thinks. 


foe 4 LHE TRANSITS 
MMM OF JUPITER 


The transits of the Sun, Mercury, 
Venus and Mars are of very short dura- 
tion. While they often have striking 
effects on our day-to-day lives, they do 
not influence important trends which 
can lead to changes, developments, 
opportunities and so on. Jupiter is the 
first planet to be considered in this 
way. The contacts it makes to the natal 
positions of the planets, the Ascendant 
and the Midheaven are important and 
can be used in a variety of beneficial 
ways. To calculate these and the influ- 
ences of all the slow-moving planets, 
and to fully understand their duration 
and how they affect us, reread 
Progressing the Chart (see pp.60-9) 
and the general hints on interpretation 
(see pp.130-47). 

When working on the transits of the 
the Sun and the other fast-moving 
planets you will only have calculated 
the conjunctions and oppositions, but 
with Jupiter and the other slow- 
moving planets (i.e. Saturn, Uranus, 
Neptune and Pluto) all the aspects 
should be used. 

Generally speaking, Jupiter’s influ- 
ence is positive and useful; oppor- 
tunities often occur when the planet is 


working well for us. We also have 
enjoyable experiences, sometimes 
travel and sometimes study to advan- 
tage. Sometimes we put on weight, or 
overreact. The interpretations of these 
transits are dealt with in the same way 
as for the aspects, being divided into 
the conjunction, positive and negative 
aspects. Again, as with aspect interpre- 
tation, we recommend that you read 
all three categories first to gain the 
general idea of the influence. 

If Jupiter is aspected negatively in 
the birth chart the transit influence — 
even if it is a trine — will be less benefi- 
cial, but the subject should use 
Jupiter’s energy in whichever ways are 
of most help. Of all the planets, Jupiter 
provides the greatest encouragement 
and help when given a gentle but firm 
push in the direction in which we 
want it to go! 

The transits of Jupiter to its own 
position are especially relevant and, as 
with the fast-moving planets, we place 
that interpretation at the end of the 
section. In addition, you will find a full 
explanation and interpretation of the 
Jupiter Return, which is one of the 
most exciting and fascinating of all 
transits (see p.297). 


‘e) JUPITER’S TRANSITS 
TO THE SUN 


Conjunction 

This happens once every 12 years, 
marking a period of opportunity and 
heralding an especially rewarding time. 
But it is vital that the individual makes 
a concentrated effort, taking center 
stage, showing off a little, and ensur- 
ing that those people who can help 
know of his or her potential. 

If out of work, this is the time to 
apply for more jobs. Travel and study 
will be particularly rewarding, and 
there is a sense of being on a winning 
streak. All the Sun sign characteristics 
will be enhanced, and feelings of 
optimism and enthusiasm usually pre- 
dominate. This is an influence to 
exploit fully. 


Positive transits 

These have a similar effect to the con- 
junction, but the sextile will not be 
quite as strong and can be overruled 
by other more powerful transits, 
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especially if they are negative. 
Nevertheless. the sextile.and the trine 
are very helpful for general progress, 
study and travel, and, indicate good 
times for holidays: Opportunities must 
be looked for and acted upon. 


i Negative transits 
Any tendency to exaggerate and over- 
dramatize situations must be avoided. 
Financial or emotional risks or gambles 
may also. be taken. An overoptimistic 
outlookiand blind enthusiasm can be 
disastrous, so caution is very necessary. 
In some circumstances good advice 
could’fall’on deaf ears. Biliousness due 
to high living is common, and a good 
supply of hangover remedies may be 
needed. If the natal Sun and Jupiter 
/are in negative aspect to each other, 
important decisions should be delayed 
_ until the influence has passed, for mis-

This enhances the emotions, intuitions 
and feelings. The influence is excellent 
if the Moon is well-aspected in the 
birth chart, but if it receives mostly 
squares or oppositions the judgement 
may not be sound and Jupiter’s influ- 
ence might bring out these less helpful 
traits. However, in most cases the reac- 
tions to situations will be sensible, and 
the decisions taken will be correct. 

Life may be viewed in a morc philo- 
sophical light, with situations assessed 
instinctively and fairly. The subject 
will be in a generous mood and will 
probably want to improve his or her 
social life — something you might care 
to suggest. Enterprise should be 
definitely encouraged.

EW Positive transits 

- Considerable personal success is likely. 
Encourage your subject to listen to his

and could herald a very rewarding 
period, especially where the home and 
family life are concerned.

= Negative transits 

These can cause more troubleé than is 
realized but unfortunately the subject 
will probably nov-know that anything 
is wrong, or that mistakes are being 
made. There will be a tendency to 
Overreact to Situations.and to drama- 
tize. them. If upset, extreme action 
may be taken so that mountains are 
made out of molehills, resulting in 
quite serious damage, especially to 
loved ones, which might be difficult to 
put right. This is not a good time in 
which to make important decisions 
since misjudgement is likely. 

Care is needed when dealing with 
money, rental agreements or anything 
to do with the law. The diet should be 
kept simple, since the‘system can be 
more easily upset by ‘rich food and 
drink than usual, On the whole a con- 
sciously logical outlook and 
perspective must be kept at this tme. 


JUPITER’S TRANSITS 
TO MERCURY 


Conjunction 

This is an excellent influence, when the 
time is right to travel for pleasure or 
business, to study, to learn to drive or 
take the driving test. Here the two 
planets of the intellect are working 
well together, so concentration on any 
project or area requiring mental dex- 
terity or an extension of the mind is 
excellent. However, these planets do 
not always increase the powers of con- 
centration, so you will find that the 
transit will be at its best if Saturn is 
making one or two positive transits to 
the Sun, Moon or Mercury. 

The time is right for embarking on a 
new study course or any interest which 
is intellectually challenging or develops 
the potential. The outlook will be 
optimistic and enterprising. Those 
with a flair for business could easily set 
up some good deals, and as a result 
considerable progress will be made. 
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The Sun and Mercury are always rea- 
sonably close together in the birth 
chart, so Jupiter’s conjunction to the 
Sun will cither have preceeded its con- 
junction to Mercury or will follow it 
within about twelve months. The two 
influences may therefore give a benefi- 
cial theme to a year or so. (It may be 
interesting to ask how your subject 
fared twelve years previously, when 
Jupiter was last in this position). These 
influences, especially the Mercury con- 
tact, is of enormous assistance to 
school children, who may well rise 
several places in class as a result. 


Positive transits 

These present the ideal time for taking 
an exciting vacation abroad. They are 
also a good period in which to start a 
new study venture — learning a lan- 
guage perhaps — as the mind is ready 
for intellectual challenge. There will be 
a notably increased desire to commu- 
nicate ideas, perhaps on radio phone- 
ins! Articles may be written for trade 
or specialist journals and, as hinted 
above, the time is also right to take a 
driving test or some advanced driving 
lessons. 

There is scarcely a better influence 
under which to take examinations, 
provided the powers of concentration 
are naturally good or enhanced by sta- 
bilizing transits. Any inclination to 
restlessness must be controlled. 


S Negative transits 
Uncharacteristic absentmindedness is 
very common, and the inability to take 
life sufficiently seriously can cause 
problems. Sometimes the subject will 
gloss over difficulties or fail to keep 
promises. A lack of caution is likely 
and common sense can be badly lack- 
ing so that mistakes are made, 
sometimes due to blind optimism. 

Important decisions affecting the 
long-term future should not be taken 
at this time; for example, taking on too 
large a mortgage or other monetary 
commitment can lead to severe 
financial difficulties. 

If the subject is a student approach- 
ing examinations there will be a ten- 
dency to think that there’s no need to 
revise and that his or her answers to 
examination questions are marvelous. 
They might not be! Advise him or her 
to take life a little more seriously. 
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rE JUPITER’S TRANSITS 
TO VENUS 


Conjunction 

This is a lovely influence which makes 
us generous, kind, affectionate, under- 
standing and happy — and often happy 
to sce others enjoying themselves at 
our expense. Popularity will increase, 
with life enjoyed to the full. However, 
as with all contacts between these 
planets there will be a tendency to put 
on weight, since rich food is nearly 
always eaten — here is another influ- 
ence that often requires bicarbonate of 
soda! The time is right to think about 
making extra money, either by starting 
an enterprising project or by investing 
(albeit with a certain restraint). 

This can be a memorable time if the 
transit supports positive long-term 
progressions or lunar progressions. 
Sometimes (but don’t over-stress the 
possibility) people become engaged 
when Jupiter and Venus meet up. The 
emouons and intellect work well 
together. Remember that traditionally 
Jupiter is the most beneficial planet in 
the Solar System, while Venus is the 
next in line for that happy position. 


Positive transits 

These transits are almost identical to 
the conjunction but can work in even 
more positive ways, since there is less 
likelihood of Jupiter and Venus getting 
out of hand and encouraging the sub- 
ject to overdo things or spend too 
much on entertaining! They are posi- 
tive influences that can be used to 
further his or her interests and 

future enterprises. 

Purchases, especially investment 
buys, will give long-lasting pleasure (as 
well as a good return if they have to be 
sold later). There will be an increased 
appreciation of luxury and comfort, 
which probably won’t go away as the 
indication eases. After all, having expe- 
rienced the best it’s difficult to settle 
for a star or two less when choosing an 
hotel. The same goes when boosting 
one’s wardrobe: a taste for designer 
labels is easily acquired at this time! 


EI Negative transits 

These tend to cause a period of lazi- 
ness, of “couldn’t care less” — or of 
untoward extravagance. If the subject 
is going through a difficult period in a 


personal relationship, there will be a 
tendency to give up, or make a rash 
decision that may be regretted later. 

The emotions and intellect are under 
strain, and reason and common sense 
will not prevail. Watch out for any 
inclinations to cat too much or to 
starve; either will be the result of feel- 
ing unloved. Usually this is quite the 
wrong impression, as will be seen 
when the influence has passed. The 
whole trend is to exaggerate the fecl- 
ings and to be excessive in action, so it 
is important to keep on the straight 
and narrow. Professional advice should 
be taken over financial problems, with 
the reduction of any investments or 
financial risk-taking, since mistakes are 
all too easily made at. this time.

TO MARS

Conjunction 

This is a marvelously positive transit, 
heralding a period when the subject 
should take the initiative and be 
assertive. He or she will be in a very 
strong position, and as a result of 
putting these energies to work will 
make excellent progress. Boldness and 


brave action is encouraged, especially if 


that means being powerfully decisive 
and determined. There is increased 
willpower, and the subject will want to 
fill every moment with action. 

Under this influence we should make 
opportunities for ourselves as opposed 
to simply taking them if they come our 
way, but there will be the desire to cre- 
ate them. Any apprehension should be 
discouraged — action taken under this 
lively influence will pay off, and 
progress will almost Certainly résult. 
The influence is marvelous for anyone 
involved in competitive projects — 
sporting activities, for instance, or any- 
thing that demands the expenditure of 
physical as well as intellectual energy. 


Positive transits 

These influences are almost identical 
to those of the conjunction, although 
the powerful drives and energies will 
be expressed with more consideration 
for other people. Success is just as 
likely, especially if the transit is a trine. 
The sextile is very useful and will give 
support to other positive trends, but 
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will not of itself promote such power- 
fully energetic conditions or have the 
drive of the conjunction or trine. The 
same decisiveness will be present, as 
will the ability to cope with protago- 
nists in a just and reasonable way. 

Both intellectual and physical energy 
is increased by this transit, as isthe 
desire to win. A new, invigorating 
exercise regime or renewed interest in. 
sport may be taken up, doing much to 
brush away any cobwebs, whether 
mental or physical, that are lingering. 


fal Negative transits 
These can make the individual some- 
what rebellious and devil-may-care. _ 
Recklessness is common, and should __ 
be consciously guarded against, as 
should the inclination to take financial 
risks or other big gambles. The ten-— 
dency to exaggerate will be present ; 
here, as will over-hastiness, both physi- — 
cal and mental. Warn the subject of all 
these possibilities. Thoughtlessness, OTR 
usually because the individual is being a 
uncharacteristically self-centered, can 
also cause problems, especially with — 
loved ones. 
There is a positive side to these 7 
rather extreme transits. If there have 
been quarrels and upsets, this influence 
will finally resolve them, bringing 
“peace among the planets” and to the 
subject and his or her close associates, 
for Jupiter will have aligned with Mars: = 
and as a result the dust will settle.

some mentally stimulating and involv- 
ing interest will develop. Sometimes 
there is a general discontent with 
lifestyle, relationship or surroundings: 
encouragement from you might moti- 
vate your subject. He or she may not 
follow your suggestions precisely, but 
on thinking about what you have said 
may come up with an idea which 
wouldn’t have otherwise occurred. 

If the individual is extremely practi- 
cal and down-to-earth, you may have 
to beat him into action. If so, shock 
tactics might pay off; statements like 
“You'll be old before your time if you 
don’t do something about all this” are 
enough to start Jupiter rolling toward 
him in the best possible way! 


El Positive transits 
These contacts will bring out the indi- 
vidual’s common sense and practical 
approach to life. Determination is 
increased, as is the realization that his 
or her perseverance will pay off. 
Decisions about the long-term 
future can be made during this period, 
even if plans laid down now do not 
have to be put into operation for some 
time. The influence will, for instance, 
complement changes made at the time 
of a Saturn Return, stabilize the atti- 
tude toward developments and oppor- 


tunities that may arise during a Jupiter 


Return, or as the result of other 
exciting or dynamic progressions or 
transits. This is a ume for thinking 
carefully about important issues — the 
conclusions gained will be correct 
under this stabilizing influence. 


a Negative transits 

Considerable frustration is possible, 
especially when the individual thinks 
he or she is making good progress. 
The trend acts as a brake, and while 
this can be most annoying at the time, 
in retrospect it may be realized that all 
was for the best. However, he may be 
very dissatisfied, restless and casily 
infunated while under this stop/go 
influence, so must be calmed down. 
There will be less patience than usual, 
but unfortunately it will be necessary if 
he is to take problems and setbacks in 
his stride. One possibility is that 
Jupiter is working overtime and caus- 
ing Overoptimism, so that there is an 


_ exaggerated sense of being let down 


when things go wrong. 


JUPITER’S TRANSITS 
TO URANUS 

Conjunction 
This is an exciting influence that often 
brings about unexpected developments 
which open up new horizons. The 
urge for independence is strengthened, 
and while this is cnough to motivate 
action or the making of changes, 
because we are dealing with the con- 
junction there is little likelihood of 
selfish, irresponsible or unpredictable 
acuions. To make sure of this, see how 
both planets are aspected in the birth 
chart. Are they receiving squares or 
oppositions from the personal planets? 
Are they in aspect to each other? If the 
former, there could be tension, which 
is also likely if they are in negative 
aspect to each other. If well-aspected, 
the transit will have a splendid effect. 

Here is a surge of powerful nervous 
and intellectual energy which should 
get plenty of positive expression. The 
influence will probably bring some 
exciting and maybe memorable events. 


Positive transits 

These will also bring unexpected and 
exciting events, and as a result some 
new elements may begin to build in 
the subject’s life. As to which sphere 
will be affected, look at the house 
position of Uranus, which may give 
you a clue. Only suggest the possibility 
— you must not predict an event, 
remember. Sometimes under this influ- 
ence people are keen to stretch their 
minds, and as a result take a new and 
wiser attitude to life, or acquire some 
specialist knowledge. There may be an 
inclination to study a very offbeat or 
unusual subject. 


a Negative transits 

The individual will probably experi- 
ence a period when at least one sphere 
of life, or an important project, is a 
source of tension, and he or she may 
want to break away from whatever is 
the source of the trouble. However, 
action must not be taken prematurely, 
for hastiness or even stubborn obsti- 
nacy may mean a loss of perspective. If 
there are problems with tension and 
nerves, a course of relaxing exercises 
would be beneficial and help to calm 
the nervous tension (Uranus) and 
refresh the spirit (Jupiter). 
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y JUPITER’S TRANSITS 
TO NEPTUNE 


Conjunction 

This is a marvelously subtle influence 
that will do much for sensitive, intu- 
itive, creative people, but when it 
occurs in the charts of very practical, 
miaterialistic subjects it can have very 
little outward effect. 

There will be increased sensitivity 
and an awareness of the finer elements 
of life — often spiritual, mystical and 
idealistic areas. The emotions are con- 
siderably heightened and there is a 
tendency to fall into very 
contemplative moods. 

Sometimes there can be a need to 
get away from it all, perhaps with a 
quict weckend by the sea or river, or 
whichever landscape is most restora- 
tive. If of a religious nature, this is a 
superb influence under which to make 
a retreat. Afterwards, the individual 
will feel refreshed and much restored, 
well able to cope once more with his 
or her job or family.

Positive transits 

The effects of these are very similar to 
those of the conjunction, although the 
sextile may get a little lost in the mists 
if it coincides with more worldly and 
assertive transits. It may be that the 
individual will be inspired in some way, 
with new, probably beautiful, creative 
work being the outcome. It is always 
good to suggest that time will be well 
spent making notes or photographic 
records of whatever appeals and is 
observed; there will be especially 
interesting and original results. 

The influence also inspires a dreamy, 
perhaps overromantic mood; remem- 
ber that cloud nine should not be 
dwelt on for too long! 


nal Negative transits 

Care is needed at this time, since it can 
be all too easy to be negatively over- 
influenced by other people’s opinions 
and actions. Mistakes can be made, 
usually when the individual is feeling 
particularly carefree and happy. Some- 
times the wrong thing is said, causing 
misunderstandings and confusion. It is 
vital to keep a firm grip on reality but 
that may not be easy. The powers of 
concentration wor’t be very good, 
cither. This is not a favorable time in 
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which to make important decisions, 
and caution is necessary when listening 
to advice — something, of course, that 
you may well have to bear in mind! 


JUPITER’S TRANSITS 
TO PLUTO 


Conjunction 

The individual will push forward, tak- 
ing a stronger line of action and a 
more dominant position. Self-confi- 
dence grows and often he or she 
becomes more materialistic, with a 
greatcr interest in investment, assur- 
ance and finance generally. The desire 
for power is increased and all will be 
well provided that the subject is not 
too fanatical. 

The craving for power will probably 
be most pronounced if Pluto is in Leo 
in the birth chart, or if the subject was 
born in the sixtics, when Uranus and 
Pluto were in conjunction in Virgo. 
Remember that Jupiter’s influence is a 
fine and positive one, and on the 
whole progress and the attainment of 
objectives scem the most likely out- 
comes. An event or action may boost 
the subject’s ego, but she should not 
become big-headed as a result! 


Positive transits 

Here again, material progress will be 
made and the bank balance be 
improved. As a result, there could be 
real flair for investment, and provided 
common sense overrules any blind 
optimism, this should work out very 
well. Again, the individual will proba- 
bly move up the ladder and find him- 
or herself in a stronger position. She 
will be listened to more readily, and 
will find that her opinions are taken 
more seriously. 


Es Negative transits 

Care is needed that a tendency to form 
fanatical opinions or take extreme 
action is avoided. If money is involved, 
there will be an inclination to over- 
invest or to spend carelessly. Much 
money has been lost by people under 
this particularly trying influence, and 
all forms of gambling should definitely 
be avoided while it persists. Any finan- 
cial decisions should be shelved until 
the transit has passed (allow at least 
three clear weeks). 


JUPITER’S TRANSITS 
TO THE ASCENDANT 


Asc 


Conjunction 

Here, Jupiter ends a transit of the 
twelfth house and enters the first, so 
this aspect marks a period when that 
planet’s influence changes from 
encouraging contemplation, retrospec- 
tion and reflection to proposing that 
the individual should take center stage, 
show off and create opportunities. He 
or she should feel refreshed and reju- 
venated, be as self-expressive as possi- 
ble and seek challenge and action. This 
is an excellent time in which to look 
for a job that 1s more rewarding, both 
financially and intellectually. There will 
be enjoyable times but weight gain and 
indigestion must be guarded against. 
Enjoyment of life is to be encouraged. 


Positive transits 

These have much the same effects as 
the conjunction, but look at the house 
through which Jupiter is transiting, 
since Its concerns may blossom. For 
instance, if there is a trine transit and 
Jupiter is in, or about to enter, the 
fifth house, there may be a new love 
affair or a second honeymoon. 
Creative interests will also flourish. 


& Negative transits 

There will be a strong tendency to 
view problems out of perspective and 
to over-react. The individual may 
become unbearably self-important and 
pompous for no reason at all, then 
once the transit has passed realize how 
foolish he or she has been. Caution is 
necessary in what is said or written, 
and any inclination to exaggerate must 
be controlled if possible. 


JUPITER’S TRANSITS 

TO THE MIDHEAVEN 
Conjunction 
The accent is on opportunities, but 
there is a distinct difference between 
what happens when Jupiter conjuncts 
the Midheaven and when it conjuncts 
the Ascendant. For example, Jupiter 
conjunct the Ascendant: subjects get a 
new job they applied for; Jupiter con- 
junct the Midheaven: they are offered 
a new job because people have heard 
about their abilities, so the offer comes 











































out of the blue. Opportunities and 
new developments will further the sub- 
ject’s progress. Sometimes there is the 
chance to travel (perhaps at someone 
else’s expense?) 

In general, you will find that all 
things connected with Jupiter will 
flourish and much may happen unex- 
pectedly — often a nice surprise or a 
win of some kind. 


Positive transits 

These are much as the conjunction, 
but any new developments arc unlikely 
to be as important unless Jupiter is a 
personal planet, in Sagittarius, or that 
sign ts on the Midheaven. Even so, this | 
should be a very rewarding period. 


=) Negative transits 

Hopes may be dashed to the ground at 
this time, so a sceptical and cautious 
attitude should be adopted. The sub- 
ject may be easily influenced by others — 
who could, for their own reasons, be 
doing everything possible to boost his 
or her ego. Caution is needed all the : 
way, especially if contracts or legal doc- 
uments are being drawn up; the small 
print must be read. It is all too easy to 
be swept along onatide of over- 
optimistic enthusiasm at this time.

JUPITER’S TRANSITS 


TO ITS OWN POSITION 


Generally speaking, when Jupiter ar 
forms a positive transit to its own posi-~ 
tion the subject will experience atime 
in which life moves forward very pro- 

gressively and the outlook is optimistic 
and positive. When Jupiter formsa se = 
negative transit the subject can be 5 
overoptimistic, perhaps getting small 
problems out of perspective. Some- 
times ee aa ere en, wa B 
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will be lost if Jupiter has more negative 
aspects than positive ones. If the tran- 
sit is negative but Jupiter is well- 
aspected natally, the negativity of the 
transit will be mitigated although, 
while things will go well, the subject 
may take on too much or be too opti- 
mistic. To decide the eventual out- 
come, it is best to calculate and 
interpret any planetary transits that 
follow the Jupiter contacts. 


THE JUPITER 
RETURN 


In essence, this is the conjunction tran- 


sit of Jupiter to its own position. As 
Jupiter takes 12 years to complete a 
journey around the Sun and through 
all 12 signs of the zodiac, the planet 
takes 12 years to return to the position 
it occupies in the birth chart. So we 
have a Jupiter Return when we are 
approximately 12, 24, 36, 48, 60, 72, 
84 and 96 years of age. These are peri- 
ods to which we should look forward, 
and when we should take full advan- 
tage of every opportunity that arises. 
After a Jupiter Return year we 
should be in a stronger position finan- 
cially, and have taken a step or two up 
the career ladder or in any interest that 
means a lot to us. It is important not 
to miss any opportunities; they must 
be confidently seized — and the more 
they challenge us, the better. Some- 
times we must work very hard indeed 
during the year of a Jupiter Return, 
but we usually enjoy what we do in the 
expectation that it will be worthwhile 
in the long run. This is especially so if 
we are studying, traveling or working 
in any of the areas ruled by Jupiter. 
Referring to past experience 
A little retrospective astrology is inter- 
esting when considering the influence 


_of a Jupiter Return. If the subject is” 


due for one, ask what he or she was — 
doing 12 years ago. Which sphere of 
Fy was most to the fore?; was she 
making special progress?; did she pass 
an examination, or travel more exten- 


_ sively than previously? All such things 


_may ‘have happened, and while history 
is unlikely to repeat itself exactly, it. 

‘ee well affect the same sphere of lite 
the same sort of conditions. Care 
‘is necessary when retracing Jupiter's 





influence; your subject may have had a 
ghastly time, when everything went 
wrong! If so, you must delve more 
deeply into the planetary influences of 
that time ~ if the subject was suffering 
from stress, other even stronger indica- 
tions were probably the source of the 
trouble, with much of Jupiter’s posi- 
tive influence being overruled. Even 
so, you may decide that things might 
have been even worse without Jupiter’s 
help! Just how good the influence was 
will by now largely depend on Jupiter’s 
natal position and aspects; but even so 
this really is a strong influence, and 
there should (in theory, and nearly 
always in practice) be some excellent 
developments. As we have said, do 
remember that Jupiter likes to be given 
a little push in the direction we want it 
to go — particularly so during a Jupiter 
Return. It is therefore a time to be 
very assertive — to apply for jobs, make 
suggestions to people who matter, 

and so on. 


Early years 

Parents of children approaching their 
first Jupiter Return should heartily 
encourage them to put this strong 
planetary energy to use. They should 
enter competitions, take tests or exam- 
inations (especially in specialist extra- 
curricular subjects such as musie or | 
athletics) or increase their study of any 
compelling interest. Progress made at 
this parucular time can often spark off 
interestin a specialist subject that ig 
later studied in depth, or which — 
Becomes 4 Career after/college-is-over. 


Later life 

The Jupiter Retufns occurring laterin 
life are progress points along the way; 
Life often becontes alittle easier, due 
to extra moncy, and is more rewarding 
and worthwhile. However; we cannot 
stress too strongly that Jupiter’ s energy 
shouldbe putito. good use and not 
Wasted. The Jupiter Return that-occurs 
When we-are about 60%often. comcides 
with the second Saturn Return (see 
pi312),-which is a particularlyanipor- 
tant one: Similarly the Jupiter Return, 
which, oceurs at around 84, can coin- 
cide withthe Adiaordiuaey, Uranus 
Return (see p.326).Dhese-are-allor 
specialanterestand‘often More potent 
than usual, Not ev eryonelis affected by 
the Jupiter Return it in ne same-Way, 
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nor, of course, do we all take sudden 
steps forward at precisely the same 
point in our lives. In interpreting the 
influence it is important to consider 
the subject’s Ascendant, Sun, Moon 
and Midheaven signs, as well as that of 
the ruling planet. They will indicate 
how he or she will react and respond 
to this interesting transit. 


The extent of the influence 
How long does the influence last? In 
astronomical terms, if Jupiter is mov- 
ing steadily forward through the 
zodiac it can be exact (i.e. rest on the 
degree it occupies in the birth chart) 
for as few as four days. However, hav- 
ing passed over its precise natal posi- 
tion, Jupiter may turn to retrograde 
motion and then later return to direct 
motion and conjunct its natal position 
for a third time. This can take as long 
as nine months. Even so, it seems that 
no matter how often Jupiter conjuncts 
its natal position, its astrological return 
will cover most of a year. It is unlikely 
for things suddenly to fall into place 
when Jupiter is exact. However, the 
time when Jupiter is exact could be the 
centre of a key period relating to the 
influence as a whole, and the sphere of 
life that progresses as a result may be 
emphasized. By this time the subject 
will be aware of what is happening. 
The. chances are that the Jupiter 
Return will work rather more power- 
fully for-thosé Who have one or more 
of the following in their birth charts:

The positive, energetic force of Aries is 
at total variance with the caution and 
restricuion of Saturn, and on the whole 
the two are not happy bedfcllows. The 
individual will be very strong, brave 
and assertive at times, but at others 
will show inhibition and even weak- 
ness. A balance should be consciously 
developed, as possible extremes of 
action and inaction will then be gov- 
erned and the energetic force of Ares 
used with common sense and practical- 
ity. When the subject has come to 
terms with the Saturn influence, he or 
she will be determined, persistent and 
able to cope when life is difficult.

other planets also occupy this sign. 
Even then, Saturn will cloud the 
Leonine Sun. The worst faults are 
autocracy and a total inability to accept 
limitations; pride very often does pre- 
cede some pretty heavy falls for this 
subject. There will be self-inflicted 
restrictions — perhaps because of the 
need to succeed in a burning ambition. 
Once a line of action has been decided 
upon, there is little or no let-up of 
effort. Nevertheless, the ability to cope 
with situations and to organize (and 
strictly discipline) others, especially in 
an emergency, is second to none. 


Positive and negative expression 

If these qualities can be positively 
expressed, much that is admirable can 
result. However, loyalty can be mis- 
placed and the individual’s sense of 
values may lose their perspective. 
When the negative side of the placing 
is evident it can be because the child- 
hood was organized along military 
lines, with the strictest of routines and 
disciplines, so that it is difficult for the 
subject to forsake this early training. 
Formality and general tightness may 
also be characteristic. 

The authoritative inner voice will 
probably be like that of a martinet 
nurse, schoolmaster or Sergeant Major, 
forcing the individual to take certain 
lines of action because they are what is 
expected, even if it would be better to 
respond more sympathetically both to 
his or her own needs and feelings and 
to the situation in question. If the neg- 
ative traits are most apparent, try ask- 
ing whether the subject was brought 
up very rigidly and conventionally, per- 
haps spent time in care or was sent to a 
very strict boarding school. 

Since Leo rules the back and spine 
and Saturn the bones, encourage your 
subject to take special care of his spine. 
Sitting well when at a desk, sensible 
exercise to strengthen the spine, and 
so on, are most desirable. 


SATURN 
IN VIRGO 


Adherence to routine and practical 
activity are present with this placing. A 
sense of duty is common and the indi- 
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vidual will not shirk from this, since it 
is natural for most of those with this 
Saturn sign to work hard and methodi- 
cally. As is the case with most Virgoan 
emphases there ts careful attention to 
detail and, because Saturn encourages 
caution, an clement of patience, with 
the individual not being fond of short 
cuts. There ts also considerable pru- 
dence and modesty. 

The self-confidence is usually under- 
mined and, especially in young people, 
causes shyness. Even in an otherwise 
exuberant and positive chart, the indi- 
vidual with this placing can lapse into 
shyness from time to time. If he or she 
can realize that this placing provides an 
anchorage, its more inhibitive elements 
can be countered and the practical 
caution it endows will be used in posi- 
tive ways. 


A need for constructive criticism 

If the individual holds a position of 
authority over others, you may have to 
warn him that being too strict and 
demanding could alienate employees. 
Adherence to discipline, a powerful 
critical sense and a liking for perfection 
will set in him high standards, and he 
will expect the same from others. 
Excellent! — but unless he is kind and 
sensitive, with a good sense of humor, 
he may seem distant, cool, rather sar- 
castic and sometimes prone to carping. 
All of which is, indeed, a way to 
describe the inner authoritative voice, 
which may criticize the self at every 
opportunity, thereby eroding self-con- 
fidence. If this is so, you could ask the 
subject whether his parents were very 
critical of him when he was little. He 
should also realize that obsessive ten- 
dencies may build up, especially in 
times of stress, but that such habits 
must be broken if possible. 


Hem SATURN 


IN LIBRA 
Saturn is traditionally well-placed in 
this sign, and there certainly seems to 
be a subtle harmony between the sign 
and the planet. There is a natural sense 
of justice, and the individual has an 
above-average sympathy and under- 
standing of other people. Kindness and 
practical common sense are also pre- 
sent; tact and diplomacy will color 
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any advice that is given. He or she is 
usually imparual, flexible and fair, and 
the need to see fair play, so character- 
istic of any Libran emphasis, will 
certainly be present with this placing. 


Negative tendencies 

If Saturn receives mostly negative 
aspects, particularly from the personal 
planets, or makes a square or oppo- 
sition to the Ascendant, some intoler- 
ance may be shown toward partners 
or colleagues, especially if Saturn is in 
the seventh or tenth house. If in the 
fourth house, there may be a tendency 
to be discontented with the home and 
domestic situation, and/or perhaps a 
desire to move very frequently. 
However, attention must always be 
given to Saturn’s house position. 

Despite the longing for a permanent 
emotional relationship, it may be 
avoided or sacrificed for some reason, 
perhaps due to sexual inhibition or an 
inability to express the emotions freely. 
Any external reason will probably be 
mere justification — the real one will 
definitely go much deeper. 

Saturn’s inner authoritative voice 
from this sign will sharpen the sub- 
ject’s conscience by arousing a guilty 
sense of shame; “If you do that you 
will be treating me very badly, after all 
T’ve done for you. You are totally self- 
ish and if you do this dreadful thing 
Pil never forgive you.” Ask if the sub- 
ject had a parent who always grumbled 
in this way and was never satisfied with 
what his or her child produced or did. 


SATURN 
IN SCORPIO 

This gives an element of dark, brood- 
ing intensity which will make its pres- 
ence felt even in charts where other 
indications show extrovert and enthu- 
siastic qualities. There is a tremendous 
sense of purpose and determination, 
and emotional energy will be gener- 
ously spent on attaining objectives. 

An excellent and shrewd business 
sense 1s perhaps one of the most pow- 
erful qualities of this Saturn placing. 
These people do extremely well in big 
business or the international money 
markets. A certain heaviness is usually 
countered by a marvelously offbeat 
sense of humor, and in spite of the 


usual Saturnian caution, often in rela- 
tion to overspending, Scorpio knows 
how to live it up and enjoys excellent 
food and wine. As a result, some of 
this may be present in the subject, 
especially if a liking for these pleasures 
in shown elsewhere in the chart (look 
to Venus and Jupiter in particular). 
On the negative side obsessive tend- 
encies are all too likely, with determi- 
nation becoming extreme stubborn- 
ness. Sadly, we sometimes find a rather 
cruel streak; once really set on achiev- 
ing a demanding objective, the subject 
may be ruthless in attaining it. If you 
think this possible, encourage the cul- 
tivation of sympathy and greater con- 
sideration of others. Much hard work 
will be carried out, and an emotional 
involvement in the profession is often 
essential — even if the basic motivation 
is to make money, this is enough to 
put the subject on the road to success. 


Combating jealousy 

The sex life can be complex: some- 
times a full and rewarding expression is 
inhibited, and as a result the subject 
feels dissatisfied in this sphere of life. It 
may be that the inner authoritative 
voice will instill jealousy and envy, and 
if this is not fought against with tooth 
and claw it will have a very negative 
effect on the individual’s personality 
and, sometimes, physical well-being. 


SATURN 
IN SAGITTARIUS 


Jupiter and Saturn are essentially polar 
planets, for Jupiter represents expan- 
sion and Saturn restriction. As a result, 
it may seem that Saturn is not well- 
placed in Sagittarius. However, much 
good can come from this placing. 

Saturn heightens concentration and 
encourages the desire to study so that 
the intellectual potential is fully devel- 
oped. The outlook is philosophical, 
and in some respects children with this 
placing have old heads on young 
shoulders, so don’t be surprised at the 
words of wisdom which are spoken 
seriously but quite naturally. 


Mecting a challenge 

Honesty and straightforward speech 
are increased by this placing. Here too 
is the ability to speak up, sometimes 


bravely, uttering opinions that may be 
at variance with the mainstream con- 
sensus. However, challenges often 
cause conflict, for on the one hand 
there will be a desire to accept them 
and push forward fearlessly with what- 
ever is proposed, and on the other 
there can be caution and a certain fear- 
fulness which may frustrate the desire, 
so that the enthusiasm of Sagittarius 
may not be given the full expression it 
needs. To determine whether 
Sagittarius or Saturn will gain the 
upper hand, look at the planet’s 
aspects. If they are positive, and the 
chart contains quite a lot of fire and 
air, the chances are that the individual 
will not be held back. If, however, the 
chart shows someone rather shy and 
sensitive, then no doubt the more cau- 
tious Saturn influence will dominate. 
Here, the authoritative inner voice will 
be quite straightforward: it will simply 
state that the subject is incapable of 
coping with the smallest challenge! 


SATURN 
IN CAPRICORN 

As Saturn rules Capricorn, the planet is 
at its most powerful in that sign, unless 
it is personalized, in which case its 
influence is redoubled (see the table 
on p.35). There is nearly always cau- 
tion, determination, ambition and 
practical ability. Sometimes the individ- 
ual will make rather too many personal 
sacrifices in order to achieve objectives. 
The hardworking father will spend 
long hours at the office, then bring 
work home, so that there is little or no 
time for relaxing and having fun with 
the children. This is done with the best 
of intentions because he will be very 
keen indeed to give those children a 
better start in life than he himself had. 
Nevertheless it is up to you to encour- 
age a balance, for in being materialistic 
he will miss out on a very great deal. 

Children may be treated very strictly, 
and both sexes must realize that they 
can err in this direction. Parents of 
children with this placing (born 
between November 1988 and 
February 1991) may find that their 
offspring will be interestingly serious at 
times, with an excellent capacity for 
hard and steady work. However, it ts 


vital that their self-confidence is built — 

















up gradually, for it may not come nat- 
urally. There is usually a tendency to 
grumble, which will alternate with a 
very Saturnine sense of humor. 

If Saturn is negatively aspected the 
outlook can be rather grim and pessi- 
mistic, but there is no lack of fortitude. 
“T must grin and bear it” seems a char- 
acteristic statement, with the subject 
turning down the corners of the 
mouth as it is uttered! Very differently, 
there is a liking for power — sometimes 
political - and the Capricorn tendency 
to social climbing is also present. 
Money will be spent to impress, rather 
than for pure pleasure. Again, if Saturn 
is badly aspected we often find mean- 
ness. In spite of all this, the strong 
positive qualities usually dominate. 

The subject must keep moving, so 
he or she should be encouraged to 
exercise regularly: Saturn rules the skin 
and bone structure, and stiffness in the 
joints must be avoided. The skin may 
be particularly sensitive to strong sun- 
light. The young children now being 
born with this placing should enjoy 
athletics or winter sports. 

The inner authoritative voice will be 
like the wrath of God! Here Saturn’s 
influence is at its most dictatorial. The 
subject may have had very strict, for- 
mal, conventional parents who always 
expected nothing less than the correct 
behavior on all occasions. Just how 
well or how poorly he coped will be 
seen from other areas of the chart. 
However, it seems very likely indeed 
that there was, and still is, a consider- 
able lack of self-confidence, due to 
constant criticism. 


Ma SATURN 
IN AQUARIUS 


This is an interesting, positive placing — 


for Saturn. The planet works power- 
fully from Aquarius because it ruled 
that sign before Uranus was accepted 
into the astrological pantheon. There 
is considerable determination, which is 
shown by the achievement of ambi- 
tious objectives. The mind has a strong 
element of originality, but very often, 
especially in the young, once opinions 
are formed they can be adhered to 
rather too rigidly. 

The real conflict lies between taking 
a conventional line and a totally 


Opposite, unconventional one — some- 
thing the subject will have to resolve in 
his or her own way. Often it is not easy 
to do so since the conscience will want 
to be safe and secure, operating from a 
position that is familiar and acceptable 
to others, whereas the need for adven- 
ture, originality and independence will 
be equally strong. This is a dilemma 
that is usually helped by the influence 
of the Ascendant, Sun and Moon signs 
and the personal planets. 


Privacy and independence 

Some Aquarian humanitarianism is 
present, and if scientific potential is 
shown elsewhere it will be considerably 
boosted by this placing. The individual 
may have an obstinate and rather cun- 
ning streak if Saturn is negatively 
aspected. There may be a tendency to 
distance the self from other people, 
although the subject is also friendly. 
Some of the Aquarian inclination to be 
a very private person can emerge. 
Independence is often very important 
to the subject, although at times it 

can bring loneliness. 

The inner authoritative voice will 
tend to say “Do as you like — I don’t 
care — please yourself.” The chances 
are that the individual won’t be able to 
do so, and as a result there will be a 
crushing psychological conflict to be 
resolved. Ask whether his or her par- 
ents were perverse, or were cold 
and/or unpredictable. 


} SATURN 
mom IN PISCES 


The self-sacrificing qualities of Pisces 
will be present in those who have 
Saturn in this sign. There is humility, 
sympathy and increased intuition, 
which’should be controlled and 
expressed with caution, but definitely 
not ignored. Often there is also very 
little self-confidence, and it may be 
that the subject will be his or her own 
worst enemy, since the inclination to 
hold back may become disproportion- 
ate. As a result she will constantly do 
herself down. 

At its best, this trait makes a person 
attractively self-effacing, but sadly its 
influence is usually too strong, so that 
shyness and inhibition dominate. 
Sometimes the outlook on life is rather 
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depressing, and under stress there can 
be an inclination to give up hope. 
Despite this, the influence of the rest 
of the chart may act as a strong 
counter to these negative tendencies, 
so be very careful not to overinterpret 
them. They will probably only be pre- 
sent if a negative outlook is indicated 
in other totally independent areas 

of the chart. 

It is important for the subject to 
realize that she possesses a powerful 
imaginative force which should be put 
to creative use. It certainly needs to be 
given some sort of concrete shape, and 
the nature of a suitable means of 
expression may be indicated in other 
areas of the chart —a flair for handi- 
crafts, perhaps, or writing skills. If not, 
and your subject is hesitant about 
developing this excellent source of 
potential, it may be that long-term 
encouragement given by the partner 
will help her find a suitable outlet and 
eventually develop it to the full. 

Quite severe changes of mood are 
usual, as is a tendency to worry (espe- 
cially if this is shown in other areas of 
the chart, or if Saturn receives negative 
aspects from the Moon). One result 
can be hypochondria. The inner 
authoritative voice can sound like the 
Ugly Sisters talking to Cinderella! If 
that rings a bell with your subject, 
don’t forget to say that Cinderella did, 
after all, marry her Prince!

h SATURN PROGRESSED 
THROUGH THE SIGNS 


It is very rare indeed that Saturn 
moves from one sign to the next by 
progression. Should this happen, the 
effect will be very slow and subtle, 
even allowing for the fact that the 
change will occur, astronomically, dur- 
ing only one day’s motion (remember 
that this will represent a whole year in 
the individual’s life). As a result, the 
subject will probably develop some 
Saturn-influenced characteristics in the 
area indicated by the new sign. Should 
this occur, especially if he or she is 
well-known to you, watch out for 
these developments. If you should see 
them, discuss them with him or her, 
first studying carefully the interpret- 
ations of Saturn in both its natal and 
progressed signs. 
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mina HiSioitalh the Houses 


he house in which Saturn is placed is a consid- 
T erable focal point of the chart, since the 
sphere of life affected wall be taken very seriously 
and will, in some respects, be a burden to the sub- 
jock. While there is no reason for this area of life to 





be eicirely unsuccessful or an on-going source of difficulty, 
progress will usually only be made after a special effort. When it is 
made, however, great satisfaction will be taken in personal develop- 


ment; the subject will have 


learned lessons, often the hard wav. 


Here, Saturn 1s certainly a taskmaster. It is vitally important to 
remember that the aspects the planet receives will be a powerful 
indication as to just how easy or difficult it 1s for the subject to 
make Saturn work for him- or herself, and if it is a personal planet, 
the characteristics it indicates will be a key to the whole personality. 


SATURN 

IN THE FIRST HOUSE 
Here, a great deal depends on how 
close Saturn is to the Ascending 
degree. The closer it is, the more 
potent the influence will be. If it is 
within eight or ten degrees, see Saturn 
conjunct the Ascendant, p.307. 

The overall effect will be to mbhibit 
the personality, often causing shyness 
and a lack of self-confidence. Never- 
theless, there is natural caution and a 
great deal of common sense. The way 
in which Saturn influences the charac- 
teristics of the Ascendant sign will, of 
course, be shown in the planet's sign 
interpretation, which must be studied 
very carefully since those characteristics 
will be very powerful. At ames, the 
individual can feel unable to cope with 
the problems and responsibilities of 
life, and the whole outlook may 
become pessimistic. Again, such feel- 
ings may well be rooted in a lack of 
self confidence. 


Sources of inhibition 

Adherence to what is expected and a 
strong sense of duty, plus a conven- 
tional and conservative outlook, are 
present, and it may be that inhibiting 
tendencies relate to a restrictive en- 
vironment in childhood. If you have 
an accurate birth ume it will be a good 
idea to question your subject about 
what happened when the progressed 
Ascendant made an exact conjunction 
to Saturn. There may have been a 
traumatic event: the death of the 
father, a breakup of family life which 
had a very negative effect on the 


subject, or perhaps he or she was 
involved in an accident which had a 
nasty physical effect, such as broken 
bones or a long stay in the hospital. 
The effect on the health of Saturn in 
this house can be to lower the vitality, 
but it is very important indeed for 
your subject to realize that such condi- 
uons are likely to be based on 
hypochondna, and that pessimism and 
depression are his worst enemies. 


SATURN 
IN THE SECOND HOUSE 


There is no doubt that Saturn in this 
house indicates that the subject will 


work very hard indeed for every penny — 


earned. That is not to say he or she 
will not make a lot of money, but it 
does mean that wins, monetary prizcs 
or sudden gains are likely be very thin 
on the ground, and even such simple 
triumphs as winning a raffle will be 
most unlikely. 

The way to make money is by invest- 
ment in the safest, most secure stock 
available. However, the sense of 
achievement and inner fulfillment 
when, for instance, a long-standing 
mortgage has been repaid will particu- 
larly increase the individual’s self- 
esteem and sense of pride. This is 
chiefly because she will realize that it 
has been achieved by a great deal of 
blood and sweat (she will be too 
practical and sensible for tears! ) 

The emotional overtones of this 
house should not be forgotten: 
Saturn’s presence may inhibit the flow 
of feelings. If this does not apply, it 


may be that the atrainment of sensual : 
pleasure at its most perfect will come 

more slowly than for most people, but 

will continue for much longer. 


SATURN 
IN THE THIRD HOUSE 


The chances are that there were dis- 
ruptions to your subject’s school days, 
or that he or she hated school and was 
very unhappy there. However, maybe 
such difficulties were overcome, result- 
ing in the individual developing some 
very special qualities which eventually 
led to a position of responsibility and 
prominence — becoming first in his 
class, perhaps. In that case, Saturn was 
working positively, but at the same 
ume placing the subject in a remote 
and somewhat isolated position. 


Encouraging practicality 
There may be a tendency to blame 
weaknesses and failures on the educa- 
tion.

individual being sensible and practical, : 
with the ability to make cautious long: 
term plans. He may also have an inner 
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atmosphere were probably rather 
severe When he or she was growing up. 
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to terms with such indoctrination. As a 
result, not only may he find it hard to 
express himself very freely, but he may 
also imitate his parent’s attitudes. 

This is the Cancer/Moon house so 
there is an emphasis on intuition, 
which will be increased but controlled 
by Saturn. Usually, this force will 
probably be positively channeled and 
used to great effect but even so, the 
subject must realize the potenual of his 
intuition, and learn to trust it.

-IN THE FIFTH HOUSE 





Since this is the Leo/Sun house it has 
a bearing on the father, and when 
Saturn occupies it, the chances are that 
he was very domineering and dog- 
matic, making the subject feel inhib- 
ited. Rather differently, when the 
subject becomes a parent he or she will 
be very ambitious for the children, 
spending much time and money on 
what is considered best for them. 
Sometimes there is a tendency to push 
them into areas into which they do not 


“want to go, and for which they have 


no real talent, simply because the par- 
ent sees the child as a clone of herself. 
Creative talent is often present. It 
will be slow to develop, and the sub- 
ject might ; not be sure what to do, but 
the urge to make and create may be 
strong. Suggest that the subject works 
with natural materials, should you get 


no o-hint from the Saturn sign. 


A heed for commitment 


The attitude to love affairs is deadly 
serious. Despite a powerful need for 


_ them, the desire to do the right thing 


will probably act as a sobering force, so 
that the subject will experience few 
relationships before making a total 


commitment to a partner. In a round- 


about way, the father’s influence may 
make its presence felt here, especially 
for men, and in women’s attitude 


tow ards, and their feelings about, men. 
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6 SATURN 
IN THE SIXTH HOUSE 


While there is an ability to work very 


carefully and hard, there may be an 


obsessive adherence to routine, and 
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perhaps even a tendency to grumble 
continually about one’s lot in life, 
since the work being carried out may 
not be what the subject really wants. 
There is often a reluctance to 
change, however, since risk-taking can 
be rather fnghtening. (“Better the 
devil you know than one you don’t” 


a typical belief.) Such an approach will, 


of course, relate to a lack of self- 
confidence and an overcritical attitude 
toward what is being achieved, which 
will be thought of as slender. 
Encourage the development of self- 
esteem, and suggest that the subject 
gives him- or herself a pat on the back 
from time to time by considering what 
actually has been achieved. There is 
dogged persistence (which in itself will 
surely give results) in whichever area is 
suggested by the Saturn sign. 


Care of the health 

This is a house of health, so Saturn’s 
placing here may indicate a weakness 
towards the ailments attributed to the 
Saturn sign. More generally, there may 
be rheumatic aches and pains, and per- 
haps a particular vulnerability to damp 
weather conditions. Especial care 
should be given to the teeth, and per- 
haps the subject should take extra cal- 
cium to strengthen teeth and bones. 
(Calcium is also good for all women 
after menopause, and particularly for 
those with this placing.) If Saturn is 
within eight degrees of the Descend- 
ant, and therefore in opposition to the 
Ascendant, carefully consider the latter 
aspect as it will increase the emphasis 
on health in this case. 


SATURN 
IN THE SEVENTH HOUSE 


At its best, this encourages a serious 
attitude towards permanent relation- 
ships. The subject won’t rush into 
marriage or a serious relationship, but 
will be a constant and faithful partner 
once committed in love. 

If Saturn is in opposition to the 
Ascendant, commitment is often 
delayed and sometimes, for deep- 
rooted psychological reasons, relation- 
ships won’t be formed at all. While the 
subject may grumble at being single, 
the responsibility of a partnership will 
be a greater burden. There may be 








considerable differences in age in a 
relationship, with the subject needing 
a much older partner — a father- or 
mother-figure. A common outcome is 
the desire to marry for prestige or 
money, and the taking of a purely cal- 
culated attitude in doing so. Love and 
romance will not be present, only the 
nsing of the social status and mount- 
ing figures in the bank balance. 

At its worst, this placing causes a cer- 
tain heaviness in relationships, some- 
times creating poor communication 
between partners. This usually occurs, 
however, when Saturn not only 
opposes the Ascendant but is also neg- 
atively aspected by other planets — 
especially the Sun, Moon or Venus. 


SATURN 
IN THE EIGHTH HOUSE 

Determination and good powers of 
concentration are likely here. The out- 
look is usually serious, with a tendency 
towards depression and sometimes 
obsession. This placing is excellent for 
someone who carries financial respon- 
sibility for other people, or who has a 
career in insurance, banking or perhaps 
the engineering or mining professions. 

A rewarding and fulfilling sex life is 
not denoted by this placing, since 
there are often sexual inhibitions or a 
form of sexual expression that makes 
the subject either repress these urges 
or feel guilty about them. There can 
be a fascination with, and sometimes a 
concentration on, the darker elements 
of life - an interest in criminology, for 
instance — and almost certainly a great 
deal of serious thought will be given to 
the possibility of survival after death. 


Difficulties in relationships 

The individual may be suspicious and 
untrusting of others — all too often 
partners in intimate relationships. Care 
is therefore needed that jealousy does 
not mar the relationship, especially 
where sex or money are concerned. In 
time, the subject will learn from his or 
her mistakes, and this negative 
tendency will gradually ease. 

Since this is the Scorpio/Pluto 
house, and related to the water ele- 
ment, the intuitions will be quite 
strong. Encourage the subject to learn 
to trust them.

SATURN 

IN THE NINTH HOUSE 
There is usually an ability to think seri- 
ously and deeply about important 
issues, and there can be good powers 


of concentration. The mind is unlikely — 


to be very adventurous or inventive, — 
however, unless these traits are shown 
up quite strongly in other areas 
(through the influence of Jupiter, for 
instance). As a result, the subject’s 
opinions and conclusions will be con- 
ventional and_perhaps a bit unimagina- 
uve. There will be a considerable 
desire to improve his or her mind, and 
once a study course is undertaken itt 
will probably be completed, even if it 
is more taxing than was expected. 

Challenges will be approached with 
extreme caution. The prospect of 
physical travel can arouse all kinds of 
inhibitions and fears of the unknown, 
such as a terror of flying. If we extend 
this possibility to a more psychological 
dimension, it can mean a fear of taking 
off, intellectually and perhaps emo- 
tionally, as well as from the standpoint 
of beginning to achieve objectives and 
ambitions. So, here again, Saturn can 
cause inhibition and apprehension. 

If Saturn is negatively aspected from 
any of the personal planets, there will 
be shyness and a lack of self-confi- 
dence. The resulting inferiority com- 
plex will be most noticeable when the 
subject is mixing with people whom he 
believes to be of a higher intellectual 
or academic level than himself. 


10 SATURN 
IN THE TENTH HOUSE 


Here, Saturn is in its own house, so its 
influence is much strengthened. The 
individual may have to shoulder much 
responsibility as a result of circum- 
stances. They will be carried well, how- 
ever, and there will be plenty of 
ambition and very high aspirations. 

Sometumes the individual can set a 
distance between him- or herself and 
loved ones, and a preoccupation with 
achieving objectives is very likely. If 
you think this is happening to the sub- 
ject, do warn that he may be sacrificing 
many good things in life as a result, 
and that in extreme cases there can be 
a loss of love and family happiness. 





Any characteristic coldness may spring 
from childhood influences, since he 
might have been strictly disciplined to 
do the right thing as a child. Check 
the position of Saturn: if it is within 
eight degrees of the Midheaven it is in 
conjunction with that point, so its 
influence is further strengthened and 
may even dominate the chart. 


SATURN 
1 
IN THE ELEVENTH HOUSE 


Saturn is well-placed here because of 
its special relationship with Aquarius 
(see Saturn in Aquarius, p.301). 
However, the subject may have few 
close friends. Sometimes, too, friends 
of an older generation are preferred. 
If not older in years, then perhaps they 
may be more distinguished intellec- 
tually or more worldly wise. 

Here is a focus on the social life, 
which he or she may take rather seri- 
ously. Nonworking hours will defi- 
nitely be enjoyed, but there is usually 
little ume for anything that is deemed 
flippant. However, once she develops 
an interest it will usually last a lifetime. 
Very often she is asked to serve on 
committees and almost as often can be 
elected chairperson or president. This 
may be a cause of complaint, but 
equally she grumbles if she has to suf- 
fer someone else in that role, slowing 
up the proceedings and the progress of 
the concerns of the association. 


Taking a stand 

A powerful humanitarian streak is pre- 
sent, and while Saturn is conventional 
in outlook, this placing nevertheless 
instills a sense of justice, so the individ- 
ual will do a great deal to right what is 
wrong in the world. Those with this 
placing will, for mstance, be natural 
supporters of Amnesty International 
but won’t want to court trouble by 
taking any militant action!

IN THE TWELFTH HOUSE 


At its most potent, this tends to make 
the individual something of an isola- 
tionist, and at its least powerful gives a 
need to retreat from worldly concerns. 
Sometimes the subject may only feel 


don’t overinterpret it. Very gradually 


He will do an excellent job during the 
day, then look forward to returning to 
the security of his own home at night. 
It is not a good idea to try to nag him 
out of this pattern, for it will only 
encourage him to enclose himself 
further. Instead, someone with this 
placing should learn to enjoy quiet 
hobbies — music appreciation, reading 
and handicrafts, for instance. 

Too much introspection should not 
be encouraged, since it can lead to 
hypochendria and perhaps other 
phobias. Even so, it is excellent if the 
subject can accept that the warmth and 
security of his own home is restorative, 
since that is where he will gain psycho- 
logical and physical refreshment. If 
Saturn conjuncts the Ascendant from 
this house the subject will be shy, 
introspective and lacking in confi- 
dence, as is the case when Saturn is in 
the first house, but here the reclusive 
tendencies will be even stronger.

A need for self-expression 

Creative exercise through some form 
of expressive dance or movement is 
excellent therapy, but yoga and such 
contemplative disciplines are not as 
rewarding in the long-term. That is 
because they may increase the subject’s 
introspection which, if anything, needs 
to be countered. 

Avery meaningful sense of vocation 
may be present. The subject might 
identify with suffering or with those 
confined to institutions, and can derive 
considerable psychological reward 
from helping such people. 


SATURN PROGRESSED 
THROUGH THE HOUSES 


Since Saturn progresses so slowly, it 
moves from one house to the next — 
only very rarely. As is the case when 
Saturn changes signs by progression, 
astronomically the change will be com- 
pleted during the course of 24 hours, 

but the astrological effect will be 
noticeable for about one year. Ifa 

house change occurs in a progressed 

chart, its effect will be very subtle, so 


the concerns and sphere of life indi- 
cated by the new house will increase in © 
importance for the individual. 
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The Aspects of = ey 


Hs we deal with the aspects Saturn makes to 
planets beyond it in the Solar System — 
Uranus, Neptune and Pluto, all discovered in 
modern times. Until the discovery of Uranus in 
1781 Saturn was at the edge of the known uni- 


verse, which may be a reason for one of its keywords, limitation. 
The aspects interpreted below will be within orb for quite long 
periods of time, and therefore appear in many charts, but must not 
be ignored; they can inhibit but they also stabilize the individual. 


For Saturn’s aspects to the Sun see 
the Sun’s aspects to Saturn, p.217. 


For Saturn’s aspects to the Moon 
sec the Moon’s aspects to Saturn, 
pp.234-5. 


For Saturn’s aspects to Mercury sec

If Saturn forms an aspect to the pro- 
gressed Jupiter, Uranus, Neptune or 
Pluto, look up the particular transit 
interpretation, remembering that 
although the influence will be less 
potent, it will last while Saturn is on 
the relevant degree, and will support 
important transits as and when they 
are operative. Base vour interpretation 
on the relevant paragraph — conjunc- 
tion, positive or negative transits. 

If Saturn forms a progressed aspect 
to the natal Sun, Moon, Mercury, 
Venus or Mars, read the relevant inter- 
pretation for that planet’s progressions 
to Saturn, and pay special attention to 
the paragraph in question — conjunc- 
uloNn, positive or negative transits. If 
Saturn makes a progressed aspect to 
the Ascendant or Midheaven in the 
birth or progressed chart, refer to the 
interpretation of Saturn’s transits to 
the Ascendant or Midheaven (sce 
p.311). These progressions are power- 


ful, and will operate over several years. 


The effects will be the same as those of 
Saturn’s transits to these areas of the 
birth chart. 


SATURN’S ASPECTS 
TO URANUS 


Conjunction 

(See also Saturn conjunct Neptune, 
night.) This potent conjunction 
occurred in the 1940s in Taurus, and 
is now to be found in the birth charts 
of children born between December 
1986 and December 1989 — the years 
during which it was in orb. Earlier in 
that period the conjunction occurred 
in Sagittarius, later in Capricorn, and 
in some cases Saturn was in Capricorn 
while Uranus was in Sagitrarius. 

Here is a very powerful energy 
source which will color the mass 
characteristics of a whole generation. 
If the two planets contact the subject’s 
Sun, Moon, Ascendant or Midheaven 
you are probably working on the chart 
of someone who will be a leader of his 
or her generation, who will put for- 
ward its views very potently and make 
a mark in some important way. 

When the conjunction occurs in 
Sagittarius it contributes towards a 
broad mind with considerable poten- 
tial for hard and serious work, and at 
the same time is strongly tinged with 
originality. When the conjunction 
crosses the signs, Saturn’s influence is 
likely to dominate since Saturn rules 
Capricorn; the outlook will then be 
more serious, less adventurous, and 
less open to the acceptance of chal- 
lenge. When both planets are in 
Taurus or Capricorn there will be an 
adherence to the concepts and idealism 
of the subject’s generation, and within 
that the outlook will be conventional, 
although it may not conform to the 
ideas of older generations. 

The powerful driving force of this 
conjunction may also be expressed in 
some people as a power complex, 
especially if Scorpio is also emphasized 
by a persona] planet. Those with this 
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conjunction who also have Pluto in 
Scorpio (sce p.339) have another gen- 
eration influence which chimes in very 
powerfully with this aspect. The chil- 
dren of this generation need to know 
precisely where they stand; they need 
freedom of expression, but also guid- 
ance as to how to express themselves, 
and will benefit from firm but logical 
discipline. Alternating bouts of ner- 
vous tension and depression may need 
countering but the potential is ternfic. 


Positive aspects 

There is usually a blending of conven- 
tional behavior and outlook with a 
sympathy for the unconventional. The 
mind is serious. Some natural caution 
is present but it is accompanied by an 
ability to develop original ideas and 
concepts. The subject has willpower 
and determination, and often patience 
too. However, unless Saturn and 
Uranus are personalized, think of these 
traits as supporting those of a similar 
nature in other areas of the chart. 


ce Negative aspects 

The pessimism of Saturn being at log- 
gerheads with the tension of Uranus 
can cause problems if these tendencies 
appear in other areas of the chart. You 
may need to warn against stubborn- 
ness, which may at times become 
extreme. This influence can be unhelp- 
ful to people who are in a position of 
power, since they may express them- 
selves coldly and in a very authonitative 
way that can distance them from sub- 
ordinates. Encourage patience when 
life is stressful. If the planets are per- 
sonalized, developing a relaxation 
technique may be of benefit. 


y SATURN’S ASPECTS 
TO NEPTUNE 


Conjunction 

(See also Saturn conjunct Uranus, 
above.) This conjunction occurs every 
36 years or so. It was within orb in 
Leo in 1917, in Libra in the 1950s and 
is present in the charts of most chil- 
dren born between March 1988 and 
November 1990. However, during the 
whole of this latter period Uranus is 
traveling though the last degrees of 
Sagittarius and the early degrees of 
Capricorn (the sign in which this 
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conjunction occurs), and ilies betw een 
Saturn and Neptune. It is therefore 
almost impossible to interpret this 

conjunction without considering the 
intervening influence of Uranus. 

You may have read some dramatic 
stories about this potent placing in the 
press, or perhaps heard it discussed on 
television. It is certainly very powerful, 
and although everything that is stated 
above concerning the conjunction of 
Saturn and Uranus applies most 
strongly, while Neptune is between 
these two planets its confusing, rather 
dreamy influence may affect these 
young people’s determination and 
originality, perhaps fogging their out- 
look and clouding their judgement 
with regard to their objectives in life. 

In charts where this double conjunc- 
won (as it is known) is positively 
aspected by personal planets, the 
Neptune influence will no doubt work 
well, softening and making more ideal- 
istic the rather harsher, more strident 
characteristics of Saturn and Uranus. 
The three planets will, we think, help 
this generation to save planet Earth, 

partly because they all occupy an earth 
sign, and partly because of the human- 
itarian side to Uranus’ influence (i.e. 
the positive Uranus) and the sensitivity 
and idealism of Neptune. Together 
they may not be strong enough to 
encourage 
out the:re 












can often be flair for photography, 
pottery or, very differently, scientific 
ability expressed through chemistry or | 
the development of medical drugs. 


@ Negative aspects 

If either Saturn or Neptune are per- 
sonal planets, these negative aspects 
will considerably weaken the subject, 
since they usually denote someone 
who can be a confused thinker and is 
all too often very impractical. The 
emotional content is high but Saturn 
will inhibit its flow. Unfortunately any 
creative potential shown elsewhere can 
be thwarted, since the individual has 
little confidence in expressing his or 
her talents. A tendency always to 
undermine the self is present, so that 
lack of self-esteem can occur, but if 
none of these traits appear in other 
areas of the chart, don’t emphasize 
them in your interpretation. If your 
subject is very shy or overmodest, this 
aspect will exacerbate the tendencies. 
Interpret with considerable care. 


Bl SATURN’S ASPECTS 
TO PLUTO 








| Conjunction 

This occurred for a long period during 
the late 1940s when both planets were 
in Leo, and again during the early 
980s when they were in Libra. 
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to progress at umes when transitung 
planets activate the conjunction. Be 
careful, when interpreting this power- 
ful influence, not to place too much 
stress on it. If your subject suffers from 
inhibition, however, or you think there 
are deep-rooted psychological prob- 
lems, remember you are an astrologer 
and not a psychiatrist; recommend 
therapy if you think it will help. 


In Libra: The conjunction is less pun- 
gent in this sign: the more positive side 
of Saturn adds caution and deter- 
mination while the Pluto influence 
gives a certain intensity and diving 
force. There is a more relaxed attitude 
towards any psychological problems or 
hang-ups. The energies of these nvo 
strong planets need to be positively 
expressed though a compelling inter- 
est, whether spare-time or professional: 
there is powerful potenual here. 


Ed Positive aspects 


These give additional determination 
and a driving energy force, and stub- 
bornness will be increased. Even so, 
the aspect will only be really powerful 
if either planet is personalized. The 
subject should be able to come to 
terms with any deep-rooted problems 
or phobias, once having worked on 
them. Indeed, whenever transits con- 
tact either planet is an excellent time in 
which to externalize any ongoing 
problems and eventually resolve them. 


= Negative aspects 

There may be some obsessional 
behavior-patterns or psychological 
problems which can be difficult to 
resolve. Perhaps there will be a ten- 
dency to avoid doing so — with the 
excuse that the subject “cannot be 
bothered”. In reality, it will be the fear 
of facing up to any such problem that 
will cause procrastination. If encour- 
agement can be given to work on such 
difficulties it will be to advantage in 
the long run. He or she will admit to 
feeling “lighter”, “much better”, and 
so on but, as is the case with the 
Saturn/Pluto conjunction, do not take 
too much on yourself. Also remember 
that these rather extreme tendencies 
will only occur if there are indications 
of repression elsewhere in the chart, or 
if Saturn and/or Pluto are personal 
planets. Interpret with great care. 
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hee SATURN’S ASPECTS 
| TO THE ASCENDANT 


Conjunction 

If Saturn is in the first house it will 
lower the subject’s self-confidence and 
cause shyness, especially in the young. 
Despite this, he or she is practical, with 
a great deal of common sense, and 
gradually confidence will build up so 
that ambition and high aspirations will 
eventually become driving forces. 

If Saturn receives negative aspects 
from the Sun or Moon the outlook 
can be limited, however, and it will be 
a struggle for the individual to develop 
enough confidence to be able to fully 
realize her potential. Depression is 
possible, especially if the Moon aspects 
Saturn. The placing tends to darken 
the expression and encourage a brood- 
ing intensity, but this can be countered 
by the well-known offbeat Saturnine 
sense of humor. 

The vitality is often lowered too, and 
regular exercise is needed to avoid 
stiffness in the joints. 

When Saturn is in the twelfth house 
there are reclusive tendencies which 
will be of benefit to the subject if she 
expresses them positively through con- 
tcmplative interests. Sometimes, too, 
many sacrifices will be made (in fol- 
lowing a vocation or helping an elderly 
parent, for instance). She will feel most 
secure, both emotionally and physi- 
cally, at home, surrounded by familiar 
items. Reread the house position of 
Saturn as it is especially important 
(see pp.302-4). 


Positive aspects 

On the whole, these contribute practi- 
cal ability, caution and common sense. 
They are a good anchorage for anyone 
who has a lively fire or air chart, or 
when there is an abundance of emo- 
tion which may need steadying. 


ES Negative aspects 

These can cramp the style and inhibit 
the more extrovert areas of the person- 
ality. The vitality may be lowered, and 
at times the outlook can become 
pessimistic or rather gloomy. These 
indications seem to jostle for position 
with the more powerful characteristics 
of the Sun and Ascendant signs, but 
nevertheless they will be present. Look 


out for grumbles and moaning! It may 


be that you can tease your subject into 
an awareness of these negative and 
boring tendencies. 


Ne SATURN’S ASPECTS 
TO THE MIDHEAVEN 


Conjunction 
If Saturn conjuncts the Midheaven 
from the tenth house it will be a very 
important planet indeed. The individ- 
ual will carry a great deal of responsi- 
bility, and more than likely will do so 
extremely well. Events over which he 
or she has no direct control may bring 
him or her to prominence, but such a 
position will have been attained 
because of experience and reputation 
(or maybe due to inheritance, perhaps 
of a family business). There is a ten- 
dency to distance the self from others, 
and often the ambitions and aspira- 
tions are so powerful that he misses 
out on a great deal of fun — the joy of 
time spent with the partner and chil- 
dren, for instance, and other simple 
but meaningful pleasures. Everything 
that is written about the house posi- 
uon of Saturn will be very pertinent. 
Remember that this placing, both in 
the tenth house and in conjunction 
with the Midheaven, puts Saturn at its 
“home base”. The planet will certainly 
make its presence felt from there by 
playing a part in the subject’s destiny. 
The influence is only slightly less 
powerful if Saturn is in another house. 


Positive aspects 

The individual will idenufy with all the 
positive Saturn qualities. He or she will 
aspire to be practical, to show com- 
mon sense and to be a disciplined, 
careful worker. There will be no lack of 
caution — or ambition. This influence 
will help the individual to reach the 
top in whichever way is most desirable. 


Negative aspects 

The individual will suffer more than 
his or her fair share of setbacks, and 
efforts to achicve objectives may be 
frustrated. However, he should learn a 
great deal from each experience. It 
must be realized that the achievement 
of goals will be slow and steady. This 
may be difficult to accept if the subject 
is, for instance, a predominantly Arian 
type, or an impatient Geminian. 
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There can be a lack of self-confidence 
in relation to the career: “I can’t take 
that job — so-and-so will do it far bet- 
ter than me.” This is really a sign of 
overcaution and an inability to accept 
challenge or to take the initiative. 
Look to Mars and Jupiter for help. 


h THE TRANSITS 
OF SATURN 


The transits of Saturn, like those of 
Jupiter, are an important part of the h 
influences that are working in our 
lives. When Saturn is traveling around 
the zodiac at its normal pace, uninhib- 
ited by changes from direct to retro- 
grade motion or vice versa, it takes 
roughly ten days to traverse one Y 
degree of a sign. However, very often 
we find that, as we see it from Earth, it 
slows down, or even turns retrograde, D 
often staying for as long as two 
months on one degree, or crossing a 
degree three times. This applies to all 
the planets, but the effect is more 
noticeable in those from Saturn to 
Pluto, as the timescale is much longer. 

It is easy to assess how long the 
astrological influence of some planets 
will last (and it is always easy to work 
this out astronomically). However, 
with Saturn the effects of a transit can 
be much longer than the time the 
planet spends on the degree from 
which it contacts a planet’s natal posi- 
tion. Very often the effects will be felt 
for several months, sometimes as much 
as a year — especially if there are a 
number of Saturn transits to other 
planets in the birth chart, following 
one after the other. Now that you are 
beginning to study Saturn’s influence 
by transit, it as well to reread the gen- 
eral introduction to the planet (sec 
p.31), remembering that the influence 
is not entirely gloomy; it makes us 
practical and sensible. Yes, it will often 
frustrate, but it is from Saturn’s influ- 
ence we learn the lessons of life. 


6) SATURN’S TRANSITS 
TO THE SUN 


Conjunction 

This will probably mark a key period 
for the subject, who may well 
expericnce a taxing time. There is a 
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tendency to think that progress is slow 
and frustrating — and on the surface it 
may be. In retrospect, however, quite a 
lot that is positive may result. 
Certainly, the individual will have 
“been through the mill”, but perhaps 
will have made a worthwhile commit- 
ment. Often additional responsibilities 
are taken at this time, such as promo- 
tion, house purchase or marriage. 

Setbacks and a slowing down of 
progress must be prepared for, but 
increased prestige and often a consid- 
erable climb up the ladder toward 
personal objectives usually occurs. The 
vitality must be carefully watched, and 
if necessary the subject could take 
additional vitamins. 


Positive transits 

These are excellent influences under 
which either to make long-term plans 
or take important decisions. Steady, 
constructive progress will be made but 
the pace of life may be slow, so quick 
responses should not be expected, 
especially from those in authority. As 
with the conjunction, increased pres- 
tige and responsibilities, or even pro- 
motion, are likely. Much hard, steady 
work will be done. If there are rather 
dull periods they provide the chance to 
catch up on any backlog of work. 


it Negative transits 

These can be the cause of considerable 
frustration, so the subject should try to 
be as patient as possible. It is very 
important that the vitality is watched, 
since tiredness or inexplicable aches 
and pains may occur, or the individual 
may feel unusually chilly, especially if 
there are lunar progressions to Saturn 
at roughly the same time. 

A pessimistic outlook may be justi- 
fied at this time. A philosophical atti- 
tude and the making of well-calculated 
moves will pay off, however. Look to 
the house through which Saturn is 
transitting: this will indicate the sphere 
of life that may be under pressure. 


») SATURN’S TRANSITS 
TO THE MOON 


Conjunction 

There may be uncharacteristic changes 
of mood, some of which will be 
gloomy and perhaps negative. At such 


times, however, the intuition should 
be working well, putting the subject in 
a good position to make well- 
calculated and reasoned, as well as 
intuitive, decisions. The attitude will 
be very serious. Usually, this is not a 
good time for taking the initiative, so 
while Saturn’s influence can be put to 
good use for forward planning, it is as 
well to advise waiting until the transit 
is truly over (by two wecks at least), 
before making any moves. 


Positive transits 

Solid, constructive progress may be 
made under this influence, especially if 
there are plans for house purchase, 
home extensions and so forth. Again, 
accentuate the making of plans rather 
than the taking of action, although if 
cautious moves are made they should 
not result in too much frustration. 
Sometimes help and support is 
received from parents or older people. 
This is also a time when young people 
really benefit from the advice of their 
parents, and might even respond to it! 


e Negative transits 

The outlook will be pessimistic, and a 
gcneral sense of being fed up will last 
for several weeks. The individual 
should hold back and not take deci- 
sions or try to make important moves 
at this time, for progress will be slow, 
and his or her frame of mind inappro- 
priate to any kind of assertive action. 


Note: Under any transit of Saturn to 
the Moon, the vitality should be care- 
fully monitored, since there is consid- 
erable vulnerability to colds, chills or 
influenza. It is always advisable to sug- 
gest to subjects that they take their 
favorite, well-proven course of vita- 
mins. If they do not have one, Vitamin 
C is usually worthwhile, especially in 
cold weather, but this rule also applies 
to those who live in mild climates. 


SATURN’S TRANSITS 
TO MERCURY 





Conjunction 

This is excellent for study or difficult 
and demanding mental work, since the 
powers of concentration are greatly 
enhanced. The outlook is serious and 
cautious: the nght decisions should be 






made. If contracts or rental agree- 
ments are to be signed, there is little 
likelihood of the subject ignoring the 
small print, even if this is characteristic. 
Levelheadcdness on every level is 
accentuated at this timc. Very assertive 
get-up-and-go types may feel slightly 
fed up under this influence; however, 
increased patience will do them no 
harm and they could learn a lot! 


Positive transits 

The effects of these are much as for 
the conjunction, but even sounder 
progress will be made. Should the sub- 
ject be consulted by superiors it is very 
likely that what is said will be listened 
to, and promotion will be the result. 
This is, however, very much the kind 
of influence under which to work 
quietly at home, since it is reflective 
and introverted rather than outwardly 
expressive. It is not a time for showing 
off but, when it is over, the subject will 
feel pride and satisfaction at the 
amount of work that has been done. 


Negative transits 

There is a tendency to feel rather 
depressed and miserable, sometimes 
for no apparent reason. It is a time in 
which to relax and take consolation 
from such quiet interests as reading 
and listening to favorite music — or 
anything else that lifts the spirit. (The 
bottle should be avoided, however, as 
that may badly upset the stomach!). 
Friends can sometimes be a burden 
under this influence, and great 
patience must be exerted if they are 
not to become “hair shirts”. As hinted 
above, the digestive system can also 
cause problems. 


SATURN’S TRANSITS 
Mm TO VENUS 
Conjunction 
This will promote serious thought 
regarding relationships. Emotional 
ones will mostly be affected but some- 
times business partnerships or working 
relationships with colleagues are also 
influenced by this transit. If there have 
been problems, there is a good chance 
that the individual will start to sort 
them out, once and for all. 

Sometimes this heralds the end of a 
relationship, or an important change. 
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However, there is no need to be 
apprehensive of the,outcome of such 
an influence since it.can-oftchn havea 
calming aiid serene effect, especially if 
there have been storms in’ the past», ~ 
Certainly the accent is on serious 
thought, and any sensiblé conclusions 
that are reached are usually beneficial 
in the long-run. 


Positive transits 

As with-the conjunction there is often 
a concentration on'the constructive 
development or resolution of problems 
concerning all kinds of relationships. 
Sometimes (especially with the positive 
transits) there is an accent on older 
friends who may prove helpful and 
supportive should the subject be in any 
sortof difficulty. The outlook will be 
serious and constructive. This canbe a 
good time in which to overhaul invest- 
ments or insurance policies, especially 
those covering personal possessions. 


ie Negative transits 

These often indicate a-difficult period 
regarding relationships of-all kinds. 
Sometimes there is simply a rather 
dreary atmosphere, with poor commu- 
nication. If the individual feels unable 
to continue his or her current situa- 
tion, it is as well to encourage waiting 
until the transit is over by at least a 
couple of weeks before making any 
final decision. If Saturn turns retro- 
grade and the subject experiences the 
transit three times in all, the whole 
period may be gloomy emotionally. 
Consider whether or not the subject is 
responding as well as usual to the part- 
ner, since this could easily be the 
source of indifference or coldness — a 
lack of sexual desire is common at this 
time. The influence sometimes has a 
restricting effect on finance, and pru- 
dence in this area is also recom- 
mended. Tradition says that this transit 


indicates a loss of personal possessions, 


so advise the checking of locks, and 
additional home security.

| Conjunction 

This indicates a rather tricky period 
when there will be a tremendous out- 
pouring of energy alternating with 





lethargy — optimistic assertiveness, 
then.no desire-for action whatsoever, 
It wonet-be easy to keep a ‘balance 
and all the subject can do istry to 
Work steadily and not be too enthusi- 
astic about any projects: Its important 
for him or her to Keep calm and:listen 
carefully to what is’suggested; then 
allow plenty of thinking time before 
making a commitment. In‘this way 
some sort.of balance will- be achieved: 
Ifitisn’t, theschances are. that the: 
resulting frustration and,annoyance 
will beseven niore upsetting. In theory, 
this influence should encourage deter- 
mination, but that isnot alivays so. 


Positive transits 

Here.is'soimce ability to balance the 
energy level; and ifsteady deter- 
mination is aimed for, progress will be 
maintained, If Mars is personalized 
Saturn will have a calming effecryif 
Saturn is the stronger planet i the 
birth chart the energics:-should be 
boosted. If the going gets difficult the 
individual will usually cope. well. 


Lj Negative transits 

This surely 1s the influence which miust 
have always dominated the lives of 
many fictional characters! Constant 
rage and equally constant frustration is 
the quintessential expression of Saturn 
and Mars at loggerheads with each 
other. Of course, in books adventures 
caricature what really happens, but the 
chances are that something — perhaps 
an on-going difficulty with a builder, 
for instance — will make the individual 
want to scream with frustration. 

All that can be donc is to suggest 
that the subject blows off steam and 
then tries to be calm and rational, per- 
haps writing serious and moderately 
expressed letters of complaint rather 
than staging a verbal or aggressive 
showdown! Care is needed that physi- 
cal strain is avoided. It is at such times 
that the subject may have to readjust 
exercise regimes duc to increasing age. 


| 2, SATURN’S TRANSITS 
TO JUPITER 


Conjunction 

The natural optimism and enthusiasm 
of Jupiter are somewhat sobered by 
this contact. At the same time, 
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however, the steadying effect on the 
intellect will probably mean that the 
subject reaches sound decisions, and if 
studying will make excellent progress, 
especially along conventional or tradi- 
tional lines. The aspect will not do 
much for original thinking, nor will it 
encourage brilliant ideas, but it will 
work well for someone following a 
strict syllabus. 

More generally, periods of optimism 
and pessimism will occur and some- 
timies the subject may experience a cer- 
tain inner restlessness. As with Saturn’s 
contacts to-Mars, keeping a balance is 
essential: Atits best there can be both 
Opportunities and promotion plus 
additional responsibility, especially if 
both planets are well-aspected on the 
whole and well-placed in the birth 
chart. A natal trine or sextile between 
them would work wonders for this 
powerful transit. 


oN CO. 4a YE 


Positive transits 

These have much the same effect as 
the conjunction, but are less likely to 
cause an imbalance in the outlook or 
mood of the individual. Both the cau- 
tious and the adventurous characteris- 
tics of the subject are highlighted if 
this strong planetary energy is used to 
its full advantage. 

Progressive and practical decisions 
may be taken at this time and, as ts the 
case with the conjunction, the individ- 
ual could well experience an 
eventful and rewarding period. This 
certainly is not a time for letting grass 
grow under the feet. 


= Negative transits 

Restlessness and discontent are almost 
certain. There will be a strong desire 
to make progress and take up adven- 
turous challenges, but at the same time 
the subject may feel that something — 
perhaps a restricting responsibility — is 
likely to prevent it. If the subject can 
be patient and wait for the transit to 
ease, the frustrated sphere of life will 
also become easier and the subject will 
find that progress will be made. 

In the meantime, it is as well to 
concentrate on areas that are not being 
frustrated by Saturn, for the more 
emotional and physical energy that is 
given to the problems arising under 
such negative influences, the worse 
they seem to become. 
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SATURN’S TRANSITS 
TO URANUS 


Conjunction 

This very powerful influence will more 
than likely mark an important period. 
As these planets are rather heavy in 
their effect, life may become both 
eventful and strenuous; new develop- 
ments and/or important changes are 
very likely. During the period as a 
whole, progress may be rather uneven. 

On a psychological level, the individ- 
ual may suffer a dilemma. On the one 
hand he or she will want to do the 
“right” and conventional thing, 
responding to a natural sense of duty 
and loyalty — perhaps to the family 
(Saturn), but on the other there will 
be a powerful need to strike out inde- 
pendently and maybe to act somewhat 
unconventionally or even 
unpredictably (Uranus). 

If either planet is. personalized, it is 
that planet’s dictates that will be fol- 
lowed. Sometimes the subject will seek 
a compromise, but will usually-err 
towards Saturn. In any case, if unex- 
pected developments occur it is wise 
to take full advantage of them since 
Saturn’s influence will steady decision- 
making and boost caution. Sometimes 
increased power and additional respon- 
sibilities result from this potent transit. 
In many respects there is a certain 
sympathy between these two planets, 
because Saturn is the traditional ruler 
of Aquarius, which is the sign now 
ruled by Uranus. 


Positive transits 

These are similar in effect to the con- 
junction, but will be less powerful. 
Nevertheless, new and often unex- 
pected developments are likely, and 
because the influence is easier there is 
less possibility of a build-up of tension, 
perhaps because there will be less at 
stake. Again, if either planet is person- 
alized there will be a tendency to fol- 
low the direction it suggests — i.e. 
practical, cautious and convenuonal 
(Saturn) or unexpected, possibly 
unconventional and exciting (Uranus). 


| Negative transits 

A great deal may be happening in the 
individual’s life, with resulting strain 
and tension. If tendencies to be a natu- 
ral worrier are shown elsewhere in the 


chart (with Cancer or Virgo prominent 
signs), encouragement must be given 
to approach these worries in the most 
appropriate way. No decision should 
be taken rashly (which may happen if 
the situation is very serious) and, if 
possible, the cautious Saturn side of 
the transit should be encouraged. If in 
doubt, advise waiting until the influ- 
ence has passed (by at least two or 
three weeks) and the influence has 
eased. However, while the individual 
may go through hell and high water, 
what is afoot should be to his or her 
advantage in the long run and advance 
him or her several rungs up the ladder, 
either with regard to the career or the 
personal presuge. 


Note: With all the transits from Saturn 
to Uranus, even if the latter is person- 
alized in the birth chart there will be a 
tendency for Saturn to dominate, since 
it is this planet that is exerting its | 
power over Uranus, In some*cases; the 
planets will be more orless evenly 
matched in, strength. 


y SATURN’S TRANSITS 
TO NEPTUNE 





| Conjunction 

For someone who is sensitive, idealistic 
and perhaps creative, this influence will 
be a good one. It will help to consoli- 
date ideas and steady the emotions, 
perhaps to the point that such state- 
ments will be made as “I’ve not known 
what to think about that, but now I’m 
certain.” The subject in question may 
be esoterically or religiously inclined. 

If so, the influence will help to realize 
his or her creative potential in a 
constructive way. 

The influence is good, too, for those 
interested in any kind of abstfact or 
occult work. With practical people 
who might not usually have much ume 
for such vague ideas, Saturn may 
encourage them to think again and 
review their opinions. With everyone, 
inspiration or unusual ideas should be 
considered seriously, with a view to 
developing them in practical ways. 


Positive transits 

These have much the same effect as 
the conjunction although the influence 
is more subtle, and if it is only a sextile 





it can pass unnoticed by practical 
people. Very sensitive loved ones will 
know that something has happened, 
even if the person concerned doesn’t 
think so, or doesn’t care to admit it! 

There could, for instance, be a sud- 
den and uncharacteristic interest in 
poetry or any Neptune-related inter- 
ests. Watch for these apparent changes 
in your down-to-earth business orien- 
tated friends and, of course, give all 
encouragement to the development of 
ideas by those who are more sensitive 
and creative. 


ral Negative transits 

These are nasty. Sometimes the indi- 
vidual is done down in some way, 
resulting in endless confusion and 
delay. Rather differently, he or she may 
pay a very high price for any misde- 
meanor, especially if it was deception, 
lying, or attempting to take the easy 
way out of a demanding or difficult sit- 
uation. Lessons are often learned in a 
very hard way indeed. 


SATURN’S TRANSITS 
TO PLUTO 


| | Conjunction 

This is a difficult and very trying influ- 
ence. While it is operative little or no 
progress is likely to be made, and there 
is a tendency to be confronted by brick 
walls. This trend may not affect every 
sphere of life, and it is a good idea to 


discover in which areas there is 
_ progress and fulfillment, for it is essen- 


tial to concentrate on those, rather 
than attempting to push forward, 
wasting time and emonional and physi- 
cal energies on what is likely to be 
essentially blocked. . 

During this period, and for a few 
weeks before and after it has passed, _ 
special care should be taken of the 
health. Saturn may cause some kind of 
limiting pain or perhaps 
uncharacteristic constipation. 

Psychologically, the outlook may be > 
negative, with feelings of frustration 
creeping up from time to time. These 
conditions will clear within a couple of 
weeks of the influence easing. If it _ 
recurs due to retrograde motion, the —

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Positive transits 

Although some sound conclusions will 
be reached during this time, and the 
individual will perhaps be released 
from a problem in his or her life, even 
these positive transits can cause diffi- 
culties. Nevertheless, once the influ- 
ence is over it will be found that 
progress has been made, whether in 
the reassessment of some area of life or 
in the making of an important change. 
Even so, these trends aren’t much fun. 
Advise holding back if the subject 
seems to be swimming against the ude. 


SB Negative transits 

These have similar effects to those of 
the conjunction, with perhaps an even 
greater slowing down of progress. 
Follow the interpretation as given 
above, but in addition a philosophical 
attitude should be adopted, with a 
falling-back on restorative interests and 
hobbies — it will be a sheer waste of 
time to attempt to force issues. 


ita SATURN’S TRANSITS 
TO THE ASCENDANT 


Conjunction 
This is an extremely important trend. 
For the last two and a half years or so 
Saturn’s transit through the twelfth 
house will have been experienced (read 
the interpretation of Saturn in the 
twelfth house, p.304). This influence 
may have Jed to a reassessment of spiri- 
tual, metaphysical and inspirational val- 
ues and opinions but now, as Saturn 
enters the first house, a change of 
direction may follow. Perhaps it will be 
a more serious attitude to life, or a 
long-term commitment — often the 
best outcome of this serious transit. 
Note the health emphasis of the 
Ascending sign since Saturn’s influence 
may cause problems. 
- Often this is a turning point during 
which the life is reassessed in some way 
— sometimes with regard to relation- 
ships. Lessons are learned, especially if 
any mistakes are made, but these will 
relate to the influence of other planets 


rather than to Saturn. 


i+ Positive transits 
The house through which Saturn is 
transiting will dictate the way in 


_- which this trend affects the individual 


— sometimes in parenthood or when a 
love affair becomes more serious (per- 
haps Saturn in the fifth house), or 
when making a safe investment (Saturn 
in the second), and so on. You will 
find that steady, slow progress but 
sound decisions and practical actions 
are usually the outcome. 


a Negative transits 

As with the positive transits, the house 
through which Saturn is transiting will 
be important. Look out for Saturn 
opposing the Ascendant, when a 
permanent relationship will be under 
discussion and changes may be made —- 
often to the eventual good of both 
parties, who may put their life together 
on a new footing, or at least come to 
realize what was previously lacking. 
Sometimes this is the time when a 
business partner is taken on. 

A square transit can mean problems 
at work (Saturn in the tenth house) or 
difficulties in the domestic or family 
life (Saturn in the fourth). This is not 
an easy time but, as ever, in the final 
analysis the hard taskmaster side of 
Saturn can bring about the benefits of 
personal development and increased 
stability of the subject. 


Cc SATURN’S TRANSITS 
TO THE MIDHEAVEN 


Conjunction 

Study Saturn in the tenth house (see 
p.304). This is an extremely important 
influence that will have a powerful 
effect on the career or profession, with 
the distinct possibility of promotion or 
maybe a striking change of job. If no 
career is followed, some ambition or 
objective will be achieved — not easily, 
but in a manner which will make the 
eventual outcome seem well-deserved. 
It could certainly mark a turning point 
in the life, and events over which the 
subject has no direct control, but 
which came about as a result of his or 
her reputation, are most likely to 
occur. Sometimes there is promotion 
to a lonely top job. 


Positive transits 

Events concerning the house through 
which Saturn is transitting will occur, 
but, as above, these will not be as a 
direct result of the individual’s own 
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actions or motivation. Again, steady 
progress is likely, and the outlook will 
be practical — especially if any decisions 
have to be made regarding loved ones 
as well as the subject concerned. 


i} Negative transits 

These bring frustration and delay and 
sometumes the loss of a job (perhaps 
due to redundancy). These are not 
easy influences, and patience and cau- 
tion are needed. The best outcome 
arises in situations when issues have 
not been forced. 

Other transits very often case the sit- 
uation, and help from Jupiter is partic- 
ularly useful. The influence can also 
mean that the subject is working par- 
ticularly hard on extremely demanding 
yet prestigious work. 


ya SATURN’S TRANSITS 
TO ITS OwN POSITION 


There will be times when Saturn makes 
positive and negative transits to its 
own position. When it makes a positive 
transit, gradual progress and additional 
responsibility will usually result, with 
the subject gaining prestige and often 
accepting extra responsibility. Usually 
in retrospect there is the inclination to 
say “I’m so glad I did that — things 
have worked out so well, although at 
the time it was a difficult decision to 
make.” The difficulty of the decision 
was probably caused by the subject 
questioning his or her own confidence 
and ability to cope. Once having taken 
the step, Saturn would have ensured 
that progress was made. 

When the transit is negative there 
will be frustration and delay, and it is 
all too easy to become disheartened 
and pessimistic. Sometimes, too, there 
are losses of one kind or another. 
(Personal property should be guarded 
with especial care.) 

Sometimes changes are made within 
relationships, or they are even ended, 
but look to other progressions and 
transits to counter this side of the 
influence. Al! in all, when Saturn tran- 
sits its own position the planet’s sign 
and house position in the birth chart 
will be affected, and the ways in which 
Saturn is aspected there will have a 
powerful influence on the eventual 
outcome of the influence. 
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h THE SATURN 
RETURNS 


In essence, these are the conjunction 
transits of Saturn to its own position. 
Together, they form one of the most 
fascinating and easily understood of all 
the planetary influences. They are, 
along with the Jupiter Returns (sce 
p.297) and the Uranus Half-return 
(see p.326), influences about which 
you can enthuse with friends who up 
to now only know their Sun sign. And 
they certainly work! 

It is common knowledge that as we 
approach thirty, and later sixty, we 
think about our progress in life and 
whether we should make any impor- 
tant changes. At thirty we may become 
rather gloomy and even begin to fecl 
old, despite realizing that we have 
gained a certain amount of experience. 
Again at sixty most of us begin to 
think about the stage, fast approach- 
ing, when we will no longer be fully 
involved with our careers, and will at 
last have more time in which to do the 
things we really want to do. Our 
families are grownup and we can 
enjoy ourselves. 

Even people with no knowledge of 
astrology accept these well-known 
facts; astrologers assign these turning 
points to Saturn’s influence. Saturn 
takes twenty-nine-and-a-half years to 
complete a journey round the Sun and 
through all the signs of the zodiac, so 
that as we approach thirty and sixty it 
“returns” to its natal position. If we 
live long enough, we get a third 
Return as we reach nincty. 


The first Saturn Return 
Someone approaching this important 
period may feel apprehensive and per- 
haps depressed at the prospect of mov- 
ing into the next decade of his or her 
life. However, this is quite unnecessary. 
Often the individual will want to make 
some important changes, which are 
usually quite in order and very benefi- 
cial. Sometimes a subject will say “1 
simply cannot go on any longer as I 
am.” If this is so, ask him what he 
wants to do: in most cases he will have 
a pretty clear idea and should follow it, 
whatever it is. 

Sometimes there is a desire to end a 
youthful relationship, even a marriage, 
which began before he was ready for 


such a commitment. On the other 
hand, someone who has perhaps been 
living with a partner will want to take 
on the commitment of marriage. 
Others buy their first house or start a 
family. Here, Saturn encourages the 
acceptance of extra responsibility but 
also, of course, gives the added pres- 
tige of a new home, new 
husband/wife, new baby and so on. 
The long-term future is set, and 
there is greater stability and security. 
Anyone dissatisfied with his carcer is 
not too old to make quite a drastic 
change (although there are one or two 
exceptions these days). In any case, 
drastic changes can be, and often are, 
made, which is exactly as it should be. 
As Saturn is working full blast, how- 
ever, a warning is needed that the sub- 
ject may be suffering from slightly 
lower vitality than usual — often due to 
additional physical and emotional 
demands. As ts the case with most seri- 
ous Saturn influences, careful thought 
should be given to each possibility, for 
then the right decision wil! usually be 
reached; we seldom make serious mis- 
takes during a Saturn Return. It usu- 
ally colors most of a year, even if 
Saturn only inhabits its natal degree 
once, and only then for a week or so. 


The second Saturn Return 
As this approaches, people make deci- 
sions about life after retirement. They 
devclop new interests, some of which 
become professional, so that new 
careers are started, often in areas which 
have only concerned spare-time 
occupations or hobbies before. Such 
interests are usually very fulfilling and 
rewarding, so should be encouraged. 
However, before giving advice you 
should reach some very vital conclu- 
sions about your subjects. They may 
say that all they want is a nice, lazy 
time with their feet up. Decide from 
their charts whether this is so, or 
whether, after a week or two of doing 
nothing much, they will be unbearable 
to live with! If they are given a retire- 
ment present, encourage them to 
choose something that will further a 
real interest — perhaps an expensive 
camera, quality sewing machine or a 
telescope. Fixing on this may give 
them a considerable sense of direction. 
Another question that often arises at 
this point is whether the couple (if the 


subject ts one half of a partnership) 
should move to a smaller house or to a 
district in which they have spent happy 
holidays, or where the climate is easier. 
Here you should be extremely careful. 
If one partner is prominently Taurean 
or Cancerian they will have many pos- 
sessions that have been collected over 
the years. Will they want to part with 
them? If there are children and grand- 
children will there be room for them 
to come and stay? Both important 
questions must be answered. 

Even more vital is the question of a 
move to a strange town. You must 
decide how self-contained the couple 
arc, whether they are communicative 
and will make new friends easily or are 
less adaptable, so that they will soon 
miss old friends and familiar surround- 
ings. A pleasant seaside resort can be 
very bleak in the damp and cold of _ 
winter, and in some areas locals resent 
the intrusion of so-called outsiders. On 
the other hand, if the couple are excel- 
lent organizers and find a lack of the 
clubs and facilities they require, they 
will put this sorry state of affairs to 
rights. All such questions will arise 
when you work on the charts of sub- 
jects who are coming up to their 
second Saturn Return. 

A Jupiter Return often coincides 
with the second Saturn Return. This is 
extremely useful, for it makes the sub- 
ject buoyant and optimistic. Plans for 
the future are likely to progress well 
under such a joint influence, and the 
individual should be encouraged to 
make the most of both these powerful 
planetary forces. 


The third Saturn Return 
For those who reach their third Saturn 
Return (an increasing number every 
year) more research is nceded if they 
are to be given the necessary encour- 
agement. This is a step further from 
the full Uranus Return that is dis- 
cussed in detail (see p.326) and 
complements it. 
Generally, you can encourage your 
ninety-year-old subject to talk about 
the past, and for your own researches 
try to pinpoint dates in the long life, © 
and do some retrospective astrology to

Stubbornness is common but again, if 
it is really damaging it will also appear 
in other areas of the chart, or be 
emphasized by Uranus’ house position 
and aspects. Sometimes there is a clash 
between taking conventional action 
(Taurus) and being unconventional or 
slightly out on a limb (Uranus). Ifa 
balance is achieved, we often find an 
original and practical individual, which 
is when Uranus in Taurus is at its best. 
There may be an attraction to collect- 
ing unusual possessions, and the atti- 
tude to money mav also be slightly 
eccentric. Perhaps he or.she can be 
extravagant, spending much_on glam- 
orous evenings out but then pulling 
back and living rather frugally.

Creative potential 

Here is originality, imagination and 
inspiration — marvelous for someone 
who is creative or inventive. Any 
emphasis on Pisces may cause evasive 
or escapist action — a possibility even 
with the increased logic of this placing, 
especially if the subject is quite gullible 
and likes to be considered fashionable. 
There will then be an instinct to follow 
the trend, which may be a negative 
drug- or drink-taking one. If so, the 
tense side of Uranus will emerge, caus- 
ing emotional strain and tension. 
However, this is only likely for very 
sensitive people with escapist or self- 
deceptive tendencies elsewhere in their 
charts. At its best this is an interesting 
placing, contributing some fascinating 
and helpful characteristics, even to 
those who do not have the planet very 
powerfully placed in their charts.

This is most unlikely to happen unless 
your subject was born at the time, 
once in seven years, when Uranus was 
about to change signs. In the event of 
your coming across this progression, 
reread the interpretation of the natal 
(i.e. the original) Uranus sign, and 
study also the characteristics of the 
new sign. If Uranus is personalized 
these traits may begin to have an effect 
on your subject.

The presence of Uranus here will 
powerfully affect the influence of the 
Ascending sign’s traits. The individual 
will be fiercely independent, original 
and with perhaps more than a dash of 
brilliance shown through the potential 
of the Ascendant sign. A strong cle- 
ment of perversity and unpredictability 
is also possible, and if the planet is 
negatively aspected the subject is likely 
to suffer from emotional tension. 

A golden rule is to study the charac- 
teristics of the Uranus sign, for unless 
that differs from the Ascendant sign, 
the indications listed there will form a 
very vital and vibrant part of your sub- 
ject’s personality. If the signs differ, 
you must blend their characteristics 
with care, concentrating where possi- 
ble on those that complement cach 
other. If Uranus is within ten degrees 
of the Ascendant, its influence con- 
junct the Ascendant from the first 
house will definitely apply. 


Note: With such a planet in the first 
house you will learn much about 
Ascendant progressions tf you ask 
whether the subject had an accident 
when the progressed Ascendant made 
an exact conjunction to Uranus, or was 
directly affected by a drastic event in 
the parents” lives, such as divorce. The 
age of your subject at that ume will 
have been approximately the number 
of degrees between the Ascendant and 
Uranus. If not, the birth ume is inac- 
curate or the Ascendant is progressing 
at less than one degree a year. 


| URANUS 
2 
IN THE SECOND HOUSE 





The attitude towards money will be 
more than a little zany. The individual 
may often make what are thought to 
be clever investments, but these are 


likely to be too clever by half, and as a 
result financial problems will arise that 
will be his or her own fault! However, 
if the chart veers powerfully towards 
the material (and if, for instance, an 
earth sign is prominently emphasized — 
we include the Midheaven here), the 
brilliance of Uranus could work very 
well, with considerable and unexpect- 
edly sudden gains being made. In most 
cases the subject must realize, before it 
is too late, that he can make serious 
financial mistakes, often because he is 
attracted to an investment that sounds 
glamorous and unusual. 

Uranus will work badly if negatively 
aspected, especially by the Sun, Moon 
or Venus. This emotions may be 
expressed in a cool way, although the 
powers of attraction will be 
undimmed. Uncharacteristic posses- 
siveness may clash with the Uranian 
need for independence — something 
partners will find hard to swallow. 


URANUS 
IN THE THIRD HOUSE 


This adds brilliance and onginality to 
the mind. The individual will make 
somewhat erratic progress at school 
and may not take very easily or kindly 
to discipline. Parents of children with 
this placing should consider these 
characteristics: too much restriction at 
school will cramp what is probably a 
lively, free-ranging mind that needs 
plenty of stimulation. 

If Uranus is positively aspected, the 
planet’s cool logic and rational outlook 
will be present and the individual will 
definitely want logical answers to his or 
her questions. This trait will emerge 
from a very early age, and will persist 
throughout life. If Uranus is in a fixed 
sign and negatively aspected, the stub- 
bornness and perversity so typical of its 
influence will certainly be apparent, 
and in many cases it is likely that some 
willful contrariness will be present. 


Anyone conducting a discussion or 
argument with the subject should pre- 
sent the opposite opinion in order to 
achieve the desired action or response! 


URANUS

IN THE FOURTH TH HOUSE 





“We must make allowances for her — 
she’s different!” Such a statement is 
often made of a child with this placing. 
He or she may be bnilliant and clever 
but might also be rather perverse and 
if Uranus is negatively aspected (espe- 
cially by the Moon), also moody and 
very unpredictable. The originality and 
brightness of intuitive ideas should be 
noted and developed to the full. 


The importance of the home 
An inner conflict may exist between 
the need for, and love of, a stable, 
comforting home life and an equal 
desire to live freely, without domestic 
responsibilities. If this causes prob- 
lems, consider the most prominent 
signs in the chart. If one is Sagittarius, 
or perhaps Aries, the subject’s 
freedom-loving side must be given 
greater expression. If Cancer, Pisces or 
a similarly introverted sign is empha- 
sized, the subject should concentrate 
on the security of the home life. 
Circumstances surrounding the 
home background may also be 
revealed. Was it disruptive? Were there 
drastic changes? Was the mother out of 
the ordinary in some way? Perhaps she 
was not a mother figure as such, but 
too glamorous or simply uncaring? 
Care is also needed that, because of 
such an influence, the individual does 
not repeat this pattern in his domestic 
life or attitude toward children.

Uranus is well-placed here, since the 
spheres of life connected with this 
house mostly benefit from the planet’s 
influence (unless it is negatively 
aspected by personal planets, especially 
the Sun). In someone who has and 
expresses creative potential, it encour- 
ages originality and adds brilliance to 
the end product, which will probably 
be colorful in every way. There will 
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be a positive and lively attitude 
toward love affairs, with the subject 
usually fairly fearless of emotional risks. 
Sometimes, especially if fire signs are 
prominent in the chart, there is a ten- 
dency to take nsks. Warn your subject 
of this inclination; if Uranus is nega- 
tively aspected the risks will not be cal- 
culated, and the individual may at 
times be more than usually in danger. 
Uranus’ influence on the subject’s 
children infers that they will be clever 
and unusual, with excellent potential. 
However, they will not be easy to cope 
with, since they will have many differ- 
ent interests and therefore exert more 
demands on their parents’ time, energy 
and money (for special lessons and so 
forth). Such efforts will probably be 
very worthwhile in the long run. 


URANUS 
IN THE SIXTH HOUSE 


When placed in the sixth house, the 
brilliance of Uranus will have an excit- 
ing effect on the intellect, probably 
giving some flair for innovation. 

The health may not always be partic- 
ularly strong and robust, and the sub- 
ject can frequently be laid low by a 
minor infection or simply feel out of 
sorts. The real reason for this may eas- 
ily be strain and tension, but worry 
and an inability to relax are also dis- 
tinct possibilities. The diet should be 
very carefully watched: he or she may | 
eat erratically and not very sensibly. If 
Uranus is negatively aspected, espe- 
cially by an opposition to the 
Ascendant, or it receives a square or 
opposition from Mercury, these nega- 
tive influences will certainly make their 
presence felt and worry may prove to 
be an especial problem, often leading | 
to stomach upsets. 3 


Constructing a pattern of work 

The attitude towards routine work will 
be complex. The Virgo/sixth house 
likes and needs a steady routine and 
some security at work, but the Uranian 
influence here is disruptive, often caus- 
ing the individual to become fed up 
with routine tasks. Encourage the even 
flow of both physical and nervous 
energy, and the establishment of an 
overall pattern to the life. In order that 
he or she avoids stress, suggest that 


your subject introduces plenty of vari- 
ety, with a different pattern and rou- 
tine for every day of the week. 
Adopting such a constructive plan will 
help her to gain inner fulfillment and 
complete whatever has to be done. 


mae URANUS 
IN THE SEVENTH HOUSE 


This needs particularly close considera- 
tion and study. When in this house, 
Uranus exerts a strong effect on the 
individual’s attitude toward relation- 
ships, and a partner who is sympathetic 
to his or her needs is essential. 


Independence versus commitment 
It is likely that the subject will be 
reluctant to conimit herself to a per- 
manent relationship; the sign in which 
Uranus 1s placed will show whether 
this is a source of conflict, or simplv a 
straightforward need to be indepen- 
dent. The polarity of the Ascendant 
and the sign on the cusp of the seventh 
house will come into play, and you 
may have to study the Relationships 
section (see pp.148-67) of this book to 
clarify this complex placing. 

If Uranus occupies a highly emo- 
uonal sign in the birth chart there may 
be mixed feelings about some aspects 
of partnerships, and as result mistakes 
can be made, so that there is an above- 
average number of commitments fol- 
lowed by an equally high number of 
breakdowns. The root of the conflict 
will stem from the subject being 
uncertain whether her head rules her 
heart or vice versa. 

A rather romantic outlook may be 
encouraged by another area of this 
Uranian influence, which also makes 
the individual magnetically attractive. 
If, as-is the case when certain signs are 
prominent, we add a desire for a com- 
mitted relationship, then the individual 
may realize too late that her freedom 
of expression.and independence are 
more important than she originally 
thought. She must sort out these 
problems herself; you can help her 
clarify the situation by assessing which 
group of characteristics will dominate. 
Do this by considering the influences 
of the Ascending, Sun and Moon 
signs, as well as the influence of Venus 
and the personal planets. 


URANUS 

IN THE EIGHTH HOUSE 
From the financial /investment point 
of view, there may be a simple, 
couldn’t-care-less attitude when 
Uranus is placed in the eighth house. 
If the individual has money it will be 
enjoyed, but if he or she hasn’t — so 
what? If your subject is dominated by 
this somewhat lackadaisical effect of 
Uranus, it may be that lessons will 
have to be learned and a more conven- 
tional view adopted (although there is 
something to be said for such an 
unmaterialistic outlook). A classic 
interpretation of someone with Uranus 
in the eighth house would be the indi- 
vidual giving away an inheritance to a 
charity that works for the relief of suf- 
fering or starvation. 

This is a complex placing; as well as 
having financial overtones, there are 
deeper references to the sexual atti- 
tudes and appetites and the way in 
which the subject reaches, psychologi- 
cally, for sexual fulfillment. He will 
sometimes be very responsive and need 
much satisfaction, while at other umes 
the cool, unemotional side of this 
influence will predominate. 

The subject may analyze his sexually 
oriented problems to an almost obses- 
sive degree, yet he may never actually 
resolve them — perhaps he does not 
want to. If you think that something 
like this is happening to your subject, 
we strongly advise that he seeks help 
from a psychotherapist in order to 
place his difficulties, hang-ups or any 
other complications in a more coher- 
ent perspective. This may be most nec- 
essary if Uranus is in Virgo and forms 
a conjunction with Pluto, or if other 
independent indications in the chart 
point in this direction. 


URANUS 
IN THE NINTH HOUSE 


Uranus is in a lively and slightly wicked 
mood here. At its best, it will add a 
marvelously original and clever streak 
to the mind, with the subject making a 
notable impact at university. There can 
be scientific flair, or a unique literary 
talent. Challenges are seized with the 
greatest enthusiasm and the mind itself 
knows no restrictions. The placing will 
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considerably enhance the intellectual 
potential, and there is usually be a con- 
stant need for excitement, and for new 
and different experiences. There is also 
an ability to resolve problems through 
lateral thinking. 


Broadening the mind 

Both intellectual and physical travel 
will be of considerable importance to 
the individual, and tradition suggests 
that the unexpected will occur when 
he or she is abroad! Sometimes, too, 
there is an inexplicable and dynamic 
attraction either to a foreigner or to a 
remote country whose culture is very 
different from that of her own. 

Uranus in this house can make for 
some lively and unusual experiences 
when traveling. However, when your 
subject is planning to travel under neg- 
ative transits to Uranus, it may be as 
well to advise postponing the trip until 
such an influence has passed, since 
there can sometimes be complications, 
and the exciting and unexpected is not 
always pleasant! 

Look to the influence of Jupiter and 
the Jupiter sign of Sagittarius in the 
chart. If Uranus is in Sagittarius, the 
subject (who will be very young) is 
very bright indeed, and further educa- 
tion should be strongly encouraged in 
the future, in whichever field is found 
to be most attractive. 


URANUS

0 IN THE TENTH HOUSE 


Because Uranus was high in the sky at 
the time of the subject’s birth, its 
influence is increased to a certain 
extent by this placing, especially if the 
planet makes a conjunction to the 
Midheaven (see p.320). 


Career choices 

The chosen profession is likely to be 
influenced by Uranus, so the individ- 
ual may well be attracted to airlines, 
the space industry, science, astronomy, 
or perhaps the humanitarian and car- 
ing professions. Alternatively, he or she 
may be drawn to work that has an 
exciting or glamorous aspect. 

Sudden changes of career direction 
are possible. However, should the sub- 
ject be confronted by the prospect of 
such a change (because of having been 


fired, for instance), there will be a ten- 
dency to overreact and to throw away 
a great deal of hard-earned experience 
in order to start afresh on the new 
professional path. 

Reactions of this sort will be the 
result of the more perverse side of 
Uranus exerting itself, and if you find 
it happening to your subject, do all 
you can to encourage him or her to 
think again and in a much more 
practical manner. 

An involvement in politics or the 
trade unions sometimes occurs for the 
individual with this placing. In this or 
other contexts, a liking for power is 
also very common. 


11 URANUS 

IN THE ELEVENTH HOUSE 
Uranus is very much at home in the 
eleventh house, because it is also the 
Aquarius house, so its influence will be 
strong from here. 

The individual can be extremely 
friendly, but at the same time he or she 
will not want to become too close to 
other people. There is a universality in 
the outlook, and an abiding need to 
develop a wide and varied social life 
which may well vie with the subject’s 
profession in importance — indeed, it 
often takes precedence. 


Social influence 

The Uranus sign will show just how 
the influence of the eleventh house will 
be best expressed. For instance, 
Uranus in Leo may create a natural 
chairman ruling the life of a club or 
society. Rather differently, this same 
sign placing may create a sort of 
workhorse — for instance, a hard-work- 
ing secretary who takes on every task 
himself, working indomitably for his’ 
much-loved club and never receiving 
the reward he deserves. 

The unpredictability of Uranus will 
emerge from time to time, however, 
and there is a good chance that sudden 
breaks in ties of friendship or in the 
allegiance to the club or society will 
occur as a result of the subject’s rapid 
change of heart. Sometimes, too, the 
individual will be disruptive on pur- 
pose, in order to stir the committee 
and other members into action, due to 
a loathing of complacency. 


URANUS 
IN THE TWELFTH HOUSE 


This is a very interesting placing for 
Uranus. Although Uranus and the 
twelfth/Pisces house are so different, 
they also come together extremely well 
In many ways. 

Uranus is kind and humanitarian, : 
while the twelfth house represents our 
need to be charitable and to make sac- 
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rifices. Here the flow of feeling and an 7 
instinctive urge to be of help is ‘ 
blended with the logical and un- 
emotional approach characteristic of 
the cool, detached, Uranian influence. c 
Sometimes the subject with this plac- 2 
ing will distance him- or herself from a 7 


close permanent relationship in order 
to take up some caring vocation, or to 
tend an elderly relative. 

A deep-rooted psychological motiva- 
tion may be present, for while the out- 
ward expression will be marvelously 
positive for the person for whom sacri- 
fices are made, the individual himself 
may well shy away from living a fulfill- 
ing existence with a partner. Perhaps’ ' 
the whole childhood background was 
influenced by.a-parent’s demands? 
Such motivations are very complex, 
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and we must always be careful not to 
stretch our astrological technique or = 
overstep the confines of our discipline,’ 
when we feel that complicated and, "7777, 7 
very deep-rooted psychological prob- 


lems are present. We must not step 9 
into the unknown — it is far. better to -ANU 
leave that to psychotherapists and _psy- EO 
chiatrists, so suggest that your subject a 
seeks such professional help uf you 
believe that it is necessary.

he aspects that Uranus forms to Neptune and 

Pluto stay within orb for long periods, not 
only because Uranus moves slowly but also 
because Neptune and Pluto are even further away 
from the Sun than Uranus itself. Hence, many 


peas iene. these planets will be operative in the charts of all 
people born over a very long time. While they must be thought of 
as generation influences, it is unwise to ignore them. 

Look at each planet to see if its strength is bolstered by its sign 
or house position. If so, the aspect will be rather more personalized 
and felt in the overall make-up of the individual’s personality. In 
many cases the characteristics described under such an aspect will 
also occur in other areas of the chart, and therefore be underlined. 
If this is not so, the aspect may simply make a general statement 
about the subject’s attitude to the concerns of his or her genera- 
tion. If neither planet 1s personalized it is important not to single 
out the influence of the aspect when working through the chart.

y URANUS’ ASPECTS 
TO NEPTUNE 


Conjunction 

This recurs roughly every 171 years. It 
was last in orb, in Sagittarius, around 
1818. It first became within orb again 
in January 1989, is exact in April 1992 
and several times during 1993. It will 
not pass out of orb until 1998. For 
those born between January 1989 and 
February 1990, there is an additional 
influence from Saturn (see Saturn’s 
aspects to Uranus and Neptune, 
pp.305-6). These are potent influences 
for this generation, and if we consider 
the originality, independence and 
humanitarian qualities of Uranus, 
combined with the more spiritual, eso- 
teric and sensitive qualities of 
Neptune, plus the fact that the sign 
influence is Capricorn, this gen- 
eration’s concerns with the environ- 
ment will be considerable. They will 
probably approach such problems very 
differently from the sixties generation, 
most of whom have the Uranus/Pluto 
conjunction in Virgo (see right). 


Positive aspects 

A pleasant blending of originality and 
imagination is usual. This is an 
excellent influence for creative people 


or those involved in inventive scientific 
work, since intuition and logical think- 
ing are enhanced by these aspects. 
However, only stress these qualities in 
your interpretation if they are sug- 
gested by other influences, or if you 
find that Uranus or Neptune are 
personalized planets. 


i Negative aspects 

If tension is indicated in other areas of 
the chart, and the subject tends also to 
be rather forgetful or scatterbrained, 
these aspects may increase such inclina- 
tions, sometimes (if either planet is 
personalized) to the point at which he 
or she may say “I’m so worried and 
anxious, I don’t know which way to 
turn and I can’t sleep.” If so, studying 
a relaxation technique will be most 
beneficial. Yoga will be good for some, 
provided they are not particularly 
introspective by nature. 


URANUS’ ASPECTS 
TO PLUTO 


Conjunction 

This extremely potent generation 
influence only occurs once every 115 
years. It was last within orb between 
1963 and 1969, in Virgo. It is a 
vibrant planetary energy source and 
those who have Virgo personalized, or 
that sign on the Midheaven, will tend 
to be leaders of their generation; it 
encourages change and drastic action. 
During the working lives of this gener- 
ation we should see a great deal of 
injustice swept away — again, often 
drastically. However, because this 
influence is so strong and the two 
planets involved are concerned with 
power, it also has a destructive and 
negative side — hence the increase in 
drug problems and violence. 

If the conjunction is personalized 
and is also negatively aspected, the 
subject may have had to sort out deep- 
rooted, psychological problems, and 
perhaps even fight an addiction. If he 
or she is still in difficulty, you will be 
able to help a great deal, but in partic- 
ularly problematic cases extra treat- 
ment from more qualified specialists 
may be necessary. 

This is a generation influence, how- 
ever. Therefore, in many charts it will 
not be a dominating feature, although 
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the individual may experienec frustra 
tion and difficulty in the sphere of life 
indicated by the house placing of these 
two planets. 


Positive aspects 

There will be a strong tendency to 
make drastic changes. These are most 
likely to. occur when either the naral 
Uranus or Pluto receive transits from 
Saturn, or from Uranus or Pluto as 
they move round the sky and contact 
their own or each other’s positions, If 
these transits are ncgative thcre may be 
an inner compulsion for change, but 
plans will probably only be carried out 
with difficulty. Sometimes there isa 
power complex. Do not overinterpret 
these aspeets unless the planets are 
personahzed in the birth chart. 


foal Negative aspects 

These are a potential source of conflict 
and tension but usually only when 
either planet is activated by transits, 
especially from Saturn. The individual 
may tend to be disruptive and make 
changes simply for the sake of doing 
so, sometimes regretting them later. 
This will be most likely if Scorpio is a 
promunent sign in the chart. 


ie URANUS’ ASPECTS 
TO THE ASCENDANT 





Conjunction 
Here the sign and house placing of 
Uranus have a vitally important bear- 
ing on your interpretation of this 
aspect. The subject will be fiercely 
independent, with considerable origi- 
nality and often personal magnetism. 
Flowever, if Uranus is negatively 
aspected, especially by the Sun, Moon 
or ruling planet, perversity, cecentricity 
and intractability are likely. Sometimes 
there is considerable nervous strain 
and tension, but all is usually well if 
they can be burned off through a com- 
pelling interest, profession or some 
physical activity. A certain crankiness 
should be countered. 

If Uranus is in the qwelfth house its 
influence is more subtle and the indi- 
vidual may make sacrifices and shun 
the limelight, perhaps by following a 
humanitarian vocation. 

Rather differently, this placing some- 
times occurs in the charts of film 


technicians or those who work in the 
technical areas of television or the 
theater, [tis.also propitious for adven- 
turous photography or computer 
graphics, since it increases creative 
inventiveness. However, there may also 
be an inclination towards mysticism 
and cults. Sadly, this is often dangerous 
and you should therefore sound the 
appropriate warnings. 


Positive aspects 

Herc Uranus works well, adding a 
lively brilliance to the personality. It 
increases originality in creative and 
inventive people and can add dynamic 
powers of attraction, much as the con 
junction does, If Uranus is in the fifth 
house there may be a lively and rather 
spicy love life, with a need for some 
independence, even when ina com- 
mitted relationship. The affairs of the 
Uranian house should move forward 
well — often with unexpected and 
exciting developments. 


IS Negative aspects 

These are usually a potential source of 
tension and can make the individual 
extremely perverse and often unpre- 
dictable. The square tends to have a 
more disruptive and negative affect 
than the opposition, although with the 
latter it is important to decide whether 
Uranus will have a strenuous effect on 
the individual’s health (sixth house), or 
influence his or her attitude towards 
relationships (seventh house). Squares 
from the fourth or tenth houses may 
cause tensions within the home or 
career respectively, The subject may be 
somewhat highly-strung, and magnify 
out of all proportion problems that 
arise in these areas of life. 


re) URANUS’ AsrECTS 

Me PO THE MIDHEAVEN 
Conjunction 

Drastic changes of direction within the 
career or professional life are likely 
with this aspect. From a psychologicai 
point of view there may be an identifi- 
cation with power, so that the subject 
wants to be in a strong or powerful 
position — perhaps taking up the cause 
of colleagues through trade union 
work. Sometimes, too, there is an 
attraction to politics. 





A tendency to be rebellious and a need 
to work independently are both pre- 
sent, with the individual only 
functioning at his or her best when 
unhampered by interfering superiors. 
Brilliance and great originality are usu- 
ally shown in the work, and Uranian 
professions are likely to be attractive. 


Positive aspects 

These operate in much the same way 
as the conjunction, adding originality 
to the way in which the carcer is 
approached. The individual’s natural 
dynamism will be noticed at work, but 
care is needed that a tendency to make 
sudden changes does not impede the 
long-term progress, The subject will 
be eager to break fresh ground, espe- 
cially in the development of new ideas, 
and to outwit rivals by taking 
unexpected action. 


b=) Negative aspects 

Here the individual will probably suf- 
fer from an above-average build-up of 
tension in his or her working life. This 
may eventually result in a tendency to 
become overapprchensive over the 
slightest problem. Unfortunately, ten- 
sion and strain will always occur when 
the subject is put upon by colleagues 
or an unsympathetic superior. 
Incompetence is not usually the cause 
of such reactions, although the atu- 
tude towards such problems can 
become slightly exaggerated, and per- 
verse Or unpredictable reactions may 
produce further setbacks. 


Note: Remembering the powerful 
connection between Uranus and inde- 
pendence, when that planet makes any 
sort of aspect to the Midheaven it fre- 
quently produces people who want to 
make their own way in the world. 
Often they will work in a freelance 
capacity and, if a business sense is indi- 
cated elsewhere in their birth charts, 
may build up their own businesses. 
Originality can also go hand in hand 
with good entreprencurial skills. 


THE TRANSITS 
OF URANUS 





The overall effect of Uranian transits is 
to make life unexpectedly eventful, so 
a useful key phrase is “Expect the 
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unexpected”. At best, the planet’s 
influence brings excitement and has 
the effect of jolting us out of com- 
placency; at worst it is a potential 
source of tension and shock. 

The way ahead during these transits 
should be clear-cut, and we look to the 
future with renewed hope and the 
expectation that the changes made 
will, because of the action we have 
taken, develop as yet untapped poten- 
tial and the ability to cope with a 
totally different set of circumstances. 
Obviously, not every influence that we 
receive from Uranus is going to have a 
drastic effect on our lives and lifestyles 
but it can and does happen from time 
to time — especially when we experi- 
ence the very important Uranus 
Half-return (see p.326). 

When Uranus is moving at its quick- 
est pace as seen from Earth, a Uranian 
transit lasts roughly two and a half 
weeks. However, very often the planet 
seems to slow down, turning to retro- 
grade motion and then reverting to 
direct motion again (see p.23). It is 
thus common to see it contacting the 
precise natal position of a planet three 
times within a period of perhaps six 
months. If this happens you will prob- 
ably find that the planet doesn’t con- 
tact the natal planet all the time, but 
there will be three distinct periods 
when it does. 

When Uranus isn’t in direct contact, 
very often the individual concerned 
will be able to enjoy a certain respite 
from the new developments or prob- 
lems that are being influenced by the 
planet, although it is unlikely that 
these problems will be finally resolved 
until the last of the three contacts has 
been experienced. 

This usually marks the key period 
of the trend, when resolution comes 
and decisions, changes or moves are 
made. On the other hand, if Uranus 
has been working negatively, the pres- 
sure is lifted and the subject will find 
that it 1s possible to return to his or 
her more usual lifestyle and routine. 

The accurate timing of some planets’ 
influences is extremely difficult to 
gauge astrologically (although it is easy 
astronomically, once one has learned 
to use the ephemeris correctly). What 
is more, their astrological influence 
spreads over far longer periods than is 
indicated astronomically. However, 


Uranus does not fall into this category 
and, as with Mars and Pluto, its influ- 
ence seems to “click” on and off. 
Having said that, what will actually 
happen is very unpredictable — hence 
the general rule, always to “Expect 
the unexpected”. 

In the interpretation of these influ- 
ences in this section you will find some 
good guidelines as to what is likely. In 
fact, “likely”, “possibly” and “per- 
haps” are all words you will use more 
and more as you begin to understand 
the influences of the progressed chart 
and transits. Never be dogmatic when 
you are interpreting these influences, 
especially when interpreting the 
actions of Uranus. Remember that it is 
the planet of surprises — often nice, 
but sometimes nasty. 


Note: When a subject is under the 
influence of a Uranian transit he or she 
may act somewhat uncharacteristically 
by being erratic, unpredictable or even 
perverse. Sometimes there is 
stubbornness too. While these rather 
extreme tendencies are only likely to 
emerge under powerfully negative 
transits from Uranus to the Sun, 
Moon or personal planets, nevertheless 
it is possible that they can surface with 
any Uranian contact. 

If you think vour subject is over- 
reacting negatively, do all you can to 
encourage him or her to shelve making 
any vital decisions until the influence 
has completely passed. If this is not 
possible because the transit is going to 
colour a long period, reassess the birth 
chart to see which stable, cautious 
characteristics are present in your sub- 
ject, and encourage him or her to draw 
on these in order to avoid taking 
premature or drastic action. 


eo) URANUS’ TRANSITS 
TO THE SUN 





Conjunction 

This is a very powerful influence, dur- 
ing which the subject may want to 
make important changes which could 
affect either the personal life or the 
career. He or she is likely to be at a 
crossroads in life and, while any alter- 
ations should be made for the better, it 
is essential to warn against impulsive- 
ness and premature action. Maybe she 
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feels unable to continue in her present 
pattern (this is very common), and 
indeed the time may be right to make 
an important change. It will be espe- 
cially so if, in her progressed chart, you 
also see important indications of 
change, such as the Sun or Ascendant 
progressing from one sign to the next 
(affecting her personal life), the 
Midheaven changing signs (career), or 
the progressed Moon crossing her 
natal Ascendant or Midheaven. It is 
good if this transit is backed up by 
some sort of progression. If not, then 
the change, although very important, 
may not be quite so radical. New 
unexpected developments might 
occur, but since this is such a personal 
transit it is possible that the changes 
may be self-motivated. 


Positive transits 

These have much the same influence as 
the conjunction but are far less power- 
ful. However, they usually have an 
excellent effect, with the subject mak- 
ing a break or a fresh start in some 
way. Here are interesting, positive 
transits, which will encourage individu- 
als to take up new interests, perhaps 
change their image, and make life a lit- 
tle more exciting and stimulating. 
Mental cobwebs will be brushed away 
and subjects should experiment in any 
way that promises to be both beneficial 
and enjoyable. 


is Negative transits 

These are difficult trends, during 
which strain and nervous tension are 
all too likely to accumulate. The sub- 
ject may be working under undue 
pressure and might not have the time 
or inclination to relax. He or she will 
prefer to continue working at full tilt 
and make as much progress as possible. 
There may also be strain in the per- 
sonal life or in a relationship, probably 
as a result of the subject’s previous 
actions or lack of them. 

Perversity and uncharacteristic 
behavior are possible at this time and 
should be watched for. The subject 
may enjoy a great deal of what is hap- 
pening, but her actions can cause con- 
siderable disruption. Advise your 
subject that some delay should be 
allowed before any important decisions 
are taken, and also reread the Note 
about Uranian transits (see left).

TO THE MOON 





Conjunction 

Here the instincts and intuitions will 
be influenced by Uranus, so the sub- 
ject may say “I feel the time is right for 
a change.” This is usually true, and 
such feclings should be followed up by 
well thought-out action and carefully 
laid plans. Sudden changes of mind for 
no practical reason must be viewed 
with suspicion, however, so warn the 
subject against acting on impulse when 
motivated in this way. 

Much will depend on the Moon sign 
and its natal aspects. If, on the whole, 
it is free of negative aspects from 
Saturn, Uranus itself, Neptune or 
Pluto, then all should be well, but if 
such afflictions are present in the birth 
chart, the characteristics described 
under the respective influence are 
likely to emerge with additional ten- 
sion. If so, great care is nceded. For 
instance, someone having these transits 
to his or her Moon, which in the birth 
chart receives a square from Neptune, 
may, in a tense moment, try to deceive 
others or take a deceptively easy way 
out of a tricky situation, perhaps due 
to an imagination working overtime. 


Positive transits 

There is a need to do something new 
and different; to make*changes in the 
domestic enyironment perhaps, /or-to 
move house. Again, the subject-will. 
feel-instirictively which developments 
‘will be most worthwhile. Thé.intu- 
itions shorild be followed; but even.So; 
careful thoughtusnceded-beforeany 
drastic action.1s taken, since mistakes 
can still. beamade under these-positive 
influences. For instance, if in the mood 
to.decorate,; ‘the subject may, begin 
work with some expensive wallpaper, 
only'to find ‘that it looks-awful when 
on the walls! All beitig well, however, 
the planetary traffic lights are usually 
set at green when the Moon-and 
Uranus are on/friendly, cérms! 


at Negative transits 

These often bring tricky and tense 
conditions. The individtialus tisually 
working oriliving under great pressure, 
which-can. cause uncharacteérisnié 
moodiness‘and unpredictable actions: 
‘Tidon?t know What’s-come.ovef hint/ 


her” is a frequently heard phrase from 
loved ones, while the subject may be 
tense, upset and uncertain, or arro- 
gantly perverse, taking a couldn’t-care- 
less attitude by brushing aside 
responsibilities and commitments. It is 
essential that every encouragement is 
given to cool down and postpone any 
drastic decisions or actions. In some 
cases, however, a great deal of very 
original and brilliant work can be 
done, but the individual will pay the 
price through mental or nervous 
exhaustion when the transit has passed 
and the work is completed. 


URANUS’ TRANSITS 
TO MERCURY 


Conjunction 

Encouragement should be given to 
follow up any bright ideas. They are 
likely to be original and worthwhile, 
but it is not easy to work out the fine 
details of a plan during this transit. 
Nevertheless, the brilliance of Uranus 
activating the mind often produces 
some interesting, lively and original 
work, be it literary, creative (remember 
Mercury rules the hands) or perhaps, 
for those in business, a new money- 
making scheme (Mercury also has 
powerful trading connections). There 
may be a considerable change of opin- 
ion during the life of this transit, but if 
Mercury is in a fixed sign the subject 
can become totally intractable. 


Positive transits 

These are almost identical to the con- 
junction.in effect, but there is less 
impulsiveness so-any original ideas may 
not need quite as much fine-tuning 
before becoming practical proposi- 
tions. Combining the communication 
influence of Mercury with the humani- 
tarian‘and.socialconscience side of 
Uranus, this would be an excellent 
time in-which to voicéifcelings about 
injustice through the media or by writ- 
ing to:people who: arc in/a position to 
take stcps:to nghttheavrong. 


— Negative transits) 

These usually cause a fair amount of 
nervous strain and tension, and often 
the individual will become anxious 
about other people’s reactions, or an 
external situation. Working for far too 


long on a mentally demanding project 
can lead to problems, so try to encour- 
age your subject to pace him- or her- 
self, although this won’t be easy. 
Eccentric behavior is sometimes pre- 
sent; this might be fun or may prove 
embarrassing. 


Note: Uranus is much connected with 
astrology, and people often start to 
study it under this planet’s influence, 
whether by transit or progression — 
especially to Mercury. 


URANUS’ TRANSITS 
TO VENUS 


Conjunction 

Under this powerful influence the 
individual often not only holds an 
increased attraction for the opposite 
sex but also often falls in love very sud- 
denly. The experience may well be 
enjoyable, but this is not a good time 
under which to make a long-term, seri- 
ous Commitment to marriage or to set- 
ting up home with the loved one, for 
all too often such an affair turns out to 
be “just one of those things”. 

If this romantic interpretation does 
not apply, here is an ideal influence 
under which the individual should 
revise his or her wardrobe by investing 
in new outfits which are rather differ- 
ent and perhaps more adventurous 
than usual, thereby creating a change 
of image. A new hair style or color 
will also boost the ego. However, 
this is yet another Uranian influence 
under which over-drastic reactions to 
situations or behavior should be con- 
trolled, especially in the love life. 
Unexpected financial developments 
may also arise. Advise careful, but not 
impulsive, investment. 


+ Positive transits 


These have very similar effects to ange 5 


of the conjunction, especially as far as 
reviving the image is concerned. If 
Venus is a personal planet, the individ- 
ual will also respond particularly well 
to a course of beauty treatments, a dict 
or perhaps a spell at a health farm, 
since Venus will then exert a psycho- 
logical and physical effect on the <e 
vidual. This will be an enjoyable time 
in the love life, but it is not one in — 
which to make commitments. 





Other transits operative immediately 
after this one may provide a revealing 
clue as to the eventual outcome or 
progress of any such love affair. You 
should also look carefully for any indi- 
cation of long-term change in the pro- 
gressed aspects operative at this time. 
This influence can also have positive 
financial repercussions. 


= Negative transits 

These usually cause a certain amount 
of upheaval or tension within an emo- 
tional relationship. Sometimes this is 
due to the subject’s suddenly unchar- 
acteristic behavior — perhaps he or she 
has had a fling or flirtation, or is upset 
over the partner’s conduct. If so, the 
incident may simply reflect the sub- 
ject’s lack of sexual cooperation (the 
underlying reason for which could be 
fatigue, the strain of children, a boring 
lifestyle or a general feeling of being 


fed up). 
Better communication should be 
; encouraged between the partners, and 
i you may have to study both charts in 


order to be really helpful (see the 

Relationships section, pp.148-67). 
Venus’ connections with money mean 

this is not a good time to make invest- 

ments, and sometimes unexpected 
losses are incurred. 


URANUS’ TRANSITS 
f TO MARS 


Conjunction 

All the characteristics of the Mars sign 
and its general influence in the birth 
chart will be powerfully highlighted, 
so the subject will become brave and 
daring. Under these conditions the 
physical and nervous energies will 
flow and be spiced with adrenalin 
when required. 

A great deal can be achieved under 
this powerful influence, but all too 
often the individual becomes very 
impulsive and erratic, making uncon- 
sidered and overhasty decisions. As a 
result of his or her own actions life is 
likely to become very eventful indeed. 
It may reach such a point that loved 
ones and colleagues will be quite 
exhausted by all the rather frenetic 
action, since the subject will want to 
involve others and such enthusiasm 
will be infectious. 


Care is needed that the outlook 
doesn’t become blindly optimistic, as 
there will be a strong tendency to 
overlook possible pitfalls, especially 
when acting in haste. Jumping in at 
the deep end usually occurs in one way 
or another during this transit. This is 
simply marvelous provided the subject 
can swim and make progress even 
against the tide! 

A series of tense, nervous headaches 
are sometimes the result of such a 
large outpouring of nervous and 
physical energy. It is usually difficult to 
relax, and the subject probably won’t 
want to do so. 

Excellent results are likely provided 
that some element of caution and 
common sense prevails to counteract 
haste or overenthusiasm. Keep saying 
“Be careful” to the subject. Your voice 
might just be heard! 


Positive transits 
These are an excellent energy source if 
challenging or difficult work has to be 
tackled. There 1s the ability to grasp 
situations very quickly, and to take 
sudden and drastic action if necessary. 
Sometimes these transits are present 
when the individual is being very 
brave, whether physically or mentally. 
Daring in the career and business life is 
also common; these transits are very 
similar in effect to the conjunction, 
but less drastic and impetuous. 
Brilliant performances in sport could 
also occur. Give extra encouragement 
if the subject is in training, although 
the chances are you will find that this 
won’t be necessary. 


f= Negative transits 

The individual may experience a very 
tense and stressful period, perhaps feel- 
ing angry or aggressive as a result of 
his or her current situation. It is good 
to “let fly” at such times, but here 
again the impulsiveness, perversity and 
the unpredictability of Uranus can sur- 
face, often to the long-term detriment 
of the individual. 

Nervous strain can cause physical 
effects, especially serious headaches. In 
addition, the Martian tendency to be 
careless may make the subject slightly 
accident-prone while this transit is 
operative. Advise extra care when driv- 
ing, working with machines or 
handling hot dishes. 
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Da URANUS’ TRANSITS 
TO JUPITER 


Conjunction 

This should herald an exciting, event- 
ful and progressive period, and a time 
when a great deal of pleasure (some of 
which may well be unexpected) will be 
experienced. The individual can and 
should show off a little, making certain 
that others know how clever and 
Original he or she is. 

Encourage the dispersion of doubt 
and anything that is negative in the 
outlook, for apart from the obvious 
good results, this transit will help to 
develop the self-confidence and the aa 
realization that a certain amount has 
been achieved in the past, and certainly 
at present. 

Some special success can occur — 

a prize perhaps, as a result of the 
subject’s originality and efforts. The 
influence is excellent for all Jupiter 
concerns, but especially study or writ- 
ing papers which contribute an original 
slant to the individual’s favorite 
specialist subjects or interests.

Positive transits 

These have much the same effects as 
the conjunction, with life becoming 
eventful, progressive and usually 
worthwhile, and giving the individual 
the opportunity to expand his or her 
fields of interest or take steps which 
will lead to even further advancement 
in the future. The acceptance of new 
projects and challenges is to be highly 
recommended. 


i Negative transits 

It is easy, under these negative influ- 
ences, to become too enthusiastic and 
to make a sudden decision or take 
impulsive action. As a result, because 
of blind optimism and perhaps too 
much faith in a project (or sometimes 
another person), serious mistakes are 
made. The stress and tension so com- 
mon to the negative transits of Uranus 
will then make their presence felt, and 
the individual will suffer considerable 
regret as a result. 

While these transits are operative it is 
all too easy to throw caution to the 
winds, and the tendency to behave 
unpredictably will have a negative 
effect on the subject’s judgment and 
common sense. 
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hk URANUS’ TRANSITS 

TO SATURN 
Conjunction 
Very drastic and long-term changes are 
often considered under this influence. 
While Saturn will stabilize the deci- 
sion-making process, it 1s important 
that the subject allows practical com- 
mon sense and a sensible outlook to 
overcome any tendency to take pre- 
mature or drastic action. This is not an 
easy influence. 

Sometimes there is conflict between 
the need to do what is expected and 
doing what is really desired. Unless the 
choice is obvious, it is important to 
decide whether Saturn or Uranus is 
the stronger planet in the individual’s 
birth chart; the best results will be 
achieved by following the dictates of 
that planet. However, because Uranus 
is making the contact, the chances are 
that there will be a certain amount of 
stress. This may be a time when the 
subject will feel like revolting against 
superiors (for instance, because of bad 
working conditions). There is usually 
just cause for complaint at such ames, 
with the outcome being a considerable 
improvement. Look to Saturn’s house 
position to see which sphere of life will 
probably be the most influential source 
of difficulty while the transit from 
Uranus is operative. 





Positive transits 

These will encourage the taking of 
actions and decisions that are cautious 
and practical, along with the enlight- 
ened acceptance of change. Here, 
common sense and logic go hand in 
hand. Constructive progress will be 
made — if not at once, then later on 
when those in authority have had the 
chance to assess the subject’s efforts. 
Sometimes promotion can be offered 
or, if losses have been incurred, new 
developments as a result of them will 
be beneficial, increasing the subject’s 
prestige and standing. 


ea Negative transits 

Considerable frustration is likely, with 
the individual held back by circum- 
stances and a feeling that he or she has 
no room to breathe. There may be a 
conflict between the need for greater 
self-expression and the necessity to 
cling on to a worn-out lifestyle. This 


might apply, for instance, to a young 
person who wants to leave home but 
cannot do so because of high rents and 
house prices, and therefore has to live 
far less independently and in a claus- 
trophobic way with restrictive parents. 

Patience and a reassessment of the 
problem from a totally different view- 
point will certainly help, but it may be 
that no real developments will occur 
until this frustrating influence is well 
out of the way. 

To assess times when the subject is 
most likely to move forward, look to 
the influences of Jupiter’s position 
once Uranus has stopped attacking 
Saturn. Positive transits from Jupiter to 
Mars are especially good, since under 
these influences we are usually in an 
excellent position to take the initiative, 
which is just what is needed after a 
planetary squabble such as this one. 


y URANUS’ TRANSITS 
TO NEPTUNE 


Conjunction 

Between the early 1990s and the 
beginning of the twenty-first century, 
Neptune is traveling between Capri- 
corn and Aquarius. Since Uranus 
entered Capricorn at the end of the 
1980s and will be completing its jour- 
ney through Pisces by about 2012, no 
adults will experience this transit 
(unless they are 84 or morc). Young 
children born after 1988 will have the 
conjunction in their birth charts, but 
the transit of Uranus to Neptune as 
such is inoperative. 


Positive transits 

Increased sensitivity and awareness to 
suffering may develop, but sometimes 
there is an attraction to the more 
glamorous aspects of life, and the indi- 
vidual is likely to benefit from a little 
light relief and some positive romantic 
escapism. 


Ge. Negative transits 

Here the individual may encounter 
some strain and tension which may be 
linked to his or her spiritual or reli- 
gious beliefs. Again there could be a 
change of feeling, but watch out for 
any tendencies toward negative 
escapism since sometimes there is an 
attraction to cults; the subject may well 





be searching for a psychological prop. 
Point out to her in a careful, down-to- 
earth way, the positive areas of her per- 
sonality which will help counter any 
current negativity; astrology always 
shows strengths to counter weaknesses 
in individuals. She must face reality 
and rely on herself and not you —- or 
any other discipline. 


URANUS’ TRANSITS 
TO PLUTO 





Conjunction 

Between the 1880s and the early 
twenty-first century Pluto will have 
traveled from Gemini through to 
Sagittarius. Towards the end of the 
1980s Uranus entered Capricorn and 
by roughly 2012 will be completing a 
journey through Pisces. Therefore as 
there is no one alive with Pluto in 
Capricorn, Aquarius or Pisces (or 
indeed, in several other signs through 
which Uranus will be traveling in the 
twenty-first century), this transit will 
be inoperative. 


Positive transits 

There will be a strong tendency to 
throw off existing circumstances and 
make a fresh start. Such changes 
should work out well, with the subject 
coping enthusiastically with new con- 
ditions. Sometimes a reassessment of 
psychological problems leads to a 
change of attitude and outlook. 


=| Negative transits 
Frustration and a blocking of progress 
can cause some distress, especially if 
either Uranus or Pluto are personal 
planets. If this is not the case then a 
particular project or area of life may 
cause concern and considerable frus- 
tration, such as the very late or non- 
arrival of a check or goods. Perhaps 
someone in the subject’s circle of 
friends or a family member is being 
extremely difficult. If Uranus turns to 
retrograde motion (see p.23) and the 
influence is exact three times, the 
chances are that there will be a respite 
during the period when it is is not 
exact. Advise your subject to concen- 
trate on areas in his or her life that are 
going well, since it is usually fruitless 
to waste time and energy on problems 
that arise under this transit. 
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fea URANUS’ TRANSITS 
TO THE ASCENDANT 


Conjunction 

This powerful transit will have some 
exciting and dynamic effects. Often 
there is tension but changes are made 
and new lines of action taken. Care is 
needed that impulsiveness, perhaps as a 
result of other people’s actions, does 
not lead to hasty decisions which are 
detrimental in the long run, Certainly 
the need for change will be in evi- 
dence. Encourage the development of 
as yet untapped potential, especially in 
interests where the individual’s origi- 
nality and powers of dynamism can be 
given positive expression. However, as 
a result of this powerful trend the sub- 
ject may have to cope with strain and 
tension, and might have to work under 
considerable pressure: Nevertheless 
this is an exciting, if demanding and 
strenuous, influence: 


Positive transits 

There will be a need to do something 
new and to make changes, but the 
compulsive drive for such changes will 
not be present. These are excellent 
times during which to start studying, 
or working on, new creative hobbics, 
or those which have a scientific slant. 
Sometimes an attraction to the deep 
past or the distant future will emerge, 
especially if Uranus is entering the fifth 
house and making a trine transit to the 
Ascendant. A new and exciting, but 
probably not long-lasting, love affair is 
also a possibility. In any case the affairs 
and concerns of the house in which 
Uranus is entering will be abruptly 
emphasized. 


=| Negative transits 

During the opposition, the subject 
may well think about, or make changes 
to, his or her personal relationships. 
The influence can be good in clearing 
up any relationships or situations that 
have dragged on for too long, so that 
the partners can make a fresh start. 
Discourage any hasty decisions, espe- 
cially if the partners are thinking of 
parting — there could well be room for 
compromise, although your subject 
may be adamant while the transit is 
exact, due to the intractability of 
Uranus. In most cases there will be 
tension and stress in the sphere of life 


marked by the house that Uranus is 
entering, yet this is a.time,in which to 
place those’arcas on a new footing. 


URANus’ TRANSITS 
TO THE MIDHEAVEN 





Conjunction 

This is the most powerful of all 
Uranian influences, during which we 
must expect the unexpected. Such 
developments can be absolutelyamar- 
velous or very stressful, but almost 
always cause temporary shock or 
excitement. For instance, the subject 
may be offered.a totally new exciting 
and different job, or equally suddenly 
might be made redundant. 

Remember that the Midheaven rep- 
resents events over which we haveino 
direct control, but which happen to us 
as a result of reputation and experience 
— we have done what is necessary to * 
arrive at Our present position, but 
other people motivate the action; and 
action is what usually happens when 
Uranus is on the Midheaven! 

Prepare the subject-for new. and 
unexpected developments. Look again 
at the sign, house placing and the 
aspects Uranus receives in the birth 
chart, and also remember that, if 
Aquarius is a prominent sign, this tran- 
sit will be even more dynamic. This is 
an eventful period (to put it mildly!), 
one to look forward to rather than be 
apprehensive about. Even if your 
subject should lose his or her job or 
undergo a difficult experience, other 
events could follow which will counter 
any negativity. 


Positive transits 

These have much the same effect as 
the conjunction; the period will be 
eventful but in less important ways. 
Life should become exciting and lively, 
with new developments taking place 
that either concern the career or 

the house Uranus is transiting or 
entering. Again, the subject should 
expect the uncxpected. 


sal Negative transits 

A certain amount of stress and tension 
is likely at this time, especially concern- 
ing the career. Some subjects may 
remark “So what’s new?” If so, you 
could with justification reply “Quite a 
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lot!” The chances are that difficulties 
and strains will have positive results 
once the trend has eased, and from 
then on the subject may take off along 
new lines, not only having learned 
from experience but being all the 
stronger for it. One demanding project 
will probably predominate for roughly 
the overall length of the transit. Advise 
additional relaxation and suggest your 
subject “gets away from it all” when- 
ever possible, since the influence is a 
demanding one. 


K THE URANUS 
RETURNS 
These influences, which are in essence 
the transits of Uranus to its own posi- 
non, are extremely important and 
mark distinctive phases in our lives. 
Uranus takes some 84 years to com- 
plete a journey round the Sun and 
through all 12 signs of the zodiac. 
Therefore, should we live to be 84 
vears of age we will be fortunate 
enough to experience a full Uranus 
Return. When we are in our early 
twenties the planet completes a quarter 
of its journey, so we receive the influ- 
ence of its square transit to its own 
position. Then as we turn forty we are 
influenced by Uranus’ opposition tran- 
sit to Its OWN position — in other 
words, the Uranus Half-return. 


The Uranus Quarter-return 
This is the square transit of Uranus to 
its own position. The very early twen- 
ties are often rather a tense time, when 
a great deal is at stake — especially if we 
have been at college or through a long 
period of training — and are now in 
search of recognition. Those who have 
been working for several years will fecl 
that with a certain amount of experi- 
ence under their belts they are ready to 
move on and make certain changes. 
The tension so characteristic of 
Uranus’ influence often makes its pres- 
ence felt through our concern about 
our progress. This is also a time when 
we are working out our precise feelings 
about our sexual and emotional rela- 
tionships. Hearts may be more 
painfully broken than before, or per- 
haps we fall in love in a far more 


‘mature way — although no less dynami- 


cally — than during our teenage years. 
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This influence is by no means the most 
powerful of those felt when Uranus 
contacts its own position, but never- 
theless you should consider it very 
carefully if you are working on the 
chart of someone of this age when the 
influence is either about to become 
operative or has just passed. 

Interestingly, the tradition of inde- 
pendence which is associated with the 
twenty-first birthday — the “I’ve got 
the key of the door” syndrome — is 
very sympathetic to Uranus, especially 
since the planet will be making its 
presence felt within a year of this mile- 
stone birthday. 


The Uranus Half-return 

This is the most powerful of the 
Uranian transits to its Own position. 
Most people approach the age of forty 
with considerable apprehension. We 
feel old, not simply because we are 
changing decades, but because we real- 
ize that there are now many successful 
people younger than ourselves — the 
competition is becoming stronger. 
And not only do we feel old, we begin 
to think we look old. For many, their 
children are now young men and 
women, fast becoming independent, 
sO some parents, women especially, 
begin to feel that life is over for them. 
They are also within sight of meno- 
pause. It is perhaps at this time that we 
as astrologers should be at our most 
helpful and positive. 

Remember that one area of influence 
ascribed to Uranus is change and new 
beginnings — and that there is a great 
deal of truth in the old saying that 
“Life begins at forty”! So your subjects 
should be encouraged to think again, 
perhaps about becoming involved in 
new hobbies and interests. They might 
also look to their images. Perhaps they 
haven’t previously been very interested 
in fashion and may have neglected to 
move with the times, so the women, 
especially, may be looking and feeling 
dowdy. A change of hair style or color 
and experimentation with some new, 
more fashionable outfits or styles 
they’ve not worn before will do a great 
deal to revitalize them. This might also 
be a good time to reassess their sex 
lives and to ask themselves how worth- 
while their relationships are, for those 
too could be tending to stagnate. 
Starting, diets or new exercise regimes 


is also excellent (but always with medi- 
cal approval, since your subjects could 
very easily be out of condition). 
Remember that much can be done to 
liven up the life by using the energy 
from Uranus. 

This is also a very tricky period, and 
it can be extremely difficult for the 
people concerned to cope with the 
tension and negativity of Uranus. 
Many at this point in their lives will 
overreact to the planet’s influence, 
going to great lengths to convince 
themselves that they are not growing 
old. The men will! often continue play- 
ing heavy team games long after they 
should have stopped and revised their 
fitness schedule, with the result that 
they strain themselves.physically — 
especially if they:are overweight. 

Many pcople will become involved 
in what they think is a lighthearted 
love affair (often with someone much 
younger than themselves) really in 
order to convince themselves.and their 
friends that they are still attractive to 
the opposite sex. All too often, how- 
ever, this gets out of hand and can be 
very hurtful to the permanent partner. 
You will see, then, that this extremely 
dynamic influence is to be used but _ 
must be controlled, since the perver- 
sity and eccentricity of Uranus can play 
havoc at this time. At its best itis 
dynamic and invigorating, but at its 
worst itcan be disruptive and a possi- 
ble source of strain and trouble not 
only for the individual but also for his 
or her loved ones. 


Note: Look out for the sextile and 
trine transits of Uranus to its own 
position. When these are operative the 
individual often has the desire and — 
enthusiasm to start new interests and 
to usc the planet positively. The first 
sextile occurs during the teens, and can 
be used to shake the young teenager 
out of apathy. 


The Uranus Return 

This is one of the most amusing and 
invigorating of transits and occurs at 
about 84 years of age. It is fascinating 
to look at what has happened to many 
elderly people who have experienced 
this dynamic influence, and if you 
know someone who is approaching 
their 84th birthday it will be great fun 
to see if they are suddenly spurred into 


action, starting some new interest, 
revitalizing an old onc, or simply long- 
ing to do something totally different. 

Between 1982 and 1988 (very 
roughly) the planet traveled through 
Sagittarius, and those octogenarians 
who experienced their Uranus Return 
had the planet in that sign in their 
birth charts. This, basically, added a 
lively liking for challenge to their per- 
sonalities, and we have plotted some 
very interesting examples. The most 
amusing is perhaps that of George 
Burns, who celebrated his 84th birth- 
day by making his first Country and 
Western record (though we have no 
reason to believe that he had had 
astrological advice to do so!) Many 
other people have also had their 
creativity revitalized at this time: Verdi 
wrote Falstaff, his most musically 
advanced opera; Picasso was still vigor- 
ously painting; in the world of the 
dance Martha Graham, Marie Rambert 
and Ninette de Valois were all very 
active in their middle and late eighties, 
as was the lovely movie actress Lillian 
Gish, not only still making films but 
also carrying out extensive lecture 
tours. These are just a few names and 
you may be able to add to the list. 

If you have an elderly grandparent or 
relative, the least you can do is present 
them with a stimulating gift on this 
special birthday — perhaps a specialist 
magazine subscription (providing their 
sight is reasonable). Take them off on 
some special visit - one case known to 
us was of a lady who took her first 
flight in a hot air balloon; another 
went down in a submarine with 
Jacques Cousteau to view the hulk of a 
ship whose wreck she had survived 
when in her teens! If nothing really 
dynamic is possible, at least go along 
with your tape recorder and get your 
subject to talk about times long past; 
when she was a flapper and he wore a 
raccoon coat, or they drank in speak- 
easies. Both you and they will have a 
marvelous time!

ig Pieri the second of the “modern” planets, 
takes 146 years to complete its journey round 
the Sun and through all 12 signs of the zodiac, 
staying in each for about 14 years. Neptune works 
on two levels. Its influence as it travels through the 


Beis is on aan life, but it also emerges as a mass influence on 
the lifestyles of people born into each of its generations. 

You will see that we have only included detailed interpretations 
for Neptune through seven signs — those in which that planet is 
placed for living people. It will not be until the end of 1998 that 
Neptune moves from Capricorn (the sign it entered in the mid- 
1980s) into Aquarius. There it will stay for 14 years, moving 
steadily but very slowly towards Pisces. There are a very few elderly 
people alive with Neptune in Gemini, but no one living can have 
Neptune in Pisces, Aries or Taurus. 


or NEPTUNE IN CANCER 
(1901/2 - 1915) 


Generation influence 

In this placing the overall influence 
was centred on the home. There was 
confusion and unhappiness due to so 
many men being killed during the First 
World War, and the overall grief is 
shown by the emphasis on Cancer — 
the most family-oriented sign in the 
zodiac. It then further occurred that 
when the people who were born dur- 
ing those years with Neptune in 
Cancer were adults and bringing up 
their own families, they had to cope 
with the difficulties and unhappiness of 
the Second World War. 

Between 1905 and 1911, Uranus 
made an opposition to Neptune from 
Capricorn. This generation aspect 
(which appears in the charts of all the 
people born during that period) added 
to the stresses and strains of the time, 
and was another negative factor in the 
lives of this generation. 


Personal influence 
If Neptune is a personal planet in the 
birth chart it will very powerfully 


heighten the subject’s sensitivity, emo- 
8 ) y, 


tion and intuition. If it receives nega- 
tive aspects, he or she may well show a 
tendency to take the easy way out of 
difficult situations. The imagination 
can also work overtime. This placing 
will increase any inclination to worry, 
but will sensitize and refine any cre- 
ative work that is carried out by the 


individual. 


Q NEPTUNE IN LEO 
(1915 - 1928/9) 


Generation influence 

While Neptune was traveling through 
Leo the accent was on the develop- 
ment and power of the movies. The 
great silent films were being made and, 
especially as times were hard (this 
period includes the misery of the First 
World War and its economic after- 
math, plus the financial depressions of 
the twenties), the masses sought and 
enjoyed escape into this wonderful 
make-believe world, which lifted them 
straight out of the grim reality they 
were experiencing in their daily lives. 


Personal influence 

This placing of Neptune confers 
glamor and a sense of drama, and also 
enhances creative work. The emotional 
flow is both positive and spiced with a 
lively enthusiasm. 

Because Neptune occupies a fire sign 
and, we think, the sign of its exaltation 
(although some astrologers do not 
agree), if you are working on a chart of 
someone belonging to this generation, 
you should bear in mind that 
Neptune’s influence is slightly stronger 
than usual in this placing. 

If the planet is personalized and pos- 
itively aspected, your subject is well 
blessed, and will probably have imagi- 
native and creative potential. An inter- 
est in art is quite a common attribute, 
and the individual may also have an 
above-average talent and particular 
flair for photography. 


NEPTUNE IN VIRGO 


™ 


(1928/29 - 1942/43) 


Generation influence 

Here is the first modern generation 
seriously to criticize accepted religious 
beliefs. Neptune, ruler of Pisces — a 
sign closely linked with Christianity — 
was at this time traveling through 
Virgo, which is Pisces’ polar sign. 
Virgo, ruled by Mercury, is analytical 
and critical. In addition, one of the 
mOst interesting generation influences 
of this planet is that at precisely the 
time Neptune first entered Virgo, the 
cinema, which had until then been 
silent, discovered sound. (Remember 
that Mercury is the planet that rules 
communications.) In general, people 
enjoyed greater and easier communica- 
tion and the medium of radio also 
increased this. 


Personal influence 

If Neptune is personalized or Virgo is 
a prominent sign in the birth chart, 
the imagination is stimulated and can 
be expressed well (perhaps through lit- 
erary work). Since Virgo is an earth 
sign, the subject may also have a 

flair for horticulture. 

At worst, Neptune in Virgo tends to 
lower the self-confidence, since the 
subject’s critical faculty can undermine 
his or her belief in what is achieved, 
and this can result in a lack of inner 
fulfilment. Discontent and restlessness 
may also be present, especially if these 
tendencies are indicated in other areas 
of the chart. 


NEPTUNE IN LIBRA 
mm (1942/3 —- 1956/7) 


Generation influence 

While these children were being born 
much of the civilized world was at war, 
and everyone was longing for peace. 
(Think of the popular songs of the 
period.) When these children grew up 
they became the “flower power” gen- 
eration of the late sixties and early sev- 
enties. “All you need is love” speaks 
volumes about the prevailing attitude 
at this time. Many people were opting 
out of society and experimenting with 
drugs and a totally relaxed lifestyle — 
unrealistic, easy, all very beautiful, all 
very harmonious and peaceful, but also 
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all entirely impractical! One does not 
have to be a very advanced astrologer 
to couple the influence of peace-loving 
Libra with the self-deception and illu- 
sory influences of Neptune. We think 
this is one of the most striking of the 
Neptune generation influences. 


Personal influence 

This is a very critical placing and influ- 
ence. Those with Libra rising are most 
vulnerable to Neptune. If you find 
yourself working on a chart with this 
configuration, consider closely whether 
Neptune is in the first or twelfth 
house. Reread Neptune through the 
Houses (see pp.329-31), and if 
Neptune conjuncts the Ascendant 
make careful note of that influence 
also (see p.332). 

If Libra is not a prominent sign, 
however, and Neptune isn’t personal- 
ized, its influence will not be very 
strong in the chart but it does give 
additional sympathy and kindness. Ina 
chart that indicates the individual is 
rather laidback and perhaps slightly 
lazy or lacking in self-confidence, the 
influence will strengthen these atti- 
tudes — sometimes causing the subject 
to slip into a sybaritic lifestyle. 


TM NEPTUNE IN SCORPIO 
Mead (1956/57 - 1970/71) 
Generation influence 

Think how different the young people 
born with Neptune in Scorpio are to 
those with Neptune in Libra! Here are 
the hard-rock types who are much 
tougher — or so they would have you 
think. They often have a very aggres- 
sive and formidable image, but have 
had to fight much harder for what they 
want out of life. 

It is not surprising that in coping 
with unemployment, many succumbed 
to the negative, escapist, drug addic- 
tive tendencies of Neptune. This drug 
scene is not the peaceful, loving, easy 
one often associated with the flower 
power people; here tt is much more 
intensive, even more poisonous, weird 
and spooky (adjectives which are very 
Scorpionic in essence). 

On the other hand there are many of 
this generation who live to make 
money and enjoy a glamorous life in 
the fast lane — the Yuppie generation, 


who are another manifestation of 
Neptune in Scorpio. Remember that 
Scorpio is also the sign of big business, 
so read Pluto in Scorpio, p.339. 


Personal influence 

There is increased emotional intensity 
when Neptune is personalized. If the 
planet is well aspected the emotions 
will be positively expressed by inspiring 
the individual's talents and ambitions. 
Do not single out these trends in 
interpretation, however, unless similar 
complementary ones are also present 
or Scorpio is personalized in the chart. 


NEPTUNE IN SAGITTARIUS 
is (1970771 - 1984/85) 


Generation influence 

Although at the time of writing we are 
rather too close to this generation to 
be able fairly to assess the mass influ- 
ence of Neptune, the children who are 
known to us do seem to have some 
very pleasant qualities. 

Due to the powerful relationship 
between Neptune and Jupiter 
(through Neptune’s rulership of 
Pisces, over which Jupiter traditionally 
ruled), and because this is heightened 
by Neprune’s journey through the 
Jupiter sign of Sagittarius, we can 
expect much that is idealistic, hopeful 
and positive from this generation. 
Neptune works well here, and there is 
a natural ability to distinguish right 
from wrong. 

While these children will have to be 
tough to cope with the demands of life 
in the early part of the twenty-first 
century, they have a kind, sympathetic, 
idealistic, hopeful side which is both 
optimistic and enthusiastic. In the 
young people known to us, we find 
there is also a fine Sagittarian sense of 
humor. See if these qualities are 
present in your subjects. 


Personal Influence 

If Sagittarius is prominent you will 
probably have a generation leader on 
your hands. One emerging indication 
which could relate to this placing is a 
growing inclination to vegetarianism. 
We equate this with a general love of 
and sympathy for animals (a common 
Sagittarian characteristic) and more 
particularly an awareness of the cruelty 





of battery farming, which may spring 
trom the gentler qualities of Neptune 
present in this sign. 


V8 NEPTUNE IN CAPRICORN 
(1984/75 - 1998) : 





Generation influence 

Here Neptune is in an earth sign, and 
so the vital issue of the Earth’s 
resources, of the harm that has been 
done by their exploitation, is power- 
fully focused. We hope we can save the 
planet, but it will be up to the children 
of the 1970s and early 1980s to do so 
— to right the wrong of many earlier, 
less caring generations. 


Personal influence 

We can only assume what the personal 
implications will be, but it would seem 
that for someone with Capricorn 
prominent in their chart, the sign’s 
rather strident, severe qualities will be 
softened, and its rather low emotional 
level will be heightened. 

There may be flair for the creative 
use of natural materials. Here are 
people who will be determined but 
cautious, able to control the negative 
elements of Neptune so that they will 
be less vulnerable to escapism, self- 
deception and taking the easy way out 
of difficult situations. 


Ay NEPTUNE IN AQUARIUS 
: (c.1998 - c.2010) 





The gentle characteristics of Neptune 
should marry well with the humanitar- 
ian elements of Aquarius, but the 
detached, independent, loving 
Aquarian traits are poles apart from the 
sensitive, intuitive emotion of 
Neptune. Those with the planet well- 
placed should be able to get the best 
of both entirely different worlds. 


iy NEPTUNE PROGRESSED 
TO A NEw SIGN 


This is most rare. If it does occur you 
will have the opportunity to do some 
original research into how your subject 
reacted to the change of sign; but on 
the whole it is not a problem you are 
likely to encounter.

he subject’s attitude towards the spheres of 

life and concerns of the house in which 
Neptune is placed can be rather woolly, indecisive 
and almost always uncertain. All too often events 
in these areas are a source of confusion; the subject 


ill Tee to take the easy way out of situations, even if the chart 
shows fortitude and common sense. Neptune can be engrossing on 
a spiritual, idealistic or creative level and if you can encourage this 
you will help your subject to make Neptune work for, not against, 
him or her. Mars and Jupiter will show initiative and energy. 


NEPTUNE 
IN THE FIRST HOUSE 





If Neptune lies within eight, or at the 
most ten, degrees of the Ascendant, 
this planet will have a strong effect on 


the personality (see Neptune conjunct 


the Ascendant, p.332). In most cases 
there is likely to be a weakening of the 
Ascendant sign’s characteristics, with 


_ the individual finding it rather difficult 
~ to organize him- or herself. 


Excuses may be made for not fully 
exploiting or developing the potential, 
and the Neptunian tendency to take 
the easy way out of troubled and chal- 
lenging situations is very common in 
the individual with this placing. This 
may be because Neptune undermines 
the self-confidence, but the dreami- 
ness, escapist and idealistic implications 
of the planet’s influence will also be 
powerful forces in the personality. 


Neptune through the signs 

The sign occupied by Neptune will 
dictate the complexity, or otherwise, of 
this house placing. For example, when 
placed in Virgo (sce p.327), Neptune 
tends to soften the rather harsh critical 
edge of this sign. Neptune also works 
quite well for many people who have 
the planet in Leo (see p.327). 
Sometimes, however, these people can 
suffer from escapist problems, as in the 
case of Marilyn Monroe who had 
Neptune in Leo in the first house. She, 
of course, chose the ultimate PacePC aT 
that of suicide. 

Life can be extremely tricky if 
Neptune is rising in Libra, partly 
because of an additional interplay from 
Pluto (which in such cases is often very 
near the Leo Midheaven). There is 


then an element of compulsion present 


which can make the individual lean 


toward harmful escapism. This is a 
common negative influence for those 
born with Neptune tn Libra. 

Neptune certainly gives potential 
from the first house when it is placed 
in Scorpio, but unfortunately it also 
weakens, or even destroys, the ability 
and drive to exploit it fully. 

The influence of Neptune from this 
house will have a profound effect on 
the individual, and the nearer it lies to 
the Ascending degree, the more 
powerful that influence will be. 


NEPTUNE 
IN THE SECOND HOUSE 





When Neptune is in the second house, 
the subject’s attitude to money will 
not be very sound. There is usually 
generosity, to the point that far too 
many. people with this placing are such 
soft touches that their financial situ- 
ations can be considerable'sources of , 
confusion and difficulty, 

A-great deal of time and sympathy 
will be given to those who are short of 
money, and the individual will be 
extremely vulnerable to bouts of over- 
generosity, There may also-be a certain 
gullibility over financial matters, so 
that the tendency to fall for confidence 
tricks or make very poor investments 
must be guarded against with care. 

Professional financial advice should 
always be taken by the subject.when 
important decisions are to be made 
concerning money. Sometimes those 
with this placing will take great plea- 
sure in investing in art, and they may 
even enjoy an element of financial 
stability.as a result. Inethis way they 
can make a collection of items they 
find pleasing, and know that its valuess 
steadily increasing. 


Loving expression 

The effect of Neptune in the second 
house on the way in which the individ: 
ual expresses love and emotion is beau- 
tiful, and provided the level of 
emotional intensity is kept under con- 
trol, there will be no lack of imagina- 
tion in this area. Sometimes too, there 
is a delightful sentimentality, especially 
if Neptune is placed in Libra. 


NEPTUNE 

IN THE THIRD HOUSE 
Parents of children with this placing 
should be on their guard if they wish 
to have any more children; the influ- 
ence of Neptune may confuse the elder 
sibling’s attitude towards the younger. 
For example, there may be an above- 
average show of jealousy, simply 
because the child finds the situation 
bewildering. Other areas of the child’s 
chart will show the way through this 
possible difficulty - and we wish to 
stress that it is only a possibility. 


Strength of imagination 

Early education is often unsettled, and 
there may have been tendencies to 
spend time in daydreaming at school, 
so that concentration on the matter in 
hand was very poor. As a result, the 
subject may have gained rather 
unsatisfactory grades. 

This is a house related to the mind, 
nonetheless, so there is a good chance 
that the imagination will be height- 
ened by this placing, especially if the 
chart as a whole shows imaginative 
flair. Some astrologers believe that this 
placing enhances the voice; the subject 
certainly. may have the potential for 
singing, and there.is often a subtle del- 
icacy in the-tone of the voice, and also 
good projection. 


NEPTUNE 
IN THE FOURTH HOUSE 


Neptune’s influence in thisshouse may 
well give a clue to the subject’s early 
childhood, Itmight have been color- 
ful, or at-least_ have specially stimulated 
his or her imagination. Perhaps, too, 
there was a tendency to‘look upon the 
mother as asort of fairy godmother — 
a magical Bee oD: 
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Hopefully, there will not have been 
some disastrous disillusion since then, 
but there is a chance that home condi- 
tions were fairly chaotic and undisci- 
plined. Maybe there were no regular 
meals and no really helpful guidance 
trom the parents, so that since the 
individual has left home he has had to 
learn the hard way about what is night 
and what is wrong. 

This is a tricky placing for Neptune: 
be careful not to overinterpret it. 
However, the clues it can offer about 
the individual’s background may 
enable you to help him resolve any 
ongoing problems. 


NEPTUNE 
IN THE FIFTH HOUSE 


This placing usually adds imagination 
and flair to the type of creativity sug- 
gested by the sign in which Neptune is 
placed, if not a direct element of 
creative potential. 

As far as the love life is concerned, 
the individual may tend to fall in love 
all too easily and to be inordinately 
starry-eyed over the adored one. This 
can be so pronounced that his or her 
overromantic and unrealistic attitude 
can lead to disaster and heartbreak. 

The love and sex lives will definitely 
be colorful, nonetheless, and tinged 
with an above-average element of fan- 


tasy. Here too, the heart very definitely 


rules the head; encourage your subject 
to use all her caution (the position of 
Saturn?) and practical qualities (any 
planets in earth signs?) to help counter 
the likely gullibility in her attitude 
towards the opposite sex. Both men 
and women can suffer from the 
romantic ideals of this placing. 

Foolish risks are sometimes taken by 
people with Neptune in the fifth 
house. Warn your subject against gam- 
bling, since the financial nsks often 
work in tandem with emotional ones. 


NEPTUNE 
IN THE SIXTH HOUSE 


As far as the health is concerned, there 
can be allergies to particular foods 
when Neptune is placed here. 

The imagination works overtime all 
too often with this placing, and 


hypochondna is very common. To be 
fair, however, the subject may not 
react well even to medically adminis- 
tered drugs, and may make much bet- 
ter progress relying on homeopathy or, 
when possible, a cure that positively 
stimulates the psyche. Encourage your 
subject to be his or her own healer, 
and to take a positive attitude toward 
any ailments ~ the benefits they may 
reap could be considerable. 


A need for practicality 

Where work is concerned, it\mav well 
be difficult for someone with this plac- 
ing to discipline herself into 4 steady: 
routine’ She-will ger through the nec- 
essary day-to-day. tasks inher Own way, 
but this personallapproach might cause 
problems with colleagues. Keeping 
deadlines may also-be considered a 
bore, with the.result that they. may 
sometimes be missed: 

Look to other-more practical areas Of 
the birth chartito see at there is a 
counter to these ‘tendencies; although 
there may not be if- Neptune is ay‘ 
personal planet. 


NEPTUNE 
IN)THE SEVENTH HOUSE 


The subject may find ir difficult to. set-’ 
tle into a permanent relationship. 
There will be high expectations of 
partners, and perhaps a tendency to 
live on cloud nine. Difficulties can 
arise, however, when the time comes 
for emotional commitment, as the 
individual may be unwilling to take 
such a step. Conversely, those with this 
placing will sometimes rush into rela- 
tionships prematurely. Do bear this 
tendency in mind, especially if your 
subject has a relationship problem at 
the time of the consultation. 

There is a great love of pure 
romance, and all being well, the sub- 
ject will create an especially romantic 
or particularly imaginative atmosphere 
for the partner. However, attention 
must also be paid to the practical areas 
of life and, whether your subject is a 
man or woman, his or her partner may 
have to take care of such responsibili- 
ties as bill-paying, and the general 
organization of the practical side of the 
relationship. The subject’s partner 
should, in fact, encourage the equal 


“sign other than Scorpio, although the 
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sharing of such tasks, otherwise there 

can be an upsetting lack of balance and 

harmony in the relationship. ) 
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The natural relationship between 
Jupiter and Neptune (they are the tra- 
ditional and modern rulers of Pisces 
respectively) will work well and power- 
fully when the latter planet is in this, 
the Jupiter/Sagittarius house, and the 
placing will add a wise, inspired ele- 
ment. The subject may, perhaps, have a 
religious, Or at any rate a studious, 
sense of purpose or vocation. This may 
emerge as an interest in mysticism or 
other esoteric subjects. 


Mental capacities 

The mind may have few limitations, 
but to harness its qualities and keep 
them in balance it might be necessary 
for the individual to develop a logical 
and practical attitude, and also a 
healthy measure of scepticism. 
Astrological tradition decrees that 


‘those with this placing will enjoy 


unusual and perhaps rather weird 
experiences while traveling abroad. 

A particularly vivid dream recall is 
very possible in the individual with this 
placing: this is something to discuss 
with your subject. It is certainly likely 
if he or she is imaginative and creative, 
but less so if there are very materialistic 
tendencies indicated elsewhere in the 
birth chart. 


NEPTUNE 
IN THE TENTH HOUSE 


In most of the cases we have come 
across, the placing of Neptune in this 
house, high in the sky and often 
assuming an above-average importance 
as a result of its position, usually means 
that not only will the career be color- 
ful but also that there will be many 
changes of direction in life. 

When such changes are analyzed in 
retrospect, it may well seem that they 
were brought about because of the 
subject’s inner feelings, or even that 
the individual was in some way des- 
tined to make those moves as and 
when he or she did. 


Ambition and achievement 

If Neptune conjuncts the Midheaven 
(see p.333), the sign in which Neptune 
is placed must of course be very care- 
fully considered. That is because it will 
not only show the individual’s aspira- 
tions and objectives but also — because 


of Neptune’s placing — his or her 
inspiration, too, which will color this 
additional ambition to achieve. 

Here is a true romantic who can 
sometimes really allow his imagination 
to take flight. If, for instance, he 
signed on as a junior in a department 
store, he would immediately see 
himself as president! If the chart is 
basically practical and shows ambition 
in other ways, the subject will no 
doubt make the grade — provided that 
he can truly keep his feet firmly on the 
ground while still letting his imagina- 
tion roam free! 

At worst, your subject may lack a 
sense of direction. If this is the case, 
consider carefully the potential that is 
shown by the Sun, Moon and 
Ascending signs. 


NEPTUNE 
IN THE ELEVENTH HOUSE 


Although the individual may enjoy a 
very lively social life and have a wide 
circle of friends and acquaintances, it is 
often the case that he or she is taken in 
by them and can sometimes be used. 
Gullibility may well make its presence 
felt in this sphere of life. 

Much enjoyable time will be spent 
helping to raise money for charity, and 
the subject will also show skill in such 
altruistic activines. Other leisure hours 
may be spent at group poetry readings 
or photography clubs. 


Coping with responsibility 

Some reluctance to hold office may be 
likely, since there might be a dislike of 
having to cope with the responsibilities 
involved but at the same time the sub- 
ject may be too easily persuaded to do 
so. If this happens, the result could be 
a source of worry or concern, so deci- 
siveness and a really practical attitude 
must be developed if he or she is not 
to be put upon or suffer tension, con- 
fusion, or worry in what should, after 
all, be an enjoyable side of life. 


NEPTUNE 
IN THE TWELFTH HOUSE 


Neptune is at home in this placing, 
since it is the house of Pisces, the sign 
that is ruled by this planet. In fact, 
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Neptune usually works well from this 
house, though often it will add secre- 
tive and reclusive tendencies to the 
personality of the individual. 


A need for personal privacy 
Probably it will be very necessary for 
the individual to withdraw and get 
away from the pressures of life from 
time to time. At the very least, it is 
advisable for her to have a room of her 
own where peace and quiet can be 
enjoyed. Remember, however, that 
“peace and quiet” will mean different 
things to different people; to some it 
can mean the cloistered weekend reli- 
gious retreat and to others it can be 
the donning of earphones and immer- 
sion in the confined world of the 
personal stereo! Y 

Creative work executed well away 
from other people is also encouraged 
by this placing. and the subject may 
even shun the limelight, allowing her 
talents to speak for her. There can be 
creative flair, especially if it is shown in 
other areas of the chart. 

This is also an excellent placing for 
those who wish to follow the caring 
professions, or who find it rewarding 
to work in institutions. There is usually 
considerable sympathy, empathy, 
understanding and an identification 
with suffering. 

If Neptune is negatively aspected in 
the birth chart the difficult escapist 
elements of the planet will be present 
in the personality, so deception is sadly 
all too probable. This is usually 
directed towards the self, but some- 
times it can be channeled towards 
other people as well. If Neptune ts 
within eight or ten degrees at most 
from the Ascendant, see Neptune 
conjunct the Ascendant, p.332. 


Ny NEPTUNE PROGRESSED 
TO A NEw HOUSE 


This is most unlikely, since Neptune 
progresses very slowly through the 
chart, moving only a very few degrees 
— if that — during a lifetime. Should it 
occur in a chart on which you are 
working, you may find that its influ- 
ence will be so subtle as to be hardly 
noticeable. Even so, by all means study 
your subject with this change of 
influence in mind. 
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part from the aspects Neptune makes to 

Pluto, the Ascendant and the Midheaven, it is 
necessary to lay great emphasis on the zamer planet 
— the planet making the contact to Neptune. In 
most cases where Neptune is involved in aspect 


you will be looking back through this section of the book. But the 
aspects to the Ascendant and Midheaven, which can have a subtle 
but devastating effect, must be carefully interpreted. 


For Neptune’s aspects to the Sun, 
see the Sun’s aspects to Neptune, 
pp.218-9. 


For Neptune’s aspects to the Moon,

Because of its very slow motion, 
Neptune will not form an aspect in the 
progressed chart. 


p NEPTUNE’S ASPECTS 
TO PLUTO” 


During the 1880s and 1890s Neptune 
and Pluto were in the same sign, 
Gemini, and from time to time formed 
a conjunction. Since then Neptune has 
overtaken Pluto in their long, slow 
journey round the Sun, and gradually 
moved ahead by two signs. The planets 
have been roughly this distance apart 
since Neptune entered Virgo in 1928 
while Pluto was still traveling through 
Cancer. Playing a sort of cat-and- 
mouse game out in space, they will 


stay roughly two signs apart for many 
years to come and well into the 
twenty-first century, by which time 
Neptune will be in Aquanus and Pluto 
in Sagittarius. 


The sextile 

This is the only aspect Neptune and 
Pluto will make to each other, and it is 
very common, cropping up in a great 
many charts. It is not very important 
in the chart unless either planet is 
powerfully placed or personalized. If 
the latter applies, that planet’s positive 
influence will enhance intuition and 
increase the emotional level, both of 
which should flow positively. If either 
planet is conjunct the Ascendant from 
the first house, these resources will be 
considerably increased, and there may 
well be a tendency for the subject to 
have an overabundance of both quali- 
ties, so that conscious control and pos- 
itive expression of them will be 
necessary. Remember, however, that 
the sextile is the weakest of the positive 
aspects; don’t be tempted to over- 
interpret it, no matter how powerfully 
either planet is placed. 


NEPTUNE’S ASPECTS 
TO THE ASCENDANT 


Conjunction 

From the first house: This will 
weaken the characteristics of the rising 
sign, making the individual veer 
toward its gentler but rather negative 
qualities. It will sap determination and, 
while making for a kind and often 
sympathetic person, the ability to 
express the characteristic form of psy- 
chological motivation common to the 
Ascendant will be lacking. In Scorpio, 
for instance, all the emotional forces of 
the sign will be present and often 
increased by Neptune’s powerful 
influence. However, Scorpio’s energy, 


usually such a formidable driving force, 
can be defused so that the individual’s 
potential is not fully expressed and 
there is less inner fulfillment and satis- 
faction on all levels of the personality 
than there should be. Negative 
escapism may be a problem. 


From the twelfth house: Since this is 
Neptune’s natural home, the planet 
will work more positively here, and the 
individual may well benefit from its 
influence. Sympathy and kindness are 
usually present and often sacrifices will 
be made, but for a variety of rather 
complicated reasons. From a practical 
point-of-view these will be most altru- 
istic, but the psychological reason for 
them may be rooted in apprehension — 
perhaps fear of the “great world out- 
side” or sheer lack of self-confidence. 
At its best, Neptune will encourage 
good work carried out well away from 
the public eye, with individuals prefer- 
ring to allow the results of their labor 
to speak for them. The tendency to 
“escape” is usually controlled, 
although the need for peace and quiet 
is very strong. Remember that the 
aspects Neptune receives from the 
Sun, Moon, or personal planets must 
be carefully considered. Reread 
Neptune in the first and twelfth houses 
(see pp.329-31) and compare the 
subtle but nevertheless striking differ- 
ences of influence between these 

two placings. 


Positive aspects 

These are not very powerful, but will 
soften the rising sign characteristics 
and give imagination and intuition, 
plus a sneaking tendency to adopt an 
air of mystery. All this will add a seduc- 
tive quality to the subject, especially if 
Neptune is in Scorpio! The creative 
imagination is enhanced and can be 
used in all manner of ways — not only 
from an artistic point-of-view. 


ia Negative aspects 

Here the influence of Neptune, 
although subtle, will add some self- 
deception and a tendency to tell 
untruths. It is often all too easy for the 
individual to lose touch with reality. 
An opposition from the sixth or sev- 
enth house will powerfully strengthen 
Neptunc’s house position. Reread 
these two house placings (see p.330) 











and compare them, then concentrate 
on the relevant one when you build 
your full interpretation. Apply the 
same technique if the aspect is a square 
from either the fourth or tenth house. 
If the aspect is minor do not over- 
interpret it, although a tendency 
towards deception or a slight clement 
of confusion can be present in the per- 
sonalities of those with the semi-square 
or quincunx. 


NEPTUNE’S ASPECTS 
TO THE MIDHEAVEN 





Conjunction 

As described for Neptune in the tenth 
house (see p.331), there is a likelihood 
of changes of direction in the career — 
even if Neptune conjuncts the 
Midheaven from another house. The 
individual will probably identify with 
Neptunian concepts and may be suc- 
cessful in them, provided the rest of 
the chart shows stability and the ability 
to use Neptune’s influence positively 
rather than allowing the planet to sap 
inner strength and determination. 


Positive aspects 

These influences are not strong but 
will be helpful if the individual hap- 
pens to follow a career sympathetic to 
Neptune — i.e. photography, the caring 
professions, dance, or any work where 
inspiration and imagination can be put 
to good use. 


c=] Negative aspects 

There may be a tendency to fall back 
on rather devious tactics when 
attempting to gain promotion, or to 
try to curry favor with those in 
authority — Uriah Heep, in David 
Copperfield, must surely have had this 
aspect (plus, perhaps, another square 
from Saturn)! An underhanded streak 
is common, and the subject may pull 
the wool over other people’s eyes — 
and that’s putting it mildly! 


m LHE TRANSITS 
OF NEPTUNE 





Of all the transits, these are the most 
difficult to interpret, because some 
people feel their effects very powerfully 
while others do not. The various 


complications do not end there, since 
very often when a powerful Neptune 
transit is operative the individual can 
react in one of several different ways. 
At one end of the scale we have the 
subject who will reject every sugges- 
tion we make in interpretation, while 
at the other is another type who will 
suddenly opt out by going on a drink- 
ing or eating binge, or becoming 
totally undisciplined. Some even see 
visions! Beware! — they need help from 
a psychotherapist; don’t get deeply 
involved. A common phrase is “I don’t 
know what’s come over me, I can’t 
scem to settle down to work; my pow- 
ers of concentration have gone.” 

There is a parallel in dream recall: 
some people say they never dream, but 
of course they do — they simply don’t 
remember their dreams. Others 
remember every detail. Those with 
poor dream recall are usually very 
materialistic, concerned only with 
money and attaining a place in society. 
Those who have excellent recall are 
sensitive, intuitive, more emotional 
and often creative in some way. The 
surface effects of Neptune are not dis- 
similar, with the materialists swearing 
that Neptune has had no impact and 
has struck a dead note; the intuitive 
types will feel every tiny nuance. 

We have to take these reactions even 
further, however, and for a moment 
look more carefully at those who claim 
that Neptune has had no effect. This 
may well not be true. The materialist, 
as a result of a negative Neptune tran- 
sit, may for instance have done a dirty 
deal on Wall Street or had a secret 
affair. More psychologically, there may 
be a very subtle change of feeling if the 
transit was a positive one — maybe an 
increased sensitivity to some finer ele- 
ment of life which up to now has gone 
unnouced. Perhaps the prosperous 
business-lunching type of executive 
cried ata film for the first time ever — 
or suffered a nasty bout of gout or 
food poisoning? As far as the sensitive 
type is concerned, the negative influ- 
ence could result in the telling of white 
lies in order not to hurt a loved one — 
and in doing so, the creation of con- 
siderable confusion. At best, with a 
positive influence, the end product 
could be some especially impressive 
and inspired creative work, or perhaps 
the taking up of some esoteric subject. 
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Could this be astrology? (Neptune is, 
along with Uranus, often emphasized 
when we first become interested that 
subject, especially if that planet is at all 
prominent in the birth chart.) 

The timing of Neptunian transits is 
difficult. Astrologically, their influence 
tends to fade in and out because the 
effects of Neptune are so subtle. When 
interpreting such a trend it is wise to 
stress this fact, and in order not to 
confuse your subject (who may already 
be in a confused state due to 
Neptune’s influence!) it is advisable to 
interpret the trend as simply as possi- 
ble. While mentioning the astronomi- 
cal timing, point out that the planet is 
difficult to “time” astrologically, so its 
influence may last rather longer than 
the dates you give — maybe beginning 
carlier and ending later. 


NEPTUNE’S TRANSITS 
TO THE SUN 





Conjunction 

A great deal will depend on how 
Neptune is aspected in the birth chart, 
but it is always reasonable to warn 
your subject that he or she may slightly 
lose touch with reality. Experiences 
under this influence are often quite 
marvellous, and usually enjoyable but 
— and it’s a big “but” — there is usually 
a tendency to drift up to cloud nine, 
and sometimes to do things one 
wouldn’t normally do, thinking that all 
will be well. We are not going to say 
they won’t be — bur they can go decid- 
edly wrong, especially when the influ- 
ence has eased away, and the individual 
may return to earth with a bump. 

A spate of creative work is often one 
result of this transit, giving a full 
expression of the imagination. Above 
all, it is essential for the subject to 
steady the emotions consciously, and 
to practice caution and common sense, 
although often this isn’t easy. 


Note: This transit will only be opera- 
tive for Sun sign Capricorns until 
1998, and for Aquarians and Pisceans 
during the following 28 years. 


Positive transits 

In essence these are similar to the 
conjunction, although not as potent. 
More people will tend to feel there has 
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been no effect from them. Generally 
the emphasis is on the easier side of 
Neptune’s influence, with positive 
results occurring, and less of a ten- 
dency to get carried away emotionally 
or to allow life to become confusing. 


mi Negative transits 

The more negative possibilities dis- 
cussed under the conjunction will be 
likely to occur, but there is often far 
greater confusion, and care is necessary 
that the escapist tendencies do not 
encourage drug-taking. This applies as 
much to medically administered drugs 
such as tranquilizers as to the more 
dangerous, addictive drugs. Obviously, 
the intake of alcohol must also be 
watched. Self-deception is also possible 
and you should be on the alert for 
such behavior. As always, the effect of 
these transits will vary considerably 
according to your subject’s personality. 


») NEPTUNE’S TRANSITS 
TO THE MOON 


Conjunction 

There will be a tendency to respond 
very quickly to the influence of 
Neptune; the individual will be very 
easily moved — by suffering, for 
instance — and want to respond to it in 
whichever way is considered most 
helpful. Something quite inconsequen- 
tial may impress the subject, acting as a 
potent source of inspiration and 
prompting dramatic developments; 
because the subject has reacted to the 
occurrence so strikingly, he or she will 
make important changes. This is par- 
ticularly likely if indications of change 
show up in the progressed chart or 
other transits. People sometimes “see 
the light” under this influence, 
although it may just be appearing at 
the end of an unhappy tunnel. 


Positive transits 

The emotions are in focus, and 
reaction to them is enhanced; this 
trend could easily put your subject in a 
very romantic mood. In theory all 
should go well, especially if there are 
some positive progressions involving 
Venus. However, if there are heavy 
negative transits involving Saturn or 
Uranus, the Moon and Neptune will 
take on the color of these influences. 





In such circumstances, warn your sub- 
ject that he or she could be overreact- 
ing emotionally and perhaps becoming, 
a little bit starry-eyed — especially if in 
love. Alternatively, he or she may be 
overreacting to current problems and 
getting them out of perspective. 


ia Negative transits 

These are difficult to interpret, since to 
some extent they are unpredictable. 
Basically, there is usually some kind of 
emotional stress or self-deception, and 
perhaps overreaction to another per- 
son’s actions. The subject could be 
more easily led by unscrupulous 
people, and get into all kinds of dif- 
ficulties. On the other hand, if decep- 
tion is indicated in the birth chart it 
may well be the individual who 
behaves in this way, and deceives loved 
ones, friends or business associates. 
Warn against participation in anything 
that seems remotely shady; suggest a 
careful and simple diet too, for some- 
times food poisoning is likely. 


NEPTUNE’S TRANSITS 
TO MERCURY 


Conjunction 

This should work well for the subject, 
who as a result of it is likely to have a 
bright and inspired idea, or find a 
source of inspiration in as yet uncon- 
sidered subjects. Very often the more 
critical side of Mercury’s influence will 
be heightened by Neptune, and pro- - 
vided these elements are not expressed 
in a rather vague and negative way 
toward loved ones, all should be well. 
Sometimes the escapist side of 
Neptune surfaces, with the individual 
wanting to “get away from it all”. If 
so, suggest a long weekend break to a 
peaceful, beautiful place that is easy to 
get to and fairly near home. The tran- 
sit is useful to those who wish to com- 
municate their ideas to other people, 
but if they have to give a talk while it is 
operative they should make very care- 
ful notes and stick to them, since the 
temptation to digress and to go on for 
too long will be very strong! 


Positive transits 

These are good influences, especially 
helpful to those studying esoteric sub- 
jects or who are particularly interested 


in reading or writing poetry — here the 
poets’ planet is in harmony with the 
planet of communication. The influ- 
ence will also help to view such topics 
more objectively. 


I=] Negative transits 
These influences are very subtle, and 
tend to make us extremely absent- 
minded because the powers of concen- 
tration suffer. Warn your subject to 
make very careful checks on what he 
or she has to do, to keep appointment 
diaries to hand, to have the right keys 
before going out and not to lock them 
inside the car! Forgetfulness causes 
problems under these influences, as 
does the tendency to get carried away 
by what may seem a brilliant idea, but 
in reality turns out to be totally 
impractical. Don’t be discouraging, 
but do advise your subject to postpone 
taking any important decisions or irre- 
vocable actions until the influence has 
passed by a good three wecks. 
Professional advice should certainly 
be sought if Neptune or Mercury are 
personal planets or emphasized in’ | 
some way in the birth chart. Even so, 
your subject may still ‘continue’ along” 
this ‘ gen Of-make believe” path. 


NEPTUNE’S TRANSITS 
TO VENUS © 


n Conjunction 
Neptune works well here and enhances 
much that is positive about Venus. The 


way Venus works in the birth chart, 


and of course its sign and. house pos- 
ition, must be considered when assess- 
ing how this trend will work, and on 
which sphere of life. The chances are 
that the individual will be:very happy’, 
and experience several romantic 
and/or idealistic events. Perhaps he or 
she will havea very special memorable. 
experience — the romantic night ofa 
lifetime, or perhaps one. of those spe- 
cial occasions that stay in the memory 
for ever. The influence will certainly 
add a lot of color to a few wecks, and 
life should be enjoyable at the very 
least. This would be a delightful. trend 
at the time of a wedding, but the indi- 
cations of marriage or the deepening 
of a permanent relationship. must to be 
far stronger than just this aspect (see 
the Relationships section, pp. 148: a6), 
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Positive transits 

These are similar to the conjunction 
but easier; the subject may be in a 
romantic and sybaritic mood. Ideally, 
the duration of these transits should be 
spent on a warm, tropical beach with a 
lover! They are to be used and 
enjoyed, so you could suggest the sub- 
ject plans a special occasion with his or 
her partner; it will almost certainly be 
delightful and memorable. These influ- 
ences are particularly good if they 
occur just after a stressful period 
within a relationship, since they will 
help the couple get back on to an even 
keel, and romance will be born anew. 
People often fall in love while Neptune 
and Venus are in positive contact. 


ba Negative transits 

These are decidedly difficult. The sub- 
ject may not be viewing emotional 
problems in their true light, and per- 
haps will react illogically to events. The 
escapist tendency may also make its 
presence felt, so try to encourage your 
subject not to do anything too drastic. 
Sometimes a short break away from 
the partner (or other source of the dif- 
ficulty) is a good thing, but running 
away from reality isn’t. 

Look to other indications to see if 
permanent change is likely, and 
encourage the individual to con- 
sciously draw on his or her common 
sense.and logic. This won’t be easy, 
since the emotions will probably be in 
some turmoil. However, do reread our 
comments in the introduction to The 
Transits of Neptune (see p.333), and 
remember that some people react 
more to Neptune than others. The 
subject may also be succumbing to 
deceitfulness. The chances of “being 
found out” are considerable since care- 
lessness due to forgetfulness (often a 
problem when. Neptune is active) may 
lead to the making ofa silly mistake. 
Too many people may suffer as a result 


of what may seem, and indeed could 


well be, an idyllic influence. 


NEPTUNE’S TRANSITS 
| TO MARS 





4 Conjunction 


The emotions will be activated in 
a very colorful and passionate way. 
Here the accent is on romanticism, 


and creative potential can also spring 
into action. All kinds of water-related 
sporting interests may also develop at 
this time. Everything that is invigorat- 
ing and exciting will be particularly 
attractive to the individual, and the 
influence could more generally act as a 
spark to a firework, with a lot of 
gloriously attractive results. 


Positive transits 

These have much the same effect as 
the conjunction. Encourage your sub- 
ject to usc these positive transits to 
begin work on any Neptunian interest 
that has always been attractive to him 
or her. A great deal of potential may 
emerge as a result of action taken while 
any of these influences are operative. 


al Negative transits 

These are difficult and, as is the case 
when experiencing the very minor 
Opposition transit from Mars to 
Neptune, all too often one has to cope 
with a disappointment. Obviously we 
are not going to say that your subject 
will definitely suffer a disappointment, 
but nevertheless at this time it is most 
advisable to suggest that his or her 
hopes must not be pinned too high, 
for there may well be a letdown of 
some kind in the offing. 

Like all] Neptune transits, these will 
last several weeks, and if the individual 
experiences them three times (due to 
retrograde motion), the overall period 
may be rather disappointing in some 
way; assess all other trends to see if 
there are mitigating influences. 
(Positive Jupiter transits and/or good 
lunar progressions will help, as will 
steadying, positive transits from Saturn 
to the Sun or Moon.) 


OR NEPTUNE’S TRANSITS 
TO JUPITER 


Conjunction 

This is a very subtle but often reward- 
ing influence, under which the subject 
may reach some sound conclusions 
over religion or some philosophical 
questions. Sometimes the subject will 
go traveling, often more extensively 
than previously, and this will be mar- 
velous if it happens, for the impact of 
foreign countries on him or her will be 
most impressive and long-lasting. 
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Here is a trend under which to study, 
provided the powers of concentration 
are good. (The subject may be so over- 
whelmed by what he or she is studying 
at this time that you may find he or 
she will become starry-eyed or dreamy. 
As a result it will be difficult to assimi- 
late what is being learned, as it can all 
seem rather amorphous. ) 

You will not go far wrong if you 
think of this influence in terms of the 
basic keyword for Jupiter, which is 
“expansion”. And, yes, it can mean 
weight gain too — especially if an 
expensive cruise or holiday is taken at 
this time! In spite of the pleasant and, 
indeed, interesting possibilities of this 
influence, do gently hint to your sub- 
jects that at some time she will have to 
return to reality! 


Positive transits 

The effects of these are almost identi- 
cal to those of the conjunction. 
Remember the sympathy between 
Jupiter and Neptune due to their rela- 
tionship with Pisces (Jupiter was once 
that sign’s ruler). Here the two planets 
are working well: there will be no lack 
of inspiration, and the imagination will 
also be enhanced. 

All Jupiter concerns benefit from 
these transits: inspired intellectual con- 
clusions may emerge, or the subject 
will have developed intellectually, often 
along some new and perhaps unusual 
path. These transits can also help 
people who are inspired to take up a 
new study or subject — maybe a foreign 
language to which they are attracted 
simply because they like its sound! 


i Negative transits 

The individual may not want to con- 
form to any restrictions at this time. 
For instance, if a college student, he or 
she may break away from the study 
course and tread his or her own some- 
what undisciplined path instead. The 
results are unlikely to be good, and 
perhaps chances will be missed along 
the way. Generally the judgement is 
weak while these negative transits are 
operative, so important decisions 
should not be made under them. They 
can also have an adverse effect on the 
liver, because the individual may tend 
to eat comfort food, or perhaps drink 
too much, as a means of escaping from 
current problems.

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1) NEPTUNE’S TRANSITS 

TO SATURN 
Conjunction 
At its best this transit may mark quite 
an important point in the subject’s life; 
reality and idealism come together 
here. What ts more, ambition, the will 
to succeed and determination are all 
balanced by the individual’s more ide- 
alistic attributes,.and sound, com- 
passionate and considerate decisions 
and conclusions will be reached. The 
process may not be an easy one, since 
what is known to be right and one’s 
sense of duty do not always go hand in 
hand with what 1s considered ideal. 
This is because the foibles of the indi- 
vidual’s personality will intervene, and 
as a result such negative traits as self- 
ishness, possessiveness and meanness 
will emerge and must be countered. 

Idealism at its highest level may 
emerge and, due to much soul-search- 
ing, the subject will become more 
rounded, sympathetic and understand- 
ing, often concluding that materialism 
and worldly ambition are less impor- 
tant than he or she previously believed. 
This is particularly interesting while 
Neptune is transiting Capricorn; the 
conjunction will be especially powerful 
because those born with Saturn in this 
sign have the planet strongly placed, 
since Saturn rules Capricorn. 


Positive transits 

These help to steady the emotions and 
intuition. Often inspiration is positively 
channeled so that the resulting ideas 
and conclusions are practical and 
workable. These transits are excellent 
for anyone inspired to create some- 
thing new. Encourage your subject to 
use fully these controlling and practi- 
cal, but inspired, trends. 


a Negative transits 

These are difficult. Very often the sub- 
ject is pulled in two directions, with 
the emotions encouraging one line of 
action and a sense of duty suggesting 
another. The result can often cause a 
lot of soul-searching and confusion, 
sometimes to the point that neither 
one path nor the other is taken, but a 
sort of limbo-like compromise is toler- 
ated. This, then, can be a period of 
indecision and usually it is better not 
to make a decision under this trend 





(for the reasons already stated). The 
subject will one moment be strong, 
the next weak and confused. 

Overall, the outlook tends to be 
rather gloomy and “I don’t know what 
to think, Pm in a bit of a mess” is a 
characteristic statement. It is up to you 
to supply a good strong supportive 
shoulder (perhaps for your subject to 
cry on) and to advise postponing any 
direct action, unless there are a lot of 
positive progressions and transits to 
show whether practical or morc ideal- 
istic lines of action should be taken. 
Whichever planet is stronger in the 
birth chart will be the one that has the 
greatest influence over these transits. 


1K NEPTUNE’S TRANSITS 
TO URANUS 


Conjunction 
Until well into the twenty-first century 
Neptune is traveling through 
Capricorn and Aquanius, so will only 
form conjunctions for elderly people 
who have Uranus in one of these signs. 
This should be an interesting and 
maybe rewarding period for the indi- 
vidual, who will be thinking in an 
inspired and original way. Progress will 
be made if ideas can be given concrete 
shape and practical application, since 
the eventual outcome may be dynamic 
and could put the subject way ahead of 
competitors. Sometimes there is a 
change of opinion and outlook on 
spiritual matters. This transit will work 
best if there are positive Saturn transits 
at roughly the same time; if not, the 
individual may become rather imprac- 
tical, carried away by the sudden real- 
ization that he or she has chanced 
upon something special. If either 
planet is negatively aspected in the 
birth chart stress is likely at this time. 


Positive transits 

These are less powerful than the con- 
junction but equally rewarding. The 
subject is likely to produce some origi- 
nal work or ideas. Encourage the 
development of interests. 


 — | Negative transits 

The chances are that the individual will 
experience a confusing and rather 
stressful period. If Neptune or Uranus 
is a personal planet, such troubles will 





tend to dominate his or her life. If nei- 
ther planet is personalized or power- 
fully placed in the birth chart, the 
individual may be faced by one on- 
going, difficult and annoying problem 
which, although draining, will not be 
totally dominating. Instead, he or she 
should be able to put it aside and get 
on with more important things. Even 
with these negative transits there can 
be a flurry of bright and original ideas, 
but it may be hard for the individual to 
bring them into reality and they may 
not be completely practical. 


NEPTUNE’S TRANSITS 
TO PLUTO 


Conjunction 

Since Neptune takes 14 years to travel 
through a sign and remains in 
Capricorn until 1998, while Pluto will 
be in Scorpio until 1995, and takes 
berween 13 and 32 years to travel 
through a sign, this transit will not be 
operative during at least the next 100 
years, if not more. 


Positive transits 

These can have a positive and rather 
exciting effect on the sex life, bringing 
together emotion and sexual fulfill- 
ment. If there have been problems in 
the past, these can case away as a result 
of the contact, especially if either 
planet is personalized. 


a Negative transits 

Confusion and a blockage of a positive 
flow of cmotion related to sex will 
cause a certain amount of stress. There 
may be physical problems which will 
inhibit sexual enjoyment, especially if 
Pluto is in Cancer or Libra. Because of 
Pluto’s connection with big business it 
is not particularly advisable to make 
important investments while these 
influences are operative. There could 
be difficulties — mild confusion at best, 
a fraudulent use of funds at worst. 


NEPTUNE’S TRANSITS 

TO THE ASCENDANT 
Conjunction 
This is a subtle but nevertheless pow- 
erful influence. As stated in the intro- 
duction to the Transits of Neptune 
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(see p.333), different types of people 
feel Neptune’s influence in different 
ways. This must be considered first 
when interpreting the trend, which 
will only apply to those with 
Capricorn, Aquarius or Pisces as 
Ascendant signs until well into the 
twenty-first century. 

Until Neptune makes the precise 
conjunction, the planet will have been 
traveling though your subject’s twelfth 
house. Has this influence had any 
noticeable effects? To find out, reread 
Neptune in the twelfth house (see 
p.331), remembering, of course, that 
Neptune has been slowly transitting it 
(and any planets it contains) for over a 
decade, so the effects will have been 
very long-term. When it hits the 
Ascendant, the individual may become 
less disciplined and very dreamy. If 
Neptune is negatively aspected in the 

-birth chart there may be deceptive ten- 
dencies and uncharacteristic behavior. 
Sometimes the subject’s creative 
potential gains a new and inspired 
form of expression, which is mar- 
velous. Much good can come of the 
transit and it will sensitize the individ- 
ual, but it can also have a negative 
effect. It is difficult to interpret, since 
there are so many possibilities. 


Positive transits 

Here the best side of Neptune’s influ- 
ence usually emerges, and while the 
individual may become rather dizzy 
and forgetful, there will be no lack of 
inspiration and it should find some 
positive outlet. 


fl Negative transits 

These are very tricky. The opposition 
may have an adverse effect on a perma- 
nent relationship or, if the subject is 
just forming a new partnership, he or 
she may not be assessing the lover cor- 
rectly — being swept away by the whole 
glorious romance and seeing only what 
he or she wants to see. Advise delaying 
a commitment to marriage or to set- 
ting up a home together — especially if 
there are no progressions showing a 
really strong positive emphasis on this 
sphere of life. Even if there are some 
good supportive progressions, your 
subject may still be ascending too fast 
and furiously up to cloud nine. The 
squares will have a similar effect, either 
on work (Neptune in the tenth house 


or at the top of the chart), or on home 
and family life (Neptune in or entering 
the fourth house). Confusion, losing 
touch with reality, deception or being 
deceived (opposition) are very likely. 


Ve NEPTUNE’S TRANSITS 
TO THE MIDHEAVEN 


Conjunction 

The individual often has some unusual 
experiences. Sometimes there are inter- 
esting career developments or changes, 
the results of which will allow a freer 
expression of intuition, imagination 
and/or inspiration. Occasionally some- 
one who is fed up with the rat race will 
opt out for a more rewarding and ful- 
filling career and lifestyle. If Neprune 
is negatively aspected in the birth 
chart, some of the planet’s less desir- 
able influences may make their pres- 
ence felt, such as colleagues going 
behind the subject’s back and “doing 
the dirty”. Perhaps unfairness or some 
sort of underhanded action will occur 
if promotion is in the air. It is vital that 
the subject does not become involved 
in office politics, or succumb to any 
kind of dishonesty or milder forms of 
insidious blackmail at such times. 


Positive transits 

Subtle changes of some kind may be 
made. These will cither effect the 
career or lifestyle, and may bring about 
easier and more rewarding conditions. 


ei Negative transits 
The effects of these are similar to the 
negative indications described under 
the conjunction, but the individual 
may become more confused and 
unhappy about the situation. The 
house that Neptune is transiting may 
show which sphere of life is involved. 
If the transit is a square, for instance, 
and Neptune is transiting the seventh 
house, a typical result would be for 
one partner to be offered an exciting 
and perhaps glamorous opportunity 
but for the other partner not to want 
to cooperate (for instance, refusing to 
move so that a new job can be taken 
up). If the transit is an opposition, and 
Neptune is in the fourth house, 
parental disapproval or plain and 
simple emotional blackmail may be 
directed against the opportunity. In 
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both cases the individual should put 
up a fight, but may not see any definite 
results until the trend has eased. 


y NEPTUNE’S TRANSITS 
TO ITS OWN POSITION 


There are no Neptune Returns as we 
would have to be 168 years old in 
order to experience one! As Neptune’s 
influence is so subtle when it transits 
its own position (notably the square 
and trine trarisits) it is not as striking as 
that of Saturn at the time of the Saturn 
Return, or Uranus at its Half-return. 

The sextile transit of Neptune occurs 
when we are about 28, and may per- 
haps spark off thoughts which eventu- 
ally emerge as changes made at the 
time of the first Saturn Return. The 
square transit occurs quite near the 
tense Uranus Half-return, and may 
add confusion at that tricky time. 

The trine is subtly operative when 
we are about 56, perhaps encouraging 
a more philosophical attitude and 
planting the seeds of some pleasant 
daydreams about what we shall do half 
a decade later, when making plans for 
retirement and the next phase of life. 
There’s no harm in drifting a little at 
this time — after all, most of us are still 
working hard and striding purposefully 
up the ladder to our eventual goal, 
with the self-confidence that a great 
deal of experience brings. 

Parents of young teenagers may like 
to glance at the ephemeris when their 
children are about 14, for it is roughly 
at that age that Neptune will make a 
very weak semi-sextile transit to its 
own position. You may have a starry- 
eyed teenager on your hands — deeply 
in love for the first time, unable to 
concentrate on important studies, or 
full of passionate feelings for some 
remote rock star or sports personality. 

These are all generalizations, of 
course, but they are worth considering 
and assessing to discover more about 
the way the extremely subtle transits of 
Neptune to its own position affect 
your subjects.

_ is therefore a generation influence. We do not think it quite so 
potent in this respect as Neptune, but nevertheless there are some 
striking examples, as you will see from these interpretations. 

There is no one alive with Pluto in Aries or Taurus, and at the 

other end of the list of signs, the first children to be born with 
Pluto in Sagittarius will arrive during 1995, when the planet starts 
its slow journey through that sign. We can only conjecture how its 
influence will work from Sagittarius; time will tell. 


Personal influence 

If Pluto is personalized or Cancer a 
prominent sign, this placing will have a 
powerful effect on the individual’s 
intuition and emotional level. Both 
should flow well, and positive use will 
be made of these heightened levels. If 
Pluto is negatively aspected by the 
Sun, Moon, ruling planet or the 
Ascendant, there can be psychological 
blockage. If none of these apply, bear 
in mind that the individual’s emotional 
level is somewhat increased by this 
placing. If his or her chart shows busi- 
ness acumen, this placing will certainly 
increase it. Characteristic Cancerian 
tenacity will also be enhanced. If worry

Personal influence 

The powers of leadership common to 
Leo will be somewhat heightened, but 
only minutely if neither Pluto nor Leo 
are personal or prominent. If the Sun, 
Moon or Ascendant are in Leo there 
can be a power complex. Carefully 
consider the house position of Pluto, 
and be especially wary if the planet is 
at the top of the chart, for here we 
sometimes have a little — or big! — 
empire builder. How is the subject 
achieving his or her objectives? Is he or 
she becoming power-mad, or able to 
work extremely well for the good of 
others as well as him- or herself? 
Sometimes (again if Leo is prominent) 
the positive, fiery enthusiasm of Leo is 
darkened — and the “inner psychologi- 
cal Sun”, which is such a feature of this 
sign, does not shine as strongly. The 
placing adds business sense, though in 
a rather different wav from Cancer, 
since there is a greater adventurousness 
and less intuitive shrewdness.

Generation influence 

It is almost impossible to detach this 
influence from that of Uranus in 
Virgo, because that planet was in 
Virgo with Pluto between late 1961 
and Jate 1968, and together they 
formed the extremely potent Uranus/ 
Pluto conjunction. There was much 
student unrest and criticism of the val- 
ues and standards of the older genera- 
tion, so that Pluto’s upheaval and 
Uranus’ desire for sudden change 
emerged very strongly indeed. This 
generation has a very special power — 
to blast the world to bits or to rid it of 
much that is selfish and unjust. 
Thinking of the Virgoan obsession 
with detail and analytical inclinations, 
it is also interesting to discover that it 
was during the sixties that the first 
pocket calculator was created. 


Personal influence 

Decide whether the influence of Pluto 
is a source of obsessional tendencies in 
your subject. It may not be, bur if such 
traits are suggested in other areas of 
the chart, this placing will increase 
such an indication. Again, as with the 
generation influence, you must reassess 



















the influence of the Uranus/Pluto 
conjunction in this sign, and carefully 
consider its house placing. If the two 
planets are in conjunction or in the 
same sign, there will definitely be a 
sign influence. If they are negatively 
aspected the ability to talk freely about 
problems — generally to unburden - 
will be very limited, and the subject 
will tend to worry. Look to other areas 
of the chart to see how this can be 
tempered. The desire to see problems 
in a coherent perspective and to 
resolve them will be present when 
Pluto is activated by important transits, 
or indeed when it makes a transit to 
the Sun, Moon or Ascendant. (See 
The Transits of Pluto, pp.343-7.) 
Incidentally, if Pluto is personalized or 
aspected by the Sun, Moon or ruling 
planet, there may be a tendency to 
constipation, since Virgo rules the 
bowels. If your subject tends to be 
overcritical in a harsh incisive way, it 
may be due to the influence of Pluto. 
Look to other areas to find a counter 
to this undesirable tendency.

Generation influence 

During the seventies there was a great 
deal of sexual permissiveness. The Pill 
had brought freedom from unwanted 
pregnancy and given women the right 
to decide when to have children. 
Interestingly, those with Neptune in 
Libra, the “flower power” generation, 
were “doing their own thing”. The 
emergence of drugs and “opting out”, 
the rock festivals and escapism in gen- 
eral were attractive to their generation. 
The burning of draft cards was synony- 
mous with the War—Peace axis; as was 
the “balance” of Libra, with love and 
harmony on one scale and the horrors 
of Vietnam (Pluto) on the other. 


Personal influence 

In some ways Pluto puts some spice 
into Libra, but it does increase the 
Libran tendency to rock the boat, and 
especially to instigate quarrels in order 
to prove the partner’s affection or lack 
of it. This trait emerges powerfully 
when Libra is prominent or Pluto per- 
sonalized. If there is a Libra Sun or 


_ Moon there will be a particularly active 


and rewarding sex life, and the pure 
romanticism of Libra will be less evi- 
dent. If Pluto is negatively aspected — 
with the Sun and/or Moon in particu- 
lar — there can be sexual problems. 
Your subject may be able to talk them 
through, but if not you must recom- 
mend therapy. Jealousy and possessive- 
ness will also be a problem if Libra is 
prominent or Pluto personalized. 


Ti PLUTO IN SCORPIO 
(1983/84 - 1O9S le. 


Generation influence 

Those with Neptune in Scorpio (1956 
-1970/1) are making their presence 
felt in increasingly powerful positions. 
Why is black so popular in fashion 
design? Whence came the heavy punk- 
rock movement in the early eighties? 
Pluto’s entry into Scorpio has had its 
effect on those with Neptune in 
Scorpio. This is a powerful trend, but 
perhaps the most Scorpionic of all 
effects is in the appearance of AIDS — a 
sexually-transmitted disease; and 
Pluto’s influence is very much part of 
our sexuality. Remember that Pluto is 
at home in Scorpio, so its strength is 
increased. Hopefully, the situation will 
be controlled and Pluto’s influence, 
having brought the scourge to the sur- 
face, will be curative. Here, lessons are 
learned the hard way. The light on the 
horizon is from the influence of the 
other generation planet, Neptune, 
working from Capricorn. Uranus is 
also in that sign, and Saturn transitting 
Capricorn between 1988 and the end 
of 1990 is also curative. The develop- 
ments of the first half of the nineties 
will be most interesting and probably 
dramatic. We must not forget the 
financial implications of Pluto from its 
own sign. The desire to make more 
money and the ever-increasing implica- 
tions of the expansion of world mar- 
kets are very much part of this 
physically tiny but important planet. 


Personal influence 

This adds an intensity and sense of 
purpose, but if Pluto receives negative 
aspects from the Sun, Moon or ruling 
planet there may be psychological 
problems. These must be resolved if 
the individual is fully to develop 
potential and make positive use of 
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increased emotion and intuition. There 
will be a much stronger source of 
emotional and physical energy if 
Scorpio is the Sun, Moon or rising 
sign, and this must be channeled posi- 
tively. Make sure your subject’s parents 
are aware of this, since using it 
through competitive sport and in reac- 
tion to very demanding challenges is 
essential. The earlier parents start to 
encourage it in their offspring the bet- 
ter, otherwise they could possibly have 
a difficult, restless and unfulfilled child 
on their hands. If Pluto is conjunct the 
Midheaven and/or placed in the tenth 
house (see p.343 and p.342 respec- 
tively), the expression of power and 
identification with everything that is 
strong and powerful will be present. 


a PLUTO IN SAGITTARIUS 
(from 1995 until well into the 
twenty-first century) 





We can only speculate on the personal 
and generation influences of Pluto 
from this sign. In essence, the sign and 
planet are opposites; Sagittarius ts 
open, freedom-loving, independent, 
and couldn’t be less secretive while 
Pluto is very secretive, finding it diffi- 
cult to unburden, intense and posses- 
sively jealous. However, when Pluto’s 
influence causes purges, a great deal is 
brought into the open. Is it in this way 
that Pluto will act from Sagittarius? 
Hopefully so, provided of course that 
there are not such powerful reactions 
to situations that the disturbance and 
disruption they cause is a problem in 
itself. It seems hard to think of any 
Sagittarian influence causing revolu- 
tionary tendencies, so the chances are 
that reactions will be unged with wis- 
dom and the sage-like traits of 
Sagittarius/Jupiter. It is these qualities 
which we hope will add an interesting 
dimension to the children born while 
Pluto is in this sign. 


py PLUTO PROGRESSED 
ma TO A NEw SIGN 
It would be extraordinary to find this 
progression, since it is most unlikely. 
The influence of the new sign would 
only be noticeable if Pluto or Scorpio 
were personalized or prominent. 
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Pluto slices the i tisej 


he house in which Pluto falls is likely to be a 

source of difficulty. When the planet is acti- 
vated by progression or transit the subject can 
expect progress to be at best uneven, at worst 
totally blocked, until the trends causing the prob- 





icra are over. Sometimes the individual will overreact and the Pluto 
influence will act as a purge, clearing the decks. If Pluto is nega- 
tively aspected there is a possibility of the subject becoming obses- 
sional about the affairs of the Pluto house. 


l PLUTO 
IN THE FirsT HOUSE 





The nearer Pluto lies to the Ascending 
degree, the stronger its influence will 
be. If it is within eight to ten degrees, 
it will be very powerful indeed, and if 
the distance is eight degrees or less, 
Pluto will form a conjunction, the 
effects of which should be considered 
very carefully. 

Whichever sign Pluto occupies, and 
in most cases this will also be the 
Ascendant sign, the planet’s influence 
will darken the personality, adding an 
incisive and deep, emotionally intense 
quality. The individual will want to 
explore in depth anything he or she 
finds fascinating, and so there can be 
considerable potential for research. 

On a more psychological level, there 
can be obsessional tendencies and 
sometimes (especially if Pluto and the 
Ascendant are in Leo), a need to dom- 
inate others. The emotional level will 
be increased, even if Pluto is in the 
emotionally restrained sign of Virgo. 
A zest and inner strength will be added 
when Pluto is in Libra. The emotional 
energy will be passionate and often 
expressed sexually, although it can be 
positively directed towards achieving 
ambitious objectives. A marvelous 
sense of purpose is generally present, 
and must be expressed and fulfilled, 
otherwise an inner seething sense of 
dissatisfaction may afflict the subject. 

These energies will be blocked if 
Pluto is negatively aspected in the 
birth chart, causing deep-rooted psy- 
chological problems that can emerge 
as physical ailments. 


Channelling the energy 

Considerable potential is given in this 
placing, since it is so full of intense 
emotional energy. However, we cannot 
stress too strongly just how important 





it is for these qualities to be given a 
rewarding outlet. It may be that your 
subject was born when both Saturn 
and Pluto were in Leo — if so, study 
the influence of the Saturn/Pluto con- 
junction (see p.306). Parents whose 
young children have this placing must 
control and discipline them with great 
care and make sure that they are kept 
very busy in areas where they can 
express their powerful traits. Strenuous 
team games or water sports are excel- 
lent. Watch out for any inclinations 
towards cruelty. 


PLUTO 
IN THE SECOND HOUSE 


This placing usually denotes excellent 
business potential. If the chart as a 
whole veers in this direction, the 
chances are that your subject will be 
keen to work in business, perhaps 
starting from scratch and building up 
an individual “empire”, or will simply 
make a lot of money. Sometimes, how- 
ever, this tendency can get out of con- 
trol, with the individual becoming 
obsessed with making moncy. 

The powers of concentration are 
usually good when Pluto is in the sec- 
ond house, and may help to stabilize 
any individual who tends to have his or 
her head in the clouds. 


An acquisitive attitude 
Determination and the will to succeed 
are usually present, especially if other 
areas of the chart also indicate these 
qualities. A great deal of psychological 
satisfaction will be gained from collect- 
ing and owning possessions. This 
theme will emerge very strongly 
indeed if Cancer is a prominent sign in 
the birth chart, or if the Moon is 
placed in Taurus. Unfortunately this 
tendency can extend to the subject’s 


attitude towards his or her loved one - 
who may well be thought of simply as 
yct another possession. 

The emotional life will be intense 
and passionate. Indeed, Pluto’s influ- 
ence from this house often enhances 
the sensual expression, thereby making 
the individual a good lover. 


PLUTO 
IN THE THIRD HOUSE 


The need to communicate (third 
house) and the tendency to be secre- 
tive and silent (Pluto), is a contradic- 
tion in terms, yet the two qualities are 
combined in this placing. 

A powerful element of curiosity and 
a searching kind of mind are denoted 
by Pluto’s tenancy of the third house. 
Very little will be missed by the indi- 
vidual, despite the characteristic ten- 
dency to wear a blank facial expression, 
especially when in boring company, 
thereby giving the impression that he 
or she is totally cut off from the sur- 
roundings. In fact, everything that is 
happening and being said will be 
noted — almost nothing will have 
escaped the subject’s attention! 


A need for information 

If Gemini is prominent in the chart, or 
Pluto is in Virgo, this placing may be a 
splendid supporting factor for some- 
one who has inclinations towards 
investigative journalism or detective 
work. Parents with children who have 
Pluto in Scorpio in this house must 
always make a point of answering their 
every question very thoroughly 
indeed, since superficiality or a gloss- 
ing over of the facts will not be 
tolerated at any price! 


PLUTO 

IN THE FOURTH HOUSE 
If your subject has this placing, he or 
she is likely to have suffered from an 
above-average amount of frustration 
during childhood and adolescence. 
Perhaps he was not allowed to follow 
up interests which he found fascinat- 
ing, he was blocked in some way, or 
maybe he was unable - either through 
his parents’ stubbornness or a lack of 
funds — to attend whichever school 
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that would have been: most suitable. In 
fact, he may well have suffered consid 
erably trom the force of sheer power 
exerted by his parents. 

The intuition is increased by this 
placing, however, so it may be that the 
subject found his own way round any » 
such problems, employing consider- 
able tenacity and determination. If that 
is the case, he will have used his Pluto 
influence to its best advantage, perhaps 
learning difficult lessons the hard way. 


Long-term problems 
This is a difficult placing for Pluto - 
you will learn a great deal af yow.can 
encourage your subject to unburden 
his feelings, especially about his child- 
hood (was he ever in contact with an 
institution, perhaps due to the mis- 
demeanors of one of his parents?) If 
the childhood background was dis- 
turbed. and is snill a distressing topic 
for your subject; you should advise 
that he secks help through psychother- 
apy. However, you will findsthat very 
- often when Pluto'is involved the indi- 
vidual concerned is quite capable of 
practicing self-analysis — especially 
when the planet is in Virgo. — 


™ PLuTo 
|} IN THE FIFTH HOUSE 

If creativity is indicated in other areas 
of the chart, the individual will strive 
with considerable determination to 
exploit his or her potential in this field. 
Even if the odds are stacked against 
this, the subject’s strength of will and 
expenditure of emotional energy can 
often win through in the end. Asa 
result, there is considerable inner psy- 
chological fulfillment, even if, techni- 
cally speaking, what is produced is of a 
rather low standard. The areas on 
which the individual will concentrate 


will be determined by the influence of 


the prominent signs and the personal 
planets in her chart. 


The love life is also affected by this 
placing. It will probably be both 


intense and very nch, but sometimes 
the subject may expect too much of 
lovers, so that real satisfaction is not 
always achieved and the individual is 
_ forever seeking perfection. There will 


almost inevitably be an above-average 


number of love affairs but, for the 


¥ 


reasons already stated, ip may mot be 
easy for the individual to-be com: 
pletely logical in her attitude towards 
such emotonal relationships. 

A compulsive tendency to take risks 
may also be present. These pwaill often 
beemotonal, but can. sometiines be 
physically daring or conccrucd with 
financiabaffairs. 


PLuro 
IN THE SIXTH HOusE 


The subject with this placing may be-a 
great stickler for-routine and discipline; 
especially if Pluto is in Virgo. There 
will be-a tendeney to be rather hard on 
the self, however, and asaresult 
whichever tasks have to be tackled can 
become an. obsession, 

If these tendencies are controlled, 
nonetheless, and Pluto.can be made to 
Work in a positive way froni this house, 
this placing will enhance the individ- 
ual’s powers of concentration, The 
result may be that he or she will direct 
a grear.deal of energy toward concen- 
trated work, which-will prove.to be of 
considerable benefit. 


Health problems 

A negative effect on the health may be 
felt by those with this placing. If Pluto 
is negatively aspected there can be 
bowel problems (here we get Pluto’s 
characteristic constipating action in the 
literal sense!), and if the individual suf- 
fers from a lack of emotional fulfill- 
ment, he or she may tend to overeat 
for the sake of the comfort that the 
food gives, thereby putting on too 
much weight. 

As the children with Pluto in Scorpio 
placed in the sixth house reach their 
teenage years, their parents should 
look out for these tendencies. Any 
extreme is bad for all of us, but is even 
more so for those with Pluto tenanting 
the sixth house.

IN THE SEVENTH HOUSE 
Since this house emphasizes the polar- 
ity of the Ascendant, a great deal of its 
effect depends on the Pluto sign, the 
influence of which should be reread 
with considerable care (see pp.338-9).

[tis possible that the subject with this 
placing needs to be the dominant part- 
ner in an emotional relationship. As tar 
as business partnerships are concerned, 
here we have someone who will prob- 
ably be excellent at dealing with the 
business/moncey side of the company. 
In fact, this placing works well for such 
business relationships, but complicates 
life for emotional partnerships. 


Emotional extremes 

On a personal level, a great deal of 
emotion will certainly be expressed 
through the subject’s relationships. As 
a result, while there will be some mar- 
velous moments, there is an equal like- 
lihood of some pretty severe storms 
from time to time. The individual 
must be very careful indeed to pre- 
serve a balance within his or her part- 
nerships and not dominate them. In 
extreme cases, it is possible that she 
will, probably unconsciously, seek a 
weaker personality as a partner for that 
very reason, 

On the whole, if the birth chart 
shows compassion, real sympathy and 
a good understanding of others, then 
the emotional forces within the indi- 
vidual with this placing will be enough 
for both her and her partner, and 
things will work out very well. 
Nevertheless, the highs and lows of 
relationships can make for an uneasy 
path in this sphere of life. 


PLUTO 
IN THE EIGHTH HOUSE 





Pluto is at home here, since this is the 
Scorpio/Pluto house. The intuition ts 
increased by this placing, and the indi- 
vidual will be able to combine it with 
logic. There is often sympathy for mys- 
tical topics and, sometimes, psychic 
ability may be present. If your subject 
senses that he or she has such gifts, do 
encourage the seeking out of sound 
instruction so that they are developed 
in the right way - so much can go 
wrong when these areas are inexpertly 
tampered with. 

A shrewd business sense is another 
possibility of this placing, especially if 
Pluto is in Cancer or Virgo. This 
should also prove to be the case with 
those youngsters who have the planet 
in Scorpio. (When it is in Scorpio, and 
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also in this house, it will certainly be a 
powerful feature of the chart as a 
whole and must be treated as such.) 

The emotional level is increased 
here, but the feelings and sexual 
expression may not flow as easily or as 
positively as the subject would wish. 
Sexual problems can therefore occur as 
a result of this placing, and the individ- 
ual may need to seek help through 
professional counseling. 


PLUTO 
IN THE NINTH HOUSE 





This placing may give a compulsive 
desire to study and to accept mental 
challenge — sometimes beyond the 
individual’s scope. As a result, consid- 
erable strain and tension can build up. 
It is fair to warn your subject of this 
particular vulnerability. It may be that 
he or she has a need for perfection in 
every area that makes intellectual 
demands. For example, letters and 
articles will be written and rewritten 
many times and he may find it difficult 
to rest content with the results of 
labors of this kind. 2 

Such a striving for perfection can 
sometimes mean that the subject 
becomes discontented and frustrated 
by his or her chosen course of study 
while taking further education. As a 
result, that course can be terminated — 
often with disgust. If your subject has 
reached this critical point, you should 
do everything you can to dissuade him 
against such drastic action, since he 
may be demonstrating the Pluto ten- 
dency of throwing the baby out with 
the bathwater. Making a clean sweep is 
no bad thing,. but it can be taken to 
extremes! You may receive some inter- 
esting replies should you question your 
subject about events he experienced 
while traveling abroad. There may well 
be a fund of unusual, or perhaps 
slightly weird, stories to tell! 


PLUTO 
IN THE TENTH HOUSE 
Pluto will assume considerable impor- 
tance in this house, especially if it con- 
juncts the Midheaven. The individual 
will need to be very much emotionally 
involved in the career or, if no career is 


followed, it is important that he or she 
has a particular goal or compelling 
objective for which to aim. 

A power complex is all too often 
indicated by this placing, unfortu- 
nately, especially if Pluto is in Leo. If it 
falls in Virgo, it may well be in con- 
junction with Uranus — if so, study the 
interpretation of that aspect with care 
(see pp.319-20). Nevertheless, the will 
to succecd is very strong, but some- 
times it can be expressed ruthlessly (for 
instance, if Pluto is negatively aspected 
by personal planets). Perhaps your sub- 
ject is an empire builder, or simply has 
a great deal of emotional energy to 
exploit: 


A need for constructive action 
Every encouragement to expend such 
energy positively should be given, 
since there is considerable potential to 
be used here, and it must be expressed 
to the full. Otherwise, as'1s. so com- 
mon with a Pluto/Scorpio influence, it 
can easily turn sour, and that will be 
when life becomes complicated and 
troubled for the individual and his, or 
her immediate circle. 


PLUTO 
IN THE ELEVENTH HOUSE 


Pluto is not very powerfully placed in 
the eleventh house, but it does tend to 
encourage the individual to become _ 
too concerned, and perhaps somewhat 
obsessional, over the attitude of friends 
and acquaintances. If some small 
action displeases the subject, he or she 
is likely to overreact, thus provoking 
quarrels and upsets. 


Outside influences 
Other people’s attitudes to the individ- 
ual’s actions will also be important. 
“What will they think if Ido that?” 
may be a frequently uttered phrase — 
especially in the not-so-young, who 
might chide their children with similar 
statements calculated to stop them 
doing anything that may upset others. 
Sometimes the objectives of a group or 
socicty to which the subject belongs 
will assume too great an importance — 
to the detriment of partner and family. 
If these powerful traits can be 
directed towards philanthropic ends 
much good can be done. However, it 


is up to the individual concerned to 
keep such feelings in perspective, and 
not allow them to take over her life or 
behavior in any way. 


PLUTO 
IN THE TWELFTH HOUSE 





When Pluto is placed in the twelfth 
house it will have a powerful effect on 
the unconscious. There will be a con- 
siderable tendency to be secretive and 
sometimes even reclusive. It can also 
be very difficult for the individual to 
talk freely about his or her problems, 
which may be rooted in an inability to 
express the characteristically powerful 
emouons easily and pasitively. An air 
of mystery will surround your subject, 
and if she is at all canny she will use it 
to great advantage! 

Nevertheless, this placing isa 
difficult one, especially if Pluto receives 
negative aspects from the Sun or 
Moon, or is in conjunction with the 
Ascendant from this house (sec : 
p.343). To delve and analyze will be 
second nature to the subject, so that 
her investigatory powers will be 
heightened in much the same way as 
they are when Pluto occupies the 
eighth house. Unfortunately, this plac- 
ing will give a more powerful tendency 
to turn these inclinations on the self. 
Sometimes, if there is a problem, it can 
be all too easy for the subject to mull it 
over so often that it becomes a kind of 
mazelike vicious circle in her mind, 
trom which it is hard to escape. She 
must also be warned against falling 
into the habit of taking any sort of 
drugs when under stress, since tran- 
quilizers may be deemed attractive. 


pi PLUTO PROGRESSED . 
TO A NEw HOUSE 


This is a most unlikely progression 
because of Pluto’s very slow motion. 
However, if by chance you should dis- 
cover that the planet is moving from 
one house to the next, the house it 1s 
entcring may well assume considerably 
increased importance in your subject's 
life. He or she must not become too 
overwhelmed by what is happening, 
and should try to maintain a logical 
sense of perspective. 
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B ecause Pluto (at the time of writing — see 
p.21) is the most distant planet in the Solar 
System, here we deal only with its aspects to the 
Ascendant and Midheaven where, as will be seen, 
its influence is very powerful indeed. But be careful 


— an error of a very few minutes in the birth time will either 
weaken or strengthen the influence of this planet.

We PLUTO’S ASPECTS 


TO THE ASCENDANT 
Conjunction 


From the first house: Reread Pluto in 
the first house (see p.340). Pluto may 
have a striking effect on the appcear- 
ance; the looks will be darkened and 
given an intense expression. The eves 
may also have a piercing, powerful 
gaze; the subject will need to get at 
the root of every problem. The emo- 
tional force is strong and needs posi- 
tive expression, and there must always 
be total involvement in projects. The 
emotional and physical energy must 
not be burned, but actually consumed. 


From the twelfth house: Pluto may 
also darken the looks here. The indi- 
vidual may be very secretive with 


smoldering intensity, so that his or her 
energies may stagnate. This is most 
likely if Pluto is negatively aspected by 
the Sun, Moon or ruling planet. 
Sometimes much satisfaction can be 
derived from research and working 
alone — in hbraries or with complicated 
computer programs, for instance. 


Note: In either case encourage your 
subject to use up energy in sport or 
another demanding physical activity. 


Positive aspects 

These will help the individual to come 
to terms with important changes. 
Sometimes there is a tendency to be 
overenthusiastic about what he or she 
may call “moving on”, caused by a 
deep-rooted, psychological urge for 
making a clean sweep. Even so, you 
may have to warn against throwing out 
the baby with the bathwater. If there 
are psychological problems, the subject 
should not be reluctant to solve them. 


ma Negative aspects 

Pluto’s house position will show where 
the individual may experience frustra- 
tion and the inability to move forward. 
This is most likely during transits to 
Pluto or other heavy influences. If the 
opposition falls from the sixth house, 
there could be bowel complaints or 
problems with the genitals. Likewise, 
there can be problems with partner- 
ships for Pluto in the seventh, and so 
on. The urge to make drastic changes 
can also get out of perspective, with 
the subject going overboard. In gen- 
eral, these aspects will block progress 
whenever they are activated. 


PLUTO’s ASPECTS 
B® TO THE MIDHEAVEN 





Conjunction 

A power complex is likely, and the 
individual will almost certainly identify 
with the stronger characteristics of the 
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Midheaven sign. He or she has poten- 
tial and may be successfully attracted 
to any Plutonian career. In fact, emo- 
tional involvement with the career or 
objectives in life is essential. Drastic 
changes may be made during the 
working lite — throwing away lots of 
experience in one field so as to turn to 
something different and begin again. 


Positive aspects 

Just like the positive aspects to the 
Ascendant (see left), these help when 
the subject faces enforced changes. 
When Pluto aspects the Ascendant, the 
need for change will be psychologically 
motivated, but when Pluto aspects the 
Midheaven, the changes are likely to 
occur through circumstance. Even so, 
the subject will be able to cope. 


ao Negative aspects 

Circumstances may provoke difficulties 
and upheavals from time to time. How 
well the subject copes will depend on 
the chart as a whole. A practical, ten- 
acious person will manage, while one 
who is less energetic or confident may 
crumble. It is up to you to discover 
where positive inner strength lies (the 
Moon’s position?) and help your sub- 
ject build up confidence at this time. 


THE TRANSITS 
OF PLUTO all 
Because Pluto has such an eccentric 
orbit, its transits to the natal positions 
of planets are often experienced three 
times. Gencrally speaking, Pluto will 
stay in one degree for about a month 
when moving forward, but when its 
motion becomes hesitant, it can sit in 
one degree for fourteen weeks or more 
at a time. Pluto’s astrological influence 
is fairly easy to ame when working 
from its precise astronomical position, 
The trends do not seem to fade in and 
out over any longer a period than is 
suggested from its astronomical posi- 
tion, as is the case with Saturn or 
Neptune. In fact, Pluto’s influence 
scems to “click” on and off clearly; life 
is eventful or grinds to a halt. In most 
cases it is usually only one sphere of 
life or a specific project that is affected 
when Pluto is working negatively, so 
you can advise your subject to devote 
extra time and energy to other areas — 
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working hard against Pluto is almost 
always fruitless. But often it urges us to 
make a clean sweep in one area or have 
a purge in another. This can work very 
well, but as Pluto heightens emotional 
energy, we can easily view problems 
out of perspective, making overdrastic 
decisions which we may live to regret. 
If there is a run of Pluto transits 
(especially three identical ones to the 
same planet), there may be consider- 
able respite whenever they are not 
operative. So, the impact of the prob- 
lem or project will be felt during the 
first period, emphasized during the 
second, and greatly heightened during 
the third. Only when the influence has 
passed can we reach a resolution, and 
it is then, if possible, that final deci- 
sions should be made. During the lulls 
we may be held up by a third party - 
or perhaps our concern evaporates. If 
the influence is very strong or the 
problem dominates our lives, we may 
find ourselves in some sort of limbo. 


Note: Until 1995 all the conjunction 
transits of Pluto will be operative only 
on planets in Scorpio in the birth 
chart, or on a Scorpio Ascendant or 
Midheaven. After 1995 the planet will 
ease into Sagittarius. For many years 
afterward the conjunction transit will 
only be operative for natal planets, the 
Ascendant or Midheaven in this sign. 


‘e) PLUTO’S TRANSITS 
TO THE SUN 


Conjunction 

This is very important for Sun sign 
Scorpios, probably indicating a key 
period of change and when psycholog- 
ical problems will be exposed and 
resolved. If the individual is facing dif- 
ficulties that cramp his or her lifestyle 
or impede fulfillment, psychotherapy 
may help considerably. A clean sweep 
is often made, so the subject can move 
forward in a new and more rewarding 
way, perhaps becoming immersed in a 
long-standing interest; this will be 
most fulfilling. New developments may 
also begin under this transit. 


Positive transits 

These are similar to the conjunction, 
but there will be less blockage and the 
way ahead should be clear even while 


the transit is operative. Those prone to 
worry (Sun signs Cancer, Virgo or 
Pisces) may feel confused or apprehen- 
sive, but if the emotional energy flows 
well and the urge is to move forward 
psychologically, or to develop poten- 
tial, then much good will result. There 
may be powerful financial overtones, 
especially for Sun sign Capricorns. 


— | Negative transits 

The “constipating” effeet of Pluto is 
probably strongest here. These transits 
will cause frustration and block plans, 
so that progress may be halted. The 
personal life may be involved in some 
way and sometimes the individual is 
unable to express his or her true feel- 
ings. If your subject has a psychologi- 
cal problem it could be pronounced 

at this time. Resistance to therapy ts 
common, but this attitude may change 
once the transit is over. 


»)) PLUTO’S TRANSITS 
TO THE MOON 


Conjunction 

A Scorpio Moon always increases emo- 
tional intensity and energy, and espe- 
cially when conjuncted by Pluto, so 
the subject will be spurred into making 
sweeping changes and fresh starts. 
These will be worthwhile, but out- 
bursts of temper or overreactions to 
trivial situations must be avoided. It 
may always be hard for those with this 
placing to keep cool and control jeal- 
ousy, but it will be worse at this time. 


Positive transits 

There will be the same desire for new 
beginnings following changes as there 
is for the conjunction, and this basic 
need will again be emouonally moti- 
vated. The intuition is heightened, so 
the individual should not make any 
mistakes, but you may have to encour- 
age him or her not to overreact to 
situations which occur as a result of his 
or her own actions. The changes will 
be refreshing and worthwhile; indeed, 
these transits can be used to clear away 
clutter, physically or emotionally. 


8 Negative transits 

Emotional stress is likely, sometimes as 
the result of long-term psychological 
problems, which may relate to the 


subject’s childhood and perhaps nega- 
tively affect his or her sex life. 
Sometimes jealousy will gain the upper 
hand. If so, decide whether the reac- 
tion is justified or due to an overactive 
imagination. Action may be neither 
desired nor possible. If anger is justi- 
fied, its release is no bad thing — but it 
is more likely to be bottled up, which 
may do psychological harm. The natal 
Moon’s aspects should show how easy 
it is to release the true feelings, which 
is what is most needed at this ume. 


PLUTO’S TRANSITS 


TO MERCURY 


Conjunction 

Here, the deep-thinking and detective- 
like mind of a Scorpio Mercury will be 
even more pronounced. Ensure that 
your subject uses this trend positively, 
through involvement in a research pro- 
ject that calls upon such skills. If not, 
the more psychological implicauons 
may inhibit good communication, and 
as a result there may be breakdowns in 
intellectual rapport between partners, 
for instance. 

When Pluto conjuncts a Sagittarian 
Mercury the individual may become 
unusually secretive, or perhaps 
involved in work about which it will be 
inappropriate to speak freely. 


Positive transits 

The individual is likely to air problems 
— sometimes rather overdramatically. 
The urge to speak out and to do so 
freely will be underlined, and should 
be encouraged no matter what sphere 
of life or views are involved. As a result 
of such openness the world may learn 
that your subject has changed his or 
her opinions or at least thinks differ- 
ently now about some topics.

Circumstances may provoke frustrating 


difficulties over which the individual is 
powerless. It may seem to you easy for 
the subject to solve them, but for 
many reasons he or she will be unable 
to do so. Is this basically due to fear or 
lack of self-confidence, or would the 
consequences of action, real or imag- 
ined, be so dire that it would be best 
for him or her to keep quiet? Appeal to 
your subject’s logic in such cases. It

TO Mars 
Conjunction 
Mars in Scorpio is a strong feature of 
any chart, and when transiting Pluto 
conjuncts it the individual will have a 
strong desire to take some important 
and compulsive action, so that sweep- 
ing changes are made. These usually 
work out well, but Martian premature 
action must be avoided. As Pluto and 
Scorpio are involved the hasty side of 
Mars is usually repressed, and the sub- 
ject may have carried out much serious 
thought and behind-the-scenes 
research before announcing plans, but 
warnings must still be given. The rest 
of the chart should show whether the 
subject is impulsive, thoughtful or log- 
ical; study the Sun, Moon and 
Ascendant signs. The emotional 
intensity of this transit is considerable. 


Positive transits 

Increased determination and the will 
to succeed are likely.

PLUTO’S TRANSITS 
TO NEPTUNE 


Conjunction 

Since the turn of the century, Neptune 
has moved from Gemini to Capricorn, 
where it will remain until 1998. Pluto 
is in Scorpio until 1995, when it 
moves into Sagittarius, so it will only 
make the conjunction transit to 
Neptune for those who have Neptune 
in Scorpio (until 1995) and for those 
who have Neptune in Sagittarius (after 
1995). There is often some kind of 
awakening when Pluto contacts 
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Neptune, for here the searching, inci- 
sive qualities of Pluto relate to the spir- 
itual, dreamy inspiration of Neptune. 
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‘aioe occur for those with Neptune i in 
Virgo and later Libra, or for children 
with Neptune in Capricorn. There is 
usually a critical element in those with 
Neptune in Virgo — it will be to the 
fore when Pluto makes this transit; 
again there may be a rethinking of 
spiritual or perhaps esoteric subjects, 
or confusion over such matters. Unless 
Pluto or Neptune are personalized the 
influence does not seem to be very 
powerful. As for the children (born 
after 1984/5) here is an area for 
research; look for any underhanded- 
ness, Which may be motivated for the 
most altruistic reasons, but will need 
firm correction. There could be mood- 
iness or a lack of attention at school 
because the child has become too fas- 
cinated by monsters — whether in pre- 
history or science fiction! Certainly the 
imagination will be stirred — make sure 
it is expressed positively. 
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= Negative transits 

The square will affect those with 
Neptune in Leo and, later, Virgo. 
Sometimes one sphere of life i is thrown 
into disarray, with the individual expe- 
riencing a difficult and very confusing 
period. There may be a desire to make 
changes, but of which sort? That could 
be quite a problem. The influence is 
tricky to interpret, and it is possible 
that it may be strengthened by others 
operative at the time. 

Sometimes there are additional bur- 
dens and frustrations, with a great deal 
of time and energy sacrificed in help- 
ing others. This influence can have a 
negative effect on the system, with the 
individual becoming particularly sus- 
ceptible to food poisoning, so 
encourage keeping the diet simple.

Note: Because Pluto moves so slowly, 
you may find the timing of the transits 
to the Ascendant or Midheaven inac- 
curate. This will not be due to your 
inexperience, but because the birth 
time is inaccurate; four minutes’ inac- 
curacy will mean a difference of one 
degree in the position of the 
Ascendant or Midheaven. This will 
throw out the timing of Pluto’s influ- 
ence by several weeks. Needless to say, 
the less accurate the birth time, the 
greater the margin of error.

Here is a crucial transit for those with 
Scorpio rising. The individual may 
implement important changes, often 
to the lifestyle and sometimes in a per- 
sonal relationship.

The individual will have some kind of 
clearing-out, making changes and fresh 
starts. These might be quite simple —a 
redecorating plan, perhaps. The begin- 
nings of new interests, changes in 
financial arrangements, can also occur. 
If there are psychological problems, 
this is a good time for starting therapy. 


bal Negative transits 

These often cause strain and block 
progress. The subject may feel that 
every avenuc is obstructed. Patience is 
needed, for as the transit eases the 
chances are that the way ahead will be 
cleared— perhaps very suddenly.

Conjunction 
An upheaval in the career or objectives 
is almost certain. Sometimes the sub- 
ject has the chance of a lifetime which 
can’t be missed but causes heart- 
searching before being accepted. If 
firing seems likely, the subject’s com- 
pany is to be taken over, or you can see 
a similar danger, you should warn that 
this transit can often bring about such 
a drastic situation, and encourage your 
subject to start looking for a new job. 
Life is likely to become eventful, and 
there may be a considerable shakeup, 
although not usually as a result of a 
personal relationship. Sometimes the 
outcome can be staggeringly reward- 
ing, with considerable financial gain, 
but a high price may have to be paid, 
perhaps due to temporary parting 
from a loved one. 


Positive transits 

New developments are likely to occur, 
and as a result changes may be made 
and new beginnings instigated. These 
will be due to external forces. Such 
developments should work out well, 
but will not be without an clement of 
strain, disruption or upheaval. 


=| Negative transits 

There may be quite a lot of stress and 
tension as a result of upheaval in the 
career but it may pass without the 
individual having to make any impor- 
tant changes — especially if indications 
of change do not show up elsewhere in 
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the progressed chart or through the 
intervention of other transits. Storms 
will have to be weathered, but they 
will stop quite suddenly as Pluto 
moves out of the way.

We do not experience a Pluto Return 
(we would have to be 246 years old to 
do so) but there are times when Pluto 
makes a transit to Its own position. 


Ed The sextile 

This occurs when Pluto has moved on 
two signs from its natal position. It is 
hard to say how old we will be when 
we experience it because of Pluto’s 
erratic Orbit. Those with Pluto in 
Virgo and Libra will be having, or have 
had, this transit. Think of it as sup- 
porting other trends operative at the 
time. If these indicative changes and 
new developments, Pluto will encour- 
age and support them. If they do not 
show up, then the more psychological 
influence of Pluto may be working, 
with the individual undergoing some 
form of self-analysis and making 
important conclusions about his or her 
objectives and long-term plans. Those 
with Pluto in Cancer will be having, or 
have had, the trine transit. The above 
interpretation applies, perhaps with 
more rewarding results. 


The square 

While Pluto is in Scorpio it will make a 
square transit to those with the planet 
in Leo in their birth charts, and when 
it moves into Sagittarius it will make a 
square transit to those who have it in 
Virgo. There is often stress and some- 
times a blockage of progress. Much 
rethinking and inner searching may go 
on but, as with the positive transits, 
the way ahead is usually clear once the 
indication has eased. What appear to 
be enforced changes may occur, but 
probably any enforcing is really being 
motivated by the individual, who may 
be using circumstance as protection 
from having to take bold action: “I 
must stay here because...” But that 
won’t be the case! Sometimes realiza- 
tion dawns after the Pluto intluence — 
but it depends on the inner strength 
and determination of the subject. 
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Note: In the following ephemeris, because the decimal points are always 
rounded up or down (i.e. 12.84 is rounded down to 12.8, and 12.89 up to 
12.9), in theory a planet could appear at 0.00 of a sign when it is still in the 

previous one. In such cases, the planet is always shown as at 30.00 of the sign it 
actually occupies (i.e. a planet on 29.96 of Taurus will be shown as at 30.00 
Taurus rather than at 0.00 Gemini). 

The date on which a planet changes degrees is always shown, but because of 
the rounding up or down of the demimal points, the figure given for that date 
may not indicate the change. Remember that it is a/ways to be assumed that a 

change of degree has taken place if a date is given for such a change.

The large tables show basic sidereal 


times to which, in order to find the 
true ST for any given birth time, we 
must add a period of time shown in 
the smaller year correction table. That 
smaller table also shows to which of 
the larger tables we must refer. 

For example, for a birth on 4 July 
1981 we discover that 1981 is in the 
column marked Table 2 and that the 
amount to be added is 1 minute 51 
seconds.Looking at Table 2, the 
second of the large sidereal time tables, 
we find that the sidereal time for 4 July 
1981 is 18.45.50. Add 1.51 to this 
and we arrive at 18.47.41, which is 
the correct sidereal time for midnight 
on that date.

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Glossary 


Terms tn italics are defined elsewhere in 
the glossary. 


Affliction A planet is attlicted when 
it is unfavourably aspected. 

Air signs See ¢riplicities. 

Almanac A book containing astro- 
logical and astronomical data, and 


usually predictions and analyses of 
people or politics. 


Angle The word refers to the four 
angles of a chart which form a cross 
within it: the points being the Ascez- 
dant, Descendant, Midheaven and 
Imum Coell, 


Apparent motion The Sun does not 
rise above the horizon: the Earth turns 
so that it appears to do so. Similarly, 
the Sun does not really travel through 
the signs, but it stands still; it is the 
Earth as it travels round the Sun that 
causes the phenomenon. The Sun’s 
motion is apparent, not real. 


Arc Any part of a circle, measured 
around its circumference. 


Ascendant The degree of the zodiac 
rising over the eastern horizon at the 
moment of birth. Each degree takes 
some four minutes to rise. 


Ascension, long and short Because 
the ecliptic and the equator are not 
parallel, some signs rise more quickly 
than others. Those that rise slowly 
(Capricorn, Aquarius, Pisces, Anes, 
Taurus and Gemini) are known as 
signs of short ascension, the others as 
signs of long ascension. (In southern 
latitudes these are reversed.) 


Aspects One planet is in aspect to 
another when there is a specific num- 
ber of degrees between them, meas- 
ured around the circumference of the 
birth chart. When they are 90° apart, 
for instance, they are said to be in 
square aspect. Other aspects include 
the trine (120°), the sextile (60°), the 
opposition (180°), the semi-square 
(45°), the sesquare or sesquiquadrate, 
(135°), the semi-sextile (30°), the 
quincunx (150°). Planets are in con- 
junction when they occupy the same, 
or almost the same, degrec. 


Astrology The study of the influence 
on life on Earth of the other bodies in 
the solar system. 


Astrological twins (time twins) 

Two people who share strong astro- 
logical factors, having been born at the 
same time, and in the same place. 


Astronomy The science of measuring 
the movements of planets and stars, 
and investigating their physical nature. 


Benefic An archaic expression mean- 
ing “favourable”: ancient astrologers 
would have said, for instance, that 
Jupiter was the “greater benefic” and 
Venus the “lesser benefic”. The word 
“mialefic” was used to describe “unfa- 
vourable” planets. 


Birth chart A diagram showing the 
precise position of all the planets at the 
time of birth. The mother of the new 
child, looking up at the sky at such a 
moment, could use the birth chart as a 
map to show where each planet is — 
apart, of course, from those below the 
horizon, which are also shown. The 
traditional word for the birth chart is 
the horoscope. 


Birth time The precise time of birth, 
accurate to the minute. 


Cardinal signs See quadruplicities. 


Combust A planet is said to be 
“combust” when it is very near the 
Sun in the birth chart: the ancient 
theory was that the planet then lost 
some of its force. 


Conception There have been 
attempts to draw up b1rth charts for 
the moment of conception. It is in the 
first few hours after conception that, 
medically, many physical characteristics 
are formed, and so it may be at that 
time that a physical astrological influ- 
ence will be at work. However, it 1s 
impossible except under microscopic 
medical scrutiny to discover the precise 
time of conception — which is often 
considerably after coitus. Conception 
charts are, therefore, impracticable. 


Constellations Those clusters of stars 
which inhabit the universe, 12 of 
which have become important in 


astrology as marking the 12 segments 
of the sky which form the zodiac. 


Cusp The cusp of an astrological sign 
or house is the line dividing it from its 
neighbour. The cusp of the first house 
is marked by the Ascendant, the others 
follow around the circle of the birth 
chart, reading anti-clockwise. Similarly, 
the cusp of Aries is marked by the first 
degree of that sign. 


Decan/Decanate Each sign is a 30° 
segment of the zodiacal circle, and is 

itself divided into three decans which 
measure 10° each. 


Declination The distance of a planet 
north or south of the celestial equator. 


Descendant The opposite point of 
the birth chart to the Ascendant —- and 
the cusp of the seventh house. 


Earth signs See triplicities. 


Ecliptic The imaginary or apparent 
motion of the Sun around the Earth. 


Elements See triplicities. 


Elevation The planet nearest the 
Midheaven is said to be elevated; 
astronomically, the elevation marks the 
distance of a planet above the horizon 
— its altitude. 


Ephemeris An ephemeris shows the 
precise daily position of the Sun and 
planets. Annual ephemerides are pub- 
lished; some books include listings for 
every day of a half-century. 
Ephemenides are now available on 
computers. No astrologer can work 
without them. 


Equator The imaginary line drawn 
around the Earth, dividing it into 
northern and southern hemispheres. 
When this line is extended into space, 
it is called the celestial equator. 


Esoteric astrology The study of the 
secret, symbolic meaning of planets 
and signs. 


Feminine signs Traditionally, 

Taurus, Cancer, Virgo, Scorpio, Capri- 
corn and Pisces are known as feminine 
signs; the other signs being masculine. 





Similarly, feminine signs are referred 
to as negative, and the masculine 
signs as positive. 

Fire signs See triplicities. 

Fixed stars A very few astrologers 
consider fixed stars a part of the 


system; most however do not. 
See also stars. 


Forecast Some astrologers use the 
word “forecast” to define their sugges- 
tions about coming trends in clients’ 
lives. The definition is accurate: events 
are not predicted, possibilities are 
forecast — as in weather forecasting. 


Free will Free will remains para- 
mount to astrologers, as it does to 
most other people. Those people who 
claim that the astrological theory 
contests the doctrine of free will are 
ignorant of the present state of the 
science and its modern practitioners. 


Geocentric The convention that the 
Earth, rather than the Sun, is at the 
centre of the solar system. This is a 
convenience only: no astrologer 
believes it to be true, but it is necessary 
to the astrological theory — just as, for 
a baby born on Mars, a birth chart 
would have to show that planet as the 
centre of the system. The true picture 
of the solar system, with the Sun at the 
centre, is heliocentric. 


Grand trine A triangle formed in a 
birth chart by three planets set at 120° 
from each other. 


Great Year The Earth’s motion 
involves a slow “wobble” which results 
in its pole moving backwards through 
the zodiac, passing from one sign to 
another every 2,500 years or so. These 
periods are known as the Great Ages 
or, more precisely, the Great Months. 
The period during which the pole 
makes a complete circle is known as 
the Great Year. 


Heliocentric See Geocentric. 


Horary astrology The proposition 
that an astrologer can suggest an 
answer to a question by drawing up a 
chart for the moment when the 
question 1s put. 


Horoscope See lirth chart. 


Houses The lirth chart is divided 
into 12 houses (although these do not 
correspond to the segments of the 
chart occupied by the zodiac signs). 
See house division. 


House division There are various 
different ways of dividing the chart 
into 12 houses. In this book we use the 
Equal House system. Other systems 
include Placidus, Regiomontanus, 
Campanus, Porphyry and Morinus. 


IC/Imum Coeli The meridian 
point opposite the MC. 


Inferior planets Mercury and Venus 
— the planets placed between the Earth 
and the Sun — are known as inferior. 
Those planets further from the Sun 
than Earth: i.e., Mars, Jupiter, Saturn, 
Uranus, Neptune and Pluto, are - 
referred to as superior. 


Lights, the The traditional term for 
the Sun and Moon. 


Malefic See benefic. 
Masculine signs See feminine signs. 


Medical astrology There is an 
almost ageless association between 
astrology and medicine, based on the 
study of natal and progressed charts 
and what they reveal about the phy- 
sique of the subject, and the treatment 
of possible illnesses. 


MC/ Medium Coeli The meridian 
of the birth place.See also7C. 


Meridian The meridian at Greenwich 
— the point from which time and space 
is measured — divides longitude into 
east and west; the meridian of the 
place of birth is used more personally 
by the astrologer. 


Midheaven See MC. 


Midpoint As the term suggests, the 
midpoint between two planets or 
angles, sometimes house cusps. 


Mundane astrology The area of 
astrology which is concerned with 
politics and world events. 
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Mutable signs See quadruplicities. 


Mutual reception Planets are in 
mutual reception when each is in the 
sign ruled by the other. 


Negative signs See feminine signs. 


Nodes The north and south nodes of 
the Moon are those points on the 
ecliptic where the Moon crosses it 
going either north or south. 


Opposition See aspects. 


Orb Astrologers allow an “orb” of 
influence for a planetary aspect — 
depending on the nature of the aspect. 
An aspect is considered, even if it is 
not exact to the precise degree. 


Planets For convenience, astrologers 
call the Sun and Moon planets, though 
of course the Sun is a star (the only 
star used in astrology) and the Moon 
merely Earth’s satellite. The other 
planets are Mercury, Venus, Mars, 
Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus, Neptune and 
Pluto. It is increasingly supposed by 
astronomers that another planet exists, 
beyond the orbit of Pluto. 


Polarity Opposite or polar signs 
affect each other: each sign has a 
relationship with its partner across the 
zodiac: Aries/Libra, Taurus/Scorpio, 
Gemini/Sagittarius, Cancer/Capri- 
corn, Leo/Aquanius, Virgo/Pisces. 
The term polarity expresses this fact. 


Positive signs See feminine signs. 


Precession of the Equinoxes The 
phenomenon concerns the shift which 
has resulted in the zodzac signs no 
longer occupying precisely the position 
vis-a-vis Earth that they occupied 
several thousand years ago. But 
astrologers use the constellations’ 
names to denote areas of the ecliptic 
rather than the constellations them- 
selves; the astrological theory is not (as 
astronomers tend to argue) devalued 
by the phenomenon. 


Prediction Though the public in 
particular speaks of astrologers as 
“predicting”, it cannot too often be 
emphasized that astrology cannot be 
relied upon to predict specific events. 
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Progressed horoscope The natal 
birth chart can, by various means (but 
usually by a system known as “a day 
for a year”) be “progressed” to repre- 
sent future periods. A horoscope 
drawn up for a future date is known as 
“progressed”, and rather than “predic- 
tions” made from it, an astrologer will 
refer to “progressions”. 


Quadruplicities, the The zodiac 
signs have over millennia been divided 
into three groups of four — known as 
the quadruplicities: cardinal, fixed and 
mutable. The cardinal signs are Aries, 
Cancer, Libra and Capricorn; the fixed 
signs Taurus, Leo, Scorpio and Aquar- 
ius; and the mutable signs Gemini, 
Virgo, Sagittarius and Pisces. The signs 
in a particular group are said to share 
certain qualities. 


Radix The basic b17+th chart, from 
which all astrological work begins. 


Rectification An attempt to correct 
a perhaps uncertain birth time by 
studying the subject’s characteristics 
and the events in his or her life. 


Retrograde A planet sometimes 
looks, when seen from the Earth, as 
though it is travelling backwards 
through the zodzac. It is then said to 
be retrograde. 


Rulership Different signs are “ruled” 
by different planets, and their influ- 
ences can be affected by this fact. 
Recently discovered planets have been 
attributed to signs, displacing tradi- 
tional sign rulers. There has been 
much discussion of sign rulerships, and 
some astrologers pay little attention to 
the theory. In another sense, countries 
and cities are said to be ruled by 
certain signs — England by Aries, 
North America by Gemini, and so on. 


Sidereal time Time reckoned by the 
stars rather than by the Sun. 


Signs See Sun sign astrology. 


Solar chart An astrological chart 
drawn up with the Sun on the first 
house cusp — usually set up for a subject 
with an unknown Jirth time; also used 
by journalist astrologers writing Su 
sign columns. 


Southern latitudes The astrological 
theory is of course the same for people 
born in southern latitudes as in north- 
ern; the adjustment is easily made. 


Stars, the For some inexplicable 
reason, popular journalists have come 
to believe that the stars have some- 
thing to do with astrology, and con- 
tinually write about what “the stars” 
say about their readers. A tiny minority 
of astrologers use the fixed stars which 
fall within the zodtac; for the majority, 
the stars quite simply have nothing to 
do with interpretation. 


Stellium A group of planets gathered 
in one area of the zodiac: sometimes, a 
multiple conjunction. 


Sun-sign astrology In newspaper 
Sun-sign columns, journalists make 
predictions for the day, month or year 
ahead on the basis of solar charts set up 
for those with specific Sun signs. 


Superior planets See inferior planets. 


Transit A planet’s movement 
through a sign or house. 


Triplicity Signs have over the millen- 
nia been assigned to the four elements: 
so fire signs are Aries, Leo and Sagitta- 
rius; earth signs are Taurus, Virgo and 
Capricorn; air signs are Gemini, Libra 

and Aquarius; and water signs Cancer, 
Scorpio and Pisces. 


Zenith The point of the sky immedi- 
ately overhead. 


Zodiac The great circle made by the 
Sun as it seems to revolve around the 
Earth has from time immemorial been 
divided into sections (although it has 
not always been divided into 12 
sections). The zodiac we know, with 
its mythological creatures and stories, 
dates from perhaps 5,000 years ago. Its 
history is fascinating and obscure. 


Zodiacal Man During the evolution 
of medical astrology the 12 signs of the 
zodiac have become associated with 
various parts of the body — starting 
with Aries and the head and ending 
with Pisces and the feet. This useful 
form of shorthand is still used in 
modern medical astrology.
